AN  4CT 

To  amend  an  act,  paBsed  Afaith  7, 1835,  entitled  ^^An  act  to  amend  an  act,  to  incorporate 

the  viUage  of  Cleveland." 

Sec.  1.^  Be  it  enacted  by  the  GeTieral  Assembhf  of  the  State  of  Ohioj 
That  the  committee  created  by  virtueof  the  act,  passed  March,  7m,  1835, 
are  hereby  authorized  to  assess  upon  the  property  in  said  village,  aiiy  sum 
of  money  expended  by  the  trustees  thereof,  in  grading  and  improving  the 
streets,  in  Sdid  village,  by  virtue  of  an  act  for  that  purpose,  passed  Febru- 
ary 18, 1834,  over  and  above  the  sum  originally  assessed  and  collected 
therefor,  which  new  assessment,  shall  be  made  upon  the  same  principle  as 
the  original  assessment,  according  to  the  supposed  benefit  accruing  to  the 
property  assessed. 

Sec.  3.  The  committee,  on  the  completion  of  the  assessment  roll,  shall 
file  it  in  the  office  of  the  recorder  of  said  village,  where  it  shall  remain  at 
least  five  days  for  examination,  notice  of  which  shall  be  given  in  one  or 
more  newspapers  printed  in  said  village:  after  which  time,  the  committee 
may  correct  any  errors  that  may  have  been  discovered,  and  may  also  cor- 
rect any  inequalities  in  the  assessment,  by  adding  to,  or  deductine  from 
the  amount  first  assessed,  after  which,  they  shall  file  the  amended  roll  with 
said  recorder. 

Sec.  3.  The  sums  so  assessed  shall  be  added  to  the  sums  assessed  by 
the  committee,  for  damages  under  the  act  of  March  7, 1 835,  and  shall  be 
a  lien  upon  the  property  assessed,  and  shall  he  collected  by  the  marshal, 
together  with  the  sums  assessed  for  damages,  within  four  months  after  re- 
ceiving the  duplicate,  as  provided  by  the  actofFebruar;^  18,  1834,  and  in 
case  c?  delinquency,  the  like  interest  and  penalty  shall  be  chargeable,  as 
provided  in  said  act. 

Sec.  4.  AH  persons  claiming  to  be  injured  by  the  improvements,  so  as 
aforesaid  made  in  said  village,  who  shall  omit  to  present  their  claims  to.  the 
said  committee,  shall  be  deemed  to  have  waived  the  same.

Sec.  I.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Okhy 
That  Edmund  Tipton,  William  Tingley;  John  Davis,  William  Boyce, 
Isaac  Meek,  Philip  Trine  and  others,  their  absociates,  members  of  the  Me- 
thodist Episcopal  Church  of  Cadiz,  in  Harrison  county,  for  the  ^ime  beings 
and  their  successors,  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  created  a  corporation 
and  body  politic,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  '^Methodist  Episcopal 
Church  of  Cadiz,''  and  as  such,  shall  remain  and  have  perpetual  succes- 
sion. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  members  of  said  corpcration  shall  convene  on  the 
first  Monday  of  May  next,  and  on  the  first  Monday  of  May  annually 
thereafter,  ten  days  public  notice  having  first  been  given,  and  elect  nine 
trustees  from  their  own  body;  who  shall  continue  in  ofiice  for  one  year, 
and  until  their  successors  shall  have  been  chosen;  a  niiajority  of  whom 
shall  form  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  all  the  business  of  the  corpora- 
tion; they  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  which  may  occurs  from 
time  to  time,  in  their  body,  by  death,  resignation,  or  otherwise;  and  the 
person  or  persoiis  chosen  to  fill  such  vacancies,  shall  continue  in  ofiSce  un- 
til the  next  stated  annual  election,  and  until  their  successors  be  chosen. 

Sec.  3.  That  said  corporation  shall  be  capable  of' receiving,  acquiring, 
and  holding,  either  by  gift,  grant,  devise,  or  purchase,  any  estate,  real  or 
personal,  for  the  sole  use  of  said  corporation:  Provided^  That  the  annual 
income  of  all  such  property,  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  two  thousand 
dollars;  and  all  the  estate  so  acquired,  holden  and  possi^ssed,  by  the  said 
corporation,  as  well  as  all  the  estate  acquir^,  holden  and  possessed,  by  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  in  the  town  of  Cadiz,  in  said  county^  at  the 
time  said  corporation  may  commence  its  corporate  powers,  the  trustees 
thereof  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  sell,  lease,  or  otherwise 
invest;  and  the  proceeds,  rents,  issues  and  profits  thereof,  to  receive  and 
dispose  of,  for  the  sole  use  and  benefit  of  said  corporation:  Provided^  That 
nothing  in  this  act  contained,  shall  be  construed  to  authorize  the  corpora- 
tion hereby  created,  to  divert  any  real  estate  in  Cadiz,  which  may  have 
heretofore  been  conveyed  or  donated  to,  and  in  trust  for  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,  from  the  purposes  and  uses  expressed  in  such  deed  or 
donation;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  trustees,  at  the  annual  nieetingy 
on  the  first  Monday  of  May,  in  each  year,  to  make  out  for  the  inspection 
of  the  said  corporation,  an  exhibit,  containing  a  full  and  (air  account  of  the 
receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  preceding  year. 

Sec.  4.  That  said  corporation,  by  its  name  aforesaid,  shall  be  capable 
of  suing  and  being  sued,  defending  and  being  defended,  pleading  andl  being 
impleaded,  in  all  courts  having  competent  jurisdiction. 

Sec.  5.  That  Matthew  Simpson,  Edmund  Tipton,  Robert  M'Kee, 
James  Poulson,  William  Tingley,  Philip  Trine,  John  Davis,  Elijah  Lai- 
sure  and  George  White,  shall  he,  and  they  are  hereby  constituted  trus- 
tees of  said  corporation,  to  continue  in  ofiice,  from  and  after  the  passage 
of  this  act,  until  the  first  Monday  of  May,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
thirty-six,  and  until  their  successors  shall  be  chosen. 


Sec.  6.  ,  Any  future  Legislature  shall  have  power  to  alter,  amend  or 
repeal  this  act:  Provided^  Such  modification,  or  repeal  shall  not  afTect  the 
title  to  any  real  or  personal  estate,  acquired  or  conveyed  under  its  provi- 
sions, or  divert  the  same  to  any  other  purpose  than  originally  intended.

Sec  1.  Beit  enacted  bo  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^ 
That  Job  Garwood  and  Abner  Snoddy,  of  Logan  county,  and  John  6. 
Marks,  of  Hardin  county,  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners,  and  Wil- 
liam Scott,  Esq.  of  the  county  of  Hardin,  surveyor,  to  lay  out  and  es- 
tablish a  State  road;  commencing  at  East  Liberty,  in  Logan  county; 
thence  on  the  nearest  and  best  route,  to  the  town  of  Kenton,  in  Hardin 
county* 

Sec.  2.  That  the  said  commissioners  are  hereby  authorized  to  receive, 
and  appropriate  on  said  road,  all  such  subscriptions  and  donations  as  may 
be  maae,  lor  opening  and  improving  the  same. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  commissioners,  and  supp'eyor,  as  aforesaid,  shall,  in  all 
Inspects,  be  governed  by  the  laws  in  force,  defining  the  mode  of  laying 
o«tand  establishing  State  roads;  and  should  either  of  the  commissioners 
or  surveyor  die,  or  remove  out  of  the  county,  or  refuse  to  serve,  the 


county  commissioners,  of  their  proper  county,  ate  authorized  to  fill  such 
vacancies  as  often  as  the  same  may  occur.

Sec.  1.  Beit  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Slate  of  Ohioj 
That  Alexander  M'Cully,  Benjamin  Lemoin,  Samuel  Pease,  Osee  Welch, 
and  John  Eyerhard,  with  their  associates  and  successors,  shall  be,  and 
are  hereby  created  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  and  style 
of  the  Universal  School  of  Massillon;  with  perpetual  succession,  and  by 
'  that  name  shall  be  capable  in  law  and  equfty,  to  receive,  jaurchase, possess, 
and  enjoy  to  them  and  their  successors,  any  estate,  real  or  personal,  and 
the  same  to  sell,  dispose  of,  and  convey;  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  plead  and 
be  impleaded,  to  answer  and  be  answered,  to  defend  and  be.  defended  in 
any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction;  and  also,  to  have  and  use  a  commcm 
seal,  and  the  same  to  break,  alter,  change  or  renew  at  pleasure;  and  also, 
to  make,  ordain  and  execute  such  by-laws,  ordinances,  resolves  and  regu- 
lations, as  they  niay  deem  necessary  and  convenient  for  the  government 
of  said  corporation,  not  incompatible  with  the  constitution  and  la wii  of  the 
United  States,  and  of  this  State. 

Sec.  2.  That  any  three  of  the  above  named  persons  shall  have  power 
to  call  a  meeting,  either  annual  or  special,  by  giving  ten  days  previous 
notice  thereof,  by  advertisements  set  up  at  tHree  of  the  most  public  places 
in  the  town  of  Massillon;  that  the  annual  meeting  of  the  trustees  shall 
be  held  on  the  first  Monday  of  April,  of  each  succeeding  year,  at  which 
time  they  shall  elect  by  ballot  five  trustees,  one  treasurer,  and  one  secre- 
tary, who  shall  serve  for  term  of  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  be 
chosen;  and  in  case  an  election  should  be  neglected  to  b&  held  on  that 
day,  the  society,  for  that  cause,  shall  not  be  dissolved,  but  it  shall  be  law- 
ful to  hold  an  election  at  such  other  time  as  the  by-laws  shall  direct. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  funds  of  said  society  shall  not  be  applied  or  invested 
for  any  other  than  for  literary  and  scientific  purposes;  the  purchase  of  a 
lot  and  building  for  the  use  of  the  society,  the  purchase  of  books,  maps, 
charts,  newspapers,  pamphlets,  periodical  publications,  and  the  necessary 
expenses  of  the  institution. 

Sec.  4.  That  this  act  may  be  amended  or  altered  by  any  future  Le- 
gislature of  this  State,  as  they  may  judge  proper.

Be  it  enacted,  by  the  GeTieral  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohioj 
That  John  Simcson,  and  Jonas  Richardson,  of  Mercer  county;  and  Wil- 
liam N.  Flinn,  of  Shelby  county,  be,  and  diey  are  hereby  appointed  com- 
missioners, to  lay.  out  and  establish  a  State  road,  commencing  at  some 
suitable  point  at  or  near  Nine  Mile  creek,  in  Shelby  county,  and  running 
a  north- westwardly  direction  to  section  35,  range  2,  township  7,  in  Mer-^ 
cer  county;  and  from  tbence  in  a  weswardly  direction,  to  intersect  the 
Huntington  road  at  the  State  line  near  Fort  Recovery,  in  Mercer  county. 

Sec  3.  That  in  case  either  of  the  commisssioners  die,  refuse  to  serve, 
or  remove  out  of  the  county,  his  place  shall  be  supplied  by  the  commis- 
sioners of  the  county  where  the  vacancy  shall  happen,  as  often  as  it  may 
occur. 

Sec  3.  That  the  commissioners  shall  be  govered  in  all  respects  by 
the  law  now  in  force  defining  the  mode  of  uiying  out  and  establishing 
state  roads,  passed  March  14th,  1831,  and  the  expense  of  laying  out  and 
establishing  said  road  shall  be  paid,  as  pointed  out  in  said  act;

That  the  said  corporation,  by  the  name  and  style  aforesaid, 
shall  be  capable  in  law  of  holding  property,  real,  personal,  or  mixed,  ei- 
ther by  purchase,  gift,  grant,  devise,  or  legacy,  which  may  become  the 
property. of  the  said  corporation:  Provided^  That  the  annual  income  of 
all  such  property  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars:  And 
provided^  also^  That  all  such  property  shall  be  considered  as  held  in  trust, 
under  the  management,  and  at  the  disposal  of  s^iid  corporation,  for  the 
purpose  of  promoting  the  interests  of  said  society  or  congregation;  defrajr- 
mg  the  expenses  incident  to  their  mode  of  worship,  and  maintaining  insti- 
tutions of  charity  or  education,  (hat  may  be  therewith  connected:  Pro- 
vtdedj  moreoverj  That  when  any  money  or  other  property  shall  be  given, 
granted,  bequeathed,  or  devised  to  said  congregation,  for  any  particular  use 
of  purpose,  it  shall  be  faithfully  applied  to  such  use  or  purpose;  and  that 
the  property  and  other  concerns  of  the  corporation  shall  be  under  the  man- 
agement and  control  of  trustees  to  be  appointed  agj-eeably  to  the  direc- 
tions of  the  congregation.  , 

Sec.  3.  That  the  second  Wednesday  of  April,  in  the  year  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  thirty-six,  and  on  the  second  Wednesday  in  April, 
in  each  and  every  year  thereafter,  between  the  hours  of  twelve,  M.  and 
three,  P.  M.  there  shall  be  elected  by  said  congregation,  three  trustees, 
and  such  other  officers  as  the  society  may  deem  necessary;  who  shall 
hold  their  offices  for  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  shall  be  elected: 
Provided^  That  in  case  of  any  failure  to  elect  officers  as  aforesaid,  the 
trustees  may  call  a  meeting  at  such  time  and  place  as  they  may  think 
proper,  for  the  purpose  of  Meeting  such  officers. 

Sec  4.  That  the  persons  named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  be,  and 
they  are  hereby  appointed  trustees  until  the  first  election,  and  until  others 
are  elected  in  their  places. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  trustees,  or  any  two  of  them^  shall  have  power  to 
call  a  meeting  of  the  corporation,  either  for  the  election  of  officers,  or  for 
the  transaction  of  other  business  of  the  society,  by  gi^ng,  or  causing  to 
be  given  to  the  society,  immediately  after  public  Worship,  ten  days  previ- 
ous notice  of  said  meeting,  or  by  causing  notifications  thereof  to  be  put 
up  in  three  or  more  public  places  within  the  limits  of  said  congregations, 
at  least  fifteen  days  before  said  meeting. 

Sec.  6.  That  any  meeting  of  the  congregation,  duly  assembled,  may 
adopt  and  establish  such  by-laws  and  ordinances,  as  may  be  deemed  pro- 
per and  necessary  for  the  good  government  of  said  corporation:  Provided^ 
That  such  by-laws  and  ordinances  shall  be  compatible  with  the  constitu^ 
tions  and  laws  of  the  United  States  and  of  this  State. 

Sec.  7*  That  process  against  said  corporation  shall  be  by  sum- 
mons; which  shall  be  served  by  leaving  an  attested  copy  with  one  or  more 


of  the  trustees;  and  such  service  shall  be  deemed  sufficient  in  law  to  bind 
said  corporation. 

Sec.  8.  That  any  future  Legislature  shall  have  power  to  modify  or  re- 
peal this  act:  Provided,  That  such  modification  or  repeal  shall  not  affect 
the  title  to  any  real  or  personal  estate,  acquired  or  conveyed,  under  its 
provisions,  or  divert  the  same  to  any  other  purpose  than  originally  in- 
tended.

be  not  incompatible  with  the  Constitution  or  laws  of  the  United  States, 
or  of  this  State. 

Sec.  2.  Said  association  may  hold  any  personal  or  real  estate,  by  pur- 
chase, gift,  bequest  or  devise:  Provided,  The  annual  income  of  such  real 
estate  wall  not  exceed  three  thousand  dollars:  And  provided,  also.  That 
the  fiinds  of  said  association  shall  be  used  for  none  other  than  literary,  sci- 
entific, and  benevolent  purposes. 

Sec  3.  Any  future  Legislature  may  alter,  amend,  or  repeal  this  act: 
Provided,  That  such  alteration,  amendment  or  repeal,  shall  not  affect  the 
title  to  any  real  or  personal  estate  belonging  to  said  association  at  the 
time  thereof,  nor  to  any  transferred  or  conveyed  by  said  association  previ* 
ous  thereto.

sion; and  by  their  corporate  name,  may  contract  and  be  contracted  with; 
may  sue  and  be  sued;  answer  and  be  answered;  defend  and  be  defended; 
plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  in  all 
maaner  of  actions,  causes  and  complaints  whatsoever;  and  may  have  a 
common  leal,  which  they  may  change  or  alter  at  pleasure.

That  the  board  of  directors  shall  superintend  the  concerns  of 
said  company,  and  shall  have  the  management  of  the  funds  and  property 
thereof,  and  of  all  matters  and  things  thereto  relating,  and  not  otherwise 
provided  for  by  said  company;  they  shall  have  power  from  time  to  time, 
to  appoint  a  president,  a  secretary,  treasurer,  and  such  other  officers^ 
agents  and  assistants,  as  to  them  may  seem  necessary,  and  prescribe  their 
duties,  fix  their  compensation,  take  such  a/ecurity  from  them  as  they  may 
deem  necessary  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  respective  duties,  and 
them  to  remove  at  pleasure;  they  shall  determine  the  rules  of  insurance, 
the  sum  to  be  insured  on  any  building,  and  the  sum  to  be  deposited  for  the 
iniurance  thereof:  they  shall  order  and  direct  the  making  and  issuing  of 
all  policies  of  insurance,  the  providing  of  books,  stationery  and  other 
things  needful  for  the  office  of  said  company,  and  for  the  carrying  on  the 
affairs  thereof,  and  may  draw  upon  the  treasurer  for  the  payment  of  all 
losses  which  may  have  happened,  and  for  expenses  incurred  in  transacting 
the  business  of  said  company;  and  shall  keep  a  record  of  their  proceed 
ings;  and  any  dissenter  disagreeing  with  the  majority  of  the  board  at  any 
meeting,  may  enter  his  dissent,  with  his  reasons  therefor,  on  record. 

Sec.  5.  That  any  pierson  who  shall  become  a  member  of  said  compa- 
ny, by  effecting  insurance  therein,  shall,  before  he  receives  his  policy,  depo- 
sit his  promissory  note  for  such  a  sum  of  money  as  shall  be  detetmined  by 
the  directors,  a  part,  not  exceeding  five  per  cent,  of  which  said  note  shall 
be  immediately  paid,  for  the  purpose  of  discharging  the  incidental  expen- 
ses of  the  company,  and  the  remainder  of  said  deposite  note  shall  be  paya- 
able  in  part,  or  the  whole,  at  any  time  when  the  directors  shall  deem  the 
same  requisite  for  the  payment  oi  losses  or  other  expenses;  and  at  the  ex- 
piration of  [the]  term  of  insurance,  the  said  note,  or  such  part  of  the  same 
as  shall  remain  unpaid,  after  deducting  all  losses  and  expenses  accruing 
during  said  term,  be  relinquished  and  given  up  to  the  signer  thereof. 

Sec.  6.  That  any  member  of  said  company  shall  be,  and  hereby  is 
bound  and  obliged  to  pay  his,  her  or  their  proportion  of  all  losses  and  ex- 
penses happening  or  accruing  in  or  to  said  company,  and  all  buildings  in- 
sured by  and  with  said  company,  together  with  the  right,  title  and  interest 
ef  ttie  insured  to  the  lands  on  which  they  stand^  shall  be  pledged  to  said 
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company,  atid  the  said  company  shall  have  a  Hen  thereon  against  the  insu- 
red, during  the  continuance  of  his,  her,  or  their  policies. 

Sec.  7.    That  in  case  of  any  loss  or  damage  by  fire  happening  to  any 
member,  upon  property  insured  in  and  with  said  company,  the  said  mem« 
ber  or  members  shall  give  notice  thereof,  in  writing,  to  the  directors,  or 
some  one  of  them,  or  to  the  secretary  of  said  company,  within  thirty  days 
from  the  time  such  loss  or  damage  may  have  happened;  and  the  directors, 
upon  a  view  of  the  same,  or  in  such  other  way  as  they  may  deem  proper, 
shall  ascertain  and  determine  the  amount  of  said  lose  or  damage;  and  if  the 
party  sufiering  is  not  satisfied  with  the  determination  of  the  directors,  the 
question  may  be  submitted  to  referees,  or  the  said  party  may  bring  an  ac- 
tion against  said  company  for  the  lessor  damage  at  the  next  court  of  com- 
mon pleas  holden  in  said  county  of  Ashtabula  thereafter,  unless  said  court 
shall  be  holden  within  sixty  days  after  said  determination;  but  if  holden 
within  that  time,  then  at  the  next  term  of  said  court  holden  in  said  county 
thereafter;  and  if,  upon  trial  of  said  action,  a  greater  sum  shall  be  reco- 
vered than  the  amount  determined  upon  by  the  directors,  the  party  suffer- 
ing shall  have  judgment  therefor  against  said  company,  with  interest  there- 
on from  the  time  said  loss  or  damage  happened,  and  costs  of  suit;  but  if  no 
more  be  recovered  than  the  amount  determined  upon  by  said  directors,  the 
said  party  shall  become  non*suited,  and  the  said  company  shall  recover  their 
costs:  Provided,  Aotcercr,  That  the  judgment  last  mentioned,  shall  in  no 
case  affect  the  claim  of  said  suffering  party  to  the  amount  of  loss  or  da- 
mage, as  determined  by  the  directors  aforesaid:  And  provided,  also,  That 
execution  shall  not  issue  on  any  judgment  against  said  company  until  after 
the  expiration  of  three  months  from  the  rendition  thereof. 

Sec.  8.    That  the  directoes  shall,  after  receiving  notice  of  any  loss  or 
damage  by  fire,  sustained  by  any  member,  and  ascertaining  the  same,  or 
after  the  rendition  of  any  judgment  as  aforesaid,  against  said  company  for 
such  loss  or  damage,  settle  and  determine  the  sums  to  be  paid  by  the  seve- 
ral members  thereof,  as  their  respective  proportions  of  such  loss,  and  pub- 
lish the  same  in  such  manner  as  they  shall  see  fit,  or  as  the  by-laws  shall 
prescrihe;  and  the  sum  to  be  paid  by  such  member  shall  always  be  in  pro- 
portion to  the  original  amount  of  his  deposite  note  or  notes,  and  shall  be 
paid  to  the  treasurer  within  thirty  days  next  after  the  publication  of  said 
notice;  and  if  any  member  shall,  for  the  space  of  thirty  days  after  the  ptib- 
iication  of  said  notice,  neglect  or  refuse  to  pay  the  sum  assessed  upon  him, 
her  or  them,  as  his,  her  or  iheir  proportion  of  any  loss  or  damage  as  afore- 
said, in  such  case  the  dhrectors  may  sue  for  and  recover  the  whole  amount 
of  hisy  her  or  their  deposite  note  or  notes,  with  costs  of  suit;  and  the  mo- 
ney thus  collected  shall  remain  in  the  treasury  of  said  company,  subject  to 
the  payment  of  such  losses  as  have  or  may  thereafter  accrue,  and  the  ba- 
lance, if  any  remaining,  shall  be  returned  to  the  party  from  whom  it  was 
collected,  on  demaild,  after  thirty  days  from  the  expiration  of  the  term  for 
which  the  insurancowas  made. 

Sec  9.  That  if  it  ever  shall  so  hdppcn  that  the  whole  amount  of  dc- 
pofttte notes  shall  be  insufficient. to  pay  the  loss  occasioned  by  any  one  firo 
or  fires,  in  such  case,  sufferers  insured  bjrsaid  company  shall  receive,  to- 
wards making  good  their  respective  losses,  a  proportionate  dividend  of  the 
\phole  amount  of  said  notes,  according  to  the  sums  by  them  respectively 
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insured,  and  in  addition  thereto,  a  sum  to  be  assessed  on  all  the  members 
of  said  company,  not  exceeding  fifty  cents  on  -every  hundred  dollars  by^ 
them  respectively  insured;  and  the  said  members  shall  never  be  required 
to  pay  for  any  loss  occasioned  by  fire,  at  any  one  time  more  than  fifty 
cents  on  each  hundred  dollars  insurance  in  said  company,  in  addition  to 
the  amount  of  his,  her,  or  t^ieir  deposite  note,  nor  more  than  that*amount 
for  any  such  loss,  after  his,  her,' or  their  said  note  shall  have  been  paid  in 
and  expended;  but  any  member,  upon  the  payment  of  the  whole  of  his/her, 
or  their  deposite  notes,.and  surrender  of  his^  her,  or  their  policy,  before  any 
subsequent  I0S9  or  expense  has  occurred,  may  be  discnarged  from  said 
company. 

Sec.  10.  That  the  said  company  may  make  insurance  for  anj  term  not 
exceeding  ten  years;  and  any  policy  of  insurance,  issued  by  said  compa* 
ny,  signed  by  the  president  and  countersigned  by  the  secretary,  shall  be 
deemed  valid  and  binding  on  said  company,  in  all  cases  where  the  insu- 
rance has  a  title  in  fee  simple,  unincumbered,  to  the  building  or  buildings 
insured,  and  to  the  land  covered  by  the  same;  but  if  the  insured  have  ales» 
estate  therein,  or  if  the  premises  be  incumbered,  the  policy  shall  ba  void, 
unless  the  true  title  of  the  insured,  and  the  incumbrances  of  the  premises^ 
be  expressed  therein,  and  in  the  application  therefor. 

Sec.  11.  That  the  directors  shall  settle  and  pay  ell  losses,  witbin  three 
months  after  they  shall  have  been  notified  as  aforesaid,  but  no  allowanee 
is  to  be  made,  in  estimating  damages  in  any  case,  for  gildings  historical  or 
landscape  painting,  stucco  or  caived  work. 

Sec.  12.    That  when  any  house  or  building  shall  be  alienated,  by  sale  or 
otherwise,  the  policy  shall  thereupon  be  void,  and  be  surrendered  to  the 
directors  of  saiu  company  to  be  cancelled;  and  upon  such  surrender,  the- 
insured  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  bis,  her,  or  their  deposite  note  or.  notes 
upon  the  payment  of  bis,  her,  or  their  proportion  of  all  the  losses  and  ex-» 

?enses,  that  have  accrued  prior  to  such  surrender:  Providedj  hotdeveff 
*hat  the  grantee  or  alienee,  having  the  policy  assigned  to  him,  hec,  or 
thi^m,  may  have  his,  her,  or  their  right  thereto,  ratified  and  confirmed  to 
him,  her,  or  them,  for  his,  her,  or  their  own  proper  use  and  benefit,  upon 
application  to  the  directors,  and  with  their  consent,  within  thirty  days 
next  after  such  alienation,  on  giving  proper  security  to  the  satisfaction  of 
said  directors,  for  such  proportion  of  the  deposite  or  premium  note  as  shall 
remain  unpaid;  and  by  such  ratification  and  confirmation,  the  party  caus- 
ing  the  same  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  rights  and  privileges,  and  subject  to 
all  the  liabilities  to  which  the  original  party  insured  was  entitled  and  sub* 
jectcd  to  under  this  act- 
Sec.  13.  That  if  any  alteration  shall  be  made  in  any  botisii  or  other 
building  by  the  proprietor  thereof,  after  insurance  ha»  been  made  thereon 
with  said  company,  whereby  it  may  be  exposed  to  greater  rislc  or  hajsard 
from  fire,  than  it  was  at  the  time  it  was  insured,  then,  and  in  any  such 
ca^e,  the  insurance  made  upon  such  house,  or  other  buildings  or  opeji 
household  furniture,  merchandize,  or  other  property  insured  in  said  house 
or  other  building,  shall  be  void,  unless  an  s^dditional  premium  and  deposite, 
after  such  alteration,  be  settled  with  and  paid  to  said  directors;  but  no  al- 
terations or  repairs  in  buildings,  not  increasing  such  risk  OThaz^dfshall^  ilk 
anywise,  affect  insurance  previously  made  thereon* 
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.  Sec.  14.  That  in  case  any  building  or  buildings,  situated  upon  leased 
lands,  and  insured  by  said  c.ompany,  be  destroyed  by  fire,  in  such  case  the 
directors  may  retain  the  amount  of  the  preipium  note  given  for  issurance 
tberieof,  until  the  time  for  which  insurance  was  made,  shall  have  expired; 
and  at  the  expiration  thereof,  the  insured  shall  haye  the  right  to  demand 
and  receive  such  part  of  said  retained  sum  or  sumd,  as  has  not  been  ex- 
pended in  losses  and  assessments. 

Sec.  15.  That  if  insurance  on  any  house  or  other  building,  or  on  any 
property  insured  under  the  provisiojis  of  this  act,  shall  be,  and  subsist  in 
said  company,  and  in  any  other  office,  or  from  and  by  any  other  person 
or  persons  at  the  same  time,  tl^  insurance  made  in  and  by  said  company^ 
shall  be  deemed  and  become  void,  unless  such  double  insurance  subsists 
with  the  consent  of  the  directors  of  said  company,  signified  by  endorse- 
ment on  the  back  of  the  policy,  signed  by  the  president  and  secretary. 

Sec.  16.  That  Joshua  R.  Giddings,  Roger  W.  Griswold,  Ashbel  Dart, 
James  M.  Bloss,  or  either  two  of  them,  may  call  the  first  meeting  of  the 
members  of  said  company,  by  advertisement  in  either  of  the  newspapers 
printed  in  said  county,  giving  at  least  ten  days  notice  of  the  time  and 
place,  and  design  of  said  meeting,  for  the  purpose  of  choosing  the  first 
board  of  directors,  of  making  and  establishing  by-laws,  and  of  transacting 
any  business  necessary,  and  proper  to  carry  into  effect  the  proviftons  of 
this  act:  Provided^  Aozoever,  That  no  policy  shall  be  issued  by  said  company 
uotU  applications  shall  be  made  for  insurance  on  twenty-five  tiiousand  doU 
lars  at  least. 

Sec  17.  That  each  and  every  of  the  directors  of  said  company  shall,. 
before  be  enters  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  give  bond  to  the  treasurer 
of  the  county  of  Ashtabula,  in  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars,  veith  sood 
and  sufficient  security,  to  the  satisfaction  of  said  treasurer,  conditioned  for 
the  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  office,  agreeably  to  the  regula- 
tions, requirements  and  instructions  of  this  act,  and  on  the  complaint  of 
any  person  who  has  been  injured  by  the  miscgnduct  of  any  director,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  said  treasurer  to  cause  said  bond  to  be  put  in  suit,  on 
receiving  security  to  indemnify  the  said  county  against  costs,  and  to  cer- 
tify to  the  court  who  is  prosecutor  in  such  cause;  and  the  said  court  may, 
on  motion  of  the  defendant  or  defendants  in  said  cause,  order  the  prose- 
cutor to  find  sureties  to  indemnify  the  defendants  for  their  costs,  should 
he  iaii  to  prosecute  or  recover  thereon;  and  if  the  defendant  or  defend- 
ants shall  plead  performance  to  the  conditions  of  said  bond,  the  prosecu- 
tor may  reply  as  many  breaches  respecting  his  interest  as  he  shall  think 
fit;  and  the  jury,  on  the  trial  of  such  issues  as  shall  be  put  to  them,  shall 
assess  damages  Sot  such  breaches  as  the  prosecutor  shall  prove,  and  the

Sec.  U  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^  That 
Stephen  Card,  Joseph  Kelly,  Samuel  M.  Potter,  Samuel  Landis,  Robert 
Bosenbark,  EUis  Miller,  David  Burley,  Thomas  Shinn  and  David  Long,  and 
jtheir  associates,  and  such  others  as  may  hereafter  become  associated  with 
Aitmi  bci  and  ^•y  are  hereby  created  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  to  be 
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known  by  the  name,  style  and  title  of  the  "Predestinarian  Old  School 
Regular  Baptist  Church,  in  the  county  of  Butler,"  with  perpetual  succes- 
sion; and  by  their  corporate  name,  may  contract  and  be  contracted  with, 
sue  and  be  sued,  answer  and  he  answered  unto,  plead  and' be  impleaded, 
defend  and  be  defended,  in  all  courts  of  law  and  equity  in  the  State  of  Ohio, 
or  elsewhere;  they  may  have  a  common  seal,  which  they  may  break,  alter 
and  renew  at  pleasure;  and  shall  be  capable  of  holding  proj)erty,  real,  per- 
sonal) or  mixed,  either  by  purchase,  gift,  grant,  devise  or  legticy;  and  may 
sell,  alien,  and  dispose  of  and  convey  the  same:  PravicbJ,  That  the  an- 
nual income  of  said  property  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  two  thousand 
dollars. 

Sec*  3.  There  shall  be  elected  on  the  first  Monday  of  May,  annually, 
by  the  members  of  said  church,  three  trustees,  a  treasurer  and  clerk, 
who  shall  hold  their  offices  respectively  for  the  term  of  one  year,  and  until

The  property  and  funds  which  now  belong  or  may  hereafter 
belong  to  said  church,  shall  he  appropriated  exclusively  to  the  support  of 
public  worship,  in  such  manner  and  form  as  said  church  from  time  to  tim^ 
may  deem  proper  and  advisable:  Prcrcided^  Said  church,  as  a  body,  shall 
not  appropriate  any  part  of  said  property  or  funds  in  any  other  way  than 
for  the  benefit  of  a  Predcstinarian  Old  School  Regular  Baptist  Church, 
known  and  designated  by  articles  of  faith  laid  down,  agreed  to,  and  adopted 
by  said  church,  on  the  fourth  day  of  July,  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred 
and  thirty-five;  and  the  property  so  held  by  said  church  shall  be  the  pro- 
perty of  the  members  of  said  corporation,  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  or  such 
a  psurt  or  portion  of  the  members  of  said  corporation  as  shall  continue  to 
adhere  to  the  said  articles  of  faith  and  practice  hereinbefore  referred  to.

together  in  a  library  association,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  created  a  body 
corporate  and  politic,  with  perpetual  succession,  by  the  name  and  style  of 
the  "Young  Men's  Mercantile  Library  Association"  of  the  city  of  Cin- 
cinnati; and  by  that  name  shall  be  competent  to  contract  and  he  contracted

Sec.  1 .  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assemhltf  of  the  State  of  OhiOf 
That  David  Walklcy,  Daniel  Hall,  Erastus  Chester,  Charles  Crowell,Levi 
Crosby,  Samuel  Ackley,  Ammiel  Coflin,  Noah  Newton,  Samuel  O.  Ackley, 
Joseph  D.  Hail,  Lemuel  L.  C&ester,  Elijah  Crosby,  Ichabod  Hulbert,  and 
Eliel  Crosby,  and  their  associates,  together  with  such  other  persons  as  may 
hereafter  be  associated  with  them,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  created  a  body 
corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name  of  the  First  Congregational  Society  in 
Rome;  and  as  such  shall  remain,  and  have  perpetual  succession;  and  by 
their  corporate  name  may  contract,  aijd  bp  contracted  with,  sue  and  be 
sued,  answer  and  be  answered,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  defend  and  be  de- 
fended, in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,-  in  all  manner  of  actions^ 
causes,  and  complaints  whatsoever;  and  may  have  a  common  seal,  which 
they  may  change  or  alter  at  pleasure. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  said  corporation,  by  the  name  and  style  aforesaid,  shall 
be  capable  in  law  of  holding  property,  real,  personal  or  mixed,  either  by  pur- 
chase, gift,  grant,  devise,  or  legacy,  which  may  become  the  property  oithe 
corporation:  Provided^  That  the  annual  income  of  such  property, exclusive 
of  a  house  for  public  worship,  and  payment  of  a  preacher  shall  not  exceed 
six  hundred  dollars:  And  provided^  alsoy  That  all  such  property  shall  be 
held  in  trust,  under  the  management  and  at  the  disposal  of  such  corpora- 
tion, for  the  purpose  of  promoting  the  interests  of  the  society:  defraying  the 
expenses  incident  to  the  maintenance  of  any  institution  of  charity  or  edu- 
cation, that  may  be  therewith  connected:  Pjvvided^  moreover,  That  when 
money,  or  other  property  shall  be  given,  granted,  devised  or  bequeathed 
to  said  society,  for  any  particular  use  or  purpose,  it  shall  be  faithfully  ap- 
plied to  such  use  or  purpose;  the  property  and  other  concerns  of  the  cor- 
poration shall  be  under  the  management  and  control  of  trustees,  to  be  ap- 
propriated agreeable  to  the  direction  of  the  society;  a  majority  of  the 
trustees  shall  be  a  quorum,  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

Sec.  3.  That  on  the  second  Monday  in  April,  one  thousanid  eight  hun- 
dred and.  thirty-six,  tliere  shall  be  elected  by  ballot,  three  trustees,  one 
treasurer,  and  a  clerk:  Provided^  That  on  the  first  election,  the  first  trus- 
tee chosen  shall  hold  his  office  for  one  year,  the  second  for  two  years,  and 
the  third  fortfiree  years;  and  (at)  all  subsequent  electiotis,  the  first  chosen

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of  this  society  shall  hold  their  ofRces  until  their  successors  are  elected. 

Sec.  4.  That  air  elections  of  the  corporation  shall  be  by  ballot,  and 
the  persons  having  the  greatest  number  of  votes  shall  be  considered  duly 
elected;  ?ind  all  matters  of  .the  corporation  shall  be  determined  by  a  ma- 
jority of  the  members  present  at  any  meeting  of  the  society,  duly  assem- 
bled.   ' 

Sec.  5.  That  the  trustees,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  have  power  to 
call  a  meeting  of  the  society,  either  for  the  transaction  of  business,  or  the 
election  of  officers,  by  giving  or  causing-  to  be  given  ten  days  previous  no- 
tice of  said  meeting,  immediately  aft^r  public  worship  of  the  society,  or 
causing  notifications  thereof  to  be  put  up  in  three  or  more  public  places, 
within  the  limits  of  the  society,  one  of  which  shall  be  at  the  place  ofpublic 
worship,  at  least  sixteen  days  previous,  to  such. meeting. 

Sec.  6.  That  any  meeting  of  the  corporation  duly  assembled,  may 
adopt  and  establish  such  by-laws  and  ordinances  as  may  be  deemed  pro- 
per and  ndcessary  for  the  good  government  of  the  corporation:  Provided^ 
That  such  by-laws  and  ordinances  be  compatible  with  the  laws  of  the 
United  States,  and  of  this  State. 

Sec.  7.  That  original  process  against  the  corporation  shall  be  by  sum- 
mons, which  shall  be  served  b^  leaving,  an  attested  copy  with  one  or  more

to  the  capital  stock  of  the  Conneaut  and  Beaver  Rail  road  company,  here-

That  all  persons  who  shall  become  stockholders  pursuant  to 
this  act,  shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby  created,  a  body  corporate,  and  s^l 
be,  and  remain  a  corporation  forever,  under  the  name  of  the  Conneaut  and 
Beaver  Rail  road  company;  and  by  that  name,  shall  be  capable  in  law  of 
purchasing,  holding,  selling,  leasing,  and  conveying  estates,  real,  personal 
and  mixed,  so  far  as  the  same  shall  be  necessary  for  the  purposes  herein- 
after mentioned, and  no  further;  and  shall  have  perpetual  succession;  and 
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by  said  corporate  name,  may  contract  and  be  contracted  with;  sue  and  be 
sued; and  may  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  which  they  shall  have  power 
to  alter  or  renew  at  their  pleasure;  and  shall  hiave,  enjoy,  and  may  exer- 
cise, all  the  po\vers,  rights  and  privileges  which  corporate  bodies  may  law- 
fully do,  for  the  purposes  mentioned  in  this  act* 

'  Sec.  4.  That  upon  all  subscriptions,  there  shall  be  paid  at  the  time  of 
subscribing,  to  the  said  commissioners^  or  their  agents,  appointed  to.  re** 
ceive  such  subscriptions,  the  sum  of  fire  dollars  on  every  share  subscrib- 
ed; and  the  residue  ^thereof  shall  be  paid  in  spch  instalments,  and  at  such 
times,  as  may  be  required  by  the  president  and  director;;  of  said  company: 
Provided^  No  payment  other  than  the  firsts  shall  be  demanded,  until  at 
least  thirty  days'  public  notice  of  such  demand  shall  have  been  given  by 
said  president  and  directors,  in  some  newspaper  of  general  circulation  in 
the  State  of  Ohio;  and  if  any  stockholder  shall  fail  or  neglect 'to  pay  any

and  the  commissioners  aforesaid,  or  any  three  of  them,  shall  be  judges  of 
the  first  election  of  said  directors* 

Sec.  6*  That  to  continue  the  succession  of  the  president  and  direc* 
tors  of  said  company,  thirteen  directors  shall  be  chosen  annually,  on  the 
third  Monday  of  October,  in  every  year,  in  the  borough  of  Conneaut,  or 
at  such  other  place  on  the  line  of  said  road  as  a  majority  of  the  directors 
shall  apjpoint;  and  if  any  vacancy  shaS  occur,  by  death,  resignation,  or 
dtherwise^  of  any  president  or  director,  before  the  year  for  which  he  was 
elected  shall  expire,  a  person  to  fill  such  vacant  place  for  the  residue  of  the 
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year, maybe  appointed  by  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company^ 
or  a  niajority  of  them ;  and  that  the  president  and  directors  of  said  com- 
pany shall  hold  and  exercise  their  ofiices  until  a  new  election  of  president 
and  directors;  and  that  all  elections  which  are  by  this  act,,  or  the  by-laws 
of  the  company,  to  b6  made,  on  a  particular  dayi  or  at  a  particular  time,  if 
not  made  on  such  day  or  tiifne,-may  he  made  at  aijy  time  within' 'thirty  days 
thereafter,  ^ 

Sec.  7.  That  a  general  meeting  of  the  stockholders  shall  be  hdd  an- 
nually, at  the  time  and  place  appointed  for  the  election  of  directors  of  said 
company;  that  meetings  liiay  be  called  at  any  time  during  the  interval 
between,  the  said  annual  meetings,  by  the  said  president  and  directors,  or 
a  majority  of  them,  or  by  the  slp'ckholders  owning  at  least  one-fourth  of 
the  stock  subscribed,  upoi>  giving  at  least  thirty  days'  public  notice 
of  the  tinie  and  place  of  Ivolding  the  same,  as  provided  in  the  first  section 
of  this  act;  and  when  any  such  pfieetings  are  called  by  the  stockholders, 
such  notice  shall  specify  the  particular  object  of  the  call;  and  if,  at  any 
such  called  meeting,,  a  majority,  in  value,  of  the  stockholders  of  said  com- 
pany are  not  present,  in  person  oic  by  proxy,  such'  meeting  shall  be  ad* 
joumed  from  day  to  day,  \yithout  transacting  ?xny  business,  for  any  time 
not  exceeding  three  days;  and  if,  within  ,said  three  daysjsStockholders 
holding  a  majority,  in  value,  of  the  stock  subscribed,  do  not  thus  attend, 
such  meeting  shall  be  dissolved. 

Sec.  8.  That  at  the  regular  annual  meetings  of  the  stockholders  of  said 
company,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  and  directors  in  offico  for 
the  previous  year,  to  exhibit  a  fulj,  clear  and  distinct  statement  of  the  af- 
fairs of  the  company;  that  at  w^y  called  meeting  of  (he  stockholders,  a 
majority  of  those  present,  in  person,  or  by  proxy,  may  require  similar 
statements  from  the  president  and  directory,  whose  duty.it  shall  be.  to  fur- 
nish them  when  thus  required;  and  that  at  all  genei'al  meetings  of  the 
stockholders,  a  majority,  in  value,,  of  all  the  sfockh^olders  of  said  company, 
may  remove  from  office  ^ny  president,  or  'any  of  the  directors  of  said 
company,  and  may  appoint  others  isi  their  stead. 

Sec.  9.  That  any  president  and  directors  of  said,  company,  before  he 
acts  as  such,  shall  take  an  oath  or  affirmation,  as  the  case  may  be,  that  he 
will  well  and  truly  discharge  the  duties  of  said  office  to  the  best  of  his  skill 
and  ability. 

Sec.  10.  That  the  said  president  and  directors,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
may  appoint  all  such  officers;  engineers,  agents,  or  servants,  whatsoever, 
as  they  may  deem  necessary  for  ilie  transaction  of  the  business  of  the  com- 
pany, and  may  remove  any  of  them  at  their  pleasure;  that  they,  or  a  ma- 
jority of  them,  shall  have  power  to  determine,  by  contract,  the  compensa- 
tion of  all  engineers,  officers,  agents  or  servants,  in  the  employ  of  said 
company,  and  to  determine  by  their  by-laws,  the  manner  of  adjusting  and 
settling  all  accounts  against  the  said  company;  and  also  the  manner  and 
evidence  of  transfers  of  stdck  in  said  company;  and  they,  or  a  majority 
of  them,  shall  have  power  to.  pass  all  by-laws,  which  they  may  deem  ne- 
cessary or  proper  for  Exercising  all  the  powers  vested  in  the  company 
hereby  incorporated,  and  for*  carrying  the  objects  of  this  act  into  eifect: 
Provided^  That  such  by-laws  shall  be  approved  by  a  majority  of  tile  stock- 
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holders  at  their  ahnuat  or  any  regularly  Called  meeting,  ^hd  shall  not  be 
contrary  to  the  laws  of  this  State  or  of  the  United  States. 

Sec*  11.  That  the  said  corporation  shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  vest- 
ed with  the  right  to  construct  a  double  or  single  rail  road  or  way,  from 
Conneaut  Harbor,  in  the  county  of  Ashtabula,  through  Kinsman,  in  the 
county  of  Trumbull,  to  the  line  dividing  the  States  of  Ohio  and  Pennsjrl- 
vania,  in  the  townships  of  Vernon,  Hartford,  Brookfield,  or  Hubbard,  in 
Trumbull  county;  to  transport,  take  and  carry,  property  and  persons  upon 
the  same;  by  the  power  and  force  of  steam,  of  animals,  or  of  any  me- 
chanical or  other  power,  or  of  any  combination  of  them^  which  the  said 
corporation  may  choose  to  employ. 

Sec.  12.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company  shall  be, 
and  are  hereby  invested  with  all  the  rights  and  powers  necessary  for  the 
location,  construction  and  repair  of  said  road,  not  exceeding  one  hundted 
feet  wide,  with  as  many  sets  of  tracks  as  the  said  president  and  directors 
may  deem  necessary;  and  that  they  may  cause  to  be  made,  contract  with 
others  for  making  said  rail  road,  or  any  part  of  it;  and  they,  or  their  agents, 
or  those  with  whom  they  may  contract  for  making  any  part  of  the  same, 
may  enter  upon  and  use  and  excavate  any  land  which  may  be  wanted  for 
the  site  of  said  road,  or  for  any  other  purpose  necessary  and  useful  in  the 
construction,  or  in  the  repairs  of  said  road,  or  its  works;  and  that  they 
may  build  bridges,  fis  scales  and  weights,  lay  rails,  take  and  use  any  earth, 
timbei-,  gravel,  stone,  or  other  materials,  which  may  be  wanted  for  the 
construction  or  repair  of  any  part  of  said  road,  or  of  its  works;  and  may 
make  and  construct  all  works  whatsoever,  which  may  be  necessary  in  the 
construction  or  repairs  of  said  road. 

Sec.  13.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company,  or  a  ml^ 
jority  of  them,  or  any  persons  authorized  by  them,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
may  agree  with  the  owner  or  owners  of  any  lands,  earth,  timber,  gravel, 
stone,  or  other  materials,  or  any  improvements  which  may  be  wanted  for 
the  construction  or  repair  of  said  road,  or  any  of  their  works,  for  the  pur*- 
chase,  use  or  occupation  of  the  same:  and  if  they  cannot  agree,  and  ii  the 
owner  or  owners,  or  any  of  them,  be  a  married  woman  under  age,  insane 
person,  or  out  of  the  county  in  which  the  property  wanted  may  lie,  when 
such  lands  and  materials  are  wanted,  application  may  be  made  to  any  jus- 
tice of  the  peace  of  such  county,  who  shall  thereupon  issue  his  warrant, 
ander  his  hand  and  seal,  directed  to  the  sheriff  of  said  county,  or  to  some 
disinterested  person,  if  the  sheriff  shall  be  interested,  requiring  him  to  sum- 
mon a  jury  of  twelve  men,  inhabitants  of  said  county,  not  related,  or  in 
anywise  J  interested,  to  meet  on  Ihe  land,  or  near  to  the  other  property  ot 
materials  to  be  valued,  on  a  day  named  in  said  warrant,  not  less  than  ten, 
nor  more  than  twenty  days  after  the  issuing  of  the  same;  and  if  at  the  said 
time  and  place  any  of  said  persons  summoned  do  not  attend,  the  said  she- 
riff or  snmmoner,  shall  immediately  summon  as  many  persons  as  may  be 
necessary,  with  the  persons  in  attendance,  to  furnish  a  pannel  of  twelve 
jurors  in  attendance;  and  from  them  each  party,  or  its,  his,  her  or  their 
agent,  if  either  be  not  present,  in  person  or  by  agent,  the  sheriff  or  sum- 
moner,  for  him,  her,  it  or  them,  may  strike  off  three  jurors,  and  the  re^ 
maming  six  shall  act  as  a  jury  of  inquest  of  damages:  and  before  they  act 
as  such,  the  said  sheriff  or  summoner,  shall  administer  to  each  of  them  an 
4— L 
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oath  or  affirmation,  as  the  case  may  be,  that  they  will  faithfully  and  impar- 
tially value  the  damages  which  the  owner  or  ow^ners  will  sustain  by  the 
use  or  occupation  of  the  same  required  by  said  company,  and  the  jury 
estimating  the  damages,  if  for  the  ground  occupied  by  said  road,  shall 
take  into  the  estimate  the  benefits  resulting  to  said  owner  or  owners,  by 
reason  of  said  road  passing  through  or  upon  the  land  of  such  owner  or 
owners,  towards  the  extinguishment  of  such  claim  for  damages;  and  the 
said  jury  shall  reduce  their  inquisition  to  writing,  and  shall  sign  and  seal 
the  same,  and  it  shall  then  be  returned  to  the  clerk  of  the  court  of  com- 
mon pleas  for  said  county,  and  by  such  clerk  filed  in  his  ofGce,  and  shall 
be  confirmed  by  the  said  court  at  its  next  session,  if  ho  suf&cient  cause  to 
the  contrary  be  shown;  and  when  confirmed,  shall  be  recorded  by  said  clerk, 
at  the  expense  of  said  company;  but  if  set  aside,  the  court  may  direct 
another  inquisition  to  be  taken  in  the  manner  above  described;  and  such 
inquisition  shall  describe  the  property  taken,  or  the  bounds  of  the  land 
condemned;  and  such  valuation,  when  paid  or  tendered  to  the  owner  or 
owners  of  said  property,  or  his,  her,  or  their  legal  representatives,  shall 
entitle  said  company  to  the  full  right  of  such  perso&al  property,  and  to  the 
use  and  occupation'of  such  landed  property  thus  valued,  as  fully  as  if  it 
had  been  conveyed  by  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  same;  and  the  valua- 
tion, if  not  received  when  tendered,  may  at  any  time  thereafter  be  receiv- 
ed from  the  company  without  cost,  by  the  owner  or  owners,  his,  her,  or 
their  legal  representative  or  representatives;  and  that  such  sheriff  or  sum- 
moner  and  juries,  shall  be  entitled  to  demand  and  receive  from  the  said 
company,  the  same  fees  as  are  allowed  for  like  services  in  cases  of  fixing 
the  valuation  of  real  estate, /previous  to  sale  under  execution. 

Sec.  14.  That  whenever  in  the  construction  of  such  road,  it  shall  be 
necessary  to  cross  or  intersect  any  established  road  or  way,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  said  president  and  directors  of  said  company,  so  to  construct 
the  said  rail-road  across  such  established  road  or  way,  as  not  to  impede  the 
passage  or  transportation  of  persons  or  property  along  the  same;  or 
when  it  shall  be  necessary  to  pass  through  the  land  of  any  individual,  it 
shall  also  be  their  duty  to  provide  for  such  individual  proper  wagon  ways 
across  said  road,  from  one  part  of  his  land  to  another. 

Sec.  15.  That  if  said  company  should  neglect  to  provide  proper  wag- 
gon ways  across  said  road,  as  required  by  the  fourteenth  section  of  this 
act,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  individual  to  sue  said  company,  and  to  be  en- 
titled to  such  damages  as  a  jury  may  think  him  or  her  entitled  to,  for  such 
neglect  on  the  part  of  said  company. 

Sec.  16.  That  if  it  shall  be  necessary  for  such  company,  in  the  selec- 
tion of  the  route  or  construction  of  the  road  by  them  to  be  laid  out  and 
constructed,  or  any  part  of  it,  to  connect  the  same  with  or  to  use  any 
turnpike  road  or  bridge,  made  or  erected  by  any  company  or  persons  in- 
corporated, or  authorized  by  any  law  of  this  State;  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
the  said  president  and  directors,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  con- 
tract and  agree  with  any  such  other  corporation  or  persons,  for  the  right 
to  use  such  road  or  bridge,  and  for  the  transfer  of  any  of  the  corporate  or 
other  rights  or  privileges  of  such  corporation  or  persons,  to  the  said  com- 
pany hereby  incorporated;  and  every  such  other  incorporation,  or  persons 
incorporated  by,  or  acting  under  the  laws  of  this  State,  is,  and  are  hereby 
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authorized  to  make  such  an  agreement,  contract  or  transfer,  by  and 
through  the  agency  of  the  person  authorized  by  their  respective  acts  of 
incorporation,  to  exercise  their  corporate  powers,  or  by  such  persons  as 
by  any  law  of  this  State,  are  intrusted  with  the  management  and  direc- 
tion of  said  turnpike^  road  or  bridge,  or  of  any  of  the  rights  and  priviliges 
aforesaid;  and  any  contract,  agreement,  or  transfer,  made  in  pursuance  of 
the  power  and  authority  hereby  granted,  when  executed  by  the  several 
parties  under  their  respective  corporate  seals,  or  otherwise  legally  authen- 
ticated, shall  vest  in  the  company  hereby  incorporated,  all  such  road,  part  of 
road,  rijghts  and  privileges,  and  the  right  to  use  and  enjoy  the  same  as  fully 
to  all  intents  and  purposes,  as  they  now  are  or  might  be  used  and  exer- 
cised by  the  said  corporatiou,  or  persons  in  whom  they  are  now  vested* 

Sec.  17.  That  the  said  president  and  directors,  shall  have  power  to 
purchase,  with  the  funds  of  the  company,  and  place  on  any  rail-road  con- 
structed by  them  under  this  act,  all  machines,  wagons,  vehicles  or  car- 
riages of  any  description  whatsoever,  which  they  may  deem  necessary  or 
proper,  for  the  purposes  of  transportation  on  said  road;  and  that  they  may 
demand  and  receive  for  tolls  upon,  and  the  transportation  of  persons,  goods, 
produce,  merchandize  or  property  of  any  kind  whatsoever,  transported  by 
them,  along  said  rail-road  any  sum  not  exceeding  the  following  rates  on 
all  goods,  merchandize  or  other  property  of  any  description  whatsoever 
transported  by  them,  a  sum  not  exceeding  one  and  one  half  cents  per 
mile  mr  tolls,  and  five  cents  on  a  ton  per  mile  lor  transportation  on  all  goods, 
produce,  merchandize  or  property  of  any  description  whatsoever,  trans- 
portatedby  them  or  their  agents,  and  for  the  transportation  of  passengers, 
not  exceeding  three  cents  per  mile  for  each  passenger:  and  it  shall  be  law- 
ful for  any  other  company,  or  any  person  or  persons  whatsoever,  to  trans- 
port in  proper  cars  or  carriages,  any  person  or  persons,  merchandize,  pro- 
duce or  property  of  any  description  whatsoever,  along  said  road,  or  any 
part  thereof,  subject  to  such  rules  and  regulations  as  the  said  president  and 
directors  may  prescribe  under  the  provisions  of  this  act;  and  the  said  road, 
with  all  their  works,  improvements  and  profits,  and  all  machinery  used  on 
said  road  for  transportation,  are  hereby  vested  in  said  company,  incorpo- 
rated by  this  act,  and  their  successors  forever;  and  the  shares  of  the  capi- 
tal stock  for  said  company,  shall  be  deemed  and  considered  personal  pro- 
perty, transferable  by  assignment,  agreeably  to  the  by-laws  of  said  com- 
pany. 

Sec.  1 8.  That  the  said  president  and  directors  shall,  semi-annually, 
declare  and  make  such  dividend  as  they  may  deem  proper,  of  all  the  nett . 
profits  arising  from  the  resources  of  said  company,  deducting  the  neces- 
sary current  and  probable  contingent  expenses;  and  shall  divide  th^  same 
amongst  the  stockholders  of  said  company,  in  proportion  to  their  respec- 
tive shares. 

Sec.  19.  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  wilfully,  by  any  means 
whatsoever,  injure,  impair  or  destroy  any  part  of  said  raiJ-road,  consthict- 
ed  by  said  company  under  this  act,  or  any  of  the  i»'orks,  building  or  ma- 
chinery of  said  company,  such  person  or  person*?  so  offending,  shall  each 
of  them,  for  every  such  oflfence,  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  said  company,  a 
sum  not  exceeding  three  ifold  the  damages,  which  may  be  recovered  in  the 
name  of  the  company,  by  an  action  of  debt  in  the  court  of  common 
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pleas,  for  the  county  wherein  the  offence  shall  be  committed,  and  shall 
also  be  subject  to  an  indictment  in  said  court;  and  upon  conviction  of 
such  ofience,  shall  be  punished  by  fine  and  imprisonment,  at  the  discre- 
tion of  the  court. 

Sec.  30.  That  if  said  rail-road  shall  not  be  commenced  in  three  years 
and  finished  in  ten  years  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  then  this  act  shall 
be  null  and  void:  Provided^  That  the  State  shall  have  the  power  at  any 
time  after  the  expiration  of  thirty-five  years  from  the  passage  of  this  act, 
to  purchase  and  hold  the  same  for  the  use  of  the  State  by  paying  to  jiaid 
corporation  therefor,  the  amount  expended  by  said  corporation  in  locating 
and  constructing  the  same,  together  with  fifteen  per  centum  thereon,  of 
which  cost,  an  accurate  account  shall  be  kept,  and  submitted  to  the  Gene- 
ral Assembly,  duly  attested  by  the  oath  of  the  officers  of  said  company,  if 
the  General  Assembly  shall  require  it.

To  incorporate  the  Watervillc  Bridge  Company.      . 

Sec.  1.  Beit  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
That  John  Pray,  Theophilus  Short,  Phineas  P.  Bates,  Lyman  Dudly,  Hen- 
ry Reed,  Ira  Wilder,  Parris  Pray,  of  Wood  county,  and  their  associates, 
be,  and  they  are  hereby  created,  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  by  the 
name  and  style  of  "The  WatervJUe  Bridge  Company;"  and  as  such,  shall 
remain  andhave  perpetual  succession;  and,  by  their  corporate  name,  may. 
contract  and  be  contracted  with,  siie  and  be  sued,  answer  and  be  answer- 
ed, plead  and  be  impleaded,  defend  and  be  defended,  in  any  court  of  com- 
petent  jurisdiction;  and  may  have  a  common  seal,  which  they  may  change 
or  alter  at  pleasure. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  said  corporation  be,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized, 
to  erect  a  free  bridge  across  the  Maumee  river,  at  Waterville:  Provided^ 
The  said  company  shall  own  the  land  on  both  banks  of  said  river  where 
said  bridge  shall  be  erected,  or  shall  obtain  in  writing,  from  the  owner  or 
owners  of  the  land  on  both  sides  of  the  river,  where  said  bridge  may  be 
built,  their  consent  to  the  building  of  said  bridge;  unless  said  banks  on 
both  sides  be  a  public  highway. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  said  company,  in  the  erection  of  said  bridge,  shall  in 
no  wise  injure  or  obstruct  the  navigation  of  said  river. 

Sec.  4.  That  if  sa^  company  shall  erect  and  complete  said  bridge  in  a 
substantial  manner,  of  picoper  width,  tad  being  in  other  respects  of  suffi- 
cient strength  and  dimensions,  so  as  to  admit  ot  the  safe  passage  of  passen- 
gers, teams  and  carriages,  of  ti\e  usual  dimensions,  within  three  years  from 
the  passage  of  this  act,  they  shall,  from  the  time  of  completing  said  bridgey 
enjoy  all  the  privileges  secured  to  them  by  this  act. 
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Sec.  5.  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  wilfully  remove,  or  in  any 
•way  spoil,  injure  or  destroy,  any  materials,  or  any  thing  belonging  to  said 
bridge,  either  in  the  building  of  said  bridge,  or  for  repairs  thereof,  such 
person  or  persons  shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  said  corporation  treble  the  amount 
of  damages  sustained  by  means  of  such  offence  or  injury,  to  be  sued  for 
and  recovered  with  cost  of  suit,  in  action  of  debt,  in  any  court  having  com- 
petent jurisdiction,  by  the  treasurer  of  said  corporation,  or  any  person 
thereunto  by  said  company  authorized. 

Sec^.  6.  That  the  said  company  shall  have  power  to  adopt  such  by- 
laws, rules  and  regulations,  for  the  government  of  the  same,  as  they  may 
deem  expedient.

mon pleas  of  said  county,  to  answer  to  a  criminal  charge:  And  whereas^ 
It  is  further  represented,  that  the  said  recognizance  became  forfeited  by 
the  absconding  of  said  Billings  Allen,  and  that  a  judgment,  by  default, 
has  been  had  m  said  court,  against  the  said  Billings  Allen,  John  B.  Al- 
len, and  David  Adams;  and  that  proceediuK  in  scire  facias  is  now 
pending  in  said  court,  to  charge  the  said  John  W.  Davis  with  the  amount 
of  said  recognizance;  and  which  recognizance  is  said  to  be  excessive: 
Therefore, 

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohioj 
That  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  said  Perry  county,  be,  and  Ihey  are 
hereby  authorized,  on  the  trial  of  this  cause  against  the  said  John  W.  Da- 
vis, to  examine  into  the  facts  and  circumstances;  and  should  they  be  of 
opimon  that  the  amount  of  said  recognizance  was  excessive,  or  that  any 
circumstance  in  said  cause  require  a  mitigation  of  the  amount  of  said  re- 
cognizance, as  to  the  said  John  W.  Davis,  the  said  court  are  hereby  author- 
ized to  adjudge  such  sum  only,  as  to  said  court  shall  appear  just  and  rea- 
sonable, without  taking  into  consideration  the  amount  ot  the  said  recogni- 
zance.

Sec.  1.  Bt  ib  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  Vie  State  of  Ohio, 
That  F.  W.  Thornhill,  of  Coshocton  county,  Andrew  McCammet,  ol 
Knox  county,  and  Peter  Kirkpatrick,  of  Licking  county,  are  hereby  ap- 
pointed commissioners,  and  William  Anderson,  of  the  county  of  Licking, 
surveyor,  to  lay  out  and  establish  a  graded  state  road,  commencing  at  the 
termination  of  the  graded  road  from  Coshocton  to  East  Union,  in  Coshoc- 
ton county;  thence  the  nearest  and  best  route  to  Bladensburg,  in  Knox 
county;  thence  to  Martinsbur^,  in  said  county;  t'  ence  to  Utica,  in  Lick- 
ing county;  and  thence  the  nighest  and  best  route  to  Johnstown,  in  said 
county. 

Sec.  %  That  the  said  commissioners  are  hereby  authorized  to  receive 
and  appropriate  on  said  road,  all  such  subscriptions  and  donations  as  may 
be  madfe,  for  opening  and  improving  the  same. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  commissioners,  and  surveyor  aforesaid,  shall,  in  all 
respects,  be  governed  by  the  laws  in  force,  defining  the  mode  of  laying  out 
and  establishmg  graded  State  roads;  and  should  either  of  the  commission- 
ers or  survjeyor  die,  or  remove  otit  of  the  county,  or  refuse  to  serve,  the 
county  commissioners  of  their  proper  county,  are  hereby  authorized  to  fill 
such  vacancy,  as  often  as  the  same  may  occur.

AN  ACT 


To  authorize  the  County  CommissioneTs  of  the  county  of  Hardin,  to  purchase,  for  the  use 

of  the  county  of  Hardin,  lands  therein  named. 

WHEREAS,  by  a  resolution  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of 
Ohio,  passed  February  12th,  A»  D.  1829,  the  Governor  of  the  State  of 
Ohio  was  authorized  to  reserve  a  tract  of  land,  in  the  counties  of  Allen, 
Putnam,  and  Hardin,  not  exceeding  one  section  in  each  county,  out  of 
the  lands  selected  for  canal  purposes,  for  the  benefit  of  the  seats  of  jus- 
tice for  said  counties,  under  the  direction  of  the  Governor  of  the  State 
of  Ohio:  And  whereas^  The  fractional  section,  No.  31,  in  township  No. 
4,  S.  in  range  11,  supposed  to  contain  two  hundred  and  two  acres, 
more  or  less,  lying  in  said  county  of  Hardin,  was  selected  for  the  pur- 
poses aforesaid:  And  whereas^  By  an  act,  entitled,  ^An  act  to  organize 
said  county,  and  establish  the  seat  of  justice  for  the  same,"  pass^  9th 
January,  1833,  the  commissioners  appointed  to  select  a  seat  of  justice 
for  said  county,  selected  a  site  for  the  seat  of  justice,  a  short  distance 
from  said  fractional  section  31,  township  N.4,  S.  and  range  11:   And 
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whereas^  The  county  of  Hardin  is  desirous  to  purchase  the  same,  for 
the  benefit  of  the  seat  of  justice  of  said  county,  at  the  minimum  price: 
Therefore, 

Sec.  1 .  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  That 
the  county  commissioners  of  the  county  of  Hardin,  be  and  they  are  here- 
by authorized,  to  purchase,  at  the  minimum  price,  for  the  use  and  benefit 
of  the  county  seat  of  Hardin  county,  the  whole  of  the  fraction  numbered 
thirty-one,  in  township  No.  4,  S.  and  range  eleven,  lying  in  the  county  of 
Hardin  aforesaid,  which  now  remains  unsold. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  town  director  of  the  town  of  Kenton,  the  county 
seat  of  said  county,  be  and  is  hereby  constituted  and  appointed  to  super- 
intendy  under  the  direction  of  the  commissioners  of  said  county,  all  the 
arrangement  in  all  things  in  relation  to  the  purchase  and  sale  of  said  land, 
in  the  same  manner  and  with  thesaipe  powers  as  is  by  law  conferred  on 
town  directors.

Alt  ACT 

To  incorporate  the  town  of  Clinton,  in  the  county  of  Huron. 

Sec*  1  •  BeU  enacted  by  the  Creneral  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^  That 
so  much  of  the  township  of  Fitchville,  in  the  county  of  Huron,  as  is  com- 
prised within  the  following  limits,  to  wit:  Beginning  at  a  point  where  the 
Wooster  road  crosses  the  north  and  south  section  road  in  said  township, 
and  running  thence  north  to  a  line  runnmg  due  east  and  west,  intersect- 
ing the  north  comer  of  the  burial  ground  on  Husted  Moe's  land;  thence 
east  to  a  line  running  north  and  south,  parallel  to  the  north  and  south 
section  line  in  said  township,  intersecting  a  stake  and  stone,  east  of  Sam- 
uel Palmer's  log  bam;  thence  south  to  a  line  mnning  due  east  and  west, 
intersecting  a  point  at  hi^  water  mark,  on  the  south  and  west  side  of  the 
bend  of  the  Vermillion  nver,  south  of  Randall  Palmer's  dwelling  house; 
and  thence  west  to  a  line  running  north  imd  south,  parallel  to  the  north 
and  south  section  line  in  said  township,  and  six  rods  west  of  Joseph  Was- 
bum's  new  dwelling  house,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  created  a  town 
corporate,  and  shall  henceforth  be  known  and  distinguished  by  the  name 
of  the  town  of  Clinton. 

Sec.  2.  That  for  the  good  order  and  government  of  said  town,  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  the  white  male  inhabitants  who  have  resided  within  the 
aforesaid  limits  of  said  town  for  the  space  of  three  months  next  preceding 
the  second  Tuesday  of  April  next,  and  who  have  the  qualifications  of  elec- 
tors of  members  of  the  General  Assembly,  to  meet  at  the  usual  place  of 
holding  elections  in  said  township  of  Fitchville,  on  the  sdid  second  Tues- 
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day  of  April  next,  and  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  April  annually  thereafter , 
at  such  place  as  the  town  council  may  direct,  which  shall  be  determined 
by  notices  of  the  time  and  place,  posted  up  in  thrfee  of  the  most  public 
places  in  said  town,  at  least  ten  days  before  the  election;  which  notice 
shall  be  signed  by  the  mayor  and  recorder,  and  then  and  there  proceed 
by  ballot  to  elect,  by  a  plurality  of  votes,  one  mayor,  one  recorder,  and 
five  trustees,  who  shall  be  either  householders  or  freeholders,  residing 
'  withhi  the  limits  of  said  town,  and  who  shall  hold  their  respective  oflJces 
for  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified;  such 
mayor,  recorder  and  trustees  being  so  elected  and  qualified,  shall  consti- 
tute a  town  council,  any  five  of  whom  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  df  business* 

Sec.  3.  That  at  the  first  election  to  be  holden  under  this  act,  there 
shall  be  chosen  viva  voce^  by  the  electors  present,  three  judges  and  a 
clerk  of  said  election,  who  shall  each  take  an  oath  or  aflBirmation  faithfully 
to  discharge  the  duties  required  of  them  by  this  act;  and  at  all  subsequent 
elections,  the  trustees,  or  any  two  of  them,  shall  be  judges,  and  the  re- 
corder clerk;  and  at  all  elections  held  under  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
the  polls  shall  be  opened  between  the  hours  of  one  and  two^  and  closed 
at  four  o'clock,  P.  M.  of  said  day;  and  at  the  close  of  the  polls  the  votes 
shall  be  counted,  and  a  true  statement  thereof  proclaimed  by  one  of  the 
judges,  to  the  electors  present;  and  the  clerk  shall  make  a  true  record 
thereof,  who  shall  notify  the  persons  elected  to  their  respective  offices,  of 
their  election  within  five  days;  and  the  persons  so  elected  and  notified, 
shall,  within  five  days  thereafter,  take  an  oath  or  affirmation  to  support 
the  constitution  of  the  United  States,  and  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  and  an  oath 
of  office;  any  person  elected  as  aforesaid,  neglecting  or  refusing  to  qualify 
as  aforesaid,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  into  the  treasury  of  said  town,  the  sum 
of  five  dollars,  to  be  recovered  by  an  action  of  debt,  before  the  mayor  of 
said  town;  and  the  recorder  shall,  in  the  name  of  said  town,  demand,  re* 
ceive,  or  sue  for  such  forfeiture,  and  pay  over  the  same  when  collected  to 
the  treasurer,  taking  his  receipt  therefor:  Provided,  That  no  person  shall 
be  compelled  to  serve  in  any  office  in  said  corporation  two  years  in  suc- 
cession. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  mayor,  recorder  and  trustees  of  said  town  shall  be 
a  body  corporate  and  politic,  with  perpetual  succession,  to  be  known  and 
distinguished  by  the  name  of  the  Town  Council  of  Clinton;  and  they  and 
their  successors  in  office  shall  be  authorized  to  use  a  common  seal,  and 
the  same  to  alter  at  pleasure;  to  receive,  purchase,  acquire,  hold  and  con- 
vey any  estate,  real,  personal  or  mixed,  and  to  manage  and  dispose  of  the 
«ame  in  such  manner  as  they,  or  a  majority  of  them  may  deem  proper; 
tbey  shall  be  capable  in  the  name  aforesaid  of  suing  and  being  sued,  pleadr 
ing  and  being  impleaded,  answering  and  being  answered,  in  any  suit  or 
action  in  any  court  of  law  or  equity  in  this  State;  an^  when  any  suit  or 
action  shall  be  commenced  against  said  corporation!,  the  first  process  shall 
be  by  summons,  a  copy  of  which  shall  be  left  with  the  mayor,  or  in  his  ab- 
sence, at  his  usual  place  of  abode,  at  least  five  days  before  the  return  day 
thereof. 

Sec.  5.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  mayor,  and  in  his  absence  or 
disability  to  serve,  the  recorder,  to  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  town 
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councfl;  it  shall  aUo  be  the  duty  of  the  recorder  to  attend  to  all  such 
meetings,  and  keep  an  accurate  record  of  their  proceediagSt  to  be 
recorded  in  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose ;  it  shall  moreover  be  the 
duty  of  the  recorder  to  attend  all  elections  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act;  but  in  case  of  his  absence  or  disability  to  serve  as  such,  the  trustees 
shall  have  power  to  appoint  one  of  their  numb^  clerk  of  said  election,  jiro 
le97u>ors» 

Sec  6.  That  the  town  council  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies 
which  may  occur  in  their  body  by  death,  resignation,  or  otherwise,  from 
among  the  electors  in  said  town,  whose  appointment  shall  continue  until 
the  next  Itnnual  election,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  quali- 
fied; and  whenever  it  may  happen  th^t  neither  the  mayor  or  recorder  is 
present  at  any  meeting  of  said  town  council,  the  trustees  shall  have  power 
to  appoint  one  of  their  number  to  perform  the  duties  of  such  mayor  or  re- 
corcler,  or  both,  as  the  case  may  be,  which  appointment  shall  be  pro  temr 
pore;  and  that  die  mavor,  or  a  majority  of  the  trustees  shall  have  power 
to  call  a  meeting  of  the  town  council  whenever  in  his  or  their  opinion 
the  public  good  of  said  corporation  shall  require  it. 

Sec  7.  That  the  mayor,  recorder,  and  trustees,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
whereofthe  mayor  or  recorder  shall  always  be  one,  or  in  their  absence, 
one  of  the  trustees  appointed  t6  fill  their  vacancy,  shall  have  power  and 
authority  to  make,  ordain  and  publish  all  such  by-laws  and  ordinanccis, 
consistent  with  the  constitution  of  the  United  States,  and  of  this  State,  as 
they  mav  deem  necessary  and  expedient  for  the  regulation,  interest,  safety, 
health,  cleanliness  and  convenience  of  said  town,  and  the  same  to  alter 
or  repeal  at  pleasure;  they  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  treasurer«town 
maranal,  and  such  other  subordinate  officers iis  they  may  deem  necessary; 
to  prescribe  their  duties,  and  to  require  of  them  such  security  as  they  may 
doem  necessary  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties;  to  remove 
them  at  pleasure;  to  fix  and  establish  the  fees  of  the  officers  of  said  corpo- 
ration not  established  by  this  act,  except  the  trustees,  who  shall  receive 
no  &es;  said  town  council  shall  also  have  power  to  affix  to  the  violation 
of  the  by4aws  and  ordinances  of  said  corporation,  such  reasonable  fines 
and  forfeitures,  as  they  may  deem  proper,  and  provide  for  the  collection 
and  disposition  of  the  same;  they  shall  have  power  to  lay  out  and  regulate 
the  lots,  streets,  lanes,  alleys,  and  public  ground;  to  lay  out  and  determine 
the  wtidth  of  the  side  walks,  and  regulate  the  same;  they  shall  also  have 
power  to  remove  or  cause  to  be  removed  all  nuisances  and  obstructions, 
and  do  all  things  which  a  corporation  of  a  similar  nature  can  do,  to  secure 
the  hMdth,  peace  and  good  order  of  the  inhabitants  of  said  town. 

Sec.  8.  That  for  the  purpose  of  more  efifisctually  enabling  the  town 
eooncii  to  carry  into  efifect  tlie  provisions  of  this  act,  they  are  hereby  au- 
tboriwdand  empowered  to  assess  for  corporation  purposes  an  amount  of 
tax  on  all  property  within  said  town,  made  taxable  by  the  laws  of  this 
tttaie,  for  State  and  county  purposes,  not  exceeding  in  any  one  year  o^e 
par  cent,  on  the  value  thereof,  which  value  shall  be  ascertained  by  «Qi  .as-  . 
mmor  to  be  af^inted  by  said  town  council  for  that  purpose;  they  shall 
%Iso  have  power  to  equalize  any  injudicious  assessments  thus  made,  on 
complaint  of  the  owner  or  owners,  his,  her,  or  their  agent  so  aggrieved. 
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Sec.  9.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  town  council  to  make  out 
or  cause  to  be  made  out  by  the  recorder,  a  duplicate  of  taxes,  charging 
each  individual  therein,  an  amount  of  tax  in  proportion  to  the  property  of 
such  individual  assessed  as  aforesaid  within  said  town;  which  duplicate 
shall  be  signed  by  the  mayor  and  recorder,  and  delivered  to  the  marshal 
or  such  other  person  as  shall  be  appointed  collector,  whose  duty  it  shall  be 
to  collect  the  same  within  such  time  and  in  such  manner  as  the  by-laws 
shall  direct;  and  the  collector  shall  have  power  to  sell  both  personal  and 
real  estate  for  the  non-payment  of  taxes  within  said  town,  and  shall  be 
governed  therein  by  the  same  laws  and  regulations  as  the  collectors  of 
State  and  county  taxes;  and  in  case  of  the  sale  of  any  real  estate,  the  re- 
corder shall  have  power  to  miike  and  execute  deeds  therefor,  in  the  same 
manner  that  county  auditors  are  by  law  empowered  to  do  for  lands  sold 
by  the  county  treasurer;  and  the  said  collector  shall,  within  ten  days  after 
collecting  said  taxes,  pay  the  same  over  to  the  treasurer  of  said  corpora- 
tion, taking  his  receipt  therefor;  and  who  shall  receive  for  his  fees  such 
sum  as  the  town  council  may  direct,  not  exceeding  six  per  cent*  on  all 
moneys  so  by  t)im  collected,  and  paid  over;  said  fees  to  be  paid  by  the 
treasurer,  on  the  order  of  the  recorder. 

Sec.  10.  That  the  said  town  council  shall  have  power  to  require  eve- 
ry able  bodied  male  person  above  the  age  of  twenty-one,  and  under  sixty 
years,  who  may  have  resided  twelve  months  within  said  town,  to  per- 
form apnually  two  days  work  on  the  streets,  alleys,  or  public  ground  of 
said  town,  under  the  direction  of  the  marshal  or  such  other  person  as  may 
be  appointed  to  superintend  the  improvement  of  such  streets,  alleys,  or 
public  pounds,  in  addition  to  the  labor  required  under  the  present  laws 
regulatm^  roads  or  highways;  and  upon  refusal  or  neglect  to  perform 
such  work  under  the  proper  ofRcers,  the  delinquent  shall  be  liable  to  the 
same  penalties  as  are  provided  by  law  against  persons  refusing  to  per- 
form the  two  days  labor  required  in  the  last  named  act,  to  be  recover^  in 
the  name  of  the  treasurer  for  the  use  of  said  corporation. 

Sec.  1 1  •  That  the  by-laws  and  ordinances  of  said  town,  shall  be  posted 
up  in  two  or  more  of  the  most  public  places  within  said  town,  at  least 
ten  days  before  the  taking  effect  thereof,  and  the  certificate  of  the  recor- 
der upon  the  town  record  shall  be  considered  sufficient  evidence  of  (he 
same  having  been  done. 

Sec*  12.  That  the  town  council  shall,  at  the  expiration  of  each  vear, 
cause  to  be  made  out  and  posted  up  in  one  or  more  of  the  most  public  places 
in  said  town,  an  exhibit  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  preceding 
year;  which  statement  shall  be  certified  by  the  recorder  of  said  town* 

Sec.  13*  That  the  mayor  of  said  corporation  shall  be  a  conservator  of 
the  peace  throughout  said  town,  and  shall  have  within  the  same  all  the 
powers  and  jurisdiction  of  a  justice  of  the  peace  in  all  matters,  civil  or 
criminal,  arising  under  the  laws  of  this  State,  to  all  intents  and  purposes 
whatever;  he  shall  eive  bond  and  security  as  is  requi]:ed  by  law  of  justices 
of  the  peace,  and  the  said  mayor  shall  perform  all  the  duties  required  of 
him  b^  the  bv-laws  and  ordinances  of  said  corporation;  and  appeals  may 
be  taken  in  all  casefs  from  the  decisions  of  said  mayor,  in  the  same  maoner 
as  from  the  decisions  of  justices  of  thei  peace;  he  shall  keep  a  docket, 
wherein  he  shall  keep  a  fair  record  of  all  matters  of  difference  tried  be. 
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fore  him,  and  shall  be  alio^ved  and  receive  the  same  fees  that  justices  of ' 
the  peace  are  or  may  be  entitled  to  in  similar  cases. 

Sec.  14.  That  the  marshal  shall  be  the  principal  ministerial  officer  of 
said  town,  and  shall  have  the  same  powers  as  constables  have  by  law^ 
and  his  jurisdiction  in  criminal  cases  shall  be  co-extensive  with  the  county 
of  Huron;  he  shall  execute  the  process  of  the  mayor,  and  receive  the  same 
fees  for,  his  services  that  constables  are  allowed  in  similar  cases. 

Sec.  15.  That  said  corporation  shall  be  allowed  the  use  of  the  jail  of 
the  county  of  Huron,  for  the  imprisonment  of  such  persons  as  may  be  lia^ 
ble  to  imprisonment  .under  the  by-laws  and  ordinances  of  said  corporation; 
and  ail  persons  so  imprisoned,  shall  be  under  the  charge  of  the  sheriff  of 
the  county  of  Huron^  as  in  other  cases. 

Sec.  16.  That  the  mayor,  recorder,  trustees  and  other  officers  of;iaid 
corporation  shall,  on  demand,  deliver  to  to  their  successors  in  office  all 
such  books  and  papers  as.  appertain  in  any  wise  to  their  office. 
.  Sec.  17. ,  That  any  future  Legislature  shall  have  power  to  alter,amend 
or  repeal  this  act:  Providedf  That  such  alteration,  amendment,  or  repeal 
shall  not  divert  the  property  of  said  corporation  from  the  purpose  express* 
ed  in  this  act.

AN  ACT 

To  incorporate  th«  Presbyterian  Church  of  Monroesville,  in  the  county  of  Jeffiraon.. 

Sec.  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  OhiOj 
That  Abram  Croxton,  Aaron  Aten,  Joseph  L.  Hosack,  Joseph  F.  Williams, 
John  Halderman,  Thomas  Creighton,  Joseph  Barclay  and  Samuel  Clark, 
and  their  associates,  together  with  such  other  persons  as  may  hereafter  be 
associated  with  them,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  created  and  declared  a 
body  corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name  of  "The  Presbyterian  Church  of 
Monroesville ;^  and  as  such  shall  remain  and  have  perpetual  succession; 
and  by  their  corporate  name,  may  contract  and  be  contracted  with;  sue 
and  be  sued;  answer  and  be  answered;  plead  and  be  impleaded;  defend  and 
be  defended,  in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction;  and  may  have  a  com- 
mon seal,  which  they  may  break  or  renew  at  pleasure. 

Sec  2.  That  the  said  corporation,  by  the  name  and  style  aforesaid, 
shall  be  capable  in  law  of  holding  property,  real,  personal  or  mixed,  either 
by  purchase,  gift,  grant,  devise,  or  legacy,  which  may  become  the  property 
Of  the  corporation:  Provided^  That  the  annual  income  of  all  such  prop- 
erty, shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars:  And  providedalso^ 
That  all  such  property  shall  be  considered  as  held  in  trust,  under  the  man- 
agement and  at  the  disposal  of  said  corporation,  for  the  promoting  of  the 
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interest  and  well  being  of  said  church,  defraying  the  expenses  Mcident  to 
their  mode  of  worship,  and  maintaing  any  institutions  oi  charity  or  educa- 
tion that  may  he  therewith  connected:  Provided^  moreover^  That  when 
any  money  or  other  property  already  or  which  hereafter  shall  be  ffiven, 
granted,  bequeathed,  devised,  or  pledged  to  said  church  for  any  particuliM^ 
use  or  purpose,  it  shall  be  faithfully  applied  to  such  use  or  purpose. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  management  and  control  of  the  property  and  other 
ooncems  of  the  corporation  shall  be  vested  in  three  trustees,  to  be  annu- 
ally elected  by  the  corporation  upon  the  first  Saturday  after  Christmas 
day;  or  if  there  be  a  failure  to  elect  upon  that  day,  then,  upon  any  other 
day  that  the  trustees  for  the  time  being  shall  designate:  Providtui,  That 
said  corporation  may,  at  any  time,  by  ordinance,  increase  or  decrease  the 
number  of  trustees;  or  they  may  invest  their  ruling  elders  with  said  office 
and  duties  as  herein  provided,  either  by  themselves^  or  in  concert  with  the 
annually  chosen  trustees^.  . 

Sec.  4.  That  Aaron  Aten,  John  Haldeman,  and  Samuel  Clark, 
be,  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  trustees  until  the  first  annual  election^ 
and  until  their  successors  are  chosen. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  trustees  of  a  majority  of  them  shall  have  power  to 
call  a  meeting  of  the  corporation  for  the  election  of  ofilcers,  or  for  any 
other  business  pertaining  to  said  church  and  society,  by  causine  to  be  pub- 
lished upon  a  day  of  public  worship,  ten  days*^  previous  notice  o? said  meet- 
ing, or  causing  a  notice  thereof  to  be  put  up  in  three  or  more  places  with- 
in th^  vicinity  of  the  place  of  worship,  at  least  fifteen  days  previous. 

Sec.  6.  That  any  meeting  of  the  corporation,  duly  assembled,  may  adopt 
and  establish  such  by-laws  and  ordinances  as  may  be  deemed  proper  and 
necessary  for  the  good  government  of  said  corporation:  Provided^  That 
such  by-laws  and  ordinances  shall  be  compatible  with '  the  constitution 
and  laws  of  the  United  States,  and  of  this  State. 

See.  7.  That  original  process  against  the  corporation,  shall  be  by  sum- 
mons, which  shall  be  served  by  leaving  an  attested  copy  with  one  or  more 
of  the  trustees  or  elders  of  said  corporation  or  church,  and  such  service 
shall  be  valid  to  bind  said  corporation.

or  any  other  person  or  pai\^  entitled  to  the  same. 

Sec.  2.  Ihat  the  first  aot  of  the  said  trustees  on  entering  upon  the 
duties  of  their  oflice,  shall  be  t^  choose  from  among  themselves  a  president, 
who  shall  be  their  receiving  ^nddisbutsingoflScerj  who  shall  neither  draw 
for  nor  disburse  any  moneys  but  under  the  authority  and  sign  manual  of 
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the  other  two  trustees;  and  the  said  president  shall  pay  away  no  moneys 
without  taking  receipts  for  the  same,  which  receipts  shall  be  the  only 
vouchers  admitted  for  the  expenditure  of  such  public  mon^y  as  may  come 
to  his  hand.

a  common  seal,  which  they  may  aJter  at  pleasure;  with  capacity  to  ac- 
quire, hold  and  enjoy,  to  sell,  rent,  convey  and  dispose  of  property,  real, 
personal,  or  mixed:  Protnded^  That  the  anntial  income  of  all  such  pro- 
perty shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars:  And  Provided^ 
aUoj  That  said  property  shall  be  applied  to  the  building  of  houses  of  pub- 
lic worship,  procuring  a  parsoilage,  and  to  other  objects  incident  to 
the  support  of  public  wdrship  in  said  church  and  society,  and: the  ordi- 
nances of  the  same,  together  with  such  institutions  of  learning  and  charity, 
as  may  be  connected  therewith,  and  to  no  other  purpose.

That  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  ten  thousand 
dollars;  the  said  stock  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each,  and 
shall  be  deemed  personal  property,  and  may  be  transferred  in  such  man- 
ner  as  the  company,  by  their  by-laws,  shall  direct. 

Sec*  3.  That  the  control  and  direction  of  the  operations  of  said  coui- 
pany,  shall  be  in  a  board  of  three  directors,  to  be  chosen  annually,  at  such 
times  and  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  directed  by  the  by-laws  of  said  com- 
pany; and  the  first  election  shall  be  holden  at  some  convenient  and  proper 
place  in  said  village,  at  such  time  as  may  be  designated  by  any  three 
members  of  said  company,  by  giving  at  least  fifteen  days'  notice  in  some 
newspaper,  published  in  said  county;  the  said  board  of  directors  shall  have 
power  to  appoint  such  agents  as  they  may  deem  necessary,  and  to  make 
and  ordain  all  necessary  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations,  not  inconsistent 
with  the  laws  of  this  state,  for  the  government  and  control  of  said  com- 
pany, its  operations  and  interests,  not  incompatible  with  the  constitution 
and  laws  of  the  United  States,  or  of  this  state,  and  to  call  in  the  capital 
stock  of  said  company^  in  such  instalments  as  they  may  deem  proper. 

Sec.  4.  That  said  company  shall  have  the  sole  and  exclusive  right  of 
conveying  water  from  the  said  spring  to  the  said  village  of  Richmond;  and 
it  shall  436  lawful  for  sa.id  company  to  enter  into  and  upon  the  lands  and 
tenements  of  any  perron,  and  to  make  and  construct  in,  over,  or  through 
the  same,  such  cisterns,  reservoirs,  aqueducts,  pipes,  and  water  course^,  as 
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thence  through  New  Athens,  in  said  Harrison  county,  to  the  national  road, 
at,  or  near  St.  Glairsyille,  in  said  county  of  Belmont. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  grade  of  said  road  shall  not  exceed  an  angle  of  five 
degrees  with  the  horizon. 

Sec  3.  That  the  said  road  commissioners  shall,  in  all  respects,  be  gov- 
erned by,  and  the  expenses  of  laying  out  and  establishing  said  road  be 
paid,  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  act  entitled  **An  act  defining  the 
mode  of  layhg  out  and  establishing  state  roads,"  passed  March  14th,  1 831, 
except  in  the  appointment  of  surveyor,  which  is  provided  for  in  the  first 
section  of  this  act. 

Sec.  4.  That  should  a  vacancy  occur  in  any  of  the  foregoing  appoint- 
ments, by  death,  removal,  refusal  to  serve,  or  otherwise,  the  county  com- 
missioners of  the  county  in  which  such  vacancy  happens,  shall  fill  the  same 
as  often  as  it  may  occur,  by  the  appointment  of  some  suitable  person  with- 
out delay.

To  lay  out  and  establish  a  graded  State  road  in  Kno^  and  Richland  counties. 

Sec.  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  ofOhia^ 
Tluit  William  Bevans,  of  the  county  of  Knox,  and  Joshua  Cannon  and 
Jesse  Edgington,  of  the  county  of  Kichland,  are  hereby  appointed  com- 
missioners, and  Thomaa  G.  Plummer,  of  the  county  of  Knox,  surveyor,  to 
lay  oiit  and  establish  a  graded  state  road,  commencing  at  Danville,  in  Knox 
county;  from  thence  the  nearest  and  best  route  to  Loudonville,  in  Richland 
county ;  from  thence  the  nearest  and'bes t  route  to  Haysville,  in  said  county ; 
from  thence  to  Sherrick's  mill,  in  said  county ;  thence  north,  along  and 
with  the  division  line  of  the  section,  to  the  north-east  comer  of  Jaquas' 
meadow;  thence  to  the  south  end  of  Tilton's  lane;  thence  along  and  with 
the  said  lane  to  the  east  line  of  section  thirty-five,  in  township  twenty 
three, range  sixteen;  thence  north,  along  and  with  the  line  to  the  Ashland 
and  Elyria  road;  from  thence,  a  north-east  direction  to  the  county  line,  at 
New  Albany. 

Sec.  S.  That  the  said  commissioners  are  hereby  authorized  to  receive 
and  appropriate  on  said  road,  all  such  subscriptions  and  donations  as  may 
foemaoe  for  opening  and  improving  the  same. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  commissioners  and  surveyor  aforesaid,  shall  in  all 
respects  be  governed  by  the  law  now  in  force,  defining  the  mode  of  la}ring 
out  and  establishing  graded  state  roads;  and  should  any  of  the  commissionr 
ers  or  surveyor  die,  or  remove  out  of  the  county,  or  refuse  to  serve,  the 
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county  commissioners  of  their  proper  county  are  heteby  authorized  to  fill 
such  vacancy  as  often  as  the  same  may  occur.

AN  ACT 

To  incorporate  the  Richmond  Water  Company. 

Sec.  1.  Be  iienactedby  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^  That 
John  W.Okley,E.Shepherd,Geo.E.  K.  Day,  John  Barr,  Oi.  A.  Crary,aod 
their  associates  for  the  time  being,  their  successors  and  assigns,  be,  and  they 
are  hereby  created  a  body  politic^  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  the  village  of 
Richmond,  in  the  county  of  Geauga,  with  good  and  wholesome  water, 
from  a  certain  spring,  on  lot  No.  4,  in  the  township  of  Painesville,  in  the 
county  aforesaid,  known  as  the  Jackman  Spring,  by  the  name  of  ^'Tbe 
Richmond  Water  Company;'^  and  by  that  name  shall  be,  and  are  hereby 
made  capable  in  law,  of  suuig  and  being  sued,  pleading  and  being  implead- 
ed, in  courts  of  record,  or  any  other  place  whatever;  may  have  a  comnxm 
seal,  and  the  same  may  alter  or  renew,  at  pleasure;  and  shall  be  capable 
of  taking,  holding,  and  acquiring  any  estate,  real,  personal,  or  mixed:  Pro- 
videdj  That  such  real  estate  shall  be  necessary  for  effecting  the  objects  of 
this  corporation. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  ten  thousand 
dollars;  the  said  stock  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each,  and 
shall  be  deemed  personal  property,  and  may  be  transferred  in  such  man- 
ner as  the  company,  by  their  by-laws,  shall  direct. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  control  and  direction  of  the  operations  of  said  couh 
pany,  shall  be  in  a  board  of  three  directors,  to  be  chosen  annually,  at  such 
times  and  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  directed  by  the  by-laws  of  said  com- 
pany; and  the  first  election  shall  be  holden  at  some  convenient  and  proper 
place  in  said  village,  at  such  time  as  may  be  designated  by  any  three 
members  of  said  company,  by  giving  at  least  fifteen  days'  notice  in  some 
newspaper, published  in  said  county;  the  said  board  of  directors  shall  have 
power  to  appoint  such  agents  as  they  may  deem  necessary,  and  to  make 
and  ordain  all  necessary  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations,  not  inconsistent 
with  the  laws  of  this  state,  for  the  government  and  control  of  said  com- 
pany, its  operations  and  interests,  not  incompatible  with  the  constitution 
and  taws  of  the  United  States,  or  of  this  state,  and  to  call  in  the  capital 
stock  of  said  company,  in  such  instalments  as  they  may  deem  proper. 

Sec*  4.  That  said  company  shall  have  the  sole  and  exclusive  ri^ht  of 
conveying  water  from  the  said  spring  to  the  said  village  of  Richmond;  and 
it  shall  J^e  lawful  for  said  company  to  enter  into  and  upon  the  lands  and 
tenements  of  any  perron,  and  to  make  and  construct  in,  over,  or  through 
the  same,  such  cisterns,  reservoirs,  aqueducts,  pipes,  and  water  course^?,  as 
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may  be  necessary  to  efiect  the  purposes  of  this  iDcorporation,  doing  no 
unnecessary  damage  to  such  lands  and  tenements:  Pnmdedj  That  the 
aforesaid  company  shall  be  the  sole  and  bona  fidz  owners  of  the  aforesaid 
Jackman  Springs:  Provided j  alsoj  That  said  company  shall  pay  the  pro- 
prietors of  all  such  lands  and  tenements  such  compensation,  for  any  and 
all  such  damages  as  shall  be  assessed,  by  three  disinterested  persons,  to 
be  appointed  by  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  said  county  of  G^uga* 

Sec.  5.  That  the  said  company  shall  have  power,  by  and  with  the 
consent  of  a  majority  of  the  electors,  residing  within  said  village  of  Rich- 
mond, or  the  proper  authority  thereof;  and  are  hereby  authorused  to  en- 
ter upon,  dig,  and  excavate  the  streets,  alleys,  and  public  squares  of  said 
county  and  village,  in  suitable  places,  for  the  erecting  and  maintaining 
such  suitable  cisterns,  reservoirs,  aqueducts,  pipes  and  water  courses,  as 
may  be  necessary  for  effecting  the  objects  of  this  corporation:  Provided^ 
The  same  be  done  with  as  little  detriment  and  destruction  to  the  public 
convenience,  as  the  nature  of  said  works  will  admit,  and  are  left  in  good 
repair,  and  condition. 

Sec.  6.  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall,  wilfully  or  maliciously, 
break  down,  injure  or  impair,  any  of  the  machinery,  engines,  works  or  de- 
vices of  said  company  whatsoever,  the  person  so  offending,  shall  forfeit 
and  pay  to  the  said  company  double  the  amount  of  damages  sustained  by 
such  injury,  to  be  collected  by  action  of  debt,  in  any  court  having  cogni- 
zance thereof. 

Sec.  7.  That  the  said  company  shall  have  power  to  lease,  sell,  contract, 
and  receive  pay,  for  all  the  water  to  be  sold  as  aforesaid,  brought  into  said 
village,  at  such  a  price  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  the  parties  to  such  con- 
tracts: Provided^  That  the  cisterns,  reservoirs,  and  outlets  of  such  water, 
shall  always  be  free  and  open  for  the  purpose  of  extinguishing  fires  in 
said  village,  without  any  charge  therefor:  And  provided^  furOiery  That 
the  funds  of  said  company  shall  at  no  time  be  used  for  banking  purposes. 

Sec.  8.     That  this  act  shall  be  deemed  a  public  act. 

Sec.  9.  That  any  future  Legislature  shall  have  power  to  alter  this  act: 
Provided^  That  the  property  and  stock  of  said  company  shall  not  be 
thereby  divested,  nor  diverted  to  any  other  purpose  than  the  objects  here- 
in expressed.

For  the  relief  of  Enoch  Rush. 


WHEREAS,  It  is  represented  to  this  General  Assembly,  that.  Enoch 
Rush  did,  on  the  18th  day  of  June,  1824,  purchase  of  Quintus  A.  At- 
kins, agent  on  the  part  of  the  state  of  Ohio,  a  certain  tract  of  land,  for

iDhereas^  It  is  furtlier  represented  that  the  said  Enoch  Rush  did,  at  the 
time  of  such  purchase,  pay  to  said  agent  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and 
seventy-five  dollars  for  the  use  of  the  state,  in  part  payment  for  said  lot 
of  land,  which  was  subsequently  forfeited  to  the  state,  for  non-payment 
of  the  balance  of  the  purchase  money:  And  whereasj  The  same  lot  of 
land  was  again  sold  by  the  agent  of  the  state  for  a  like  sum  of  three  hun- 
dred and  nfteen  dollars  forty-nine  cents;  the  whole  amount  of  which 
last  mentioned  sum,  has  been  paid  to  the  use  of  the  state,  the  state 
thereby  sustaining  no  loss:  And  where€Ls,  The  said  Enoch  Rush  did,  by 
the  payment  of  pne  hundred  and  seventy-five  dollars,  as  above  stated, 
and  the  subsequent  forfeiture  of  the  said  lot  of  land  to  the  state,  sustain 
the  loss  of  the  last  mentioned  sum:    Therefore, 

Sec.  !•  BeU  enacted  by  the  General  Assemblv  of  the  State  of  OAto, 
That  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  seventy-five  dollars  be,  and  the  same  is 
hereby  appropriateii  to  the  benefit  of  Enoch  Rush;  which  sum  shall  be 
paid  to  said  Rush,  or  his  legal  representatives,  out  of  any  money  in  the 
treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  on  the  order  of  the  Auditor  of  State: 
Provided^  That  the  expenses  necessarily  incurred  in  consequence  of  the 
last  sale,  shall  be  deducted  out  of  the  sum  hereby  granted  to  the  said 
Rush.

For  tho  relief  of  Simpson  McFadden,  and  others. 

WHEREAS,  The  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  now  in  session, 
have  been  duly  advised,  that  Jacob  Simpson,  late  of  Carroll  county, 
who  departed  this  life  some  time  in  the  month  of  May,  one  thousand 
eu;ht  hundred  and  thirty-five,  died  intestate,  and  was  seized  at  the  time 
ofhis  death  of  certain  real  and  personal  estate,  lying  and  being  in  the 
county  of  Carroll,  and  that  he  left  no  widow  or  heirs  entitled  to  inherit 
or  claim  any  portion  of  said  real  or  personal  estate,  which,  therefore, 
has,  or  may  esclieat  to  the  state:  And  whereas.  This  General  Assembly 
is  further  satisfactorily  advised,  that  Simpson  McFadden,  of  the  coun- 
ty of  Carroll,  John  Stanley,  of  Mercer  county,  Penusylvania,  and  Re- 
becca Stanley,  intermarried  with  James  Dawson,  of  Washington  county, 
Pennsylvania,  were  the  relations  and  kindred  of  the  wife  of  the  said 
Jacob  Simpson,  formerly  Jane  Stanley,  (who  departed  this  life  prior  to 
the  decease  of  the  said  Jacob,)  and  were  raised  in  the  family  of  the 
said  Jacob  and  Jane,  and  were  promised  by  the  said  Jacob,  during  his 
lifetime,  that  in  consideration  of  the  love  and  aiiection  which  he  bore 
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them  98  the  kindred  of  his  wife,  and  inmates  and  childiBn  of  their  fami- 
ly, he  would  secure  and  leave  to  them  at  his  decease,  all  his  estate;  and 
that  immediately  before  his  death  he  expressed  his  desire  and  determina- 
tion to  do  so  by  his  will,  but  was  prevented  from  making  such  a  will  by 
a  sudden  dispensation  of  Providence:     Therefore, 

Sec*  U  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^  That 
all  the  right  and  claim  which  the  State  of  Ohio  has,  or  may  have,  in  or  to 
any  real  or  personal  estate  of  the  said  Jacob  Simpson,  deceased,  within 
the  county  of  Carroll,  or  elsewhere,  which  has  or  may  escheat  to  the 
state  by  reason  that  the  said  Jacob  Simpson  left  no  heirs  entitled  to  re- 
ceive the  same,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  transferred  and  vested  in  the 
said  Simpson  McFadden,  John  Stanley,  and  Rebecca  Stanley,  now  inter- 
married with  the  said  James  Dawson,  as  tenants  in  common;  and  the  said 
Simpson  McFadden,  John  Stanley,  James  Dawson,  and  Rebecca  his  wife^ 
are  hereby  authorized  to  take  possession  of  said  real  and  personal  estate^ 
and  hold  the  same  as  tenants  in  common,  against  all  persons  whomsoever^ 
except  the  legal  heirs,  (should  there  be  any,)  or  the  creditors  of  the  said 
Jacob  Simpson. 

Sec*  2*  Should  any  lawful  heirs  of  the  said  Jacob  Simpson  hereafter 
appear  and  establish  their  title  to  the  said  real  and  personal  estate  of  the 
said  Jacob  Simpson,  in  the  possession  of  the  said  Simpson  McFadden^ 
John  Stanley,  and  James  Dawson  and  Rebecca  his  wife,  their  heirs  and 
assigns,  they  and  each  of  them,  so  in  possession,  shall  be  entitled  as  occu- 
pying claimants  to  the  benefit  of  the  act  of  this  state,  entitled,  ^^An  act  for 
the  relief  of  occupying  claimants  of  land,"  as  fully  by  virtue  of  this  act, 
as  if  they  could  show  a  plain  and  connected  title  in  law  or  equity,  derived 
from  the  records  of  some  public  office. .

To  incorporate  the  WelUville  and  Fairport  Rail  Road  Company. 

Sec.  1.  J^  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  OhiOy 
That  Albert  G.  Richardson,  Geo.  Wells,  J.  A.  Riddle,  Henry  Cope,  Wm. 
D.  Peter,  Geo.  Sloane,  Geo.  Fries,  Isaac  Craig,  Jos.  J.  Brooks,  John  Street, 
and  Isaac  Wilson,  of  the  county  of  Columbiana;  Robert  Price  and  Horace 
Stevens,  of  the  couaty  of  Trumbull;  Alva  Day,  of  the  county  of  Portage; 
Charles  C.  Paine,  Henry  Phelps,  Roderic  W.  Skinner,  Lemuel  G.  Storrs, 
Peleg  P.  Sa'nford,  John  H.  Matthews,  Reuben  Hitchcock,  Thomas  Rich- 
mond, Edward  Paine,  jr.  and  John  P.  Converse,  of  the  county  of  Geauga; 
together  with  such  other  persons  as  may  thereafter  becotiie  associated  vrith 
them,  in  the  manner  hereinafter  prescribed,  their  successors  and  assigns,  be, 
and  they  are  hereby  created  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name  of 
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^  The  Wellflville  and  Fairport  Rail  Road  Company  -,''  and  bj  that  name, 
•hall  be^  and  are  hereby  made  capable  in  law  to  have,  hold,  purchase,  re* 
cetTe  and  posseasy  enjoy,  and  retain  to  them,  and  their  successors,  all  such 
lands,  tenements,  and  hereditaments,  with  their  appurtenances,  as  shall  be 
necessary,  or  in  anywise  convenient  for  the  transaction  of  their  business, 
and  such  as  may,  in  good  faith,  be  conveyed  to  them  by  way  of  security,  or 
in  payment  of  debts,  and  the  same  to  sell,  grant,  rent,  or  in  any  manner 
dispose  of;  to  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  to  sue  and  be  sued,  implead 
and  be  impleaded,  answer  and  be  answered,  defend  and  be  defended  in 
courts  of  record,  or  in  any  other  place  whatever;  and  also  to  make,  have, 
and  use  a  common  sekl,  and  the  same  to  alter,  break,  or  renew  at  pleasure; 
and  they  shall  be,  and  are  hereby  invested  with  all  the  powers  and  privi* 
leges  which  are  by  law  incident  to  corporations  of  a  similar  nature,  and 
which  are  necessary  to  carry  into  effect  the  objects  of  this  association;  and 
if  either  of  the  persons  named  in  this  section  shall  die,  or  refuse  or  neglect 
to  exercise  the  powers  and  dischaige  the  duties  hereby  created,  it  shall  he 
the  duty  of  the  remaining  persons  herein  before  named,  or  a  majority  of 
them,  to  appoint  some  suitable  person  or  persons  to  fill  such  vacancy  or  v»- 
csuncies,  so  often  as  the  same  shall  occur. 

Sec*  2i  That  the  said  corporation  are  hereby  empowered  to  cause  such 
examinations  and  surveys  to  be  made  between  Welkville,  on  the  Ohio 
rhrer,  in  the  county  of  Columbiana,  and  Fairport,  at  the  mouth  of  Grand 
river,  in  the  county  of  Geauga,  as  shall  be  necessary  lo  ascertain  the  moat 
advantageous  route  whereon  to  construct  a  rail  road,  and  shall  cause  an  esti- 
mate to  be  made  of  the  probable  cost  thereof,  for  each  mile  separately; 
and  the  said  corporation  shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby  invested  with  the 
right  to  construct  a  rail  road,  with  one  or  more  rail  ways,  or  tracks,  from 
the  Ohio  river,  in  the  town  of  Wellsville  aforesaid,  to  Fairport,  at  the  mouth 
of  Grand  river,  on  the  east  side  thereof,  with  the  right  of  constructing  a 
branch  through  the  village  of  Richmond,  on  the  west  side  of  said  Grand 
river,  crossing  said  river  at  some  point  within  the  township  of  Painesrille, 
in  the  said  county  of  Geauga,  where  it  shall  be  deemed  expedient,  passinr 
through  ibe  town  of  Painesrille,  and  through  the  towns  of  Hanover  and 
Salem,  in  Columbiana  county:  Pratnded^  The  cost  of  such  road  per  mile, in 
passing  through  those  points,  shall  not  exceed  to  the  corporation  per  mile, 
the  average  cost  per  mile  originally  estimated  for  building  the  whole  road; 
which  cost  shall  be  estimated  by  a  board  appointed  by  said  corporation  to 
survey,  grade  and  lay  down  said  road,  immediately  after  the  first  survey  of 
the  nne  of  said  road;  but  if  the  cost  of  constructing  said  road  through 
these  points,  should  exceed  to  the  corporation,  per  mile,  more  than  the 
average  cost  of  the  whole  road  per  mile,  then  the  said  corporation  may 
constract  the  same  on  such  route  as  they  may  deem  best  for  the  interest  of 
the  public,  and  of  such  corporation;  and  the  said  corporation  shall  have  the 
right  to  take,  transport  or  carry  persons  and  property  upon  said  road,  when 
constmeted,  by  the  force  of  steam,  animal,  mechanical  6r  other  power, 
or  any  combination  of  them,  which  the  said  corporation  may  choose  to 
.employ* 

Sec.  3.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  shall  be  one  million 
dollars,  and  shall  be  divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each;  and  five  dollars 
on  each  share  shall  be  paid  at  the  time  of  subscribing. 
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Sec.  4.  That  the  above  named  persona,  or  a  majority  of  them,  or  the 
tanriTon  of  them,  are  authorized  to  open  books  for  receiving  sabecriptions 
to  the  capital  stock  of  such  company,  and  shall  prescribe  the  form  oi  such 
subscription;  which  booksshall  be  opened  within  one  year  from  the  passing 
of  this  act,  in  the  counties  of  Geauga  and  Columbiana,  at  such  other  place 
or  places  as  they  may  deem  expedient,  giving  twenty  days  notice  in  some 
newspaper  printed  in  each  of  said  counties  of  Columbiana,  Trumbull, 
Portage  and  Geauga,  and  in  such  other  place  or  places  us  may  be  thought 
advisable,  of  the  time  and  place,  or  times  and  places  of  opening  said  books: 
Prooided^  hameoer^  That  if  the  publisher  of  any  newspaper,  printed  in  either 
of  said  counties,  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  print  such  notice,  then  the  re- 
quired notice  shall  be  published,  by  affixing  the  same  to  the  door  of  the 
court  house  in  said  county,  at  least  twenty  days  previous  to  the  opening  of 
said  books;  and  said  books  shall  be  kept  open  for  receiving  subscriptions  to 
said  capital  stock,  at  least  ten  days. 

Sec*  5.  That  as  soon  as  said  stock,  or  fifty  thousand  dollars  thereof, 
shall  have  been  subscribed,  the  above  named  persons,  or  the  same  number 
thereof  as  shall  have  given  the  notice  above  required,  shall  give  the  like 
notice  for  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders  to  choose  directors,  at  some  time 
at  least  twenty  days  thereafter,  at  some  place  within  the  said  counties 
of  Columbiana,  Trumbull,  Portage  or  Geauga;  and  if,  at  such  time  and 
place,  the  holders  of  one  half  or  more  of  said  capital  stock  shall  attend, 
either  in  person  or  by  lawful  proxy,  they  shall  proceed  to  choose  from  the 
stockholders,  by  ballot,  twelve  directors,  each  share  of  capital  stock  enti- 
tling the  owner  to  one  vote;  and  at  such  election,  the  persons  named  in  the 
first  section  of  this  act,  or  those  appointed  by  its  provisions  to  fill  vacancies 
which  may  have  occurred,  or  any  three  of  them,  if  no  more  be  present, 
shall  be  inspectors  of  such  election,  and  shall  certify  in  writing,  signed  by 
them  or  a  majority  of  them,  what  persons  are  elected  directors;  and  if  two 
or  more  have  an  equal  number  of  votes,  said  inspectors  shall  determine  by 
lot  which  of  them  shall  be  director  or  directors,  to  complete  the  number 
required,  and  shall  certify  the  same  in  like  manner;  and  said  inspectors 
shall  appoint  the  time  and  place  of  holding  the  first  meeting  of  directors,  at 
which  meeting  seven  shall  form  a  board  competent  to  transact  all  business 
oftfaecompany,and  thereafter  a  new  election  of  directors  shall  be  made  an- 
nually, at  such  time  and  place  as  the  stockholders  at  their  first  meeting  shall 
appoint;  and  if  the  stockholders  shall,  at  their  first  meeting  ^fail  to  appoint 
the  day  of  such  election,  then  it  shall  be  holden  in  the  succeeding  year,  on 
the  same  day  of  the  same  month  on  Which  said  first  election  was  holden, 
unless  the  same  should  be  the  first  day  of  the  week,  in  which  case  it  shall 
be  holden  on  the  next  day  succeeding;  and  if  no  election  be  made  on  the 
day  appointed,  said  compaHiy  shall  not  be  dissolved,  but  such  election  may 
be  made  at  anytime  appointed  by  the  by-laws  of  said  company;  and  direc- 
tors chosen  at  any  election  shall  remain  directors  until  others  are  chosen; 
and  directors  chosen  at  any  election  shall,  as  soon  thereafter  as  may  be, 
choose  of  their  number  one  person  to  be  president  of  said  company;  and 
from  time  to  time  may  choose  such  other  officers,  as  by  their  by-laws  they 
may  designate  as  necessary:  Provided,  That  no  person  shall  be  a  director  of 
SQch  company,  who  is  not  a  citizen  of  the  State  of  Ohio. 

Sec.  6.    That  the  directors  may  require  payment  of  subscriptions  to  the

capital  stock,  atsucb  times  and  in  such  proportions,  and  on  such  conditions 
at  they  shall  deem  fit,  under  penalty  of  forfeiture  of  all  previous  payments 
thereon  or  otherwise,  provided  they  shall  never  require  the  payment  to  be 
made  at  any  place  out  of  the  counties  through  which  said  road  shall  pass; 
and  such  directors  shall,  at  least  thirty  days  previous  to  the  appointed  time 
of  sQch  required  payment,  give  notice  thereof  in  the  manner  provided  in 
the  fourth  section  of  thb  act,  for  giving  notice  of  the  opening  of  the  books 
of  subscription  for  the  stock  of  said  company. 

Sec.  7«  That  the  directors  of  toid  company  shall  have  power  at  any 
time,  to  open  books  for  deceiving  subscription  to  the  capital  stock  of  said 
company,  observing  the  time  and  manner  of  giving  notices  prescribed  in 
the  foarth  section  of  this  act;  and  also  to  make  from  time  time  all  needful 
rales,  regulations  and  bv-laws,  touching  the  business  of  said  company, 
and  to  determine  the  number  of  tracks  or  rail-ways  upon  said  road,  and  the 
width  thereof,  and  the  description  of  carriages  which  may  be  used  thereon; 
to  regillate  the  time  and  manner  in  which  passengers  and  goods  shall  be 
transported  thereon,  and  the  manner  of  collecting  tolls  for  such  transpor- 
tation, and  to  fix  pennlties  for  the  breach  of  any  such  rule,  regulation,  or 
by-law,  and  to  direct  the  mode  and  condition  of  transferring  the  stock  of 
said  company;  and  penalties  provided  for  by  said  by-laws  may  be  sued  for 
by  any  person' or  persons  authorized  thereto,  in  the  name  of  said  company, 
and  recovered  in  an  action  of  debt,  before  any  court  having  jurisdiction  of 
Ae  amount;  and  said  company  may  erect  and  maintain  toll-houses,  and  such 
other  buildings  and  fixtures,  for  the  accommodation  of  those  using  said  road, 
and  of  themselyes,  as  they  may  deem  in  any  way  necessary  for  their  interest 
or  convenience. 

Sec.  8.  That  said  company  shall  have  a  right  to  enter  upon  any  lands, 
to  survey  and  lay  down  s^lid  road  not  exceeding  onehuiidred  feet  in  width, 
and  to  teke  any  materials  necessary  for  the  construction  of  said  road;  and 
whenever  any  lands  or  pnaterials  shall  be  taken  for  the  construction  of  said 
rpiidf  and  the  same  shall  not  b6  given  or  granted  to  said  company,  and  the 
owners  thereof  do  not  agree  with  said  company  as  to  the  compensation  to 
be  paid  therefor,  the  person  or  persons  claiming  compensation  as  aforesiud, 
or  if  the  owner  or  owners  thereof  are  minors,  insane  persons,  or  married 
women,  then  the  guardian  or  guardians  of  said  minor  or  minors,  and  insane 
persorts,  and  the  husbands  of  such  married  wom'en,  may  select  for  themselves 
an  arbitrator,  and  the  said  company  shall  select  ooe  arbitrator,  and  the  two 
thus  selected  shall  take  to  themselves  a  third,  who  shall  be  sworn  and  paid  as 
arbitrators  in  other  cases;  and  the  three,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  award 
as  aibitrators  between  tlie  parties,  and  render  copies  of  their  award  to  each 
of  the  parties  in  writing,  from  which  award  either  party  may  appeal  to  the 
court  of  common  pleas  for  the^county  in  which  sucn  lands  or  materials  may 
have  been  situate;  and  in  all  cases  where  compensation  shall,  in  any  man- 
ner, be  claimed  for  lands,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of.  the  arbitrators  and  the 
court  to  estimate  any  advantage  which  the  location  and  construction  of  said 
road  may  be  to  the  claimant  for  such  compensation ;  and  the  value  of  such 
adviMitage,  if  any,  shall  be  set  ofi*  against  the  compensation  so  claimed  of 
said  company;  and  appeals  in  such  cases  shalK  when  taken,  be  in  all  respects 
proceeded  in  as  appeals  in  other  cases  to  said  court,  and  be  brought  into 
said  court  by  filing  theaward  with  the  clerk  of  said  court,  whose  duty  it 
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shall  be  to  eater  the  same  on  the  docket  of  said  court,  settiog  down  tbt 
claimant  or  claimants  ad  plaintiffs,  and  said  company  as  defendant;  and 
when  the  valuation,  so  ascertained,  shall  be  paid  or  tendered  by  said  cooi- 
pany,  said  company  shall  have  the  same  right  to  retain,  own,  hold  and  pot* 
less  said  materials,  an^  the  use  and  occupancy  of  said  lands,  for  the  purposes 
of  said  road,,  as  fully  and  absolutely  as  if  the  saine  had  been 'granted  and 
conveyed  to  said  company  by  deed. 

Sec.  9*  That  the  said  company  may  construct  the  said  rail  road  serosa 
or  upon  any  public  road,  highway,  stream  of  water  or  watpr  course,  if  the 
same  shall  be  necessary;  but  the  said  company  shall,  within  a  reasonable 
time  restore  such  road,  highway,  stream  of  water  or  water. course,  to  its 
former  state,  or  in  such  manner  as  pot  to  impair  the  usefulness  of  such 
road,  highway,  water  or  water  course,  to  the  owner  or  the  public;  /when  it 
shall  be  necessary  to  pass  through  the  lands  of  any  individual  or  corpora- 
tion, it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  companyNto  provide  for  such  individual  or 
corporation,  proper  wagon  ways  across  said  road. 

Sec.  10.  That  any  rail  way  company  now,  or  yet  to  be  chartered  by 
law  of  this  State,  shall  have  power  to  join  and  upite  with  the  road  hereby 
incorporated,  at  any  point  which  the  directors  of  such  company  may 
think  advisable,  on  such  terms  as  the  directors  of  said  companies  may  re- 
spectively agree;  and  (in)  case  of  disagreement,  then  upon  such  ternis  as 
the  supreme  court  may,  in  chancery,  determine;  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for. 
the  company  hereby  incorporated,  to  lease  for  a  term  of  years,  pr  to  pur- 
chase in  fee  siinple,  from  the  Painesville  and  Grand  river  rail  road  compa- 
ny, or  from  the  Painesville  and  Fairport  rail  road  company,  the  roads  which 
may  have  been  commenced  or  constructed  under  their  respective  char- 
ters; and  by  such  leases Or  purchases,  the  company  hereby  incorporated 
shall  be  invested  with  all  the  rights  and  privileges  to.  make  and  maintain  a 
rail  road  from  the  village  of  rainesville  that  either  of  the  companies  so 
leasing  or  selling,  may,  at  the  time  of  such  sale,  be  invested  with. 

Sec.  11.  That  said  company  may  detnand  and  receive  for  tolls  upon, 
and  the  transportation  of  persons,  goods,  produce,  merchandize  or  proper- 
ty of  any  kind  whatsoever  transported  by  them  along  said  rail-way,  any 
sum  not  exceeding  the  following  rates:  on  all  goods,  merchandize  or  pro- 
perty of  any  description  whatsoever  transported  by  them,  a  sum  not  ex- 
ceeding on6  and  one-half  cents  per  mile  for  toll,  and  five  cents  on  a  ton  per 
mile  for  transportation  on  all  goods,  produce,  merchandize,  or  property  of 
any  description  whatsoever  transported  by  them  or  their  agents:  and 
for  the  transportation  of  passengers  not  exceeding  three  cents  per  mile 
for  each  passenger. 

Sec.  13*  That  all  persons  paying  the  toll  aforesaid,  may,  with  suitable 
and  proper  carriages,  travel  upon  the  said  Rail-road,  always  subject,  how- 
ever, to  such  rules  and  regulations,  as  said  company  are  authorized  to 
make  by  the  seventh  section  of  this  act. 

Sec.  IS.  That  if  proceedings  be^  not  had  under  this  ^ct  within  three 
years  from  the  taking  effect  thereof,  and  if  said  road  ^e  not  completed  with- 
in ten  years  thereafter,  then  the  same  to  be' void  and  of  nbn  effect. 

Sec.  14.  That  sq  soon  as  the  amount  of  tolls  accruing  and  received 
for  the  use  of  said  road,  or  any,  part  thereof,  according  to  the  provisions  of 
tlii$  .act,  shall  exceed  five  per  cent,  on  the  amount  of.  capital  stock  paid  in, 
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after  dedacting  Iherefrom  the  expenses  and  liabilities  of  said  company,  the 
directors  of  said  company  shall  make  a  dividend  of  such  nett  profits 
among  the  stockholders,  in  proportion  to  their  respective  shares;  and  no 
CODtingent  dr  accumulating  fund,  exceeding  one  per  cent,  of  the  profits  of 
said  compe^ny,  shall  remain  undivided  more  than  six  months.  ' 

Sec.  15.  That  if  any  person  or  persons,  shall  wilfully  obstruct,  or  in 
JMiy  way  spoil,  injure,  or  destroy  said  road,  or  either  of  its  branches,  or 
any  thing  belonging  or  incident  thereto,  or  any  materials  to  be  used  in  the 
construction  thereoi>  or  any  buildings,  fixtures,  or  carriages,  erected  or  con- 
structed for  the  use  or  convenience  thereof,  such  person  or  persons  shall 
each  be  liable,  for  every  such  offence,  to  treble  the  damages  sustained 
thereby,  to  be  recovered  by  action  of  debt,  in  any  court  having  jurisdic- 
tion or  that  amount. 

Sec.  16.  If  the  Legislature  of  this  state  shall  after  the  expiration  of 
thirty-five  years  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  make  provision  by  law  for 
the  re-payment  to  said  company  of  the  amount  expended  by  them  in 
the  construction  of  said  rail-road,  together  with  all  moneys  expended 
by  them  for  permanent  fixtures  for  the  use  of  said  rail-road,  vith 
an  advance  of  fifteen  per  cent,  thereon^  then  said  road^  with  all  fixtures 
and  appurtenances,  shall  vest  iUj  and  become  the  property  of  the  state  of 
Ohio:  Provided^  however^  That  the  sum  so  to  be  received  by  said  company, 
together  with  the  tolls  received  by  them,  shall  not  be  less  than  the  amount 
expended  by  them,  and  six  per  cent,  per  annum  nett  income  thereon. 

Sec.  17.  Whenever  the  dividends  of  said  company  shall  exceed  the 
rale  of  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  the  Legislature  of  this  State  may  impose 
such  reasonable  taxes  pn'th^  amount  of  such  dividends j  as  may  be  recei- 
ved from  other  Rail-road  companies.

Sec.  1 .  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Oie  State  of  Ohio^  That 
Henry  Dixson,  James  Holloway,  Samuel  Townsend,  Joseph  L.  Dixson, 
Holland  Green,  Jonathan  Fawcett,  Simeon  Kerns,  C.  Frederick  Best,  and 
Brinton  Darlington,  their  associates  and  successors,  be,  and  they  are  here- 
by constituted  and  made  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  and  shall  be  and 
remain  a  corporation  forever,  under  the"  name  of  '*The  Franklin  Canal 
Company;"  and  by  that  name  may  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue 
and  he  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  answer  nnd  be  answered  unto,  in  all 
courts  having  competent  jurisdiction;  and  mav  have  a  common  seal,  and 
the  same  alter  and  renew  at  pleasure;  and  shall  be,  and  hereby  are  invest- 
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ed  with  all  the  powers  and  privileges  which  are  aecessary  to  carry  inlo. 

efiect  the  objects  of  this  association* 

Sec.  2.  That  the  said  corporation  be,  and  they  ai^e  hereby  authorized 
to  locate,  make,  construct,  add  forever  maintain  a  slack  i»*ater  navigatioii 
or  navigable  canal,  with,  all  necessary  locks,  towing  paths,  basins,  .aque^ 
ducts,  culverts,  waste-weirs,  dams,  wharves,  embankments,  toll  houses, 
and  other  necessary  appendages;  to  commence  in  or  near  the  town  of 
Franklin  Square,  in  Goluoibiana  county;  from  thence  to  pass  down  the 
middle  fork  of  Little  Beaver,  until  it  shall  intersect  the  Sandy  and  Beaver 
canal  at  some  suitable  point  north-west  of  New  Lisbon,  in  said  Columbi- 
ana county. 

Sec*  3*  That  for  the  purpose  of  assuring  to  said  corporation  all  the 
lands,  real  estate,  waters  and  materials,  requisite  for  most  economically 
constructing  and  maintaining  said  navigation  of  canal,  and  the  waters 
connected  therewith  and  incident  an^  necessary  to  the  navigation  of  th^^ 
same:  whenever  the  said  lands,  waters  and  materialsshall  not  be  obtained 
by  voluntary  donation  or  fair  purchase,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  corpo- 
ration, by  any  of  their  officers,  and  by  each  and  every  agent,  superintend? 
ent  or  engineer  by  them  eipnployed,  to.  enter  upon,  take  possession  of  and 
use  all  such  lands  and  real  estate  as  shall  be  necessary  for  the  purposes 
aforesaid;  and  also  to  enter  upon  and  take  all  necessary  materials  for  the 
construction  of  said  navigation  or  canal,  adjoining  or  near  «aid  canal  or 
navigation,  on  whose  lands  soever  the  same  may  be,  doing  thereby  no.un* 
necessary  damage,  they  satisfy  itig  and  paying  all  damages  which  may  be 
occasioned  thereby,  to  any  person  or  persons,  corporation  or  corpora-, 
tions,  in  the  manner  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec*  4.  That  said  corporation  be,  and  hereby  are  authorized  isuid  em- 
powered to  purchase  and  hold  to  them  and  their  successoiis  forever,  real 
and  personal  estate,  to  any  amount  necessary  for  constructing,  maintain- 
ing, and  repairing  said  navigation  or  canal  as  aforesaid;  and  may  receive, 
hold,  and  take  all  ^  oli^ntary  grants  and  donations  of  land  and  real  estate, 
which  shall  he  made  to  aid,  the  objects  of  ^aid  corporation. 

Sec.  5b  ,  That  a  toll  be,  and  hereby  is  granted  and  Established  for  the 
sole  benefit  of  said  corporation  forever;  and.it  shall  be  UwAil  for  said  cor^ 
poration,  from  time  to  time,  to  As,  regulate  and  receive  the  tolls  and 
charges  by  them  to  be  received  for  the  transportation  of  property  or  per- 
sons, on  the  said  navigation  or  canal,  authorized  by  this  act:  Promdedj 
That  the  tolls  and  charges  thus  fixed,  regulated  and  received  by  said  cor- 
poration shall  atiio  time  exceed  the  highest  rate  of  tolls  and  duties,  to^ 
gether  with  the  charges  of  freight,  to  which  property"*  of  a  similar  kind  is 
subjected,  as  the  costs  of  transportation  on  the  Ohio  camd  during  the 
same  period  of  time.    .        , 

Sec.  6.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  said  corporation  shall  have 
power,  (torn  time  to  time,  to  make  and  ordain  such  by-laws,  rules  and  re- 
gidations,  as  may  be  necessary,  touching  the  preimises,  not  inconsistent 
with  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States,  and  of  this  Statis;^ 
especially  to  fix  upon  and  determine  the  size  and  form  of  boats,  rafts,  and 
all  oU)er  vessels  that  shall  be  used- for  the  purpose  of  navigating  said  slack, 
water  navigation  or  canal;  to  determine  tne  time  and  manner  of  their 
passing  the  locks,  and  what  commodities  ^shall  not  be  transported  during 


a  wui  of  wal^r,  flhouhl  such  an  event  ha(^pen,  and  also  to  regulate  die 
mode  of  .traDsferriog  the  stock  of  said  oorporation:  and  the  penalties  im* 
posed  by  said  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations,  may  be  sued  for  and  recov- 
ered by  the  treasurer  of  said  corporation,  or  by  any  other  person  thereunto 
by  said  corporation  authorized,  to.  their  own  use  and  benefit,  before  any 
court  having  competent  jurisdiction;  the  amount  of  which  penalties  shall 
be  asseeeedby  the  court,  and  shall  in  no  case  exceed  the  sum  of  ten  dol- 
Uurs;  and  said  corporation  shall  cause  said  by-laws,  to  the  breach  or  which 
penalties  are  affixed,  to  be  printed,  and  a  copy  thereof  to  be  placed  in 
aome  conspicuous  situation  at  each  toll  house;  and  if  any  person  or  peiv 
eons  shall  wilfully  or  maliciously  mar,  deface,  or  pull  down  any  copy  so 
set  up,  said  corporation  may  sue  for  and  recover,  to  their  own  use,  a  sum 
not  exceeding  ten  dollars,  nor  less  than  five  dollars,  of  any  such  person  or 
persons:  Provided^  That  nothing  contained  in  this  section  shall  be  so  con- 
strued as  to,  prevent  boats  and  other  vessels  employed  in  navigating  the 
Sandy  and  Beaver  canal,  from  passing  on  said  navigation  or  canal. 

Sec*  7.  That  if  any  person  -  or  persons  shall  wilfully  obstruct  the 
water  or  navigation^  remove  or  in  any  way  spoil,  [injure  or  destroy  said 
navigation  or  canal,  or  any  part  thereof,  or  any  thing  belonging  thereto, 
or  any  materials  to  be  used  in  the  construction  or  repairs  tnereof,  such 
person  or  persons  shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  said  corporation  double  the 
amount  of  damages  sustained  by  means  of  such  offence  or  injury;  to  he 
saed  for  aiid  recovered  with  costs  of  suit,  in  action  of  debt,  in  any  court 
having  competent  jurisdiction,  by  the  treasurer  of  said  corporation,  or  by 
aov  person  thereunto  by  said  company  authorized. 

^c.  8«  That  whenever  any  lands,  waters,  or  materials  shall  be  taken 
and  appropriated  by  said  corporation  for  the  location  of  construction  of 
said  canal  or  slack  water  navigation,  or  any  work  appertaining  thereto, 
and  the  same  shall  not  be  given  or.  granted  to  said  corporation,  and  the 
proprietor  or.  proprietors  do  not  agree  with  the  said  corporation  as  to  the 
amount  of  damages  or  compensation  which  ought  to  be  allowed  and  paid 
therefor,  and  shdl  not  mutually  agree  upon  some  person  or  persons  to  ap- 
piaiie  the  same,  the  damages  shall  be  estimated  and  assessed. by  three 
commissioners,  to  be  appointed  by  the  court  of  common  pleas  for  the  coun- 
ty ia  which  the  damages  complained  of  are  sustained,  in  manner  follow- 
ing: whenever  sakl  corporation  shall  have  located  said  slack  ^ater  navil 
gation  or  canal,  or  any  part  thereof,  and  shall  have  put  the  same  under 
coolracty  or  shall  haie  used  any  water  or  materials  for  the  construction 
thereof,  any  person  6r  persons,  corporation  or  corporations  injured  there- 
by, may  at  any  time  within  twelve  months  thereafter,  file  his,  her  or  their 
clfldm  for  damages,  in  writing,  particujiarly  describing  the  premises,  with 
some  one  of  the  said  commissioners,  or  with  the  clerk  of  the  court  of  com- 
mon pleas  for  the  county  in  which  th^  damages  complained  of  are  sustain- 
ed; and  said  cpn^missioners,  or  any  two  of  them,  having  been  first  duly 
sworn  to  a  faithful  and  impartial  discbarge  of  their  duties,  within  a  rea- 
sonaUe  time  thereafter,  (they  themselves  having  had  notice  from  the 
claimants  in  case  the  claim  is  lodged  with  the  clerk  of  the  court  of  com- 
mon pleas,  that  such  claim  has  been  filed,)  having  given  previous  notice 
to  all  parties  interested,  of.  the  time  and  of  the  claims  to  be  examined,  by 
publishing  an  advertisement  thereof  three  successive  weeks,  in  some  news-

none  should  be  printed  in  the  county,  shall  ipeet  and  pass  over  the  premi- 
ses so  used  or  appropriated  by  said  corporation  for  the  purposes  aforesaid; 
and  after  hearing  the  parties  in  interest,  or  such  of  them  as  desire  to  be 
heard,  shall,  according  to  the.  best  of  their  skill  and  judgment,  estimate  ail 
such  damages  they  shall  think  any  person  or  persons,  corporation  or  corpora- 
tions, have  sustained  or  will  sustain  by  the  opening  of  said  canal  or  slack  wa- 
temavigation,  through  his  or  her  or  their  lands,  or  by  the  construction  of  any 
towing  paths,  basins,  ivharves,  or  other  appendages,  or  for  any  materials 
used  in  the  construction  thereof,  over  and  above  the  benefit  and  advan- 
tage, which, said  commissioners  shall  adjudge  may  accrue  to  such  person 
or  persons,  corporation  or  corporations,  from  opening  said  navigation  or 
canal;  and  the  said  commissioners,  or  any  two  of  them,  sh^ll  make  a  re- 
port in  writing,  and  as  soon  as  may  be  file  the  same  with  the  clerk  of  th^ 
courtofcomnrion  pleas  for  said  county,  and  the  same  maybe  made  the 
rule  of  said  court  at  the  next  succeeding  or  any  subsequent  term  thereof, 
and  said  court  may  affirm  the  report  when  so  filed,  or  proceed  therein  as 
in  cases  of  appeal  irora  justices  of  the  peace,  as  the  justice  of  the  case  may 
require;  and  the  report  ot  said  commissioners,  when  aflSrmed  and  record- 
ed, shall  forever  be  a  bair  to  any  action  commenced  or  to  be  commenced 
for  damages  against  said  corporation  on  account  of  the  injury  for  which 
such  damages  wefe  awarded;  and  if  the  party  filing  a  cl^im  for  damages 
as  aforesaid,;  shall  fail  to  obtain  damages  in  his  favor,  such  party  shall  be 
liable  for  all  costs  arsing  from  such  application,  and  the  court  nfiay  enter 
judgment  and  issue  execution  therefor,  as  in  other  cases;  and  on  all  judg- 
ments against  said  corporation  for  damages  assessed  as  aforesaid,  or  for 
the  costs  thereof,  execution  may  issue,  and  may  be  levied  on  the  goods 
and  chattels,  lands  and  tenements  of  said. corporation;  and  said  commis- 
sioners shall  be  allowed  three  dollars  a  day  each  for  their  services^,  under 
the  provision^  of  this  act,  to  be  paid  by  said  corporation,  except  as  herein- 
before provided:  all  persons  and  corporations  conceiving  themselves  ag- 
gieved  bv  the  company,  under  the  provisions  of  the  third  section  of  this  act, 
who  shall  onpkit  to  present  their  claims,  as  aforesaid,  for  adjustment,  within 
the  said  term  of  twelve  months,  shall  be  deemed, to  have  waived  all  right 
to  demand  diimages  therefor  of  sdid  company. ^ 

Sec.  9.  That  in  all  c^ses  where  any  bridges  across  the  said  middle 
fork  of  the  Little  Beaver,  are  so  located,  that  said  navigatiyn  or  canal  can- 
not be  laid  out  and  made,  without  interfering  therewith,  it  shall  lai^ful  for 
said  corporation  to  cause  such  bridges  to  be  so  altered  as  that  said  naviga- 
tion or  canal  may  be  laid  out  and  constructed:  Providedj  The^,  said  cor- 
poration shall  ;ca.use  such  bridges  thus  altered  to  be  put  in  as  good  repair, 
without  delay,  as  the.  old  ones  were  at  the  time  of  removing  them,  at  their 
own  cost  and  expense. 

Sec.  10.  That  the  said  corporation  shail.be,  and  is  hereby  authorized 
to  raise  sufficient  funds  for  the  acconoplishment  of  the  objects  aforesaid; 
and  for  that  purpose,  the  persons  named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  or  a 
majority  of  them,  shall  be  commissioners,  whose  dqty  it  shall  be,  so  soon 
after  the  taking  eflfect  of  this  act,  as  a  majority  of  them  shall  judge  proper, 
to  cause  books  to  be  opened  at  ^uch  times  and  places  as  tbey  shall  think 
fit*  imder  the  management  of  such  persons  as  they  shall  appoint,  for  receiv- 
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ing  BubscriptioiLS  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company,  each  share  to  be  of 
the  amount  of  fifty  dollars,  and  each  subscriber  to  be  a  member  of  said  cor- 
poration for  all  purposes;  and  thirty  days  previous  notice  shall  be  given  in 
one  or  moce  newspapers  of  general  circulation  in  the  neighborhood,  of  the 
the  times  and  places  of  opening  said  books;  and  the  said  commissioners,  or 
a  majority  of  them,  may  prescribe  the  form  of  said  subscription;  and  when- 
eTer  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars,  or  a  greater  part  ot  the  stock  of  said 
company  shall  have  been  subscribed,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  commis- 
sioners, or  a  majority  of  them,  to  call  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders,  by 
causing  notice  to  be  published  in  one  or  more  newspapers  in  general  cir- 
culation in  the  respective  places  in  which  the  books  shall  have  been  open- 
ed and  stock  subscribed,  at  least  twenty  days  previous  thereto,  of  the  timei 
and  place  of  such  meeting,  which  shall  be  ^  at  some  convenient  town,; 
or  place  near  the  route  of  the  contemplated  canal;  at  which  meeting  the 
stockholders  who  shall  i^ttend  for  that  purpose,  either  in  person  or  bylaw- 
fill  proxy,  shall  elect,  by  ballot,  seven  directors,  who  shall  hold  their  oflices 
until  the  expiration  of  one  year,  and  until  others  shall  be  chosen  in  their 
places;  and  the  said  commissipners  shall  be  inspectors  of  the  first  election 
of  directors  of  the  said  corporation,  and  shall,  certify  under  their  hands  the 
names  of  those  duly  elected,  and  shall  deliver  over  to  them  the  said  cerUr 
ficates  and  subscription  books;  and  at  said  election,  and  at  all  other  elec- 
tions or  voting,  of  any  description,  every  member  shall  have  a  right  to  vote 
by  himself  or  proxy,  duly  authorized  in  Writing,  and  each  share  shall  enti- 
tle the  holder  to  one  vote;  and  that  the  management  of  the  concerns  of  the 
said  corporation  shall  be  entrusted  to  seven  directors,  to  be  elected  annu- 
ally by  the  stockholders  bv  ballot;  and  that  the  diirec tors  first  chosen,  and 
such  directors  as  shall' thereafter  be  chosen  at  any  subsequent  election, 
shall  immediat^ly  thereafter  meet  and  elect  one  of  their  nurhber,  who  shall 
be  president  thereof,  until  another  election,  and  also,  elect  a  treasurer  and 
secretary,  who  may  be  removed  at  the  pleasure  of  the  said  president  and 
directors,  and  others  elected  in  their  places;  and  that  a  majority  ot  said 
directors  shall  constitute  a  board  for  every  purpose  within  the  provisions 
of  this  act:  Provided^  however^  In  case  it  should  at  any  time  happen  that 
the  election  of  directors  shall  not  be  held  op  any  day  when,  pursuant  to  this 
act,  it  ought  to  beheld,  the  said  corporation  shall  not,  for  that  cause,  be 
deemed  to  be  dissolved,  but  such  election  may  be  held  at  any  other  time 
directed  by  the  by-laws  of  said  corporation* 

Sec.  11.  That  the  books  of  subscription  shall  remain  open  as  long  as 
the  president  and  directors  shall  see  fit,  not  less  than  six  days;  and  each 
subscriber  shall  be  bound  to  pay,  from  time  to  time,  such  instahnents  on  his 
stock  as  the  said  president  and  directors  may  lawfully  rlsquire,  they  giving 
at  least  thirty  days  previous  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  making  the 
payments  required,  in  some  newspaper  havings  circulation  in  the  county 
where  said  canal  is  located ;  but  no  assessment  shall  ever  be  made,  so 
as  to  render  any  subscriber  liable  to  pay  more  than  fifty  dollars  for  a 
share. 

Sec*  1%  That  if  any  subscriber  shall  neglect  to  pay  his  subscription, 
or  any  pairt  thereof^  for  the  space  of  thirty  days  after  he  is  reciuired  so  to 
do,  by  the  said  president  and  directors,  notice  having  been  given  as  r<>- 
qoired  by  this  act,  the  treasurer  of  said  corporation,  or  other  ofiicer  duly

authorized  for  that  purpose,  may  make  sale  of  such  share  or  shares  at  puh- 
lie  auction  to  the  highest  bidder,  giving  at  least  thirty  days  notice  thereof, 
in  some  newspaperin  general  circulation  at  the  place  of  sale;  and  the  same 
shall  be  transferred  by  the  treasurer  in  the  manner  hereinafter  provided, 
to  the  purchaser;  and  such  delinquent  subscriber  shall  be  held  accountable 
to  the  corporation  for  the  balance,  if  his  share  or  shares  shall  be  sold  for 
less  than  the  amount  remaining  due  thereon,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
overplus,  if  the  same  shall  be  sold  for  more  than  the  amount  so  remaining 
due,  after  deducting  the  costs  of  sale* 

Sec  IS.  That  forandin  consideration  of  the  expenses  the  said  company 
will  be  at,  in  constructing  said  navigation  or  canal,  and  in  keeping  the  same 
in  repair,  the  navigation  or  canal,  together  with  all  tollsand  tents  and  profits 
arising  therefrom,  shall  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  vested  in  said  corpo- 
ration; Provided,  That  the  state  shall  have  the  pov^er,  at  any  time  alter 
the  expiration  of  twenty-five  years  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  to  pur- 
chase and  hold  the  same  for  the  use  of  said  state,  by  paying  to  the  said 
corporation  therefor,  the  amount  expended  by  them  in  locating  and  con- 
structing the  same,  together  with  fifteen  per  centum  thereon. 

Sec.  14.  That  the  said  corporation  shall  be  entitled  to  the  benefit  of 
all  laws  which  are,  or  shall  he  in  force,  for  the  collection  of  toUs,  or  for 
the  protection  of  any  canals  constructed  by  ^is  state;  and  in  any  suit  in- 
stituted against  the  said  corporation,  the  service  of  legal  process  on  the 
president,  any  one  of  the  directors,  or  on  the  treasurer  or  secretary  of  said 
corporation,  shall  be  deemed  ai^d  held  in  all  courts  and  places,  a  sufllcient 
and  valid  service  on  the  said  corporation. 

Sec.  15.    That  this  act  shall  be  deemed  a  public  act

law;  and  also,  that  the  lesseesand  their  assigns  have  executed subseqent 
leases,  but  have  also  neglected  to  nriake  the  legal  acknowledgment: 

Sec.  1.  Be  it  tnacted  by  the  Greneral  Assembly  of  the  Slate  of  Ohio, 
That  all  such  original  and  subsequent  leases  shall  be  as  valid  in  law,  as  if 
the  same  had  been  duly  acknowledged  and  recorded;  and  they  shall  be 
entitled  to  record,  in  the  same  manner,  as  if  they  had  been  duly  acknowl- 
edged, at  the  time  of  execution :  Providedy  They  be  offered  for  record 
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within  ODe  year  from  the  passage  of  this  act:  And  Promded^  furUier^ 
That  no  rights,  which  have  accrued  to  third  persons,  by  reason  of  said  omis- 
sions, shall  be,  in  any  way,  invalidated  in  this  act

AN  ACT 


To  incorporate  the  town  of  .Milford,  in  the  county  of  Clermont. 

Sec.  1 .  Beit  enacted  by  the  Genera  I  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^  That 
so  much  of  the  township  of  Miami,,  in  the  county  of  .Clermont,  as  is  re- 
corded in  the  plat  of  the  town  of  Milford,  together  with  such  plats  as  have 
been  or  may  hereafter  be  recorded  as  an  addition  or  additions  thereto,  and 
any  or  all  tracts  or  parcels  of  land,  lying  between  such  original  plat  and 
any  of  such  additional  original  plats,  and  westward  of  said  plats  to  Mat- 
thias Kugler's  mill  race,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  created  into  and  con- 
stituted a  town  corporate,  by  the  name  of  the  Town  of  Milford. 

Sec.  2.  That  for  the  order  and  good  government  of  said  town,  and  in- 
habitants thereof,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  white  male  householders  there- 
of, who  have  resided  therein  for  the  space  of  three  months  next  preceding 
the  day  of  election,  having  the  qualification  of  electors  of  members  of  the 
General  Assembly,  to  meet  at  some  convenient  place,  in  the  said  town  of 
Milford  on  the  second  Saturdav  of  March  next,  and  on  the  second  Satur- 
day of  March  annually  thereafter;  and  then  and  there  proceed,  by  a  plu- 
rality of  votes,  to  elect  by  ballot,  one  mayor,  one  recorder,  and  five  trus- 
tees, who  shall  be  householders  in  said  towri,  who  shall  hold  their  ofiices 
until  the  next  annual  election,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and 
qualified;  and  such  mayor,  recorder  and  trustees,  being  so  elected  and 
qualified,  shall  constitutj^  the  town  council  of  said  town,  any  five  of  whom 
shall  constitute  a  quorumfor  the  transaction  of  business  pertaining  to  their 
duties. 

Sec.  3.  That  at  the  first  election  to  be  holden  under  this  act,  there 
shall  be  chosen,  viva  voce,  by  the  electors  present,  two  judges,  and  a  clerk 
of  said  election,  who  shall  each  take  an  oath  or  aflSrmation,  faithfully  to 
discharge  the  duties  required  of  them  by  this  act;  and  at  all  subsequent 
elections,  the  trustees,  or  any  two  of  them,  shall  be  judges,  and  the  recor- 
der, or  in  his  absence  some  other  person,  to  be  appointed  by  the  judges, 
shall  be  clerk:  the  polls  shall  be  opened  between  the  hours  of  ten  and 
eleven  o^clock  in  the  forenoon,  and  close  at  three  o'clock  in  the  afternoon 
of  said  day;  and,  at  the  close  of  the  polls,  the  vo'es  shall  be  counted,  and 
a  true  statement  thereof  proclaimed  to  the  voters  present,  bjr  one  of  the 
judges,  and  the  clerk  shall  make  a  true  copy  thereof;  and  within  five  days 
thereafter,  he  ^hall  give  notice  to  the  persons  so  elected,  of  their  election; 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  town  cQuncil,  at  least  ten  days  before  each 
10— L 
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and  every  annual  election,  to  give  notice  of  the  same  by  setting  up  adver- 
tisements at  three  of  the  most  public  places  in  said  town. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  mayor,  and  in  case  of  his  absence,  the  recorder,  shall 
preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  town  council ;  and  the  recorder  shall  attend 
all  meetings  of  the  town  council,  and  make  a  fan:  and  accurate  record  of 
all  their  proceedings. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  town  council  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies 
which  may  happen  in  said  board,  from  the  householders,  who  are  qualified 
electors  of  said  town, who  shall  hold  their  appointment  until  the  next  annu- 
al election,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified ;  and  in  the 
absence  of  the  mayor  and  recorder  from  any  meeting  of  the  town  council, 
the  trustees  shall  have  power  to  appoint  any  two  of  their  number,  to  per- 
form the  duties  of  mayor  and  recorder,  for  the  time  being. 

Sec.  6.  That  the  mayor,  recorder,  and  trustees  of  said  town,  shall  be  a 
body  corporate  and  politic,  with  perpetual  succession,  to  be  known  and  dis- 
tinguished by  the  name  and  style  of  The  Town  Council  of  the  town  of 
Miiford;  and  shall  be  capable  in  law,  by  their  corporate  name,  to  acquire 
property,  real,  personal  and  mixed,  for  the  use  of  said  town;  and  may  sell 
and  convey  the  same  at  pleasure:  they  may  have  a  common  seal,  which 
they  may  break,  alter,  or  renew  at  pleasure:  they  may  sue  and  be  sued) 
plead  and  be  impleaded,  defend  and  be  defended,  in  all  manner  of  actions, 
and  in  all  courts  of  law  and  equity:  and  whenever  any  suit  shall  be  com- 
menced  against  said  corporation,  the  process  shall  be  served  by  copy, 
which  shall  be  left  with  the  recorder,  or  at  his  usual  place  of  residence,  at 
least  ten  days  before  the  return  day  thereof. 

Sec.  7.  That  each  member  of  said  town  council,  before  entering  upon 
the  duties  of  his  office,  shaH  take  an  oath,  or  affirmation,  to  support  the 
constitution  of  the  United  States,  and  the  constitution  of  this  State,  and 
also  an  oath  of  office. 

Sec.  8«  That  the  town  council  shall  have  power  to  make,  ordain,  and 
establbh  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations,  for  the  government  of  said  town> 
and  to  alter  or  repeal  the  same  at  pleasure;  to  provide  for  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  treasurer,  town  marshal,  and  such  other  subordinate  officers, 
as  they  may  thmk  necessary;  to  prescribe  their  duties,  and  determine  the 
period  ei  their  appointments;  and  to  fix  the  fees  they  shall  be  entitled  to 
for  their  services;  and  the  treasurer,  marshal,  acid  other  officers,  shall,  be- 
fore entering  upon  their  duties,  take  an  oath  of  office,  and  shall  respective- 
ly give  bonds,  with  security,  in  such  sums  as  shall  be  determined  by  the 
town  council,  payable  to  the  State  of  Ohio,  conditioned  for  the  faithful 
performance  01  their  respective  duties:  the  town  council  shall  also  have 
power  to  fix  reasonable  nnes  and  penalties  for  any  violations  of  the  laws 
and  ordinances  of  the  corporation,  to  provide  for  the  collection  and  dispo- 
sition of  the  same:  Provided,  Such  by-laws  or  ordinances,  rules  and  reg- 
ulations, be  not  inconsistent  with  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United 
States,  or  of  this  State:  And  provided,  ako,  That  no  by-laW,  ordinance, 
rule,  or  regulation,  shall  take  efiect,  or  be  in  force,  until  the  same  shall 
have  been  posted  up  for  two  weeks,  in  one  or  more  of  the  most  public 
places  in  said  corporation;  and  the  time  of  such  posting  up,  shall  be  enter- 
ed on  the  minutes  of  the  board  by  the  recorder,  and  shall  be  pnma  facie 
evidence  that  such  notice  has  been  given. 
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Sec.  9.  That  the  town  council  shall,  at  the  expiration  of  each  and  eve- 
ry year,  cause  to  be  made  out  and  posted  up  as  aforesaid,  the  receipts  and 
expenditures  of  the  preceding  year. 

Sec.  10.  That  the  town  council  shall  have  power  to  regulate  and  im- 
prove the  streets,  lanes  and  alleys,  and  determine  the  width  of  the  side 
walks  in  said  town:  they  shall  have  power  to  remove  all  nuisances  and  ob- 
structions from  the  streets  and  commons  of  said  town,  and  to  do  all  things 
which  similar  corporations  have  power  to  do. 

Sec.  1 1.  That  for  the  purpose  of  more  effectually  enabling  said  town 
councif  to  carry  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  act,  they  are  hereby  au- 
thorized and  empowered  to  levy  a  tax  on  all  the  real  and  personal  proper- 
ty, subject  on  the  grand  levy  to  taxation,  within  the  limits  of  said  town,  up- 
on the  appraisement  made  and  returned  upon  said  grand  levy:  Provided^ 
That  said  tax,  so  levied  by  said  town  council,  shall  not,  in  any  one  year, 
exceed  one  half  of  one  per  centum,  on  the  aggregate  amount  of  all  such 
taxable  property  within  the  limits  of  said  town;  and  the  said  town  council 
shall, annually,  between  the  first  day  of  April  and  first  day  of  July,  deter- 
mine the  amount  of  tax  to  be  assessed  and  collected  for  the  current  year. 

Sec.  12.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  recorder  of  said  corporation, 
to  make  out  duplicates  of  taxes,  charging  each  individual,  within  said  cor- 
poration, an  amount  of  tax  in  proportion  to  the  aggregate  value  of  the  tax- 
able property  belonging  to  such  individual  within  the  limits  of  said  corpo- 
ration, as  the  same  appears  upon  the  books  of  the  auditor  of  said  county 
of  Clermont;  and  the  said  recorder  shall  have  power  of  inspecting  the 
books  of  said  auditor,  and  to  take  any  minutes  or  transcripts  therefrom, 
as  may  be  necessary  to  aid  him  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  hereby  en- 
joined upon  him,  free  of  expense;  when  said  recorder  shall  have  made 
out  said  duplicates  as  aforesaid,  he  shall  deliver  one  of  such  duplicates 
to  the  marshal  of  said  town,  or  to  such  other  person  as  may  be  appointed 
collector,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  collect  the  taxes  charged  thereon,  in 
the  same  manner,  and  under  the  same  regulations,  as  are  provided  by  law 
for  the  collection  of  State  and  county  taxes:  and  the  said  marshal,  or  col- 
lector, shall,  immediately  after  collecting  said  taxes,  pay  the  same  over  to 
the  treasurer  of  said  corporation,  and  take  his  receipt  therefor;  and  the 
said  marshal,  or  collector,  shall  have  the  same  power  to  sell  both  real  and 
personal  property,  as  is  given,  by  law,  to  county  treasurers;  and,  when  ne- 
ces^ary^  the  recorder  shall  have  power  to  make  deeds  for  real  estate,  so 
sold,  in  the  same  manner  that  county  auditors  are,  by  law,  empowered  to 
do,  for  lands  sold  by  the  county  treasurer;  and  the  marshal,  or  collector, 
shall  receive  such  fees  for  his  services,  as  the  town  council  may  direct,  not 
exceeding  six  percent,  on  all  moneys  so  by  him  collected,  to  be  paid  by 
the  treasurer,  on  the  order  of  the  recorder. 

Sec.  13.  That  the  said  town  council  shall  have  power  to  appropriate  any 
money  remaining  in  the  corporation  treasury,  to  the  improvement  of  the 
streets,  alleys,  and  side  walks  of  said  town,  whenever  they  may  deem  it  ne- 
cessary; and  to  make  any  other  improvement  which  may  conduce  to  the 
health  and  comfort  of  said  town. 

Sec.  14.  That  the  mayor  of  said  town  shall  be  a  conservator  of  the 
peace,  within  the  Kmits  of  said  corporation;  and  shall  have,  therein,  all  the 
powers  and  jurisdiction  of  a  justice  of  the  peace,  in  all  cases,  civil  or  crimi- 
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na],  arising  onder  the  laws  of  this  State;  he  shall  perform  all  the  duties  en- 
joined upon  him  by  the  laws  ond  ordinances  of  the  corporation;  and  ap> 
peals  majr  be  taken  from  the  decision  of  the  said  mayor,  in  all  cases  where, 
oylaw,  appeals  are  allowed  from  the  decisions  of  justices  of  the  peace,  and 
in  the  same  manner. 

Sec*  15.  That  the  marshal  shall  be  the  principal  ministerial  officer  in 
said  corporation,  and  shall  have  the  same  power  as  constables  have,  by  law; 
and  his  authority,  in  the  execution  of  criminal  process,  shall  be  co-extensive 
with  the  limits  of  said  county  of  Clermont;  and  he  shall  receive,  for  his 
services,  such  fees  as  are  allowed,  by  law,  to  constables  in  similar  cases,  for 
like  services* 

Sec*  16*  That  the  mayor  shall  receive  for  his  services,  such  fees  as  are 
allowed,  by  law,  to  justices  of  the  peace,  for  similar  services,  in  like  cases; 
and  the  reporder  shall  receive  such  fees  for  his  services,  as  shall  be  fixed  by 
the  by-laws  and  ordinances  of  the  corporation.  , 

Sec.  17.  That  if  no  election  shall  be  held  by  the  electors  of  said  town 
on  the  second  Saturday  of  March  next,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  ten  house- 
holders of  said  town,  to  call  a  meeting  of  the  electors,  by  giving  ten  days

specified  in  said  notice,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  them  to  proceed  to  the  elec- 
tion of  officers,  in  the  same  manner  as  hereinbefore  provided  for;  and  the 
officers,  so  elected,iBhall  hold  their  offices  until  the  second  Saturday  of  March 
following,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified. 

Sec  18.  That  said  corporation  shall  be  allowed  the  use  of  the  county 
jail,  for  the  imprisonment  of  such  persons  as  may  be  liable  to  imprisonment 
under  the  laws  and  ordinances  of  said  town;  and  all  persons  so  imprisoned 
shall  be  under  the  charge  of  the  sherifi^  or  jailor,  as  in  other  cases.

seal,  which  they  may  chai^ge  or  alter  at  pleasure. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  said  corporation  be,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized, 
to  erect  a  toll  bridge  across  the  Hockhocking  river^  at,  or  nearCooIville: 
Provided^  The  said  company  shall  own  the  land  on  both  banks  of  the  said 
river  where  said  bridge  shall  be  erected,  or  shall  obtain  in  writing,  from  the 
owner  or  owners  of  the  land  on  both  sides  of  the  river,  where  said  bridge 
may  be  built,  theirconsent  to  the  building  of  said  bridge;  unless  said  banks 
on  both  sides  be  a  public  highway. 

,Sec.  3.  That  the  said  company,  in  the  erection  of  said  bridge,  shall  in 
no  wise  injure  or  obstruct  the  navigation  of  said  river. 

Sec.  4.  That  if  said  company  shall  erect  and  complete  said  bridge  in  "a 
substautial  manner,  of  proper  ^idth,  and  being  in  other  respects  of  suffi- 
cient strength  and  dimensions,  so  as  to  admit  of  the  safe  passage  of  passen- 
gers, teams  and  carriages,  of  the  usual  dimensions,  within  four  years  from 
the  passage  of  this  act,  they  shall,  from  the  time  of  completing  said  bridge, 
enjoy  all  the  privileges  secured  to  them  by  this  act.

riage, sled,  sleigh  or  cart,  drawn  by  one  horse,  ox,  mple  or  ass,  eight  cents; 
for  every  horse,  mule  or  ass  in  addition,  three  cents;  for  each  head  of  neat 
cattle,  one  cent;  foreach  head  of  hogsor  sheep^  one  half  cent:  Promded^TlYivX 
all  troops  of  the  UnitedStatesor  of  this  State,  with  their  artillery,  baggage  and 
stores,  all  persons  going  to,  or  returning  from  public  worship,  and  all  teachers 
and  children  going  to,  and  re  turning  from  school  all  funeral  processions,  and 
persons  having  the  qualifications  of  an  elector  going  to  and  returning  from 
elections,  and  all  persons  necessarily  g9ing  to  and  returning  from  military 
trainings,  shall  pass  on  said  bridge  free  of  toll. 

Sec;  6.  That  the  proprietors  of  said  bridge  shall,  previous  to  receiving 
any  tolls,  set  up  and  keep  in  a  conspicuous  place,  over  or  near  the  gate,  to 
be  erected  on  said  bridge,  a  board  on  which  shall  be  painted  or  printed,  in 
aplain  and  legible  manner,  the  rates  of  toll  allowed  by  this  act. 

Sec.  7.  That  if  the  proprietors  of  said  bridge  shall  demand  and  receive 
any  higher  or  greater  toll  than  Is  by  this  act  allowed,  they  shall  be  subject 
to  the  like  fines  and  penalties,  which  are  or  may  be  provided  in  the  case  of 
ferries;  and  any  future  Legislarure  may  regulate  the  rates  of  toll  to  be  ta- 
ken at  said  bridge. 

Sec.  8*  .  That  the  said  company  shall  have  power  to  adopt  such  by- 
laws, rules  and  regulations,  for  the  government  of  the  same,  as  they  may  deem 
expedient,  not  inconsistent  with  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United 
States  or  of  this  State.

Rodgers,  and  their  associates  for  the  time  being,  be,  and  they  are  hereby 
created  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  to  be  known  by  the  name  and  style 
of  the  "Presbyterian  Church  of  Bealsville,"  and  as  such  shall  remain  and

Sec.  2.  That  the  said  corporation,  by  the  name  and  style  aforesaid, 
shall  be  capable  in  law  and  equity,  of  Having,  receiving,  acquiring  and  hold- 
ing, either  by  gift,  grant,  devise  or  purchase,  any  estate,  real,  personal,  or 
mixed,  for  the  use  of  said  corporation,  and  of  transferring  the  same  at 
pleasure:  Provided^  That  the  annual  income  of  all  such  property  shall  net 
exceed  two  thousand  dollars.

Sec.  7.  Any  future  legislature  may  alter,  amend,  or  repeal  this  act;  but 
such  alteration  or  repeal  shall  not  affect  the  titled  to  any  property,  acquired 
or  transferred  under  its  provisions.

To  incorporate  the  town  of  Defiance,  in  the  county  of  Williams. 

Sec.  1*  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  OhiOf 
That  so  much  of  the  township  of  Defiance,  in  the  county  of  Williams,  as 
is  comprised  within  the  following  limit?,  to  wit:  All  the  recorded  town 
plat  of  Defiance,  with  all  the  fractional  parts  of  lots  lying  between  the 
town  plat  and  the  Auglaize  riv'er  on  the  east,  and  the  Maumee  river  on  the 
north,  to  low  water  mark,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  created  a  town  cor- 
porate, and  shall  henceforth  be  known  and  distinguished  by  the  name  of 
the  town  of  Defiance* 

Sec.  3.  That  for  the  good  order  and  government  of  said  town,  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  the  white  male  inhabitants  who  have  resided  within  the 
aforesaid  limits  of  said  town  for  the  space  of  three  months  next  preceding 
the  second  Tuesday  of  April  next,  and  who  have  the  qualifications  of 
electors  of  metxibexd  of  the  General  Assembly,  to  nieet  at  the  usual 
place  of  holding  elections,  on  the  £(econd  Tuesday,  of  April  next,  and 
on  the  first  Tuesday  of  April  annually  thereafter,  at  such  place  as 
the  town  council  may  direct,  whidi  shall  be  distermined  by  notices 
of  the  time  and  place^  posted  up  in  three  of  the  most  public  places 
in  said  town,  at  least  ten  days  before  the  election;  which  notice  shall 
be  signed  by  the  mayor  and  recorder,  and  then  and  there  proceed 
by  ballot  to  elect,  by  a  plurality  of  votes,  one  mayor,  one  recorder,  and 
five  trustees,  who  shall  be  either  householders  or  freeholders,  residing 
within  the  limits  of  said  town,  and  who  shall  hold  their  respective  offices 
for  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified;  such 
mayor,  recorder  and  trustees  being  iso  elected  and  qualified,  shall  consti- 
tute a  town  council,  any  five  of  whom  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  business. 

Sec.  3.  Tha,t  at  the  first  elecjtion  to  be  holden  under  this  act,  there 
shall  be  chosen  viva  voce^  by  the  electors  present,  three  judges  and-  a 
clerk  of  said  election,  who  sh&U  each  take  an  oath  or  affirmation  faithfully 
to  discharge  the  duties  required  of  them  by  this  act;  and  at  all  subsequent 
elections,  the  trustees,  or  any  two  of  them,,  shall  be  judges,  and  the  re- 
corder clerk;  and  at  all  elections  held  under  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
the  polls  i^hall  be  opened  between  the  hours  of  one  and  two,  and  closed 
at  four  o'clock,  P.  M.  of  said  day;  and  at  the  close  of  the  polls  the  votes 
shall  be  counted,  and  a  true  statement  thereof  proclaimed  by  one  of  the 
judges,  to  the  electors  present;  and  the  clerk  shall  make  a  true  record 
thereof,  who  shall  notify  the  persons  elected  to  their  respective  offices,  of 
their  election  within  five  days;  and  the  persons  so  elected  and  notified, 
shall,  within  five  days  thereafter,  take  an  oath  or  affirmation  to  support 
the  constitution  of  the  United  States,  and  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  and  an  oath 
of  office;  any  person  elected  as  aforesaid,  neglecting  or  refusing  to  qualify 
as  aforesaid,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  into  the  treasury  of  said  town,  the  sum 
of  five  dollars,  to  be  recovered  by  an  action  of  debt,  before  the  mayor  of 
said  town;  and  the  recorder  shall,  in  the  name  of  said  town,  demand,  re- 
ceive,.^r  sue  for  such  forfeiture,  and  pay  over  the  same  when  collected  to 
the  treasurer,  taking  his  receipt  therefor:  Provided^  That  no  person  shall 
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h%  eompriled  to  verve  in  i^ny  office  in  said  corporation  two  years  in  sue- 
ceitioii. 

Sec*  4.  That  the  mayor)  recorder  and  trustees  of  said  town  shall  be 
a  body  politic,  and  corporate  with  perpetual  succession^  to  be.  known  and 
distinguished  by  tne  name  of  the  Town  Council  of  Defiance;  and  they  and 
their  successors  in  office  ^hall  be  authorized  to.  use  a  common  seal,  and 
the  same  to  alter  at  pleasure;  to  receive,  purchase,  acquire,  hold  and  con- 
vey any  estate,  real,  personal  or  mixed,  and  to  manage  and  dispose  of  the 
eame  in  such  manner  a3  they,  or  a  majority  of  them  may  deem  proper; 
they  shall  be  capable  in  the'name  aforesaid  of  suing  and  being  sued,  plead-r 
ing  and  being  impleaded,  answering  and  being  answered,  in  any  ^uit  or 
action  in  any  court  of  law  or  equity  in  this  State;  and  when  any  suit  or 
action  shall  be  commenced  against  said  corporation,  the  first  process  shall 
be  by  summons,  a  copy  of  which  shall  be  left  with  the  mayor,  or  in  his  ab- 
sence, at  his  usual  place  of  abode,  at  least  five  days  before  the  return  day 

thereof. 

Sec*  5k  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  may or,^  and  in  his  absence  or 
disability  to  serve,  the  recorder,  to  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  town 
council;  it  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  recorder  to  attend  to  all  such 
meetings,  and  keep  an .  accurate  record  of  their  proceedings,  to  be 
recorded  in  a  book,  provided  for  that  purpose;  it  shall  moreover  be  the 
duty  of  the  recorder  to  attend  all  elections  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act;  but  in  case  of  his  absence  or  disability  to  serve  as  such,  the  trustees 
shall  have  power  to  appoint  one  of  their  number  clerk  of  said  election, pra 

Sec  6.  That  the  town  council  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies 
which  may  occur  in  their  body  by  death,  resignation,  or  otherwise,  from 
among  the  electors  in  said  town,  whose  appoihtment  shall  continue  until 
the  next  annual  election,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  quali- 
fied; and  whenever  it  may  happen  that  neither  the  mayor  or  recorder  is 
present  at  any  meeting  or  said  town  council,  the  trustees  shall  have  power 
to  appoint  one  of  their  number  to  perform  the  duties  of  such  mayor  or  re-

as  they  may  deem  necessary  and  expedient  for  the  regulation;  interest,  safe- 
ty, health,  cleanliness  and  convenience  of  said  town,  and  the  same  to  alter 
or  repeal  at  pleasure;  they  shall  hav«  power  to  appoint  a  treasurer,  town 
marshal,  and  such  other  subordinate  officers  as  they  may  deem  necessary;

no  fees;  said  town  council  shall  al^o  have  power  to  affix  to  the  violation 
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of  the  by-laws  and  ordinances  of  said  corporation,  such  reasonable  fines 
and  forfeitures,  as  they  may  deem  proper,  and  provide  for  the  collection 
and  disposition  of  the  same;  they  shall  have  power  td  lay  out  and  regulate 
ihe  lots,  streets,  lanes,  alleys,  and  public  ground;  to  lay  Out  and  determine 
the  width  of  the  side  walks,  and  regulate  the  same;  they  shall  also  have 
power  to  remove  or  cause  to  be  removed  all  nuisances  and  obstructions, 
and  do  all  things  which  a  corporation  of  a  similar  nature  can  do,  to  secure 
the  iiealth,  peace  and  good  order  of  the  inhabitants  of  said  town. 

Sec.  8.  That  for  the  purpose  of  more  effectually  enabling  the  town 
council  to  carry  into  effect. the  provisions  of  this  act,  they  are  hereby  au- 
thorized and  empowered  to  assess  for  corporation  purposes  an  amount  of 
tax  on  all  property  within  said  town,  made  taxable  by  the  laws  of  this 
State,  for  State  and  county  purposes,  not  exceeding  in  any  one  year  one 
per  cent,  on  the  value  thereof,  which  value  shall  be  ascertained  by  an  as- 
sessor to  be  appointed  by  said  town  council  for  that  purpose;  they  shall 
also  have  power  to  equalize  any  injudicious  assessments  thus  made,  on 
complaint  of  the  owner  or  owners,  his,  her,  or  their  agent  so  aggrieved. 

That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  town  council  to  make  out 
or  cause, to  be  made  out  by  the  recorder,  a  duplicate  of  taxes,  charging 
each  individual  therein,  an  amount  of  tax  in  proportion  to  ihe  property  of 
such  individual  assessed  as  aforesaid,  within  said  town;  which'  duplicate 
shall  be  signed  by  the  mqyor  and  recorder,  and  delivered  to  the  marshal 
or  such  other  person  as  shall  be  appointed  collector,  whose  duty  it  shall  be 
to  collect  the  same  within  such  time  and  in  such  manner; as  tne  bylaws 
shall  direct;  and  the  said  collector  shall  have  power  to  sell  both  real  and 
personal  estate  for  the  non-payment  of  taxes  within  said  town,and  shall  be 
governed  therein  by  the  same  laws  and  regulations  as  the  collectors  of 
State  and  county  taxes;  and  in  case  of  the  ^ale  of  any  real  estate,  the  re- 
corder shall  have  power  to  make  and  execute  deeds  therefor,  in  the  name 
manner  that  county  auditors  are  by  law  empowered  to  do  for  lands  sold 
by  the  county  treasurer;  and  the  said  collector  shall,  within  ten  daysi  after 
collecting  said  taxes,  pay  the- same  over  to  the  treasurer  of  said  corpora- 
tion, taking  his  receipt  therefor;  and  ivho  shall  receive  for  his  fees  such 
sum  as  the  town  council  inay  direct,  not  exceeding  six  per  cent^  on  all 
moneys  so  by  him  collected,  and  paid  over;  said  feefs  to  be  paid  by  the 
treasurer,  on  the  order  of  the  recorder. 

Sec.  10.    That  the  by-laws  and  ordinances  of  said  town,  shall  be  posted ' 
up  in  two  or  more  of  the  most  public  places  within, said  town,  at  Ifeast 
ten  days  before  the  taking  effect  thereot^  and  the  certificate  of  the  recor- 
der upon  the  town  record  shall  be  considered  sufficient  evidence  of  the 
same  having  been  done. 

Sec.  11.  That  the  town  council  shall,  at  the  expiration  of  each  year*, 
cause  to  be  made  out  and  posted  up  in  one  or  more  of  the  most  public  places 
in  said  town,  an  exhibit  of  the,  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  preceding 
(year;)  which  statement  shall  be  certified  by  the  recorder  of  said  tpwn. 

Sec.  1 2.  That  the  mayor  of  said  corporation  shall  be  a  conservator  of 
the  peace  throughout  ^aid  town,  and  shall  have  within  the  same  all  the 
powers  and  jurisdiction  of  a  justice  of  the  peac^  in  all  matters,  civil  or 
criminal,  arising  under  the  laws  of  this  State,  to  all  intents  and  purposes 
whatever;  he  shall  give  bond  and  security  as  is  required  by  law  of  justices 
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of  the  peace;  and  the  said  mayor  shall  perform  all  the  duties  required  q( 
him  by  the  by-laws  and  ordinances  of  said  corporation ;  and  appeals  may 
be  taken  in  all  casQs  from  the  decisions  of  said  mayor,  in  the  same  manner 
as  from  the  decisions  of  justices  oj  the  peace;  he  shall  keep  a  docket, 
wherein  he  shall  keep  a  fair  record  of  all  matters  of  difierence  tried  be- 
fore him,  and  shall  be  allowed  and  receive  the  same  fees  that  justjces  of 
the  peace  are  or  may  be  entitled  to  in  similar  cases. 

Sec«  13.  That  the  marshal  sh^Il  be  the  principal  ministerial  officer  of 
eaid  town,  and  shall  have  the  same  powers  as  coastables  have  by  law; 
and  his  jurisdiction  in  criminal  cases  shall  be  co-extensive  with  the  county 
of  Williama;  he  shall  execute  the  process  of  the  ma^or,  and  receive  the  same 
fees  for  bis  services  that  constables  are  allowed  m  similar  cases. 

Sec.  14.  That$aid  corporation  shall  be  allowed  the  use  of  the  county 
jail  of  the  county  of  Williams,  for  the  imprisonment  of  such  persons  as  may 
be  liable  to  imprisonment  under  the  by-laws  and  ordinances  of  said  corpora- 
tion; and  all  persons  so  imprisoned,  shall  be  under  the  Qharge  of  the  sheriff 
of  the  county  of  Williams,  as  in  other  cases.   *        - 

Sec.  15.  That  the  mayor,  recorder,  trustees  and  other  officers  of  said 
corporation  shall,  on  demand,  deliver  to  to  their  successors. hi  office  all 
such  books  and  papers  as  appertain  in  any  wise  to  their  office* 

Sec.  16.  That  any  future  Legislature  shall  have  power  to  alter,  amend 
or  repeal  this  act:  Pramdedj  That  such  alteration,  amendment^  or  repeal 
shall  not  divert  the  property  of  said  corporation  from  the  purpose  express- 
ed in  this  act*     >

bridge  across  the  Tuscarawas  river,  at  or  nfear  the  place  where  the  former 
brieve  stood. 

Sec.  3«  '  Said  bridges  shall  have  double  tracks,  and  shall  be  construct- 
ed in  such  manner  as  said  commissioners  shall  direct;  the  contract  or  con- 
tracts  for  their  construction  shall  be  made  by  said  commissioners,  and  the

St.  Mary's  river,  from  the  town  of  St.  Mary's  to  the  Steam  Mill  owned 
by  Cummings  &  Co.,  or  a  point  opposite  said  mill,  shall  be,  and  the  same 
is  hereby  declared  a  public  highway. 

Sec.  2.  That  if  any  person  shall  fell,  or  put,  or  cause  to  be  felled  or 
put,  any  tree,  log,  timber,  rack,  or  brush,  or  other  obstruction,  into  said 
river,  within  the  bounds  mentioned  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  and  ne- 
glect to  remove  the  ss^me,  every  person  so  oflfending  shall  forfeit  and  pay 
for  every  such  offence  the  sum  of  five  dollars,  to  be  recovered  by  action 
of  debt,  before  any  justice  of  the  peace  having  jurisdiction,  in  the  name  of 
the  State  of  Ohio,  upon  the  application  of  any  elector  of  the  township 
where  the  offence  was  committed  $  and  when  collected,  shall  be  paid  into 
the  township  treasury,  and  applied  by  the  trustees  of  said  township  in 
improving  the  roads  thereof:  Provided,  That  nothing  herein  contained 
shall  be  so  construed  as  to  prevent  any  person  owning  lands  on  said  stream 
from  erecting  a  mill  dam  or  mill  dams,  or  other  persons  from  rafting 
^logs  or  timber  on  said  stream. 

Sec.  3.  That  all  persons  offending  agahist  the  provisions  of  this  act^ 
shall  be  liable  for  all  damage  done  to  private  property,  in  consequence  of 
such  offence,  to  be  recovered  m  any  court  of  competent  jurisdictton»  cr 
before  any  justice  of  the  peace  having  jurisdiction  thereof.

That  the  county  commissioners  of  the  county  of  Cuyahoga,  be,  and  they 
are  hereby  authorized  to  levy  a  tax  annually^  upon  the  taxable  property 
of  said  county,  not  exceeding  one  and  a  half  mill  upon  the  dollar,  iwhich 
shall  be  collected  in  the  same  manner  and  at  the  same  time  that  State  and 
county  taxes  are,  for  the  time  beings  collected  and  paid  into  the  treasury 
of  said  county,  and  shall  be  appropriated  exclusively  to  the  erectioiik  and 
repair  of  bridges  within  said  county,  at  the  discretion  of  said  commission- 
ers.

Providing  for  the  sale  of  Section  Sixteen,  in  the  township  of  Adams,    in  the  county  of 

Seneca. 

*  Sec.  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^  That 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  assessor  of  Seneca  county,  on  or  before  the  first 
day  of  April  next  to  provide  himself  with  a  suitable  book  for  that  purpose, 
and  proceed  to  take  the  votes  of  all  the  white  male  inhabitants  over  the 
age  of  twenty-one  years,  residing  in  the  bounds  of  original  surveyed  town- 
ship number  three,  north,  of  range  sixteen,  in  the  county  of  Seneca,  afore- 
said^ who  have  resided  therein  for  twelve  months  next  preceding  the  first 
day  of  April  aforesaid,  whether  such  white  male  inhabitants  be,  or  be  not 
citizens  of  the  United  States;  and  it  shall  ibrther  be  the  duty  of  said  assess- 
or, between  the  first  day  of  April  and  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  May  next, 
to  call  upon  all  the  white  male  inhabitants  residing  in  the  township  afore- 
said, and  request  every  such  inhabitant  to  give  his  vote  for  or  against  a 
sale  of  the  school  land  aforesaid,  by  signing  bis  name  under  the  head  6f 
the  proper  columns;  and  if  such  inhabitant  be  unable  to  write,  the  assessor 
aforesaid,  shall  write  the  name  of  such  inhabitant,  to  which  he  shall  affix 
his  mark  of  approbation;  which  said  vote  taken  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  en- 
tered in  said  book  by  said  assessor,  in  form  following,  to  wit:  The  votes  of 
the  white  male  inhabitants  over  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  residing  within 
the  bounds  of  said  original  surveyed  township,  (there  being  twenty  of  said 
inhabitants  within  the  same,)  for  and  against  the  sale  of  the  said  section 
sixteen;  it  being ^he  tract  granted  by  Congress  for  the  use  of  schools  in 
said  original  surveyed  township.

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Which  said  list  of  votes  so  taken  as  aforesaid,  the  assessor  shall  deliver  to 
the  county  auditor  of  Seneca  county,  forthwith,  after  having  taken  the 
same  as  aforesaid;  and  if  it  shall  appear  from  said  list,  that  a  majority  of 
the  white  male  inhabitants  aforesaid,  have  voted  in  favor  of  a  sale,  then  a 
sale  of  said  school  section  may  be  made  in  the  manner  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  2.  That  Asa  Crocket.  Ira  Phelps,  and  Samnel  Whiteman,  of  the 
cotmty  of  Seneca,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  view  and  appraise  said  school  section  sixteen,  so 
soon  as  the  assessor  shall  have  performed  the  duties  required  of  him  by 
the  first  section  of  this  act,  they  having  first  taken  an  oath  or  affirmation, 
before  some  person  competent  to  administer  the  same,  faithfully  and  im- 
partially to  appraise  said  land. 

Sec.  3.  That  should  either  of  the  commissioners  die,  or  refuse  to  per- 
form the  duties  required  by  this  ac%  or  remove  out  of  said  county  of  Sen- 
eca, then  the  county  commissioners  of  said  county  shall  fill  such  vacancy 
so  often  as  it  may  occur. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  commissioners  appointed  by  virtue  of  this  act  are 
hereby  authorized,  if  they  deem  it  expedient,  to  take  to  their  assistance  the 
surveyor  of  Seneca  county,  who,  under  their  direction,  siiall  make  such 
surveys,  divisions  and  maps  thereof  as  may  be  necessary^  for  the  perform- 
ance of  the  duties  required  of  them  by  this  act;  and  said  commissioners  and 
sutveyor  shall  each  receive  for  his  services  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  for 
each  day  he  may  be  employed  in  said  service,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  county 
treasury  of  said  county  of  Seneca,  which  shall  be  refunded  to  said  treas- 
ury in  manner  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  5.  That  so  soon  as  said  school  section  sixteen  has  been  surveyed 
under  the  direction  of  said  commissioners,  and  maps  thereof  made  as  pro- 
vided in  the  fourth  section  of  this  act,  the  said  commissioners  shall  cause 
to  be  delivered  to  the  auditor  of  Seneca  county,  ^uch  surveys  and  divis- 
ions and  maps  thereof,  and  the  separate  appraisement  of  such  lot  laid  off 
in  said  school  section,  if  the  same  shall  have  been  divided  into  lots,  and 
otherwise  the  appraisement  of  the  entire  section  so  made  under  die  re- 
quirements of  this  act;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  auditor,  after  having 
given  thirty  days  previous  notice  thereof  by  advertisernent  in  some  news- 
paper printed  in  Seneca  county,  and  if  no  newspaper  be  published  in  said 
countv,  or  if  the  publisher  of  any  newspaper  in  said  county  shall  refuse  to 
publish  the  same,  then  the  notice  shall  be  given  by  affixing  such  notice  on 
the  door  of  the  court  house  in  said  county,  and  in  five  other  public  places 
in  said  county,  three  of  which  shall  be  in  said  township  of  Adams,  thirty 
days  previous  to  such  sale;  and  the  affidavit  of  one  or  more  of  such  com- 
missioners, certifyingthe  manner,  time,  and  places  of  publishing  such  no- 
tices, shall  be  conclusive  evidence pf  such  f^ct,  to  ofiersuch  section,  or  such 
lots  laid  off  in  such  section  separately  for  sale,  between  the  hours  of  ten 
o'clock  A.  M.  and  of  five  o'clock.?.  M.  on  the  day  designated  in  such  no- 
tice, and  shall  sell  the  same,,  and  each  of  ,the  same  to  the  highest  bidder: 
Provided^  That  neither  said  section,  nor  any  part  of  said  section,  shall' be 
sold  for  less  than  its  appraised  value, and  that  one-fourth  of  the  vaoi^w  bid 
for  the  same  shall  be  paid  at  the  time  of  sale;  and  the  remaining  three- 
fourths  of  the  money  so  bid,  shall  be  payable  in  three  equal  annual  instal- 
ments, payable  annually,  and  successively  after  the  day  of  said  sale,  with 
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interest  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent*  per.anQum,OD  all  moneys  unpaid,  to  be 
computed  from  said  day  ofsale;and  said  commissioners  may  continue  said 
sale,  by  adjournment,  from  day  to  day,  for  three  successive  days,  if  any 
portion  of  snch  section  shall  remain  unsold^  and  if  at  the  expiration  of  said 
three  days,  any  portion  of  such  land  shall  remain  unsold,  the  sale  thereof 
may  he  adjourned  for  a  time  not  exceeding  three  months,  and  said  com- 
missioners shall  in  like  manner  proceed,  giving  like  notice  of  each  succeed- 
ing sale,  until  the  whole  be  sold. 

Sec.  6.  That  on  the  sale  of  said  lands  so  made  as  aforesaid,  the  audi- 
tor of  said  county  shall  take  a  bond  from  each  purchaser,  with  at  least 
one  sufficient  surety,  conditioned  for  the  payment  to  the  treasurer  of  Sen- 
eca connty  of  all  the  money  due  for  said  lands,  or  for  any  part  thereof, 
with  the  interest  thereon  to  become  due  or  accruing,  to  be  applied  to  the 
use  of  schools  in  said  township  of  Adams;  and  said  auditor,  on  the  iSnal 
payment  of  said  bond  according  to  the  condition  thereof,  shall  make  and 
execute  a  deed  of  said  bond  to  the. purchaser  or  purchasers  thereof,  in  fee 
simple;  and  said  purchase  money,  when  received,  shair  be  deposited  in 
the  common  school  fbnd,  for  the  benefit  of  said  township:  Provided^  That 
if  any  person  or  persons  who  shall  purchase  any  part  of  said  section  six- 
teen, under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be  desirous  of  .completing  pay- 
ment for  the  same,  within  a  less  time  than  that  required  by  the  obligation 
of  the  board  aforesaid,  he  or  they  shall  be  allowed  to  complete  payment 
for  the  same  at  any  time,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  a  deed  in  fee 
simple  for  said  land,  in  the  manner  herein  prescribed. 

Sec.  7.  That  the  auditor  of  said  county  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  for 
all  conveyances  he  may  be  required  to  make  by  virtue  of  this  act,  twelve 
and  a  half  cents  for  each  hundred  words  contained  therein,  and  in  like  pro- 
portion for  any  smaller  number;  and  that  the  asesssor  be  entitled  to  re- 
ceive for  his  services  performed  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  the  sum 
of  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  for  each  day  he  may  be  necessarily  employ- 
ed in  said  service. 

Sec.  8.  That  the  treasurer  of  said  county  shall,  out  of  the  first,  moneys 
that  may  come  to  his  hands  of  the  interest  of  said  purchase  money  or 
moneys,  pay  the  said  assessor,  commissioners,  surveyor,  and  auditor,  the 
fees  and  compensation  herein  before  specified,  to  be  paid  to  said  commis- 
sioners, surveyor,  and  auditor,  as  well  as  all  necessary  fees  and  expenses 
for  acknowledging  said  deeds,  and  for  publishing  the  advertisements,  made 
necessary  by  the  reauirements  of  this  act.

That  William  Merrel,  Hiram  Wescot,  John  Murray,  Francis  M.  Leonard,

That  the  said  corporation  shall  be  capable  in  law  and  equity,  in 
their  corporate  name  aforesaid,  of  having,  receiving,  acquiring,  and  hold- 
ing by  purchase,  gift,  grant,  devise,  or  legacy,  any  estate,  real,  personal,  or 
mixed,  for  the  use  of  said  corporation:  Provided,  That  the  annual' income 
of  all  such  prOpMy  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars;  and 
that  all  such  property^  of  whatever  kind,  shall  be  considered  as  held  in  trust, 
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for  promoting  the  interests  of  said  society,  defrajing  the  expenses  incideDt 
to  their  mode  of  worship,  and  maintaining  anj  institutions  of  charity  or 
education :  And  provided  also^  That  when  an  j  money  or  other  property  sfaedl 
be  given,  granted,  devised,  or  bequeathed,  for  any  particular  use  or  purpose, 
it  shall  be  faithfully  applied  to  that  purpose. 

Sec.  3.  That  for  the  better  management  of  the  affairs  of  said  so- 
ciety, there  shall  be  elected,  on  the  first  Monday  of  June,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  tliirty-six,  and  on  th^  first  Monday  in  January  in  each 
succeeding  year  thereafter,  three  trustees,  and  such  other  officers  as  the  cor* 
poration  ;may  deem  necessary;  who  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year: 
Providedj  That  the  officers  elected  at  the  first  election  under  this  act,  shall 
only  continue  in  office  until  the  first  annual  election,  under  this  act;  and 
also,  if,  from  any  cause,  an  election  of  officers  should  not  be  holden  on  the

Sec.  4.  That  the  trustees^  a  majority  of  whom  shall  be  a  quorum  for 
the  transaction  of  business,  shall,  under  the  direction  of  the  society,  have 
the  management  apd  control  of  the  property  and  other  concerns  of  the 
corporation;  and  they, or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  also  have  power  to  call 
a  meeting  of  the  society  for  the  transaction  of  any  business  whatever,  rela- 
ting to  said  society,  by  giving  ten  days  notice,  immediately  after  public  wor- 
shi]^,  or  by  posting  up  notices  in  three  public  places  in  the  bounds  of  said 
society,  ten  days  previous  to  the  time  of  holding  such  meeting.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  OAtb, 
That  the  county  of  Hamilton  shall  compose  the  Nmth  Judicial  Circuit; 
and  there  shall  be  two  stated  civil  terms  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas, 
which  shall  commence  and  be  holden  therein,  on  the  first  Monday  of  June, 
and  the  first  Monday  in  November,  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty* 
six;  and  there  shall  be  three  stated  civil  terms  in  each  year  thereafter, 
which  shall  commence  and  be  holden  on  the  first  Monday  in  February, 
the  first  Monday  in  June,  and  the  first  Monday  in  November,  to  which 
stated  civil  terms,  all  process  of  a  civil  nature  shall  be  returnable,  and  at 
which  no  business  of  a  criminal  nature  shall  be  heard  or  transacted,  nor 
any  auction,  tavern,  or  ferry  license  be  granted;  and  there  shall  be  three 
stated  Criminal  terms  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas,  which  shall  com- 
mence and  be  holden  therein  on  the  third  Monday  in  March,  the  first 
Monday  in  July,  and  the  first  Monday  in  October, 'in  the  year  eighteen 
hunded  and  thirty-six;  and  there  shall  be  four  stated  Criminal  terms  in 
each  year  thereafter,  which  shall  commence  and  be  holden  therein,  on  the 
first  Monday  in  January,  the  third  Monday  in  March,  the  first  Mon- 
day in  July,  and  the  first  Monday  in  October;  to  which  stated  criminal 
terms  all  recognizances  and  process  of  a  criminal  nature  shall  be  returna- 
ble; and  at  which,  cognizance  shall  be  taken  of  all  crimes,  offences,  and 
misdemeanors;  all  causes  and  matters  of  a  probate  and  testamentary 
nature,  shall  be  heard  and  determined;  guardians  be  appointed;  executors, 
administrators,  and  guardians,  be  called  to  account;  and  auction,  tavern^ 
and  ferry  licences  be  granted:  Provided,  That  nothing  herein  contained 
ehali  be  so  construed,  as  to  empower  the  said  court  of  Common  Pleasi  at 
the  said  stated  criminal  terms  to  grant  orders  for  the  sale  of  real  estate, 
of  deceased  persons,  of  real  estate  belonging  to  minors,  or  to  confirm 
the  sales  of  real  estate  of  deceased  persons,  or  real  estate  belonging  to 
minors. 

Sec.  3.    That  all  process  and  proceedings  of  a  civil  nature,  made 
returnable,  or  continued  to  the  March  term  of  said  courts  in  the  year 
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1 836,  by  /  the  act  to  which  this  is  an  amendment,  be^  and  the  ime  is  herriijr 
made  returnable,  or  continued,  as  the  case  may  be,  to  the  June  term  of 
the  said  court,  in  the  year  1 836,  as  fixed  by  this  act;  and  all  process,  recog* 
nizances^  and  proceedings  of  a  criminal  nature,  made  returnable,  or  con^* 
tinued  to  the  March  term  of  said  court,  in  the  year  1835,  by  the  act  to

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  OhiOf 
That  Ira  Paige,  William  Werden,  Pierson  Spining,  Henry  Vinal,  Jacob 
W«  Kills,  Edward  H.  Gumming,  Reuben  Miller,  Emery  C.  Ross,  Henry 
Bretney,  and  their  associates,  and  those  who  may  hereailer  become  asso- 
ciated  with  them,  are  hereby  made  a  body  corporate,  to  be  known  by  the 
name  of  the  Springfield  Firemen's  Insurance  Company;  and  in  their  cor- 
porate capacity,  they  may  make  contracts;  sue  and  be  sued;  and  answer 
and  be  answered  unto,  in  any  court  of  law  or  equity  in  this  State,  of  com- 
petent jurisdiction:  they  shall  have  a  common  seal,  which  they  may  alter 
or  destroy  at  pleasure,  and  may  make  such  by-laws  and  regulations,  for  their 
government,  and  carry  them  into  execution,  as  they,  or  a  majority  of 
them,  may  deem  necessary:  Provided^  The  same  be  not  incompatible  with 
the  constitution  or  laws  of  the  United  States  or  of  this  State. 

Sec*  3.  That  said  corporation  shall  proceed  to  elect  on  the  first  Mon* 
day  of  May,  1836,  a  president,  four  directors,  and  secretary,  who  shall 
be  stockholders  in  said  company,  and  who,  after  being  first  sworn  into

er having  a  h^her,.  to  another  having  a  lower,  number  of  votes;  the  di» 
rectors  first  elected,  under  this  act,  shall  hold  their  ofllce  until  the  first 
Monday  of  October  next,  after  their  election,  and  until  their  successors  are 
elected  and  qualified;  and  on  said  first  Monday  of  October  annually,  after 
the  first  election  for  directors,  there  shall  be  an  election  for  directors  of 
said  company;  annual  elections  for  directors  of  said  company  shall  be 
under  the  superintendence  of  the  directors,  for  the  time  hems;;  who  shall 
designate  a  place,  and  shall  sive  the  like  notice  of  the  time  of  such  annu- 
al election,  as  is  required  to  be  ffiven  by  the  commissioners,  as  aforesaid,  of 
the  time  and  place  of  holding  the  first  election,  under  this  act;  and  shall, 
m  like  manner,  notify  the  persons  elected,  and  designate  a  time  and  place 
for  the  persons  elected  durectors,  to  meet  and  qualify;  and  the  directors, 
annually  elected,  shall  proceed,  as  required  of  the  first  directors* 

Sec*  5.  That  within  five  days,  after  the  first  election  of  directors,  under 
this  act,  the  inspectors  of  the  election  shall  give  notice,  in  writing,  to  the 
seven  stockholders,  elected  directors,  oif  such  their  electbn;  and  shall  ap- 
point a  day,  on  which  the  directors  so  elected  shall  meet  at  Winchester, 
aforesaid,  lor  organization;  and  on  the  day  so  appointed,  which  shall  not 
be  more  than  ten  days  from  the  day  of  election,  or  sooner,  if  the  directors 
eleQled  can  agree,  the  directors  so  elected,  shall  meet  at  Winchester,  and 
seyerally  take  an  oath,  or  affirmation,  faithfully  uid  impartially,  to  dis- 
chaige  the  several  duties  of  director  of  the  turnpike  company,  hereby  in- 
corporated;  and  being  thus  qualified,  such  directors  shall  appoint  one  of 
their  body  president  of  the  board;  they  shall  also  appoint  a  treasurer,  who 
shall  not  be  a  director,  and  they  may  require  and  take  cf  the  treasurer, 
bond,  in  such  sum,  and  with  such  security,  as  to  them  may  appear  reason- 
aUe  andjiecessarv,  to  secure  said  company ;  sakl  directors  shall  also  a|^ 
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point  a  Mcretaryt  ^ho  shall  keep  a  ibll  and  fair  journal  of  the  corporate 
acts  of  said  company,  and  shall  perform  such  other  duties  of  secretary,  as 
may  be  required  of  him  by  the  directors* 

oec.  6.    That  the  said  company  shall  have  a  right  to  lay  out,  survey, 
and  locate  a  turnpike  road«  as  specified  in  the  first  section  of  this  act, 
through  any  improved  or  unimproved  lands,  and  to  take  from  the  lands, 
occupied  by  such  road,  when  located  as  aforesaid,  any  stone,  gravel,  tim- 
ber, or  other  materials,  necessary  to  construct  a  good,  secure,  and  substan* 
tial  turnpike  road,  as  contemplated  by  this  act,  and  the  necessary  bridges 
connected  therewith;  and  if  any  difference  should  arise  between  the  own- 
er or  owners  of  any  ground,  on  which  said  road  may  be  located,  or  from 
which  such  materials  arc  taken,  as  aforesaid,  and  the  agents  of  the  compa- 
ny, respecting  damage,  it  shall  be  determined,  by  three  disinterested  free- 
holders, to  be  appointed  by  the  commissioners  of  the  county,  in  which  the 
subject  of  difference  lies;  who,  after  being  duly  sworn,  faithfully  and  im* 
partially  to  perform  the  duties,  required  of  them  in  this  act,  and  taking  into 
consideration,  whether  tho  land  be,  really,  rendered  more  or  less  valuable, 
by  the  road  passing  through  it,  shall  make  out  their  assessmetit  in  writing, 
of  the  damage,  if  any;  a  copy  of  which  shall  be  given  to  the  proprietor  of 
the  land,  and  another  copy  to  the  agent  of  the  company;  and  said  agent 
shall  pay,  or  offer  to  pay,  the  owner  of  said  land,  the  amount  of  such  as- 
sessed damages,  before  he  shall  enter  upon  and  take  any  such  ground  or 
materials,  other  than  to  survey  the  road;  and  all  such  assessment  of  dama- 
ges, if  any  should  be  awarded,  shall  be  paid  by  the  company;  but  if  no 
damage  shall  be  awarded,  then  the  expense  shall  be  paid  by  the  person  who 
had  claimed  damages;  and  in  case  sufficient  materials  cannot  be  procured 
on  the  land  so  as  aforesaid  required  for  said  road  and  bridges,  said  com- 
pany, or  their  agents,  shall  have  a  right,  and  they  are  Mereby  authorized,  to 
enter  upon  any  unimproved  lands,  adjoining  or  in  the  vicinity  of  said  road, 
and  to  dig,  cut  down,  take,  and  carry  awa]r,  so  much  stone,  gravel,  timber, 
or  other  materials,  (not  previously  cut  down,  taken,  approrpriated  or  pre- 
pared, by  the  owner  for  any  particular  use,)  as  may  be  necessary  to  enable 
said  company  to  construct  said  road  and  the  necessary  bridges,  toll  gates, 
and  gate  keepers'  houses;  and  in  case  of  difference  between  the  owner  of 
any  lands,  from  which  materials  may  be  taken,  as  last  aforesaid,  such  dif- 
ference  shall  be  determined,  and  compensation  made  by  said  company,  in 
manner  provided  by  the  sixth  section  of  this  act 

Sec.  7.  That  in  addition  to  the  land,  necessary  for  the  construction, 
use,  and  repair  of  said  road,  said  company  shall  be  entitled  to,  and  author- 
ized to  acquire,  in  manner  aforesaid,  not  exceeding  one  acre  of  land,  at 
each  toll  gate,  for  the  erection  thereon,  and  convenient  occupation  of  a 

fate  keeper's  house;  and  said  company  shall  cause  such  turnpike  road  to 
e  opened,  not  exceeding  eighty  feet  wide;  at  least  fifteen  feet  of  which 
shall  be  made  an  artificial  road,  composed  of  stone,  gravel,  wood,  or  other 
suitable  materials,  well  compacted  together,  in  such  manner  as  to  secure  a 
good,  firm,  substantial  and  even  road,  rising  in  the  middle,  with  a  gradual 
arch  or  curve,  with  sufiicient  drains  on  each  side,  to  carry  the  water  there- 
from, and  shall  keep  the  sam^  in  good  repair;  and  in  no  case  shall  the  as- 
cent in  such  road  be  of  greater  elevation,  than  four  degrees  with  the  hori- 
zon* 
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See*  ft*  That  so  soon  as  said  company  shall  have  completed  such  foadf 
or.tbs  grading  thereof,  as  aforesaid,  or  any  part  of  such  road,  not  less  than 
five  continuous  miles,  and  so,  from  time  to  time,  as  often  as  five  continuous 
miles  thereof  shall  be  completed,  or  completely  graded,  an  agent,  to  be 
appointed  for  that  purpose,  by  the  commissioners  of  the  proper  county,  if 
not  otherwise  appointed,  by  or  under  the  Legislature  or  its  authority, 
shall,  on  application  of  said  company,  examine  such  road,  or  part  thereof, 
as  aforesaid,  and  report  his  opinion  to  the  president  of  said  company;  and 
if  such  agent  shall  report  said  road»  or  any  continuous  five  miles  thereof, 
to  be  completed  or  completely  graded,  agreeably  to  the  requisitions  of  this 
act,  said  company  shall,  thereupon,  be  entitled  to  erect  a  toll  gate  or  gates, 
at  suitable  distances  on  said  road,  and  to  demand  and  receive  of  those 
traveling  or  using  the  same^  the  tolls  allowed  by  this  act. 

Sec*  9.  That  the  following  shall  be  the  rates  of  toll  demandable  and 
receivable  for  each  and  every  ten  miles  of  said  road  when  completed,  and 
in  the  same  proportion  for  any  greater  or  less  distance,  to  wit:  For  every 
four  wheeled  carriage,  or  wagon,  drawn  by  one  horse  or  ox,  eighteen  and 
three  fourths  cents;  for  every  horse  or  ox  in  addition,  six  and  one  fourth 
cents;  for  every  chaise,  riding  chair,  cart,  or  gig,  or  other  two  wheeled 
carriage,  of  any  kind,  drawn  by  one  horse  or  ox,  twelve  and  a  half  cents; 
for  every  horse  or  ox  in  addition,  six  and  one  fourth  cents;  for  every  sled 
or  sleigh,  drawn  by  one  horse  or  ox,  twelve  and  a  half  cents;  for  every 
coach,  chariot,  or  other  four  wheeled  pleasure  carriage,  drawn  by  one 
'horse,  (driver included,)  twenty-five  cents;  for  every  additional  horse,  six 
and  one  fourth  cents;  for  ^very  horse  and  rider,  six  and  one  fourth  cents; 
for  every  hors^,  mule  or  ass,  led  or  driven,  six  months  old  and  upwards, 
'  three  cents;  for  every  head  of  neat  cattle,  six  months  old,  and  upwards, 
one  cent;  for  every  head  of  sheep  or  hogs,  one  fourth  of  a  cent;  and  for 
equal  distances  and  hke  objects,  said  company  shall  be  entitled  to  demand 
and  receive  one  half  of  the  foregoing  amounts  of  tolls  on  said  road,  when 
completely  graded,  as  aforesaid,  but'  not  lully  completed,  as  a  tumpika 
road* 

Sec*  1 0*  That  if  any  person  or  persons  using  said  road,  shall,  with  intent  to 
defraud  said  company,  or  to  evade  the  payment  of  tolls,  pass  through  any 
private  gate,  or  bars,  or  other  ground^  except  around  cross-ways,  author* 
ized  by  Taw,  near  to  any  turnpike  gate  of  said  road,  every  person  guilty 
of,  or  concerned  in  such  fraudulent  practice,  shall,  for  every  such  onence, 
be  liable  to  pay  said  company  a  sum,  not  less  than  two  dollars,  nor  more 
than  ten  dollars,  to  be  recovered  in  action  of  debt,  with  costs  of  suit,  be- 
fore any  justice  of  the  peace  of  the  county  in  which  such  offence  may  be 
committed;  and  from  such  judgment  of  the  justice  of  the  peace,  an  ap- 
peal may  be  taken  to  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  the  proper  county* 

Sec*  1 1*  That  if  said  company  shall  fail,  for  ten  days  in  succession,  to 
keep  said  road  in  good  repair,  and  complaint  thereof  be  made  to.  a  justice 
of  the  peace  of  the  county,  in  which  said  road  may  be  out  of  repair,  it 
shall  be  his  duty,  forthwith,  to  summon  three  disinterested  freeholders  of 
the  county  to  examine  the  same,  and  he  shall  give  notice  to  the  toll  gath* 
enr,  at  tlie  nearest  gate,  of  the  time  when  sueh  freeholders  will  proceed 
to  examine  sidd  road;  and  such  freeholders,  after  taking  an  oatbor  affirma- 
tion to  act  impartially,  shall  proceed  to  examine  said  road;  and  if  such; 
14— L 
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freeholders  shall  find  said  road  out  of  repair,  they  shall  certify  their  fioding 
to  the  justice  of  the  peace,  who  shall  immediately  transmit  a  copy  of  such 
certificate  to  the  toll  gatherer  nearest  the  defective  part  of  said  road;  and 
tiom  the  time  of  the  toll  gatherers  receiving  such  notice,  no  toll  shall 
be  demanded  or  received  for  such  part  of  the  road,  until  the  same  shall 
be  put  into  complete  repair,  under  the  penalty  of  five  dollars  for  each  o^ 
fence,  to  be  recovered  of  said. company,  with  co^s,on  the  complaint  and 
for  the  use  of  the  party  aggrieved. 

Sec.  12.  That  if  any  person  shall  wilfully  or  wantonly  destroy,  or  in 
any  manner  injure  or  obstruct  any  part  of  said  road,  or  any  gate  thereon, 
otherwise  than  in  the  just  and  lawful  use  thereof,  every  such  person  shall 
be  liable  to  pay  said  company  for  every  such  ofience,  a  sum  not 
less  than  five  dollars,  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars,'  to  be  recovered,  with 
costs,  before  any  justice  of  the  peace  of  the  county  in  which  such  ofience 
may  have  been  committed;  from  which  judgment  an  appeal  may  be  taken 
to  the  court  of  common  pleas,  but  no  stay  of  execution  shall  be  allowed* 

Sec*  13*  That  said  company  shall  put  up  a  po^t  or  stone  at  the  end  of 
each  mile,  with  the  number  of  miles  from  Aberdeen  fairly  cut  or  painted 
thereon;  and  also  in  a  conspicuous  place  near  each  toll  gate,  shall  be  placed 
a  board,  with  the  rates  of  toll  fairly  painted  thereon,  with  directions  to 
keep  to  the  right.. 

Sec.  14.  That  if  any  person  shall  wilfuly  deface  or  destroy  any  guide 
board,  mile  post  or  stone,  or  painted  list  or  rate  of  tolls,  errected  on  said 
road,  he  shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  before  a  justice  of  the  peace  of  the 
proper  county,  forfeit  and  pay  a  sum  not  less  than  fiv«  dollars,,  nor  more 
than  ten  dollars,  with  costs  of  suit,  in  an  action  of  debt,  #at  the  suit  of 
said  company;  and  from  the  judgment  of  the  justice  of  the  peace,  in  such 
case,  an  appeal  may  be  taken  to  the  court  of  common  pleas,  but  no  stay 
of  execution  shall  be  allowed. 

Sec.  15.  That  if  any  toll  gatherer  on  said  road,  shall  unreasonably  de- 
tain any  person,  after  payment  or  tender  of  the  proper  amount  of  toll,  or 
i^all  demand  or  receive  a  greater  amount  of  toll  than  by  this  act  is  author- 
ised, he  shall,  for  any  such  ofience,  forfeit  and  pay  a  sum,  not  exceeding 
twenty  dollars,  to  be  recovered  with  costs  of  suit,  before  any  justice  of  the 
peace  of  the  proper  county,  in  an  action  of  debt,  at  the  suit  of  the  party 
aggrieved;  and  from  the  judgment  of  the  justice,  in  such  case,  an  appeal 
may  be  taken  to  the  court  of  common  pleas:  Provided^  That  no  action 
nnder  this  section  shall  be  commenced  after  the  expiration  of  twenty  days, 
firom  the  accruing  thereof. 

Sec*  16.  That  there  shall  be  kept  a  fair  account  of  this  whole  expense 
of  making  and  repairing  said  road,  with  all  incidental  expenses;  and  also  a 
fair  account  of  the  tolls  received;  and  the  state  shall  have  a  right  to  pur- 
chase the  same,  or  any  part  of  the  stock  thereof,  on  paying  said  company 
a  sum  of  money  which,  together  with  tolU  received,  shall  equal  the  cost  and 
expense  of  said  road,  as  aforesaid,  with  ten  per  cent,  interest  per  annum; 
and  the  books  of  said  company  shall  always  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the 
agent  of  the  State,  appointed  for  that  purpose,  by  the  Legislature;  and  if 
t&  company  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  exhibit  their  accounts  agreeably  to 
this  section,  when  thereunto  required,  then  all  the  rights  and  privileges 
granted  by  this  act,  shall  cease. 
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Sec*  17.  That  if  said  company  shail  not,  witliin  five  years  from  the 
passage  of  this  act,  proceed  to  carry  on  the  work,  according  to  the  true 
mtent  and  meaning  of  this  act,  or  complete  the  same  within  fifteen  years, 
then  thisact  shall  be  null  and  void.

AH   ACT 

To  incorporate  th^town  o£  Jefferson,'  in  the  count);:  of  Ashtabula. 

Sec*  1*  Be  it  enacted  by  Hie  General  Assernbly  of  the  State  of  Ohiof 
That  so  much  of  the  township  of  Jefferson,  in  the  county  of  Ashtabula,  as 
is  comprehended' in  the  original  recorded  town  plat  of  the  town  of  Jeffer- 
ton,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  created  into  and  constituted  a  town  cor- 
porate, by  the  name  of  the  town  of  Jefierson. 

Sec.  2,  That  for  the  order  and  good  government  of  said  town,  and  the 
inhabitants  thereof,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  white  male  inhabitants,  who 
have  resided  in  said  town  for  the  space  of  six  months  next  preceding  said 
election,  having  the  qualifications  of  electors  of  members  of  the  General 
Assembly,  to  meet  at  the  usua)  place  of  holding  electiobs  in  said  township 
of  Jefierson,  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  April  next,  and  on  the  first  Tuesday 
of  April  annually  thereafter;  and  then  and  there  proceed,  by  a  plurality 
of  votes,  to  elect  by  ballot,  one  mayor,  one  recorder,  and  five  trustees, 
who  shall  be  householders,  and  shall  hold  their  respective  offices  for  one 
year,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified;  such  mayor, 
recorder  and  trustees,  being  so  elected  and  qualified,  shall  constitute  a 
town  council,  any  five  of  whom  shall  <;onstitute  a  quorum  for  the  transact 
tionof  any  business  pertaining  to  their  duties;  but  any  less  number  shall 
have  no  power  other  than  to  adjourn  from  time  to  time,  until  a  quorum 
shall  have  convened,  except  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec*  3*  That  at  the  first  election  to  be  held  under  this  act,  there 
shall  be  chosen,  viva  voce^  by  the  electors  present,  two  judges,  and  a  clerk 
of  such  election,  who  shall  each  take  an  oath  or  affirmation,  faithfully  to 
discharge  the  duties  required  of  him  by  this  act;  and  at  all  subsequent 
elections,  the  trustees,  or  any  two  of  them,  shall  be  judges:  the  polls  shall 
be  opened  between  the  hours  of  one  and  two,  and  close  at  four  o^clock 
P*  M*  of  said  day;  and,  at  the  close  of  the  polls,  the  voes  shall  be  counts* 
ed»  and  ^a  true  statement  thereof  proclaimed  to  the  electors  present,  Ixy 
one  of  the  judges,  and  the  clerk  shall  make  a  true  record  thereof;  and  with- 
in five  davs  thereafter,  said  clerk  shall  give  notice  to  the  persons  so  elected, 
of  their  election;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  town  cou'hcil,  at  least 
ten  days  before  each  and  every  annual  election,  to  give  notice  of  the  same 
by  setting  up  advertisements  at  three  of  the  most  public  places  in  said 
town* 
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Sec.  4.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  mayor<i  and  in  case  of  his  ab- 
sence or  disability  to  serve^  the  recorder,  to  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the 
town  council;  and  it  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  recorder  to  attend  all 
such  meetings  and  keep  a  fair  and  acctirate  record  of  their  proceedings. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  town  council  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies 
which  may  happen  in  said  board,  from  the  householders,  who  are  qualified 
electors  in  said  town,  whose  appointment  shall  continue  until  the  next  an< 
nual  election,  and  until  their  successors  are  duly  elected  and  qualified;  and 
whenever  it  may  happen  that  neither  the  mayor  or  recorder  is  present  at 
any  such  meeting,  the  trustees  shall  have  power  to  appoint  any  one  of  their 
number,  to  perform  the  duties  of  mayor  and  recorder,  or  both,  as  the  case 
may  be,  which  appointment  shall  he  pro  tenu 

Sec.  6.  That  the  said  mayor,  recorder,  and  trustees  of  said  town,  shall 
be  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  with  perpetual  succession,  to  be  known  and 
distinguished  by  the  name  and  title  of  the  Town  Council  of  the  town  of 
Jefl^rson;  and  shall  be  capable  in  law,  in  their  corporate  name,  to  ac- 
quire property,  real,  personal  and  mixed,  for  the  use  of  said  town,  with 
powers  to  sell  and  convey  the  same;  may  have  a  common  seal,  which 
they  may  alter,^break,  or  renew  at  pleasure;  and  may  sue  and  be  sued, 
plead  and  be  impleaded,  defend  and  be  defended,  in  any  court  of  compe- 
tent jurisdiction,  whether  of  law  or  chancery;  and  when  any  suit  shall  be 
commenced  against  said  corporation,  the  first  process  shall  be.  by  sum* 
mons,  an  attested  copy  of  which  shall  be  left  with  the  recorder,  or  at  his 
usual  place  of  residence. 

Sec.  7.  That  each  member  of  sajd  town  council  shall,  before  he  enters 
upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  take  an  oath,  or  afiirmation,  to  support  the 
constitution  of  the  United  States,  and  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  and  also  an 
oatli  of  office. 

Sec.  8.  That  the  said  town  council  shall  have  power  to  ordain  and  estab 
lish  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations,  for  the  government  of  said  town,  and 
the  same  to  alter,  amend  or  repeal,  at  pleasure;  to  provide  in  said  by-laws 
for  the  election  of  a  treasurer,  town  marshal,  and  all  the  subordinate 
officers  which  may  be  thought  necessary  for  the  good  government  and 
well  being  of  the  inhabitants  of  said  town;  to  prescribe  their  duties,  and 
determine  the  period  of  their  appointment,  and  the  fees  they  shall  be  en- 
titled to  receive  for  their  services,  and  require  them  to  qualify,  pre- 
vious to  their  entering  upon  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices,  and  may 
further  require  of  them  a  bond  with  security,  conditioned  for  the  faithful 
performance  of  their  respective  duties  as  an  officer  of  said  corporation: 
the  town  council  shall  also  have  power  to  affix  to  the  violation  of  the  by- 
laws and  ordinances  of  the  corporation,  such  reasonable  fines  and  penal- 
ties as  they  may  deem  proper  to  enforce  obedience  of  the  same,  and  to 
provide  for  the  disposition  or  appropriation  of  said  fines  and  penalties: 
Provided^  Such  by-laws  and  ordinances  be  not  inconsistent  with  the  con- 
stitution and  laws  of  the  United  States,  and  of  this  State:  And  promded, 
aUo^  That  no  by-law  or  ordinance  of  said  corporation  shall  take  efiect, 
or  be  in  force,  until  the  same  shall  have  been  posted  up  for  two  weeks^ 
in  one  of  the  most  public  places  witiiin  said  corporation. 

Sec*  9.  That  the  town  council  shall,  at  the  expiration  of  each  and  eve- 
ry year,  cause  to  be  made  out  and  posted  up  as  aforesaid,  the  receipts  and 
expenditures  of  the  preceding  year. 
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Sec.  10.  That  the  said  town  council  shall  hare  power  to  regulate  and 
improve  the  streets,  lanes  and  alleys,  and  to  determine  the  width  of  side 
xvalks:  they  shall  have  power  to  remove  all  nuisances  and  obstructions 
from  the  streets  and  commons  of  said  town,  or  to  provide  for  the  removal 
of  the  same;  and  to  do  all  things  which  a  corporation  of  a  similar  nature 
can  do,  to  secure  the  health,  peace,  and  good  order  of  the  inhabitants  of 
said  town* 

Sec.  11.  That  for  the  purpose  of  more  efiectuallj  enabling  the  town 
council  to  carry  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  act,  they  are  hereby  au» 
thorized  and  empowered  to  levy  a  tax  on  all  personal  and  real  property, 
subject  to  taxation,  within  the  bounds  of  said  corporation,  as  the  same 
has  been,  or  shall  be  appraised  and  returned  on  the  grand  levy  of  the  State: 
Provided,  That  said  tax  shall  not  exceed  in  any  one  year,  one  half  ol 
one  per  centum,  on  the  aggregate  amount  of  all  such  taxable  property 
within  the  limits  of  said  corporation;  and  the  said  town  council  shall,  be- 
tween the  first  Tuesday  in  April,  and  the  first  Tuesday  in  July,  deter- 
mine th^  amount  of  tax  to  be  assessed  and  collected  for  the  current  year. 

Sec.  13.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  recorder  of  said  corporation, 
to  make  out  duplicates  of  taxes,  charging  each  individual,  within  said  cor^ 
poration,an  amount  of  tax  in  proportion  to  the  aggregate  value  of  the  tax* 
aUe  property  belonging  to  said  individual,  within  the  limits  of  said  corpo- 
ration, as  the  same  appears  from  the  auditor's  books  of  Ashtabula  county; 
and  the  said  auditor  shall,  at  all  reasonable  ofiice  hours,  lay  open  to  the 
inspection  of  the  recorder,  any  books  which  may  be  in  his  office,  affording 
such  information;  and  the  recorder  shall  be  allowed  to  take  abstracts 
or  memorandums,  or  transcripts  therefrom,  free  of  expense,  to  enable  him 
to  make  out  such  duplicates;  which  duplicates  ahall  be  certified  by  the 
mayor  arid  recorder;  and  one  of  said  duplicates  shall  be  delivered  to  the 
marshal,  or  to  such  other  person  as  shall  be  appointed  collector,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  collect  said  tax,  in  the  same  manner,  and  under 
the  same  regulations,  as  the  collectors  of  State  and  county  tax  are  re- 
quired by  law  to  collect  State  and  county  taxes;  and  the  said  marshal  or 
collector,  so  appointed,  shall,  immediately  after  collecting  said  tax,  pay 
die  same  over  to  the  treasurer  of  said  corporation,  and  take  his  receipt 
therefor;  and  the  said  marshal,  or  other  collector,  shall  have  the  same 
power  to  sell  both  real  and  personal  property,  as  is  given,  by  law,  to  coun- 
ty treasurers;  and,  when  neces^ry,  the  said  recorder  shall  have  power  to 
make  deeds  for  real  estate,  so  sold,  in  the  same  manner  that  county  audi- 
tors are,  by  law,  empowered  to  do,  for  lands  sold  by  the  county  treasurer; 
and  the  marshal,  or  other  collector  shall  receive  for  his  fees  such  sum  as 
the  town  council  may  direct,  not  exceeding  six  per  centum,  on  all  moneys 
so  by  him  collected,  to  be  paid  by  the  treasurer,  on  the  order  of  the  recorder. 

Sec.  1 3.  That  the  said  town  council  shall  have  full  power  to  appropriate 
any  0K>ney  remaining  in  the  corporation  treasury,  to  the  improvement  of  the 
streets  and  alleys,  and  side  walks  of  said  town,  when  they  may  deem  it  ne- 
cessary so  to  do;  and  to  make  all  other  improvements  of  a  public  nature, 
which  may  conduce  to  the  convenience  and  prosperity  of  the  inhabitants 
of  said  town. 

Sec.  14.  That  the  mayor  of  said  corporation  shall  be  conservator  of 
the  peace  throughout  said  town,  and  shall,  within  the  same,  have  aU 
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the  powers  and  jurisdiction  of  a  justice  of  the  peace,  in  all  matters  either 
civil  or  criminal,,  arising  under  the  laws  of  this  State,  to  all  intents  and 

turposes,  whatsoever;  and  shall  give  bond  for  the  faithful  performance  of 
is  duties,  in  like  manner  as  justices  of  the  peace  are  required  to  do,  which 
bond  shall  be  deposited  with  the  corporation  treasurer:  the  said  mayor 
9hall  perform  all  the  duties  required  of  him  by  the  laws  and  ordinances 
of  said  corporation;  and  appeals  may  be  taken  from  the  decision  of  the  said 
mayor,  in  all  cases  where  appeals  are  allowed  from  the  decisions  of  justi- 
ces of  the  peace,  and  in  the  same  manner. 

Sec  15.  That  the  marshal  shall  be  the  principal  ministerial  officer  of 
wjd  town,  and  shall  have  the  same  powers  as  constables  have  by  law; 
)nd  bis  jurisdiction  in  crimmal  cases  shall  be  co-extensive  with  the  county 
of  Ashtabula ;  and  he  shall  execute  the  process  of  the  mayor,  and  receive  the 
same  fees  for  bis  services  thiat  constables  are  allowed  in  similar  cases,  for 
like  services. 

Sec  1.6*  That  the  mayor  shall  receive  the  same  fees  that  justices  of  the 
peace  are  entitled  to  in  like  cases;  and  the  recorder  such  fees  for  his  ser* 
vices,  as  the  by-laws  and  ordinances  of  such  corporation  shall  prescribe; 
but  the  residue  of  said  town  council  shall  receive  no  pecuniary  compen* 
sation. 

.  Sec  17*  That  if  no  election  should  be  held  by  the  electors  of  said  town 
on  the  first  Tuesday  of  April  next,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  ten  household- 
ers of  said  town,  to  call  a  meeting  of  the  electors,  by  giving  twelve  days 
notice  in  three  of  the  most  public  places  therein;  which  notice  shall  state 
the  time,  place,  and  object  of  the  nneeting,  and  shall  be  signed  by  said  house- 
holdei*s;  and  if  a  majority  of  the  electors  of  said  town  shall  attend  at  the 
time  and  place  mentioned  in  said  notice,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  them  to  pro* 
ceed  to  the  election  of  officers  in  the  same  manner,as  though  the  n^eetinghad 
taken  place  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  April ;  and  the  officers  so  elected,  shall 
hold  their  offices  until  the  first  Tuesday  of  April  following,  and  until  their 
successors  be  duly  elected  and  qualified. 

Sec.  1 8.  That  said  corporation  shall  be  allowed  the  use  of  the  jail  of 
said  county  for  the  imprisonment  of  such  persons  as  may  be  liable  to  im- 
prisonment under  the  by-laws  and  ordinances  of  said  town;  and  all  persons 
80  imprisoned,  shall  be  under  the  charge  of  the  sherifTor  jailor,as  in  other  cases. 

Sec.  .19.  That  the  Legislature  rpay  have  power,  at  any  time,  to  alter, 
amend,  or  repeal  this  act,  not  thereby  afiecting,  however,  in  any  manner, 
the  rights  of  individual  citizens.

Sec  1.    Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  tJ^  State  of  Oldo^ 
hat  Robert  Buchannan,  John  Locke,  Daniel  Drake  and  Geoige  Grabuny 
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]r»  and  their  associatea,  who  have  united  in  the  fonnatioQ^  of  an  Academy 
for  the  caltivatioQ  of  the  Natural  Sciences,  together  with  such  persons  as 
may  hereafter  be  associated  with  them  for  that  purpose,  be  and  they  ara 
hereby  created  a  body  corporate,  by  the  name  of  the  Western  Academy 
of  Natural  Sciences,  atCmcinnati;  and  by  that  name  are  competent  to 
contractand  be  contracted  with,  and  to  sue  and  to  be  sued  in  all  courts, 
with  full  power  to  acquire,  hold  and  convey  such  estate,  real,  personal  and 
mixed)  as  said  Academy  may  deem  proper  and  convenient;  not  exceeding 
ten  thousand  dollars;  also,  to  use  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  to  alter  and 
change  at  pleasure;  also,  to  make  and  put  in  execution  such  by*laws  and 
rules  as  they  may  deem  needful  and  proper  for  the  government  of  said 
Academy,  and  the  manag^ment  of  its  affairs :  Provided^  That  nothing  here- 
in contained  shall  be  so  construed,  as  to  confer  banking  powers  on  this 
corporation:  And  promded  also,  Any  future  Legislature  may  alter^amend, 
or  repeal  this  act*

AN  ACT 

To  incorporate  the  town  of  Westyilie. 


Sec*  U  Beit  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  That 
so  much  of  the  township  of  Mad  River,  in  the  county  of  Champaign,  aa 
k  comprised  within  the  following  described  limits,  which  comprises  the 
town  plat  of  Westville,  to  wit:  beginning  one  hundred  and  twenty-«ight 
poles  south  of  the  north*west  corner  of  section  eleven,range  eleven ;  thence 
west  forty  poles;  thence  south  eighty  poles;  thence  east  one  hundred 
poles;  thence  north  eighty  poles;  thence  west  sixty  poles  to  the  place  of 
oeginning;  together  with  all  such  additions  as  may  hereafter  bo  recorded 
thereto,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  created  a  town  corporate,  and  shall 
hereafter  be  known  by  the  name  of  the  town  of  Westville. 

Sec  %  That  it  shaU  be  lawful  for  the  white  male  inhabitants  of  said 
town,  having  the  qualifications  of  electors  of  the  General  Assembly,  to 
meet  on  the  first  Monday  of  April  next,  and  on  the  first  Monday  of  April 
oudually  thereafter,  and  elect  by  ballot  one  mayor,  one  recorder,  and  nve 
trustees,  who  shall  be  householders,  and  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one 
year,  and  until  their  successors  arer  elected  and  qualified,  and  they  shall 
oonstitute  the  Town  Council. 

Seo*  3.  That  at  the  first  election,  under  this  act,  the  electors  shall  choose^ 
wimi  voce,  two  iudges  and  a  clerk,  who  shall  each  take  an  path  or  an  affir- 
nntion,  fiiithfally  to  discharge  the  duties  assigned  them; and  at  all  electiona 
therMfter,  the  trasteest  or  any  two  of  them,  shall  be  judges^  and  the  re* 
csorder)  clerk;. and  at  all  such  elections,  the  polls  shall  be  opened  between 
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the  hourd  often  and  eleven,  A.  M  •  and  close  at  thiee  o^clock,  P»  M.  of  said 
day;  and  at  the  close  of  the  polls,  the  votes  shall  be  counted  and  pro-* 
claimed,  and  the  clerk  shall  deliver  to  each  person  elected,  or  leave  at  hi* 
usual  place  of  abode,  within  three  days  after,  a  written  notice  of  bis 
election;  and  the  person  so  notified,  shall  within  ten  days  thereafter,  take 
an  oath  or  affirmation  to  support  the  constitution  of  the  United  States,  and 
of  this  State,  and  also  an  oath  of  office. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  mayor  recorder,  and  trustees,  shall  be  a  body  corpo- 
rate  and  politic,  with  perpetual  succession,  by  the  name  of  the  Town  of 
Westville;  shall  be  capable  of  acquiring  and  holding  real  and  personal  es> 
tate;  may  sell  and  convey  the  same;  may  have  a  common  seal,  and  may 
alter  the  same;  may  sue  and  be  sued, plead  and  be  impleaded,  answer  and 
be  answered  unto,  inany  court  of  law  or  equity,  in  this  State  or  elsewhere; 
and  when  any  suit  is  commenced  against  the  corporation,  the  fii-st  process 
shall  be  by  summons,  an  attested  copy  of  which  shall  be  left  with  the  re- 
corder, at  least  ten  days  before  the  return  day  thereof. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  mayor,  recorder,  and  a  majority  of  the  trustees,  shall 
have  the  power  to  make  such  by-laws  and  ordinances,  and  regulations^ 
for  the^health  and  convenience  of  said  town,  as  they  may  deem  advisable; 
Provided,  They  be  consistent  with  the  constitution  of  the  United  States^ 
and  of  this  State ;  and  they  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  occasioned 
by  death, removal,  or  otherwise;  to  appoint  a  treasurer,  town  marshal, 
and  such  other  subordinate  officers,  as  they  may  deem  necessary;  to  pres- 
cribe their  general  duties,  and  to  require  such  security  as  they  may  think 
necessary,  to  secure  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties;  to  remove 
them  at  their  pleasure;  to  fix  and  establish  the  fees  of  offipes  not  estab- 
lished by  this  act,  and  to  impose  fines  not  exceeding  two  dpllars,  for  refus- 
ing to  accept  any  office  in  said  corporation. 

Sec.  6.  The  mayor  shall  be  a  conservator  of  the  peace  within  the  li- 
mits of  said  corporation,  and  shall  have  the  jurisdiction  of  a  justice  of  the 
peace,  and  shall  receive  the- same  fees  as  justices  oifthe  peace  are  entitled 
to  for  similar  services;  he  shall  give  bond  and  security,  as  is  required  of 
justices  of  the  peace;  and  an  appeal  may  be  had  from  the  decisions  of  the 
mayor  to  the  court  of  common  pleas,  in  the  same  manner  as  appeals  are 
taken  from  the  decisions  of  justices  of  the  peace. 

Sec.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  recorder,  to  keep  a  true  record  of 
the  proceedings  of  the  town  council,  which  record  shall,  at  all  times,  be 
open  for  the  inspection  of  the  electors  of  said  town;  and  the  recorder  shall 
preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  corporation  in  the  absence  of  the  mayor,  and 
shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  required  of  him,  by  the  laws  and 
ordinances  of  said  corporation. 

Sec.  8.  The  town  council  shall  have  power  to  lay  a  tax  annually^for 
corporation  purposes,  on  the  property  within  the  limits  of  said  town,  re- 
turned on  the  grand  levy,  made  subject  to  taxation  by  the  laws  of  this 
State:  Provided,  That  said  tax  shall  not  exceed,  in  any  one  year,  three 
mills  on  the  dollar;  and  the  recorder  shall  make  out  a  duplicate  thereof^ 
ch&rging  thereon  each  individual,  an  amount  of  tax  in  proportion  to  has 
property,  as  assessed  on  the  grand  levy  for  taxation;  which  said  duplicate 
shall  be  certified  and  signed  by  the  mayor  and  recorder,  and  delivered  to 
the  marshal,  who  shall  proceed  to  collect  the  satee,  in  the  ssme  manner^ 
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ftod  under  the  same  regulations,  as  county  treasurers  are  required  by  law 
to  collect  county  and  State  taxes;  and  said  marshal  shall,  as  soon  as  col- 
lected, pay  the  same  over  to  the  treasurer  of  the  corporation. 

Sec.  9.  That  said  town  council  may  appropriate  any  money  in  the  treasury, 
for  the  improvement  of  the  streets  and  side  walks,  or  other  improvepients, 
and  may  have  the  use  of  the  jail  of  the  county,  for  the  imprisonment  of 
persons  liable  to  imprisonment;  and  all  persons  so  imprisoned,  shall  be  un- 
der the  care  of  the  sheriff^  as  in  other  cases. 

Sec  10.  The  town  council  shall,  under  no  circumstances,  have  power 
to  license  groceries. 

Sec.  il.  Any  future  Legislature  may  alter,  amend,  or  repeal  this  act: 
Provided^  That  such  alteration,  amendment,  or  repeal,  shall  not  affect 

Erivate  vested  rights,  or  divert  the  property  or  funds  of  the  corporation, 
'om  the  purposes  expressed  in  this  act.

Sec.  1.  Be  U  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohioj 
That  Horatio  Conant,  R.  A.  Forsyth,  Oscar  White,  James  Woolcott, 
Hiram  Steel,  Robert  Gower,  Eber  Willson,  William  Wilson,  James 
Kinney,  Charles  C.  P.  Hunt,  Levi  Beebee,  and  John  £•  Hunt,  together 
with  such  other  persons  as  may  hereafter  become  associated  with  them, 
in  the  manner  hereinafter  prescribed,  their  successors  and  assigns,  be,  and 
they  are  hereby  created  a  body  corporate,  by  the  name  of  ^^  The  Maumee 
andf  Kalamazoo  Rail  Road  Company ;''  and  by  that  name,  shall  be,  and  are 
hereby  made  capable  in  law  to  purchase,  hold,  and  enjoy,  and  retain  to  them, 
and  their  successors,  all  lands,  tenements,  and  hereditaments,  necessary  for 
the  purposes  of  this  act;  and  the  same  to  sell,  grant,  rent,  or  in  any  manner 
dispose  of;  to  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  to  sue  and  be  sued,  implead 
and  be  impleaded,  answer  and  be  answered,  defend  and  be  defended; 
and  also  to  make,  have,  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  to  alter,  break, 
or  renew  at  pleasure;  and  if  either  of  the  persons  named  in  this  section 
shall  die,  refuse  or  neglect  to  exercise  the  powers  and  discharge  the  da 
ties  hereby  created,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  remaining  persons  herein 
before  named,  or  a  majority  of  them,  to  appoint  some  suitable  person  or 
persons  to  fill  such  vacancy  or  vacancies,  so  often  as  the  same  shall  occur. 

Sec*  2.  That  the  said  corporation  are  hereby  empowered  to  cause  such 
examinations  and  surveys  to  be  made  between  the  town  of  Maumee,  and 
at  a  point'at  or  near  Sylvania,  in  the  county  of  Lucas,  as  shall  be  necessary 
to  ascertain  the  most  advantageous  route  whereon  to  construct  a  rail  road, 
and  shall  cause  an  estimate  to  be  made  of  the  probable  cost  thereof,  for 
16— L 
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each  mile  separately;  and  the  said  corporation  shall  be,  and  tfaejare  here- 
by invested  with  the  right  to  construct  a  rail  road,  with  one  or  more  rail 
ways,  or  tracks,  from  the  town  of  M aumee  aforesaid,  to  a  point  at  or  near 
Syrrania,  to  intersect  the  Kalamazoo  and  Toledo  rail  road. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  capital  of  said  corporation  shall  be  twenty-five  thou- 
sand dollars,  and  shall  be  divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each;  and  five 
dollars  on  each  share  shall  be  paid  at  the  time  of  subscribing. 

Sec*  4.  That  the  above  named  persons,  or  a  majority  of  them,  or  the 
survivors  of  them,  are  authorized  to  open  books  for  receiving  subscription 
to  the  capital  stock  of  such  company,  and  shall  prescribe  the  form  of  such 
subscription;  which  books  shall  be  opened  within  one  year  from  the  passing 
of  this  act,  at  such  place  or  places  as  they  may  deem  Expedient,  giving 
twenty  days  notice  in  some  newspaper  printed  in  the  county  of  Lu* 
cas,  and  in  such  other  place  or  places  as  may  be  thought  advisable,  of 
tfie  time  and  place,  or  tim^s  and  places  of  opening  said  books:  PrO' 
videdf  however,  That  if  the  publisher  of  any  newspaper,  printed  in  said 
coonfy,  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  print  such  notice,  then  the  required  no- 
tice shall  be  published,  by  affixing  the  same  to  the  door  of  the  courthouse 
in  said  county,  at  least  twenty  days  previous  to  the  opening  of  said  books; 
and  said  books  shall  be  kept  open  at  least  ten  days. 

Sec*  5*  That  as  soon  as  said  stock,  or  two  thousand  dollars  thereof,  shall 
have  been  subscribed,  the  above  named  persons,  or  the  same  number  thereof 
as  shall  have  given  the  notice  above  required,  shall  give  like  notice  for  a  meet- 
ing of  the  stockholders  to  choose  directors,  at  some  time  at  least  thirty  days 
thereafter,  and  at  some  place  within  the  said  county  of  Lucas;  and  if,  at  such 
time  and  place,  the  holders  of  one  half  or  more  of  said  stock  subscribed,  shall 
attend,  either  in  person  or  by  lawful  proxy,  they  shall  proceed  to  choose  from 
the  stockholders,  by  ballot,  three  directors,  each  share  of  capital  stock  enti- 
tling the  owner  to  one  vote;  and  at  such  election,  the  persons  named  in  the 
iirst  section  of  this  act,  or  those  appointed  by  its  provisions  to  fill  vacancies 
which  may  have  occurred,  or  any  three  of  them,  if  no  more  be  present, 
•hall  be  inspectors  of  such  election,  and  shall  certify  in  writing,  signed  by 
them  or  a  majority  of  them,  what  persons  are  elected  directors;  and  if  two 
or  more  have  an  equal  number  of  votes,  such  inspectors  shall  determine  by 
lot  which  of  them  shall  be  director  or  directors,  to  complete  the  number 
required,  and  shall  certify  the  same  in  like  manner;  and  said  inspectors 
shall  appoint  the  time  and  place  of  holding  the  first  meeting  of  directors,  at 
which  meeting  seven  shall  form  a  board  competent  to  transact  all  business 
ofthecompany,and  thereafter  a  new  election  of  directors  shall  be  madean- 
nually,  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  stockholders  at  their  first  meeting  shall 
appoint;  and  if  the  stockholders  shall,  at  their  first  meeting /ail  to  appoint 
the  day  of  such  election,  then  it  shall  be  holden  in  the  succeeding  year,  on 
the  same  day  of  the  same  month  on  which  said  first  election  was  holden, 
unless  the  same  should  be  the  first  day  of  the  week,  in  which  case  it  shall 
be  holden  on  the  next  day  succeeding;  and  if  no  election  be  made  on  the 
day  appointed,  said  company  shall  not  be  dissolved,  but  such  election  may 
be  made  at  anytime  appointed  by  the  by-laws  of  said  company;  and  direc- 
tors chosen  at  any  election  shall  remain  directors  until  others  are  chosen; 
and  directors  chosen  at  any  election  shall,  as  soon  thereafter  as  may  be, 
choose  of  their  own  number  one  person  to  be  president,  and  another  to  be 
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treasurer  of  said  company,  and  another  to  be  secretary  of  said  company;  and 
from  time  to  time  may  choose  such  other  officers,  as  by  their  by-laws  they 
may  designate  as  necessary:  Prcfuxded^  That  no  person  shall  be  a  director  of 
SQch  company,  who  is  not  a  citizen  of  the  State  of  Ohio. 

Sec.  6*  That  the  directors  may  require  payment  of  the  subscription  to  the 
capital  stock,  at  such  times  and  in  such  proportions,  and  on  such  conditions 
«8  they  shall  deem  fit,  under  penalty  of  forfeiture  of  all  previous  payments 
thereon  or  otherwise,  provided  they  shall  never  require  the  payment  to  be 
made  at  any  place  out  of  the  counties  through  which  said  road  shall  pass; 
and  such  directors  shall,  at  least  thirty  days  previous  to  the  appointed  time 
of  such  required  payments,  give  notice  thereof  in  the  manner  provided  in 
the  fourth  section  of  this  act,  for  giving  notice  of  the  opening  of  the  books 
of  subscription  for  the  stock  of  said  company. 

Sec.  7.  That  the  directors  of  said  company  shall  have  power  to  make  from 
time  to  time  all  needful  rules,  regulations  and  by-laws,  touching  the  business 
of  said  company,  and  to  determine  the  number  of  tracks  or  rail-ways  upon  said 
road,  and  the  widththereof,aodthedescriptionof  carriages  which  may  beased 
thereon ;  to  regulate  the  time  and  manner  in  which  passengers  and  goods  shall 
be  transported  thereon,  and  the  manner  of  collecting  tolls  for  such  transpor- 
tation, and  to  fix  penalties  for  the  breach  of  any  such  rule,  or  regulation,  or 
by-law,  and  to  direct  the  mode  and  condition  of  transferring  the  stock  of 
said  company;  and  penalties  provided  for  by  said  by-laws  may  be  sued  for 
by  any  person  authorized  thereto,  in  the  name  of  said  company,  and 
recovered  in  an  action  of  debt,  before  any  court  having  jurisdiction  of 
the  amount;  and  said  company  may  erect  and  maintain  toll-houses,  and  such 
other  buildings  and  fixtures,  for  the  accommodation  of  those  using  said  road^ 
and  of  themselves,  as  they  may  deem  in  any  way  necessary  for  their  interest 
or  convenience. 

Sec.  8.  That  said  company  shall  have  the  right  to  enter  upon  any  land, 
to  survey  and  lay  down  said  road  not  exceeding  one  hundred  feet  in  width, 
and  to  take  any  materials  necessary  for  the  construction  of  said  road;  and 
whenever  any  lands  or  materials  shall  be  taken  for  the  construction  of  such 
road,  and  the  same  shall  not  be  given  or  granted  to  said  company,  and  the 
owners  thereof  do  not  agree  with  said  company  as  to  the  compensation  to 
be  paid  therefor,  the  person  or  persons  claiming  compensation  as  aforesaid, 
or  if  the  owner  or  owners  thereof  are  minors,  insane  persons,  or  married 
women,  then  the  guardian  or  guardians  of  such  minor  or  minors,  and  insane 
persons,  and  the  husbands  of  such  married  women,  may  select  for  themselves 
an  arbitrator,  and  the  said  company  shall  select  one  arbitrator,  and  the  two 
thus  selected  shall  take  to  themselves  a  third,  who  shall  be  sworn  and  paid  as 
arbitrators  in  other  cases;  and  the  three,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  award 
as  arbitrators  between  the  parties,  and  render  copies  of  their  award  to  each 
of  the  parties  in  writing,  from  which  award  either  party  may  appeal  to  the 
court  of  common  pleas  for  the  county  in  which  such  lands  or  materials  may 
have  been  situate;  and  in  all  cases  where  compensation  shall,  in  any  man- 
ner, be  claimed  for  lands^  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  arbitrators  and  the 
conrt  to  estimate  any  advantage  which  the  location  and  constructing  of  said 
road  may  be  to  the  claimant  for  such  compensation;  and  the  value  of  such 
advantage,  if  any,  shdl  be  set  off  against  the  compensation  so  claimed  of 
«aid  company*,  and  appeals  in  such  cases  shall,  when  taken,  be  in  all  respects 
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proceeded  in  as  appeals  in  other  cases  to  said  court,  and  be  brought  mi0 
said  coart  bj  filing  the  award  with  the  clerk  of  said  court,  whose  ^utjr  it 
shall  be  to  enter  the  same  on  the  docket  of  said  court,  setting  down  the' 
claimant  or  claimants  as  plaintiff,  and  said  company  as  defendant;  and 
when  the  valuation,  so  ascertained,  shall  be  paid  or  tendered  by  said  com- 
pany, said  company  shall  have  the  same  right  to  retain  and  own  said  mate^ 
rials,  hold  and  possess  said  lands,  for  the  use  and  purposes  of  said  road,  as 
fully  land  absolutely  as  if  the  same  had  been  granted  and  conveyed  to  said 
company  by  deed* 

Sec.  9.  That  said  company  may  construct  the  said  rail  road  across  or 
upon  any  public  road,  highway,  stream  of  water  or  water  course,  if  the  same 
shall  be  necessary;  but  the  said  company  shall  restore  such  road,  highway, 
stream  of  water  or  water  course,  to  its  former  state,  or  in  a  sufficient  man- 
ner, not  to  impair  the  usefulness  of  such  road,  highway,  water  or  water 
course,  to  the  owner  or  the  public* 

Sec.  10*  That  any  rail  way  company  now  or  yet  to  be  chartered,  by 
law  of  this  State,  shall  have  power  to  join  and  unite  with  the  road  hereby  in- 
corporated, at  any.  point  which  the  directors  of  such  company  may  think 
advisable,  on  such  terms  as  the  directors  of  the  said  companies  may  respec- 
tively agree;  and  in  case  of  disagreement,  then  upon  such  terms  as  the  su- 
preme court  may  in  chancery  determine. 

Sec.  11.  That  said  company  may  demand  and  receive  for  tolls  upon^ 
and  the  transportation  of  persons,  goods,  produce,  merchandize  or  property 
of  any  kind  whatsoever,  transported  by  them  along  said  rail  way,  any  sum 
not  exceeding  the  following  rates:  on  all  goods,  merchandize  or  property 
of  any  description  whatsoever,  transported  by  them,  a  sum  not  exceeding 
three  cents  per  mile  per  ton  for  toll;  ten  cents  on  a  ton  per  mile  for  trans- 
portation, on  all  goods,  produce,  merchandize  or  property  of  any  descrip- 
tion whatsoever,  transported  by  them  or  their  agents;  and  for  the  transpor- 
tation of  passengers,  not  exceeding  five  cents  per  raiie  for  each  passenger. 

Sec.  12.  That  all  persons  paying  the  toll  aforesaid,  may,  with  suitable 
and  proper  carriages,  use  and  travel  upon  the  said  road;  always  subject, 
however,  to  such  rules  and  regulations  as  said  company  are  authorized  to 
make,  by  the  seventh  section  of  this  act. 

Sec.  13.  That  if  proceedings  be  not  had,  under  this  act,  within  three 
years  from  the  taking  effect  thereof,  and  if  said  road  be  not  completed  with- 
in ten  years  thereafter,  then  the  same  to  be  void,  and  of  no  effect. 

Sec.  14.  That  so  soon  as  the  amount  of  tolls  accruing  and  received  for 
the  use  of  said  road,  or  any  part  thereof,  according  to  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  shall  exceed  five  per  centum  on  the  amount  of  capital  stock  paid  in, 
after  deducting  therefrom  the  expenses  and  liabilities  of  said  company,  the 
directors  of  said  company  shall  make  a  dividend  of  such  nett  profits  among 
the  stockholders,  in  proportion  to  their  respective  shares;  and  no  contin- 
gent or  accumulating  fund  exceeding  one  per  centum  of  the  profits  of  said 
company,  shall  remain  undivided  for  more  than  six  months. 

Sec.  15.  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  wilfully  obstruct,  or  in 
any  way  spoil,  injure  or  destroy  said  road,  or  either  of  its  branches,  or  any 
thing  belonging  or  incident  thereto,  or  any  materials  to  be  used  in  the  con- 
struction thereof,  or  any  buildings;  fixtures,  or  carriages,  erected  or  construct- 
ed for  the  use  or  convenience  thereof;  such  person  Or  pcrsoiA  shall  each  be 
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liable  for  every  fuch  oflRsDCe,  to  treble  the  dieunages  sastaiiied  thet'eby,  to 
be  recovered  by  an  action  of  debt,  in  any  court  having  jurisdiction  of.  diat 
amount 

Sec  16.  If  the  legiilature  of  this  State  shall,  after  the  expiration  of 
ftirty*five  yean  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  make  provision  by  law  for 
the  repayment  to  said  company,  of  the  amount  expended  by  them  in  the 
construction  of  said  road,  together  wiUi  all  moneys  expended  by  them  for 
necessary  permanent  fixtures  at  the  time  of  purchase,  for  the  use  of  said 
road,  with  an  advance  of  fifteen  per  cent,  thereon,  then  said  road,  with  all 
fixtores  and  appurtenances,  shall  vest  in  and  become  the  property  of  the 
State  of  Ohio. 

Sec*  17.  Whenever  the  dividends  of  said  company  shall  exceed  the 
rate  of  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  the  Legislature  of  this  State  may  impose 
nch  reasonable  taxes  on  the  amount  of  such  dividends,  as  may  be  received 
from  other  rail  road  companies* 

Sec.  18.  That  full  right  and  privilege  is  hereby  reserved  to  the  State, 
or  citizens,  or  any  company  incorporated  by  law  of  this  State,  to  cross  the 
road  hereby  incorporated:  Proriaed^  That  in  so  crossing,  no  injury  shall  be 
done  to  the  works  of  the  company  incorporated  by  this  act.

hereby  extended  to  those  persons  who  purchased  prior  to  the  first  day  of  June,

Seel.  Beit  enacted  by  the  Getter  al  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^  That 
the  official  acts  of  the  commissioners  of  said  county  of  Crawford,  in  attach- 
ing said  Reservation  to  the  townships  adjoining  the  same,  at  their  June 
session,  A.  D.  1835,  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  legalized,  confirmed  and 
made  valid. 

Sec.  2.  That  all  white  persons  now,  or  hereafter  resident  in  that  part 
of  said  Reservation  attached  to  said  township  of  Tymochtee,  shall  be,  and

for  business. 

Sec.  4.  The  property  and  funds  which  now  belong  or  may  hereafer 
belong  to  said  church,  shall  be  appropriated  exclusively  to  the  support  of 
public  worship,  in  such  manner  and  form  as  said  church,  from  time  to  time, 
may  deem  proper  and  advisable:  Provided,  Said  church  as  a  body,  shall 
not  appropriate  any  part  of  said  property  or  funds  in  any  other  way  than 
for  the  benefit  of  the  Regular  Baptist  Church  as  above  described,  and  for 
no  other  purpose. 

Sec.  5.  The  corporation  shall  have  power  to  make  such  by-laws,  rules 
and  regulations  as  may  be  deemed  proper  for  the  regulation  and  good  gov- 
ernment of  said  church :  Provided,  The  same  be  not  inconsistent  with 
the  constitutions  and  laws  of  the  United  States,  and  of  the  State  of  Ohio: 
And  Provided,  also,  That  said  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations  shall  be 
asreed  to  by  a  meeting  of  said  corporation  specially  held  for  that  purpose, 
01  which  meeting  the  members  shall  be  duly  notified  by  giving  at  least  ten 
day's  previous  notice;  and  that  original  process  against  said  corporation 
shall  be  Vty  a  summons,  an  attested  copy  of  which,  shall  be  left  at  the  resi- 
dence of  ohe  of  the  trustees  at  least  five  days  before  the  return  day  thereof, 
and  such  service  shall  be  deemed  sufiScient  to  bind  said  corporation. 

Sec.  6.  That  Adam  Wolfe,  William  M'Daniel,  and  Abraham  Arroen* 
trout,  be,  ai^d  they  are  hereby  appointed  trustees  until  the  first  annual 
election  is  held,  and  until  others  are  elected. 
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Sec.  7.  Any  Ibtare  I^egislature  shall  have  power  to  alter,  amend  or 
repeal  tUs  act:  Provided,  Such  alteratioii,  amendment  or  repeal  shall  not 
aflfeet  the  title  to  any  property  acquired  or  conveyed  under  its  proTisions.

Joseph  Ridgway,  Senr*  and  P.  R  Wilcox,  administrators  ot  Ralph  Os- 
born,  late  of  Franklin  county,  deceased,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  authori- 
zed and  empowered  to  convey,  by  a  deed  or  deeds  in  fee  simple,  all  lands 
and  tenements  contracted  to  be  sold  by  said  Osborn,  but  not  convened  in 
bis  life  time;  and  also  to  sell  and  convey,  by  a  deed  or  deeds  in  fee  simple, 
the  lands  and  tenements  of  which  the  said  Osborn  died,  seized,  or,  which 
he  owned  at  the  time  of  his  death;  which  deeds  being  executed  according 
to  law,  shall  vest  in  the  grantee  or  grantees  all  the  right,  title  and  estate

Sec.  3.  That  before  any  such  sales  shall  be  made  or  deeds  executed, 
the  said  administrators  shall  give  bond  and  security  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Court  of  Common  Reas  of  said  Franklin  county,  that  they  will  faithfully 
account  for  all  moneys  received  on  such  sales  and  execution  of  said 
deeds;  which  bond  shall  be  made  payable  to  the  State  of  Ohio,  and  may 
be  prosecuted  as  other  official  bonds*

To  incorporate  the  Preeeherl  Aid  Society  of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Chureh. 

Sec  U  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  That 
Joseph  Sharp,  William  Marshall,  William  Camp,  William  Hamilton,  John 
Vanderbarack,  Henry  Nash,  Olcut  White,  Cornelius  Spnnger,  and  Samuel 
Fairbanks  of  the  county  of  Muskingum,  and  their  successors  qualified  and 
appomted  a§  hereinafter  mentioned,  be  and  they  are  hereby  created  a  body 
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corporate  and  politicyby  the  name  and  style  of  the  Preacher's  AidSociety, 
of  me  Methodist  Protestant  Church;  and  are  hereby  fully  empowered  to 
carry  into  effect  the  benevolent  and  charitable  purposes  in  this  act  set  forth ; 
and  by  the  name  aforesaid,  shall  be  capable  in  law  to  sue  and  be  sued, 
plead  and  be  impleaded,  defend  and  be  defended,  in  all  courts  of  law  and 
equity,  in  all  manner  of  suits,  complaints  or  causes  whatever. 

Sec.  8*  That  the  said  trustees,  and  their  successors  in  office,  by  the 
name  and  style  aforesaid,  shall  be  capable  in  law  to  take,  receive,  possess 
and  enjoy,  all  manner  of  lands,  tenements,  rents,  hereditaments,  and  any 
sum  or  sums  of  money,  and  any  kind  or  portion  of  goods,  given,  granted 
or  devised,  unto  them  or  their  successors,  by  any  person  or  persons,  body 
politic  or  corporate,  agreeably  to  the  intention  of  the  donors,  [respectively,] 
and  according  to  the  objects  and  condition  in  this  act  set  forth:  Provided^ 
That  the  annual  income  of  all  such  property,  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of 
two  thousand  dollars. 

Sec.  8.  That  in  case  of  the  dedth,  resignation  or  expulsion  of  any  one 
or  more  members  of  said  corporation,  or  of  their  successors,  then  it  shall 
foe  the  duty  of  the  remaining  trustees  to  nominate  doub]e  the  number  of 
those  whose  seats  may  have  been  vacated,  as  aforesaid,  and  to  make  a 
representation  thereof  in  writing,  to  the  ensuing  Pittsburg  Annual  Confer- 
ence of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church,  (a  principal  part  of  which  lies 
within  the  State  of  Ohio,)  at  their  next  annual  assembly,  whose  duty  it  shall 
be  immediately  to  elect,  by  a  hiajority  of  votes,  a  person  or  persons,  as 
the  case  may  be,  out  of  the  whole  number  nominated  by  the  trustees  as 
aforesaid,  to  fill  up  such  vacancy  or  vacancies,  in  order  to  keep  up  the 
number  of  nine  trustees  forever;  and  upon  every  such  choice,  a  certificate 
shall  be  issued  from  the  said  annual  conference,  signed  by  the  president 
and  secretary,  and  directed  to  the  trustees  of  said  corporation,  containing 
the  name  or  names  of  the  person  or  persons  so  chosen,  which  certificate 
rfiall  he  registerftd  in  the  books  of  said  corporation,  and  the  person  or  per- 
sons so  chosen,  shall  be  vested  with  all  the  powers  and  immunities  of  a 
nfiember  of  said  corporation:  Provided^  however^  That  no  person  shall  be 
eligible  as  a  trustee  of  said  corporation  who  has  not  been  a  member  of  said 
church  for  at  least  five  years  next  preceding  his  election^  and  shall 
not  be  at  least  twenty-five  years  of  age,  and  a  citizen  of  the  State. 

Sec.  4*  That  the  said  corporation  shall  meet  at  least  once  in  every  year, 
for  the  transaction  of  their  necessary  businesi^  at  such  time  and  place  in 
this  State,  as  a  majority  of  them  may  think  proper;  and  when  so  met,  they 
shall  have  the  power  to  make  such  by-laws  and  regulations  for  their  go- 
vernment, in  the  management  of  their  affairs,  as  a  majority  of  them  may 
judge  necessary;  and  also,  at  every  such  annual  meeting,  they  shall  choose 
by  a  majority  of  votes,  a  president  and  secretary  out  of  their  own  body, 
whom,  if  it  be  thought  proper, may  be  continued  in  office  from  year  to  year: 
Provided^  That  such  b^-Ia ws  be  not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  the 
United  States  and  of  this  State. 

Sec.  ^.  That  if  at  any  time,  a  majority  of  the  trustees  shoold  deem  it 
etpedient,  by  deed  or  otherwise,  to  sell,  convey  or  otherwise  dispose  of 
any  part  or  parcel  of  the  estate,  real  or  personal,  beloiiging  to  each  cor- 
poration, in  isuch  case  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  make  a  representation  there* 
of  in  writing  to  the  ministers  and  laymen  in  the  Pittsburgh  a»nual  oonf 
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ferttioe  aMembled,  who  shall  judge  of  the  expediency  of  such  proposed 
8^6;  aod  if  two  thirds  of  the  ministers  and  laymen  assembled  as  aforesaid^ 
ahall  consent  thereto,  a  certificate  shall  be  issued  from  the  said  annual  con* 
fereoce,  signed  by  the  president  and  secretary,  declaring  such  approba* 
tion  and  specifying  the  kind  and  amount  of  property  to  be  sold  or  other- 
wise disposed  of,  which  certificate  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  said  trustees, 
who  Am  cause  the  same  to  be  recorded  in  the  books  of  the  corporation: 
Prwided  aboays^  That  the  money  arising  from  said  sale  shall  be  vested, 
as  soon  as  practicable,  in  such  other  securities  and  property,  as  in  the 
judgment  of  a  majority  of  them,  will  be  most  productive  and  safe:  Aiii 
providtdjurther^  That  the  annual  interest  or  income  arising  from  the  mo* 
aey  so  vested^  shall  be  exclusively  applied  in  the  manner  and  for  the  pur* 
poses  in  this  act  set  forth. 

Sec.  6.  That  the  annual  rents,  interest  and  income  of  the  estate,  real 
and  personal,  which  may  at  any  time  belong  to  the  said  corporation  and 
their  successors,  shall  by  them  be  held  subject  to  the  exclusive  order  and 
eontrol  of  the  ministers  and  liaymen  in  the  Pittsburgh  anniml  conference 
assembled;  and  they  are  hereby  vested  with  fiiU  powers  to  appropriate  and 
point  out  the  mode  of  applying  the  same  to  the  objects,  under  the  limita- 
tions,  and  for  the  uses  and  purposeTs  herein  mentioned  and  expressly  de- 
claied* 

Sec.  7.  That  the  fund  hereby  intended  to  be  established,  is  expressly 
for  the  purpose  of  relieving  the  distressed,  and  supplying  the  deficiencies 
of  the  itinerant  superannuated,  and  worn  out  ministers  of  the  Methodist 
Protestant  Ci^urch,  within  the  bounds  of  the  Pittsburgh  district,  who  re- 
main in  connection  with  and  continue  subject  to  the  order  and  discipline 
of  said  church;  and  also  for  the  relief  of  the  widows  and  orphans  of  such 
ministers  as  aforesaid,  and  for  no  other  use,  intent  or  purpose  whatever; 
Provided^  That  no  sum  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  shall  be  appropriat- 
ed to  an  unmarried  minister,  in  any  one  year;  also  that  no  sum  exceeding 
two  hundred  dollars  shall  be  applied  to  a  married  minister  in  any  one  year; 
and  that  no  sum  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  in  any  one  year  shall  be 
a|»plied  to  the  use  of  each  widow,  as  hereinbefore  mentioned  and  des- 
cribed; and  also,  that  no  sum  exceeding  sixteen  dollars  shall  be  applied  in 
any  one  year,  to  the  use  of  each  chiltl  or  orphan  of  such  ministers,  as  are 
herein  before  particularly  mentioned  and  described. 

Sec  8.  That  no  sum  or  sums  of  money,  under  any  pretence  whatever, 
shall  be  drawn  from  the  fund  hereby  intended  to  be  established^  other 
than  for  the  purposes  and  under  the  limitations  and  restrictions,  herein  be* 
ibre  expressly  mentioned  and  declared:  Provided  nevertheless^  That  the 
trustees  of  said  corporation  and  their  successors,  shall  have  power  to  draw 
and  apply  from  time  to  time,  so  much  money  belonging  to  said  fund,  as  in 
the  judgment  of  a  majority  of  them,  may  be  wanting  to  defray  all  the  ne- 
cessary expenses  of  conducting  the  business  of  said  corporation. ' 

Sec.  9.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  trustees  to  cause  recular  and 
&ir  accounts  to  be  kept,  Hn  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose)  of  the  funds 
of  said  corporation,  as  well  as  it  respects  the  kind  and  amount  of  the  ca- 
pita! stock  and  of  the  annual  interest  and  income  thereof,  asr  of  all  the  mo- 
neys which  shall  from  time  to  time  be  drawn  therefrom,  for  the  object 
bereitt  before  mentidned;  and  further,  it  shall  be  the  datv  of  the  trustees 
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and  their  successors,  to  prepare  and  lay  before  the  mrnisters  and  laymeil 
of  the  Pittsburgh  annual  conference,  at  their  annual  meeting,  a  statement 
of  the  afiairsand  funds  of  said  corporation,  for  their  examination,  which 
shall  be  signed  by  the  president  and  secretary. 

Sec.  1 0.  That  if  ever  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church  should  abandon 
the  principle  of  representation,  by  refusing  to  admit  laymen  into  thecoun*- 
cils  of  the  church,  by  any  conventional  act  or  otherwise,  as  now  provided 
for  in  the  discipline  thereof,  then,  and  in' that  case,  this  corporation  rhali 
transfer  all  the  moneys,  lands,  tenements*  goods  and  chatties,  belonging 
to  the  said  coi'poration,  to  the  benefit  of  the  Methodist  Church  of  the 
United  States  of  America,  which  admits  and  practices  in  its  government, 
upon  the  principle  of  lay  representation;  and  if  there  be  no  such  Methodist 
Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  then  it  shall  transfer  the  property 
above  named  tp  the  State  of  Ohio,  for  the  benefit  of  the  general  school 
fund,  and  cease  any  longer  to  be  a  body  corporate:  Provided^  That  any- 
future  Legislature  shall  have  power  to  alter,  amend  or  repeal  this  act: 
Provided  also^  Such  alteration  or  repeal  shall  not  afiect  the  title  to  any  es- 
tate real  or  personal,  acquired  or  conveyed  under  its  provisions,  or  divert 
the  same  to  any  other  purpose  than  originally  intended.

To  enable  the  County  Commissioners  of  the  county  of  Putnam,  to  purchaae,  for  the  use  of 

the  county  of  Putnam,  lands  therein  named. 

Wbekeas,  by  an  act,  entitled  ^^An  act  to  organize  the  countv  of  Putnam, 
and  establish  its  seat  of  justice,"  passed  January  3d,  18^,  there  was 
granted  to  said  county,  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres  of  land,  to  be  taken 
out  of  fractional  section  five,  township  one,  and  range  six,  east,  lying  and 
being  in  said  county,  including  therein,  the  place  selected  for  the  seat  of 
justice  of  said  county,  by  commissioners  appointed  by  a  resolution  of  the 
General  Assembly  of  Ohio,  passed  February  12th,  1829,  the  whole  of 
said  section,  belonging  to  the  Slate,  having  been  selected  for  canal  pur- 
poses: And  wliereas^  The  whole  of  the  remainder  of  said  section  is  yet 
not  sold  by  the  State,  and  the  county  commissioners  of  said. Putnam 
county  are  desirous  of  purchasing  the  same,  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the 
seat  of  justice  of  said  county:  Therefore, 

Sec.  1*  Be  it  enacted  hy  the  €re7ieral  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohioj 
That  the  county  commissioners  of  the  county  of  Putnam,  be,  and  they  are 
hereby  authorized  to  purchsise,  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  town  of  Kalida, 
tiie  seat  of  justice  of  Putnam  county,  the  residue  of  section  number  five,  in 
town8hi|i  number  one,  and  range  number  six,  east;  lying  and  being  in  tiie 
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coanty  of  Pitt&san  aforesaid,  and  which  now  remains  unsold,  after  taking 
oat  of  said  section,  the  onie  hundred  and  sixty  acres  already  granted  to  said 
county.       •  • 

Sec*  2*  That  the  director  of  the  town  of  Kalida,  he,  and  he  is  hereby 
constituted  and  appointed  director,  to  superintend,  under  the  direction  of 
the  commissioners  of  the  county,  all  things  in  relation  to  the  purchase  and 
sale  of  said  land,  in  the  same  manner,  and  with  the  same  powers,  as  is  by 
law  conferred  on  township  directors. 

Sec.  3.  That  said  director  shall,  some  time  in  the  monthvof  May  next, 
under  the  direcctionof  the  commissioners  of  said  county,  (cause)  to  be  sur- 
veyed and  laid  out  by  metes  and  bounds,  the  balance  of  said  fractional  sec« 
tion  number  five,  town  one  and  range  six,  east,  which  now  remain  unsold, 
after  taking  out  the  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres,  as  named  in  the  first  sec- 
tion of  "thb  act;  and  shaU  immediately  thereafter  make  out  three  copies  of 
the  plat  and  field  notes  of  the  survey  of  said  land,  one  of  which  be  shall 
carefully  preserve,  one  he  shall  forward  to  the  register  of  the  canal  land 
office  for  the  district  in  which  the  lands  lie,  amd  the  other  he  shall  forward 
to  the  Governor. 

Se.  4.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Governor,  upon  receiving  the 
plat  and  field  notes  of  said  land,  to  execute  a  deed  of  conveyance  in  behalf 
of  the  State  for  said  land,  to  the  county  commissioners  of  the  county  of 
Putnam,  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  town  of  Kalida,  the  seat  of  justice 
of  said  county,  and  transmit  the  same  to  the  said  county  commissioners. 

Sec.  5.  That  upon  receiving  the  deed  of  conveyance,  as  required  by 
the  foregoing  section  of  this  act,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  com* 
missieners  aforesaid,  to  have  the  said  deed  recorded;  and  they  shall  forth- 
with cause  the  whole  o(  said  land,  in  said  deed  conveyed,  to  be  laid  out  in 
lots  or  parcels  of  ground,  not  containing  less  than  four,  nor  more  than  ten 
acres  each,  with  necessary  and  proper  avenues  to  go  to  and  from  said  lots; 
and  the  said  commissioners  shall  cause  the  plat  of  said  premises  so  laid  as 
aforesaid,  to  be  recorded  in  the  recorder's  office  of  said  county. 

Sec.  6.  That  the  county  commissioners  of  the  county  of  Putnam,  and 
their  successors  in  office,  shall  have  the  care,  management  and  superinten- 
dence of  the  whole  of  the  premises  and  lots  of  ground,  and  the  sale  there- 
of; and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  Cause  said  lots  to  be  sold  at  public 
or  private  sale,  and  with  or  without  a  credit  for  the  purchase  money,  and  if 
sold  on  a  credit,  to  direct  in  what  manner  the  purchase  money  shall  be  se- 
cered^  and  the  said  county  commissioners  and  their  successors  in  office, 
shall  execute  deeds  of  conveyance  for  all  lots  or  parcels  of  ground  that 
may  be  sold,  whenever  the  same  shall  be  fully  paid  for. 

Sec  7.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  aforesaid  director  to  sell  said 
lots  of  ground  under  the  direction  of  the  county  commissioners,  and  to  col- 
lect and  receive  all  moneys  arising  from  the  sale  of  said  lots,  and  pay  the 
same  over,  from  time  to  time,  as  collected,  to  the  treasurer  of  Putnam  coun- 
ty; and  the  said  director  shall  keep  an  accurate  account  of  all  sales  by  him 
made,  and  shall  settle  his  accounts  in  relation  to  his  office  of  director  dnce 
in  every  year,  with  the  county  commissioners;  and  the  said  director  shall 
receive  soch  compensation  for  his  services  as  the  said  county  commissioners 
shall  deem  just  and  reasonable. 

Sec.  8.    That  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  said  lots,  as  provided  for  by  Ais 
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act,  thai]  be  applied  aa  follows :  first,  to  the  paymeDi  of  tbe  piuchase  mM&y 
for  said  land  at  the  rvte  6f  three  dollars  per  acre,  with  interMt  oo  Ae^piu^ 
chase  from  the' time  of  sale  till  the  same  be  paid;  to  be  paid  into  the  Stele 
treasury,  for  the  benefit  of  the  canal  fund;  secondly,  to  the  payment  of  the 
expenses  necessarily  incurred  in  laying  off  said  tract  of  land,  as  by  this  net 
is  required,  and  in  making  such  sales;  thirdly,  all  the  i*esidue,  if  any,  shall 
remain  in  the  county  treasury,  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  said  PutaamcoaU'^ 
ty,  in  the  erection  of  a  court  house  and  other  public  buildings  in  the  town 
of  Kalida,  the  seat  of  justice  of  said  county. 

Sec.  9.  That  to  secure  the  payment  of  the  purchase  money,  as  named 
in  the  eighth  section  of  this  act,  the  directors  of  the  town  of  Kalida  shall 
make,  execute,  and  deliver  to  the  Treasurer  of  State  a  bond  with  sufficient 
security  for  the  sum  of  four  thousand  dollars,  conditioned  for  the  faithful 

Eaying  over  the  purchase  money  aforesaid,  in  five  annual  instalments;  which 
ond  shall  be  executed  and  delivered  previous  to  the  execution  and  dolive* 
ry  of  the  deed,  provided  for  in  the  fourth  section  of  this  act.

To  extend  the  time  of  making  payment  by  the  parchaaers  of  certain  School  aections  in  the 

county  of  Butler. 

Sec.  U  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohto^ 
That  the  time  for  making  payment  by  the  purchasers,  their  assigns  or  legal 
representatives,  of  fractional  section  sixteen,  township  one,  range  two, 
between  the  Miami  rivers,  in  the  county  of  Butler,  which  has  been  sold  in 
conformity  with  the  provisions  of  [an]  act  entitled,  ^  An  act  to  provide  for 
tho  sale  of  section  sixteen,  granted  by  Congress  for  the  use  ot  schools,^' 
passed  January  the  twenty-ninth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty* 
seven,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  extended  to  the  first  day  of  January, 
in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-nine:  Provided^  That 
said  purchasers,  their  assigns,  or  legal  representatives,  shall  pay  to  the 
treasurer  of  said  county,  on  or  before  the  eleventh  day  of  August  next, 
the  full  amount  of  interest  which  then  may  be  due  on  any  deferred  pay* 
roent,  and  shall  also,  annually  thereafter,  pay  the  interest  that  may  aoorue 
on  said  deferred  payments. 

Sec.  ^  That  the  time  of  making  payment  by  the  purchasers  of  sec* 
tion  twenty-two,  town  three,  range  three,  given  to  fractional  towjiabipi 
one  and  two,  range  three,  in  lieu  of  section  sixteen,  be  extended  agreea* 
bly  to  the  provisions  of  the  first  section  of  this  act. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  time  of  making  payment  by  the  purohasera  of  sebool 
section  sixteen,  township  five,  range  two,  and  section  sixteen,  IowimUii 
three,  range  one,  west  of  the  Great  Miami  river,  in  the  county  of  Butlmri

said,  who  have  resided  therein  for  twelve  months  next  preceding  the  first 
day  of  April  aforesaid,  whether  such  white  male  inhabitants  be,  or  be  not 
citizens  of  the  United  States;  and  it  shall  further  be  the  duty  of  said  assess- 
or, between  the  first  day  of  April  and  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  May  next, 
to  call  upon  all  the  white  male  inhabitants  residing  in  the  township  afore- 
said, and  request  any  such  inhabitant  to  give  his  vote  for  or  against  a 
sale  of  the  school  land^  aforesaid,  by  signing  his  name  under  the  head  of 
the  proper  columns;  and  if  such  inhabitant  be  unable  to  write,  the  assessor 
aforesaid,  shall  write  the  name  of  such  inhabitant,  to  which  he  shall  affix

Prtnridedj  That  neither  said  section,  nor  any  part  of  said  section,  shall  be 
sold  for  less  than  its  appraised  value,  and  that  one-fourth  of  the  money  bid

three  days,  any  portion  of  such  land  shall  remain  unsold,  the  sale  thereof 
may  be  adjourned  for  a  time  riot  exceeding  three  months;  and  said  com- 
missioners shall  in  like  manner  proceed,  giving  like  notice  of  each  succeed- 
ing sale,  until  the  whole  be  sold.

WasREAs^  L  H,  Botler  &  son  contractefd  to  construct  section  No.  307^ 
on  the  Ohio  canal,  south  of  the  Li^kine  summit,  inclading  a  culvert  across 
Sunfisb  creek,  of  two  arches,  each  U>riy  feet  space;  which  culvert  was 
destioyed  by  an  unusual  freshet,  in  the  month  of  July,  1831,  by  which 
easualty  the  said  contractors  have  sustained  heavy  losses  in  the  completion 
of  the  said  work,  and  have  not,  as  they  idledge,  received  adequate  remu- 
neration therefor:  Therefore, 

Sec  h  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^ 
That  the  board  of  canal  commissioners,  and  their  successors  in  office,  be, 
and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  inquire  into  the  circumstances  of  the 
'case,  and  to  decide,  according  to  the  principles  of  justice  and  equity,  on 
the  claim  for  the  losses  sustained  in  consequence  of  the  casualty  aforesaid, 
and  if  it  shall  appear  that  the  said  contractors  are  entitled  to  any  remu- 
neration, they  shall  determine  the  amount  so  to  be  allowed,  and  shall 
cause  the  same  to  be  paid  to  the  said  contractors,  out  of  the  canal  fund.

To  incorporate  the  Sandusky  Canal  and  Slackwater  Navigation  Company. 

Sec«  1*  Beit  enacted  by  tJie  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohia, 
That  Rodolphus  Dickison,  John  Bell,  Sardts  Birchard,  Jaques  Uulbard, 
Jamep  Justice,  James  Moore,  and  Piatt  Brush,  of  the  county  of  Sandusky ; 
and  Henry  Ebert,  Jacob  Stem,  Andrew  Lugenbeel,  Lorenzo  Abbott,  John 
Walker,  Agreen  lugraham,  John  Park,  Vincent  Bell,  and  Josiah  Hedges, 
of  the  county  of  Seneca;  and  Joseph  M'Cutchen,  Joseph  H.  Larwell,  and 
Joseph  Chaffee, of  the  county  of  Crawford;  and  their  ansociates,  as  well 
in  their  own  person,  as  those  who  shall  succeeed  them,  be,  and  are  here- 
by created  a  oody  politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  and  style  of  <^The 
Sandusky  Canal  and  Slackwater  Navigation  Company,"  for  the  purpose  of 
coDstnicting  a  canal,  or  slackwater  navigation,  commencing  at  Lower 
Sandusky,  in  Sandusky  county;  thence  to  a  point  on  the  west  side  of  the 
Sandusky  river,,  between  the  toll  bridge  of  Josiah  Hedges  and  opposite  to 
the  mouth  of  Hocky  creek,  iq  Seneca  county;  and  thence  to  the  mouth  of 
Tymochtee  creek,  in  the  county  of  Crawford*;  said  canal,  or  slackwater 
Haiigation,  to  be  determined  on  actual  survey  and  examination,'to  be  made 
under  the  superintendence  of  the  directors  for  the  time  being,  of  the  com- 
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pany  hereby  created;  and  said  company  shall  have  perpetual  sacceasion, and 
ahallbe  capable  of  holding  capital  stock  to  the  amount  of  three  hundred  tiioi^ 
sand  dollars,  together  "with  the  increase  and  profits  thereof,  with  the  power 
of  takine;,  purchasing,  and  holding,  to  them,  their  successors  and  assigns,  in 
fee-simple,  and  for  any  less  estate,  any  such  land,  tenements,  hereditaments, 
and  estates,  real,  personal,  or  mixed,  as  shall  be  necessary  for  them  iu  the 
prosecution  of  their  work,  or  as  shall  be  necessary  for  carrying  the  same 
into  complete  efiect^  and  shall.be  capable  of  suing  and  being  sued,  plead*, 
ing  and  being  impleaded;  and  maly  have  a  common  seal,  and  break,aller, 
or  renew  the  same  at  pleasure:  Pnmded^  That  nothingin  this  act  contained 
shall  be  so  coiistruced  <is  to  give  to  the  corporation,  hereby  created,  exclo* 
sive  privileges,  rights  and  immunities,  to  the  detrimejit  of  any  of  the 
public  works  of  the  State  that  have  been,  or  hereafter  may  be,  constructed. 

Sec.  2.  That  if  the  corpomtion,  hereby  created,  shall  not,  within  five 
years  from  the  first  day  of  September  next,  after  the  passage  of  this  act, 
commence,  and  within  nve  years  thereafter,  construct,  finish,  and  put  into 
operation,  the  said  canal,  or  slackwater  navigation,  then  said  corporation 
shall  thenceforth  cease,  and  this  act  shall  be  null  and  void* 

Sec*  3.  That  the  persons  named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  or  any 
two  of  them,  who  may  consent  to  act  as  such,  shall  be  commissioners 
for  receiving  subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company;  whose 
dut^  it  shall  be,  at  such  time  as  may  be  agreed  on  by  the  persons  herein- 
before named,  being  within  the  limits  for  commencing  said  work,  to  cause 
books  to  be  opened  at  Lower  Sandusky,  in  the  county  of  Sandusky,  and  in 
Tiffin,  in  the  county  of  Seneca,  and  such  other  places  as  the  persons  named 
in  the  first  section  of  this  act  shall  see  fit,  on  the  same  or  different  days, 
under  their  own  supervision,  or  under  the  management  of  such  person  as 
they  may  appoint,  for  receiving  subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock  of  said 
company;  each  subscriber  to  be  a  member  of  said  corporation, for  all  pur> 
poses;  and  public  notice  shall  be  given  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  deemed* 
advisable  by  said  commissioners,  of  the  times  and  places  of  opening  said 
books;  and  the  said  commissioners,  or  a  majority  of  them,  may  prescribe 
the  form  of  said  subscription. 

Sec.  4.  That  whenever  fifty.ithousatid  dollars  to  the  capital  stock  of 
.said  company  shall  have  been  subscribed,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said 
commissioners,  or  a  majority  of  them,  to  call  a  meeting  of  the  subscribers, 
by  causing  notice  to  be  published  in  one  or  more  newspapers,  in  general  cir- 
culation in  the  respective  places  where  said  subscription  books  may  have 
been  opened,  and  stock  subscribed,  at  least  twenty  days  previous  thereto, 
specifying  the  time  and  place  of  such  meeting,  which  shall  be  atsomecon* 
venient  town,  or  place,  near  the  route  of  the  contemplated  canal,  or  slack- 
water  navigation;  at  which  meeting,  the  stockholders  who  may  aitt«nd,  in 
person,  or  by  lawful  proxy,  shall  elect,  by  ballot,  seven  directors,  who  shall 
hold  their  offices  until  the  expiration  of  one  year,  and  until  their  successors 
shall  have  been  chosen  and  duly^  qualified;  and  the  said  commissioners  shall 
be  inspectors'of  the  first  election  of  directors  of  said  corporation;  and  shall 
certify,  under  their  hands,  those  duly  elected,  and  shall  deliver  over  to  them 
the  said  certificates  and  subscriptiop  books. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  divided  into 
shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each,  which  shall  be  deemed  personal  pro* 
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jpertn  ao^  transferable  in  such  manner  as  the  bj-laws  of  said  companf 
shall  prescribe. 

8ec.  6*  That  the  management  of  the  concerns  of  said  coiporatton  shall 
h€  entrusted  to  seven  directors,  to  be  elected  annuallj  by  the  stockholders 
hy  ballot;  and  the  directors  first  chosen,  and  such  directors  as  shall  there- 
after bt  chosen,  at  any  subsequent  election,  shall,  immediately  thereafter, 
meet  and  elect  one  of  their  number,  who  shall  be  president  thereof,  until 
anotbei^  election;  and  also  appoint  a  treasurer  and  secretary,  who  may  be 
If^moved  at  the  pleasure  of  said  president  and  directors,  and  others  appoint- 
ed in  their  places;  and  a  n^ajority  of  said  directors  shall  constitute  a  board 
for  ev^fy  purpose  within  the  provisions  of  this  act* 

Sec*  7.  That  in  case  it  should  at  any  time  happen,  that  the  electionof 
directot^  should  not  be  made  on  any  day  when,  pursuant  to  this  act,  it  ought 
to  be  made,  the  said  corporation,  for  that  cause,  shall  not  be  deemed  to  be 
dissolved,  but  such  election  may  be  held  at  any  other  time  directed  by  the  by- 
laws of  said  corporation. 

See.  8*  That  each  subscriber.shall  pay  to  the  commissioners,  or  to  the 
person  appointed  by  them  to  receive  subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock  of 
Said  c<)mpany,  at  the  time  of  subscribing,  the  sum  of  five  dollars  on  each 
share  lor  which  he  shall  subscribe,  and  the  same  shall  be  deemed  and  taken 
as  an  instalment  paid  on  account  of  the  stock  to  which  he  shall  become  en- 
titled by  such  subsc^ription;  and  the  commissioners  shall  pay  over  all  mo* 
neys  so  paid,  to  the  directors  elected,  pursuant  to  the  sixth  section  of  this 
act. 

Sec.  9.  That  the  books  of  subscription  shall  remain  open  as  long  as  the 
president  and  directors  shall  see  fit,  and  each  subscriber  shall  be  bound  to 
t>ay^  from  time  to  time,  such  instalment  on  his,  her,  or  their  stock,  as  the 
Said  president  and  directors  may  lawfully  require,  they  giving  at  least  thirty 
days  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  making  the  payment  required,  in  such 
public  newspapers  in  the  State  of  Ohio  and  elsewhere,  as  will  be  best  cal- 
culated to  give  information  thereof  to  the  stockholders;  but  no  assessment 
shall  ever  be  made,  so  as  to  render  any  subscriber  liable  to  pay  more  than 
on^  hundred  dollars  for  a  share. 

Sec.  10.  That  if  any  subscriber  shall  fail  or  neglect  to  pay  any  instal- 
ment, or  part  of  any  subscription,  by  him  previously  subscribed,  for  the  space 
of  sixty  days  after  the  same  shall  be  due  and  payable,  the  stock  shall  be 
forfeited  to  the  company,  and  may  be  sold  by  the  president  and  directors 
for  the  benefit  of  said  company,  after  thirty  days  notice,  given  in  some 
newspaper  in  general  circulation;  and  if  said  shares,  so  sold,  shall  not 
amount  to  a  sumsuflicient  to  discharge  the  balance  due  on  said  shares,  the 
said  subscribers  shall  be  personally  liable  for  the  balance  still  remaining 
due;  and  if  said  shares  shall  sell  for  a  sum  more  than  sufficient  to  pay  saiA 
balance,  the  same  shall  be  paid  over  to  said  subscriber,  or  subscribers,  on  de- 
Inand. 

Sec.  1 U  That  at  all  elections  of  directors  for  said  company,  and  at  all 
general  meetings  of  the  stockholders,  each  stockholder  shall  be  entitled  to 
one  vote,  foreiich  share  of  the  capital  stock  of  said  company;  and  every 
(executor,  administrator,  trustee,  or  guqirdian,  shall  be  entitled  to  like  priv- 
i\ege  of  votinp^,  on  behalf  of  the  estate,  copartnership,  corporation,  or 
•oeiety^  of  which  he  may  be  such  executor,  administrator,  trustee,  or 
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gwtiM^i  Pravidei^  That  no  thare  subicribed  for,  diall  confer  the  privflege 
of  voting  on  such  subscriber,  unless  the  sum  of  five  dollars,  as  the  first 
instalment,  and  all  other  instalments  called  for,  by  the  president  and 
directors,  according  to  the  ninth  section  of  this  act,  shall  have  been  fully 
paid* 

Sec*  12*  That  if  any  vacancy  should  occur  by  'death  resignation,  or  a 
refusal  tp  act,  of  any  president,  or  director,  before  the  expiration  of  the  year 
for  which  he  iras  elected,  a  person  to  fill  such  vacancy  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company,  or  a  majority  of  them. 

Sec.  IS.  That  at  the  regular  annual  meeting  of  the  stockholders  of 
said  company,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  and  directors  in  ofBce 
for  the  preceding  year,  to  exhilMt  a  clear  and  accurate  statement  of  the 
afiairsofsaid  company;  and  that  at  any  seneral  meeting  of  the  stockhold- 
ers, a  majority  in  value  of  all  the  stockholders  in  said  company,  may  re* 
nove  from  omce,  any  presic^ent,  or  any  of  the  directors^  and  may  appoint 
others  in  their  stead. 

Sec.  14.  That  every  president  and  director  of  said  company,  before 
he  acts  as  such,  shall  take  an  oath,  or  affirmation,  that  he  will  well  and 
truly  discharge  the  duties  of  his  office,  to  the  best  of  his  skill  and  judg- 
ment 

Sec*  15*  That  the  president  and  directors  shall  annually,  or  semi-an- 
nually, declare  and  make  such  dividends  as  they  may  deem  proper;  of  the 
Bett  profits  arising  from  the  resources  of  said  company,  after  deducting 
the  necessary  current, and  probable  contingent,  expenses;  and  they  shaft 
divide  the  same  amongst  the  proprietors  of  the  stock  of  said  company,  in 
proportion  to  their  respective  shares. 

Sec  16.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company,  or  a  ma-^ 
jority  of  them,  or  any  person  or  persons  authorized  by  a  majority  of  them^ 
may  agree  with  the  owner  of  any  land,  earth,  timber,  gravel,  stone,  or  other 
materials,  for  the  purchase,  use  or  occupation  of  the  same;  and  if  they  cannot 
agree,  or  if  the  owner  ctr  owners,  or  any  of  them,  be  a  feme  covert,  minor^ 
n<m  compos  mentis,  or  out  of  the  county  in  which  the  property  wanted, 
may  lie,  application  may  be  made  to  any  justice  of  the  peace  of  said  cOun-' 
tv,  who  shall  thereupon  issue  his  warrant,  under  his  hand  and  seal,  to  the 
tne  sheriflTof  said  county,  or  to  some  disinterested  (person,)  if  the  sheriff 
shall  be  interested,  requiring  him  to  summon  a  jury  of  twelve  disinterest- 
ed inhabitants  of  said  county,  to  meet  on  the  land,  or  near  to  other  prop- 
eny,  or  materials,  to  be  valued  on  a  day  named  in  said  waf  rant,  not  less 
than  ten,  nor  more  than  twenty  days,  after  the  isuuing  the  same;  and  if,  at 
the  same  time  and  place,  any  of  said  persons  do  not  attend,  the  sheriff,  or 
summooer,  shall  immediately  summon  as  many  persons  as  may  be  neces- 
aarv,  with  the  persons  in  attendance,  to  furnish  a  pannel  of  twele  jurors, 
ana  from  them,  each  party,  or  its,  his,  her,  or  their  agent,  or  if  either  be  not 
present,  in  person,  or  by  agent,  the  sherifi^  or  summoner,  for  it,  him,  her,  or 
them,  may  strike  off  three  jurors,  and  the  remaining  nine  shall  act  as  a 
jury  of  inquest  of  damages;  and  before  they  act  as  such,  the  said  sheriff,  or 
sunmioner,  shall  administer  to  each  of  them,  an  oath  or  affirmation,  that 
they  will  justly  and  impartially  value  the  damages,  which  the  owner  or 
owners  may  sustain,  by  the  use  or  ocoupation  of  such  land  or  materials,  or 
both,  as  may  be  required  by  said  company;  and  the  jury,  in  estimating  the 
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damages,  in  case  it  be  for  the  land  used  for  said  canal,  shall  take  into  iba. 
estimate  the  benefits  resulting  to  said  owner  or  owners,  from  constructing 
said  canal  or  slackwater navigation,  through,  along,  or  near  the  property 
of  said  owner,  or  owners,  in  extingaishment  of  the  claiin  for  damages;  and 
the  said  jury  shall  reduce  their  inquisition  to  writing,  and  sign  the  same; 
and  it  shall  then  be  returned  to  the  clerk  of  the  court  of  common  pleas  for 
the  county,  and  by  such  clerk  filed  in  his  office,  and  shall  be  confirmed  by 
said  court  at  its  next  session,  if  no  sufficient  cause  to  the  contrary  be  shown; 
and  when  confirmed,  shall  be  recorded  by  said  clerk,  at  the  expense  of 
said  company;  but  if  set  aside,  said  court  may  direct  another  inquisition 
to  be  taken,  in  the  same  manner  above  prescribed;  and  such  inquisition 
shall  describe  the  property  taken,  or  the  bound  of  the  land  to  be  occupied; 
and  the  amount  of  such  valuation,  when  paid  or  tendered  to  the  owner  or 
owners  of  such  property,  or  his,  her,  or  their  legal  representatives,  shall 
entiUe  said  company  to  the  said  property,  or  the  use  and  occupation  of 
said  land,  so  long  as  the  same  shall  be  used  for  said  canal,  or  slackwater 
navigation — and  the  valuation,  if  not  received  when  tendered,  may,  at  any. 
time  thereafter,  be  received  from  the  said  company,  without  costs,  by  the 
said  owner  or  owners,  or  their  legal  representatives;  and  that  such  sherifT, 
or  summoner,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive,  from  said  company,  the  same 
fees  as  are  allowed  for  like  services,  incase  of  appraisement  of  real  estate 
previous  to  sale  under  execution. 

Sec.  17.  That  said  company,  in  designating  and  running  out  the  line 
of  the  said  canal,  or  slackwater  navigation,  may  enter  upon,  and  use  the 
channel  of  the  Sandusky  river,  and  the  water  thereof,  or  so  much  of  the 
same  as  may  be  necessary,  for  the  construction,  and  use  of  the  said  canal, 
or  slack  water  navigation,  together  with  a  sufficient  quantity  of  land  upon 
each  side  of  said  river,  for  a  towing  and  heel  path,  compensation  to  be 
made  for  the  same  in  the  manni^  prescribed  in  the  sixteenth  section  of  this 
act. 

Sec*  18.  That  in  all  cases,' it  shall  be  competent  for  said  company  and 
any  corporation  or  corporations,  person  or  persons,  injured  by'the  location 
or  construction  thereof,  to  refer  the  question  of  damages  to  such  arbitra- 
tors as  they  may  agree  upon,  whose  award,  when  made,  and  returned  to 
the  court  of  common  pleas,  within  and  for  the  county  wherein  the  dama- 
ges have  been  sustained  and  affirmed,  by  said  court,  shdil  be  final;  and 
said  court  may  enter  judgment  accordingly. 

Sec.  l9.  That  if,  after  the  location  of  said  canal,  or  slack  water 
navigation,  as  aforesaid,  any  alterations  shall  be  made  in  the  course  there- 
of, the  damages  may  be  estimated  in  the  same  way,  and  the  same  proceed- 
ing had  in  manner  provided  in  this  act. 

Sec.  20.  That  upon  payment  by  the  said  company,  of  such  damages,  to 
the  person  or  persons,  corporation  or  corporations,  to  whom  the  same  may 
have  been  assessed  or  awarded,  as  in  this  act  before  provided,  then  the  said 
company  shall  be  deemed  to  be  seized  and  possessed  of  the  use  of  all  such 
lands  or  real  estate,  not  exceeding  one  hundred  feet  in  width,  as  shall  have 
been  assessed  or  appraised,  by  commissioners  and  arbitratorsso  chosen,  as 
before  provided,  so  long  as  the  same  shall  be  used  for  such  canal,  or  slack 
water  navigation;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commissioner  and  arbi- 
trators, so  chosen,  to  embrace  in  their  reports  or  awards,  a  description 
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ef  the  landS)  or  real  estate^  for  which  they  shall  assess  damages  as  afore^ 
«iid. 

Sec.  2l«  That  in  any  sait  instituted  against  the  corporation,  the  ser- 
vice of  legal  process  on  the  president,  or  any  one  of  the  directors,  or  on 
the  treasurer,  or  secretary  of  said  corporation,  at  least  ten  days  before  the 
return  day  thereof  shall  be  deemed  and  held  in  all  courts  and  places,  a  suf- 
ficient and  valid  service  on  said  corporation* , 

Sec.  22.  That  whenever,  in  the  construction  of  said  canal,  or  slack 
water  nav^tion,  it  shall  be  necessary  to  unite  with,  or  intersect,  any  es- 
tablished road  or  ways,  it  shall  bh  the  duty  of  the  president  and  directors  of 
said.companv,  so  to  construct  the  canal,  or  slcakwater  navigation,acro8S 
such  established  road  or  way,  as  not  to  impede  the  passage  or  transporta- 
tion of  peraons,  or  property,  along  the  same;  and  when  it  shall  be  neces- 
sary to  pasj  through  the  land  of  any  individual,  it  shall  also  be  .their  duty, 
to  provide  such  individual  proper  wagon  ways  across  the  said  canal,  or 
slack  water  navigation,  from  one  part  of  his  land  to  another. 

Sec*  23.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  company,  annually  to  fix,  reg- 
ulate and  receive  the  tolls  and  charges  bv  them  kto  be  received,  for  the 
transportation  of  property  or  persons  on  the  canal  and  slack  water  navi- 
gation authorized  by  this  act,  for  the  sole  benefit  of  said  company:  Pro- 
videdj  That  the  nett  proceeds  of  such  tolls  and  charges  thus  fixed,  regida- 
ted  and  received  by  said  company,  shall  at  no  time  exceed  ten  per  cen- 
tum per  annum,  on  the  capital  invested  in  the  construction  and  necessaiy 
expenditures  of  said  canal  or  slack  water  navigation:  Pnmdedy  however^ 
That  this  restriction  in  the  amount  of  tolls  and  charges,  shall  not  be  con 
strued,  so  as  to  prevent  said  company  from  fixing  and  receiving  the  highest 
rate  of  tolls  and  duties,  together  with  the  charges  of  freight  to  which  prop- 
erty of  a  similar  kind  is  subject,  as  the  costs  of  transportation  on  the 
Ohio  canal,  during  the  same  period  of  time.

pany, by  an  action  of  debt,  in  any  court  having  jurisdiction  of  the  same;

Sec  25.  That  this  act  shall  be  considered  a  public  act,  and  shall  be 
favorably  construed,  for  the  purposes  therein  expressed  and  declared,  in 
all  courts  and  places  whatsoever. 

Sec.  26.  That  if,  at  any  time  after  said  canal  or  slack  water  naviga- 
tion may  be  located,  any  unforseen  obstacles,  impediments,  or  inconveni- 
ences occur  on  the  route  located,  between  the  points  herein  named,  the 
said  corporation  shall  have  power  to  deviate  from  the  course  marked  out,  lo 
far,  and  in  such  n^anner,  as  may  be  calculated  to  surmount,  overcome,  or 
avoid  such  obstacles,  impediments  and  inconveniences,  said  corporation, 
satisfying  the  damages  tnat  may  be  occasioned  thereby,  to  be  assessed  in 
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the  manner  provided  for  by  this  act;  and  the  said  corporation  shalU  from 
time  to  time,  make  such  alteration  in  the  route  of  said  canal,  or  slack  war 
ter  navigation,  as  ma^  be  necessary  or  expedient,  satisfying  all  damases 
in  manner  as  aforesaid:  Prtnndedf  That  the  State  shall  at  any  time  after 
the  expiration  of  fifty  years,  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  have  the  right  to 
purchase  the  said  canal,  by  paying  to  said  company,  the  amount  expended 
by  them,  in  the  location,  construction  and  repairs  of  the  same,  together 
with  fif^n  percent,  thereon:  Provukdjaaoj  That  the  sum  so  to  be 
paid  by  the  State,  shall  not,  together  with  the  tolls  received  by  the  com- 
pany, be  less  than  liie  amount  expended  by  them,  with  eight  per  centum 
per  annum,  thereon.

to  be  employed,  the  election  of  directors,  and  all  such  as  appertain  to  the 
interest  of  said  corporation:  Provided^  That  such  by-laws  and  rules  be 
not  inconsistent  with  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States,  and 
of  this  State. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  shall  be  fifty  thou- 
sand dollars,  with  power  for  the  stockholders,  or  a  majority  of  them,  to 
increase  the  stock  to  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  in  shares  not 
exceeding  five  hundred  dollars  each,  to  be  subscribed  for  and  paid  at  such 
times,  and  in  such  proportion,  and  under  such  penalties,  as  the  by-laws  and 
rules  of  said  corporation  may  prescribe ;  and  that  each  share  shall  be  entitled 
to  one  vote:  Provided^  That  no  subscription  or  transfer  of  stock  shall  be 
valid,  until  such  subscription  or  transfer  shall  have  been  registered  in  a 
a  book  to  be  kept  by  said  company  for  that  purpose,  and  also  recorded 
in  the  books  of  the  recorder  of  the  county  of  Montgomery:  Provided^ 
alsoj  That  the  funds  of  said  corporation  shall  not  be  used  for  any  other 
purpose  than  that  of  manufacturing  cotton  and  woollen  fabrics  and  ma- 
chinery; and  the  stock  of  said  corporation  shall  be  considered  personal  es- 
tate* 

Sec.  4«  That  each  and  every  stockholder,  or  his  assigns,  shall  be  held 
liable  in  his  individual  capacity  for  the  amount  of  his  or  her  stock  sub- 
scribed; if  such  debts  should  at  any  time  exceed  the  amount  of  stock  sub- 
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pany,  then  the  individual  stockholders  of  said  company,  shall  be  held  indi- 
vidually liable  for  all  unsatisfied  claims  against  said  company,  in  propor- 
tion to  the  amount  of  stock  held  or  owned  by  them  respectively. 

Sec.  5.  This  act  shall  be  taken  in  all  courts  of  justice  and  elsewhere, 
as  a  public  act,  and  any  future  Legislature  shall  have  power  to  alter  or 
modify  this  act.

Avthoiizuif  the  commUsionerB  of  Hamilton  county  to  erect  a  free  bridge  over  the  river 

Whitewater. 

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Greneral  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohioj 
That  the  commissioners  of  Hamilton  county  shall,  on  the  payment  by 
the  citizens  of  a  sum  not  less  than  three  thousand  dollars,  or  on  the  pay- 
ment of  the  same  being  secured  to  them,  appropriate  a  certain  portion  of 
the  road  tax  annually  assessed  in  said  county,  for  the  purpose  of  erect- 
ing a  good,  safe  and  substantial  bridge  across  the  Whitewater  river,  at 
or  near  the  point  where  the  state  road  leading  from  Cincinnati,  through 
Cleves  and  Elizabethtown,  to  the  State  line,  crosses  said  river:  Provided^ 
That  the  appropriations  so  made  shall  be  such  as  to  complete  said  bridge 
within  four  years  from  the  time  of  commencement. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  commissioners  of  Hamilton  county  for  the  time  be- 
ing,  and  their  successors,  shall  be  capable  of  receiving  any  gift  or  dona- 
tion for  the  purpose  aforementioned;  and  as  a  board  of  commissioneri 
may  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  im- 
pleaded, answer  and  be  answered,  defend  and  be  defended,  in  any  coort 
of  competent  jurisdiction;  and  may  appoint  all  such  agents  as  may  be  ne- 
cessary for  managing  the  erection  of  said  bridge,  and  allow  them  such 
compensation  as  they  shall  think  just  and  right. 

Sec.  3.  That  as  soon  as  said  bridge  is  completed,  or  so  far  completed 
as  to  admit  of  the  safe  passage  of  wagons,  horses,  cattle,  &c.,  the  same 
shall  be  free,  and  forever  remain  so.

number  one,  shall  be  as  valid  in  all  respects  as  if  the  said  section  had  been 

4iescribed  in  said  act  as  being  in  township  number  one.

To  incorporate  th«  town  of  BataTia^  in  the  county  of  Clermont. 

Sec.  \.  ,Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  OAto, 
That  so  much  of  the  township  of  Batavia,  in  the  county  of  Clermont,  as 
is  included  in  the  following  bounds,  tdwit:  •  Beginning  on  the  bank  of  the 
«ast  fork  of  the  Little  Miami,  so  that  a  line  running  south  50  degrees  east, 
will  include  Sarah  Cotes'  stone  house;  thence  south  50  degrees  east,  so  far 
that  a  line  running  north  40  degrees  cast,  will  include  the  whole  town  plat, 
with  the  additions  thereto;  thence  north  40  degrees  east,  so  far,  that  aline 
running  50  degrees  west,  will  include  William  M.  Ely's  dwelling  house, 
and  yard  imnoediately  around  said  house;  thence  north  50  degrees  west,  to 
the  east  fork  of  the  Little  Miama,  aforesaid;  thence  up  the  same,  with  its 
meiinders,  to  the  beginning;  be^  and.  the  same  is  hereby  created  into,  and 
constituted  a  town  corporate,  by  the  name  of  the  Town  of  Batavia* 

Sec.  2.  That  for  the  order  and  good  government  of  said  town/  and  ii- 
habitants  thereof,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  white  male  householders  tb^ro- 
of,  who  have  resided  therein  for  the  space  of  three  months  n'^t  proceed- 
ing the  day  of  election,  having  the  qualifications  of  elector*^  of  members 
ofthe  General  Assembly,  to  meet  at  some  convenient  pl*ce  in  the  said 
town  of  Batavia,  on  the  second  Saturday  of  March  next-^^^d  on  the  second 
Saturday  of  March,  annually,  thereafter,  and  there  prN^ed,  by  a  plurality 
of  votesj  to  elect  by  ballot,  one  mayor,  one  rccorr^r,  and  five  trustees, 
who  shall  be  householders  of  said  town;  who  sha^'^^old  their  ofilces  until 
the  next  annual  election,  and  until  their  success^'is  are  elected  and  cjuali- 
fied ;  and  such  mayor,  recorder  and  trustees,  sr  tJeing  electe<^and  qualified, 
shall  constitute  the  Town  Council  of  saidtorO*  any  five  of  whom  shall 
constitute  a  quorum,  for  the  transaction  o'  business,  pertaining  to  thehr 
duties. 

Sec.  3.    That  at  the  first  election,  to«>«  holden  under  this  act,  there  shall 
be  chosen  viva  voce^hy  the  electors  n^sent,  two  jadges  and  a  clerk  of  said 
20-L 
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election,  who  shall  each  take  an  oath  or  affinnation  faithfdly  to  dischiirge 
the  duties  required  of  them  by  this  act;  and  at  all  subsequent  eletitiens, 
the  trustees,  or  any  two  of  them,  shall  be  judges,  and  the  recorder,  or  in 
bis  absence,  some  other  person,  to  be  appointed  by  the  judges,  sh^ll  be 
clerk:  the  polls,  shall  be  opened  between  the  hours  of  ten  and  elaven 
o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  and,  closed  at  three  o'clock,  in  the  afternoon  of 
said  day;  and  at  the  close  of  the  polls,  the  votes  shall  be  counted,  and 
a  true  statement  thereof  proclaimed  to  the  voters'  present,  by  one  of 
the  judges,  and  the  clerk  shall  make  a  true  copy  thereof,  and  within  five 
days  thereafter,  he*  shall  give  notice  to  the  persons  so  elected,of  their  elec- 
tion; and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  town  council,  at  least  ten  days  before 
each  and  every  annual  election,  to  give  notice  of  the  same  by  setting  up 
advertisements  at  three  of  the  most  public  places  in  said  town. 

Sec.  4«  That  the  mayor,  and  in  case  of  his  absence,  the  recorder,  shall 
preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  town  council;  and  the  recorder  shall  attend 
all  meetings  of  the  towncduncil,  and  make  a  fair  and  accurate  record  of 
all  their  proceedings. 

Sec  5.  That  the  town  council  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies 
which  may  happen  in  said  board,  from  the  householders,  who  are  qualified 
electors  in  said  town,  who  shall  hold  their  appointment  until  the  next  an- 
nual election,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified;  and 
in  the  absence  of  the  mayor  and  recorder  from  any  meeting  of  the  town 
council,  the  trustees  shall  have  power  to  appoint  any  two  of  their  number, 
to  perform  the  duties  of  mayor  and  recorder,,  for  the  time  being. 

Sec.  6.  That  the  mayor,  recorder,  and  trustees  of  said  town,  shall 
bea  bod^  corporate  and  politic,  with  perpetual  succession,  to  be  known  and 
distinguished  oy  the  name  and  style  of  the  '^Town  Council  of  the  town  of 
Batavia;''  and  shall  be  capable  in  law,  by  their  corporate  name,  to  ac- 
quire property,  real,  personal  and  mixed,  for  the  use  of  said  town,  and 
may  sell,  and  convey  the  same  at  pleasure;  they  may  have  a  common 
seal,  which  they  may  break,  alter,  or  renew  at  pleasure;  they  may  sue  and 
be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  defend  and  be  defended,  in  all  manner 
of  actions,  and  in  all  courts  of  law  andequity ;  and  whenever  any  suit  shall  be 
V commenced  against  said  corporation,  the  process  shall  be  served  by  copy, 
"vhich  shall  be  left  with  the  recorder,  or  at  his  usual  place  of  residence,  at 
le^st  fivb^days  before  the  return  day  thereof. 

S^G.  7.  That  each  member  of  said  town  council,  before  entering  upon 
the  duties  ol  j^is  office,  shall  take  an  oath,  or  aflirmation,  to  support  the 
constitution  ot  jhe  United  States,  and  the  constitution  of  this  State,  and 
also  an  oath  of  \ffice. 

Sec.  8.  That  t^  town  council  shall  have  power  to  make,  ordain  and 
estab'Rsh  by-laws,  ru^g  and  regulations,  for  the  government  of  said  town, 
and  to  titer,  amend  o^i^epeal,  the  same  at  pleasure;  to  provide  for  the  ap- 
pointmeniofa  treasurefj^p^n  marshal,  and  such  other  subordinate  officers, 
as  thejrmay  think  necedt^ry;  to  prescribe  their  duties,  and  determine 
the  periods  ot  their  appoiriijoents,  to  fix  the  fees  they  shall  be  entitled  to 
for  their  servicts;  and  the  >Teasurer,  marshal,  and  other  officers  shall, 
before  entering  upon  the  duties,N|ke  an  oath  of  office,  and  shall  respectively 
give  bonds  with  security,  in  suchiqmsas  shall  be  determined  by  the  town 
council,  payable  to  th%  State  of  (i^io,  conditioned  fornhe  faithful  pet- 
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fOTnumce  of  their  respective  duties:  the  town  council  shall  also  have  pow- 
erio  fix  reasonable  fines  and  penalties  for  any  violation  of  the  laws  and 
ordinances  of  the  corporation,  and  to  provide  for  the  collection  and  dis* 
position  of  the  same:  Provided^  Such  by-laws,  ordinances,  rules  and  regu-> 
latfoos  be  not  inconsistent  with  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United 
States,  and  of  this  State:  And  Provided^  also^  That  no  by-law,  ordinance, 
role  or  regulation  shall  take  eSeti  or  be  in  force,  until  the  same  shall  have 
been  posted  up  for  two  weeks,  in  one  or  more  of  the  most  public  places  in 
said  corporation. 

Sec.  9.  That  the  town  council  shall,  at  the  expiration  of  each  and  eve- 
ry year,  cause  to  be  made  out  and  posted  up  as  aforesaid,  the  receipts  and 
expenditures  of  the  preceding  year. 

Sec  10.  That  the  town  council  shall  have  power  to  regulate  and 
improve  the  streets,  lanes  and  alleys,  and  to  determine  the  width  of  the 
side  walks  in  s^iid  town:  they  shall  have  power  to  remove  all  nuisances 
and  obstructions  from  the  streets  and  commons  of  said  town,  and  to  do 
ail  things  which  similar  corporations  have  power  to  do. 

Sec.  11.  That  for  the  purpose  of  more  effectually  enabling  said  town 
council  to  carry  into  effect  the  provisions  of  said  act,  they  are  hereby  au- 
thorized and  empowered  to  levy  a  tax  on  all  the  real  and  personal  pro- 
perty, subject  on  the  grand  levy  to  taxation,  within  the  limits  of  said  town, 
upon  the  appraisement  made  and  returned  upon  said  grand  levy:  PrO" 
vukdy  That  said  tax,  so  levied  by  said  town  council,  shall  not  in  any  one 
year  exceed  one  half  of  one  per  centum,  on  the  aggregate  amount  of 
all  such  taxable  property  within  the  limits  of  said  town;  and  the  said 
town  council  shall,  annually,  between  the  first  day  of  April,  and  the  first 
day  of  July,  determine  the  amount  of  tax  to  be  assessed  and  collected  for 
the  current  year. 

Sec.  1 3.    That  it  shall  be  the  dutv  of  the  recorder  of  said  corporation, 
to  make  out  duplicates  of  taxes,  charging  each  individual,  within  said  cor- 
poration, an  amount  of  tax  in  proportion  to  the  aggregate  value  of  the  tax* 
able  property  belonging  to  such  individual,  within  the  limits  of  said  corpo- 
ration, as  the  same  appears  upon  the  books  of  the  auditor  of  said  county 
of  Clermont;  and  the  said  recorder  shall  have  power  of  inspecting  the 
books  of  said  auditor,  and  to  take  any  minutes  or  transcripts  therefrom 
as  may  be  necessary  to  aid  him  in  the  dischai^  of  the  duties  hereby  <&- 
joined  upon  him,  free  of.  expense:  when  said  recorder  shall  have  m^de 
out  said  duplicates,  as  aforesaid,  he  shall  deliver  one  of  such  duplicate  to 
the  marshal  of  said  town,  or  to  such  other  person  as  may  be  app^nted 
collector,  whose  duty  it  shali  be  to  collect  taxes  charged  thereon  in  the 
same  manner,  and  under  the  same  regulations,  as  are  provided  ^7  I&w 
for  the  collection  of  Stite  and  county  taxes:  and  the  said  n^rshal  pr 
collector,  shall,  immeiKately  after  collecting  said  tax,  pay  the  iamerover 
to  the  treasurer  of  ^aid  corporation,  and  take  his  receipt  t^refor;  and 
the  said  marshal,  or  collector,  shall  have  the  same  power  to  sell  both 
real  and  personal  property,  as  is  given,  by  law,  to  couny  treasurers; 
and  when  necessarv,  the  recorder  shall    have  power  -o  make  deeds 
for  real  estate,  so  sold,  in  the  same  manner  that  county  Auditors  are,  by 
law,  empowered  to  do,  for  lands  sold  by  the  county  tp^asurer;  and  the 
marshal,   or  collector  shall   receive  such  f«es  for  hi'  services,  as  th^ 
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town  council  may  direct,  not  exceeding  six  per  cent,  on  all  moneys  so  by 
him  collected,  to  be  paid  by  the  treasurer, on  the  order  of  the  recorder. 

Sec.^  1 3.  That  the  said  town  council  shall  have  power  to  appropriate  any 
money  remaining  in  the  corporation  treasury,  to  the  improvement  of  the 
streets  alleys,  and  side  walks  of  said  town,  whenever  they  may  deem  it  ne* 
cessary,  and  to  make  any  other  improvement  which  may  conduce  to  the 
health  and  comfort  of  said  town. 

Sec«  14.  That  the  mayor  of  said  town  shall  be  a  conservator  of  the 
peace  within  the  limits  of  said  corporation,  and  shall  have  therein  all  the 
powers  and  jurisdiction  of  a  justice  of  the  peace,  in  all  matters,  civil  or 
criminal,  arising  under  the  laws  of  this  State:  he  shall  perform  all  the 
duties  enjoined  upon  him  by  the  laws  and  ordinances  of  the  corpora- 
tion; and  shall  give  bond  in  the  same  manner  that  justices  of  the  peace 
are  by  law  required;  and  appeals  may  be  taken  from  the  decision  of  the 
said  mayor,  in  all  cases,  where  by  law  appeals  are  allowed  from  the  decis- 
ions of  justices  of  the  peace,  and  in  the  same  manner. 

Sec  1 6.  That  the  marshal  shall  be  the  principal  ministerial  officer  of 
said  corporation,  and  shall  have  the  same  power  as  constables  have  by 
law;  and  his  authority,  in  the  execution  of  criminal  process,  shall  be  co- 
extensive with  the  limits  of  said  county  of  Clermont,  and  he  shall  receive 
for  his  services  such  fees  as  are  allowed  by  law  to  constables  in  similar 
eases,  for  like  services. 

Sec.  16.  That  the  mayor  shall  receive  for  his  services  such  fees  as  are 
allowed  by  law  to  justices  of  the  peace,  for  similar  services,  in  like  cases: 
the  recorder  shall  receive  such  fees  for  his  services,  as  shall  be  fixed  by  the 
by-laws  and  ordinances  of  the  corporation. 

Sec.  17.    That  if  no  election  shall  be  held  by  the  electors  of  said  town, 
on  the  second  Saturday  of  March  next,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  ten  house- 
holders of  said  town,  to  call  a  meeting  of  the  electors,  by  giving  ten  days 
notice  thereof,  in  writing,  to  be  posted  up  in  one  or  more  public  places 
in  said  town;  which  notice  shall  state  the  time,  and  place,  and  object  of 
meeting,  and  shall  be  signed  by  the  said  householder;  and  if  a  majority  of 
the  qualified  electors  of  said  town  shall  attend  at  the  time  and  place  spe- 
cified in  said  notice,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  them  to  proceed  to  the  election 
<^« officers  in  the  same  manner  as  hereinbefore  provided  for;  and  the  ofiS- 
cc^s  so  elected  shall  hold  their  offices  until  the  second  Saturday  of  March 
foIIWing,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified. 

Se^.  1 8.  That  Uie  said  corporation  shall  be  allowed  the  use  of  the 
count^ail,  for  the  imprisonment  of  such  persons  as  may  be  liable- to  im- 
prisoniN^nt  under  the  laws  and  ordinances  of  said  town;  and  all  persons 
so  impriQiied,  shall  be  under  the  charge  of  the  sherifi*  or  jailor,  as  in  other 
cases. 

Sec.  1 9v  That  any  future  Legislature  shall  have  power  to  alter,  amend, 
or  repeal  th^  act.

That  Matthew  Hubbard,  Horace  Wilder,  Roger  W.  Griswold,  Joab  Aus- 
tin, Gaius  W.  St.  John,  of  the  county  of  Ashtabula*,  Ephraim  Brown, 
John  Crowell,  Zaimon  Fitch,  George  Parsons,  Charles  Smith,  Cornelius 
Tonoson,  A'sahel  Medbury,  of  the  county  of  Trumbull;  and  Elderkin  Pot- 
ter, John  Smith,  David  Hanna,  John  Dixon,  John  Patrick,  and  William  G. 
Smith,  of  Columbiana  county;  be,  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  commis- 
sioners, under  the  direction  of  a  majority  of  whom,  subscriptions  may  be 
received  to  the  capital  stock  of  the  Ashtabula,  Warren  and  Liverpool 
Rail  road  Company,  hereby  incorporated;  and  they,  or  a  majority  of

That  all  persons  who  shall  become  stockholders  pursuant  to 
this  act,  shall  be,  and  are  hereby  created  a  body  corporate,  and  shall  be 
mod  remain  a  corporation  forever,  under  the  name  of  The  Ashtabula,  Wai^ 
ren  and  Liverpool  Rail  Road  Company;  and  by  that  name,  shall  be  capa- 
ble in  law  of  purchasing,holding,selling,leasingand  conveying  estates,  real, 
Eer8onal,and  mix€fd,80  far  as  the  same  shall  be  necessary  for  the  purposes 
ereinafter  mentioned,  and  no  further;  and  shall  have  perpetual  succession; 
and  by  said  corporate  name,  may  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue 
and  be  sued;  and  may  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  which  they  shall  have  ' 
power  to  alter  or  renew  at  their  pleasure;  and  shall  have,  enjov,  and  may 
exercise,  all  the  powers,  rights  and  privileges,  which  corporate  bodies  may 
lawfully  do,  for  the  purposes  mentioned  in  this  act. 
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Sec.  4.  That  upon  all  flubacriptions  there  shall  be  paid  at  the  time  of 
tubscribing)  to  the  said  commissioners  or  their  agents,  appointed  to  receive 
each  subscriptions,  five  per  cent  on  every  share  subscribed;  and  the  residue 
thereof  shall  be  paid  in  such  instalments,  and  at  such  times,  as  may  be  re- 
quired by  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company:  Provided^  No  pay- 
ment other  than  the  first  shall  be  demanded,  until  at  least  thirty  days  public 
notice  of  such  demand  shaA  have  been  given  by  said  president  and  direc*' 
tors  in  some  newspaper  of  general  circulation  in  the  State  of  Ohio,  and  in 
at  least  one  newspaper  in  each  county  through  which  said  road  passes;  and  if 
any  stockholder  shall  fail  or  neglect  to  pay  such  instalment  or  part  of  said 
subscription  thus  demanded,  for  the  space  of  sixty  days  next  after  the  time 
the  same  shall  be  due  and  payable,  the  said  president  and  directors,  upon 
giving  at  least  thirty  days  previous  notice  thereof,  in  manner  aforesaid, 
may,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized,  to  sell  at  public  vendue  so  many  of 
the  shares  of  the  said  delinquent  stockholder  or  stockholders,  as  shall  be 
necessary  to  pay  such  instalment,  and  the  expenses  of  advertising  and  sale, 
and  transfer  the  shares  so  sold  to  the  purchasers;  and  the  residue  of  the 
money  arising  from  such  sale,  after  paying  such  instalments  and  expense^ 
shall  be  paid  to  said  stockholder  on  demand. 

Sec.  5.  That  at  the  expiration  of  ten  days,  for  which  the  books  are  first 
opened,  if  one  thousand  shares  of  said  capital  stock  shall  have  been  sub- 
scribed; or,  if  not,  as  soon  thereafter  as  the  same  shall  be  subscribed,  if 
within  three  years  after  the  first  opening  of  the  books,  the  said  commis- 
sioners, or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  call  a  general  meeting  of  the  stock- 
holders, at  such  time  and  place  as  they  may  appoint,  and  shall  give  at  least 
nxty  days  previous  notice  thereof;  and  at  sucn  meeting  the  said  commis- 
sioners shall  lay  the  subscription  books  before  the  stockholders  then  and 
there  present;  and  thereupon  the  said  stockholders,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
diall  elect  thirteen  directors  by  ballot,  a  majority  of  whom  shajl  be  com- 
petent to  manage  the  affairs  of  said  company;  they  shall  have  the  power 
of  electing  a  president  of  said  company,  from  among  the  directors,  and  of 
allowing  him  such  compensation  as  they  may  deem  proper;  and  in  said  elec- 
tion, and  on  all  other  occasions  wherein  a  vote  of  the  stockholders  of  said 
company  is  to  be  taken,  each  stockholder  shall  be  allowed  one  vote  for 
every  share  owned  by  him  or  her;  and  every  .stockholder  may  depute  any 
other  stockholder  to  vote  and  act  for  him  or  her,  as  his  or  her,  or  their  proxy ; 
and  the  commissioners  aforesaid,  or  any  three  of  them,  shall  be  judges  of 
the  first  election  of  said  directors. 

Sec.  6.  That  to  continue  the  succession  of  the  president  und  directors 
of  said  company,  seven  directors  shall  be  chosen  annually  on  the  third  Mon- 
day of  October  in  every  year,  in  the  town  of  Warren,  Trumbull  county,  or 
at  such  other  place  on  the  line  of  said  road,  as  a  majority  of  the  directors 
shall  appoint;  and  if  any  vacancy  shall  occur  by  death,  resignation,  or 
otherwise,  of  any  president  or  director,  before  the  year  for  which  he  was 
elected  shall  expire,  a  person  to  fill  such  vacant  place  for  the  residue  of 
the  year  may  be  appointed  by  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company  or 
a  majority  of  them;  and  that  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company  shall 
hold  and  exercise  their  offices  until  a  new  election  of  president  and  direc- 
tors; and  that  all  elections  which  are  by  this  act,  or  the  by-laws  of  the  com- 
pany, to  be  made,  on  a  particular  day  or  at  a  particular  time,  if  not  made 
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^n  such  daj  or  timeftDaj  be  made  at  any  time  within  thirty  days  thereafter. 
Sec.  7.  That  a  general  meeting  of  the  stockholders  shall  be  held  anni^ 
ally  at  the  time  and  place  appointed  for  the  election  of  directors  of  ssud  com- 
pany ;  that  meetings  may  he  called  at  any  time  during  the  intervad  between 
the  said  annaal  meetings,  by  the  president  and  directors,  or  a  majority  of 
them,  or  by  the  stockholders  owning  at  least  one  fourth  of  the  stock 
subscribed,  upon  giving  at  least  thirty  days  notice  of  the  time  and  place 
of  holding  the  same,  as  provided  in  the  fifth  section  of  this  act;  and 
when  any  such  meetings  are  called  by  the  stockholders,  such  notice  shall 
specify  the  particular  object  of  the  call;  and  if,  at  any  such  meeting,  a  ma- 
jority in  value  of  the  stockholders  are  not  present,  in  person  or  by  proxy, 
such  meeting  shall  be  adjourned  from  day  to  day  without  transacting  any 
business,  for  any  time  not  exceeding  three  days;  and  if,  within  said  three 
days,  stockholders  holding  a  majority  in  value  of  the  stock  subscribed,  do 
not  thus  attend,  such  meeting  shall  then  proceed  to  business* 

Sec.  8.  That  (at)  any  regular  annual  meeting  of  the  stockholders  of 
said  company,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  and  directors  in  office 
for  the  previous  year,  to  exhibit  a  full,  dear  and  distinct  statement  of  the 
aflfairs  of  the  company;  that  (at)  any  called  meeting  of  the  stockholders,  a 
Biajoritr  of  those  present,  in  person  or  by  proxy,  may  require  similar  state- 
ments u'om  the  president  and  directors,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  furnish  them 
when  thus  required;  and  that  at  all  general  meetings  of  the  stockholders, 
a  majority  in  value  of  all  the  stockholders  in  said  company  may  remove 
from  office  any  president  or  any  of  the  directors  of  said  company,  and  may 
appoint  ottiers  in  their  stead- 
Sec.  9.  That  any  president  and  director  of  said  company,  before  he 
acts  as  sudi,  shall  take  an  oath  or  affirmation,  as  the  case  may  be,  that  he 
will  well  and  truly  discharge  the  duties  of  his  said  office  to  the  best  of  his 
skill  and  abilities. 

Sec.  10.'  That  the  said  president  and  directors,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
may  appoint  all  such  officers,  engineers,  agents  or  servants  whatsoever,  as 
they  may  deem  necessary  for  the  transaction  of  the  business  of  the  compa* 
ny,  and  may  remove  any  of  them  at  their  pleasure;  that  they,  or  a  majori- 
ty of  them,  shall  have  power  to  determine  by  contract  the  compensation  of 
all  officers,  engineers,  agents  or  servants,  in  the  employ  of  said  company, 
and  to  determine  by  their  by-laws  the  manner  of  adjusting  and  settling  all 
accounts  against  the  said  company;  and  also  the  manner  and  evidence 
of  transfers  of  stock  in  said  company,  and  they,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall 
have  po^er  to  pass  all  by-laws  which  they  may  deem  necessary  or  proper 
for  exercisiag  all  the  powers  vested  in  the  company  hereby  incorporated, 
and  for  carrying  the  objects  of  this  act  into  effect- 
Sec.  11.  That  the  said  corporation  shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby  vested 
with  the  right  to  construct  a  double  or  single  rail  road,  or  way,  from  Ashta- 
bula harbor,  in  the  county  of  Ashtabula,  through  Warren,  in  the  county  of 
Trumbull,  to  Liverpool,  in  the  county  of  Columbiana,  and  to  connect  the 
same  by  branches  with  any  other  rail  road  constructed  in  the  vicinity  of 
said  read,  with  the  consent  of  the  company  with  which  it  is  proposed  to 
unite  said  road:  Protided^  That  no  branch  shall  be  constructed  until  the 
main  route  from  Ashtabula  harbor  to  Liverpool,  on  the  Ohio  river,  has  been 
completed ;  to  transport,  take,  and  carry  property  and  persons  upon  the 
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lame,  bj  the  power  and  forte  of  steam,  of  animals,  ot  of  anj  mechanical  or 
other  powers,  or  of  anj  combinatioa  of  them,  which  the  said  corporation 
may  choose  to  emploj. 

Sec.  IS*  That  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company  shall  be^ 
and  ihej  are  hereby  invested  with  all  rights  and  powers  necessary  for  the 
location,  construction,  and  repair  of  said  road,  not  exceeding  one  hundred 
feet  wide,  wi^h  as  many 'sets  of  tracks  as  the  said  president  and  directors 
may  deem  necessary;  and  that  they  may  cause  to  be  made,  contract  with 
otheni  for  making  said  rail  road,  or  any  part  of  it;  and  they,  or  their  agents, 
or  those  with  whom  they  may  contract  for  making  any  part  of  the  same, 
may  enter  upon,  and  use  and  excavate,  any  land  which  may  be  wanted  for 
the  site  of  said  road,  or  for  any  other  purpose  necessary  and  useful  in  the 
construction,  or  in  the  repair  of  said  road  or  its  works;  and  that  they  may 
build  bridges,  may  fix  scales  and  weights,  may  lay  rails,  may  take  and  use 
any  earth,  timber,  gravel,  stone,  or  other  materials,  which  may  be  wanted 
for  the  construction  or  repair  of  any  part  of  said  road,  or  any  of  its  works; 
and  may  make  and  construct  all  works  whatsoever,  which  may  be  deemed 
necessary  in  the  construction  or  repair  of  said  road. 

Sec.  13.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company,  or  a  ma- 
jority of  them,  or  any  persons  authorized  by  them,  or  a  majority  of  th^m, 
may  agree  with  the  owner  ^r  owners  of  any  lands,  earth,  timber,  gmvel, 
stones,  or  other  materials,  or  any  improvements  which  may  be  wanted  for 
the  construction  or  repair  of  said  road,  or  any  of  their  works,  for  the  pur- 
chase, use,  or  occupation  of  the  same;  and  if  they  cannot  agree,  and  if  the 
owner  or  owners,  or  any  of  them,  be  a  feme  covert^  under  age,  rum  compos 
meniis^  or  out  of  the  county  in  which  the  property  wanted  ma}'  lie,  when 
such  lands  and  materials  may  be  wanted,  application  may  be  made  to  any 
justice  of  the  peace  of  said  county,  setting  forth  the  facts  in  trriting  and 
under  oath;  who  shall  thereupon  issue  his  warrant,  under  his  habd  and  seal, 
directed  to  the  sheriff  of  said  county,  or  to  some  disinterested  person,  if  the 
sheriff  shall  be  interested,  requiring  him  to  summon  a  jury  of  rwelve  men, 
inhabitants  of  said  county,  not  related,  or  in  any  wise  interested,  to 
meet  on  the  land  or  near  to  the  other  property  or  materials  to  be 
valued,  on  a  day  named  in  said  warrant,  not  less  than  ten  noi  more  than 
twenty  days  afler  the  issuing  of  the  same;  and  if,  at  the  said  tim&  and  place, 
any  of  said  persons  summoned  do  not  attend,  the  said  sherifi^  or  summoner, 
'shall  immediately  summon  as  many  persons  as  may  be  necessaiy,  with  the 
persons  in  attendance,  to  furnish  a  pannel  of  twelve  jurors  in  attendance, 
and  from  them,  each  party,  or  his,  her,  or  their  agent,  if  either  he  not  pre- 
sent in  person  or  by  c^ent,  the  sheriff  or  summoner,  for  him,  her,  or  them^ 
may  strike  off  three  jurors,  and  the  remaining  six  shall  act  as  a  jury  of  in- 
quest of  damages;  and  before  they  act,  the  said  sheriff  or  summoner,  shall 
administer  to  each  of  them  an  oath  or  affirmation,  as  the  case  may  be,  that 
they  will  faithfiilly  and  impartially  value  the  damages  which  the  owner  or 
owners  will  sustain  by  use  or  occupation  of  the  same,  required  by  said  com- 
pany; and  the  jury  estimating  the  damages,  if  for  the  ground  occupied  by 
said  road,  shall  take  into  the  estimate  the  benefits  resulting  to  said  owner  or 
owners,  by  reason  of  said  road  passing  through  or  upon  the  land  of  such 
owner  or  owners,  towards  the  extinguishment  of  such  claim  for  damages; 
and  the  said  jury  shall  reduce  their  inquiritioti  to  writing,  and  shall  sign  and 
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seal  the  same;  and  it  shall  then  bereturned  to  the  clerkof  thet:oQrtx>f  com> 
mon  pleas  of  said  county,  and  by  such  clerk  filed  in  his  office;  and  shall  be 
confirmed  bj  the  said  court  at  its  next  session,  if  bo  sufficient  cause  to  fbe 
contrary  be  shown;  and  when  confirmed,  shall  be  recorded  by  said  clerk, 
at  the  expense  of  said  company;  but  if  set  aside, the  court  may  direct  ano- 
ther inquisition  to  be  taken  in  manner  above  prescribed;  and  such  inquish> 
tion  shall  describe  the  property  taken,  or  the  bounds  of  the  land  condemned; 
and  such  valuation  when  paid,  or  tendered  to  the  owner  or  owners  of  said 
property,  or  bisj  her,  or  their  legal  representatives,  shall  entitle  said  com* 
pany  to  the  full  right  of  such  personal  property,  and  to  the  tise  and  occu- 
pation of  such  landed  property,  in  the  same  thus  valued,  as  fully  as  if  it 
had  been  conveyed  by  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  same;  and  the  vsJua- 
tion,  if  not  received  when  tender^,  may  at  any  time  thereafter  be  receiv- 
ed from  the  company  without  cost,  by  the  owner  or  owners,  his,  her,  or  their 
legal  representativje  or  representatives;  and  that  such  sheriiTor  summoner, 
and  jurors,  shall  be  entitled  to  demand  and  receive  from  the  said  company 
the  same  fees  as  are  allowed  for  like  services  in  cases  of  fixing  the  valuation 
of  real  estate  previous  to  ^Ic  under  execution. 

Sec.  14.  That  whenever,  in  the  construction  of  such  road,  it  shall  be 
necessary  to  cross  or  intersect  any  established  road  or  way,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company  so  to  construct  the  scdd 
rail  road  or  way  as  not  to  impede  the  passage  or  transportation  of  persons 
or  propertv  along  the  same;  or  when  it  shall  be  necessary  to  pass  through 
the  land  of  any  individual,  it  shall  also  be  their  duty  to  provide  for  such  in- 
dividual proper  wagon  ways  across  said  road,  from  one  part  of  his  land  to 
another,  without  delay. 

Sec.  15.  That  if  said  company  shall  neglect  to  provide  proper  wagon 
ways  across  said  road,  as  required  by  the  fourteenth  section  of  this  ac^  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  any  individual  to  sue  said  company,  and  to  be  entitled  to 
such  damages  as  a  jury  may  think  him  or  her  entiued  to,  for  such  neglect 
on  the  part  of  said  company- 
Sec.  1 6.  That  if  it  shall  be  necessary  for  such  company  in  the  selection 
of  the  route  or  construction  of  the  road  to  be  by  them  laid  out  and  con- 
structed, or  any  part  of  it,  to  connect  the  same  with,  or  to  use  any^  turn- 
pike road  or  bridge,  made  or  erected  by  any  company  or  persons  incor- 
porated, or  authorized  by  any  law  of  this  State  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
said  president  and  directors,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized,  to  contract 
or  agree  with  any  such,  other  corporation  or  persons,  for  the  right 
to  use  such  road  or  bridge,  for  the  transfer  of  any  of  the  corporate 
or  other  rights  and  privileges  of  such  corporation  or  persons,  to  the  said 
company  hereby  incorporated  :^and  every  such  other  incorporationor  per- 
sons incorporated  by,  or  acting  under  the  laws  of  this  State,  is,  and  are 
hereby  authorized  to  make  such  arrangement,  contract  or  transfer,  by  and 
through  the  agency  of  the  person  authorized  by  their  respective  acts  of 
incorporation,  to  exercise  their  corporate  powers,  or  by  such  persons  as 
byanylawof  this  State,  are  entrusted  vvith  the  management  and  direc- 
tion of  said  turnpike,  road  or  bridge,  or  any  other  rights  and  privileges 
aforesaid;  and  any  contractor  agreement  or  transfer,  made  in  pursuance 
of  the  power  and  authority  hereby  granted,  when  executed  by  the  several 
parties,  under  their  respective  corporate  seals,  or  otherwise  legally  authen- 
21— L 
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ticated,  shall  vest  in  the  coi?ipany  hereby  incorporated,  all  such  road^'* 
part  of  road,  rights  and  privileges,  and  the  right  to  use  and  enjoy  the 
same,  as  fully  to  all  intents  and  purposes  as  they  now  are  or  might  h^ 
used  and  exercised  by  the  said  corporation  or  persons  in  whom  they  are 
now  vested. 

Sec*  17.  That  the  said  president  and  directors  shall  have  power  to 
purchase,  with  the  funds  of  the  company,  and  place  on  any  railroad  con- 
structed by  them  under  this  act,  all  machines,  wagons,  vehicles  or  carri- 
ages of  any  description  whatsoever,  which  they  may  deem  necessary  or 
proper  for  the  purpose  of  transportation  on  said  road,  and  that  they  may 
demand  and  receive  for  tolls  upon,  and  the  transportation  of  persons,  goods, 
produce,  merchandize,  or  other  property  of  any  kind  whatsoever,  trans- 
ported by  them  along  said  rail  road,  any  sum  not  exceeding  the  following 
rales:  on  all  goods,  merchandize,  or  other  property  of  any  description 
whatsoever,  transported  by  them,  a  sum  not  exceeding  one  and  one  half 
cents  per  mile  for  tolls;  and  five  cents  on  a  ton  per  mile  for  transporta- 
tion on  all  goods,  produce,  merchandize,  or  property  of  any  description 
whatsoever,  transported  by  them  or  their  agents;  and  for  the  transportation 
of  passengers,  not  exceeding  three  cents  per  mile  for  each  passenger,  and 
it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  other  company,  or  any  person  or  persons  what- 
soever, to  transport  in  proper  cars  or  carriages,  any  persons,  merchan- 
dize, produce  or  property  of  any  description  whatsoever,  along  said  road 
or  any  part  thereof,  subject  to  such  rules  and  regulations  as  the  said 
,  president  and  directors  may  prescribe  under  the  provisions  of  this  act;  and 
the  said  road,  with  all  their  works,  improvements  and  profits,  and  all  ma- 
chinery used  by  them  on  said  road  for  transportation,  are  hereby  vested 
in  said  company,  incorporated  by  this  act,  and  their  successors  forever; 
and  the  shares  of  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  deemed  and 
considered  personal  property,  transferable  by  assignment,  agreeable  to 
the  by-laws  of  said  company.' 

Sec.  18.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  president  and  directors  of  said 
company,  when  they  may  deem  it  necessary,  to  borrow  any  sum  of  mon- 
ey from  any  person,  or  persons,  corporation  or  company,  not  exceeding 
the  amount  which  shall  have  been  paid  in  by  the  stockholders  of  the  said 
company,  for  the  purpose  of  completing  the  aforesaid  rail  road,  or  for 
otherwise  carrying  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  by  their 
corpiDniff  seal  to  mortgage  or  pledge  the  capital  stock  of  the  said  com- 
pany \ox  Ihe  payment  of  the  same:  Provided^  That  such  loan  shall 
have  been  agreed  to  by  a  majority  in  value  of  all  the  stockholders  of  said 
company.- 

Sec.  19.  That  the  said  president  and  directors,  shall,  semi-annually, 
declare  and  make  a  dividend  of  all  the  nett  profits  arising  from  theresour- 
Cjgs  ofsaid  company,  and  shall  divide  the  same  amongst  the  stockholders 
of  said  company  in  JDroportion  to  their  respective  shares;  reserving  from 
the  same,  a  sum  sufficient .  to  meet  the  current  contingent  expenses  and 
debts  of  the  company. 

Sec.  20.  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  wilfully,  by  any  means 
whatsoever,  injure,  impair  or  destroy  any  part  of  the  said  rail  road,  con- 
structed by  said  company,  under  this  act,  or  any  of  the  works,  buildings 
or  machinery  of  said  company,  such  person  or  persons,  so  offending,  shall 
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•'^ach  of  them,  for  every  such  offence,  forfeit  jjnd  pay  to  the  said  company, 
^.  any  sum  not  exceeding  three  fold  the  damages,  which  may  be  recovered 
in  the  name  of  the  company,  by  an  action  of  debt  in  the  court  of  com- 
mon pleas  for  the  county  wherein  the  offence  shall  have  been  committed; 
and  snail  also  be  subject  to  an  indictment  in  said  court,  and  upon  convic- 
tion of  such  offence,  shall  be  punished*  by  fine  and  imprisonment,  at  the 
discretion  of  the  court. 

Sec.  21.  That  if  said  rail  road  shall  not  be  finished  within  twenty 
years  from  the  passage  oi  this  act,  then  this  act  shall  be  null  and  void. 

Sec.  22.  That  the  State  shall  have  the  right,  after  the  expiration  of 
thirty-five  years  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  to  purchase  and  hold  the 
same^  for  the  use  of  the  State,  by  paying  to  said  company  the  amount  ex- 
pended by  them  in  the  location,  construction  and  permanent  fixtures  of 
said  road,  with  fifteen  per  centum  thereon:  Provided^  koioever^  That  the 
sum  so  to  be  paid  by  the  State  together. with  tolls  received  by  the  compa- 
ny, shall  not  be  less  than  the  amount  by  them  expended  upon  said  road  and 
fixtures,  with  six  per  centum  per  annum  thereon:  of  which  cpst  and  tolls 
an  accurate  account  shall  be  kept  and  submitted  to  the  General  Assembly, 
duly  attested  by  the  oath  of  the  officers  of  said  company,  if  the  General 
Assembly  shair  require  it;  any  future  Legislature  may  alter  or  amend  this 
act,  so  far  as  to  regulate  the  rate  of  tolls  to  be  charged  by  said  company 
for  the  transportation  of  the  mail. 

Sec.  23.  That  this  act  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  public  act,  and  shall 
be  so  construed  iaall  courts  of  justice  and  elsewhere.

Sec.   Ir    Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^ 
That  James  Butler,  Van  R.  Humphrey,  Augustus  Baldwin,  Israel  Town, 
George  B*  Depey ster,  Nathan  Button,  W illiam  Pomeroy,  Charles  L.  Rhodes, 
Thomas  Earl,  and  Joshua  Woodward,  of  Portage  county;  Charles  M. 
Giddings,  Harman  C.  Baldwin,  S.  J.Andrews,  and  Frederick  Whitlesey, 
of  Cuyhoga  county«.be,  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners,  un- 
der the  direction  of  a  majority  of  whom,  subscriptions  may  be  received  to 
the  capital  stock  of  the  ^Cuyahoga  and  Erie  Rail  Road  Company,  hereby 
iQcorporated;  and  they,  or  a  majority  of  them,  may  cause  books  to  be 
opened  in  the  counties  of  Cuyahoga,  and  Portage,  at  such  limes  and  places 
as  they  may  direct,  and  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  subscriptions  to  the 
capital  stock  of  said  company,  after  having  given  thirty  days  notice  of  the 
time  and  place  of  opening  the  same ;  ^nd  that,  upon  the  first  opening  of 


said  books,  they^  shall  be  Kept  open  for  at  lenst  ten  days  in  successioir, 
from  ten  o'clock  A.  M.  until  two  o'clock  P.  M*;  and  if,  at  the  expiration 
of  that  period,  such  a  subscription  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company,  as 
is  necessary  to  its  incorporation,  shall  not  have  been  obtained,  then  said 
nommissioners,  or  a  majority  of  them,  may  cause  said  books  to  be  opened 
from  time  to  time,  after  the  expiration  of  said  ten  days,  and  for  the  space 
of  three  years  thereafter;  and  if  any  ofsaid  commissioners  shall  die,  resign^ 
or  retiflse  to  act,  during  the  continuance  of  the  duties  devolved  upon  them 
by  this  act,  another  or  others  may  be  appointed  in  his  or  their  stead,  by 
the  remaining  commissioners,  or  a  majority  of  them. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  capital  stock  of  the  Cuyahoga  and  Erie  rail-road  Com- 
pany, shall  be  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  and  shall  be  divided 
m  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each;  and  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  said 
corporation,  to  commence  the  construction  of  the  said  rail  road  or  way^ 
and  enjoy  all  the  powers  and  privileges  conferred  by  this  act,  so  soon  as 
the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars  shall  be  subscribed  to  said  stock. 

Sec.  3..  That  all  persons  who  shall  become  stockholders  pursuant  to 
this  act,  shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby  created  a  body  corporate,  and  shall 
be  and  remain  a  corporation  forever,  under  the  name  of  the  Cuyahoga 
and  Erie  Rail  Road  Company;  and  by  that  name  shall  be  capable  in  law 
of  purchasing,  holding,  selling,  leasing,  and  conveying  estates,  real,  per- 
sonal, and  mixed,  so  far  as  the  same  shall  be  necessary  for  the  purposes 
hereinafter  mentioned,  and  no  further;  and  shallhave  perpetual  succession; 
and  by  said  corporate  name  may  contract  and  be  contracted  with;  sue 
and  be  sued;  and  may  have  and  me  a  common  seal,  which  they  shall  have 
power  to  alter  or  renew  at  pleasure;  and  shall  have,  enjoy,  and  may  exer- 
cise, all  the  powers,  rights,  and  privileges,  which  corporate  bodies,  may 
lawfully  do,  for  the  purposes  inentioned  in  this  ^ct. 

Sec.  4.  That  upon  all  subscriptions,  there  shall  be  paid  at  the  time  of 
subscribing,  to  the  said  commissioners  or  their  agents,  appointed  to  receive 
such  subscription,  the' sum  of  five  dollars  on  every  share  subscribed;  and 
the  residue  thereof  shall  be  paid  in  such  instalments,  and  at  such  times,  as 
may  be  required  by  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company :  Provided^ 
No  payment  other  than  the  first  shall  be  demanded,until  at  least  thirty  days 
public  notice  of  such  demand  shall  be  given  by  said  president  and  directors 
m  some  newspaper  of  general  circulation  in  the  State  of  Ohio;  and  in  the 
said  counties  of  Portage  and  Cuyahoga:  and  if  any  stockholder  shall  fail 
orneglectto  pay  nny  instalment  or  part  of  said  subscription  thusdemaDd- 
ed,  for  the  space  of  sixty  days  next  after  the  time  the  same  shall  be  due 
and  payable,  the  said  president  and  directors,  upon  giving  at  least  thirty 
days  pre viousr  notice  thereof,  in  manner  aforesaid,  may,  and  they  are  here- 
by authorized  to  sell  at  public  vendue  so  many  of  the  shares  of  the  said 
delinquent  stockholder  or  stockholders,  as  shall  be  necessary  to  pay  such 
instalment,  and  the  expenses  of  advertising  and  sale,  and  transfer  the  shares 
so  sold  to  the  purchasers;  and  the  residue  of  the  money  arising  from  such 
sale,  after  paying  such  instalment  and  expense,  shall  be  paid  to  said  stock- 
holder on  demand. 

Sec.  5.  That  at  the  expiration  of  ten  days,  for  which  the  books  are 
first  opened,  if  seventy-five  shares  of  said  capital  stock  shall  have  been  sub- 
scribed; or  if  not,  as  soon  thereafter  as  the  same  shall  be  subscribed,  if 
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within  three  years  after  the  first  opening  of  the  books,  the  saicji  commission* 
ers,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  call  a  general  meeting  of  the  stockholders^ 
at  such  time  and  place  as  they  may  appoint,  and  shall  give  at  least  sixty 
days  previous  notice  thereof;  and  at  such  meeting  the  said  commissioners 
shall  lay  the  subscription  books  before  the  stockholders  then  and  there  pre- 
sent; and  thereupon  the  said  stockholders,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall 
elect  twelve  directors  by  ballot,  a  majority  of  whom  shall  be  competent 
to  manage  the  affairs  of  said  company:  they  shall  have  the  power  ot  elect- 
ing a  president  of  said  company,  either  from  among  said  directors  or  others, 
and  of  allowing  him  such  compensation  as  they  may  deem  proper;  and  in 
said  election,  and  on  all  other  occasions  wherein  a  vote  of  the  stockholders 
of  said  company  is  taken,  each  stockholder  shall  be  allowed  one  vote  for 
every  share  owned  by  it,  him  or  her;  and  every  stockholder  may  depute 
any  other  person  to  vote,  and  act  for  him  or  her,  as  bis  or  their  proxy: 
and  the  commissioners  aforesaid,  or  any  of  them,  shall  be  judges  of  the  first 
election  of  said  directors* 

Sec.  6.  That  to  continue  the  succession  of  the  president  and  directors 
of  said  company,  twelve  directors  shall  be  chosen  annually  on  the  third 
Monday  of  October  in  every  year,  in  the  town  of  Franklin,  in  the  county 
of  Portage,  or  at  such  other  place  as  a  majority  of  the  directors  shall  ap- 
point: and  if  any  vacancy  shall  occur  by  death,  resignation,  or  otherwise, 
of  any  president  or  director,  before  the  year  for  which  he  was  elected  had 
expired,  a  person  to  fill  such  vacant  place  for  the  residue  of  the  year  may 
be  apppinted  by  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company,  or  a  majo* 
rity  of  them;  and  that  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company  shall 
hold  and  exercise  their  offices  until  a  new  election  of  president  and  direc- 
tors; and  that  elections  which  are  by  this  act,  or  by  the  by-laws  of  the 
company,  to  be  made,  on  a  particular  day  or  at  a  particular  time,  if  not 
made  on  such  a  day  or  time,  may  be  made  at  any  time  within  thirty  days 
thereafter. 

Sec.  7.  That  a  general  meeting  of  the  stockholders  shall  be  held  annu- 
ally at  the  time  and  place  appointed  for  the  election  of  president  and  di- 
rectors of  said  company;  that  meetings  may  be  called  at  any  time  during 
the  interval  between  the  said  annual  meetings,  by  the  president  and  direc- 
tors, or  a  majority  of  them,  or  by  the  stockholders  owning  at  least  one 
fourth  of  the  stock  subscribed,  upon  giving  at  least  thirty  days  public  no- 
tice ofthe  time  and  place  of  holding  the  same;  and  when  any  such  meet* 
ingg  are  called  by  the  stockholders,  such  notice  shall  specify  the  particular 
o^ect  ofthe  call;  and  if  at  any  such  called  meeting,  a  majority  in  value" 
of  the  stockholders  of  said  copipany  are  not  present,  in  person  or  by 
proxy,  such  meeting  shall  be  adjourned  from  day  to  day  without  transact- 
ing any  business,  for  any  time  not  exceeding  three  days,and  if,  within  said 
three  days,  stockholders  holding  a  majority  in  value  of  the  stock  subscrib- 
ed, do  not  thus  attend,  such  meeting  shall  be  dissolved. 

Sec*  8.  That  at  the  regular  meetings  of  the  stockholders  pf  said  com- 
pany, it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  and  directors  in'ofSce  for  the 
previous  year,  to  exhibit  a  clear  and  distinct  statement  of  the  afiairs  of  the 
company;  that  (at)  any  called  meeting  of  the  stockholders,  a  majority  of 
those  present,  in  person  or  by  proxy,  may  require  similar  statements  from 
the  president  and  directors,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  furnish  them  when 
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thus  required,  aiid  that  at  all  general  meetings  of  the  stockholders,  a  majority 
in  value  of  all  the  stockholders  of  said  company,  may  remove  from  office 
any  president  or  any  of  the  directors  of  said  company,  and  may  appoint 
officers  in  their  stead* 

Sec.  9.  That  any  president  and  director  of  said  company,  before  he 
acts  as  such,  shall  take  an  oath  or  affirmation,  that  he  will  well  and 
truly  discharge  the  duties  of  his  said  office  to  the  best  of  his  skill  and 
judgment. 

Sec. ,  10.  That  the  said  president  and  directors,  or  a  majority  of  them^ 
may  appoint  all  such  officers,  engineers,  agents  or  servants,  whatsoever, 
as  they  may  deem  necessary  for  the  transaction  of  the  business  of  the 
company,  and  may  remove  any  of  them  at  their- pleasure;  that  they,  or  a 
majority  of  them,  shall  have  power  to  determine  by  contract  the  compen- 
sation of  all  engineers,  officers,  agents  or  servants,  in  the  employ  of  said 
company,  and  to  determine  by  their  by-laws  the  manner  and  evidence  of 
transfers  of  stock  in  said  company:  and  they,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall 
have  power  to  pass  all  by-laws  which  they  may  deem  necessary  or  proper 
for  e;cercis!ng  all  the  powers  vested  in  the  company  hereby  incorporated, 
and  for  carrying  the  objects  of  this  act  into  effect:  Provided^  only,  That 
such  by-laws  shall  not  be  contrary  to  the  laws  of  this  State,  or  of  the 
United  States. 

Sec.  11.  That  said  corporation  shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby  vested 
with  the  right  to  construct  a  double  or  single  Rail-road,  or  way,  from  Cleve- 
land, in  the  county  of  Cuyah6ga,  to  Franklin,  in  the  county  of  Portage;  ta 
transport,  take  and  carry  property  and  persons  upon  the  same,  by  the 
power  and  force  of  steam,  of  animals,  or  of  any  mechanical  or  other  pow- 
er, or  of  any  combination  of  them,  which  the  said  corporation  may  choose* 
to  employ.  / 

Sec.  12.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company  shall  be^ 
and  are  hereby  invested  with  all  rights  and  powers  necessary  for  the  lo- 
cation, construction  and  repair  of  said  road,  not  exceeding  one  hundred 
feet  wide,  with  as  many  sets  of  tracks  as  the  said  president  and  directors 
may  deem  necessary;and  they  may  cause  to  be  made,  contract  with  others 
for  making  said  Rail-road,  or  any  part  of  it;  and  they,  or  their  agents,  or 
those  with  whom  they  may  contract  for  making  any  part  of  the  same, 
may  enter  upon,  and  use  and  excavate  any  land  which  may  be  wanted  for 
the  site  of  said  road,  or  for  any  other  purpose  necessary  and  useful  in  the 
construction  or  in  the  repair  of  said  road  orits  works ;  and  that  they  may  build 
bridges,  and  fix  scales  and  weights,  may  lay  rails,  may  take  and  use  any 
earth,  timber,  gravel,  stone,  or  other  materials  which  may  be  wanted,  for 
the  construction  or  repair  of  any  part  of  said  road,  or  any  pf  its  works;  and 
may  make  and  construct  all  works  whatsoever,  which  may  be  necessary 
in  the  construction  or  repair  of  said  road. 

Sec.  13.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company,  or  a  ma- 
jority, of  theqi,  or  any  persons  authorized  by  them,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
may  agree  with  the  owner  or  owners  of  any  lands,  earth,  timber,  gravel, 
or  stone,  or  other  materials,  or  any  improvements  which  may  be  wanted 
for  the  construction  or  repair  of  said  road,  or  any  of  their  works,  for  the 
purchase,  or  use  or  occupation  of  the  same :  and  if  they  cannot  agree,  and 
if  the  owner  or  owners,  or  any  of  them,  be  a  married  woman,  iosane  per^ 
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Mn,  or  idiot,  or  out  of  the  county  in  which  the  property  wanted  may  Iie^ 
when  such  lands  and  materials  may  be  wanted,  application  may  be  made 
to  any  justice  of  the  peace  of  such  county,  who  shall  thereupon  issue  his 
warrant  under  his  hand  and  seal,  directed  to  the  sheriff  of  said  county,  or 
to  some  disinterested  person  if  the  sheriff  shall  be  interested,  requiring 
him  to  summon  a  jury  of  twelve  men,  inhabitants  of  said  county,  not  rela* 
ted  or  in  any  wise  interested,  to  meet  on  the  land  or  near  to  the  other  prop- 
erty or  materials  to  be  valued,  on  a  day  named  in  said  warrant,  not  less 
than  ten  nor  more  than  twenty  days  after  the  issuing  of  the  saipe:  and  if, 
at  the  same  time  and  place,  any  of  said  pesons  do  not  attend,  the  said  sher- 
iff, or  summoner,  shall  immediately  summon  as  many  persons  as  may  be 
necessary,  with  the  persons  in  attendance,  to  furnish  a  pannel  of  twelve 
jurors  in  attendance,  and  from  them,  each  party,  or  its,  his,  or  her  or  their 
agen  t,  the  sheriff,  or  summoner,  for  him,  her,  it  or  them,  may  strike  off  three 

i'urors,  and  the  remaining  six  shall  act  as  a  jury  of  inquest  of  damages;  and 
before  they  act  as  such,  the  said  summoner  or  sheriff,  shall  administer  to 
each  of  them  an  oath  or  affimation,  as  the  case  may  be,  that  they  will  faith- 
fully and  impartially  value  the  damages  which  the  owner  or  owners  will 
sustain  by  use  or  occupation  of  the  same,  required  by  said  company;  and 
the  jury  estimating  the  damages,  if  for  the  ground  occupied  by  said  road, 
shall  take  into  the  estimate  the  benefits  resulting  to  said  owner  or  owners,  by 
reason  of  said  road  passing  through  or  upon  the  land  of  such  owner  or  owners, 
towards  the  extinguishment  of  such  claim  for  damages;  and  the  said  jury 
shall  reduce  their  inquisition  to  writing,  and  shall  sign  and  seal  the  same; 
and  it  sha{l  then  be  returned  to  the  clerk  of  the  court  of  common  pleas 
for  said  county,  and  by  such  clerk  filed  in  his  office;  and  shall  be  confirmed 
by  the  said  court  at  its  next  session,  if  no  sufficient  cause  to  the  contrary 
be  shown;  aud  when  confirmed,  shall  be  recorded  by  said  clerk,  at  the  ex- 
pense of  said  company :  but  if  set  aside,  the  courtmay  direct  another  inqui- 
sition to  be  taken  in  the  manner  above  described;  and  such  inquisition  shall 
describe  the  property  taken,  or  the  bounds  of  the  land  condemned;  and 
such  vuluation  when  paid,  or  tendered  to  the  owner  or  owners  of  said  prop- 
erty, or  his,  her  or  their  legal  representatives,  shall  entitle  said  company 
to  the  full  right  to  said  personal  property,  and  the  use  and  occupation  of 
sach  landed  property,  for  the  purpose  of  said  road,  thus  valued,  as  fully  as 
if  it  had  been  conveyed  by  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  same;  and  the  val- 
uation, if  not  received  when  tendered,  may  at  any  time  thereafter  be  received, 
from  the  company  without  cost,  by  the  owner  or  owners,  his,  her  or  their 
legal  representative  or  representatives:  and  that  such  sheriff  or  summoner, 
md  jurors,  shall  be  entitled  to  demand  and  receive  from  the  said  company 
lie  same  fees  as  are  allowed  for  like  services  in  cases  of  fixing  the  valua- 
ton  of  real  estate  previous  to  sale  under  execution. 

Sec.  14.  That  whenever,  in  the  construction  of  said  road,  it  shall  be 
necessary  to  cross  or  intersect  any  established  road  or  way,  it  shall  be  the 
dUy  of  the  said  president  and  directors  of  said  company,  so  to  construct 
the  said  rail-road  across  such  established  road  or  way,  as  not  to  impede  the 
pasiage  or  transportation  of  persons  or  property  along  th^  same;  or  when 
It  shaU  be  necesary  to  pass  through  the  land  of  any  individual,  it  shall  also 
be  tkeir  duty  to  provide  for  such  individual^  proper  wagon  ways  across 
said  road,  from  one  part  of  bis  land  to  another,  without  delay* 
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Sec,  1 5.  That  if  said  company  should  neglect  to  provide  proper  wagon 
ways  across  said  road,  as  required  by  the  fourteenth  section  of  this  act,  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  any  individual  to  sue  said  connpany,  and  be  entitled  to 
such  damages  as  a  jury  may  think  him  or  her  entitled  to,  for  such  neglect 
on  tHe  part  of  said  company. 

Sec.  16.  That  if  it  shall  be  necesary  forsuch  company,inthe  selection 
ofthe  route  or  construction  of  the  road  to  be  by  them  laid  out  and  con- 
structed, or  any  part  of  it,  to  connect  the  same  with  or  to  use  any  turnpike 
road  6r  bridge,  made  or  erected  by  any  company  or  persons  incorporated, 
or  authorized  by  any  law  of  this  State,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  presi- 
dent and  directors,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  contract  or  agree 
with  any  such  other  corporation  or  persons,  for  the  right  to  use  such  road 
or  bridge,  or  for  the  transfer  of  any  of  the  corporate  or  other  rights  or  priv- 
ileges of  such  corporation  or  persons,  to  the  said  company  hereby  incor- 
porated; and  every  such  other  incorporation,  or  persons  incorporated  by, 
or  acting  under  the  laws  of  this  State,  is,and  are  hereby  authorized  to  make 
such  an  agreement,  contract  or  transfer,  by  and  through  theagency  of  the 
person  authorized  by  their  respective  acts  of  incorporation,  to  exercise 
their  corporate  powers,  or  by  such  persons  as  by  any  law  of  this  State,  are 
intrusted  with  the  management  and  direction  of  said  turnpike,  road  or  bridge, 
or  ofany  ofthe  rights  and  privileges  aforesaid;  and  any  con  tract,  agreement 
or  transfer,  made  in  pursuance  ot  the  power  and  authority  hereby  granted, 
wh^n  executed  by  the  several  parties  under  their  respective  corporate 
seals,  or  otherwise,  legally  authenticated,  shall  vest  in  the  company  hereby 
incorporated,  all  such  road,  part  of  road,  rights  and  privileges,  and  the 
right  to  use  and  enjoy  the  same,  as  fully  to  allintent&and  purposes  as  they 
now  are  or  might  be  used  and  exercised  by  the  said  corporation  or  persons 
in  whoip  they  are  now  vested. 

Sec.  17.  That  the  said  president  and  directors  shall  have  power  to 
purchase,  with  the  funds  of  the  company,  and  place  on  any  rail-road 
constructed  by  them  under  this  act,  all  machines,  wagons,  vehicles  or  car- 
riages of  any  description  whatsoever,  which  they  may  deem  necessary 
or  proper  for  the  purposes  of  transportation  on  said  road;  and  that  they 
shall  have  power  to  charge  for  tolls  and  the  transportation  of  persons, 
goods,  produce,  merchandize  or  property  ofany  kind  whatsoever,  transpor* 
ted  by  them  along  said  rail-way,  any  sum  not  exceeding  the  foUowin  rates, 
on  all  goods,  merchandize,  or  prcjperty  ofany  description  whatsoever,  trans- 
ported by  them,  a  sum  not  exceeding  one  and  a  half  cents  per  mile  for  toUi^ 
and  five  cents  per  mile  per  ton,  for  transportation  on  all  goods,  produce^ 
merchandize,  or  property  of  any  description  whatsoever,  transported  hf 
them,  or  their  agents;  and  for  the  transportation  of  passengers  not  exceei' 
ing  three  cents  per  mile  for  each  passesenger;  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  aiy 
other  company,  or  any  other  person  or  persons  whatsoever,  paying  fce 
tolls  aforesaid,  to  transport  any  persons,  merchandize,  produce,  or  property 
of  any  description  whatsoever,  along  said  road,  or  any  part  thereof,  with- 
out license,  or  permission  of  the  president  and  directors  of  said  compmy: 
and  the  said  road,  with  all  their  works,  improvements  and  profits,  ard  all 
machinery  on  said  road  for  transportation,  are  hereby  vested  in  said  com- 
pany, incorporated  by  this  act,  and  their  successors  forever;  and  the  shares 
of  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  deemed  and  considered  per- 
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Bonal  property,  transferable  by  assignment,  agreeable  to  the  by4aws  of 
8aid  company. 

Sec.  1 8.  That  any  other  rail  road  company,  now  or  hereafter  to  be 
chartered  by  the  law  of  this  State,  may  join  and  connect  said  road  with 
the  road  hereby  contemplated,  and  run  cars  upon  the  same,  under  the 
rules  and  regulations  of  the  Cuyahoga  and  Erie  Rail  road  Company,  as  to 
the  construction  and  speed  of  said  cars;  and  full  right  and  privilege  is 
hereby  reserved  to  the  State,  or  the  citizens,  or  any  incorporated  compa- 
ny, by  authority  of  this  State,  to  cross  the  Rail  road  hereby  incorporated: 
Provided^  That  in  so  crossing,  no  injury  shall  be  done  to  the  works  of  the 
company  hereby  incorporated. 

Sec  19.  That  the  president  and  directors  shall,  semi-annually,  declare 
and  make  such  dividend  as  they  may  deem  proper,  of  the  hett  profits  ari- 
sing from  the  resources  of  said  company,  deducting  the  probable  amount 
of  the  outstanding  debts  due  by  said  company,  and  the  necessary  current 
and  contingent  expenses,  and  that  they  shall  divide  the  same  amongst  the 
stockholders  of  said  company,  in  proportion  to  their  respective  shares. 

See.  20.  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  wilfully,  by  any  means 
whatsoever,  injure,  impair  or  destroy  any  part  of  said  Rail  road,  construct- 
ed bv  said  company,  under  this  act,  or  any  of  the  works,  buildings,  (or) 
machinery  of  said  company,  such  person  or  persons,  so  offending,  shall, 
each  of  them,  for  every  such  offence,  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  said  company 
any  sum  not  exceeding  three  fold  the  damages,  which  may  be  recovered 
in  the  name  of  the  company,  by  an  action  of  debt,  in  the  court  of  common 

Eleas  for  the  county  wherein  the  offence  shall  be  committed,  and  shall  also 
e  subject  to  an  indictment  in  said  court,  and  upon  conviction  of  such 
offence,  shall  be  punished  by  fine  and  imprisonment,  at  the  discretion  of 
the  court. 

Sec.  21.  That  if  said  rail  road  shall  not  be  commenced  in  three 
years  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  and  shall  not  be  finished  within  fifteen 
years  from  the  time  of  the  commencement  thereof,  then  this  act  to  be  null 
and  void. 

Sec.  33.  If  the  Legislature  of  this  State  shall,  after  the  expiration  of 
thirty^five  years  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  make  provisions  by  law  for 
the  repayment  to  said  company  of  the  amount  expended  by  them  in  the 
construction  of  the  said  rail  road,  and  if  the  value  of  the  necessary  perma- 
nent fixtures  thereto  at  the  time^  with  an  adviance  of  fifteen  per  cent, 
thereon,  then  said  road  and  fixtures  shall  vest  in,  and  become  the  property 
of  the  State  of  Ohio;  of  which  expenditures  an  accurate  statement  in 
writing,  attested  by  the  oaths  or  affirmations  of  the  officers  of  said  com- 
pany, shall  be  submitted  to  the  General  Assembly,  if  required. 

Sec.  23.  Whenever  the  dividend  of  said  company  shall  exceed  the 
rate  of  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  the  Legislature  of  this  State  may  impose 
such  reasonable  taxes  on  the  amount  of  such  dividends  as  may  be  received 
from  other  rail  road  companies* 

Sec.  34.  That  this  act  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  public  act,  and  shall 
be  so  construed  in  all  courts  of  justice,  and  elsewhere.

.  8oc«  1*  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohioj  That 
Charles  Dennison,  Edmund  Clark,  Leonard  Case,  John  W.  Willey,  Gur* 
don  Fitch,  Eben  Hosmer,  Hezekiah  Dunham,  of  the  county  of  Cuyahoga; 
Chauncey  E^leston,  Alanson  Baldwin,  William  R*  Henry,  Elisha  Gar- 
rett and  William  Quinby,  of  the  county  of  Portage;  Daniel  Gilbert,  James 
L.  Vangorder,  David  Tod,  Zalmon  "^itch,  Rufus  P.  Spalding,  Charles 
White,  Mathew  Birchard  and  Eli  Baldwin,  of  the  county  of  Trumbull;  to- 
gether with  such  other  persons  as  may  hereafter  become  asociated  with 
them,  in  the  manner  hereinafter  prescribed,  theu:  successors  and  assigns, 
be,  and  they  are  hereby  created  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name 
of  ^  The  Cleveland  and  Warren  Rail  road  Company;"  and  by  that  name 
shall  be,  and  are  hereby  made  capable  in  law,  to  have,  hold,  purchase,  re- 
ceive and  possess,  enjoy  and  retain  to  them,  and  their  successors,  all  such 
lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments,  with  their  appurtenances,  as  shall  be 
necessary  or  in  any  wise  convenient  for  the  transaction  of  their  business, 
and  such  as  may  in  good  faith  be  conveyed  to  them,  by  way  of  security, 
or  in  payment  of  debts;  and  the  same  to  sell,  grant,  rent,  or  in  any  wise 
dispose  of;  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  answer  and  be 
answered,  defend  and  be  defended;  and  also,  to  have  and  use  a  common 
seal,  and  the  same  to  alter,  break  or  renew  at  pleasure;  and  they  shall  be, 
and  hereby  are  invested  with  all  the  powers  and  privileges,  which  are  by 
lav/  incident  to  corporations  of  a  similar  nature,  and  which  are  necessary 
to  carry  intoeflect  the  objects  of  this  association;  and  if  either^of  the  persons 
named  in  this  section  shall  die,  or  refuse  or  neglect  to  exercise  the  powers, 
and  discharge  the  duties  hereby  created,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  remain- 
ing persons  herem  before  named,  or  a  majority  of  them,  to  appoint  some 
suitable  person,  or  persons,  to  fill  such  vacancy  or  vacancies,  so  often  as 
the  same  shall  occur. 

Sec.  3*  That  the  said  corporation  shall  be,  and  is  hereby,  vested  with 
the  right  to  construct  a  rail  road  with  one  or  more  tracts,  or  ways,  from 
some  point  in  Cleveland,  in  the  .county  of  Cuyahoga,  to  the  village  of 
Warren,  in  the  county  of  Trumbull,  through  the  township  of  Aurora,  and 
the  centre  of  said  Auroa,  if  the  same  can  he  done  without  an  additional 
expense  of  two  thousand  dollars  to  the  company,  and  also  passing  through 
Garrettsville,  Bedford  Centre  and  Newburgh,  if  practicable  and  expedi- 
ent; and  to  transport,  take  and  carry  persons  and  property,  upon  the 
same,  by  the  power  andforceof  steam,  oi  animals,  or  any  other  mechani- 
cal or  other  power,  or  any  combination  of  them,  which  said  corporation 
may  choose  to  employ. 

oec^S  That  the  capital  stockof  said  company,  shall  be  divided  into 
shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  eacli. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  said  corporation,  shall  be,  and  is  hereby  authorized,  to 
raise,  by  subscription  within  the  period  of  three  years  from  the  passage  of 
this  act,  as  capital  stock,  sufficient  funds  for  the  accomplishment  of  the 
objects  aforesaid;  and  for  that  purpose,  the  persons  named  in  the  first  sec- 
tion of  this  act,  or  a  majority  of  them,  so  soon  after  the  taking  effect  of 
this  act,  as  they  shall  judge  proper,  shall  cause  books  to  be  opened,  at  such 
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times,  and  places  as  they  shall  think  fit, in  the  States  of  Ohio,  Pennsylva- 
nia, Maryland,  and€lsewhere,  under  the  management  of  such  persons  ar 
they  shall  appoint«for  receiving  subscription,  to  the  capital  stock  of  said 
company,  and  keep  the  same  open  at  least  ten  days;  and  each  subscriber 
shall  be  a  member  of  said  corporation,  for  all  purposes;  and  public  notice 
shall  be  given,  in  such  manner  as  may  be  deemed  advisable  by  said  corpor- 
ation, of  the  times  and  places  of  opening  books,  and  the  above  named 
persons,  or  a  majority  ot  them,  may  prescribe  the  form  of  said  subscrip- 
tion; and  whenever  the  sum  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  or  a  greater 
part  of  said  stock,  shall  have  been  subscribed,  it  shall  be  the  dutv  of  said 
persons,  or  a  majority  of  them,  to  call  a  meeting  of  the  stockhofdars,  by 
causing  notice  to  be  published  in  one  or  more  newspapers,  in  general  cir* 
culation  in  the  respective  places  in  which  stock  shall  have  been  subscri- 
bed, at  least  thirty  days  previous  thereto,  of  the  time  and  place  of  holding 
said  meeting,  which  place  shall  be  at  some  convenient  point,  on  or  near 
the  route  of  said  rail  road;  at  which  meeting,  the  stockholders  who  dhall 
attend  for  that  purpose,  eitheir  in  person  or  by  lawful  proxy,  shall  electa 
by  ballot,  seven  directors,  who  shall  hold  their  offices  during  one  year, 
and  until  others  shall  be  chosen  and  qualified  in  their  places;  and  the  per- 
sons named  in  the  first  section,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  be  inspectors 
of  the  first  election  of  ilirectors  of  the  said  corporation,  and  shall  certify, 
under  their  hands,  the  names  of  those  duly  elected;  and  shall  deliver  over  to 
them,  the  said  certificates  and  subscription  books,  and  at  said  election,  and 
at  all  other  elections,  or  voting  of  any  description,  every  member  shall 
have  a  right  of  voting  by  himself,  or  proxy  duly  authorized  in  writing; 
and  each  share  shall  entitle  the  holder  to  one  vote;  and  the  management 
of  the  concerns  of  said  corporation  shall  be  entrusted  to  seven  directors, 
to  be  elected  annually,  bv  the  stockholders,  by  ballot;  and  the  directors  first 
chosen,  and  such  directors  as  shall  hereafter  be  chosen,  at  any  subsequent 
election,  shall  immediately  thereafter,  meet  and  electone  of  their  number, 
who  shall  be  president  thereof,  until  another  election;  and  also  elect  a 
treasurer  and  secretary;  who  may  be  removed  at  the  pleasure  of  the  said 
president  and  directors,  and  others  elected  in  their  places;  and  a  majority 
of  said  directors  shall  constitute  a  board,  for  every  purpose  within  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act. 

Sec.  5.  That  in  case  it  should  at  any  time  happen,  that  the  election 
of  directors  shall  not  be  made,  on  any  day,  when  pursuant  to  this  act  it 
ouffhtto  be  made,  the  said  corporation  shall  not,  for  that  cause,  be  deemed 
to  oe  disolved,  but  such  election  may  be  held  at  any  other  time,  directed 
by  the  by-laws  of  said  corporation. 

Sec.  6.  That  the  books  of  subscription  shall  remain  open  as  long  as 
the  president  and  directors  of  said  company  shall  see  fit;  and  each  sub- 
scriber shall  be  bound  to  pay,  from  time  to  time,  such  instalments  on  his 
stock,  as^the  said  president  and  directors  may  lawfully  require,  they  giving  at 
least  thirty  days  previeus  notice,  of  the  time  and  place  of  making  the  pay- 
ments required,  in  at  leass  one  newspaper,  in  general  circulation  in  each 
of  the  counties  through  which  the  road  may  pass;  but  no  assessment  shall 
ever  be  made  so  as  to  render  any  subscriber  liable  to  pay  more  than  one 
hundred  dollars  for  a  share;  if,  however,  after  the  closing  of  said  books, 
or  at  any  time,  it  shall  appear  that  sufficient  funds  have  not  been  raised. 
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the  president  and  directors  of  said  company,  or  its  officers  duly  autbori^ 
zed  for  that  purpose,  may,  at  any  time,  and  from  time^to  time,  raise  the? 
necessary  funds,  by  creating  and  selling  additional  shares,  in  such  manner 
and  upon  such  terms,  as  the  president  and  directors  shall  prescribe;  and 
the  holders  of  such  additional  shares,  shall  thenceforward  be  members  of 
said  corporation  for  all  purposes. 

Sec.  7.  That  if  any  subscriber  shall  neglect  to  pay  his  subscriptiott,  or 
any  portion  thereof,  for  the  space  of  thirty  days  after  he  is  required  so  to 
do,  by  the  said  president  and  directors,  notice  having  been  given,  as  requi- 
red in  this  act)  the  treasurer  of  said  corporation,  or  other  officer  duly  author, 
ized  for  that  purpose,  may  make  sale  ofsuch  share  or  shares,  at  public  auc- 
tion, to  the  highest  bidder,giving  at  least  thirty  days  notice  thereof,  in  some 
newspaperin  general  circulation  at  the  place  of  sale;  and  the  same  shall  be 
transferred  by  the  treasurer,  to  the  purchaser;  and  such  delinquent  sub- 
scriber shall  be  ehid  personally  accountable  to  to  the  corporation  for  the 
balance,  if  his  share  or  shares  shall  be  sold  for  less  than  the  amount  re* 
maining  due  thereon,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  the  overplus,  if  the  same  be 
sold  for  more  than  the  amount  so  remaining  due,  after  deducting  the  costs 
of  sale. 

Sec.  8.  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  any  State,  or  for  the  gov- 
ernment of  the  United  States,  to  subscribe  for  any  number  of  shares  of 
stock  in  said  company,  upon  the  same  terms  as  other  subscribers  are  au- 
thorized to  take  and  subscribe  for  the  same. 

Sec.  9.  That  said  corporation  b^,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized, 
to  cause  such  examination  and  surveys  to  be  made  by  their  agents,  sur- 
veyors and  engineers,  of  the  ground  lying  in  the  vicinity  of  said  routes  as 
shall  be  necessary  to  determine  the  most .  eligible  and  expedient  route, 
whereon  to  construct  said  railroad;  and  the  examination  being  made,  and 
the  route  determined,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  corporation,  by  themselves 
or  lawful  agents,  to  enter  upon,  and  take  possession  of,  all  such  lands,  ma- 
1i^riaIs  and  real  estate,  as  may  he  indispensable  for  the  construction  and 
maintenance  of  said  rail  road,  and  the  examination  requisite  and  apper- 
taining therto;  but  all  lands,  materials  or  real  estate  [thus]  entered  upon, 
used  or  occupied,  which  are  not  donations,  shall  be  purchased  by  the  cor- 
poration, of  the  owner  or  owners  thereof,  at  a  price  to  be  mutually  agreed 
between  them;  and  in  case  of  disagreemeet,  as  to  the  price, it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  commissioners  of  the  proper  county,  upon  a  notice  given  them 
by  either  party,  in  writing,  and  making  satisfactory  proof  that  the  oppo- 
site party  has  had  at  least  three  days  notice  of  the  intended  application, 
to  appoint  three  disinterested  freeholders,  of  the  proper  county,  to  deter- 
mime  the  damages  which  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  lands,  materials  or 
real  estate,  so  entered  upon,  or  used  by  the  said  corporation,  has  or  have 
sustained  by  the  occupation  or  use  of  the  same;  and  upon  payment 
by  said  corporation,  of  such  damages,  to  the  person  or  persons  to  whom 
the  same  may  be  awarded,  as  aforesaid,  then  the  said  corporation  shall  be 
deemed  to  be,  and  stand  seized'  and  possessed  of  the  use,  for  the  purpose 
of  said  road,  of  all  such  lands,  materials  or  real  estate,  as  shall  have  been 
appraised;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty,  of  said  appraisers,' to  deliver  to  the  said 
corporation,  a  written  statement,  signed  by  them,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
of  the  award  they  shall  make,  containing  a.  description  of  the  lands,  materi- 
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als  or  real  estate  appraised;  to  be  recorded  by  the  said  corporation,  in  the 
commissioners'  office  in  said  county :  Provided^  That  either  party  shall 
have  power,  except  in  cases  only  where  materials  are  used,  to  appeal  from 
the  decision  of  the  said  appraisers,  to  the  court  of  common  pleas,  of  the 
proper  county,  at  any  time  within  twenty  days  after  the  appraisers  shall 
have  made  their  return,  as  aforesaid,  and  said  court  shall  proceed  thereon, 
as  in  cases  of  appeals,  on  application  for  damages  in  laying  out  and  estab^ 
lishing  county  roads. 

Sec.  10.  That  the  appraisers  authorized  by  the  foregoing  section  of  this 
act,  before  they  proceed  to  estimate  damages,  shall  severally  take  an  oath 
or  affirmation,  faithfully,  impartially  and  honestly  to  discharge  their  said 
duty,  by^returning  the  true  amount  of  damages,  over  and  above  the  benefits 
arising  from  said  road,  estimated  in  cash;  and  the  said  apprisers  shall,  sev- 
erally, be  entitled  tp  receive  from  said  corporation,  one  dollar  per  day,  for 
every  day  they  may  fbej  necessarily  employed:  Provided^  however^ 
That  if  said  applicant  or  app  icants,  shall  not  obtain  an  award  of  damages, 
then,  and  in  such  case,  said  applicant  or  applicants  shall  pay  all  costs. 

Sec.  11.  That  the  said  corporation  shall  have  power  to  determine  the 
width,  not  exceeding  one  hundred  feet,  and  dimensions  of  said  rail  roads, 
whether  it  shall  be  a  double  or  single  track;  to  regulate  the  time  and  man- 
ner in  which  passengers  and  property  shall  be  transported  thereon;  and 
the  manner  of  collecting  colls  for  such  transportation;  and  to  erect  and 
maintain  buildings  for  the  accommodation  of  the  business  of  the  corpor- 
tion,  as  they  may  deem  advisable,  for  their  interest. 

Sec.  12.  That  said  corporation  may  construct  the  rail  road  across,  or 
upon,  any  road,  canal,  highway,  stream  of  water  or  water  course,  if  the 
same  shall  be  necessary;  but  the  said  corporation  shall  restore  such  road^ 
canal  or  highway,  stream  of  water  or  water  course,  thus  intersected  or 
crossed,  to  its  former  state  of  usefulness,  or  in  sucha  manner  as  not  to  im- 
pair its  convenience,  usefulness  or  value,  to  the  owner  or  public,  without 
delay. 

Sec.  13.  That  said  company  may  demand  and  receive,  per  tons 
upon  and  transportation  of  goods,  produce,  merchandize,  or  property  of 
any  kind  whatsoever,  transported  by  them  along  said  rail  way,  any  sum 
not  exceeding  the  following  rates:  on  all  goods  or  property  of  any  descrip- 
tion transported  by  them,  a  sum  not  exceeding  one  and  a  half  cents  per 
mile  for  toll,  five  cents  per  mile,  per  ton,  for  transportation;  and  for  trans- 
portation of  passengers  not  exceeding  three  cents  per  mile  for  each  pas- 
senger; and  all  persons  paying  the  tolls  aforesaid,  may  with  suitable  and 
proper  cars,  transport  persons  or  property  on  said  rail  road,  subject  to 
the  by-laws  of  said  company;  as  to  the  construction  and  speed  of  said 
cars. 

Sec.  14.  That  at  the^regular  annual  meeting  of  the  stockholders  of  said 
company,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  and  directors  in  office  for 
the  previous  year,  to  exhibit  a  clear  and  distinctstatement  of  the  affairs  of 
the  company,  and  the  president  and  directors  shall  annually  or  semi-annu- 
ally, declare  and  make  such  dividend  as  they  may  deem  proper,  of  the 
nett  profits  arisingfrom  the  resources  ofsaid  company,  deducting  the  neces- 
sary current  and  probable  contingent  expenses;  and  they  shall  divide  the 
same  among  the  stockholders  of  said  company  in  proportion  to  their  res* 
pective  shares  in  the  stock  paid  into  the  company. 
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Sec.  15.  That  the  said  president  and  directors,  or  a  majority  of  thenry 
may  appoint  all  such  officers,  engineers,  agents  or  servants  whatsoeyery  ' 
as  they  may  deem  necessary  for  the  transaction  of  the  business  of  the 
company,  and  may  remove  any  of  them  at  their  pleasure:  and  they,  or  a 
majority  of  them,  shall  have  power  to  determine  the  compensation  of  all 
such  engineers,  officers,  agents  or  servants,  and  to  contract  with  them  for 
their  respective  services;  and  to  determine  by  their  by-laws  ^the  manner 
of  adjusting  and  settling  all  accounts  against  the  said  company;  and  also, 
the  manner  and  evidence  of  the  transfer  of  stock  in  said  company:  and 
they,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  have  power  to  pass  all  by-laws  which 
they  may  deem  necessary  or  proper  for  exercising  all  the  powers  vested . 
in  the  company  hereby  incorporated,  and  for  carrying  into  effect  the  ob- 
ject of  this  act. 

Sec.  16*  That  the  State  shall  have  power,  at  any  time  after  the  expi- 
ration of  thirty-five  years  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  to  purchase  and  hold 
said  road,  for  the  use  of  this  State,  at  a  price  not  exceeding  the  original 
cost  for  the  construction  of  said  road,  and  the  necessary  permanent  fix- 
tnres,  at  the  time  of  purchase,  and  fifteen  per  cent,  advance  theron,  of 
which  cost  an  accurate  statement  in  writing,  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly,  duly  attested  by  the  oaths  of  the  officers  of  said'company, 
if  the  General  Asrembly  shall  require  it:  Provided^  That  the  sum  thus  to 
be  paid  by  the  State,  shall  not,  together  with  the  tolls  received  by  the 
company,  be  less  than  the  amount  of  expenditures  by  them  made,  and  six 
per  centum  thereon. 

Sec.  17.  That  in  any  suit  instituted  against  said  corporation,  ser- 
vice of  process  made  upon  any  one  of  the  directors,  at  least  ten  days  be- 
fore the  return  day  thereof,  shall  in  all  courts  and  places,  be  deemed  and 
held  a  sufficient  and  valid  service  on  the  said  corporation. 

Sec.  1 8.  That  when  the  rail-road  shall  be  completed,  the  president  and 
directors  of  said  company,  shall  make  out  a  minute,  full  and  detailed  state- 
ment, in  writing,  of  the  expenses  incurred  by  the  said  corporation,  in  loca- 
ting, exploring  of  routes,  and  constructing  said  rail-road;  which  report  shall 
be  verified  by  the  oaths  of  said  president  and  directors,  and  filed  by  them 
in  the  office  of  the  Secretaryof  this  State;  and  if  after  the  first  location  of 
the  route  of  said  rail-road,  or  the  completion  of  the  same,  as  aforesaid,  any 
alteration  shall  be  made  in  the  course  thereof,  or  in  any  of  its  branches  or 
connections,  the  said  president  and  directors  shall,  in  like  manner,  from 
time  to  time,  make  out  and  file  statements  of  the  expenses  incurred  by  such 
alterations,  branches  or  connections,  as  aforesaid. 

Sec.  19.  That  any  rail-road  company,  now,  or  hereafter  to  be  charter- 
ed or  created  by  law  of  this  State,  shall  have  power  to  join  and  unite  with 
the  road  hereby  incorporated,  at  any  point  which  the  directors  of  said  com- 
pany may  think  advisable;  or  any  cars,  carriages,  or  other  vehicle,  used  on 
either  road,  joined  or  intersected,  may  run,  pass  and  occupy  the  intesect- 
ed  or  united  road,  without  reloading,  or  change  of  cargo  or  passengers,  sub- 
ject, however,  to  the  rules  and  regulations,  to  the  tolls  and  charges,  com- 
mon on  the  road  so  used  and  occupied. 

Sec.  20.  That  if  any  person  shall' wilfully  obstruct,  or  in  any  way  spoil, 
mjure  and  destroy  said  road,  or  any  part  thereof,  or  either  of  its  branches. 
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«r  any  part  thereof,  or  anj  thing  belonging  or  incident  thereto,  or  any 
materials  to  be  used  in  the  construction  thereof,  or  any  building,  fixture  or 
carriage,  erected  or  constructed  for  the  use  or  convenience  thereof,  or 
used  thereon,  such  person  or  persons  shall  each  be  liable,  for  every  such 
offence,  in  treble  the  damages  sustained  thereby,  to  be  recovered  by  nx> 
tioa  of  debt,  in  any  court  having  jurisdiction  thereof;  and  shall  also  be 
subject  to  an  indictment  in  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  the  countr  where 
such  offence  was  committed;  and  upon  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  pun- 
ished by  fine,  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars,  and  imprisonment  in  the 
oounty  jail,  not  exceeding  twenty  days. 

Sec  21.  That  whenever  tlie  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania 
shaO  pass  a  law  authorizing  the  construction  of  a  rail-road  from  Pittsburg, 
in  said  State,  or  from  any  other  point  below,  on  the  Ohio  river,  running  in 
a  direction  towards  Cleveland,  aforesaid,  to  the  line  of  this  State,  then  the 
eorporation  hereby  erected,  shall  have  power  to  extend  and  prolong  the  road, 
hereby  provied  for,  easterly,  from  Warren  to  a  point  on  the  line  of  this 
State,  where  the  same  may  be  united  with  such  road,  authorized  by  said 
State  of  Pennsylvania. 

Sec  23.  That  when  it  shall  be  necessary  to  pass  through  the  land  of 
any  individual,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  company  to  pr<jvide  for  such 
individual  proper  wagon  ways  across  said  road,  from  one  part  of  his  land 
to  another,  without  unnecessary  delay. 

Sec.  2d.  That  if  said  road  shall  not  be  commenced  within  three  years 
from  the  passage  of  this  act,  and  completed  within  ten  years  thereafter, 
then  this  act  to  be  void  and  of  no  effect. 

Sec  24.  Whenever  the  dividends  of  said  company  shall  exceed  the 
rate  of  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  the  Legislature  of  thia  State  may  impose 
such  reasonable  taxes  on  the  amount  ot  such  dividends  as  may  be  received 
from  other  rail-road  compailes.

To  iBcorpormta  the  CoIumbuB,  Delaware,  Marion  and  Upper  Sandusky  Rail  Road  Company 

Sec  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  ofOhioj  That 
Joseph  Ridffway,  William  Neil,  John  N.  Champion,  Lyne  Stirling, 
junn,  Wray  Thomas,  Robert  Brotherton,  and  Moses  H.  Kirby,  of  the  coun- 

gof  Franklin;  William  Little,  Ezra  Griswold,  Hosea  Williams,  Caleb 
oward,  and  Dayid  T.  Fuller,  of  the  county  of  Delaware;  John  E.  David- 
son, Sanford  S.  Bennet,  Elisha  Hardy,  Carey,  A.  Darlinton,  Eber  Baker, 
Geoi^  H.  Bushby,  and  Nathan  Peters,  of  the  county  of  Marion;  John 
Carey,  Joseph  Chaffer,  G,  C.  Worth,  and  William  Walker  of[the  county 
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of  Crawford;  be  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners,  under  the 
direction  of  a  majority  of  whom,  subscrptions  may  be  received  to  the  ca- 
pital stock  of  the  Columbus,  Delaware,  Marion  and  Upper  Sandusky  Rail 
road  company,  hereby  incorporated;  and  they  or  a  majority  of  them,  may 
cause  books  to  be  opened  in  the  counties  aforesaid,  at  such  other  times 
and  places  as  they  may  direct,  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  subscriptions 
tothe  capital  stock  of  said  company,  after  having  givenat  least  twenty  days 
previous  notice,  of  the  time  and  place  or  places  ofopening'the  same,  by  adrer- 
tisement  in  some  newspaper  in  general  circulation  in  the  place  or  places 
where  said  books  are  to  be  opened  and  that  upon  the  first  opening  of  said 
books,  they  shall  be  kept  open  for  at  least  ten  successive  days,  from  ten 
o'clock,  A.  M«  until  3  o VIock  ,  P.M. ;  and  if,  at  the  expiration  of  that  period  the 
whole  amount  of  the  capital  stock  of  said  company,  as  herein  after  declared, 
shall  not  have  been  subscribed,  then  said  commissioners,  or  a  majority  of 
them,  may  cause  said  books  to  be  opened,  from  time  to  time,  after  the  ex- 
piration of  ten  days,  for  the  space  of  three  years  thereafter,  and  if  any  of 
the  said  commissioners  shall  die,  resign,  or  refuse  to  act,  during  the 
contmuance  of  the  duties  devolved  upon  them  by  thisact,  another,  or  others 
may  be  appointed  in  his  or  their  stead,  by  the  remaining  commissioners^ 
'Or  a  majority  of  them. 

Se  3.  That  the  capital  stock  of  the  Columbus,  Delaware,  Marion  and 
Upper  Sandusky  Rail-road  Company,  shall  be  five  hundred  thousand  dollars; 
and  shall  be  divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each;  which  shares  may  be 
subscribed  for  by  individuals  only,  and  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  said 
corporation  to  commence  the  construction  of  the  said  Rail-road  or  way, 
and  enjoy  all  the  powers  and  privileges  conferred  by  this  act,  as  soon  as 
the  sum  of  thirty  thousand  dollars  shall  be  subscribed  to  said  stock. 

Sec.  3.  That  all  persons  who  shall  become  stockholders,  pursuant  to 
this  act,  shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby  created  a  body  corporate,  with 
perpetual  succession,  under  the  name  of  the  Columbus,  Delaware,  Marion 
and  Upper  Sandusky  Rail-road  Company;  and  by  that  name  shall  be  ca- 
pable of  purchasing,  holding,  selling,  leasing  and  convey in£C  estates,  real 
personal  or  mixed,  so  far  as  the  same  may  be  necessary.  Tor  the  purpose 
hereinafter  mentioned,  and  no  further;  and  by  said  corporate  name,  may 
contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued,  and  may  have  and  use 
a  common  seal,  which  they  may  alter  or  renew  at  pleasure;  and  shall  have, 
enjoy,  and  may  exercise  all  powers,  rights  and  privileges,  which  corpo* 
rate  bodies  may  lawfully  do,  for  the  purposes  mentioned  in  this  act. 

Sec.  4»  That  there  shall  be  paid  to  said  commissioners,  or  their  agent 
or  agents  ^appointed  to  receive  subscriptions  tothe  capital  stock  of  said 
company,  at  the  time  of  subscribing  for  the  same,  five  dollars,  on  each 
share  subscribed; and  the  residue  thereof  shall  be  paid  in  such  instalments, 
and  at  such  times,  as  may  be  required  by  the  president  and  directors  of 
said  company:  Provided^  That  no  payment,  other  than  the  first,  shall  be 
demanded,  until  at  least  twenty  days  notice  of  such  demand,  shall  have 
been  given  by  said  president  and  directors,  in  some  newspapers  in  general 
circulation  in  this  State;  and  if  any  stockholder  or  stockholders  shall  fail  to 
pay  any  instalment,  or  part  of  said  subscription  thus  demanded,  for  the 
space  of  sixty  days,  next  after  the  same  shall  have  been  due  and  payable, 
the  said  president  and  directors,  upon  giving  at  least  twenty  days  previous 
notice  thereof,  in  manner  last  aforesaid,  may,  and  they  are  hereby  author- 
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ized  to  sell  ^t  public  auction,  so  many  of  the  shares  of  sach  delinquent 
stockholder  or  stockholders,  as  shall  be  necessary  to  pay  such  instalment; 
and  the  expense  of  advertsing,  selling  and  transferring  the  same;  and  to 
transfer  the  share  or  shares,  so  sold,  to  the  purchaser;  and  "the  residue  of 
the  money  arising  from  such  sale,  after  paying  the  instalment  and  ex- 
pense aforesaid,  shall  be  paid  to  such  stockholder  or  stockholders  on  demand. 

Sec.  5.  That  at  the  expiration  of  the  ten  days,  for  which  the  books  are  first 
opened,  if  thirty  thousand  dollars  of  said  capital  stock,  shall  have  been  sub- 
scribed; or  if  not,  as  sopn  thereafter  as  the  same  shall  be  8ijibscribed,^if 
vrithin  three  years  after  the  opening  of  the  books,  the  said  commissi- 
oners, or  a  majority  of  tiiem,  shall  call  a  general  meetmg  of  the  stockhol- 
ders, at  such  tkne  and  place  as  they  may  appoint,  giving,  however,  at  least 
sixty  days  notice  previous  to  the  time  of  such  meeting,  by  advertisement 
in  some  newspaper  priated  in  the  counties  through  which  said  road  passes 
and  at  such  meeting,  the  commissioners  shall  lay  the  subscription  books' be- 
fore the  stockholders  then  and  there  present,  and  thereupon  ihe  stock- 
holders, or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  elect,  by  ballot,  twelve  directors,  a 
majority  of  whom  shall  be  competent  to  manage  the  aflJurs  of  said  coni- 
pany ;  they  shall  have  the  power  to  elect  a  president  of  said  company,  either 
from  among  the  directors,  or  others;  and  of  allowing  him  such  compensa- 
tion for  his  services,  as  they  may  deem  proper;  and  in  said  election,  and 
OD  all  other  occasions,  wherein  a  vote  of  the  stockholders  of  said  compa* 
ny  is  to  be  taken,  each  stockholder  shall  be  allowed  one  vote  for  each  share 
he,  she,  or  they  may  own  of  the  capital  stock  of  said -company;  and  every 
stockholder  may  depute  any  other  person  to  vote  and  act  for  him,  her,  or 
them,  as  his,  her,  or  their  proxy;  and  the  commissioners  aforesaid,  or  any 
three  of  them,  shall  be  judges  of  the  first  election  of  said  directors. 

Sec*  6.  That  to  continue  the  succession  ofthe  president  SDid  directors 
of  said  company,  twelve  directors  and  a  president  shall  be  chosen  annual- 
ly, on  the  third  Monday  of  October,  in  each  year,  in  the  town  of  Marion, 
or  at  such  other  place  as  a  majority  of  the  directors  shall  appoint:  and  if 
any  vacancy  shall  occur,  by  death,  resignation,  or  otherwise,  of  any  pre* 
sidient  or  dtrector,  before  the  year  for  which  he  was  elected  shall  have  expired, 
a  person  to  fill  such  vacant  place  for  the  residue  of  the  year,  may  be  appoint- 
ed by  the  president  and  directors*  of  said  company,  or  a  majority  of  them 
and  that  the  president  and  directors  of  the  company,  shall  hold  and  exer- 
cise thehr  offices,  until  then:  snccessors  are  elected  and  qualified  to  senrd; 
and  all  elections  which  are,  by  th}s(aGt,or  the  laws  of  the  company,  to  be 
made  on  any  partienlar  day,  or  at  any  piliticulaj:  time,  if  notlnads  on  such 
day  or  time,  may  be  made .  at  any  subsequent  time  and  place  appointsd 
by  the  stockholders  for  the  purpose;  andsaid  corporation  shall  not,  b^  any 
such  faihxre  to  hold  an  election  at  the  tirne  and  place  appointed  by  ihn  act, 
be  dissolved. 

Sec.  7*.  That  a  general  meetipg  of  the  stockholders  of  said  company, 
shall  be  held  annualty  at  the  time  and  pleoe  appointed  fdr  the  election  of 
the  president  and  directors  of  said  company,  that  they  may  be  called  at 
any  time  during '*tha*  interval  between  die  said  anniial  meetings,  by  the 
president  and  direclDrs,  oca  majefity  of  them,  or  by  the  stockholders  own- 
ing at  least  one  fourthof  the  stock  subscribed,  by  giving  at  least  thirty 
dfys  public  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  holdhiig  the  same;  and  when 
23— L 
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"any  such  meetings  are  called  by  the  stockholders,  such  notice  shall  specify 
the  particular  object  of  the  call;  and  if  at  any  such  called  meeting,  a  major«> 
ity,  in  value,  of  the  stockholders  of  said  company,  shall  not  be  present,  in 
person  or  by  proxy,  such  meeting  shall  be  adjourned,  from  day  to  day 
without  tians&cting  any  business,  for  any  time  not  exceeding  three 
days;  and  if  within  said  three  days,  stockholders,  holding  a  majority 
in  value  of  the  stock  subscribed,  do  not  thus  attend,  such  meeting  shall  be 
dissolved. 

Sec.  8.  That  at  the  regular  annual  meeting  of  the  stockholders  of  said 
conf^pany,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  and  directors,  in  office  for 
the  previous  year,  to  exhibit  a  clear  and  distinct  statement  of  the  affairs 
of  the  company;  and  that  at  any  called  meeting  of  the  stockholders,  a  ma- 
jority of  those  present,  in  person  or  by  proxy,  may  require  similar  state* 
mentsof  the  said  president  and  directors,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  furnish 
them,  when  thus  required;  and  that  at  all  general  meetings  of  the  stock- 
holders, those  holding  a  majority,  in  value,  of  all  the  stock  subscribed,  may 
remove  from  office  any  president,  or  any  of  the  directors  of  said  company, 
and  appoint  others  in  their  stead. 

Sec.  9.  That  every  president  and  director  of  said  company,  before  he 
acts  as  such,  shall  take  an  oath  or  affirmation  that  he  will  well  and  truly  dis- 
charge the  duties  of  his  said  office,  to  the  best  of  his  skill  and  judgment. 

Sec.  10.  That  the  said  president  and  directors,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
may  appoint  all  such  officers,  engineers,  agents,  or  servants  whatsoever,as 
they  may  deem  necessary,  for  the  transaction  of  the  business  of  the  com* 
pany,  and  may  remove  any  of  them  at  pleasure;  that  they,  or  a  majority 
of  them,  shall  have  power  to  determine,  by  contract,  the  compensation  of 
all  the  engineers,  officers,  agents  or  servants,  in  the  employ  of  said  conn 
•pany ;  and  to  determine  by  their  laws,  the  manner  of  adjusting  and  settling 
all  accounts  against  the  said  company,  and  also  the  manner  and  evidence  of 
transfers  of  stock,  in  said  company;  and  they,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall 
have  power  to  pass  all  by-laws  which  they  may  deem  necessary  or  proper, 
for  exercising  all  the  powers  vested  in  the  company  hereby  incorporated, 
and  for  carrying  the  objects  of  this  act  into  effect:  Provided^  hovoever^  That 
such  by-laws  shall  not  be  contrary  to  the  laws  of  the  United  States,  or  of 
this  State. 

Sec.  11.  That  if  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  deemed  in- 
sufficient for  the  purposes  contemplated  by  this  act,  it  shall  and  may  be 
lawful  for  the  president  and  directors,  or  a  majority  of  them  from  time  to 
time,  to  increase  the  capital  stook?  by  the  addition  of  so  many  shares  as 
^ey  may  deem  necessary,  not  exceeding  in  amount,  five  hundred  thou- 
sand dollars,  for  which  they  may,  at  their  option,  cause  subscriptions  to  be 
received,  giving  notice,  in  the  manner  herein  before  prescribed;  or  may 
sell  th^  same  for  the  benefit  of  the  company. 

Sec.  12.  That  said  corporation  bei  and  they  are  hereby  vested  with 
the  right  to  conrtruct  a  double  or  single  rail  road  or  way,  from  some  point 
in  the  city  of  Columbus,  in  the  county  of  Franklin;  thence  4o  Delaware, 
in  the  county  of  Delaware;  thence  to  Marion,  in  the  county  of  Marion; 
thence  (as  near  by  Little  Sandusky,  in  the  county  of  Crawford,  as  may 
be  found  advantageous)  to  intersect  the  Mad  river  and  Lake  Erie  rail 
road,  at  or  near  Upper  Sandusky,  in  the  county  of  Crawford ;  making  si^ph 
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other  intermediate  points,  as  may  hereafter  be  found  necessary;  and  (d 
transport,  take  and  carry  persons  and  property  upon  the  same,  by  the 
power  and  force  of  steam,  of  animals,  or  of  any  mechanical  or  other  pow- 
er, or  of  any  combination  of  them,  which  the  said  corporation  may  choose 
to  employ. 

Sec.  13.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company  shall  be, 
and  they  are  hereby  invested  with  all  the  rights  and  powers  necessary  for 
the  location,  construction,  and  repairs  of  said  road,  not  exceeding  one 
hundred  feet  wide,  with  as  many  sets  of  tracks  as  the  said  president  and 
directors  may  deem  necessary ;  and  they  may  cause  to  be  made,  or  con- 
tract with  others  for  making  said  rail  road,  or  any  part  of  it;  and  they  or 
their  agents,  or  those  with  whom  they  may  contract  for  making  any  part 
of  the  same,  may  enter  upon,  use  and  excavate  any  land  which  may  be 
wanted  for  the  site  of  said  road,  or  for  any  other  purpose  necessary  or 
useful  in  the  construction  or  repair  of  said  road,  or  its  works;  and  that 
they  may  build  bridges,  fix  scales  and  weights,  lay  rails,  take  and  use  any 
earth,  timber,  gravel,  stone,  or  other  materials,  which  may  be  wanted  for 
the  construction  of  said  road,  or  any  part  thereof,  or  of  any  of  its  works; 
and  may  make  and  construct  all  works  whatsoever,  which  may  be  neces- 
sary in  the  construction  of  said  road.    . 

iSec.  14.    That  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company,  or  a  ma- 
jority of  them,  or  any  person  or  persons  authorized  by  a  majority  of  them, 
may  agree  with  the  owner  or  owners  of  any  land,  timber,  gravel,  stone, 
earth,  or  other  materials,  or  any  improvement  which  may  be  wanted  for 
the  construction  or  repair  of  said  road,  or  any  of  its  works,  for  the  pur- 
chase, use  or  occupation  of  the  same;  and  if  they  cannot  agree,  or  if  the  ow- 
ner or  owners,  or  any  of  them,  be  a  married  woman,  under  age,  or  of  un- 
sound mind,  or  out  of  the  county  within  which  the  property  wanted  may 
lie  when  such  latid  or  materials  may  be  wanted,  application  may  be  made 
toanyjustice  of  the  peace  of  such  county,  who  shall  thereupon  issue  his 
warrant,  under  his  hand  and  seal,  to  the  sherifTof  the  county,  or  to  some 
disinterested  person,  if  the  sheriff  shall  be  interested,  requiring  him  to 
summon  a  jury  of  twelve  men,  of  said  county,  (not  related,  or  in  any  wise 
interested)  to  meet,  on  the  land,  or  near  to  the  other  property,  or  ma- 
terials, to  be  valued  on  a  day  named  in  said  warrant,  not  less  than  ten, 
nor  more  than  twenty  days,  from  the  date  thereof;  and  if,  at  the  said  time 
and  place,  any  of  said  persons  summoned  do  not  attend,  the  said  sheriiT,  or 
summoner,  shall  immediately  summons  as  many  persons  as  may  be  neoes- 
sary,  with  the  persons  in  attendance,  to  furnish  a  pannel  of  twelve  jurors, 
in  attendance;  and  from  them,  each  party,  his,  her,  or  their  agent,  or 
if  either  be  not  present,  in  person,  or  by  agent,  the  sheriff,  or  summoner, 
for  him,  it,  her,  or  them,  may  strike  off  three  jurors,  and  the  remaining 
six  shall  act  as  a  jury  of  inquest  of  damages;  and  before  they  act  as  such, 
the  said  sheriiT,  or  summoner,  shall  administer  to  each  of  them,  an  oath, 
or  affirmation,  that  they  will  justly  and  impartially,  value  the  damages, 
which  the  owner  or  owners  will  sustain  (if  any)  by  the  use  and  occupation 
of  such  land,  property,  earth,    stone,  or  other  materials,  by  said  company ; 
and  the  jury  estimating  the  damages,  if  for  land  occupied  by  said  road,  shall 
take  into  the  estimate  the  benefits  resulting  to  said  owner  or  owners,  by 
reason  of  said  road  passing  through^  or  upon  said  land,  towards  the  ex* 
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tingaishment  of  said  claim  for  damages;  and  the  said  jury  shall  reduce  their 
inquisition  to  writing,  and  shall  sign  and  seal  the  same;  and  it  shall  then 
be  returned  to  the  clerk  of  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  said  county,  and 
by  said  clerk  filed  in  his  office,  and  shall  be  confirmed  by  said  court  at 
its  next  or  some  subsequent  term,  if  no  sufficient  cause  to  the  contrary  be 
shown;  and  when  confirmed,  shall  be  recorded  by  said  clerk,  at  the  expense 
of  said  company;  but  if  set  aside,  the  said  court  may  direct  another  inquisi- 
tion to  be  taken,  in  the  manner  above  prescribed;  and  such  inquisition 
ahidl  describe  the  property  taken,  or  the  bounds  of  the  lands  comiemned; 
uid  such  Taluation,  when  paid  or  tendtred  to  the  owner  or  owners  of 
said  property,  or  land,  or  his,  her,  or  iheir  legal  representatives,  shall 
entitle  said  company  to  the  right  and  inteiest  in  said  personal  property, 
mul  to  the  use  and  occupation  of  said  landed  property  for  the  purposes 
of  said  road,  thus  valued,  as  fully  as  if  it  had  been  conveyed  by  the  owner 
or  owners;  and  the  valuation,  if  not  received  when  tendered,  may,  at  any 
time  thereafter,  be  recovered  from  said  company,  without  costs,  or 
interest;  and  that  said  sheriff,  or  summoner,and  jurors  shall  be  entitled  to 
demand  and  receive  from  said  company,  the  same  fees  as  are  allowed  for 
like  services,  incases  of  fixing  the  value  of  real  estate  previous  to  sale^ 
under  execution  at  law. 

Sec*  15.  That  whenever  in  the  construction  of  said  road,  it  shall  be 
necessary  to  cross  or  intersect  any  established  road,  or  way,  it  shall  bo 
the  duty  of  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company,  so  to  construct 
said  rail-road  as  not  to  impede  or  obstruct  the  transportation  of  persona 
or  property  along  such  established  road  or  way;  or  when  it  shall  be  ne- 
cessary  to  pass  through  the  land  of  any  individual,  it  shall  be  also  their  duty 
to  provide  for  such  individual,  proper  wagon  ways  across  said  road,  from 
any  part  of  his  land  to  another. 

Sec.  16.  That  if  said  company  shall  neglect  to  provide  proper  wagon 
ways  across  said  road^  as  required  by  the  fifteenth  section  of  this  act,  it 
thul  be  lawful  for  any  individual  or  individuals  to  sue  s^id  company,  and 
recover  sudi  damages  as  a  jury  may  think  him,  her  or  them,  entitled  to,  for 
such  neglect,  with  costs  of  suiL 

Sec.  17.  That  whenever  it  shall  be  necessary  for  said  company  to  have^ 
use  or  occupy  any  land  or  materials  in  the  eonstmction  or  repair  of  said 
road,  or  any  part  thereof,  or  their  works  or  necessary  buildings,  the  presi* 
dent  and  directors  of  said  company,  or  their  agent  pr  agents,  or  those  em- 
plcy^ed  by  them  in  making  or  repairing  the  same,  may  immediately  take 
and  use  the  same,  they  having  first  caused  the  property  wanted  to  beview* 
ed  and  appraised  by  a  jury,  (formed  in  the  manner  hereinbefore  prescrib- 
ed,) in  those  cases  where  the  property  is  to  be  changed  or  altered,  by  ad- 
mixture with  other  substances,  before  stich  alteration  is  made;  and  the  in* 
quest  of  said  jury,  after  tender  of  the  valuation,  ^hall  be  a  bar  to  all  actions 
for  the  taking  or  using  such  property. 

Sec.  18.  That  if  it  shall  be  necessary  for  the  said  rail  road  company, 
in  the  selection  of  the  route  or  construction  of  the  road,  by  them  to  be  laid 
out  and  constructed,  or  any  part  of  it,  to  connect  the  same  with,  or  to  use 
any  turnpike  road  or  bridge,  made  or  erected  by  any  company,  or  person 
or  persons  incorporated  or  authorized  by  any  taw  of  this  State,  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  said  president  and  directors  to  contract  and  agree  with  any  such 
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^ther  corporation,  person  or  personi,  for  the  right  to  use  said  road  or  bridge^ 
or  for  the  transfer  of  anj  of  the  corporate  or  other  rights  and  pmilegesof 
sach  corporation,  person  or  persons,  to  the  said  company  hereby  incorpo- 
rated; and  every  such  other  corporation,  person  or  persons  incorporated^ 
or  acting  under  the  laws  of  this  State,  u,  and  are  hereby  authorized  to 
make  such  agreement,  contract  or  transfer,  by  and  through  the  agency 
of  the  person  or  persons  authorized  by  their  respective  acts  of  incorpora* 
tioo,  to  exrecise  their  corporate  powers,  or  by  such  person  or  persons  as^ 
by  any  law  of  this  State  is,  are,  or  shall  be  entrusted  Tfkh  the  management 
and  direction  of  such  turnpike  road  or  bridge,  or  any  of  the  rights  or 
privileges  aforesaid;  and  every  contract,  agreement,  or  transfer,  made  in 
pursuance  of  the  authority  hereby  granted,  when  executed  by  the  parties, 
under  their  respective  corporate  seals,  or  otherwise  legally  authenticated^ 
shall  vest  in  the  company  hereby  incorporated,  all  such  road,  part  of  road, 
rights,  privileges,  and  the  right  to  use  and  enjoy  the  same,  as  fully  as  they 
might  be  used,  exercised  and  enjoyed  by  said  corporation,  person  or 
persons,  of  whom  they  were  obtained. 

Sec*  19.  That  the  said  president  and  directors  shall  have  power,  and 
they  are  hereby  authorized,  to  purchase  with  the  funds  of  said  company,  and 

Slace  on  the  rail  road  constructed  by  them  under  this  act,  all  machines,  ve- 
icles,  i^agons  or  carriages,  of  any  description  whatsoever,  which  they 
may  deem  necessary  and  proper  for  the  purposes  of  transportation  on  said 
road;  and  they  shall  have  power  to  charge  for  tolls,  and  the  transportation 
of  persons,  goods,  produce,  merchandize  or  other  property  of  any  kind  what* 
soever,  transported  by  them  along  said  rail  way,  any  sum  not  exceeding  the 
following  rates:  on  ail  goods,  merchandize,  or  property  of  any  description 
whatsoever,  a  sum  not  exceeding  one  and  a  half  cents  per  mile  for  tolls,  and 
five  cents  per  mile  per  ton  for  transportation,  on  all  goods,  produce,  mer- 
chandize or  other  property  of  any  description  whatsoever,  transported  by 
diem  or  thdr  agent,  and  for  the  transportation  of  passengers  not  exeeed- 
three  cents  per  mile  for  each  passenger;  and  any  other  company,  person  or 
persons,  paying  the  tolls  aforesaid,  may,  with  suitable  and  proper  cars, 
transport  persons  or  property  on  said  road,  subject  to  the  by-laws  of  said 
company  as  to  the  construction  and  speed  of  said  cars;  and  the  said  road, 
with  all  its  works,  improvements  and  profits,  and  all  machinery  used  on  said 
road  for  transportation,  are  hereby  invested  in  the  company  hereby  incor- 
porated, and  their  successors  forever;  and  the  shares  of  the  capitalstock  of 
said  company  shall  be  deemed  and  considered  personal  property,  transfera- 
ble by  astignment,agreebly  to  the  by-laws  of  said  company. 

Sec.  20.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company  shall  serai* 
aanually  declare  and  make  such  dividend  as  they  may  deem  proper,  of  the  nett 
profits  arising  from  the  resources  of  said  company,  after  deducting  outstand- 
staading  debts,  the  necessary  current  and  contingent  expenses;  and  that 
they  shall  divide  the  same  among  the  stockholders  in  proportion  to  the 
amount  of  stock  by  them  subscribed  and  paid  in. 

Sec.  21.  That  any  other  rail  road  company  now,  or  hereaAer  to  be 
chartered,  may  join  and  connect  any  rail  road  with  the  road  hereby  con- 
templated, and  run  cars  upon  the  same  under  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
president  and  directors  of  this  rail  road  company  as  to  the  speed  and  con- 
struction of  sud  cars;  and  full  right  and  privilege  is  hereby  reserved  to  the

State,  or  the  citizens,  or  any  company  incorporated  bj  law  of  this  State,  tm 
cross  the  road  hereby  incorporated:  Prcmded^  That  in  so  crossing,  no  iDJury* 
shail  be  done  to  the  works  of  the  company  hereby  incorporated. 

Sec.  32.  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  wilfally,  by  any  meanv 
whatever,  injure,  impair  or  destroy  any  part  of  said  rail  road,  constructed 
by  said  company  under  this  act,  or  any  of  the  necessary  works,  buildings  or 
machinery  of  said  company,  such  person  or  persons  so  ofiending  shall  each 
of  them,  for  every  such  offence,  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  said  company  a  sum 
not  exceeding  three  fold  the  damages,  which  may  be  recovered  in  the  name 
of  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company,  by  an  action  of  debt  in  the 
court  of  common  pleas  of  the  county  wherein  the  offence  shall  be  com- 
mitted, and  shall  also  be  subject  to  an  indictment  in  said  court;  and  on  con-^ 
viction  of  such  offence,  shall  be  punished  by  fine  and  imprisonment,  at  the 
discretion  of  the  court 

Sec.  23.  That  if  this  road  shall  not  be  commenced  in  five  years  from  the 
passage  of  this  act,  and  completed  within  fifteen  years  from  the  time  of 
commencement  thereof,  then  this  act  shall  be  null  and  void. 

Sec.  24.  If  the  Legislature  of  this  State  shall,  after  the  expiration  of 
thirty-five  years  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  make  provisions  by  law  for  the 
repayment  to  the  said  company  of  the  amount  expended  by  them  in  the 
construction  of  said  road,  together  with  all  moneys  expended  by  them  for 
necessary  permanent  fixtures,  at  the  time  of  purchase  for  the  [use]  of  said 
road,  with  an  advance  of  fifteen  per  cent  thereon,  then  said  road,  with  all 
fixtures  and  appurtenances,  shall  vest  in  and  become  the  property  of  the 
State  of  Ohio,  of  which  cost  an  accurate  account  shall  be  kept  and  submit- 
ted to  the  General  Assembly,  duly  attested  by  the  oaths  of  the  officers  of 
said  company,  whenever  the  General  Assembly  shall  demand  the  same. 

Sec.  25.  Whenever  the  dividends  of  said  company  shall  exceed  the  rate 
of  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  the  Legislature  of  this  State  may  impose  such 
reasonable  taxes  on  the  amount  of  such  dividends  as  may  be  received  from 
Other  rail  road  companies. 

Sec.  26.  This  act  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  public  act,  and  shall  be  so 
received  and  construed  in  all  courts  of  justice  and  elsewhere.

To  incorporate  the  Presbyterian  Congregation,  in  Carrolhon. 

Sec.  1.    Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohioj 
That  James  Sinclair,  James  Cameron,  James  Davis,  John  Thompson,  Jc^n 
Dunlap,  John  S.  Hunter,  John  Ebersole,  John  M'Cormick,  Josiah  B.  Em- 
ery, Jonathan  M'Elderry,  William  Harkless,  Daniel  Van  Home,  Daniel 
•  M'Cook,  James  Hanna,  William  Holmes,  and  William  Ogle,  and  their  as 
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%ociates  for  the  time  being,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  created  a  body  cot^ 
potato  and  politic,  by  the  name  of  ^^Tbe  Presbyterian  Congregation,  in 
CarroIIton,"  and  as  such  shall  remain  and  have  perpetual  succession;  sub- 
ject however  to  such  future  regulations  as  the  Legislature  may  think  pro- 
per to  make,  touching  matters  of  mere  temporal  concernment. 

Sec*  2*  That  the  said  corporation  shall  be  capable  m  law,  by  the  name 
aforesaid,  of  suiag  and  .being  sued,  pleading  and  being  impleaded,  in  any 
action  or  suit,  in  any  court  having  competent  jurisdiction. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  said  corporation,  by  the  name  aforesaid,  shall 
be  capable  in  law  of  having,  receiving,  acquiring,  and  holding,  either 
by  trust,  grant,  devise  or  purchase,  any  estate,  real,  personal  or  mixed, 
which  may  become  the  property  of  said  corporation:  Provided^  The  an- 
nual income  of  all  such  property  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  two  thousand 
dollars:  And  provided^  also^  That  all  such  property  shall  be  considered 
as  held  in  trust,  under  the  management  and  at  the  disposal  of  said  corpo- 
ration, for  the  purpose  of  promoting  the  interest  of  said  congregation,  de- 
fraying the  expenses  incident  to  their  mode  of  worship,  and  maintaining 
any  institutions  of  charity  or  education  that  may  therewith  be  connected: 
Provided^  moreover^  That  when  money  or  other  property  shall  be  given, 
granted,  bequeathed  or  devised  to  said  congregation  for  any  particular  use 
or  purpose,  it  shall  be  faithfully  applied  to  such  end  or  purpose. 

Sec.  4.  That  on  the  third  Monday  of  October,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  thirty-six,  and  on  the  third  Monday  of  October,  in  each  and 
every  year,  after  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty  six,  there  shall  be 
elected  five  trustees,  and  such  other  officers  as  the  said  congregation  may 
deem  necessary;  who  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year,  and  until  their 
successors  shall  be  elected:  Provided,  That  a  failure  to  make  an  election 
on  the  day  appointed,  shall  not  work  a  forfeiture  of  the  privileges  of  the 
corporation;  but  in  every  such  failure,  from  any  cause,  the  trustees,  or 
any  two  of  them,  shall  have  power  to  appoint  such  other  day  for  an  elec* 
tion  as  they  may  judge  fit. 

Sec.  5.  That  all  elections  shall  be  by  ballot,  and  shall  be  determined 
by  a  plurality  of  votes;  each  male  supporter,  by  subscription  of  said  con- 
^rogation,  being  entitled  to  one  vote,  in  this,  as  in  all  other  matters,  touch- 
ing the  interest  of  the  corporation. 

Sec.  6.  That  extra  meetings  of  the  congi*egation  shall  and  may  be 
called  by  the  trustees,  or  any  two  of  them,  at  any  time,  on  their  giving 
ten  days  previous  notice,  by  advertisement  in  three  public  places  in  Car- 
roIIton, one  of  which  shall  be  on  the  door  of  the  house  used  by  said  con- 
gregation as  a  place  of  public  worship. 

Sec.  7.  That  the  trustees,  or  a  majority  of  them,  may  establish  a  com- 
mon seal,  which  they  may  alter,  change  or  renew,  at  pleasure;  and  shall 
have  power  and  authority  to  make  all  contracts  in  behalf  of  the  corpora- 
tion, and  to  manage  all  pecuniary  and  prudential  matters,  and  other  con- 
cerns pertaining  to  the  good  order,  interest,  and  welfare  of  the  congre- 
gation; and  to  make  such  rules,  regulations  or  by-laws,  consistent  with 
the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States,  and  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
as  they  may  deem  advisable,  from  time  to  time,  for  their  own  government 
and  for  that  of  the  corporation:  Provided,  That  they  shall  make  no  by- 
laws, or  pass  any  order  fox  the  imposing  or  assessing  of  any  taxes,  or  for 
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the  sales  of  any  property,  on  account  of  the  corporation,  unless  by  the 
consent  of  said  corporation,  expressed  by  a  majority  of  the  male  support- 
er9  of  said  congregation  present,  upon  a  day  legally  advertised  for  that 
purpose. 

Sec.  8.  That  all  process  against  the  said  corporation  shall  be  by  sum- 
mons,  and  the  leaving  a  copy  of  such  summons  with  any  one  of  the 
trustees,  shall  be  deemed  in  law  a  sufficient  service  to  bind  said  corpo* 
ration. 

Sec.  9.  That  John  S.  Hunter,  John  Thompson,  William  Holmes,  James 
Hanna,  and  John  M'Cormick,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  constituted 
trustees  of  said  congregation,  with  full  power  to  act  until  the  first  annual 
meeting,  and  until  meir  successors  are  chosen.

To  amend  the  act  entitled  ^^\n  act  to  incorporate  the  Union  Bridge  Company,^'  passed  Feb* 

ruary  11th,  1832. 

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^ 
That  for  the  purpose  of  farther  enabling  the  Union  Bridge  Company  to  con- 
istract  a  substantial  and  permanent  bridge  across  the  Little  Miami  river,  at 
or  near  Turpin's  Ferry,  in  Hamilton  county,  and  to  construct  and  secure 
a  good    substantial    turnpike   road  from  said  bridge  to  some    eligible 

Joint  on  the  Cincinnati,  Uolumbus  and  Wooster  turnpike  road,  and  of 
eeping  the  same  in  good  repair,  and  said  company  shall  have  the  right  to 
enter  on  any  lands  in  the  vicinity  of  the  site  ot  said  bridge,  and  take  from 
thence  stone,  gravel,  sand,  earth,  or  other  materials,  necessary  for  the 
construction  of  said  road,  and  the  embankments  of  said  bridge:  Pr^mdedj 
That  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  [so]  construed  as  to  prohibit  per- 
sons on  v^hose  lands  they  may  enter,  and  therefrom  remove  materials 
aforesaid,  from  claiming  and  receiving  damages  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  2.  That  if  any  person  or  persons,  on  whose  lands  said  company 
may  enter,  for  the  purpose  of  removing  any  of  the  aforenamed  materials, 
should  claim  or  demand  damages  therefor,  and  the  person  or  perions  so 
claiming  and  the  said  oompany  not  be  able  to  agree  upon  the  amount 
of  damages,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  ihe  sheriff  of  Hamilton  county,  on 
application  of  either  of  the  said  parties,  to  appoint  three  disinterested  free- 
holders, who,  upon  a  day  to  be  named  by  said  sheriff,  shall  meet,  and  after 
taking  an  oath  or  affirmation  to  faithfully  and  impartially  discharge  the

duties  by  this  act  required  of  them,  shall  proceed  to  examine  any  claim  or 
claims  that  may  be  submitted  lo  them;  make  out  their  assessment,  or  as- 
sessmenti,  in  writing,  of  the  damages,  if  any;  a  copy  of  which  shall  be 
given  to  the  proprietor  or  proprietors  of  the  land,  and  another  copy  to 
the  company,  or  their  agent;  and  the  said  company,  or  their  agent  shall 
pay,  or  offer  to  pay  the  owner  or  owners  of  such  land,  the  amount  of 
«uch  assessed  damages,  before  they  or  he  shall  enter  upon,  or  take  any 
materials  for  the  purpose  aforesaid;  and  in  all  cases  where  damages  are 
assessed  the  company  shall  pay  all  expenses  of  such  assessment,  and 
where  no  damages  are  assessed,  the  person  or  persons  claiming  the  same 
shall  pay  the  expenses.

To  inc4»porate  th«  town  of  Higginspon,  in  the  county  of  Brown. 

Sec.  !•  Be  U  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^ 
That  so  much  of  rthe  township  of  Lewis,  in  the  coun^  of  Brown,  as  ipr 
eluded  within  the  bounds,  •f  the  townplkt  ofthe  town  of  Higginsport,  in 
said  county  of  Brown,  as  the  said  town  plat  now  stands  on  record,  in  the 
office  of  the  recorder  of  said  county,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  created  into, 
and|  constituted  a  town  corporate,  by  the  name  of  the  Town  of  Higgitis- 
port. 

Sec  2.  That  for  the  order  and  good  government  of  said  town,  and  in- 
habitants thereof,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  white  male  householders  there- 
of, who  have  resided  therein  for  the  space  of  three  months  next  preced- 
ing the  day  of  election,  having  the  qualifications  of  electors  of  members 
of  the  General  Assembly,  to  meet  at  some  convenient  place  in  the  said 
townofHigginsport,  on  the  fourth  Saturday  of  May  next,  and  on  the  fourth 
Saturday  of  May  annually,^thereafter,  and  then  and  there  proceed,  by  a  plu- 
rality of  votes,  to  elect  by  ballot,  one  mayor,  one  recorder,  and  five  trustees, 
who  shall  be  householders  in  said  town;  who  shall  hold  their  ofiice  until 
the  next  annual  election,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  (juali- 
fied ;  and  such  mayor,  recorder  and  trustees,  so  being  elected  and  qualified, 
shall  constitute  the  Town  Council  of  said  town,  and  any  five  of  whom  shall 
constitute  a  quorum,  for  the  transaction  of  business,  pertaining  to  their 
duties 

Sec  3*  That  at  the  first  election,  to  be  holden  under  this  act,  there  shall 
be  chosen  civa  voce^  by  the  electors  present,  two  judges  and  a  clerk  of  said 
election,  who  shall  take  an  oath  or  aflTirmation  faithfully  to  discharge 
the  duties  required  of  them  by  this  act;  and  at  all  subsequent  elections^ 
the  trustees,  or  any  two  of  them,  shall  be  judges,  and  the  recorder,  or  in 
S4— L 
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his  absence,  some  other  person,  to  be  appointed  by  the  judges,  shiU  be 
clerk:  the  polls  shall  be  opened  between  the  hours  of  ten  and  eleven 
o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  and,  closed  at  three  o'clock,  in  the  afternoon  of 
said  day;  and  at  the  close  of  the  polls,  the  votes  shall  be  counted,  and 
a  true  statement  thereof  proclaimed  to  the  voters  present,  by  one  of 
thejudges;and  the  person  having  the  highest  number  of  votes,  shall  be 
declared  duly  elected;  and  the  clerk  shall  make  a  true  copy  thereof,  and 
vrithin  five  days  thereafter,  he  shall  give  notice  to  the  persons  so  elected  of 
their  election;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  town  council,  at  least  ten 
days  before  each  and  every  annual  election,  to  give  notice  of  the  same, 
by  setting  up  advertisements  at  three  of  the  most  public  places  in  said 
town. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  mayor,  and  in  case  of  his  absence,  the  recorder,  shall 
preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  town  council;  and  the  recorder  shall  attend 
all  meetings  of  the  town  council,  and  make  a  fair  and  accurate  record  of 
all  their  proceedings. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  town  council  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies 
which  may  happen  in  said  board,  from  the  householders,  who  are  qualified 
electors  in  said  town,  who  shall  hold  their  appointments  until  the  next  an 
nual  election,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified;  and 
in  the  absence  of  the  mayor  and  recorder  from  any  meeting  of  the  town 
Council,  the  trustees  shall  have  power  to  appoint  any  two  of  their  number, 
to  perform  the  duties  of  mayor  and  recorder,  for  the  time  being* 

Sec.  6.  That  the  mayor,  recorder,  and  trustees  of  said  town,  shall 
be  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  with  perpetual  succession,  to  be  known  and 
distinguished  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  **Town' Council  of  the  town  of 
Higginsport"  and  shall  be  capable  in  law,  by  their  corporate  name,  to  ac- 
quire property,  real,  personal  and  mixed,  for  the  use  of  said  town,  and 
may  sell,  and  convey  the  same  at  pleasure;  they  may  have  a  common 
seal,  which  they  may  break,  alter,  or  renew  at  pleasure;  they  may  sue  and 
be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  defend  and  be  defended,  in  all  manner 
of  actions,  and  in  all  courts  of  law  and  equity ;  and  whenever  any  suit  shall  be 
commenced  against  said  corporation,  the  process  shall  be  served  by  copy, 
which  shall  be  left  with  the  recorder,  or  at  his  usual  place  of  residence,  at 
least  five  days  before  the  return  day  thereof. 

Sec.  7.    That  each  member  of  said  town  council,  before  entering  upon 
the  duties  of  his  office,  shall  take  an  oath,  or  afiirmation,  to  support  the 
constitution  of  the  United  States,  and  the  constitution  of  this  State,  and 
.  also  an  oath  of  office. 

Sec.  8.  That  the  town  council  shall  have  power  to  make,  ordain  and 
establish  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations,  for  the  government  of  said  town, 
and  to  alter,  or  repeal,  the  same  at  pleasure;  to  provide  for  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  treasurer,  town  marshal,  and  such  other  subordinate  officers, 
as  they  may  think  necessary;  to  prescribe  their  duties,  and  determine 
the  period  of  their  appointments,  and  to  fix  the  fees  they  shall  be  entitled  to 
for  their  services;  and  the  treasurer,  marshal,  and  other  officers  shall^ 
before  entering  upon  their  duties,  take  an  oath  of  ofiice,  and*shail  respectively 
give  bond  with  security,  in  such  sum  as  shall  be  determined  by  the  town 
council,  payable  to  the  State  of  Ohio,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  per- 
formance of  thpir  respective  duties:  the  town  council  shall  also  have  pow- 
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tr  to  fix  reasonable  fines  and  penalties  for  any  violation  of  the  laws  and 
ordinances  of  the  corporation,  and  to  provide  for  the  collection  and  dis- 
position of  the  same:  Provided,  3uch  by-laws,  or  ordinances,  mles  and  re- 
gulations be  not  inconsistent  with  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United 
States,  and  of  this  State:  And  Prorvided^also,  That  no  by-law,  ordinance, 
or  regulation  shall  take  effect  or  be  in  force,  until  the  same  shall  have 
been  posted  up  for  two  weeks,  in  two  of  the  most  public  places  in  said  cor- 
poration. 

Sec.  9.  That  the  town  council  shall,  at  the  expiration  of  each  and  eve- 
ry year,  cause  to  be  made  out  and  posted  up  as  aforesaid,  the  receipts  and 
expenditures  of  the  preceding  year. 

Sec.  10.  \That  the  town  council  shall  have  power  to  reflate  and 
improve  the  streets,  lanes  and  alleys,  and  determine  the  width  of  the 
aide  walks  in  said  town:  they  shall  have  power  to  remove  all  nuisances 
and  obstructions  from  the  streets  and  commons  of  said  town,  and  to  do 
all  things  which  similar  corporations  have  power  to  do:  Provided,  They 
shall  never  have  power  to  grant  license  to  retail  spirituous  liquors. 

Sec.  11.  That  for  the  purpose  of  more  effectually  enabling  said  town 
council  to  carry  into  effect  the  provisions  of  said  act,  they  are  hereby  au- 
thorized and  empowered  to  levy  a  tax  on  all  the  real  and  personal  pro- 
perty, subject  on  the  grand  levy  to  taxation,  within  the  limits  of  said  town, 
upon  the  appraisement  made  and  returned  upon  said  grand  levy:  Pro- 
vided,  That  said  tax,  §o  levied  by  said  town  council,  shall  not  in  any  one 
year  exceed  one  half  of  one  per  centum,  on  the  aggregate  amount  of 
all  such  taxable  property  within  the  limits  of  said  town;  and  the  said 
town  council  shall,  annually,  between  the  first  day  of  April,  and  the  first 
day  of  July,  determme  the  amount  of  tax  to  be  assessed  and  collected  for 
the  current  year. 

Sec.  12.  That  it  shall  be  the  dutv  of  the  recorder  of  said  corporation, 
to  make  out  duplicates  of  taxes,  charging  each  individual,  within  said  cor- 
poration, an  amount  of  tax  in  proportion  to  the  aggregate  value  of  the  tax- 
able property  belonging  to  such  individual,  within  the  limits  of  said  corpo- 
ration, as  the  same  appears  upon  the  books  of  the  auditor  of  said  county 
of  Brovirn;  and  the  said  recorder  shall  have  power  of  inspecting  the 
books  of  said  auditor,  and  to  take  any  minutes  or  transcripts  therefrom, 
as  may  be  neoessary  to  aid  hiih  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  hereby  en- 
joined upon  him,  free  of  expense:  when  said  recorder  shall  have  made 
out  said  duplicates,  as  aforesaid,  he  shall  deliver  one  of  such  duplicates  to 
the  marshal  of  said  town,  or  to  such  other  person  as  may  be  appointed 
collector,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  .to  collect  the  taxes  charged  thereon,  in 
the  same  manner  and  under  the  same  regulations,  as  are  provided  by  law 
for  the  collection  of  State  and  county  taxes:  and  the  said  marshal  or 
collector,  shall,  immediately  after  collecting  said  taxes,  pay  the  same  over 
to  the  treasurer  of  said  corporation,  and  take  his  receipt  therefor;  and 
the  said  marshal,  or  collector,  shall  have  the  same  power  to  sell  both 
real  and  personal  property,  as  is  given,  bv  law,  to  the  county  treasurer; 
and  when  necessary,  the  recorder  shall  have  power  to  make  deeds 
for  real  es^tate,  so  sold,  in  the  same  manner  that  county  auditors  are,  by 
law,  empowered  to  do,  for  lands  sold  by  the  county  treasurer;  and  the 
marshal,  or  collector  shall   receive  such  fees  for  his  services,  as  the 
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town  council  may  direct,  not  exceeding  six  per  centum  on  all  moneys  so  by 
him  collected,  to  be  paid  by  the  treasurer,  on  the  order  of  the  recorder. 

Sec.  1 3.  That  the  said  town  council  shall  have  power  to  appropriate  any 
money  remaining  in  the  corporation  treasury,  to  the  improvement  of  the 
streets,  alleys  and  side  walks  of  said  town,  whenever  they  may  deem  it  ne- 
cessary, and  to  make  any  other  improvements  which  may  conduce  to  the 
health  and  comfort  of  said  town.

stock  to  the  amount  of  two  hundred  thousand  dollars,  and  the  increase  and 
profits  thereof;  and  of  taking,  purchasing,  and  holding  to  them,  their  suc- 
cessors and  assigns,  in  fee  simple,  any  such  lands,  tenements^  hereditaments 
and  property,  real  and  personal,  or  mixed,  as  shall  be  necessary  for  them  in 
the  prosecution  of  their  works;  and  shall  be  capable  of  suing  and  being  sued, 
pleading  and  being  impleaded,  answering  and  being  answered,  and  of  do« 
ing  all  matters  and  things,  that  a  corporation  or  body  politic,  created  and 
established  for  like  purposes,  may  lawfully  do;  and  may  have  a  common 
seal,  which  they  may  alter  or  renew  at  pleasure. 

Sec*  2.  The  above  named  persons,  or  any  five  of  them,  are  authorized 
to  open  books  for  receiving  subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  com- 
pany, within  one  year,  at  such  time  and  place  as  they  may  see  proper,  after 
giving  at  least  thirty  days  notice,  in  one  or  more  newspapers  printed  in  die 
counties  of  Wayne  and  Stark;  and  the  said  books  shall  be  kept  open  under 
such  regulations  as  shall  be  directed  by  the  commissioners  hereinbefore 
named,  or  a  majority  of  them. 

Sec*  3.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  divided  into  shares 
of  fifty  dollars  each;  and  when  five  hundred  shares  of  said  stock  are  sub- 
scribed, the  commissioners  herein  named  shall  call  a  meeting  of  the  stock- 
holders, by  giving  thirty  days  notice  as  aforesaid,  for  the  purpose  of  elect- 
ing nine  directors;  at  which  election  at  least  three  of  said  commissioners 
shall  be  present,  one  of  whom  shall  preside;  all  votes  for  directors  shall  be  by 
ballot,  each  stockholder  having  one  vote  for  each  and  every  share  be  may  own ; 
stockholders  may  also  vote  by  proxy,  under  such  rc2uiations  as  may  be  pre- 
scribed by  said  commissioners;  and  the  directors  thus  elected,  shall  qualify 
themselves  by  an  oath  or  affirmation  of  office;  and  as  soon  as  organized, 
proceed  to  elect  from  their  number  a  president,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
sign  all  contracts  and  obligations  on  behalf  of  the  company;  all  elections 
for  directors  thereafter,  shall  be  on  the  first  Monday  of  January,  annually. 

Sec*  4.  The  president  and  directors  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year, 
and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified;  they  shall,  in  all  cases, 
manage  the  concerns  of  the  company,  appoint  such  other  officers  and  agents 
as  may  be  necessary,  fill  all  vacancies  that  may  happen,  until  the  next  an- 
nual election;  and  may  require  an  oath  of  any  of  the  agents  so  by  them  ap- 
pointed; may  call  special  meetings  of  the  stockholders,  by  giving  notice  as 
before  directed;  keep  a  record  of  their  proceedings  relative  to  the  com- 
pany, and  do  all  other  matters  and  things  touching  the  concerns  of  the 
company  contemplated  by  this  act,  and  make  all  by-laws  for  the  govern- 
ment of  said  corporation:  ProDitied^  Such  by-laws  are  not  inconsistent  with 
the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States,  and  this  State. 

Sec.  5.  That  if  any  stockholder  shal  1  neglect  or  refuse  to  pay  any  instal- 
ments due,  after  sixty  days  notice  having  been  previously  given  thereof,  and 
the  time  and  place  of  payment  mentioned  therein,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
board  of  directors  to  collect  the  deficient  instalment  by  suit,  with  interest 
and  costs  thereon,  from  the  time  such  instalment  became  due;  and  no  delin* 
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qutnt  stockholder  shall  have  a  right  to  vote  at  anj  roeeting  of  the  stock- 
holders,  on  anj  share  or  shares  for  which  he  maj  be  delinquent. 

Sec.  6.  Said  corporation  shall  have  the  right  to  survey,  lay  out  and 
make  said  road  through  anj  improved  or  unimproved  lands,  on  the  best 
ground  and  most  advantageous  route  between  the  various  points  mentioned 
in  the  first  section  of  this  act;  and  use  any  stone,  gravel,  timber,  or  other 
materials  necessary  to  construct  a  good,  secure  and  substantial  road,  found 
upon  the  line  of  said  road,  when  surveyed  and  laid  off;  and  in  case  such 
materials  aforesaid  be  not  found  on  said  line,  then,  and  in  that  case,  said 
company,  or  their  agents,  shall  have  aright  to  enter  upon  any  unimproved 
lands  adjoining,  or  in  the  vicinity  of  said  road,  and  to  dig,  cut  down,  take, 
and  carry  away  so  much  stone,  gravel,  timber  or  materials,  not  previously 
appropriated  by  the  owner  or  owners  to  any  particular  use,  as  may  be  ne- 
cessary to  enable  said  company  to  construct  said  road,  and  the  neces- 
iary  bridges;  and  if  any  difference  should  arise  between  the  owner  or  own- 
en  of  any  ground  on  which  said  road  may  be  located,  or  from  which  such 
materials  are  taken  as  aforesaid,  and  the  agents  of  the  company,  respect- 
ing damages,  it  shall  be  determined  by  three  disinterested  freeholders,  to  be 
appointed  by  the  commissioners  of  the  county  in  which  the  subject  of  dif- 
ference lies;  who,  after  being  duly  sworn  faithfully  and  impartially  to  per* 
form  the  duties  required  of  them  by  this  act,  shall  take  into  the  estimate 
the  benefits  resulting  to  said  owner  or  owners,  from  constructing  said  road 
through,  along  or  near  such  land,  which  estimate  shall  be  in  extinguishment 
of  damages;  and  which  estimate,  together  with  the  damages,  shall  be  bj 
them  made  out  in  writing,  and  one  copy  be  delivered  by  them  to  the  owner 
or  owners  of  such  land,  and  one  copy  to  the  agent  of  said  company;  and 
said  agent  shall  pay,  or  offer  to  pay,  the  owner  or  owners  of  said  land  the 
amount  of  damages  assessed,  before  he  shall  enter  upon  such  grounds,  or  take 
any  materials,  except  to  survey  said  road;  and  all  expenses  of  such  assess- 
ment of  damages  shall  be  paid  by  said  company;  and  such  appraisers  shall 
receive  for  their  services,  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  per  day,  for  each  and 
every  day  they  may  be  so  employed,  to  be  paid  as  aforesaid:  Ptmnded^Thzt 
nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  so  construed  as  shall  prevent  an  appeal  from 
such  decision  to  the  court  of  common  pleas  for  said  county. 

Sec.  7.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company  shall  cause 
the  said  road  to  be  opened,  not  exceediug  eighty  feet  wide,  at  least  twenty 
feet  of  which  shall  be  made  an  artificial  road,  and  composed  of  stone  or 
gravel,  (except  the  bridges,  which  may  be  made  of  wood  or  stone,  as  said 
company  may  determine,)  of  the  best  materials  that  can  be  obtained,  well 
compacted  together  in  such  a  manner  as  to  secure  a  firm,  substantial,  and 
even  road,  rising  in  the  middle,^ith  a  gradual  arch  or  curve,  with  sufficient 
drains  on  each  nde  of  the  road  to  convey  the  water  therefrom,  and  shall 
nmintain  and  keep  the  same  in  good  repair;  and  in  no  case  shall  the 
ascent  in  said  road  exceed,  or  be  of  greater  elevation,  than  five  degrees 
widi  the  horizon. 

Sec.  8.  So  soon  as  said  company  shall  have  completed  said  road  as 
aforesaid,  or  any  part  thereof,  not  less  than  ten  continuous  miles,  and  so 
from  time  to  time,  as  ten  continuous  miles  of  said  road  shall  be  completed, 
an  agent,  to  be  appointed  by  the  commissioners  of  the  proper  county,  if 
not  otherwise  appointed  by  direction  of  the  Legislature,  shall,  on  appiica- 
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tlon  of  the  company,  examine  the  same,  and  report  his  opinion  in  writing 
to  the  president  of  the  company;  and  if  such  report  shall  state  the  road, 
or  any  ten  continuous  miles  to  be  completed,  agreeably  to  the  proyisions  of 
this  act,  the  company  may  then  erect  a  gate  or  gates,  at  suitable  distances, 
and  demand  and  receive  of  persons  travelling  said  road,  the  tolls  allowe4 
by  this  act 

Sec.  9.  The  following  shall  be  the  rates  of  toll,  for  each  and  every  tea 
miles  ofsaid  road,  and  in  that  proportion  for  a  greater  or  less  distance,  to 
wit:  for  every  four  wheeled  carriage,  not  exceeding  two  and  one  half  inch- 
68  on  the  tread,  drawn  by  two  horses,  or  oxen,  twenty-five  cents;  for  ev- 
ry  horse  or  ox  in  addition,  six  and  one-fourth  cents;  for  every  two  wheeled 
carriage,  not  exceeding  two  and  one-half  inches  in  the  tread,  drawn  by 
two  horses  or  oxen,  eighteen  and  three-fourth  cents;  for  every  horse  or  ox 
in  addition,  six  and  one-fourth  cents;  for  every  four  wheeled  carriage,  of 
four  inches  or  upwards  on  the  tread,  drawn  by  two  horses  or  oxen,  twelve 
and  one  half-cents;  and  for  every  horse  or  ox  in  addition,  five  cents;  for 
every  two  wheeled  carriage,  of  four  inches  or  upwards  on  the  tread,  tex| 
cents;  and  for  every  horse  or  ox  in  addition,  five  cents;  for  every  sled  or 
sleigh  drawn  by  two  horses  or  oxen,  twelve  and  a  half  cents;  for  every 
horse  or  ox  in  addition,  six  and  one-tourth  cents;  for  every  sled  or  sleign 
drawn  by  one  horse,  ten  cents;  for  every  horse  and  rider,  six  and  one 
fourth-cents; for  every  horse,  mule  orass,  six  months old,led  ordriven,  three 
cents;  for  neat  cattle,  six  months  old,  twenty-five  cents  for  every  score,  and 
a  less  number  in  proportion;  forevery  score  of  sheep  or  hogs  twelve  and  one 
halfcents;  for  every  four  wheeled  pleasure  carria^e,drawn  by  two  horses, 
thirty  one  and  one  fourth  cents;  for  every  horse  m  addition,  ten  cents;  for 
every  two  or  four  wheeled  carriage,  drawn  by  one  horse,  twenty-five  cents^ 
for  every  horse  in  addition,  ten  cents:  Proinded^  That  said  company  may 
erect  one  gate  every  five  miles,  upon  said  road,  at  which  half  toll  shall  be 
demanded  and  collected:  Provided^  alsoj  That  all  persons  going  to,  or  re- 
turning from  public  worship;  all  malitia  men  going  to,  or  returning  from 
their  respective  muster  grounds;  all  funeral  processions;  and  all  persona 
going  to  or  returning  from  elections,  shall  pass  toll  free. 

Sec.  1 0.  That  if  any  person  or  persons  using  said  road,  shall,  with  intent 
to  defraud  said  company,  or  evade  the  payment  of  toll,  pass  through  any 
private  gates,  or  bars,  or  along  any  other  ground  near  to  any  turnpike, 
which  shall  be  erected  pursuant  to  this  act,  or  shall  practice  any  fraudu- 
lent means  to  evade  the'payment  of  such  tolls,  each  and  eveiy  person  con- 
cerned in  such  fraudulent  practices,  shall,  for  every  such  onence,  forfeit 
and  pay  the  company  the  sum  of  five  dollars,  to  be  recovered  with  costs  of 
suit,  before  any  justice  of  the  peace,  in  any  county  through  which  the 
said  road  may  pass,  and  such  ofTence  may  be  committed. 

Sec.  11.  It  said  company  shall  fail  for  tfen  days  in  succession,  to  keep 
said  road  in  good  repair,  and  complaint  be  made  thereof,  to  a  justice  of  the 
peace,  in  the  county  in  which  said  road  is  out  of  repair,  it  shall  be  his  duty 
forthwith,  to  summons  three  disinterested  freeholders  to  examine  the  same, 
and  he  shall  give  notice  to  the  toll  gatherer  at  the  nearest  gate,  of  the 
time  when  said  freeholders  will  proceed  to  examine  the  same;  and  the  said 
freeholders,  after  having  taken  an  oath  or  affirmation  to  act  impartially, 
shall  proceed  to  examine  said  road;  and  if  the  same  is  out  of  repair,  they 
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fthall  certify  it  to  the  ju«tice  of  the  peace,  who  shall  immediately  tranimit 
a  copy  of  such  certificate  to  the  nearest  toll  gatherer  where  such  defective 
part  of  said  road  lies;  and  from  the  time  of  receiving  such  notice,  no  toll 
shall  be  demanded  or  received,  for  such  part  of  the  road,  until  the  same 
shall  be  put  in  complete  repair,  under  the  pealty  of  five  dollars  for  every 
such  oflfence;  to  be  recovered,  with  costs  of  suit,  of  said  company,  on  the 
Complaint,  arid  for  the  use  of  the  party  aggrieved. 

Sec.  12.  That  the  said  company  shall  put  a  post  or  stone  at  the  end 
of  each  mile,  with  the  number  of  miles  from  Wooster,  fairly  cut  or  paint- 
ed thereon,  and  also  in  a  conspicuous  place,  near  each  toll  gate  shall  be 
placed  a  board  with  the  rates  of  tolls  fairly  painted  thereon,  and  directions 
to  keep  to  the  right. 

Sec*  13*  If  any  person  or  persons  shall,  wantonly  or  wilfully  destroy, . 
or  in  any  manner  injure  or  obstruct  any  part  of  said  road,  or  any  gate 
thereon,  otherwise  than  in  the  just  and  lawful  use  thereof,  he  or  they  shall 
be  liable  to  not  more  than  fifty,  nor  less  than  five  dollars  for  every  such 
offence,  the  one  half  thereof  to  go  to  the  county  in  which  the  offence  is 
committed,  and  the  other  half  to  the  informer;  and  shall,  moreover,  be 
liable  foF  all  damages  to  the  company,  and  for  all  injuries  occuring  to 
travelers  in  consequence  of  any  such  damage  to,  or  obstruction  of  such 
road;  all  damages  or  costs  awarded  to  the  company  or  to  travellers,  under 
this  section,  by  a  court,  or  justice  of  the  peace  having  competent  juris- 
diction, shall  be  collected  forthwith,  by  execution  and  sale  of  property, 
Ivithout  any  delay  or  stay  of  execution. 

Sec.  14.  That  any  person  wilfully  defacing  or  destroying  any  guide 
boards  mile  stone,  post,  orprinted  list  of  rates  of  tolls  erected  on  said  road, 
shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  before  any  justice  of  the  peace,  be  fined  in  any 
sum  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars,  at  the  suit  of  any  person,  for  the  use  of 
said  company. 

Sec.  1 5.  That  if  any  toll  gatherer  on  said  road,  shall  unnecessarily  de** 
lay  any  passenger  after  the  toll  has  been  paid,  or  offered  to  be  paid,  or 
shall  demand  or  receive  greater  toll  than  is  by  this  act  allowed,  he  shall 
for  every  such  offence,  forfeit  and  pay  a  sum  not  exceeding  twenty  dol- 
lars, to  be  recovered  as  other  fines  provided  for  by  this  act,  for  the  use  of 
the  party  agrieved; 

Sec.  16.  That  said  company  shall  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized 
and  entitled  to  demand  and  receive,  the  like  tolls  from  persons  conveying 
the  United  States  Mail,  as  from  other  persons,  and  in  case  of  neglect  or 
refusal  on  the  part  of  any  person  or  persons,  engaged  in  the  transporta- 
tion of  the  mails  to  pay  the  tolls  by  this  act  authorized  to  be  demanded  and 
received,  said  company  may  proceed  to  collect  the  same  by  an  action  of 
debt,  but  shall  not  obstruct  or  delay  the  passage  of  the  mail. 

Sec.  17.  Thatif  said  company  shall  not,  within  two  years  from  and 
fafter  the  passage  of  this  act,  commence  the  construction  of  said  road,  and 
within  ten  years  thereafter  complete  the  same,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
State  to  resume  all  the  rights  and  privileges  granted  by  this  act:  Provided^ 
Nothing  contained  in  this  section  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  affect  any 
real  estate,  or  property  acquired  under  the  provisions  of  this  act:  Provided^ 
alsoy  That  this  act  may  be  altered  or  amended  by  any  future  Legislature, 
not  inconsistent  with  the  foregoing  provision. 
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Sec.  1 8.  That  all  fiaes^  penalties,  and  forfeitures  incurred  against  the 
][>roYi8ions  of  this  act,  shall  be  sued  for  and  collected  by  action  of  debt,  in 
the  name  of  any  person  who  may  prosecute;  and  when  collected,  shall  be 
appropriated  as  directed  by  this  act.

AN  ACT 

To  inaotporatt  the  Hamilton^  Roasville,  Darrtown,  Oxford  and  Fair  Haven  Turnpike  Com- 
pany. 

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
That, William  Bebb,  Issac  Matthias,  ftobert  Becket,  James  Bradbury,  Wil- 
lis Davis,  E.  D.  Crookshank,  Hugh  Herron,  John  Clark,  Ebenezer  Elliot 
Nathan  Brown,  F.  J.  Porter,  A.  Porter,  James  Elliot,  and  Thomas  Pin- 
kerton  of  the  counties  ofButler  and  Preble,  in  the  State  of  Ohio,  be  and  they 
are  hereby  appointed  commissioners,  under  the  direction  of  a  majority  of 
whom  subscriptions  may  be  received  to  the  capital  stock  of  "The  Hamil- 
ton, Rossville,  Darrtown,  Oxford,  and  Fairhaven  Turnpike  Company,*' 
which  u  hereby  incorporated. 

Sec.  2.  That  so  soon  as  said  commissioners,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
shall  have  organized  themselves,  by  written  articles  of  association,  for  the 
government  of  said  company,  in  which  this  act  shall  be  recognized,  they 
may  cause  books  to  be  opened  at  Hamilton,  Rossville,  Darrtown, Oxford, 
Fairhaven,  and  at  such  other  places  as  a  majority  of  them  may  direct,  for 
the  purpose  of  receiving  subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  compa- 
ny, having  civen  at  least  thirty  days  previous  notice  of  the  times  and  pla- 
ces of  openmg  said  books  of  subscription;  and  if  any  of  said  commission- 
ers shall  die,  resign,  or  refuse  to  act,  a  majority  of  said  commissioners 
shall  ha\?e  power  to  fill  such  vacancy  or  vacancies:  Provided,  That  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commissioners  to  open  said  books  for  subscriptions, 
between  the  first  day  of  April  and  tlie  first  day  of  September,  1836. 

Sec.  3.  That  said  company  shall  be  capable  of  holding  capital  stock 
to  the  amount  of  two  hundred  thousand  dollars,  divided  into  shares  of  fifty 
dollars  each;  that  when  one  fifth  or  a  greater  portion  of  said  stock  shall 
have  been  subscribed,  in  the  manner  hereinbefore  pointed  out,  then  the 
said  subscribers,  and  such  subscribers  as  may  thereafter  become  associ- 
ated with  them,  their  legal  representatives,,  successors,  and  assigns,  shall 
be,  and  are  hereby  constituted  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  under  the 
name  of  the  Hamilton,  Rossville,  Darrtown,  Oxford,  and  Fairhaven  Turn- 
pike Company;  and  by  that  name  they  and  their  successors  shall  have 
perpetual  succession,  and  all  the  rights,  privileges  and  immunities  incident 
to  a  corporation;  and  shall,  in  their  corporate  name,  be  capable  of  taking 
and  holding  capital  stock  to  the  amount  of  two  hundred  thousand  dollars, 
together  with  the  increase  and  profits  thereon,  and  of  purchasing,  securing, 
holding,  selling,  leasing,  and  conveying  estate,  real,  personal,  and  mixed, 
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flo  ftr  as  shaii  be  Mcessary  for  the  purposes  hereinafter  mentioned,  and 
no  fiirther;  and  shall,  in  their  corporate  name  and  capacity,  be  capable  of 
suing  and  being  sued,  pleading  and  being  impleaded,  answering  and  being 
answered,  in  any  cause  or  action,  bill  or  plaint,  in  any  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction,  in  this  State,  or  elsewhere;  and  may  have  and  use  a  common 
seal,  and  the  same  may  alter  at  pleasure;  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  indi- 
vidual, body  politic  or  corporate,  or  other  company  or  association,  or  for 
the  county  commissioners  of  any  county  through  which  such  road  may 
pass,  for  and  on  behalf  of  said  county,  to  subscribe  for  and  own  any  part 
of  the  capital  stock  of  said  turnpike  company,  and  upon  payment  thereof, 
to  be  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  and  profits  which  individual  stockhold- 
ers enjoy. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  commissioners  hereby  appointed,  and  the  president 
and  directors  of  said  company,  after  they  shall  have  been  elected,  shall 
have  full  power  to  collect  all  moneys  subscribed  to  the  capital  stock  of 
said  company:  Provided,  That  not  more  than  one  tenth  part  of  each 
share  shall  be  demanded  at  the  time  of  subscribing,  nor  more  than  that 
sum  at  any  subsequent  instalment;  and  that  at  least  thirty  days  notice 
shall  be  given  of  the  time  and  place  of  paying  said  instalments;  and  no 
instalment  shall  be  required  in  less  than  thirty  days  from  the  day  of  pay- 
ment of  any  preceding  instalment. 

Sec.  5.  That  whenever  one  fifth  part,  or  a  greater  amount  of  the 
capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  have  been  subscribed,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  commissioners  hereinbefore  named,  or  a  majority  of  them,  to 
call  a  meeting  of  the  subscribers,  at  such  time  and  place  as  they  may  ap- 
point, by  giving  at  least  twenty  days  previous  notice  thereof  in  some 
newspaper  in  Hamilton  or  Rossville,  and  lay  before  the  subscribers  who 
then  and  there  may  be  present,  the  subscription  of  said  company;  and 
thereupon  the  subscribers  present  shall  proceed  to  elect,  by  ballot,  nine 
directors,  to  manage  the  affairs  of  said  company;  and  at  such  election  at 
least  three  of  the  commissioners  named  in  the  first  section  of  tiiis  act 
shall  preside;  and  the  directors  thus  elected  shall  hold  their  office  until  the 
first  Monday  of  April  thence  next  ensuing,  and  until  their  successors  shall 
have  been  chosen  and  qualified;  said  directors  shall  have  power  to  elect 
a  president  and  secretary  from  their  own  number,  and  a  treasurer  from 
among  the  stockholders,  and  to  perform  all  duties  required  of  them  by 
this  act. 

Sec.  6.  That  the  stockholders  shall  annually,  on  the  first  Monday  of 
April,  meet  at  some  convenient  point  on  said  road,  and  elect  nine  direc- 
tors; but  a  failure  to  elect  on  said  day  shall  not  work  a  dissolution  of 
said  corporation,  but  said  election  may  be  held  on  any  other  day,  after 
twenty  days  previous  notice  thereof;  in  all  elections  and  in  all  meetings 
of  said  company,  each  stockholder  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  for  each 
share  he  may  hold,  and  shall  moreover  vote  by  proxy,  in  such  manner  as 
may  be  prescribed  by  the  by-laws  of  said  company. 

Sec.  7.  That  the  directors,  when  elected,  shall  take  an  oath  faithfully 
to  discharge  their  duties;  and  they  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies 
which  may  happen  in  their  own  body,  or  in  the  offices  of  their  president, 
secretary,  or  treasurer. 

Sec.  8.    That  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company  shall  have 
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power  to  managt  the  concerns  of  said  company;  to  employ  and  dismiss  at 
pleasure,  such  engineer  or  other  agents,  as  they^may  deem  expedient,  and 
to  fix  their  compensation;  to  borrow,  on  behalf  of  said  company,  any  sum 
or  sums  of  money  not  exceeding  two  hundred  thousand  dollars,  for  anr 
term  not  exceeding  thirty  years;  said  money  so  borrowed  to  be  appropri* 
ated  for  the  construction  of  said  turnpike  road«  and  for  no  other  purpose 
whatsoever;  and  the  individual  property  of  all  the  stockholders,  real  and 
personal,  to  be  liable  to  the  payment  of  said  money  so  borrowed,  in  pro- 
portion  to  their  respective  interests  in  said  company:  and  said  directors, 
or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  have  power  to  contract  with  any  person  or 
persons  on  behalf  of  said  company,  forlayioff  out  and  constructing  a  turn- 
pike  road,  from  Hamilton  or  Rossville,  in  ttie  county  of  Butler,  through 
Darrtown  in  said  county,  and  Fairhaven  in  Preble  county,  to  meet  the  turn* 
pike  road  to  be  constructed  from  Richmond,  Indiana,  towards  Hamilton,  at 
the  most  convenient  and  eligible  point  on  the  line  between  Ohio  and  In* 
diana;  they  shall  have  further  power  to  construct  a  lateral  or  branch  from 
the  most  eligible  point  on  said  road,  to  the  town  of  Oxford,  in  the  coonty 
of  Butler;  and  said  president  and  directors  shall  moreover  have  power  on 
behalf  of  said  company,  to  do  and  perform  any  act  necessary  to  carry 
into  efiect  the  object  oi  said  company;  and  to  ordain  snch  reguIations*and 
by-laws  as  they  may  deem  necessary  for  its  control  and  government:  Pro* 
tndedi  Such  by-laws  and  regulations  be  not  inconsistent  with  the  consti- 
tution and  laws  of  the  United  States*  or  of  this  State. 

Sec.  9.  That  any  three  or  more  of  the  stockholders  of  said  company, 
owning  at  least  one  hundred  shares  of  the  capital  stock,  shall  have  power 
to  call  a  special  meeting  of  the  stockholders,  at  some  convenient  point  on 
said  road,  by  giving  at  least  thirty  days  previous  notice  of  such  meeting, 
by  advertisement,  published  in  some  newspaper  published  in  Hamilton  or 
Rossville:  that  at  such  special  meeting  the  stockholders,  or  a  majority 
of  those  present,  may  require  a  full  and  fair  exhibit  of  the  affairs  of 
said  company,  from  the  president  and  directors,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
furnish  the  same;  and  that  at  any  meeting  of  the  stockholders  of  said  com» 
pany  convened  as  aforesaid,  a  majority  in  value  of  all  the  stockholders 
concurring,  may  remove  from  ofRce  any  president  or  director  of  said  com- 
pany, and  elect  others  in  their  stead. 

Sec.  10.  That  whenever  any  subscriber  shall  fail  or  neglect  to  pay  any 
instalment  on  his  stock,  called  for  by  the  company,  after  sixty  days  notice 
of  the  time  and  place  of  payment,  in  manner  required  by  this  act,  he 
or  she  shall  for  every  montli  the  same  remains  unpaid,  forfeit  and  pay  to 
said  company  five  per  cent,  on  the  amount  of  said  instalment;'and  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  said  president  and  directors,  after  three  months  shall  have 
elapsed  from  the  time  the  same  becomes  due  and  payable,  to  sue  for  and 
collect  the  balance  of  such  instalment,  with  interest,  penalty  and  cost 
thereon,  from  the  time  such  instalment  had  become  due;  and  should  any 
instalment  remain  due  and  unpaid  for  the  space  of  one  year  after  the  same 
becomes  due  and  payable,  the  said  president  and  directors  may,  after  giv- 
ing sixty  days  notice  of  the  time  and  place,  sell  the  stock  of  such  delin* 
quent  subscriber,  for  the  best  price  that  can  be  obtained  for  the  same; 
and  if  the  proceeds  of  any  such  sale  shall  exceed  the  amount  due  the  com- 
pany thereon,  the  surplus,  after  paying  the  expenses  of  sale  shall  bepaid  to 
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the  fubflcriber  so  failing,  or  bis  legal  representatives;  and  the  purchaser 
of  such  stock  shall  become  a  stockholder  in  said  company,  subject  to  all 
the  rules  and  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  thereof^  to  the  amount  of  stock 
by  him  or  her  owned:  Provided^  That  each  and  every  original  stockhold- 
er, or  his  or  her  assigns,  shall  be  liable  in  his  or  her  individual  capacity 
for  all  debts  of  the  corporation,  to  the  full  amount  of  his  or  their  stock 
subscribed  and  not  paid  unto  said  corporation:  Provided^  alsoj  That  tha 
joint  funds  of  the  company  shall  be  first  liable. 

Sec.  11.  That  said  president  and  directors  shall  have  a  right  to  lay 
out,  open  and  construct  said  road  through  ajiy  improved  or  unimproved 
lands  on  the  route  through  which  it  may  be  located  between  the  points 
aforesaid,  and  to  take  from  the  lands  occupied  by  said  road,  any  stone, 
gravel,  timber,  or  other  materials  necessary  for  its  construction;  and  in 
case  sufficient  materials  cannot  be  found  on  the  lands  so  occupied,  said 
company,  or  their  agents,  shall  have  a  right  to  enter  upon  any  improved 
lands  in  the  vicinity  of  sajd  road,  and  dig,  cut  down,  take,  and  carry  away, 
so  much  stone,  gravel,  or  other  materials,  as  may  be  necessary  for  the 
construction  of  said  road. 

Sec.  1 2.  That  if  difference  shall  arise  between  the  owners  of  said 
lands  and  the  company,  or  its  agents,  respecting  the  amount  of  damages 
sustained,  by  the  locationof  said  road,  or  the  value  of  said  materials,  said 
value  or  damages  shall  be  ascertained  by  three  disinterested  freeholders  of 
the  county,  to  be  appointed  b  v  the  commissioners  of  said  county,  who 
taking  into  consideration  whether  the  premises  through  which  said  road 
may  pass,  or  from  which  such  materials  may  be  taken,  will  be  rendered 
more  or  less  valuable  in  consequence  of  said  road,  they  shall  assess  the 
damages,  if  any,  and  make  out  their  award  in  writing,  a  copy  of  which 
shall  be  delivered  to  the  proprietor  of  such  lands,  and  another  copy  to  the 
agent  of  said  compaby ;  and  said  company  or  their  agent  shall  pay  or  offer 
to  pay,  in  money,  to  such  proprietor  the  amount  of  such  awarded  damages, 
together  with  the  costs  of  assessment,  before  said  company  shall  enter  up* 
on  and  take  possession  of  any  such  ground  or  materials,  other  than  sur- 
vey and  locate  [ofj  said  road;  but  if  no  damages  be  awarded  to  such  claim- 
ant he  shall  pay  the  costs:  Provided^  That  before  said  freeholders  proceed 
to  the  discharge  of  their  duties  they  shall  take  an  oath  or  affirmation  faith- 
fully to  discharge  their  duties  under  this  section. 

Sec*  13.  That  said  company  shall  cause  said  road  to  be  opened  not 
exceeding  one  hundred  feet  in  width,  atleast  twenty->four  feet  of  which  shall 
be  made  an  artificial  road  composed  of  stone,  gravel,  wood,  or  other  sub-i 
stantial  materials,  well  compacted  together, in  such  manner  and  after  such 
plan  as  said  company  may  deem  most  eligible  to  make  a  firm  and  sub- 
stantial road,  rising  in  the  middle  with  a  gradual  arch;  and  said  company 
shall  maintain  and  keep  the  same  in  good  repair;  and  in  no  case  shall  the  as- 
cents and  decents  in  said  road,  when  completed,  exceed  one  angle  of  five 
degrees  with  the  horizon. 

Sec.  14.  That  whenever  in  the  construction  of  said  road,  it  shall  be 
necessary  to  cross  or  intersect  any  established  rpad  or  way,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  said  company  so  to  construct  said  turnpike  across  said  road  or 
way,  as  not  to  impede  the  passage  of  persons  or  the  transportation  of  pro* 
perty  thereon. 
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Sfec.  1 5.  That  so  soon  as  said  company  shall  have  completed  s^ud  road 
er  way,  or  any  part  thereor,  not  less  than  five  miles  together,  and  so  from 
time  to  time,  as  often  as  five  miles  in  addition  shall  have  been  completed,, 
an  agent  to  be  appointed  by  the  Governor,  shall  on  application  of  the  com- 
pany, e:]i^amine  said  road  so  completed,  and  report  his  opinion  thereof  in 
writing  to  the  president  of  said  board,  and  to  the  Governor;  and  if  said 
report  shall  state  said  road,  or  any  continaousfive  miles  thereof,  to  be  com- 
pleted according  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  the  company  may  then  erect 
a  gate  across  said  road,  at  suitable  distances,  and  demand  and  receive  from 

?er8ons  travelling  on  said  road  the  tolls  allowed  by  this  act:    Pratickd^ 
*hat  no  gate  shall  be  erected  within  any  town  or  village,  or  within  twenty 
rods  of  the  inlots  of  any  town. 

Sec.  16.  That  said  company  be,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized' to 
demand  and  receive  from  persons  travelling  said  road,  the  following  tolls 
for  every  ten  miles  travel  on  said  road,  and  m  suitable  proportion  for  a  less 
distance,  to  wit:  for  every  four  wheeled  carriage  drawn  by  two  horses, 
or  oxen,  twenty-five  cents;  for  every  horse  or  ox  in  addition,  six  and  one 
fourth  cents;  for  every  two  wheeled  carriage  drawn  by  two  horses  or  ox- 
en, eighteen  and  three  fourths  cents;  for  every  horse  or  ox  in  addition,  six 
and  one  fourth  cents;  for  every  sled  or  sleigh  drawn  by  two  horses  or  ox- 
en, twelve  and  a  half  cents;  for  every  horse  or  ox  in  addition,  six  and  one 
fourth  cents;  for  every  horse  and  rider,  six  and  a  fourth  cents;  for  every 
horse,  mule  or  ass,  six  months  old  and  upwards,  three  cents;  for  every 
head  of  neat  cattle,  six  months  old  or  upwards,  one  cent:  for  every  head 
of  sheep  or  hogs,  one  half  cent;  for  every  four  wheeled  pleasure  carriage 
drawn  by  two  horses,  thirty-seven  and  a  half  cents;  for  every  horse  in  ad* 
dition,  SIX  and  one  fourth  cents;  for  every  two  wheeled  pleasure  carriage 
drawn  by  one  horse,  twenty-five  cents;  for  every  chaise,  riding  chair,  gig 
or  cart,  or  other  two  wheeled  oarriaffe  of  any  Idnd  drawn  by  one  horse^ 
twelve  and  a  half  cents;  Promdedy  That  all  persons  going  to  or  retoming 
from  public  worslnp,  all  funeral  processions,  all  militia  men,  going  to  or 
returning  from  public  muster,  all  jury  men,  going  to  or  returning  from 
courts,  the  armiesy  troops  and  baggage  of  the  United  States,  shall  pass  the 
same  free  from  the  payment  of  any  tolls  whatever. 

Sec.  1 7.  That  said  company  shall,  when  said  road  is  completed,  or  any 
continuous  five  miles  thereof,  before  they  proceed  to  collect  toll,  set*up  a 
post  or  stone  at  the  end  of  each  mile,  with  the  number  of  miles  from  Ham- 
ilton or  Rossville  fairly  designated  thereon,  and  also  shall  place  in  some 
conspicuous  place  near  each  toll  gate,  a  board  or  canvass,  on  which  shall 
be  printed  in  legible  characters  the  rate  of  tolls  allowed  by  this  act. 

Sec.  1 8.  That  if  any  person  using  said  road  shall,  with  the  intent  to 
defraud  sai4  company,  pass  through  any  private  gate  or  bars,  or  on  any 
other  ground,  (except  arpund  cross  ways  allowed  bylaw,)  near  to  any 
turnpike  gate  which  shall  be  erected  in  pursuance  of  this  act)  with  intent 
to  evade  or  lessen  the  payment  of  said  toll,  every  person  so  offending  shall 
for  every  such  <^ence  forfeit  and  pay  to  said  company  five  dollars,  to  be 
recovered  in  an  action  of  debt,  before  any  justice  of  the  county  where  the 
offence  shall  have  been  committed,  with  cost,  and  withotit  stay  of  esteeu- 
lion. 
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Sec.  19*  That  if  any  person  shall  ;wanton1j  or  wilfullj  destroy,  or  in 
any  manner  injure  or  obstruct  any  part  of  said  road,  or  any  gate  thereon, 
otherwise  than  in  the  lawful  use  thereof,  every  such  person  shall,  on  con- 
viction thereof  before  any  justice  of  the  peace  having  competent  jurisdic- 
tion thereof,  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  fifty  nor  less  than  five  dol- 
lars for  every  such  offence,  to  be  recovered  in  an  action  of  debt  in  the 
name  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  one  half  to  go  to  the  person  prosecuting,  and  the 
other  half  to  the  use  of  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  Asylum;  and  such  person  shall 
•also  be  liable  to  said  company  for  all  such  damage,  and.  for  all  damage  re- 
sulting to  travellers  from  such  offence,  to  be  collected  in  any  court  of  com- 
petent jurisdiction,  without  delay  or  stay  of  execution. 

Sec.  90.  That  any  person  wilfully  defacing  or  destroying  any  guide 
post,  or  mile  pest,  or  stone,  or  printed  list  of  rates  of  toll,  erected  on  said 
road,  shall  on  conviction  thereof  before  any  justice  of  the  peace  of  the  coun- 
ty where  the  ofience  shall  be  committed,  fbrfeit  and  pay  a  sum  not  exceed- 
ing fifty  dollars,  to  be  recovered  with  costs  of  suit,  in  any  proper  action  at 
the  suit  and  for  the  use  of  said  company. 

Sec  21.  That  all  persons  driving  carriages,  w^ons,  or  any  other  ve- 
hicle,-or  riding  on  horse  back  on  said  road,  shall  on  meeting  any  carriage, 
wagon,  or  othei:  vehicle,  keep  to  the  right,  so  as  to  leave  at  least  one  half 
part  of  the  road  free;  that  said  company  shall  have  power  by  their  by-Iawa 
to  impose  such  pecuniary  penalties  for  the  violation  of  the  provisions  of 
this  section,  as  they  may  deem  expedient;  and  any  person  violating  the 
provisions  of  this  section  to  the  damage  of  any.  person,  shall  be  liable  to  ad 
action  of  damages,  at.the  suit  of  the  party  so  injured,  before  -any  court  of 
competent  jurisdiction. 

Sec.  22.  That  if  the  toll  gatherers  on  said  road  shall  unreasonably  -de- 
tain any  passenger  after  the  toll  has  been  paid  or  tendered,  or  shall  demand 
or  receive  greater  toll  than  is  by  this  act  allowed,  he  shall  for  every  such 
offence  forfeit  and  pay  a  sum  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars,  to  be  recov- 
ered with  costs  before  any  justice  of  the  peace  having  competent  juris- 
diction, at  the  suit  and  for  the  use  of  the  person  aggrieved:  Provided^  That 
Qo  suit  shall  be  brought  under  this  section  after  twenty  days  from  the  time 
of  incurring  the  penalty.   . 

Sec^  S8.  That  the  directors  shall  annually  or  semi-annually  as,  they 
may  determine,  declare  such  dividends  of  thenett  profits  of  said  company^ 
as  they  may  deem  proper;  and  the^  shall  at  all  annual  meetings  of  said 
company,  exhibit  a  fair  statement  of^^its  afllairs. 

Sec.  24.  That  should  it  be  deemed  avisable  by  the  commissioners  un- 
der this  act,  or  a  majority  of  them,  to  construct  a  lateral  branch  of  said 
road  extending  from  a  pomt  at  or  near  the  town  of  Oxford^  in  the  comity 
of  Butler,  to  the  State  line,  at  or  near  the  college  corner,  so  as  to  intersect 
a  turnpike  road  proposed  to  be  made  from  Centre  ville,  by  way  of  Liberty^ 
in  Indiana,  and  terminating  at  or  near  said  college  comer,  aforesaid:  then 
and  in  that  case,  said  commissioners  shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby  author- 
ized to  open  books  at  such  poinb  as  a  majority  of  them  may  dnrect,  for 
the  purpose  pf  receiving  additional  subscriptions  td  the  capital  stock,  equal 
to  the  sum  necessary  to  the  construction  of  iaid  lateral  branch  of  said  road 
herein  contemplated;  and  in  opening  said  books,  receiving  subscriptions^ 
and  constructing  said  lateral  branch,  the  c^poration  shall  ne  governed  in 
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all  respecUby  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  act:  and  when  said  lateral 
branch^or  any  part  thereof,  shall  have  been  made  in  pursuance  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  said  corporation  shall  have  power  to  ask  and  demand 
the  same  rates  of  toll  per  mile,  upon  the  same,  as  may  be  charged  by  virtue 
of  this  act  upon  the  main  line  of  road. 

Sec.  S5«  That  said  commissioners,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  deter- 
mine, at  the  first  meeting,  at  what  point,  either  of  Hamilton  or  Rossville, 
tMud  road  shall  commence,  and  the  stock  thereof  subscribed  shall  be  with 
reference  to  such  point. 

Sec.  26.    Said  company  dhall  commence  said  road  within  three  years,. 

and  complete  the  same  within  fiftee^h  years,  otherwise  their  powers  and 

privileges  to  cease.

AN  ACT 

To  incorporate  the  Ver^nillion  and  Birmingham  Rail-road  Comi^any. 

Sec.  1 .  Beit  enacted  by  the  Ckneral  Assembly  of  the  State  of  OhiOy  That 
James  R.  Ford,  Charles  P.  Judsoh,  Daniel  B.  Standerd,  Orange  A.  Leon- 
ard, Jonathan  Bryant,  Cyrus  Butler,  Perus  Starr,  Philip  E.  Bronson,  Ebe- 
nezer  Warner,  James  R.  Tolles,  George  A.  Boalt,  and  William  Adams,  of 
the  county  of  Huron,  together  with  such  other  persons  as  may  thereafter 
become  asociated  with  them,  in  the  manner  hereinafter  prescribed,  their 
successors  and  assigns,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  created  a  body  corporate 
and  politic,  by  the  name  and  style  of  ^  The  Vemillion  and  Birmingham 
Rail-road  Company;"  and  by  that  name  shall  be,  and  are  hereby  made 
capable  in  law,  to  have,,  hold,  purchase,  receive  and  possess,  enjoy  and 
retain  to  them,  and  their  successors,  all  such  lands,  tenements  and  heredit- 
aments, with  their  appurtenances,  as  shall  be  necessary  or  in  any  wise 
convenient  for  the  transaction  of  their  business,  and  such  as  may  in  good 
faith  be  conveyed  to  them,  by  way  of  security,  or  in  payment  of  debts;  and 
the  same  to  sell,grant,f  eiit,orin  any  manner  dispose  of;  to  contract  and  be  con- 
tracted with,  sue  and  be  sued,  implead  and  be  impleaded,  answer  and  be  an- 
swered, defend  and  be  defended,  in  courts  of  record,  or  elsewhere ;  and  also,  to 
make,  have,  and  use  a  common  seal  ^and  the  same  to  alter  at  pleasure ;  and  they 
shall  be,  and  are  hereby  invested  with  all  the  powers  and  privileges,  which 
are  by  law  incident  to  corporations  of  a  similar  nature,  and  which  are  ne- 
cessary to  carry  intoeflect  the  objects  of  this  association;  and  if  either  of  the 
persons  named  in  this  section  shall  die,  refuse  or  neglect  to  exercise  the 
powers  and  duties  hereby  required,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  remain- 
me  persons  herehi  before  named,  or  a  majority  of  them,  to  appoint  some 
suitable  person,  or  persons,  to  fill  such  vacancy  or  vacancies. 
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See*  9^  Thatthe  said  corporation  arehereby  empowered  to  causesuch 
examinations  and  surveys  to  oe  made,  between  the  village  of  Birmingham, 
and  the  mouth  of  the  Vermilion  river,  in  the  county  of  Huron,  as  -  may  be 
necessary wto  ascertain  the  most  advantageous  route  whereon  to  construct 
a  rail-road,  ahd  shall  cause  an  estimate  to  be  made  of  the  probable  cost 
thereof,  for  each  mile  separately;  and  the  said  corporation  shall  be,  and 
they  are  hereby  invested  with  the  right  to  construct  a  rail-road,  with  one 
or  more  tracks,  from  some  point  on  the  west  side,  and  near  the  mouth  of 
the  Vermilion  aforesaid,  to  some  point  within  the  village  plat  of  Birming- 
ham, where  it  shall  be  deemed  expedient;  and  the  said  corporation  shall 
have  the  right  to  take,  transport,  or  carry  persons  and  property,  upon  said 
road,  when  constructed,.by  the  force  of  steam,  animal,  mechanical,  or  other 
power,  or  any  combination  of  them,  which  the  said  corporation  may 
choose  to  employ. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  thirty  thou- 
sand dollars,  and  shall  be  divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each;  and  the 
persons  named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  or  a  majority  of  them,  after 
naving  given  thi'ee  weeks  notice  in  one  or  more  of  the  newspapers  pub- 
lished in  said  county  of  Huron,  or  causing  written  notices  to  be  posted 
up  in  three  or  more  of  the  most  public  places  on  said  route,  may  cause 
books  to  be  opened,  at  such  time^  and  places  as  they  may  direct,  for  the 
purpose  of  reciving  subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock  of  saidcompany ;  and 
at  the  first  opening  of  said  books,  they  shall  be  kept  open  at  least  three 
days  in  succession,  from  nine  o'clock  A.  M.  to  five  oVlock  P.  M.;  and  if, 
at  the  expiration  of  that  time,  such  subscription  to  the  capital  stock  of 
said  company  as  is  necessary  to  its  corporation,  ^all  not  have  been  ob- 
tained, the  aforesaid  persons  may  cause  said  books  to  be  opened,  from 
time  to  time,  giving  the  notice  required  as  aforesaid,  for  the  term  of  three 
years  ihereaften 

Sec.  4.  That  as  soon  as  said  stock,  or  ten  thousand  dollars  thereof, 
shall  have  been  subscribed,  the  above  named  persons,  or  the  same  number 
thereof  as  shall  have  given  the  notice  above  required,'  shall  give  like  no- 
tice for  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders  of  said  company,  to  choose  directors, 
at  some  time  at  least  three  weeks  thereafter,  and  at  such  place  as  shall  be 
desimated  in  said  notice:,  the  holders  of  one  half,  or  more,  of  said  capital 
stock,  shall  attend,  either  in  person,  or  by  lawful  proxy;  they  shall  proceed 
to  choose  from  the  stockholders,  by  ballot^nine  directors,  each  share  of  the 
capital  stock  entitling  the  owner  thereof  to  one  vote;  and,  at  such  election, 
the  persons  named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  or  those  appointed  to  fill 
vacancies,  or  any  three  of  them,'if  no  more  be  present,  shall  be  inspectors  of 
such  election,  and  shall  certify,  in  witness  signed  by  them,  or  a  majority  of 
them,  what  persons  are  elected  directors;  and  said  inspectors  shall  appoint 
the  time  and  place  of  holding  the  first  meeting  of  directors,  at  which  meet- 
ing five  shall  foiTn  a  board  competent  to  transact  all  business  of  the  compa- 
ny; and  thereafter,  a  new  election  of  directors  shall  be  made  annually,  at 
such  time  and  place  as  a  majority  of  the  stockholders,  at  their  previous 
meetings  shall  appoint;  and  if  no  election  be  made  on  the  day  appoiated^ 
said  company  shall  not  thereby  be  dissolved,  but  such  election  n)ay  be 
made  at  any  time  appointed  by  the  by-laws  of  said  company;  and  the  di- 
rectors chosen  at  any  election,  shall  hold  their  offices  until  their  successors 
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wre  chosen;  and  the  said  board  of  directors  shall  be  competent  to  manage 
the  affairs  of  said  company;  they  shall  have  power  to  elect  a  president^ 
treasurer,  and  secretary  of  said  company,  either  from  amongst  the  direc- 
tors or  stockholders  of  said  company,  atid  of  allowing  him  or  them  such 
compensation  for  his  or  their  services,  as  they  may  deem  proper;  and  from 
time  to  time,  may  choose  such  other  other  olSicers  as,  by  their  by-laws, 
they  may  designate  as  necessary. 

Sec*  5.  That  upon  every  subscription,  there  shall  be  paid*,  at  the  time 
of  subscribing,  to  the  persons  named  in  the  first  section  ofthis  act,  or  their 
agents,  the  sum  of  five  dollars  on  every  share  subscribed  for,  and  the  resi- 
due shall  be  paid  in  such  instalments,  and  at  such  time  after  the  commence- 
ment of  the  work,  as  may  be  required  by  the  president  and  directors  of 
said  company:  Provided^  That  notice  of  such  demand  shall  have  been 
given,  as  is  required  in  the  third  section  of  this  act;  and  if  any  stockholder 
shall  fail,  or  neglect  to  pay,  any  instalment,  or  part  of  ^  said  subscription 
thus  demanded,  for  the  space  of  sixty  days  after  the  same  shall  be  due 
and  payable,  the  president  a,nd  directors  of  said  company  may  sell,  at  pub- 
lic vendue,  so  many  shares  of  such  delinquent  stockholder,  as  may  be  ne- 
cessarjr  to  pay  said  instalment,  and  all  necessary  expenses  incurred  inma^ 
kin£[  said  sale;  and  may  transfer  the  shares  so  sold,  to  the  purchaser,  'md 
shall  pay  the  overplus,  if  any,  to  such  delinquent  stockholclen 

Sec.  6.  That  the  directors  of  said  company  shall  have  power  to  make, 
from  time  time,  all  needful  rules,  regulations,  and  by-laws,  touching  the 
business  of  said  company,  not  imcompatible  with  the  lawsand  constitution 
ofthis  State,  and  of  the  United  States,  and  to  determine  the  number  of  tracks 
or  rail-ways,  upon  said  road,  and  the  width  thereof,  and  the  description  of 
carriages  which  may  be  used  thereOn;  to  regulate  Uie  time  and  ^manner 
in  which  passengers  and  property  shall  be  transported  thereon,  and 
the  manner  of  collecting  tolls  for  such  transportation;  and  to  fix  penalties 
for  the  breach  of  any  such  rule,  regulation,  or  by-law,  and  direct  the 
mode  and  condition  ot  transfernng  the  stock  of  said  company;  and  penal- 
ties provided  for  by  said  by-laws,  may  be  sued  for  by  persons  authorized 
thereto,  in  the  name  of  said  company,  and  recovered  in  action  of  debt, 
before  any  court  having  competent  jurisdiction;  and  said  company  may 
fix  scales  and  weights,  erect  and  maintain  toll-houses,  and  such  other  build- 
ings and  fixtures  ^r  the  accommodation  of  those  using  said  road,  and  of 
themselves,  as  they  may  deem  expedient  and  necessary. 

See.  7.  That  said  company  shall  have  a  right  to  enter  upon  any 
lands,  to  survey,  and  lay  down  said  road,  not  exceeding  one  hunared  feet 
in  width,  and  to  take  any  materials  necessary  for  the  construction,  or  repair 
of  said  road;  and  whenever  any  land,  or  materials  shall  be  taken  for  the 
construction  or  repairs  of  said  road,  andthesame  shall  not  be  given  ofgranted 
to  said  company,  and  the  owners  thereof  do  not  agree  with  said  company 
as  to  the  value  to  be  paid  therefor,  the  person  or  persons,  his,  her,  or 
thehr  agents,  claiming  damages  as  aforesaid,  or  if  the  owner,  or 
owners  thereof,  are  minors,  msane  persons,  or  married  women,  then 
the  guardian,  or  guardians,. of  said  minor  or  minors,  or  insane  per- 
sons, or  the  husband  ofsuch  married  women,  may  select,  for  them- 
selves, one  arbitrator,  and  the  company  shall  select  one  arbitrator,  and  the 
twO}  thus  selected,  shall  take  to  themselves  a  thirdj'whoshall  be  sworn  and 
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paid  as  arbitrators  in  other  cases;  and  the  three,  or  a  majoritj  of  them^ 
shall  award  as  arbitrators  between  the  parties,  taking  into  considoratioD 
the  benefits  resulting  to  said  owner,  or  owners,  by  reason  of  said  road  pas- 
8]n|  through,  or  upon^  said  owner  or  owners  premises,  towards  the  miti- 
gation of  such  claim  for  damages,  and  to  render  copies  of  their  award  to 
each  of  the  parties  in 'writing;  from  which  award,  ekher  party  may  appeal 
to  the  cour{  of  common  pleas,  for  the  county,  in  which  such  lands  or  mate- 
rials may  be^skuate;  and  appeals  in  such  cases  shall,  when  taken,  be  in 
all  respects  preceded  in  -as  appeals  in  other  cases  to  said  court,  and  be 
brought  into  said  courts  by  filing  the  award  with  the  clerk  of  said  court, 
whose  doty  it  shall  be  to  enter  the  same  on  the  docket  of  said  court,  setting 
down  the  claimant,  or  claimants,  as  plaintiffs,  and  said  company  as  defen- 
dants; when  the  valuation,  so  ascertained,  shall  be  paid,  or  t^dered  by 
said  company,  said  company  shall  have  the  right  to  retain^the^ise  and  oc- 
cupancy of  said  lands  and  materials,  as  fully  and  absoiuteiy,'as  if  the  same 
had  been  granted  and  conveyed  to  said  company  by  deed. 

Sec.  8«  That  the  said  company  may  construct  the  said  rail-road  through 
any  land,  across  or  upon  any  public  road,  highway,  stream  of  water,  or  wa- 
ter course, if  the  same  shall  be  necessary;  but  the  said  company  shall  restore 
such  lands,  road,  highway,  stream  of  water,  or  water  course,  to  its  former 
state,  or  in  such  manner  as  not  to  itopair  the  usefulness  of  such  lands,  high- 
way, water,  or  water  course,  to  the  owner  or  the  public^Mthout  unneces- 
sary delay. 

Sec.  9.  That  if  said  company  should  neglect  or  refuse  to  restore  the  lands, 
road,  highway,  stream  of  water  or  water  course,  as  is  required  in  the  eighth 
section  of  this  act,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  indl^dual,  his  or  her  agent,  to 
sue  said  company,  and  to  be  entitled  to  such  damages  as  a  jury  may  think 
him  or  her  entitled  to  ibr  such  neglect  or  refusal. 

Sec.  10.  That  said  company  may  demand  and  receive  for  tolls  upon, 
and  the  transportation  of  persons,  goods,  merchandize,  produce,  or  property 
of  any  kind  whatsoever,  transported  by  them  along  said  rail-way,  any 
sum  not  exceediDg  the  following  rates:  on  all  goods,  merchandize,  or  pro- 
perty of  any  description  whatsoever,  transported  by  them,  any  sum  not  ex- 
ceeding two  and  a  half  cents  per  mile  for  toll,  and  eight  cents  on  a  ton  per 
mile  for  transportation;  and  for  the  transportation  of  passengers,  not  ex- 
ceeding four  cents  per  mile  for  each  passenger. 

Sec.  11.  That  all  persons,  paying  the  toll  iiforesaid,  may.  .with  suitable 
and  proper  carriages,  use,  and  travel  upon  said  rail-road;  always  sub- 
ject, however,  to  such  rules  and  regulations  as  said  company  are  authorized 
to  impose,  by  the  sixth  section  of  this  act. 

Sec.  12.  That  so  soon  as  the  amount  of  tolls  accruing  and  received  for 
the  use  of  said  road,  or  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  exceed 
five  per  eent.  on  the  amouht  of  capital  stock  paid  in,  after  deducting  there- 
from the  expenses  and  liabilities  of  said  company,  the  directors  of  said 
company  shall  make  a  dividend  of  such  nett  profits  among  the  stockholders 
in  proportion  to  their  respective  shares;  and  no  contingent  or  accumi^lating 
fund,  exceeding  one  per  centnm  of  the  freight  of  said  company,  shall  remain 
undivided  more  than  six  months;  and  that  whenever  the  dividends  of  said 
company  shall  exceed  the  sum  of  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  the  Legislature 
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levied  on  other  rail-road  companies. 

Sec*  13.  That  if  anj  person  or  persons  shall  wilfullj  obstruct,  or  in  any 
vray  spoil,  injure  or  destroy  said  road,  or  any  thing  belonging  or  incident 
thereto,  such  person  or  persons  shall  each  be  liable  for  ^ery  such  o^encie  to 
^treble  the  damages  sustained  thereby,  to  be  recovered  by  an  action  of  debt, 
in  any  court  having  competent  jurisdiction*  • 

Sec.  14.  [Tba^  the  State  shall  have  power  at  any  time  after  the  expira* 
iion  of  thirty-five  years  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  to  purchase 
and  hold  the  same  for  the  use  of  the  State,  at  a  price  not  exceeding  the 
original  cost  for  the  construction  of  said  road  and  the  necessary  permanent 
fixtures  at  the  time  of  purchase,  and  fifteen  per  cent,  thereon;  of  which  cost 
mn  accurate  account  ihall  be  kept,  and  be  submitted  to  the  General  Assembly, 
duly  attested  by  the  oath  of  the  officers  of  said  company,  whenever  the 
General  Assembly  shall  require  the  same;  and  the  right  to  alter  Qr  amend 
this  act  whenever  tlie  Legislature  shall  deem  the  same  expedient  and  pro- 
per, is  hereby  reserved. 

Sec.  15.  That  any  other,  rail-road  now,  or  hereafter  to  be  chartered, 
may  join  and  connect  any  rail-road  with  t\^e  road  hereby  contemplated,  and 
run  cars  updn  the  same  under  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  prendeut 
and  directors  of  this  rail-road  conipany,  as  to  the  construction  and  speed  of 
said  cars;  apd  full  right  and  privileges  is  hereby  reserved  to  the  State  or  citi- 
zens, or  any  company  incorporated  by  law  of  this  State,  to  cross  this  road: 
Prornded,  That  in  so  crossing,  no  injury  shall  be  done  to  the  works  of  the 
company  hereby  incorporated. 

Sec.  16.  That  if  said  rail-road  shall  not  be  commenced  within  three 
yean  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  and  shall  not  be  completed  within  ten 
years  thereafter,  then  this  act  to  be  void  and  of  no  effect 

Sec«  17.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  said  Company  shall  have 
power  at  any  time  during  the  ten  years  mentioned  in  the  preceding  section, 
to  cause  an  examination  and  survey  to  be  made  between  Birmingham  and 
ibe  town  of  Ashland,  in  the  county  of  Richland;  and  if  found  practicable, 
said  company  may  extend  the  road  hereby  incorporated  to  Ashland,  or  to 
any  intermediate  point  between  the  places  aforesaid,  and  shall  be  govern- 
ed therein  in  all  respects  under  the  provisions  of  this  act;  and  the  said  com* 
pany  are  hereby  authorized  to  increase  their  capital  stock  to  an  amount 
proportionate  to  the  increased  distance,  sufficient  to  construct  said  rail-road; 
and  shall  cause  books  to  be  opened  for  subscriptioa  for  such  increase  of 
capital  stock,  in  the  same  manner  and  under  the  same  restrictiooift  as  are 
provided  for  in  the  third  section  of  this  act. 

Sec.  18.  This  act  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  public  act,*a[ud  shall  be  so 
considered  in  all  courts  of  justice  and  elsewhere.

Sec.  !•  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ofcto,  That 
Michael  Niswanger  and  Noble  Landen,  of  Franklin  county,  and  Jacob 
Baker  of  Licking  county,  be  und  they  are  hereby  appointed  commissioa- 
ers,  and  Abraham  Boring,  of  Licking  county,  surveyor,  to  lay  out  and  es- 
tablish a  state  road,  commencing  at  Columbus,  in  Franklin  county;  thence 
along  the  old  state  road  to  Allum  creek;  thence  up  AUum  creek  to  Adam 
Read's;  thence  to  Noble  Landon's  in  Plain  township;  thence  to  Johns- 
town, in  Licking  county. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  commissioners  aforesaid  shall  be  governed,  in  all 
respects;  by  the  law  now  in  force  defining  the  lanode  of  laying  out  and 
establishing  state  roads,  passed  March  the  fourteenth,  eighteen  hundred 
and  thirty-one;  and  the  expenses  of  laying  out  and  establishing  said  road, 
shall  be  paid  as  pointed  out  in  said  act. 

Sec.  3.  That  in  case  either  of  the  comitoissioners  die,  refuse  to  serve, 
orremoveoutof  the  county,  his  place  shall  be  supplied  by  the  commis- 
sioners of  the  county^  where  the  vacancy  shall  happen,  as  often  as  it   may 

occur.

To  incorporate  the  town  of  M'Connellaville. 


Sec.  1 .  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^  That 
80  much  of  the  township  of  Moi^n,  in  the  county  of  Morgan,  as  is  in- 
cluded in  the  recorded  town  plat,  and  the  additions  thereto,  of  the  town 
of  M'Connellsville,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  created  a  town  corporate. 

Sec.  2.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  white  male  inhabitants  of  said 
town,  having  the  qualifications  of  electors  of  the  General  Assembly, 
to  meet  on  the  first  Monday  of  May  next,  and  on  the  first  Monday 
of  May  annually  thereafter,  and  elect,  by  ballot,  one  mayor  one  recor- 
der, and  five  trustees,  who  shall  be  householders,  and  shall  hold  their  of- 
fices for  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualifiedi  and 
they  shall  constitute  the  town  council, 

Sec.  3.  That  at  thfe  first  election  under  this  act,  the  elect6rs  shall 
choose  mm  voce,  two  judges  and  a  clerk,  who  shall  each  take  an  oath  or 
aflirmation  faithfully  to  discharge  the  duties  assigned  them;  and  attU 
elections  thereafter,  the  trustees,  or  any  two  of  them,  shall  be  judges,  and 
the  recorder  clerk;  and  at  all  such  elections  the  polls  shall  be  opened  be- 
tween the  hours  of  nine  and  ten,  A.  M.  and  close  at  three  o'clock,  P.  M. 
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ef  Yaid  day;  and  at  the  close  of  the  polls  the  votes  shall  be  counted  and 
proclaimed;  and  the  clerk  shall  deliver  to  each  person  elected^or  leave' 
at  his  usual  place  of  abode,  within  five  days  after,  a  written  notice  of  his 
election;  and  the  person  so  notified  shall,  within  ten  days  thereafter,  take 
an  oath  or  affirmation  to  support  the  constitution  of  the  United  States, 
and  of  this  State,  and  also  an  oath  of  ofiice. 

Sec.  4i  That  the  mayor,  recorder  and  trustees  shall  be  a  body  corpo- 
rate and  politic,  with  perpetual  succession,  by  the  name  of  the  town  of 
M'Connellsville;  shall  be  capable  of  acquiring  and  holding  real  and  per- 
sonal  estate,  and  may  sell  and  convey  the  same;  and  may  have  a  com- 
mon seal,  and  may  alter  the  same;  may  sueand  be  sued,  plead  and 
be  impleaded,  answer  and  be  answered  unto,  in  any  court  of  law  or 
equity  in  this  State,  or  elsewhere:  and  when  any  suit  is  commenced 
against  the  corporation,  the  first  process  shall  be  by  summons,  an  attested 
copy  of  which  shall  be  left  with  the  recorder,  at  least  ten  days  before  the 
return  day  thereof. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  mayor,  recorder,  and  a  majority  of  the  trustees  shall 
have  the  power  to  make  such  by-laws,  and  ordinances,  and  regulations! 
for  the  health  and  convenience  of  said  town,  as  the  may  deem  advisable: 
Provided,  They  be  consistent  with  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  Uni- 
ted States,  and  of  this  State;  and  they  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacan- 
cies occasioned  by  death,  removal,  or  otherwise;  to  appoint  a  treasurer^ 
town  marshal,  anil  such  other  subordinate  officers  as  they  may  deem  ne- 
cessary, to  secure  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties;  and  to  remove 
them  at  pleasure;  to  fix  and  establish  the  fees  of  ofllcers,  not  established 
by  this  act;  and  to  impose  fines,  not  exceding  two  dollars,  for  refusing  to 
accept  any  office  in  said  corporation. 

Sec.  6.  The  mayor  shall  be  conservator  of  the  peace  within  the  limits 
of  said  corporation,  and  shall  have  the  jurisdiction  of^  a  justice  of  the  peacet 
and  shall  receive  the  same  fees  as  justices  of  the  peace  are  entitled  to  for 
similar  services;  he  shall  give  bond  and  security,  as  is  required  of  justices 
of  the  peace;  and  an  appeal  may  be  had  from  the  decisions  of  the  mavor 
to  the  court  of  common  pleas,  in  the  same  manner  as  appeals  are  taken 
from  the  decisions  of  justices  of  the  peace. 

Sec.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  recorder  to  keep  a  true  record  of 
the  proceedings  of  the  town  council,  which  record  shall  at  all  times  be 
open  fur  the  inspection  of  the  electors  of  said  town;  and  the  recorder  shall 
preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  corporation,  in  the  absence  of  the  mayor, 
and  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  required  of  him  by  the  laws 
and  ordinances  of  said  corporation. 

Sec.  8.  The  town  council  shall  have  power  to  levy  a  tax  annually, 
for  corporation  purposes,  on  the  property  within  the  limits  of  said  town, 
returned  on  the  grand  levy,  made  subject  to  taxation  by  the  laws  of  this 
State:  Provided^  That  said  tax  shall  not  exceed  in  any  one  year  two 
and  a  half  mills  on  the  dollar;  and  the  recorder  shall  make  a  duplicate 
thereof,  charging  thereon  each  individual  an  amount  of  tax  in  proportion 
to  his  property,  as  assessed  on  the  grand  levy  for  taxation;  which  said  du- 
plicate shall  be  certified  and  signed  by  the  mayor  and  recorder,  and  deli- 
vered to  the  marshal,  who  shall  proceed  to  collect  the  same,  in  the  stjene 
manner,  and  under  the  same  regulations  as  county  treasurers  are  retpiired 
28— L 
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by  law  to  collect  county  and  State  taxes;  and  said  marshal  shall,  as  soon 
as  collected,  pay  the  same  over  to  the  treasurer  of  the  corporation. 

Sec.  9.  That  said  town  council  may  appropriate  any  money  in  the 
traasury  for  the  improvement  of  the  streets  and  side  walks,  or  other  im« 
provements;  and  may  have  the  use  of  the  jail  of  the  county,  for  impris- 
onment; and  all  persons  so  imprisoned  shall  be  under  the  care  of  the 
sherifl^  as  in  other  cases. 

Sec.  10.  That  the  town  council  shall  under  no  circumstances  have 
power  to  license  groceries. 

Sec.  11.  That  any  future  Le^slature  may  alter,  amend  or  repeal  this 
act:  Prwided^  That  such  alteration,  amendment  or  repeal  shall  not  affect 
private  vested  rights,  or  divert  the  property  or  funds  of  the  corporation 
from  the  purposes  expressed  in  this  act.

Proyiding  for  th«  sale  or  leasing  of  Section  sixteen,  or  lands  in  lieu  thereof,  in  the  townehijw 

of  Sandusky  and  Jackson,  in  the  county  of  Crawford. 

Sec.  1»  Beit  enacted  by  the  Creneral  Assembly  of  the  State  of  OhiOf 
That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  assessor  of  Crawford  county,  on  or  before  the 
first  day  of  April  next,  to  provide  himself  v^ith  a  suitable  book  for  that 
purpose, and  proceed  to  take  the  votes  of  all  the  white  male  inhabitants 
over  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  residing  in  Sandusky  and  Jackson  town- 
ships, it  being  composed  of  originally  surveyed  townships  sixteen  and 
seventeen,  in  range  twenty-one,  in  said  county,  who  have  resided  therein 
for  twelve  months  next  preceding  the  said  first  day  of  April,  whether  such 
white  male  inhabitants  be,  or  be  not  citizens  of  the  United  States;  and  it 
shall  further  be  the  duty  of  said  assessor,  between  said  first  day  of  April, 
and  the  first  day  of  May  next,  to  call  upon  all  the  white  male  inhabitants 
residing  in  the  townships  aforesaid,  and  request  an v  such  inhabitant  to  give 
his  vote  for  or  against  a  sale  of  the  school  land  aK)resaid,  by  signing  his 
name  under  the  nead  of  the  proper  columns;  and  if  such  inhabitant  be  un- 
able to  write,  said  assessor  shall  write  the  name  of  such  inhabitant,  to 
which  he  shall  fix  his  mark  or  assent;  which  said  vote  shall  be  taken  in 
said  book  by  said  assessor,  in  form  following,  to  wit:  The  vote  of  the 
white  male  mhabitant  over  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  residing  within 
the  bounds  of  originally  surveyed  townships,  sixteen  and  seventeen,  in 
range  twenty-one,  in  the  county  of  Crawford,  there  being  twenty  of  said 
inh^itants  within  the  same,  for  and  against  the  sale  of  section  sixteen, 
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ot  lands  in  lieu  thereof  in  said  townships^  graited  by  Congress  for  thr  use 
of  schools  in  said  original  townships.

Which  said  list  of  votes,  taken  as  aforesaid,  the  assessor  shall  deliver  to 
the  county  auditor  of  said  county  forthwith. 

2Sec.  2.  That  James  Clement,  Jacob  Andrews  and  Abraham  Hahn,ani 
here  by  appointed  commissioners,  whose  duty  ii  shall  be  to  view  and  appraise 
said  school  section  sixteen,  or  lands  in  lieu  thereof,  so  soon  as  the  assessor 
shall  have  performed  the  duties  required  of  him  by  the  first  section  of  this 
act,  they  having  first  taken  an  oath  or  affirmation,  before  some  person 
competent  to  administer  the  same,  faithfully  and  impartially  to  appraise 
said  land;  and  should  either  of  said  commissioners  die,  or  refuse  to 
perform  the  duties  aforesaid,  or  remove  out  of  said  county,  then  the 
commissioners  of  said  county  shall  fill  such  vacancy  so  often  as  the  same  - 
shall  occur. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  commissioners  appointed  by  virtue  of  this  act,  are 
hereby  authorized,  if  they  deem  it  expedient,  to  take  to  their  assistance 
the  surveyor  of  said  county,  who  under  their  direction  shall  make  such 
surveys,  divisions  and  maps  thereof,  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  perfor- 
formance  of  the  duties  required  pf  them  by  this  act;  and  said  commisaionf 
ers  and  surveyor  shall  each  receive  for  his  services,  one  dollar  and  fifty 
cents  for  each  day  he  may  be  employed  in  said  service,  be  paid  from 
the  treasury  of  said  county,  which  shall  be  refunded  to  said  treasury,  in 
manner  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  4.  That  so  soon  as  said  school  section  sixteen  or  lands  in  lieu 
thereof,  has  been  surveyed  under  the  direction  of  said  commissioners,^  and 
maps  thereof  made  as  provided  in  the  third  section  of  this  act,  the  said 
commissioners  shall  cause  to  be  delivered  to  the  auditor  of  said  coun^, 
such  surveys  and  divisions  and  map  thereof,  and  the  separate  s^ppraisement 
of  each  lot  laid  offin  said  lands,  if  the  same  shall  have  been  divided  into 
lots,  and  otherwise,  the  appraisement  of  the  entire  section  so  made  under 
the  requirements  of  this  act;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  auditor,  after 
giving  thirty  days  previous  notice  thereof,  by  advertisment  in  some  news- 
paper published  in  said  county,  and  if  no  newspaper  be  published  in  said 
county,  or  if  the  publisher  of  any  newspaper  shall  refuse  to  publish  the 
same,  then  the  notice  shall  be  given  by  affixing  such  notice  on  the  door  of  ' 
the  court  house  in  said  county,  and  in  five  other  public  places  in  said  county,' 
three  of  which  shall  be  in  said  townships  of  Sandusky  and  Jackson,  thirty 
days  previous  to  such  sale;  and  the  affidavit  of  one  or  more  of  such  com* 
missioners,  certifying  the  manner,  time,  and  places  of  publishing  such  no* 
tices,  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  of  such  fact,  to  oSer  such  section,  or  such 
lots  laid  ofTin  such  section  separately,  for  sale,  between  the  hours  of  ten 
o'clock  A.  M.  and  five  o^clock  P.  M;  on  the  day  designated  in  such  no- 
tice, and  shall  sell  the  same,  and  each  of  the  same,  to  the  highest  bidder; 
Provided,  That  neither  said  lands,  nor  any  part  of  said  lands, 
shall  bo  sold  for  less  than  its  appraised  value,  and  that  one  fourth 
of  the  money,  bid  for  the  same,  shall  be  paid  at  the^time  of  sale; 
and  the  remaining  three-fourths  of  the  money  so  bid,  shall  be  paya- 
ble in  three  equal  instalments,  payable  annually,  and  successively  after  the 
day  of  said  sale,  with  interest  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  on  all  m'^'i-

That  the  auditor  of  said  'county  shall  be  entitled  to  receive 
for  all  conveyances  he  may  be  required  to  make  by  virtue  of  this  act,  twelve 
and  a  half  cents  for  each  hundred  words  contained  therein,  and  in  like 
proportion  for  any  smaller  number;  and  that  the  assessor  be  entitled  to 
receive  for  his  services,  performed  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  the  sum 
of  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  per  day,  for  each  day  he  may  be  necessarily 
employed  in  said  service. 

Sec.  7.  That  the  treasurer  of  said  county  shall,  out  of  the  first  moneys

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  hy  ihe  General  Assembly  of  the  Slate  of  Ohioy 
That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  sherifT  of  Hamilton  county,  in  addition  to 
the  duties  already  imposed  bj  law  on  sheriffs  of  counties  in  general,  to  visit 
daily^  by  himself  or  deputy,  ^y^ry  cell  and  apartment  of  the  jail  of  said 
county,  and  cause  the  same  to  be  daily  swept,  and  all  dirt  and  filth  to  be 
removed  therefrosn. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  said  sherifTshall,  at  the  expense  of  tth  said  county,  pro- 
cure a  suitable  book,  to  be  c<alled  the  jail  calendar,  in  which  the  said  sherifT 


shall  enter  or  cause  to  be  entered  the  names  of  all  persons  committed  to  said 
jail  on  criminal  process,  carefuUjr  noting  their  ages,  color,  times  when  com- 
mitted, the  causes  of  commitment,  the  magistrate  by  whom  committed,  also 
the  times  when  discharged,  and  in  what  manner,  whether  by  acquittal,  by 
order  of  the  magistrate  who  committed,  by  habeas  corpus,  committed  to 
the  penitentiary,  transmitted  to  other  states,  or  other  counties  in  this  State, 
consigned  to  capital  punishment,  and  all  escapes  and  deaths;  which  calen-  ' 
dar  shall  be  the  property  of  the  said  county,  and  shall  at  all  reasonable 
hours  of  the  day  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  any  citizen  of  said  county, 
who  may  wish  to  examine  the  same;  and  the  said  sherifl^  on  going  out  of 
office,  shall  deliver  up  said  calendar  te  his  successor  in  office;  and  [in]  case 
of  the  death  of  said  sheriff,  his  personal  representatives  shall  in  like  man* 
ner  deliver  up  said  calendar. 

Sec.  3.  That  it  shall  further  be  the  duty  of  the  said  sheriff  to  keep  in  a  book 
for  Uiat  especial  purpose,  a  regular  and  accurate  account  of  all  expenses  by 
him  made  for  the  support  of  all  such  persons  committed  to  said  jail,  and 
whom  the  said  county  is,  b^  law,  obliged  to  support,  and  shall  make  dis- 
tinct charges  for  every  distinct  item  of  such  expense,  and  the  time  when 
the  same  occurred,  and  shall  make  a  distinct  and  separate  statement  of  all 
such  extra  allowances  as  may  be  ordered  for  the  prisoners  by  the  attending 
physician;  and  when,  in  the  opinion  of  the  attending  physician,  an  extra 
allowance  is  needed,  he  shall  make  the  order  therefor,  in  said  book,  with 
his  own  hand,  the  date  of  its  commencement,  and  the  name  of  the  prisoner 
for  whom  ordered. 

Sec.  4*  That  the  county  commissioners  of  said  county,  in  settling  with 
said  sheriff  for  the  support  of  prisoners,  shall  require  said  book  of  accounts 
and  said  calendar  to  be  brought  before  them;  and  the  said  commissibners 
shall  not  allow  any  item  or  items  of  said  sheriff  's  account  for  extra  allow- 
ances, which  have  not  been  ordered  by  the  attending  physician  of  said  jail, 
as  pointed  out  in  the  third  section  of  this  act.

on  the  line  of  the  townships  of  Brooklyn  and  Cleveland,  to  the  north  line 
of  the  township  of  Brooklyn;  thence  westerly,  on  the  north  line  of  the 
township  of  Brooklyn,  to  a  point  due  north  from  the  place  of  beeinning; 
thence  south  to  said  place  of  beginning;  shall  be,  and  hereby  is  declared 
to  be  a  City;  and  the  inhabitants  thereof,  are  created  a  body  corporate  and 
politic,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  ^^City  of  Ohio;''  and  by  that  name^ 
shall  be  capable  of  contracting  and  being  contracted  with,  of  suing  and 
being  sued,  pleading  and  being  impleaded,  answering  and  being  answered 
unto,  in  all  courts  and  places,  and  in  all  matters  whatsoever;  with  power 
of  purchasing,  receiving,  holding,  occupying  and  conveying  real  and  per- 
sonal estate;  and  may  use  a  corporate  seal,  and  change  the  same  at  plea- 
sure; and  shall  be  competent  to  have  and  exercise  all  the  rights  and  privi- 
leges, and  be  subject  to  all  the  duties  and  obligations  appertaining  to  a  mu- 
nicipal corporation. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  government  of  said  city,  in  the  exercise  of  its  corpo- 
rate powers,  and  management  of  its  fiscal,  prudential  and  municipal  con- 
cerns, shall  be  vested  in  the  mayor  and  council;  which  council  shall  con- 
sist of  four  members  from  each  ward,  and  sball  be  denominated  the  City 
Council;  and  also  such  other  officers  as  are  hereafter  mentioned  and  provi- 
ded for. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  city  shall,  until  the  city  council  see  fit  to  increase,  al- 
ter or  change  the  same,  be  divided  into  three  wards,  in  the  following  plan- 
ner, to  wit:  The  first  ward  shall  comprise  all  the  territory  lying  northerly 
of  the  centre  of  Detroit  street,  to  its  intersection  with  River  street;  thence 
northeriy  through  the  centre  of  River  street,  to  its  intersection  with  Centre 
street;  thence  through  the  centre  of  said  street,  to  the  float  bridge,  and  to 
the  centre  of  the  Cuyahoga  river:  the  second  ward  shall  comprise  all  the 
territory  lying  southerly  of  the  said  described  boundary  of  the  first  ward, 
and  northerly  of  the  centre  of  Prospect  and  Franklin  streets,  to  the  inter* 
section  of  Franklin  with  Columbus  street;  thence  with  the  centre  or  Co- 
lumbus street,  to  the  centre  of  the  Cuyahoga  river:  the  third  ward  shall  in* 
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chide  all  the  territory  not  embraced  in  the  first  and  second  wards,  and  lying 
southerly  of  the  above  described  southerly  boundary  of  the  second  ward, 
until  the  wards  shall  be  altered,  or  increased  in  number,  by  the  city  council. 
Sec.  4.  That  the  mayor  of  said  city  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified 
voters  thereof,  on  the  last  Monday  of  March,  annually,  and  shall  hold  his 
office  for  the  term  of  one  year,  and  uutil  his  successor  shall  be  chosen  and 
qualified;  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  presid^e  at  the  meetings  of  the  city  council, 
when  other  dulies  will  permit;  to  recommend  to  said  council  such  measures 
as  he  may  deem  expedientf  and  when  presiding  at  the  meetings  of  the  city 
council,  he  shall  have  a  casting  vote,  when  the  votes  of  the  members  are 
tied;  to  be  vigilant  and  active  at  all  times  in  causing  the  laws  and  ordi- 
nances of  said  city  to  be  put  in  force  and  duly  executed;  to  inspect  the  con- 
duct of  all  subordinate  officers  in  the  government  thereof;  and  as  far  as  in 
bis  power,  to  cause  all  negligence,  carelessness  and  positive  violation  of  du- 
ty, to  b^  prosecuted  and  promptly  punished;  he  shall  keep  the  seal  of  said 
^tj'j  sign  all  commissions,  licenses,  and  permits,  which  may  be  granted  by 
or  under  the  authority  of  the  city  council;  and  shall  keep  an  office  in  some 
convenient  place  in  said  ctty,  to  be  provided  by  the  city  council;  he  shall 
perform  such  duties  and  exercise  such  powers  aff,  from  time  to  time,  devolve 
upon  him  by  the  ordinances  of  said  city,  not  inconsistent  with  the  provi- 
sions of  this  act,  and  the  character  and  dignity  of  his  office;  and  generally 
do  and  perform  all  such  other  duties  and  exercise  such  other  powers  as  per- 
tain to  the  office  of  mayor;  he  shall,  in  his  judicial  capacity,  nave  exclusive 
original  jurisdiction  of  all  cases  for  the  violation  of  the  ordinances  of  said 
city;  and  he  is  hereby  vested  with  powers  coequal  with  justices  of  the 
peace,  within  the  county  of  Cuyahoga;  shall  have  power  to  exercise  the 
same  jurisdiction  and  authority,  in  .civil  and  criminal  cases,  within  the  limits 
of  said  county,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  fees  as  justices  of  the  peace 
in  like  cases;  alF  process  shall  be  directed  to  thie  city  marshal,  who  is  here- 
by authorized  and  empowered  tocxei'cise  the  same  powers,  in  serving  such 
process,  levying  execution,  and  niaking  distress  on  aelinquents,  in  civil  and 
criminal  cases;  and  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  fees  as  constables  are  for 
the  like  services:  and  in  case  of  misconduct  in  office,  of  the  mayor,  recor- 
der, treasurer,  marshal,  councilmen^  or  any  subordinate  officer,  the  city 
council  have  hereby  power  to  remove  him,  or  any  of  them,  by  an  agree- 
ment of  a  majority  of  two-thirds  concurring;  and  the  mayor  shall  have 
power,  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  him,  to  avf^ard  all  such  process,  and  issue 
all  such  writs  as  shall  be  necessary  to  enforce  the  due  administration  of 
right  and-justice  throughout  said  city,  and  for  the  lawful  exercise  of  his 
jurisdiction,  agreeable  to  the  usages  and  principles  of  law:  Provided^  That 
in  all  cases  brought  before  the  said  mayor,  for  the  violations  of  the  ordi- 
nances of  said  city,  and  w.hen  the  said  mayor  shall  adjudge  the  defendant 
or  defendants  to  pay  a  fine  of  fifteen  dollars  or  upwards,  exclusive  of  costs, 
the  defendant  or  defendants,  shall  have  a  right  of  appealing  from  said 
judgtnent  to  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  Cuyahoga  county,  upon  giving 
bonds  in  double  the  amount  of  said  judgment  and  costs,  and  with  such  se- 
curity as  shall  be  approved  of  by  said  mayor,  within  ten  days  from  the 
rendition  of  said  judgment;  which  bond  shall  be  conditioned  to  pay  the 
judgment  and  costs,  which  may  be  recovered  against  him,  hef,  or  them,  in 
the  said  court  of  common  pleas;  which  appeal,  when  [perfectel]  by  giv- 
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tog  bond  ail  aforesaid,  shall  entitle  the  party  appealing,  to  the^ame  rights^ 
ana  privileges,  subject  to  the  same  conditions,  restrictions  and  timitationsy  . 
aa  by  the  laws  of  the  Stato,  are  prosecuted;  and  it  shall  be  sufficient,  to, 
set  forth  in  the  indictment,  the  ofience,  in  the  words  of  the  ordinance  said  .  - 
to  be  violated;  and  to  refer*  to  said  ordinance,  by  title  only,  without  rieci*-*.. 
ting  such  ordinance,  and  by  concluding  said  indictment,  agamst  the  peaces' ' 
and  dignity  of  the  State  of  Ohio;  and  the  said*court  of  common  pleas  of  Guy*    ' 
abo^  county,  is  hereby  authorized,  empowered  and  directed,  to  take  co|^«  . 
nizance  and  hear  and  determine  all  such  causes  as  shall  be  brought  before  • 
them  by  appeal  as  aforesaid,  and  assess  such  fine,  and  pass  such  judgment- 
against  such  defendant  or  defendants  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the.ordir    # 
fiances  of  the  city;  the  mayor  shall  moreover  have  authority  to  takeaod  ' 
certify  the  acknowledgments  of  all  de^ds  for  the  conveyance  or  incum- 
brance of  real  estate,  m  the  State  of  Ohio;  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  jiim 
to  order  any  persons  brought  before  him,  charged  with  the  commission  of 
any  criminal  ofience,  in  any  State  or  Territory  of  the  United  States,  upon 
proof,  by  him  adjudged,  to  direct  such  accused  person  to  be  delivered 
to  som^  suitable  person  or  persons,  to  be  conveyed  to  the  proper  jurisdic- 
tion for  trial. 

Sec*  5*  That  the  qualified  electors  of  each  ward  in  said  city  shalU  on 
the  last  Monday  of  March  next,  elect  by  ballot,  four  members  of  the  city 
council,  in  each  ward,  who  shall  have  resided  in  said  city  one  year,  and 
possess  the  qualifications  of  electors,  and  shall  be  residents  and  inhabitants 
m  the  ward  in  which  they  shall  be  elected,  and  the  members  so  elected^ 
shall  meet  in  each  ward  within  five  days,  and  determine  by  lot  the  time 
they  shall  severally  serve,  two  shall  serve  one  year,  and  two  shall  serve 
two  years,  so  that  one  half  of  them  shall  be  out  every  year;  and  iat  every 
annuisl  election,  which  shall  be  on  the  last  Monday  of  March  in  evenr 
year,  there  shall  be  elected  two  new  nnembers  of  said  council,  in  each  ward, 
who  shall  continue  in  office  two  years,  and  until  their  successors  shall  be 
elected  and  qualified;  and  the  members  so  elected  ^all,  when  assembled  tc- 
gether  and  duly  organized,  constitute  the  city  council,  a  majority  of  the 
whole  number  of  whom  shall  foe  necessary  to  constitute  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  business;  they  shall  be  judges  of  elections  and  qualifi- 
cations of  their  own  members,  and  shall  determine  the  ruled  of  their  pro- 
ceedings, and  shall  keep  a  journal  thereof,  which  shall  be  open  to  the  in* 
spection  and  examination  of  every  citizen;  and  may  compel  the  attend- 
ance of  absent  members,  in  such  manner  and  under  such  penalties  as  they 
think  fit  to  [prescribe];  they  shall  meet  in  the  council  chamber,  or  some 
other  convenient  place  in  said  city,  within  five  days  aft^r  the  election^  and 
after  having  taken  the  oath  of  office  before  the  mayor,  or  some  other  officer 
oualified  to  administer  oaths,  they  shall  elect  from  their  own  body,  a  presi- 
dent, who  shall,  in  case  of  the  absence  of  the  mayor,pre$ide  in  their  meet- 
ings for  one  year;  and  a  recorder  and  treasurer,  who  shall  hold  their  of- 
fices for  one  year  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified. 

Sec.  6.  That  the  city  council  shall  provide  the  places  and  fix  the  time» 
of  holding  their  meetings,  not  herein  otherwise  provided  for,  which  at  all 
times  shall  be  open  for  the  public;  they  shall  appoint  all  city  survevors, 
clerk  of  the  market,  street  commissioners,  health  officers,  .weighers  of  hay^ 
measurers  of  wood  and  coal,  wharf  masters,  and  such  other  city  officers. 
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-  wbo9e  appointment  or  electioa  is  not  herein  otherwise  provided  for,  as 
ffhaU  be  necessary  for  the  good  government  of  said  city,  and  the  due  exer- 
cise of  its  corporate  powers,  and  which  shall  have  been  provided  for  by 
X     /  ovdinance;  and  all  city  officers,  whose  time  of  service  is  not  prescribed, 
» »,     ^aiid  whose  powers  and  duties  are  not  defined  in  and  by  this  act,  shall 

•  •.  *]jiirform  such  duties,  exercise  such  powers,  and  continue,  in  office  for

!  . !  or Txf  right  belong  to  said  city;  with  full  power  to  purchase,  hold,  possess,

f. .!  have  power  to  sell  any  public  landing,  wharf  or  wharves,  dock  or  docks^

•  hereafter  may  be  used  and  kept  (ox  the  accommodation  and  convenience 
of  the  merchants,  and  others  engaged  in  the  trade,  commerce  and  naviga- 
tion of  said  city. 

Sec*  8»  That  the  said  city  council  shall  have,  power,  and  it  is  hereby 
made  their  duty,  to  make  and  publish,  from  time  to  time,  all  such  ordinan- 
ces as  shall  be  necessary  to  se.cure'to  said  city,  and  the  inhabitantis  thereof, 
against  injury  from  fire,  thieves,  robbers,  burglars,  and  all  other  persons 
violating  the  public  peace^for  the  suppression  of  riots,  and  gambling,  and 
indecent  and  disorderly  conduct;  for  the  punishment  of  all  lewd  and  las- 
civious behaviour  in  the  streets  or  other  public  places  of  said  city;  and  for 
the  apprehension  and  punishment  of  all  vagrants  and  idle  persons;  they 
shall  have  power,  from  time  to  time,  to  make  and  publish  alt  such  by-laws 
and  ordinances,  as  they  shall  deem  necessary,  to  provide  for  the  safety, 
preserve  the  health,  promote  the  prosperity  and  improve  the  morals,  order, 
comfort  and  convenience  of  said  city,  and  the  inhabitants  thereof:  to  im* 
pose  fines^  forfeitures,  and  penalties,  on  all  persons  offending  against  the 
LawB  and  ordinances  of  said  city,  and  pi:ovide  for  the  prosecution,  recovery 
and  collection  thereof;  and  shall  have  power  to  regulate,  by  ordinance,  the 
k^ping  and  sale  of  gunpowder  within  the  city. 

Sec*  -  9«  That  the  said  city  council  shall  have  power  to  establish  a  board 
of  health  for  said  cfty :  invest  it  with  such  powers,  and  impose  upon  it  such 
duties,  as.shall  be  necessary  to  secure  said  city,  and  the  inhabitants  there<» 
of,  from,  the  evils,  distress  and  calamities  of  contagious,  infectious  and  ma- 
lignant diseases:  provide  for  its  proper  organization,  and  the  election  or 
appointment  of  the  necessary  officers  thereof;  and  make  such  by-laws, 
rules  and  i^egulations  for  its  government  and  support,  as  shall  be  required 
ibr  enforeiE^g  the  most  prompt  and  efficient  performance  of  its  duties,  and 
the  lawful  exercise  of  its  powers:  they  shall  have  power,  whenever  the 
public  peace  of  said  city  shall  require  it,  to  establish  a  city  watch,  and  or-» 
ganize  the  same  under  the  general  superintendence  of  the  city  marshal,  or 
other  proper  officer;  prescribe  its  duties  and  define  its  powers,  in  such  a 
manner  as  will  most.eqectually  preserve  the  peace  of  said  city,  secure  the 
inhabitants  thereof  from  personal  violence,  and  their  property  from  fire 
dad  unlawful  depredations:  they  shall  establish  and  organize  all  such  fire 
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companies,  and  provide  them  with  the  proper  engines  and  other  instrcF 
roents,a8  shall  be  necessary  to  extinguish  fires  and  preserve  the  property  - 
of  the  inhabitants  of  said  city,  from  conflagration;  and  provide  such  by* 
laws  and  regulations  for  the  government  of  the  same,  as  they  shall  think 
fit  and  expedient;  and  each  and  every  person  who  may  belong  to  such  fire 
company,  shall,  in  time  of  peace,  be  exempted  from  the  performance  of 
military  duty,  under  the  laws  of  this  State:  they  shall  erect,  estaUish  and 
regulate  the  markets  and  market  places  of  said  city,  for  the  sale  of  provis- 
ions, vegetables  and  other  articles,  necessary  for  the  sustenance,  comfort 
and  convenience  of  said  city,  and  the  inhabitants  thereof;  to  assize  and  reg- 
ulate die  sale  of  bread;  and  they  shall  have  power  to  establish  and  construct 
landing  places,  wharves,  docks  and  basins  in  said  city,  at  or  on  any  of  the 
city  property- 
Sec.  10.  That  for  the  purpose  of  more  efiectually  securing  said  city 
from  the  destructive  ravages  of  fire,  the  said  city  council  shall  have  pow- 
er and  authority,  and  for  such  purpose  they  are  hereby  empowered  and 
authorized,  on  the  application  of  three-fourths  of  the  whole  number  of  own- 
ers or  proprietors  of  any  square,  or  fractional  square,  in  said  city,  to  pro- 
hibit, in  the  most  efiectual  manner,  the  erection  of  any  building,  or  the 
addition  to  any  building  before  erected,  more  than  ten  feet  high,  in  any 
square  or  fractional  square,  except  the  outer  walls  thereof  shall  be  com- 
posed entirely  of  brick  or  stone  and  mortar,  and  to  provide  for  the  most 
prompt  removal  of  any  building,  or  any  addition  to  any  building,  which 
may  be  erected,  contrary  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  this  section; 
and  the  said  city  council  shall  have  the  power,  and  it  is  hereby  made  their 
duty,  whenever  in  their  opinion  the  public  good  shall  require  it,  to  cause 
the  streets  of  said  [city]  to  be  suitably  lighted,  in  such  manner  as  they  may, 
from  time  to  time  prescribe  and  ordain. 

Sec.  1 1.  That  the  sai^  city  council  shall  have  power,  and  it  is  hereby 
made  their  duty^to  regulate,  by  good  and  wholesome  laws  and  and  ordi- 
nances for  that  purpose,  all  taverns,  ale  and  porter  shops  and  houses,  and 
places  where  spirituous  liquors  are  sold  by  a  less  quantity  than  a  quart,  and 
all  houses  of  public  entertainment,  within  said  city;  all  theatrical  exhibi- 
tions and  public  shows;  and  all  exhibitions  of  whatever  name  or  nature,  to 
which  admission  is  obtained  on  the  payment  of  money,  or  any  other  re- 
ward; the  sale  of  all  horses  and  other  domestic  animals,  at  public  auction, 
in  said  citv;  and  impose  reasonable  fines  and  penalties  for  the  violation  of 
any  such  laws  and  ordinances:  and  the  said  city  council  shall  have  fuU 
and  exclusive  powers  to  grant  or  refuse  license  to  showmen,  and  keepers 
and  managers  of  theatrical  exhibitions,  and  all  other  exhibitions  for  money 
or  reward,  auctioneers  for  the  sale  of  horses  and  other  domestic  animals,  at 

fmblic  auction,  in  said  city:  and  in  granting  any  such  license,  it  shall  be 
awful  for  said  city  council  to  exact,  demand  and  receive  such  sum  or 
sums  of  money,  as  they  shall  think  fit  and  expedient;  to  annex  thereunto, 
such  reasonable  terms  and  conditions,  in  regard  to  time,  place  and  other 
circumstances  under  which  such  licenses  shall  be  acted  upon,  as  in  their 
opinion  the  peace,  quiet  and  good  order  of  society,  in  said  city  may  require; 
and  for  the  violations  of  such  reasonable  terms  and  conditions  as  aforesaid, 
the  mayor  shall  have  power  to  revoke  or  suspend  such  license,  whenever 
the  good  order  and  welfare  of  said  city  may  require  it,  in  such  manner  as 
may  he  provided  for  by  ordinance. 
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Sec  12.  Thai  the  city  council  shall  have  power,  and  they  are  hereby 
authorized  to  require  and  compel  the  abatement  of  all  nuisances  within  the 
limits  of  said  city,  under  such  regulations  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  ordi- 
nance; to  cause  all  grounds  therein,  where  water  shall  at  any  time  become 
stagnant,  to  be  raised,  filled  up  or  drained;  and  to  caa<«e  all  putrid  substan- 
ces, whether  animal  or  vegetable,  to  be  removed;  and  to  effect  these  job-' 
jects,  the  said  city  council  may,  from  time  to  time,  give  order  to  the  pro- 
prietor or  proprietors,  or  to  his  or  her  agent,  and  to  the  non-resident  pro- 
prietors, who  have  no  agents  therein,  by  a  publication  in  one  or  more  of  the 
newspapers  printed  in  said  city,  or  vicinity,  for  the  period  of  six  weeks,  of 
all  or  any  grounds,  subject  at  any  time  to  be  covered  with  stagnant  water, 
to  fill  upy  raise  or  dfain  such  grounds  at  their  Own  expense :  and  the  said 
city  council  shall  designate  how  high  such  grounds  shall  be  filled  up  and 
raised,  or  in  what  manner  they  shall  be  drained;  and  fix  some  reasonable 
time  for  filling  up,  raising  and  draining  the  sari^e;  and  if  such  proprietor  or 
proprietors,  or  agent,  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  fill  up,  raise^  or  drain 
such  grounds,  in  such  manner,  and  within  such  time,  as  the  said  city  coun- 
cil shall  have  designated  and  fixed,  they  sh^U  cause  the  same  to  be  done 
at  the  expense  of  me  city,  and  assess  the  amount  of  the  expense  thereof, 
An  the  lot  or  lots  of  ground  so  filled  up,  raised  or  drained,  as  aforesaid,  and 
place  the  assessment  soinade  as  aforesaid,  in  the  hands  of  the  city  marshal, 
who  shall  proceed  to  collect  the  ^same,  by  a  sale  of  such  lot  or  lots,  if  not 
otherwise  paid,  in  the  same  manner,  with  the  same  powers,  and  under  the 
same  regulations,  and  shall  make  good  and  sufficient  deed  thereof  to  the 
purchaser,  subject  to  the  same  right  of  redemption  by  the  proprietor  or 

J  proprietors,  their  heirs  or  assigns,  as  the  law  prescribes  for  the  time, 
or  ithe  sale  of  lands  for  the  non-payment  of  State  and  county  taxes; 
bnt  no  penalty  for  the  non-payment  of  any  such  taxes  or  assesspients,  shall 
exceed  twenty-five  per  cent. 

Sec.  1  $•    That  said  city  council  shall  cause  the  streets,  lanes,  alleys  and 
•commons  of  said  city,  to  be  kept  open  and  in  repair,  and  free  from  all 
kinds  of  nuisances;  but  it  shall  be  lawful  for  them  to  coutinue  any  building, 
-or  erection  now  standing  thereon,if  in  their  opinion  the  interest  and  gen- 
eral health  of  said  city,  will  not  be  injured  thereby;  they  shall  have  the  ex- 
tdusive  power  of  appointing  supervisors  and  other  officers  of  streets,  with- 
inthe  said  city :  they  shall  have  the  power,  whenever  the  public  convenience 
or  safety  shall  require  it,  to  prohibit  hogs,  cattle,  horses,  and  other  descrip- 
tions of  animals,  from  running  at  lai^ge  in  the  streets,  lanes,  and  alleys, 
commons  and <>ther  public  places  in  said  city:  they  shall  have  power  to 
license  and  regulate  all  parts,  wagons,  drays,  and  ever jr  description  of  two 
and  four  wheeled  carriages,  which  may  be  kept  in  said  city  for  hire;  all 
livery  stables,  brokers  and  loan  offices;  and  to  provide  for  the  inspection, 
and  appointment  of  inspectors  of  all  articles  of  domestic  growth,  produce 
or  manufacture,  which  may  be  brought  to  said  city,  sold  or  purchased 
therein,  for  exportation,  and  not  included  in  the  inspection  laws  of  the 
State. 

Sec.  14.  That  to  defray  the  current  expenses  of  said  city,  the 
said  city  coqncil  shall  have  power  to  levy  and  collect  taxes  on  the 
real  and  personal  propertv  therein,  on  the  basis  of  city  taxation  herein- 
after provided;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city  recorder,  to  calculate 
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and  make  a  duplicate  record  of  oity  taxes,  on  said  basis  of  city  taxatkm,  io 
the  same  manner  as  required  of  the  county  auditor,  in  making  duplicates 
of  State,  county,  and  other  taxes,  based  upon  the  grand  list  of  taxable 
property  in  this  State,  and  deliver  the  duplicate  of  such  city  taxes,  to  the 
city  marshal,  at  such  time  as  he  may  be  directed  so  to  do,  by  the  ordinao' 
ces  of  the  city  council;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city  marshal  to  pro- 
ceed in  enforcing  the  collection  of  said  taxes,  in  the  same  manner,  by  dis- 
tress and  sale  of  personal  property,  and  advertisement  and  scde  of  real  esk 
tate,  as  is  prescribed  by  the  several  acts  regulating  the  mode  of  tisixatiM 
in  this  State;  and  on  sale  of  real  estate  for  taxes,  the  city  recorder  shall 
have  power  to  execute  a  deed  of  such  real  estate,  as  may  be  so  forfeited 
and  sold  for  city  taxes,  which  deed  shall  be  good*  and  valid  in  law,  as  the 
county  auditor's  deed  for  lands  sold  for  taxes  under  the  said  laws,  regula** 
ting  the  mode  of  taxation  in  this  State:  the  same  time  and  privilege  of  re- 
demption shall  be  incident  to  said  sales  of  real  estate  for  city  taxes,  as  are 
provided  in  said  State  laws,  regulating  the  mode  of  taxation;  and  the  said 
city  marshal  shall  pay  over  to  the  city  treasurer,  all  moneys  so  collected 
by  him,  as  aforesaid,  within  such  time,  and  under  such  penalties  for  neg^ 
lecting  or  refusing  to  pay  over,  as  said  city  council  shall  prescribe;  and  the 
city  recorder  and  marshal  shall  receive  such  suitable  compensation  for  the 
services  aforesaid,  as  the  city  council  shall,  from  time  to  time,  fix  by  ordi- 
nance; and  the  said  city  council  shall  have  power  whenever,  in  their  opin- 
ion, the  interestof  said  city  shall  require  it,  to  levy  and  collect  taxes  on 
dogs  and  other  domestic  animals,  not  included  in  the  list  of  taxable  prop- 
erty .for  State  and  county  purposes^  to  be  collected  in  the  same  rtianner  as 
is  provided  in  this  section  for  the  collection  of  city  taxes:  Pravidedj  The 
amount  of  taxes  levied  as  aforesaid,  shall  not,  in  any  one  year  exceed  one 
per  centum  on  the  aggregate  value  of  taxable  property  in  said  city. 

Sec.  1 5.  That  the^  said  city  council  shall  have  power  to  levy  and-  col- 
lect a  special  tax,  from  the  real  estate  of  any  section,  square,  or  part  of 
square,  or  market  place  of  said  city,  on  the  petition  of  the  owner  or  ownen 
of  not  less  than  two  thirds  in  value  thereof,  for  opening,  paving,  repairing  or 
improving  any  street,  lane  or  alley,  bounding  on,  or  within  the  same,  or  for 
the  purpose  of  lighting  any  section,  lane  or  alley,  bounding  on,  or  within 
the  same:  Provided^  That  for  the  purpose  of  lighting  such  street,  lane  or 
alley,  the  oWner  or  owners  of  not  less  than  t wq  thirds  of  the  real  estate, 
bounded  on  or  within  the  same,  and  both  sides  thereof  shall  petition  .there- 
for; the  city  council  shall  moreover  have  power,  when  two  thirds  of  the 
members  shall  deem  it  necessary,  to  assess  a  special  tax,  for  supplying 
said  city,  or  any  portion  thereof,  with  a  night  watch. 

Sec.  16.  There  shall  be  aunually  elected  at  the  same  time  and  in  the 
same  manner  as  the  members  of  the  city  council,  one  assessor  for  each 
ward  in  said  city,  whose  duty  it  «hall  be,  after  having  been  duly  sworn  or 
affirmed,  to  proceed,  between  the  last  Monday  in  March  and  the  second 
Tuesday  in  May  thereafter,  to  assess  all  the  real  and  personal  property,  or 
capital  of  any  kind,  within  the  said  city,  subject  to  taxation  for  State,  coun- 
ty or  township  purposes,  and  also  all  buildings  of  a  less  value  than  two 
hundred  dollars,  within  said  city;  and  shall  make  returns  of  their  assess- 
ment roll  to  the  office  of  the  city  recorder,  on  or  before  the  second  Tues- 
day in  May;  and  after  said  assessment  shall  be  ^ualised  and        ^'^  »^  ^ 
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Iby  (he  authority  of  the  city  council,  to  whom,  as  a  board  of  equalizationi 
any  person  dissatisfied  with  the  assessment  of  any  or  all  of  his  taxable 
property  as  so  taken  by  said  assessors,  may  appeal  to  said  city  council, 
who  shaU  annually,  on  the  fourth  Tuesday  in  May,  hold  a  special  meeting 
for  the  purpose  of  hearing  and  determining  on  said  appeals,  with  pow* 
or  to  adjourn  from  day  to  day,  until  such  appeals  are  disposed  of,  and 
whose  determination  thereon  shall  be  final  and  conclusive;  and  said  assess- 
inent,  when  so  established,  shall  form  the  basis  of  all  city  taxation,  for 
general  purposes* 

Sec*  17.  That  the  said  city  council  shall  have  power,  whenever  in 
their  opinion  the  public  good  shall  require  it,  to  erect  a  city  prison,  and 
to  regulate  the  police  or  internal  government  pf  the  same;  that  the  said 
city  prison  m^v  contain  cells  for  solitary  confinement,  and  such  apart- 
ments as  may  be  necessarv  for  the  safe  keeping,  accommodation,  and  em^ 
ploy  men  t  of  all  such  persons  as  may  be  confined  therein;  that  the  city 
council  shall  have  power  to  pass  all  such  ordinances  as  may  be  necessary 
for  the  apprehension  and  punishment  of  all  common  street  beggars,  com- 
mon prostitutes,  and  persons  disturbing  the  peace  of  said  city,  who,  upon 
conviction  thereof,  before  the  mayor,  in  such  manner  as  the  said  city 
council  shall  prescribe,  may  be  fined  in  any  sumnot  exceeding  one  hundred 
dollars,  or  be  confined  in  the  cells,  or  kept  at  hard  labor,  in  said  city  pri- 
son, for  any  length  of  time  not  e:i:ceeding  fifteen  days:  that  any  person 
convicted  before  the  mayor,  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  of  any  of> 
fence  which  by  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  is  punishable  in  whole,  or 
in  part,  by  confinement  in  the  county  jail,  may  be  confined  in  the  cells  of 
the  city  prison  for  any  time  not  exceeding  that  specified  by  the  laws  of 
this  State,  for  the  punishment  of  such  offence,  for  the  said  term  of  con- 
finement: Aiid  provid^d^  also^  Tha^i  until  such  city  prison  shall  be  pre- 
pared for  the  reception  of  prisoners,  the  said  city  shall  be  allowed  the  u^e 
of  the  county  jail  of  Cuyahoga  county,  for  the  confinement  of'  all  such 
persons  as  may  be  convicted  before  the  mayor,  and  who  shall  be  liable 
to  imprisonment  under  the  laws  of  this  State,  or  the  ordinances  of  said 
city;  and  all  persons  so  imprisoned  shall  be  under  the  charge  of  the  sher- 
ififof  said  county,  who  shall  receive  and  discharge,  such  persons  in  and 
from  said  jail,  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  provided  by  the  ordinances  of 
said  city,  or  otherwise,  by  da(i  course  of  law;  and  after  the  said  city  pri- 
son shall  be  erected  and  prepared  for  the  reception  of  prisoners,  the  mar- 
shal of  said  city,  in  the  control,  government  and  management  thereof, 
shall  have  the  same  power  and  authority,  a,nd  be  sulgect  to  the  same  lia- 
bilities as  by  the  laws  of  this  State  now  are,  or  hereafter  may  be  confer- 
red and  imppsed  upon  the  sheriffs  of  the  several  counlied,  in  the  control, 
govemipent,  and  management  of  the  county  jails,  and  all  such  other 
powers  and  duties  as  the  cit]^  council  may  prescribe,  to  enforce  any  sen- 
tence of  hard  labor  pronounced  against  any  person  by  the  said  mayor. 

Soc«  18.  That  alj  moneys  raised,  received,  or  collected,  by  means  of 
any  tax,  licen8e,.penalty,  fine,  forfeiture,  or  otherwise,  under  the  authority 
of  this  act,  or  which  may  belong  to  said  city,  shall  be  paid  iato  the  city 
treasury,  and  shall  not  be  drawn  therefrom,  except  by  order,  or  under  the 
authority  of  the  city  council;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  dty  council 
to  liquidate  and  settle  all  claims  and  demands  against  said  city,  and 
30— L 
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to  require  all  officers,  agents  or  persons  entrusted  with  tiie  disbunement 
or  expenditure  of  the  public  money,  to  account  to  them  therefor,  at  such 
time  and  in  such  manner  as  they  niay  direct;  and  they  shall  annually  pub- 
lish, for  the  information  of  the  citizens,  a  particular  statement  of  the  re* 
ceipts  and  expenditures  of  all  public  money  belonging  to  said  city,  and 
also  of  all  debts  due  and  owing  to  and  from  the  same;  and  the  city  coun- 
cil shall  have  power  to  pass  all  such  laws  and  ordinances  as  may  be  ne- 
cessary and  proper  to  carry  into  eflfect  the  powers  herein  and  by  this  act 
granted. 

Sec.  19.  That  every  law  or  ordinance  of  said  city,  before  it  shall  be 
of  any  force  or  validity,  or  in  any  manner  binding  on  tne  inhabitants  there- 
of, or  others,  shall  be  agreed  to,  and  ordered  to  be  engrossed  for  it»  final 
Eamsage,  by  a  majority  of  all  the  members  of  the  city  council;  it  shall- then 
e  reconsidered  by  the  city  council,  and  if  in  its -final  passage  it  shall  be 
adopted  by  a  ipajority  of  all  the  members,  it  shall  become  a  law  for  said 
city;  and  all  questions  on  the  filial  passage  of  any  law  or  ordinance,  or  the 
adoption  of  any  resolutions,  shall  be  taken  by  yeas  ^and  nays,  and  the 
names  of  the  persons  voting  for  or  a^inst  the  same  shall  be  entered  in 
the  journals  of  said  council;  and  all  the  laws  and  ordinances  passed  and 
adopted  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  signed  by  the  president  of  the  council,  and 
the  city  recorder,  and  immediately  published  in  one  or  more  of  the  news- 
papers published  in  said  city,  or  vicinity. 

Sec.  20.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city  recorder  to  make  and 
keep  a  just  and  true  record  of  all  and  every  law  and  ordinance  made  and 
established  by  the  city  council,  and  all  their  proceedings  in  their  corporate 
capacity;  and  the  record  so  made  shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  the  inspec- 
tion of  any  elector  of  ^aid  city:  and  he  shall  perform  such  duties,  and  ex- 
ercise such  powers  as  may  be  lawfully  required  of  him  by  the  ordinances 
of  said  city;  and  he  shall  preside  over  the  meetings  of  the  city  council,  ia 
the  absence  of  the  mayor  and  president,  until  otherwise  directed  by  the 
city  council. 

Sec.  21.  That  the  city  treasurer  shall  give  bond  with  security  to  the 
recorder,  to  be  approved  by  the  city  council,  before  he  enters  on  the  da- 
ties  of  his  office,  conditional  for  the  faithful  discharge  thereof;  he  shall 
pay  over  all  moneys  by  him  received,  to  the  order  of  the  mayor  or  presi- 
dent of  the  city  council,  countersigned  by  the  city  recorder;  but  no  mo- 
ney shall  be  drawn  frohi  the  treasury  but  by  appropriations  made  by  the 
city  councH;  and  the  treasurer  shall,  when  required,  submit  his  books  and 
vouchers  to  their  inspection;  and  he  shall  perform  such  duties  and  exer- 
cise such  powers  as  may  be  lawfully  required  of  him  by  the  ordinances 
of  said  city. 

Sec.  22.  That  there  shall  be  elected  annually  by  the  city  council,  a 
city  marshal,  who  shall  hold  his  office  one  year,  and  until  his  successor 
shall  be  elected  and  qualified;  who  shall  perform  such  duties  and  exercise 
such  powers,  not  herein  specified,  as  may  be  lawfully  required  of  him  by 
the  ordinances  of  said  city,  and  shall  receive  such  fees  and  compeosations 
as  the  said  city  council  shall  direct:  the  said  marshal  shall  execute  and 
return  all  writs  and  other  processes  directed  to  him  by  the  mayor,  or  when 
necessary  in  criminal  cases,  or  for  violations  of  the  city  ordinances,  may 
serve  the  same  in  any  part  of  Cuyahoga  county;  it  shall  be  his  duty  to 
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suppress  all  riots,  disturbances,  and  breaches  of  the  peace;  to  apprehend 
all  rioters,  and  disorderly  persons,  and  disturbers  of  the  public  peace  in 
said  city,  and  all  persons  in  the  act  of  committing  anj  indictable  offence 
against  the  lawii  of  this  State,  or  ordinances  of  said  city,  or  fleeing  from 
justice  after,  having  committed  any  such  offence,  and  him,  her,  or  them 
ibrthwith  to  take  into  cus.tody  and  bring  before  the  mayor  for  examina- 
tion; and  in  case  of  resistance  may  call  to  his  aid  and  command  the  assist- 
ance of  all  by-standers,  and  others  in  the  vicinity;  h.e  shall  have  power  to 
appoint  one  or  more  deputies,  and  at  pleasure  to  dismiss  or  discharge  them 
from  ofEce;  and  shall  in  all.  things  be  responsible  for  the  correct  and  faith- 
ful discharge  of  their  duties,  and  liable  for  all  negligence,  carelessness  and 
misconduct  in  office,  and  positive  violations  of  duty,  which  they,  or  either 
of  them  may  be  guilty  of  in  the  performance  of  die  duties  of  their  official 
stations. 

Sec.  33..  That  the  mayor,  coqncilmen,  marshal,  treasurer,  city  recor- 
der, and  all  other  officers  under  the  government  of  the  said  city,  shall,  be- 
fore entering  on  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices,  take  an  oath  or  af- 
firmation to  support  the  constitution  of  the  United  States,  and  of  this  State, 
and  faithfully  and  impartially  to  perform  the  several  duties  of  the  office  to 
which  they  may  be  respectively  elected,  or  appointed,  and  when  required 
shall  give  such  bonds  to  said  city,  with  good  and  sufficient  security,  in  such 
sum  or  sums,  and  with  such  conditions  thereto  as  the  city  council  may  from 
time  to  time  direct,  and  in  all  cases  not  hereinbefore  provided  for,  shall 
respectively  be  allowed,  and  receive  such  fees  and  compensation  for  their 
services,  and  be  liable  to  such  fines,  penalties  and  forfeitures  for  negligence, 
carelessness,  and  misconduct  in  office,  and  positive  vioUtion  of  duty,  as 
the  said  city  council  shall  by  ordinance  order  and  determine. 

Sec.  24.  That  in  all  elections  for  city  officers,  not  otherwise  provided 
for,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  mayor  to  issue  a  proclamation  to  the  quali- 
fied voters  of  said  city,  or  to  those  of  the  respective  wards,  as  the  cs^se  may 
require,  setting  forth  the  time  of  Faid  election,  the  place  or  pl^aces  where 
the  same  shall  be  held,  the  officer  or  officers  to  be  chosen,  and  cause  such 
proclamation  to  be  published  in  one  or  more  newspapers  printed  in  said 
city,  or  vicinity,  at  least  ten  days  previous  to  said  election;  and  every  such 
election  shall  be  opened  between  the  hours  of  eight  and  ten  o'clock,  in  the 
forenoon,  and  continue  open  until  four  o'clock  in  the  afternoon, and  shall  in 
all  things  be  conducted  agreeably  to  the  laws  regulating  township  elec- 
tions, for  the  time  being;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  judges  of  such  elec- 
tions, in  the  several  wards,  within  two  days  thereafter,  tomake  and  direct 
the  return  thereof  to  the  mayor  of  the  said  city,  atiiis  office,in  thesameman- 
ner  that  election  returns  are  .required,  to  be  made  to  the  clerk  of  the  court 
of  common  pleas,  by  the  act  entitled  ^'An  act  to  regulate  elections:"  Prth 
pided^  That  in  all  elections  of  mayor,  the  returns  thereof  shall  be  made  and 
directed  to  the  president  of  the  qity  council;  and  the  isaid  mayor,  or 
president  of  the  city  council,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall,  within  five  days  af- 
ter any  such  election,  open  the  returns  which  have  been  made  to  him,  as 
aforesaid,  and  shall  make  an  abstract  of  all  the  votes  and  file  the  same 
with  the  city  recorder,  and  who  shall  make  a  record  thereof  in  a  book  to 
be  kept  by  him  for  that  purpose,  and  the  person  or  persons  having  the 
highest  number  of  vptes  shall  be  declared  duly  elected;  but  if  from  any 
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eaute,  the  qualified  roters  of  said  citj,  or  of  the  respective  wards,  as  the 
case  may  oe,  shall  fail  to  effect  any  election  at  the  time,  and  in  the 
manner  herein  provided,  the  mayor  shall  forthwith  issue  his  proclamation, 
for  the  second,  or  other  election,  which  in  all  things  shall  be  notified,  con* 
ducted,  regulated,  and  the  returns  thereof  made,  as  in  and  by  this  act  is 
prescribed;  and  the  person  or  persons  who  shall  be  chosen  at  any  such '  se- 
cond, or  other  election,  shall  hold  his  or  their  office,  until  the  next  stated 
period  for  the  choice  of  a  successor,  or  successors;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  mayor,  or  president  of  the  city  council,  immediately  to  notify  such 
person  or  persons  as  may  be  elected,  as  aforesaid,  of  his  or  their  electicHi, 
DV  causing  a  written  notice  thereof  to  be  served  upon  him  or  them,  by  the 
City  marshal,  or  his  deputy;  and  every  person  so  chosen,  or  elected,  as 
aforesaid,  shall  within  ten  days  after  being  so  notified  of  his  election,  cause 
himself  16  be  qualified  to  enter  upon  the  dutiesof  his  office,  and  in  default 
thereof,  the  office  to  whidh  he  shall  have  been  ebcted,  shall  be  deemed 
and  considered  in  law  to  be  vacant:  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city 
council  to  prescribe  the  time  and  manner,  and  provide  the  place  or  places 
of  holding  all  elections  in  said  city,  for  city  officers,  and  of  making  the  re- 
turns thereof,  not  herein  otherwise  directed  and  prescribed.    ' 

Sec.  S5.  That  each  and  every  white  male  inhabitant,  above  the  age  of 
twenty-one  years,  having  the  qualifications  of  an  elector,  for  members  of 
theGeneral  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^  and  having  residence  in  said 
city  one  year  next  preceedingan  election  for  city  officers,  shall  be  deemed 
a  qualified  voter  of  said  city,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  in  the  ward  in 
which  he  resides,  for  mayor,  and  members  of  the  city  council:  Providedy 
That  no  person  shall  be  capable  of  holding  any  office  under  the  govern- 
ment of  said  city,  who  has  not  resided  therein,  or  been  an  inhabitant  there- 
of, at  least  one  year  next  preceding,  his  election  or  appointment. 

Sec.  26.  That  the  city  council,  two-thirds  of  all  the  members  concur: 
ring  therein,  shall  have  power  to  borrow  money  for  the  discharge  and  li- 
quidation of  any  debt  of  the  city,  and  to  pledge  for  the  payment  of  the  inter- 
est and  the  re-payment  of  the  principal,  the  property  and  resources  of  the 
city,  in  such  manner,  and  upon  such  terms  and  conditions,  as  by  an  or- 
dinance voted  for  by  two-thirds  of  the  members  elected,  as  aforesaid,  may 
be.prcscribed. 

Sec.  27.  That  said  city  council  shall  have  power,  on  the  petition  of  the 
owners  of  two  thirds  of  the  value  of  any  square  or  section  of  said  city,  to 
lay  out  and  establish  a  new  street,  or  streets,  alley  or  alleys,  through  or 
across  such  square  or  section:  Provided^  Notice  of  the  presenting  of  such 
petition  be  given  by  f)ubIication  thereof  in  one  more  newspapers  published 
m  said  city,  or  vicinity,  for  three  weeks  in  succession,  the  last  of  which 
shall  be  at  least  sixty  days  before  presenting  said  petition:  And  Provided^ 
alsoy  That  if  any  person  shall  claim  damages  in  consequence  of  the  laying 
out  of  any  such  new  street  or  alley,  and  shall  file  notice  thereof,  in  wri- 
ting, in  the  office  of  the  city  recorder,  within  ten  days  after  the  order  fpr 
laymg  out  of  said  street  or  alley  shall  have  been  made,  the  said  city  council 
shall  cause  the  damages,  if  any,  over  and  above  the  benefit  to  the  property 
claimed  to  have  been  injured,  to  be  assessed  under  oath,  by  three  disinter- 
ested, judicious  freeholders,  of  said  city,  to  be  appointed  by  said  council,  f6r 
the  purpose;  which  shall  be  paid  within  three  months  after  the  makmg  of 
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the  laid  order  by  the  persons  petitioning  for  the  laying  out  of  such  new 
street  or  alley,  or  in  default  thereof,  the  order  laying  out  the  said  street  or 
aUey  shall  be  null  and  void* 

Sec.  39.  That  the  city  council  shall  have  power  to  levy  a  special  tax 
to  defray  the  expense  of  grading,  paving,  or  otherwise  improving,!  any  road, 
street,  lane,  alley,  square,  market  place,  or  common,  within  saidcity,  by  a 
discriminating  asse/*sment  upon  the  land  and  ground  bound  and  abutting 
on  such  road,  street,  alley,  lane,  market  place,  square,  or  Common,  or  near 
thereto,  in  proportion  to  the  benefit  accruing  to  such  land  or  ground;  and 
the  city  council  shall  appoint  a  committee  of  three  disinterested,  judicious 
freeholders,  of  said  city,to  estimate  the  coist  of  any  such  projected  improve- 
ments, and  to  assess  the  expense  on  the  landand|rbunaas  aforesaid;  and 
the  city  council  shall  ^ive  notice  in  one  or  more  of  the  newspapers  publish- 
ed in  said  city,  or  vicmtty,  for  six  consecutive  weeks  of  the  improvement 
to  be  made,  in  order  that  any  one  damaged,  by  reason  of  such  improve- 
ments, may  file  his  <ilaim,  in  writing,  in|the  ofiiceof  the  city  recorder,  with- 
in ten  days  after  the  expiration  of  the  ssiid  six  weeks  notice,  and  the  said 
committee  shall  assess  the  damages,,  if  any,  of  ^ch  claimants,  and  shall 
add  the  same  to  the  cost  of  the  improvement,  as  apart  of  the  expese  there- 
of, to  be  assessed,  as  aforesaid;  and  said  committee," within  twenty  days  af- 
ter the  time  shall  have  expired  for  filing  claims  for  damages  (unless  for 
good  cause,  the  council  shall  grant  them  further  time,)  shall  make  return 
to  the  office  of  the  city  auditor,  setting  forth  the  estimated  cost  of  such 
projected  improvement,  including  the  damages  awarded  by  them  to  the 
claimants,  together  with  the  names  of  such  claimants,  and  grounds  of  claim, 
with  the  amount  awarded  them,  severally,  set  opposite  their  respective 
names;  and  also,  a  brief  disctiption  of  the  lands  and  grounds  upon  which 
they  shall  have  assessed  the  expense  of  the  improvement,  with  the  names  of 
the  owners,  or  persons  liable  to  pay  thie  assessment,  respectively  annexed, 
and  the  amount  thereon  assessed,  set.opposite  their  respective  names,  and 
and  if  the  name  of  the  person  owing,  or  liable  for  the  tax,  is  unknown,  the 
fact  shall  be  stated  by  writing ^^unknown  owners,''  in  place  of  the  name; 
and  the  city  council,  if  they  order  and  direct  the  improvement  to  be  made,

ings shall  in  all  respects  be  the  same  as  in  cases  of  delinquency  in  the  pay- 
ment of  the  annual  taxes,  with  the  addition  ofthe  like  interest  and  pen- 
alty; and  when  the  improvements  so  ordered,  shall  be  completed,  eaph 
claimant  shall  be  entitled  to  receive,  from  the  city  treasury,  the  amount 
of  damages,  so  by  the  return  of  said  committee,  awarded  him;  and  the  city 
council  snail  cause  the  public  streets,  roads,  lanes,  alleys,  and  highways, 
and  the  public  square,  and  other  public  grounds  that  now  exist  within  the 
limits  of|  said  city«  to  be,  by  the  surveyor  of  the  county  of  Cuyahoga,  or 
some  otlier  competent  surveyor,  to  be  surveyed,  described,  and  perma- 
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BODtly  marked,  and  the  plat  thereof  recerded  by  the  city  recorder,  ia  a 
book  to  be  provided  for  that  purpose;  in  which  book  shall  also  be  recorded,a 
plat  of  any  new  street  which  may  hereafter  be  established  by  said  council 
under  the  provisions,  of  this  act,  anda}so,ofany  change  or  alteration  in  any 
of  the  streets  or  highways  of  the  city;  and  such  survey  and  record,  shall 
be,  thereafter,  conclusive  evidence  of  the  position  and  limits  of  such 
street,  lane,  alley,  highway,  square,  or  public  ground;  subject,  however, 
to  such  alterations  as  may  be  made  therin,  agreeable  to  the  provisions  of 
this  act, 

Sec.  29*  That  said  city  council  shall  have  the  general  superinten- 
d^ice  of  all  the  common  schools  in  said  city,  and  from  time  to  time,  shall 
make  such  regulations  for  the  division  of  said  city  [into]  school  districts^ 
and  for  the  erection  of  school  houses  theerin,  and  such  provisions  for  the 
government  and  instruction  of  children  therein,  as  to  them  shall  appear 
proper  and  expedient. 

Sec.  30*  That  the  trustees  of  the  township  of  Brooklyn,  shall  appoint 
two  suitable  persons  in  each  ward,  to  be  judges  of  the  first  election,  also, 
suitable  persons  to  be  clerks,  in  each  ward,  and  procure  asuitable  place  in 
each  ward,  for  holding  the  election ;  and  at  every  annual  election  thereafter,

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
That  G.  S.  B.  Hempstead,  Jonas  Moore,  and  their  associates,  be,  and  they 
are  hereby  created  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name  and  style  of 
"The  Duck  creek  Bridge  Company;''  and  as  such,  shall  remain  and  have 
perpetual  succession;  and  by  their  corporate  name,  may  contract  and  be 
contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued,  answer  and  be  answered,  plead  and 
be  impleaded,  defend  and  be  defended,  in  any  court  of  competent  juris- 
diction. 
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Sec.  ^  That  the  said  corporatioii  be,  and  they  are  hereby  aathorbed 
lo  erect  atoll  bridge  across  Duck  creek,  in  the  county  of  Washington,  at 
its  mouth,  wliere  tlie  road  from  Marietta  to  Wheeling  crosses  the  same- 
Sec.  3.  That  if  the  said  company  shall  erect  and  complete  said  bridge^ 
in  a  substantial  manner,  of  proper  width,  and  ^eing  in 'other  respects  of 
sufficient  strength  and  dimensions,  so  as  to  admit  of  the  safe  passage  of 
passengers,  teams,  and  carriages,  of  the  usual  dimensions,  within  three 
years  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  they  shall,  from  the  time  of  completing 
said  bridge,  enjoy  all  the  privilegi^s  secured  to  them  by  this  act 

Sec.  4.  That  after  the  completion  of  said  bridge,  as  aforesaid,  the  pro- 
prietors thereof  are  hereby  authorized  to  demand  and  receive  from  passen- 
gers who  may  cross  said  bridge,  the  following  rates  of  toll,  to  wit:  For 
each  foot  passenger,  two  cents ;  for  each  horse  and  rider,  six  and  one-fourth 
cents;  for  each  horse,  mule  or  ass,  one  year  old,  two  cents;  for  each  wa- 
gon or  cart,  drawn  by  two  horses  or  oxen,  twelve  and  one  half  cents;  for 
each  horse  or  ox  in  addition,  thrde  cents;  for  each  carriage,  wagon  or  cart^ 
drawn  by  one  horse,  ten  cents;  for  each  horise  in  addition,  two  cents;  for 
each  sleigh  or  sled,  drawn  by  one  horse  or  o^,  six  and  one-fourth  cents; 
for  each  horse  in  addition,  four  cents;  Tor  each  sled,  drawn  by  one  yoke  of 
oxen,  twelve  and  one  half  cents;  for  each  yoke  of  oxen  in  addition,  four 
cents;  for  each  stage  coach  or  other  pleasurable  carriage,  drawn  by  four 
horses,  and  driver,  twenty-five  cents;  the  same  drawn  by  two  horses,  eigh- 
teen and  three-fourth  cents;  for  each  wagon,  drawn  by  four  horses,  twen- 
ty-five cents;  for  each  horse  in  addition,  six  and  one-fourth  cents;  for  each 
head  of  neat  cattle,  one  year  old  and  upwards,  one  cent;  the  same  under 
one  year  old,  one  half  cent;  and  for  each  head  of  sheep  and  hogs,  one  half 
cent. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  proprietors  of  said  bridge  shall,  previous  to  receiving 
any  tolls,  set  up  and  keep,  in  some  conspicuous  place  over  or  near  the  gate 
to  be  erected  on  said  bridge,  a  board,  on  which  shall  be  painted  or  print- 
ed, in  a  plain  and  legible  manner,  the  rates  of  toll  allowed  by  this  act 

Sec.  6.  That  if  the  proprietors  of  said  bridge  shall  demand  and  receive 
any  higher  or  greater  toll  than  is  by  this  act  allowed,  they  shall  be  subject 
to  the  like  fines  and  penalties  whichcafe,  or  may  be  provided,  in  case  of 
ferries';  and,  in  ten  years  after  the  completion  of  said  bridge,  it  shall  be  in 
the  power  of  every  Legislature  to  make  such  alteration  in  the  rates  of  toll 
faereiii  established,  as  to  them  shall  appear,  from  time  to  time,  equitable 
and  right. 

Sec.  7.  That  the  said  company  shall  have  power  to  adopt  such  by-laws, 
rules  and  regulations,  for  the  government  of  the  same,  as  they  may  deem 
expedient,  not  inconsistent  with  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United 
States  or  of  this  State. 

Sec.  8.  That  the  said  company  shall  pay  unto  Nahum  Ward,  or  hisle- 
gal  representative,  such  sum  or  sums  of  money  for  all  such  materials  and 
labor  as  has  heretofore  been  prepared  and  brought  upon  the  ground  by 
said  Ward,  for  the  purpose  of  building  said  bridge,  as  the  county  commis- 
sioners of  Washington  county  shall  value  said  materials  and  labor  at;  and 
said  county  commissioners  are  hereby  authorized  and  required,  on  or  be- 
fore the  first  Monday  in  June  next,  to  proceed  and  value  the  same;  which 
valuation  they  shall  deliver  in  writing  to  the  said  Nahum  Ward  on  demand: 
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Provided^  That  said  commissioners  shall  value  no  materials  or  labor  ex- 
cept such  as,  in  their  opinion,, will  be  useful  in  building  said  bridge,  and 
such  as  were  prepared  and  on  the  ground  previous  to  the  first  day  of  Jan- 
uary, eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-six.

Jlat  of  in  lots  of  the  towi^  of  Lancaster,  Carpenter's  addition  thereto,  the 
lank  addition  thereto,  outlet  number  four,  eadtof  said  town  of  Lancaster 
as  laid  out  into  in  lots,  a  tier  of  in  \oU  laid  out  on  the  north  end  of  out  lot 
number  six,  east  of  said  town,  and  all  other  in  lots,  out  lots  and  additions 
that  now  are,  or  shall  hereafter  be  laid  out,  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby 
erected  into  and  constituted  a  town  corporate,  by  the  name  of  the  Town 
of  Lancaster. 

Sec.  2.  That  for  the  good  order  and  government  of  said  town  and  of 
the  inhabitants  thereof,  there  shall  henceforth  be  elected  by  the  free  white 
male  inhabitants  of  said  town,  having  the  quali&cations  of  electors  of  mem- 
bers of  the  General  Assembly,  on  the  third  Monday  of  April  annually,  nine 
trustees  and  a  town  marshal,  who  shall  continue  in  office  until  their  8ucce»- 
sors  are  elected  and  qualified;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  trustees,  with- 
in five  days  after  being  notified  of  their  election,  as  is  prescribed  for  by  the 
act  of  which  this  is  an  amendment,  to  assemble  at  the  town  hall,  in  said 
town,  and  after  having  taken  an  oath  or  affirmation  to  support  the  constitu- 
tion of  the  StiEtte  of  Ohio,  and  an  oath  of  office,  to  be  administered  by  any 
person  legally  qualified,  they  shall  proceed  to  elect  by  ballot,  from  among 
themselves,  a  president  and  recorder;  and  shall  in  like  manner  appoint  a 
treasurer,  who  shall  be  a  qualified  voter  of  said  corporation,  bat  not  one  of 
their  own  body;  and  when  said  trustees  are  so  elected  and  qualified, they 
shall  be  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  with  perpetual  succession,  to  be 
known  by  the  name  and  title  of  the  ^^Town  Council  of  the  town  of  Lan- 
caster." 

Sec.  3.  That  said  town  council  be,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to 
borrow  money  for  town  purposes;  and  to  make  and  publish  all  necessary 
Ordinances  for  that  purpose:  Provided^  That  the  debt  so  created  shall  at  no 
one  time  exceed  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars. 

Sec.  4.  That  it  shall  be  the.  duty  of  said  town  council,  at  their  annual 
meeting  for  fixing  the  rate  of  taxation,  to  levy  and  assess,  and  make  all  ne- 
cessary provisions  for  the  collection  of  so  much  tax,  or  other  means  within

the  control  of  said  corporation,  as  will  be  sufficient  to  cover  anj  amount  of 
principal  or  interest  due^  or  to  become  due,  within  the  then  current  jear,on 
any  sum  borrowed  by  said  council:  Provided^  That  said  town  council  shall 
not  in  any  one  year  levy  a  tax  for  the  above  purposes,'  exceeding  the  sum 
of  one  percent,  on  the  valuation  of  the  taxable  property  within  the  limits 
of  said  corporation:  And  provided  further  j  That  the  levying  of  said  taxes  for 
the  purposes  aforesaid,  snail  not  affect  the  right  of  said  town  council  to 
le\y  taxes  under  the  act  to  which  this  is  an  amendment,  for  the  purposes  in 
.    said  act  specified. 

Sec.  5.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  town  council  to  cause  all  by- 
laws and  ordinances,  by  them  enacted  for  the  government  of  said  town,  to 
be  published  at  least  one  week  in  some  public  newspaper  printed  in  said 
town,  of  general  circulation  therein ;  upon  which  publication,  and  not  be- 
fore, said  by-laws  and  ordinances  shall  be  in  full  force.

tered privileges  of  said  town.

Provided^  That  all  such  dispositions  of  lots  shall  be  by  public  sale;  pursuant 
to.  which  sales,  the  said  town  council  shall,  on  payment  of  the  purchase  mo- 
ney, execute  a  suitable  grant  to  the  society  purchasing;  securing  to  said  so- 
ciety the  exclusive  right  to  enter  within  said  lots  upon  condition  that  said 
religious  societies  shall  continue  to  keep  their  respective  lots  in  order, 
agreeably^to  such  regulations  as  shall  from  time  to  time  be  presciibed  bj 
said  town  council:  Proiidedj also^Thfii  soid  town  council  shall  reserve  suita- 
ble portions  of  said  grounds  for  the  general  use  of  said  town  as  a  burying 
ground. 

Sec.  9.  That  obedience  to  all  by-laws  and  ordinances  passed  in  relation 
to  said  burial  ground,  shall  be  enforced;  and  punishments  for  infractions  of 
said  by-laws  and  ordinances  shall  be  inflicted  by  prosecution  or  suit  before 
the  president  of  said  town  council,  reserving  nevertheless  the  right  of  ap- 
peal to  the  court  of  common  pleas. 

Sec.  10.  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  friends  or  relatives  of 
deceased  persons  who  have  been  buried  in  any  grave  yard  within  the  in- 
corporated limits  of  said  town,  to  remove  the  remains  of  such  deceased  per- 
sons and  inter  the  same  in  the  new  burying  grounds;  and  in  like  manner  it 
shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  town  council  aforesaid,  by  and  with  the 
consent  of  the  relatives  of  deceased  persons  buried  within  the  limits  of  said.

Samuel  Waggoner,  Sidney  Smith,  Joshua  Maynard,  Chauncey  Rundell, 
Timothy  P.  Roberts,  Sela  Chapin,  junior,  and  Calvin  Bradley,  of  thecoun- 
ty  of  Seneca,  together  with  such  other  persons  as  may  hereafter  be  asso- 
ciated with  them,  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  an  Academy  in  the  town 
of  Republic,  in  the  township  of  Scipio,  in  the  county  of  Seneca,  be,  and 
they  are  hereby  created  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  with  perpetual  suc- 
cession, by  the  name  of  the  *'Seneca  county  Academy;"  and  by  that  name,

petent jurisdiction,  in  all  manner  of  actions,  causes  and  complaints  what- 
soever; and  may  have  a  common  seal  which  they  may  alter  at  pleasure. 

Sec.  2.  That  said  corporation  shall  be  capable  in  law  and  in  equity, 
in  their  corporate  name  aforesaid,  of  having,  receiving,  acquirinff  and 
holding,  by  purchase,  gift,  grant,  devise  or  legacy,  any  estate,  real,  per- 
sonal or  mixed,  for  the  use  of  said  corporation :  Provided^  That  the  annu- 
al income  of  all  such  property  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  two  thousand 
dollars;  and  that  all  the  property  of  whatever  kind,  shall  be  considered  as 
held  in  trust,  under  the  management  and  at  the  disposal  of  said  corpora- 
tion, for  the  purpose  of  promoting  the  interest  of  said  society,  and  main- 
taining any  institution  of  charity:  And  provided,  also^  That  where  money 
or  other  property  shall  be  given,  granted,  devised,  or  bequeathed,  for  the 
purposes  of  education,  shall  be  faithfully  applied  to  such  purpose,  and  no 
other. 

Sec.  3.  That  for  the  better  managing  of  the  affairs  of  said  society, 
and  promoting  the  interests  thereof,  there  shall  be  elected  on  the  first  Sat- 
urday in  June  next,  and  annually  thereafter,  seven  trustees,  and  such  oth- 
er officers  as  the  corporation  may  deem  necessarv,  who  shall  hold  their 
offices  for  one  year  and  until  their  successors  shall  be  elected:  Provided^ 
That  if  from  any  cause  an  election  of  officers  should  not  be  made  on  the  day 
appointed  for  the  annual  election,  the  society  may  elect  their  officers  at 
any  meeting  of  the  corporation  duly  assembled. 

Sec.  4.  That  William  Gillen,  Andrew  P.  Kauns^  Curtis  Scovil,  Charles 
M^Coy,  John  M'Coy,  John  Bryan,  and  Thomas  Kerr,  named  in  the  first 
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section  of  this  act,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  trustees  until  the 
first  annual  election,  and  until  others  are  elected  in  their  place. 

Sec.  5.  That  all  elections  of  the  corporation  shall  be  by  ballot;  and  the 
person  or  persons  having  a  majority  of  the  votes  for  any  office,  shall  be  con- 
sidered duly  elected;  and  all  matters  of  the  corporation  shall  be  determined 
by  a  majority  of  the  members  present,  at  any  meeting  of  the  society  duly 
assembled. 

Sec.  6.  That  the  trustees,  a  majority  of  whom  shall  be  a  quorum  for 
the  transaction  of  business,  shall  have  the  management  and  control  of 
all  the  property  and  concerns  of  the  corporation,  and  they,  or  a  majority 
of  them,  shall  have  power  to  call  a  meeting  of  the  society,  either  for  the 
election  of  officera,  or  for  the  transaction  of  anj  other  business  of  the  soci- 
ety, by  giving  to  said  society,  immediately  aiter  public  worship,  ^t  least 
five  days  previous  notice  of  said  meeting,  of  by  causing  notifications  there- 
of to  be  set  up  in  three  or  more  public  places  within  the  limits  of  said  so- 
ciety, at  least  ten  days  previous  to  such  meeting. 

Sec.  7.  .  That  any  meeting  of  the  society,  duly  assembled,  may  adopt 
and  establish  such  by-laws  and  ordinances,  as  may  be  deemed  proper  and 
necestary  for  the  good  government  of  said  corporation:  Providea^  That 
9uch  by-laws  and  ordinances  shall  be  compatible  with  the  constitution  and 
laws  of  the  United  States,  and  of  this  $tate. 

Sec.  8.  That  original  process  against  the  corporation  shall  be  served 
by  leaving  an  attested  copy  with  one  or  more  of  the  trustees,  at  least  five 
days  before  the  return  day  thereof;  and  such  service  shall  be  deemed  suffi- 
cient to  bind  the  corporation. 

Sec.  9..  That  any  future  Legislature  shall  have  power  to  modify  or 
repeal  this  act:  Provided^  That  such  modification  or  repeal  shall  not  afiect 
the  title  to  any  estate,  real  or  personal,  acquired  or  conveyed  under  its 
provisions.

Thompson,  Charles  Clapp,  and  their  associates,  together  with  such  other 
persons  as  may  hereafter  be  associated  with  them,  be,  and  they  are  hereby 
declared  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  by  and  with  the  name  and  style 
of  the  ^Congregational  Church  and  Society  of  Ravenna;"  with  perpetual 
succession,  and  capacity  of  contracting  and  being  contracted  with,  suing 
and  being  sued,  answering  and  being  answered,  pleading  and  being  im- 
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pleaded^  defend  and  being  defended,  in  all  courts  of  law  and  equity,  and 
may  also  have  a  common  seal,  which  they  may  break,  alter  or  renew  at 
pleasure. 

Sec.  9.  That  they  shall  have  power  to  make,  pass,  and  enforce,  from 
time  to  time,  such  rules,  by-laws,  and  regulations  as  they  may  deem  pro- 

Cer  for  the  good  regulation  of  said  association:  Provided^  That  such  rules, 
y-laws,  and  regulations  shall  not  be  repugnant  to  the  constitution  or  laws 
of  this  State  and  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  3.  That  said  association  shall  be  capable  in  law  of  purchasing 
and  holding  any  estate,  real  or  personal,  and  of  receiving  any  gift,  grant, 
donation  or  legacy,  made  or  to  be  made,  to  said  association;  with  full  pow- 
er to  sell,  dispose  of,  and  convey  the  same:  Provided^  That  the  annual 
income  of  such  property  shall  not  exceed,  two  thousand  dollars. 

Sec.  4.  That  John  N.  Skinner,  Isaac  Swift,  Timothy  Carnahan,  Adam 
Poe,  R.  I.  Thompson,  Charles  Clapp,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  appointed 
trustees  of  said  association,  until  others  are  appointed  in  conformity  with 
the  rules,  by-laws  and  regulations  made  by  said  association. 

Sec.  5.  That  any,  future  Legislature  shall  have  power  to  modify  or 
repeal  this  act:  Provided^  That  such  modification  or  repeal  shall  not  affect 
the  title  to  any  estate,  real  or  personal,  acquired  or  conveyed  under  its 
provisons.

To  incorporate  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Lower  Sandusky,  in  the  county  of 

Sandusky. 

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^ 
That  Jaques  Hulburd,  William  C,  Otis,  and  Samnel  Urowell,  and  their  as- 
sociates, and  such  other  persons  as  may  hereafter  be  associated  with  them, 
be,  and  they  are  hereby  created  and  declared  a  body  corporate  and  poli- 
tic, by  the  name  of  "The  First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Lower  Sandusky, 
in  the  county  of  Sandusky,"  and  as  such  shall  remain  and  have  perpetual 
succession;  and  by  their  corporate  name  may  contract  and  be  contracted 
with,  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  defend  and  be  defended, 
in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  and  in  all  manner  of  actions,  causes 
and  complaints  whatsoever;  and  may  have  a  common  seal,  which  they 
may  change  or  alter  at  pleasure. 

Sec.  3.  That  said  corporation,  by  the  name  and  style  aforesaid,  shall 
be  capable  in  law  of  holding  property,  real  and  personal,  or  mixed,  either 
by  purchase,  gift,  grant,  devise  or  legacy,  which  may  become  the  property 
of  the  corporation:  Provided^  That  the  anntial  income  shall  not  exceed 
two  thousand  dollars:  Provided^  also.  That  all  such  property  shall  be  con- 
sidered as  held  in  trust,  under  the  management  and  at  the  disposal  of  said 
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corporation,  for  the  purpose  of  promoting  the  interest  of  said  church,  de- 
fraying the  expenses  incident  to  their  mode  of  worship,  and  maintenance 
of  any  institutions  of  charity  or  education  that  may  be  therewith  con- 
nected: Provided^  moreover ^  That  when  money  or  other  property  shall  be 
given,  granted,  devised  or  bequeathed  to  said  church  for  any  particular 
use  or  purpose,  it  shall  be  faithfully  applied  to  such  use  or  purpose:  the 
property  and  other  concerns  of  the  corporation  shall  be  under  the  manage- 
ment and  control  of  trustees,  to  be  appointed  agreeably  to  the  direc- 
tions of  the  church;  a  majority  of  the  trustees  shall  be  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  business. 

See.  3*  That  on  the  first  Monday  in  January,  one  thousand  eight  hun* 
dred  and  thirty-seven,  there  shall  be  elected  by  said  church,  three  trustees, 
and  on  the  first  Monday  in  January  thereafter,  one  trustee,  and  such  other 
officers  as  the  church  may  deem  necessary,  who  shall  hold  their  offices  as. 
hereinafter  pointed  out,  and  until  their  successors  shall  be  elected. 

Sec.  4.  ThatJaques  Hulburd,  William  C.  Otis  and  Samuel  Crowell, 
[named]  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  appointed 
trustees  until  the  first  annual  election,  and  until  others  are  electea  in  their 
places;  the  offices  of  one  of  said  trustees  shall  become  vacant  yearly,  aa 
follows:  the  first  mentioned,  on  the  first  Monday  of  January,  one  thousund 
eight  hundred  and  thirty-seven;  the  second  on  the  first  Monday  of  Janu- 
ary, one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-eight;  and  the  third  on  the  first 
Monday  of  January,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-nine. 

Sec.  5.  That  all  elections  of  the  corporation  shall  be  by  ballot,  and  the

public  places  within  the  limits  of  the  church,  one  of  which  to  be  at  the 
usual  place  of  holding  public  worship,  at  least  fifteen  days  previous  to  such 
meeting. 

Sec.  7.  That  any  meeting  •of  the  corporation  duly  assembled,  may 
adopt  such  by-laws  and  ordinances  as  may  be  deemed  proper  and  neces- 
sa^  for  the  j?ood  government  of  said  corporation. 

Sec.  8.  That  original  process  against  the  corporation  shall  be  served 
by  summons,  which  shall  be  served  by  leaving  an  attested  copy  tvith  one 
or  more  of  the  trustees,  at  least  ten  days  before  the  return  day  thereof; 
and  such  service  shall  be  deemed  sufficient  in  law  to  bind  the  corporation. 

Sec.  9.  That  any  future  Legislature  shall  have  power  to  modify  or  re- 
peal this  act.

Sec*  U  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  OhiOf 
That  Samuel  Hunter,  James  Alexander,  John  Maxwell,  Andrew  Robinson, 
and  David  Sloane,  and  their  associates,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  declared  to 
be  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  and  style  of^^The  First  Pres- 
byterian dhurch,"  in  the  town  of  Knoxville,  in  Jefferson  county;  to  have 
perpetual  succession,  and  to  be  capable  in  their  corporate  capacity,  to  con* 
tract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded, 
answer  and  be  answered,  defend  and  be  defended,  in  any  court  of  compe-

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  SUUeof  OhiOf 
That  Georae  M^Kay,  Stephen  B.  Coro8tock,William  r.  Daniels,  and  Andrew 
Palmer  of  Toledo,in  the  county  of  Lucas ;  Samuel  M.  Lock  wood,  of  the  coun- 
ty of  Sandusky ;  John  6.  Camp,  Oran  Follett,  and  Isaac]A.  Mills,  of  Sandoa- 
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ky  Cit}r,m  the  county  of  Huron;  together  with  those  who  may  heteaftef 
become  stockholders, in  the  manner  hereinafter  prescribed,  their  sacce8-< 
sors  and  assigns,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  created  a  body  corporate,  by  the 
name  and  style  of  the  ^^Toledo  and  Sandusky  Rail-Road  Company;"  and 
by  that  name  and  style  shall  be,  and  hereby  are  made  capable  in  law,  to 
have,  purchase,  receive,  possess  and  enjoy,  real  and  personal  estate,  and 
retain  to  them,  their  successors  and  assigns,  all  such  lands,  tenements  and 
hereditaments,  as  shall  be  requisite  for  their  accommodation  and  conveni-

That  the  said  corporation  shall  be,  and.  are  hereby  vested 
with  the  right  and  authority  to  construct  a  single  or  double  rail-road  from 
Sandusky  City  to  Toledo,  by  such  route  as  after  due  examination  and  sur** 
vey  shqil  be  found  most  eli^ble,  with  the  privilege  of  extending  said  route 
to  some  point  on  the  west  hne  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  and  shall  pass  wiihia 
five  miles  of  the  town  of  Maumee  if  practicable  and  also  of  constructing 
branches  on  such  routes  or  lines  as  may  hereafter  be  deemed  most  eligible 
and  proper,  to  the  towns  of  Lower  Sandusky  and  Port  Clinton,  in  the 
county  of  Sandusky,  and  to  the  town  of  Maumee  in  the  county  of  Lucas| 
to  transport,  take  and  carry  persons  and  property  upon  the  same,  by  the 
power  and  force  of  steam,  of  animals,  or  any  other  mechanical  or  oihtt 
power,  or  combination  of  them,  which  said  corporation  may  choose  to 
employ. 

Sec.  3»  Thatthat  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  five  hun-» 
dred  thousand  dollars,  and  shall  be  divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each| 
and  the  shares  of  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  deemed  per- 
sonal property,  transferable  by  assignment,  agreeably  to  tlie  by-laws  of 
said  company. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  above  named  persons,  or  a  majority  of  them,  who 
may  consent  to  act  as  such,  shall  be  commissioners,  who  may  authorize 
any  three  of  their  number  to  open  books  for  receiving  subscriptions  to  the 
capital  stock  of  said  corporation  within  twelve  months  after  the  passing 
of  this  act,  in  the  counties  through  which  said  road  passes,  and  at 
such  other  placcor  places  as  they  may  deem  expedient;  not  less  than  ten 
days  notice  shall  be  previously  given  by  them,  in  one  or  more  newspapers 
printed  in  the  place  where  the  books  are  to  be  opened,  of  the  time  and  place 
of  opening  said  books;  and  as  soon  as  the  stock  shall  be  subscribed,  or  fit 
ty  thousand  dollars  thereof,  they  may  give  a  like  notice  .for  a  meeting  of 
the  stockholders  to  choose  directors,  at  the  time  and  place  appointed;  and 
five  directors  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot,  wh>  shall  be  citizens  of  the  Stale 
of  Ohio,  by  such  of  the  stockholders  as  shall  attend  for  that  purpose,  either 
in  person  or  by  lawful  proxies:  each  share  of  the  capital  stock  shall  enti» 
tie  the  owner  to  a  vote;  the  persons  named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act^ 
or  any  three  appointed  by  a  majority  of  them,  shall  be  inspectors  of  suoh 
election^  and  shall  certify,  under  their  hands,  what  persons  are  elected  di- 
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rectors,  and  appoint  the  timo  and  place  of  the  first  meeting  of  the  direc- 
tors: five  directors,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  form  a  board,  and  be  com*

said  subscription  thus  demanded,  for  the  space  of  thirty  di^ys  next  after  ^ 
the  time  the  same  shall  ,be  due  and  payable,  the  said  president  and  direc- 
tors, upon  giving  twenty  days  notice  thereof,  in  manner  aforesaid,  may, 
and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  sell  at  public  auction  so  many  of  the 
shares  of  such  delinquent  stockholder  or  stockholders  as  shall  be  necessary 
to  pay  such  instalment  and  the  cxpensesot  advertising  and  sale,  and  transfer 
the  shares  so  sold  to  the  purchaser;  and  the  residue  of  the  money  arising 
from  such  sale,  after  paying  &ueh  instalment  and  expen3e,  shall  be  paid  to 
such  delinquent  stockholder,  on  demand. 

Sec.  6.  That  the  said  corporation  be,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized, 
to  cause  such  examinations  and  survey's  to  be  made  on  the  ground  lying 
between  the  aforementioned  points  as  shall  be  necessary  to  determine 
the  moat  eligible  route  whereon  to  construct  said  rail  road ;  and  it  shall  al-

holders of  such  county,  to  appear  at  or  near  the  land,  or  materials,  or  prop<- 
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erty  to  be  volued^on  a  day  named  in  said  warrant,  not  less  than  five  nor 
more  than  ten  days  after  the  issuing  of  the  same;  and  if  any  of  the  persons 
summoned  do  not  attend,  the  said  sherifi'  shall  immediately  summon  as 
many  as  may  be  necessary  to  furnish  a  pannel  of  six  jurors,  who  shall  act 
as  a  jury  of  inquest  of  damages,  having  an  oath  or  affirmation  first  admini&* 
tered  to  each  by  said  sberifT,  justly  and  imp«irtially  to  value  the  damages 
which  the  owner  or  owners  yfiM  sustain  by  the  use  or  occupation  of 
the  land,  materials  or  property  required  by  said  company,  and  the  jury 
e^imnting  the  damages,  if  for  ttie  ground  occupied  by  said  road,  shall  take 
into  the  estimate  the  benefit  resulting  to  said  owneror  owners,  by  reason  of 
said  road  passing  through  or  upon  the  lands  of  such  owner  or  owners  towards 
theextinguishmentof  such  claim  fordamages;  and  the  said  jury  shall  reduce 
their  inquisition  to  writing,  and  shall  sign  and  seal  the  same;  and  such  val- 
uation, when  paid  or  tendered  to  the. owner  or  owners  of  said  property, 
his,  her  or  their  legal  representatives,  shall  entitle  said  company  to  the 
land,  estate  and  interest,  in  the  same  thus  valued,  as  fully  as  if  it  had  been 
conveyed  by  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  same,  for  such  term  of  time  as 
said  company  shall  occupy  the  same  as  a  rail  road,  and  the  inquest  of  the. 
jury,  after  confirmation  and  after  payment  or  tender  of  the  valuation,  shall 
be  a  bar  to  all  actions,  for  taking  or  using  such  property;  and  that  such 
sheriff  and  jurors  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  from  the.said  company  the 
same  fees  as  are  allowed  for  like  services  in  cases  of  fixing  the  valuation  on 
real  estate,  previous  to  sale,  under  execution:  Provided^  That  either  par- 
ty may,  within  tendays,appeai  from  tlic  decision  of  said  jury  of  inquest, 
to  the  court  of  common  pleas  t>f  the  proper  county,  in  which  such  lands  are 
situated;  and  the  said.court  shall  proceed  thereOn  as  in  cases  of  appeals 
for  damages  in  laying  out  State  roads. 

Sec.  7.  That  the  said  corporation  shall  have  power  to  determine  the 
width  and  dimensions  of  the  said  rail  road,  or  any  part  thereof,  not  exceed- 
ing one  hundred  feet  in  width,  and  whether  it  shall  be  a  double  or  single 
track ;  to  regulate  the  form  and  manner  of  its  construction,  and  the  time  and 
manner  in  which  passengers  and  property  shall  be  transported  thereon, 
and  the  manner  oi  collecting  tolls  for  such  transportation, and  to  erect  and 
maintain  buildings  for  the  accommodation  of  the  business  of  the  corpora- 
tion, as  they  may  deem  advisable  for  their  interests. 

Sec.  8*  That  the  said  corporation  may  construct  their  rail  road  across 
or  upon  any  road  or  highway,  or  across  any  river,  stream  or  water  course, 
if  the  ssime  shall  be  necessary;  but  in  such  case  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said 
corporation  so  to  construct  soid  rail  road,  as  conveniently  to  admit  of  the 

Cassage  or  transportation  of  persons  or  property  upon  any  such  road, 
ighway,  river,  stream  or  water  course;  and  when  it  shall  be  necessary  to 
pass  through  the  lands  of  any  individual,  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  provide 
such  individual  proper  wagon  ways  ncrosssaid  rail  road,  from  one  part  of 
his  land  to  another:  Provided^  Said  rail  road  shall  not  be  so  constructed  &• 
in  any  manner  to  obstruct,  impede  or  delay  the  navigation  of  the  Sandusky, 
Maumee  or  Portage  rivers* 

Sec.  9*  That  the  said  corporation  shall  have  power  to  purchase,  with 
the  funds  of  the  company,  and  place  on  the  rail  road  constructed  bv  them 
under  this  act,  all  machines,  wagons,  vehicles  or  carriages  of  any  descrip- 
tiooi  whatsover,  which  they  may  deem  necessary  or  proper  for  the  pur* 
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potei  of  trantportation  on  said  road;  and  may  demand  and  receive  fix>m  aU 
persons  using  or  travelling  upon  said  rail  road,  the  following  rate  of  toll,  per 
mile,  to  wit:  for  every  ton  weight  of  goods,  or  freight  of  any  description, 
eight  cents  for  every  mile  the  same  shall  pass  upon  said  rail  road,  aqd  a 
rateable  proportion  for  any  greater  or  less  quantity;  for  every  pleasure  car- 
riage, used  for  the  conveyance  of  passengers,  four  cents  per  mile,  in  addi- 
tion  to  the  toll  by  weight  upon  the  load:,  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any 
other  company,person  or  persons,  paying  the  tolls  aforesaid, with  suitable 
and  proper  cars,  to  transport  upon  said  [road,]  persons  or  property  of  any 
description  whatsoever,  subject  to  the  by-laws  of  the  company  as  to  the 
construction  and  speed  of  said  cars;  and  the  said  road,  with  all  the  works, 
improvements,  profits  and  machinery  for  transportation,  are  hereby  vest- 
ed in  said  company,  incorpoeated  by  this  act,  and  their  successors,  for- 
ever. 

Sec.  10.  That  at  the  regular  annual  meeting  of  the  stockholders  of  said 
company,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  and  directors  in  office  for  the 
previous  year,  to  exhibit  a  clear  and  distinct  statement  of  the  affairs  of  the 
company;  and  the  president  and  directors  shall,  annually  or  semi-annuaUyy 
declare  and  make  such  dividend  as  they  may  deem  proper,  of  the  nett  pro- 
fits arising  from  the  resources  of  said  company,  deducting  the  necssary  cur- 
rent and  probable  coutingent  expenses,  and  they  shall  divide  the  sum 
among  the  stockholders  of  said  company,  in  proportion  to  their  respective 
shares. 

Sec.  11.  That  the  president  and  directors,  or  a  majority  of  them,  may 
appoint  all  such  officers,  engineers,  agents  or  servants  whatsoever,  as  they 
may  deem  necessary  for  the  transaction  of-  the  business  of  the  company, 
ana  may  remove  any  of  them  at  pleasure;  that  they,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
shall  have  power  to  determine  by  cqntract  the  compensation  of  all  the  en- 
gineers, officers,  agents,  or  servants  in  the  employ  of  said  company;  and 
they,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  have  power  to  pass  all  by-laws  which  they 
may  deem  necessary  or  proper  for  exercising  all  the  powers  vested  in  the 
company  hereby  incorporated,  and  for  carrying  the  objects  of  this  act  into 
effect. 

Sec.  12.  That  [if]  it  shall  be  necessary  for  the  said  rail-road  company,  in 
the  selection  of  the  route,  or  construction  of  the  road,  by  them  to  be 
laid  out  and  constructed,  or  any  part  of  it,  to  connect  the  same  with,  or  to 
use  any  road,  street,  or  bridge,  made  or  erected  by  any  company  or  persons 
incorporated  or  authorized  by  any  law  of  this  State,  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
the  said  president  and  directors,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  contract 
and  agree  with  any  such  other  corporation  or  persons,  for  the  right  to  use 
such  road,  street  or  bridge,  or  for  the  transfer  of  any  of  the  corporate  or 
other  rights  or  privileges  of  such  corporation  or  persons,  to  the  said  com- 
pany hereby  incorporated;  and  every  such  other  corporation  and  persons 
incorporated  by,  or  acting  under  the  laws  of  this  State,  are  hereby  authori-* 
zed  to  make  such  an  agreement,  contract,  or  transfer,  by  and  through  the 
agency  of  the  persons  authorized  by  their  acts  of  incorporation  to  exercise 
the  corporate  powers,  or  by  such  persons  as  by  any  law  of  this  State  are 
entrusted  with  the  direction  and  management  of  such  road,  street  or  bridge, 
or  any  of  the  rights  or  privileges  aforesaid;  and  every  contract,  agreement 
or  transfer,  made  in  parsqance  of  the  power  and  authority  hereby  granted^ 
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when  execoted  by  tiie  sereral  parties,  under  their  respective  4iid  corporate 
teals,  or  otherwise  legally  authenticated,  shaU  vest  in  the  company  hereby 
incorporated  all  such  roads,  parts  of  road^,  streets,  rights  and  privileges, 
and  the  right  to  use  and  enjoy  the  same  as  fully,  to  all  intent  and  purposes, 
as  they  now  are,  or  might  boused  and  exercised  by  the  said  corporations 
or  persons  in  whom  they  are  now  vested. 

Sec.  13.  That  if  at  any  time  after  said  rail-road  and  improvements  may 
belodated,  any  unforeseen  obstacles,  impediments  or  inconveniences  occur 
on  the  route  located,  or  its  branches,  the  said  corporation  shall  have  power 
to  deviate  from  the  course  marked  out,  so  far,  and  in  such  manner,  as  the  - 
said  directors  may  deem  best  calculated  to  surmount,  overcome  or  avoid 
said  obstacles,  impediments,  or  inconveniences;  said  corporation  satisfying 
the  damages  that  may  be  occasioned  thereby,  to  be  assessed  in  the  manner 
provided  by  the  sixth  section  of  this  act;  and  the  said  corporation  shall 
from  time  to  time  make  such  alterations  in  the  course  of  said  rail-road  and 
improvements  as  they  may  deem  necessary  or  convenient,  satisfying  all 
damages  in  manner  aforesaid. 

Sec.  14.  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  wilfully,  by  any  means 
whatever,  injure,  impair  or  destroy  any  part  of  the  rail-road  constructed  by 
said  company,  under  this  act,  or  any  of  the  works,  buildings  or  machinery 
of  said  company,  such  person  or  persons,  so  offending,  shall  each  of  them, 
for  every  such  oficnce,  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  said  company  a  sum  not  ex- 
ceeding three  fold  the  damages,  which  may  be  recovered  in  the  name  of 
said  company,  by  an  action  of  debt  in  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  the 
county  wherein  the  otfcnce  shall  be  committed,  and  shall  also  be  subject  to 
an  indictment  in  the  said  court;  apd  upon  conviction  of  such  ofTcncc,  shall 
be  punished  by  fine,  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars,  and  imprisonment 
in  the  jnilof  such  county,  not  more  than  thirty  days. 

Sec.  15.  That  this  act  shnll  be  favorably  construed  to  effect  the  pur- 
poses thereby  intended,  and  copies  thereof,  printed  by  the  authority  of  the 
State,  shall  be  received  as  evidence  thereof. 

Sec.  16.  That  if  the  corporation  hereby  created  shall  not,  within  two 
years  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  commence,  and  within  five  years  put  in 
operation  the  main  branch  of  said  road  from  Toledo  to  Sandusky  City,  then 
this  c^ct  shall  be  null  and  void;  and  if  they  shall  not,  within  ten  years,  con- 
struct and  put  in  operation  that  part  lying  west  of  Toledo,  to  the  westline 
of  the  Slate,  then  this  act  shall  he  null  and  void,  so  far  as  relates  to  the  ex- 
tension from  the  said  Toledo  to  the  west  line  of  the  State. 

Sec.  17.  That  full  right  and  privilege  is  hereby  reserved  to  the  State, 
Or  the  citizens  thereof,  or  any  company  hereafter  to  be  incorporated  under 
the  authority  of  this  State,  to  connect  with  or  cross  the  road  hereby  provi- 
ded for,  any  other  rail-road  leading  from  the  main  route  to  any  part  or  parts 
of  this  State:  Provided^  That  in  forming  such  connection  or  crossing,  no 
injury  shall  be  done  to  the  works  of  the  company  hereby  incorporated;  ai^d 
the  State  reserves  the  right  to  construct  any  canal  or  rail-road  on  the  west 
side  of  the  Maumee  river,  without  interruption  or  charges  by  said  company. 

Sec.  18.    If  the  Legislature  of  this  State  shall,  after  the  expiration  of, 
thirty-five  years  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  make  provision  by  law  for  the 
repayment  to  said  company  of  all  mone}^  expended  in  the  construction  of 
said  road|  and  for  all  moneys  expended  for  necessary  permanent  fixtures  at 
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the  time  of  purchase,  irith  an  advance  of  fifteen  per  cent  ttiereon,  the  saicT 
road  and  fixtures  shall  vest  in  and  become  the  property  of  the  State  of 
Ohio. 

Sec.  19.  Whenever  the  dividends  of  said  company  shall  exceed  the  rate 
of  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  the  Legislature  of  this  State  may  impose  such 
reasonable  taxes  on  the  amount  of  such  dividends  as  may  be  received  from 
other  rail*road  companies.

Alf  ACT 

To  incorporate  the  Ohio,  Miami  and^Wabash  Rail-road  Company. 

Sec.  1 .  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^  That 
Gustus  Gole  and  Duthan  Northrop,  of  the  county  of  Portage;  Joseph  Har- 
ris, Timothy  Burr,  Allen  Pardee  and  Henry  Hosmer,  of  the  county  of  Me- 
dina; Sylvanu^  Parmerly,  Alexander  Porter,  Asa  H.  Baird,  John  Tanner, 
Joseph  Sage  and  Ira  Tillotson,  of  the  county  of  Lorain;  Richard  Salisbury, 
Daniel  Beach,  Daniel  W.  Brown,  Benjamin  Kniffin,  Abijahlves  and  Asa- 
hel  Beach,  of  the  county  of  Huron;  and  John  Park  and  Abel  Rawson,  of 
the  county  of  Seneca;  together  with  such  other  persons  as  may  thereafter 
become  associated  with  them,  in  the  manner  hereinafter  prescribed,  their 
successors  and  assigns,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  created  a  body  corporate 
and  politic,  by  the  name  of  "The  Ohio,  Miami  and  Wabash  Rail-road  Com- 
pany;" and  by  that  name  shall  be,  and  are  hereby  made  capable  in  law 
to  have,  hold,  purchase,  receive,  and  possess,  enjoy  and  retain,  to  them  and 
their  successors,  all  such  lands,  tenements,  and,  hereditaments,  with  their 
appurtenances,  as  shall  be  necessary,  or  in  any  wise  convenient,  for  the 
transaction  of  their  business,  and  such  as  may  in  good  faith  be  conveyed 
to  them,  by  way  of  security,  or  in  payment  of  debts,  and  the  same  to  sell, 
grant,  rent,  or  in  any  manner  dispose  of;  to  contract  and  be  contracted 
with,  sue  and  be  sued,  implead  and  be  impleaded,  answer  and  be  answered, 
defend  and  be  defended,  in  courts  of  record,  or  in  any  other  place  whatso- 
ever; and  also  to  make,  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  to  alter, 
break  or  renew  at  pleasure;  and  they  shall  be  and  are  hereby  invested 
with  all  the  powers  and  privileges  which  are  by  law  incident  to  corpora- 
tions of  a  similar  nature,  and  which  are  necessary  to  carry  into  effect  the 
objects  of  this  association;  and  if  either  of  the  persons  named  in  this  sec- 
tion shall  die,  or  neglect  to  exercise  the  powers  and  dischai^e  the  duties 
hereby  created,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  remaining  persons  hereinbefore 
named,  or  a  majority  of  them,  to  appoint  some  suitable  person  or  persons 
to  fill  such  vacancy  or  vacancies,  so  often  as  the  s^mc  shall  occun 
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Sec.  %  That  said  corporation  are  hereby  empowered  to  cause  such 
^xaminatioDi  and  surveys  to  be  made^  between  Akron^  in  the  county 
of  Portage,  and  some  place  at  or  near  Fort  pefiance,  in  the  county 
of  WillKims,  passing  through  the  intermediate  points  of  Harrisville,  in  the 
county  of  Medina;  Sullivan,  in  the  county  of  Lorain;  Greenwich  and 
New  Haven  villages,in  the  county  of  Huron;  and  Tiffin,  in  the  county  of 
Seneca,  ias  sball  be  necessary  to  ascertain  the  most  advantageous  route 
whereon  to  construct  a  rail-road;  and  the  said  corporation  are  hereby  in- 
vested with  the  Tight  to  construct  a  double  or  single  rail-road  or  way  along 
the  said  route,  arid  with  the  right  to  take,  transport,  to  carry.persons  and 
property  upon  said  road  when  constructed,  by  the  force  of  steam,  animals^ 
mechanical  or  other  power,  or  any  combination  of  them,  which  the  said 
isorporation  may  choose  to  employ. 

Sec*  3.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  shall  be  one  millioa 
dollars,  and  shall  be  divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each;  and  five  dollars 
on  each  share  shall  be  paid  at  the  time  of  subscribing. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  above  named  persons,  or  a  majority  of  them,  or  the 
survivors  of  them,  are  authorized  to  open  books,  for  receiving  subscriptions 
to  the  capital  stock  of  such  company,  and  shall  prescribe  the  form  of  such 
subscriptions;  which  books  shall,  be  opened  within  one  year  from  the  pass- 
ing of  this  act,  at  such  place  or  places  as  they  may  deem  expedient,  giving 
twenty  [days]  notice  in  some  newspaper  printed  in  each  of  said  counties 
of  Portage,  Medina,  Lorain,  Huron  and  Seneca,  and  in  such  other  place  or 
places  as  may  be  thought  advisable,  of  the  time  and  place,  or  times  and 
places,  of  opening  said  books:  Provided^  hotoeveir^  That  if  the  publisher  of 
any  newspaper  printed  in  either  of  said  counties,  shall  neglect  or  refuse^  to 
print  such  notice,  then  the  required  notice  shall  be  published,  by  affixing 
the  same  to  the  door  of  the  court  house  in  said  county,  at  least  twenty 
days  previous  to  the  opening  of  said  books;  and  said  books  shall  be  kept 
open  at  least  ten  days. 

Sec.  5.  That  as  soon  as  8aid  stock,  or  one  hundred  thousand  dollars 
thereof  shall  have  been  subscribed,  the  above  named  persons,  or  thesanae 
number  thereof  as  shall  have  given  the  notice  above  required,  shall  give 
like  notice  for  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders  to  choose  directors,  at  some 
time  at  least  twenty  days  thereafter,  and  at  some  place  within  the  said 
counties  of  Portage  and  Medina,  Lorain,  Huron  and  Seneca;  and  if,  at 
such  time  and  place,  the  holders  of  one  half  or  more  of  said  capital  stock 
shall  attend,  either  in  person  or  by  lawful  proxy,  they  shall  proceed  to 
choose  from  the  stockholders,  by  ballot,  twelve  directors,  each  share  of 
capital  stock  entitling  the  owner  to  one  vote;  and  at  such  election  the 
persons  named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  or  those  appointed  by  its 
provisions  to  fill  vacancies  which  may  have  occurred,  or  any  three  of 
them,  if  no  more  be  present,  shall  be  inspectors  of  such  election,  and  shall 
certify  in  writing,  signed  by  them,  or  a  majority  of  them,  what  persons 
are  elected  directors;  and  if  two  or  more  have  an  equal  number  of  votes, 
said  inspectors  shall  determine,  by  lot,  which  of  them  shall  be  director  or 
directors,  to  complete  the  number  required,  and  shall  certify  the  same  in 
like  manner;  and  said  inspectors  shall  appoint  the  time  and  place  of  hold- 
ing the  first  meeting  of  directors,  at  which  meeting  seven  shall  form  a  board 
competent  lo  transact  all  business  of  the  company ;  and  thereafter  a  new 
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election  of  directors  shall  be  made  annually,  at  such  time  and  place  as  fte 
stockholders  at  their  first  meeting  shall  appoint;  and  if  the  stockhoUerr 
shall,  at  their  first  meetings  fail  to  appoint  the  day  of  such  election^  then 
it  shall  be  holden  in  the  succeeding  year,  on  the  same  day  of  ttc  same 
month  on  which  said  first  election  was  holden,  unless  the  same  should  be 
the  first  day  of  the  week,  in  which  case  it  shall  be  holden  oA  the  day 
next  succeeding;  and  if  no  election  be  had  on  the  day  appointed,  said 
company  shall  not  be  dissolved,  but  such  election  may  be  made  at  any 
time  appointed  by  the  by-laws  of  said  company;  and  the  directors  chosen 
at  any  election  shall  remain  directors  until  others  are  chosen;  and  direc* 
tors  chosen  at  any  election  shall,  as  soon  thereafter  as  may  be,  choose  of 
their  number  one  person  to  be  president,  another  to  be  treasurer  of  such 
company,  and  another  to  be  secretary  of  said  company,  and  from  time 
to  time  may  choose  such  other  officers  as  by  their  by-laws  they  may  de- 
signate as  necessary,  provided  that  no  person  shall  be  a  director  of  such 
company,  who  is  not  a  citizen  of  the  State  of  Ohio. 

Sec.  6.  That  the  directors  may  require  payment  of  subscriptions  to 
the  capital  stock,  at  such  times,  in  such  proportion,  and  on  such  con-* 
ditions  as  they  shall  deem  fit,  under  penalty  of  forfieiture  of  all  previous 
payments  thereon,  or  otherwise,  provided  they  shall  never  require  the 
payment  to  be  made  at  any  place  out  of  the  counties  through  which  said 
road  shall  pass;  and  said  directors  shall,  at  least  thirty  days  previous  to 
the  appointed  time  of  such  required  payment,  give  notice  thereof  in  the 
manner  provided  in  the  fourth  section  of  this  act,  fnr  giving  notice  of  the 
opening  of  books  of  subscription  for  the  stock  of  said  company* 

See.  7.  That  the  directors,  of  said  company  shall  have  power  to  make, 
from  time  to  time,  all  needful  rules,  regulations,  and  by-laws,  not  incon- 
sistent with  the  constitution  and  laws  of  this  State,  or  of  the  United  States, 
touching  the  business  of  said  company,  and  to  determine  the  number  off 
tracks  or  rail  ways  upon  said  road,  and  the  width  thereof,  and  the  de- 
scription of  carriages  wliich  may  be  used  thereon;  to  regulate  the  time 
and  manner  in  which  passengers  or  goods  shall  be  transported  thereon^ 
and  manner  of  collecting  tolls  for  such  transportation;  and  to  fix  pe- 
nalties for  the  breach  of  any  such  rule,  regulation,  or  by-laW,  and  direct 
the  mode  and  condition  of  transferring  the  stock  of  said  company;  and 
penalties  provided  for  by  said  by-laws  may  be  sued  for  by  ahy  person  or 
pei*sons  authorized  thereto,  in  the  name  of  said  company,  and  recovered 
in  an  action  of  debt,  before  any  court  having  jurisdicton  of  the  amount} 
and  said  company  may  erect  and  maintain  toll  Rouses,  and  such  other 
buildings  and  fixtures  for  the  accommodation  of  those  using  said  road,  and 
of  themselves,  as  they  may  deem  in  any  way  necessary  for  their  interest 
and  convenience. 

Sec.  8.  That  said  company  shall  have  a  right  to  enter  upon  any  lands, 
to  survey  and  lay  down  said  road,  not  exceeding  one  hundred  feet  in 
width,  and  to  take  any  materials  necessary  for  the  construction  of  said 
road;  and  whenever  any  lands  or  materials  shall  be  taken  for  the  con« 
struction  of  said  road,  and  the  same  shall  not  be  given  or  granted  to  said 
company,  and  the  owners  thereof  do  not  agree  with  said  company  as  to 
the  compensation  to  be  paid  therefor,  the  person  or  persons  claiming  com- 
pensation as  aforesaid,  or  if  the  owner  or  owners  thereof  are  minors,  in 
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sane  persons,  or  married  women,  then  the  guardian  or  guardians  of  said 
minor  or  minors  and  insane  persons,  and  the  husbands  of  such  married 
women  may  select  for  themselves  an  arbitrator,  and  the  said  company 
shall  select  one  arbitrator,  and  the  two  thus  selected  shall  take  to  them- 
selves a  third,  who  shall  be  sworn  and  paid  as  arbitrators  in  other  cases; 
and  the  three,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  award  as  arbitrators  between 
the  parties,  and  render  ct)pies  of  their  award  to  each  of  the  parlies,  in 
writing,  from  which  award  either  party  may  appeal  to  the  court  of  com- 
mpn  pleas,  in  the  county  wherein  such  lands  and  materials  may  have  been 
situated ;  and  in  all  cases  where  compensation  shall  in  any  manner  be  claim- 
ed for  lands,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  arbitrators  and  the  court  to  esti- 
mate any  advantage  which  the  location  and  construction  of  said  road  may 
be  to  the  claimant  for  such  compensation,  and  the  value  of  such  advantage, 
if  any,  shall  be  set  off  against  the  compensation  so  claimed  of  said  compa- 
ny; and  appeals  in  such  cases  shall,  when  taken,  be  in  all  respects  pro- 
ceeded in  as  appeals  in  other  cases  to  said  court,  and  be  brought  into  said 
court  by  filing  the  award  with  the  clerk  ofsaid  court,  whose  duty  it  shall 
be  to  enter  the  same  on  the  docket  of  said  court,  setting  down  the  claim- 
ant or  claimants  as  plaintifis  and  said  company  as  defendants;  and  v(he)i 
the  valuation  so  ascertained  shall  be  paid,  or  tendered  by  said  company, 
said  company  shall  have  the  same  right  to  retam,  own,  hold  and  possess 
said  personal  property,  and  the  use  and  occupation  of  said  landed  proper- 
ty for  the  purposes  ofsaid  road,  as  fully  and  absolutely  as  if  the  same  had 
been  granted  and  conveyed  to  said  company  by  deed. 

Sec.  9«  That  the  said  company  shall  construct  the  said  rail-road  across 
or  upon  any  public  road,  highway,  stream  of  water  or  water  course,  if 
the  same  shall  be  necessary;  but  the  said  company  shall  restore  such  road, 
highway,  stream  of  water  or  watercourse  to  its  former  state,  or  in  a  suffi- 
cient manner  not  to  impair  the  usefulness  of  such  road,  highway,  water 
or  water  course  to  the  owner  or  public,  without  delay. 

Sec.  10.  That  any  rail-way  company,  now  or  yet  to  be  chartered  by 
law  of  this  State,  shall  have  power  join  and  unite  with  the  road  hereby 
incorporated,  at  any  point  which  the  directors  of  such  company  may  think 
advisable,  on  such  terms  as  the  directors  of  such  companies  may  respect- 
ively agree;  and  in  case  of  disagreement,  then  upon  such  terms  as  the  su- 
preme court  may  in  chancery  determine. 

Sec.  11.  That  full  right  and  privilege  is  hereby  reserved  to  the  State 
or  citizens,  or  to  any  company  incorporated  by  law  of  this  State,  to  cross 
the  road  hereby  incorporated:  Provided^  That  in  so  crossing  no  injury 
shall  be  done  to  the  works  of  the  company  hereby  incorporated. 

Sec.  12.  That  said  company  may  demand  and  receive  for  tolls  upon, 
and  the  transportation  of  persons,  goods,  produce,  merchandize  or  pro- 
perty of  any  kind  whatsoever,  transported  by  them  along  said  rail-way, 
any  sum  not  exceeding  the  following  rates:  on  all  goods,  merchan- 
dize, or  property  of  any  description  whatsoever,  transported  bv  them, 
a  sum  not  exceeding  one  and  a  half  cents  per  mile,  for  toll,  and  five  cents 
on  a  ton  per  mile,  for  transportation,  on  all  goods,  produce,  merchandize 
or  property  of  any  description  whatsoever,  transported  by  them  or  their 
agents;  and  for  the  transportation  t)f  passengers,  not  exceeding  three  cents 
for  each  passenger. 
33— L 
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Sec*  13.  That  all  persons,  paying  the  toll  aforesaid,  may*  with  suitable 
and  proper  carriages,  use,  and  travel  upon  said  rail-road;  always  sub- 
ject, however,  to  such  rules  and  regulations  as  said  company  are  authorized 
to  make,  by  the  seventh  section  of  this  act. 

Sec.  14.  That  if  proceedings  be  not  had,  under  this  act,  within  three 
years  from  the  taking  effect  thereof,  and  if  said  road  be  not  completed 
within  ten  years  thereafter,  then  the  same  to  be  void  and  of  no  effect. 

Sec.  15.  That  so  soon  as  the  amount  of  tolls  accruing  and  received  for 
the  use  of  said  road,  or  of  any  part,  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  acty 
shall  exceedfive  percent,  on  the  amount  of  capital  stock  paid  in,  after  deduct- 
ing therefrom  the  expenses  and  liabilities  of  said  company,  the  directors  of  said 
company  shall  make  a  dividend  of  such  nett  profits  among  the  stockholders 
in  proportion  to  their  respective  shares;  and  no  contingent  or  accumulating 
fund,  exceeding  one  per  centum  of  the  profits  of  said  company,  shall  remain 
undivided  more  than  six  months. 

Sec.  16.  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  wilfully  obstruct,  or  in 
any  way  spoil,  injure  or  destroy  said  road,  or  either  of  its  branches,  or 
any  thing  belonging  or  incident  thereto,  or  any  materials  to  be  used  in  the 
construction  thereof,  or  any  buildings,  fixtures,  or  carriages,  erected  or 
constructed  for  the  use  or  convenience  thereof,  such  person  or  persons 
shall  each  be  liable  for  every  such  ofifence  to  treble  the  damages  sustained 
thereby,  to  be  recovered  by  action  of  debt,  in  any  court  having  jurisdic- 
tion of  that  amount. 

Sec.  17.  That  the  State  shall  have  the  right,  after  the  expiration  of 
thirty-five  years  from  the  passage  ol  this  act,  to  purchase  the  Ohio,  Miami 
and  Wabash  rail-road,  and  the  necf^ssary  permanent  fixtures,  at  the  time 
of  purchase,  and  the  same  to  hold  for  the  use  of  the  State,  at  a  price  not 
exceeding  the  original  cost,  and  fifteen  per  centum  thereon;  of  which  cost 
an  accurate  account  shall  be  kept  and  submitted  to  the  General  Assembly^ 
duly  attested  by  the  oath  of  the  officers  of  said  company. 

Sec.  1 8.  Whenever  the  dividends  of  said  company  shall  exceed  the  rate 
of  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  the  Legislature  of  this  State  may  impose  such 
reasonable  taxes  on  the  amount  of  such  dividends  as  may  be  received  from 
other  rail-road  companies.

AN  ACT 

To  iDcorporate  the  town  of  Lithopolis,  in  the  county  of  Fairfield » 

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  That 
so  much  of  the  township  of  Bloom,  in  the  county  of  Fairfield,  as  is  included 
within  the  bounds  of  the  town  plat  of  the  town  of  Lithopolis,  formerly  called 
Centerville,  in  said  county  of  Fairfield,  as  the  said  town  plat  now  stands  on  re- 
cord  in  the  office  of  the  recorder  of  said  county,  and  such  plats  of  additionsto 
town  as  may  be  hereafter  recorded,  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby 
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intOy  and  constituted  a  town  corporate,  bj  the  name  of  the  Town  of  Li* 
thopolis. 

oec  3.  That  for  the  order  and  good  govgrnment  of  said  town  and  the 
inhabitants  thereof,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  white  male  inhabitants  who 
have  resided  in  daid  town  for  the  space  of  six  months  next  preceding  said 
election,  having  the  qualifications  of  electors  of  members  of  tlie  General 
Assembly,  to  meet  at  the  school  housq  in  said  town  of  Lithopoiis,  on  the 
first  Tuesday  of  April  next,  and  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  April  annaully 
thereafter,  and  then  and  there  proceed,  by  a  plurality  of  votes,  to  elect  by 
ballot,  one  mayor,  one  recorder,  and  five  trustees,  who  shall  be  householders 
in  said  town;  who  shall  hold  their  respective  ofiices  for  the  term  of  one  year, 
and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  quahfied;  such  msiyor,  recorder, 
and  trustees,  being  so  elected  and  qualified,  shall  constitute  a  Town  Coun- 
cil, any  five  of  whom  shall  constitute  n  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  any 
business  pertaining  to  their  duties;  but  any  less  number  shall  have  no  power 
other  than  to  adjourn  from  cime  to  time  until  a  quorum  shall  have  con- 
vened. 

Sec.  3.  That  at  the  first  election  to  be  held  under  this  act,  there  shall 
be  chosen,  viva  voce^  by  the  electors  present,  two  judges  and  a  clerk  of  such 
election;  who  shall  each  take  an  oath  or  affirmation  faithfully  to  discharge 
the  duties  required  of  him  by  this  act;  and  at  all  subsequent  elections,  the 
trustees,  or  any  two  of  them,  shall  be  judges,  and  the  recorder,  or  in  case  of 
his  absence,  some  person  appointed  by  the  judges,  shall  be  clerk;  the  polls 
shall  be  opened  between  the  hours  of  one  and  two,  and  close  at  four  o'clock, 
P.  M.  of  said  day;  and  at  the  close  of  the  polls  the  votes  shall  be  counted 
and  a  true  statement  thereof  proclaimed  to  the  electors  present,  by  one  of 
the  judges,  and  the  clerk  shall  make  a  true  record  thereof;  and  within  five 
days  thereafter  said  clerk  shall  give  notice  to  the  persons,  so  elected,  of  their 
election;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  town  council,  at  least  ten  days 
before  each  and  every  annual  election,  to  give  notice  of  the  same  by  set- 
ting up  advertisements  at  three  of  the  most  public  places  of  said  town. 

Sec.  4.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  mayor,  and  in  case  of  his  ab- 
sence or  disability  to  serve,  the  recorder,  to  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the 
town  council;  and  it  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  recorder  to  attend  all 
such  meetings,  and  to  keep  a  fair  and  accurate  record  of  their  proceedings. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  town  council  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies 
which  may  happen  in  said  board,  from  the  householders  who  are  qualified 
electors  in  said  town,  whose  appointment  shall  continue  until  the  next  an- 
Dual election, and  until  their  successors  are  duly  elected  and  qualified;  and 
whenever  it  may  happen  that  neither  the  mayor  or  recorder  is  present  at 
any  such  meeting,  the  trustees  shall  have  the  power  to  appoint  one  of  their 
number  to  perform  the  duty  of  such  mayor  or  recorder,  or  both,  as  the  case 
may  be,  which  appointment  shall  he  pro  tern* 

Sec.  6.  That  the  said  mayor,  recorder,  and  trustees  of  said  town  shall 
be  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  with  perpetual  succession,  to  be  known 
and  distinguished  by  the  name  and  title  of  "^Tbe  Town  Council  of  the 
Town  of  Lithopoiis;"  and  shall  be  capable  in  law,  in  their  corporate  name, 
to  acquire  property,  real,  personal,  and  mixed,  for  the  use  of  said  town,  with 
•power  to  sell  and  convey  the  same;  may  have  a  common  seal,  which  they 
may  alter,  break  and  renew  at  pleasure,  and  may  aue  and  be  sued,  plead

and  be  impleaded,  defend  and  be  defended,  in  any  court  of  competent  juris* 
diction,  whether  of  law  or  chancery;  and  when  any  suit  shall  be  commen- 
ced agrainst  said  corporation,  the  first  process  shall  be  by  summons,  an  at- 
tested copy  of  which  shall  be  left  with  the  recorder,  or  at  his  usual  place 
of  residence,  at  least  ten  days  before  the  return  day  thereof. 

Sec.  7.  That  each  member  of  said  town  council  shall,  before  entering 
upon  the  duties  of  his  oflice,  take  an  oath  or  affirmation  to  support  the  con- 
stitution of  the  United  States  and  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  and  also  an  oath 
of  office. 

Sec.  8.  Thatthe  said  town  council  shall  have  power  to  ordain  and  establish 
by*laws,  rules  and  regulations  for  the  government  of  said  town,  and  the  same 
to  alter^  amend  or  repeal  at  pleasure;  to  provide  in  said  by-laws  for  the 
election  of  a  treasurer,  town  marshal,  and  all  such  subordinate  officers  as 
may  be  deemed  necessary  for  the  good  government  and  well  being  of  the 
inhabitants  of  said  town;  io  prescribe  their  duties,  and  determine  the  pe- 
riod of  their  appointment,  and  the  fees  they  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  for 
their  services;  and  to  require  of  them  to  take  the  usual  oath  or  affirmation, 
and  to  give  such  security  as  may  be  deemed  proper,  previous  to  their  entering 
upon  tHe  duties  of  their  respective  offices;  the  town  council  shall  also  have 
power  to  affix  to  the  violation  of  the  by-laws  and  ordinances  of  the  corpo- 
ration such  reasonable  fines  and  penalties  as  they  may  deem  proper  to  en- 
force obedience  to  the  same,  and  to  provide  for  the  disposition  or  appro- 
Eriation  of  said  fines  and  penalties:  Prodded^  Such  by-laws  and  ordinances 
e  not  inconsistent  with  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States  and 
of  this  State:  And  provided  a/ro.  That  no  by-law  or  ordinance  of  said  cor- 
poration shall  take  effect  or  be  in  force  until  the  same  shall  have  been  post- 
ed up  for  two  weeks  in  one  of  the  most  public  places  within  said  corpora- 
tion. 

Sec.  9.  That  the  said  town  council  shall,  at  the  expiration  of  each  and 
every  year,  cause  to  be  made  out  and  posted  up  as  aforesaid,  the  receipts 
and  expenditures  of  the  preceding  year. 

Sec.  10.  That  the  town  council  shall  have  power  to  regulate  and  im- 
prove the  streets,  lanes  and  alleys,  and  determine  the  width  of  side-walks; 
they  shall  have  power  to  remove  all  nuisances  and  obstructions  from  the 
streets  and  commons  of  said  town,  or  to  provide  for  the  removal  of  the 
same;  and  to  do  all  things  which  corporations  of  a  similar  nature  can  do, 
to  secure  the  peace,  health,  and  good  order  of  the  inhabitants  of  said 
town; 

Sec.  11.  That  for  the  purpose  of  more  effectually  enabling  said  town 
council  to  carry  into  eflect  the  provisions  of  this  act,  they  are  hereby  au- 
thorized and  empowered  to  levy  a  tax  on  all  personal  and  real  property, 
subject  to  taxation,  within  the  bounds  of  said  corporation,  as  the  same  has 
been  or  shall  be  appraised  and  returned  on  the  grand  levy  of  the  State: 
Pfxmdcd^  That  said  tax  shall  not  exceed  in  any  one  year,  one  half  of  one 
per  centum  on  the  aggregate  amount  of  all  such  taxable  property  within 
the  limits  of  said  corporation;  and  the  said  town  council  shall,  between 
the  first  Tuesdny  in  April  and  the  first  Tuesday  in  July,  determine  the 
amount  of  tax  to  be  assessed  and  collected  for  the  current  year. 

Sec.  12.    That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  recorder  of  said  corporation 
to  make  out  duplicat(?s  of  taxes,  charging  each  individual  within  said  cor- 
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poration  an  amount  of  tax  in  proportion  to  the  aggregate  value  of  the  tax^ 
able  property  belonging  to  said  individual  within  the  limits  of  said  corpo- 
ration, as  the  same  appears  from  the  auditor's  books  of  Fairfield  county; 
and  the  said  auditor  shall,  at  all  reasonable  office  hours,  lay  open  to  the  in- 
spection of  the  recorder,  any  books  which  may  be  in  his  office,  affording  such 
information;  and  the  recorder  shall  be  allowed  to  take  such  abstracts  or 
memorandums  or  transcripts  therefrom,  free  of  expense,  to  enable  him  to 
make  out  such  duplicates;  which  duplicates  shall  be  certified  by  the  mayor 
and  recorder;  and  one  of  saidduplicatesshall.be  delivered  to  the  marshal 
or  to  such  other  person  as  shall  be  appointed  collector,  whose  duty  it  shall  be 
to  collect  said  tax,  in  the  same  manner  and  under  the  same  regulations  as  the 
collectors  of  state  and  county  taxes  are  required  by  law  to  collect  the  state 
and  county  taxes;  and  the  said  marshal  or  collector  so  appointed,  shall, 
immediately  after  collecting  said  tax,  pay  the  same  over  to  the  treasurer 
of  said  corporation,  and  take  his  receipt  therefor;  and  the  said  n^rshal  or 
other  collector  shall  have  the  same  power  to  sell  both  real  and  personal 
property  as  is  given  by  law  to  county  treasurers;  and  when  necessary,  the 
recorder  shall  have  power  to  make  deeds  for  real  estate  so  sold,  in  the 
same  manner  that  county  auditors  are  by  law  empowered  to  do,  for  lands 
sold  by  the  county  treasurer;  and  the  marshal  or  other  collector  shall  re- 
ceive for  his  fees  such  sum  as  the  town  council  may  direct,  not  exceeding 
six  per  centum  on  all  moneys  so  by  him  collected,  to  be  paid  by  the  trea* 
surer  on  the  order  of  the  recorder. 

Sec.  1 3.  That  the  said  town  council  shall  have  full  power  to  appropriate 
any  money  remaining  in  the  corporation  treasury  to  the  improvement  of 
the  streets  and  alleys  and  side  walks  of  said  town,  when  they  may  deem 
it  necessary  so  to  do,  and  to  make  all  other  improvements  of  a  public  na- 
ture which  may  conduce  to  the  convenience  and  prosperity  of  the  inhab- 
itants  of  said  town. 

Sec.  14.  That  the  mayor  of  said  corporation  shall  be  conservator  of 
the  peace  throughout  said  town,  and  shall,  within  the  same,  have  all  the 
powers  and  jurisdiction  of  a  justice  of  the  peace,  in  all  matters,  either  civil 
or  criminal,  arising  under  the  by-laws  and  ordinances  of  said  corporation, 
to  all  intents  and  purposes  whatsoever;  the  said  mayor  shall  perform  all 
the  duties  required  of  him  by  the  laws  and  ordinances  of  said  corpora- 
tion; and  appeals  may  be  taken  from  the  decisions  of  of  said  mayor  in  all 
cases  where  a[)peals  are  allowed  from  the  decisions  of  justices  of  the  peace, 
and  in  the  same  manner. 

Sec.  15.  That  the  marshal  shall  be  the  principal  ministerial  officer  of 
said  town,  and  shall  have  the  same  powers  that  constables  have  by  law; 
and  his  jurisdiction  in  criminal  cases  shall  be  co-extensive  with  the  county 
of  Fairfield,  and  he  shall  execute  the  process  of  the  mayor,  and  receive 
the  same  fees  for  his  services  that  constables  are  allowed  in  similar  cases 
for  like  services. 

Sec*  16.  That  the  mayor  shall  receive  the  same  fees  that  justices  of 
the  peace  are  entitled  to  in  like  cases;  and  the  recorder  such  fees  for  his 
services,  as  the  by-laws  and  ordinances  of  ?aid  corporation  shall  presiiribe; 
but  the  residue  ot  said  town  council  shall  receive  no  pecuniary  compen- 
sation* 

Sec.  17.    That  if  no  election  should  be  held  by  the  electors  of  said 
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towiiy  on  the  fint  Tuesday  of  April  next,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  tny  ten 
householders  of  said  town  to  call  a  meeting  of  the  electors,  by  giving 
twelve  days  notice  in  three  of  the  most  public  places  therein;  which  no- 
lice  shall  state  the  time  and  place,  and  object  of  the  meeting,  and  shall 
be  signed  by  said  householders;  and  if  a  majority  of  the  electors  of  said 
town  shall  attend  at  the  time  and-  place  mentioned  in  said  notice,  it  shall 
be  lawful  for  them  to  proceed  to  .the  election  of  officers  in  the  same  man* 
ner  as  though  the  meeting  had  taken  place  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  April; 
and  the  officers  so  elected  Qhall  hold  their  offices  until  the  first  Tuesday 
of  April  following,  and  until  their  successors  are  duly  elected  and  quali- 
fied* 

Sec*  1 8*  That  said  corporation  shall  be  allowed  the  use  of  the  jail  of 
said  county,  for  the  imfpmonment  of  such  persons  as  may  be  liable  to  im- 
prisonment under  the  hy-laws  and  ordinances  of  said  town  council;  and 
all  persons  so  imprisoned  shall  be  under  the  charge  cf  the  sherifi*or  jailor^ 
as  in  other  cases. 

Sec.  19.  That  any  future  Legislature  may  have  the  power  to  alter, 
amend,  or  repeal  this  act,  not  thereby  affecting,  however,  in  any  manner, 
the  rights  of  individual  citizens.

Sec*  1*  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^ 
That  the  Clear  fork  of  Stillwater  creek,  from  its  conffuence  with  Big  Still- 
water creek,  up  to  the  mill  now  owned  by  Samuel  Osborn,  in  the  county 
of  Tuscarawas,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  declared  a  public  highway. 

Sec.  3.  That  if  any  person  shall  fell,  or  put,  or  cause  to  be  felled  or 
put,  any  tree,  log,  timber,  brush,  stone, or  other  obstruction,  into,  or  over 
that  part  of  said  creek,  hereby  declared  a  public  highway,  to  the  obstruc- 
tion or  injury  of  the  navigation  of  the  same,  every  person  so  offending, 
shall  forfeit  and  pay,  for  every  such  offence,  a  sum  not  less  than  five,  nor 
more  than  one  hundred  dollars;  to  be  recovered  before  any  court  having 
jurisdiction  thereof,  in  the  name  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  upon  the  complaint 
of  any  person;  which  money,  when  collected, shall  be  paid  into  the  treas- 
ury of  the  township  where  snch  offence  shall  have  been  committed,  and 
be  applied  by  the  trustees  of  said  township,  in  improving  said  highway. 

Sec.  3.  That  any  person  offending  against  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
shall  also  be  liable  to  the  action  of  any  person  or  persons,  for  such  dama- 
ges as  he,  she,  or  they,  may  have  sustained,  by  or  in  consequence  of  the 
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commitsion  of  luch  offence,  to  be  recovered  before  any  court  having  ju* 
rifdiction  thereof*

AN  ACT 

For  the  relief  of  the  heirs  of  Mareiu  Heylin. 

Whzreas,  Marcus  Heylin,  late  of  Champaign  county,  Ohio,  departed  this 
life,  owning  the  section  No.  26,  in  town  4,  south  of  range  5,  E.  situated  in

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  OhiOf 
That  the  auditor  of  State  is  hereby  authorized  to  settle  with  the  owners 
of  said  land  for  all  taxes  due  thereon,  as  well  as  the  same  can  be  known; 
aad  on  the  payment  into  the  treasury  of  the  sum  agreed  on,  to  release  the 
said  land  from  the  forfeiture  incurred  by  the  non-payment  of  such  taxes

To  incorporate  the  Ohio  Commercial  and  Manufacturing  Company. 

Sec.  !•  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^ 
That  Allen  Farquhar,  Joshua  V.  Roberts  )n,  George  Corwin,  and  their  as- 
sociates, be,  and  they  are  hereby  created  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  in 
perpetual  succession,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  Ohio  Commercial  and 
Manufacturing  Company;  and  may  acquire,  hold,  use,  transfer,  and  con- 
vey air  such  property,  real,  personal,  and  mixed,  as  may  be  convenient 
and  necessary  for  the  prosecution  of  their  business,  and  the  use  and  con- 
venience of  said  company;  and  may  make  and  execute,  alter  and  repeal  all 
such  by-laws  and  regulatii^ns,  for  the  governmeut  of  the  company,  and  the 
management  of  their  business  and  proceedings,  and  for  the  control  of  their 
property,  real,  personal  and  mixed,  as  they  may  deem  expedient:  Provided^ 
That  each  and  every  stockholder  shall  be  liable  in  his  individual  capacity, 
for  an)'  debt  or  debts  of  the  corporation,  to  the  full  amount  of  his,  her,  or 
their  stock  subscribed:  Prorirfe^,  always^  That  the  joint  funds  and  other 
property  of  the  corporation,  shall  be  first  subjected  to  the  payment  of  such 
debts,  before  the  individual  property  of  any  stockholder  shall  be  seized  in 
execution,  or  other  proceedings  be  had  to  subject  the  same  to  the  pay- 
ment of  such  debts. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  consist  of  two 
hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  divided  into  two  thousand  five  hundred 
shares,  of  one  hundred  dollars  each;  and  the  stook,  property  and  business 
ot  said  company  shall  be  managed,  conducted,  and  controlled  in  such  man- 
ner, and  by  such  officers,  agents,  or  other  persons,  as  the  said  company 
shall  by  their  by-laws,  rules,  and  regulations  prescribe. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  said  corporation  shall  have  full  power  and  authority 
to  survey, locate,  and  construct  a  navigable  canal,  of  such  dimensions  as 
the  said  company  may  deem  proper,  from  the  Ohio  Canal,  near  Bear  creek, 
to  cross  the  Scioto  river  by  a  dam,  and  o;her  works,  and  to  terminate  in  a 
basin  near  the  bank  of  the  Ohio  river,  on  the  east  side  of  the  Scioto  river, 
within  the  corporation  bou^jndsofthe  town  of  Portsmouth,  and  shall  have 
the  right  to  connect  such  canal  with  the  Ohio  canal,  at  such  convenient 
place  near  the  mouth  of  Bear  creek,  as  the  canal  commissioners  may  des- 
ignate, by  means  of  a  lock  or  locks,  to  be  erected  upon  such  place  and  in 
such  manner  as  said  canal  commissioners,  or  the  acting  commissioner  on 
said  Ohio  canal,  shall  deem  best  calculated  to  secure  the  Ohio  canal  from 
injury,  and  to  prevent  an  expenditure  of  water  beyond  what  is  necessary 
for  the  passage  of  boats  or  floats,  through  said  lock  or  locks :  Provided^  how' 
ever.  That  if,  in  the  opinion  of  the  acting  commissioner,  engineer,  or  super- 
intendent, having  charge  of  that  part  of  the  Ohio  canal,  said  company  shall  at 
any  time  suffer  said  lock  or  locks,  or  other  work  appertaining  to  said  con- 
nexion, to  be  so  far  out  of  repair  as  to  endanger  the  safety  of  the  Ohio  ca- 
nal, or  cause  an  unnecessary  expenditure  of  water,  such  acting  c6mmi& 
sioner,  engineer,  or  superintendent,  shall  have  the  right  of  closing  the  con- 
nexion between  said  canal,  by  a  bank  of  earth,  dam,  or  otherwise,  and 
continuing  the  same  until  such  repairs  shall  be  made  as  will,  in  his  opiuioO) 
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rtnder  it  f afe^  to  open  or  renew  such  connexion;  and  said  company  shal| 
pay  the  expenses  of  the  said  bank,  dam,  or  other  closing,  and  the  removal 
of  the  same,  as  often  as  the  same  may  occur,  as  provided  for  in  this  sec- 
tion, without  delay,  on  the  certificate  of  the*  acting  commissioner,  engineer 
or  superintendent* 

Sec.  4.  That  said  company  shall  have  the  right  to  draw  from  the  Sci* 
oto  river,  at  the  place  of  crossing  the  same,  so  much  water  as  they  may 
deem  expedient,  tor  hydraulic  purposes,  or  forpurposes  of  navigation:  Pro- 
iridedj  Nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  authorize  said 
company  to  interfere  with  the  rights  of  individuals  who  may  Own  lands 
adjoming  said  river,  at  any  place,  below  said  place  of  crossmg,  without  the 
consent  of  such  ihdividuals. 

Sec*  5.  That  the  said  company  shall  have  the  exclusive  right  to  con- 
struct such  tidditional  basms,  to  be  connected  with  the  sdid  canal,  as  they 
may  think  proper;,  and  shall  have  the  right  to  the  use,  and  control  of  all 
the  water  that  the  said  canai  and  basins  may  be  capable  of  containing,  and 
may  make  >any  application  or  disposition  of  the  same,  that  they  may  think 
proper;  and  shall  naVe  the  right  to  charge  ruch  rates  of  toll  and  wharfage, 
on  the  said  canal  and  basins,  as  maybe  just  and  equitable:  Pravidedj 
The  company  shall  not  charge  less  tolls  oh  said  canal  than  are  now,  or  may 
hereafter  be  charged  on  the  corresponding  portion  of  the  Ohio  canal,  be- 
tween the  mouth  of  Bekr  ct-eek  and  the  Ohio  river. 

Sec.  6.  That  the  three  persons  named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act, 
be,  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners,  under  the  direction  of 
a  rnajority  of  whom  books  may  be  opened,  at  such  times  and  places  as  may 
be  deemed  proper,  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  subscriptions  to  the  capi- 
tal stock  of  saia  company;  and  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  said  commis- 
sioners to  give  at  least  thirty  days  notice  in  one  or  more  newspapers  print- 
ed in  the  vicinity  of  the  place  where  said  books  are  intended  to  be  opened, 
of  the  times  and  places  of  opening  said  books;  and  the  said  commissioners 
shall  keep  the  books  open  for  the  subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock  of  said 
company,  at  least  four  days  from  the  time  specified  in  said  notice. 

Sec.  7.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  1  he  said  company  to  commence  the 
construction  of  said  canal,  basins,  and  other  works  mentioned  in  this  act, 
as  soon  as  the  sum  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  shall  have  been  sub- 
scribed to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company,  if  within  two  years  from  the 
passage  of  this  act. 

Sec.  8.  That  if  more  than  two  thousand  five  hundred  shares  shall  have 
been  subscribed  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company,  the  said  commission- 
ers shall  reduce  the  number  to  two  thousand  five  hundred,  by  striking  from 
the  largest  number  of  shares  in  succession,  until  reduced  to  the  proper 
number. 

Sec.  9.  That  each  subscriber  to  the  cap!  tal  stock  of  said  company,  sliall 
for  each  share  subscribed,  pay  such  instalments,  and  at  such  times,  as  the 
president  and  directors  of  said  Company  may  require:  Providedj  That  no 
instalment  shall  be  required  unless  upon  thirty  days  notice;  and  if  any  sub- 
scriber, upon  notice  being  given  as  aforesaid,  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  pay 
any  instalment,  or  part  thereof^  said  president  and  directors  may  sell  the 
stock  of  such  subscriber,  being  delinquent  as  aforesaid,  in  such  manner  as 
may  be  prescribed  in  the  by-laws  of  said  company.

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S«o.  10-  That  if  the  gum  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  shall  hav9 
been  subscribed  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company,  within  the  term  of 
two  years  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  the  said  commissioners  shall 
call  a  general  meeting  of  the  stockholders,  at  such  tima  and  place  as 
they  may  deem  proper,  giving  at  least  thirty  days  notice  tharepf,  in  some 
newspaper  published  in  the  town  of  Portsmouth;  and  at  such  meeting  the 
said  commissioners  shall  lay  the  books  before  the  subscribers,  or  a  majority 
of  them,,  shall  proceed  to  elect  by  ballot,  seven  dh^ectors,  being  stookhold* , 
ers,  to  manage  andconduQt  the  busiiness  and  afiairs  of  the  said  company ;  and

ested freeholders  ofScioto  county,  to  be  appointed  by  the  associate  judges 
of  said  county,  \<^ho  shall  make  out  a  statement,  in  writing,  of  the  value  of 
such  materials  or  other  property:  the  amount  of  which  assessment  the 
company  shall  pay  to  the  owner  or  owners  of  said  property. 

Sec.  16.  That  when  the  said  canal  shall  have  been  completed,  accord- 
ing to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  all  persons,  through  whose  lands  said  ca- 
nal may  pass,  feeling  themselves  injured  by  reason  thereof,  and  clainiing 
damage,  shall  have  such  damage  assessed,  upon  the  same  principles  as  are 
prescribed  in  the  law-authorizing  the  construction  of  the  Ohio  canal,  upon 
the  oath  of  three  disinterested  freeholders,  to  be  appointed  as  prescribed 
in  the  fifteenth  section  of  tliis  act;  w^ich  damages  shall  be  paid  by  the  com- 
pany, to  the  persons  entitled  thereto,  on  demand. 

Sec.  17.  That  wheniever,  it  may  become  necessary  for  the  said  canal, 
or  basins,  to  cross  any  established  road  or  way,  the  said  company  shall 
construct^  within  a  reasonable  time,  and  keep  thesame  in  repair,  such 
bridges  and  other  conveniences  as  may  be  necessary,  in  order  that  persons 
and  property  may  pass  with  safety,  and  the  ordinary  transaction  of  busi- 
ness on  said  read  or  %vay  shall  not  be  obstructed  thereby. 

Sec.  18.  That  the  said  company  shall  have  the  exclusive  right  to  con- 
struot  and  use  such  boats,  and  other  machinery,  as  ihey  may  deem  proper 
and  convenient,  for  the  purpose  of  conveying  canal  boats  and  other  craft 
across  the  Scioto  riv^r,  at  the  place  where  said  canal  may  cross  said  riv- 
er, and  shall  have  the  right  to  charge  such  I'ates  of  ferriage,  as  may  here- 
after be  prescribed  by  the  court  of  common  pleas  for  Scioto  county,  and 
shall  have  the  right  to  use  said  boats,  and  other  machinery^  for  the  com- 
mon purposes  of  a  ferry. 

Sec..  19.  That  the  said  commissioners  named  in  the  first  section  of  this 
act,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  appohit  a  competent  engineer,  to  survey 
and  locate  the  canal  and  basin,  authorized  to  be  constructed  by  thtsact,at 
such  time  as  they  may  deem  proper,  previous  to  opening  books  for  sub- 
scription to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company;  and  the  said  commissioners 
shall  requii'e  of  the  said  engineer  an  accurate  statement  of  the  amount  of 
each  kind  of  work  necessary  to  be  done,  in  the  construction  of  the  said  ca- 
nal and  basin,  together  with  the  probable  cost  of  the  same;  and  the  said  en- 
gineer shall  plant  stakes  at  such  distances  apart,  as  may  be  necessary  to 
designate  the  location  of  the  said  canal  line,  and  shall  also  make  out  an  ac- 
curate plat  of  the  line  of  ihe  said  canal  and  basin,  together  with  such  plans 
andestimates  of  the  work,  as  the  said  commissioners  may  think  necessary, 
for  the  use  of  the  company;  and  the  said  commissioners  shall  have  the  plat 
of  said  location  recorded  in  the  ofBce  of  the  recorder  ofScioto  county ;  which 
location,  thus  established,  shall  be  adopted  by  the  company,  in  the  con- 
struction of  said  canal  and  basin. 

S^c.  20.  That  if  the  canal  authorized  to  be  constructed  by  this  act, 
shall  not  be  commenced  within  threeyears,  and  bo  completed  within  five 
years  from  the  commencement  thereof,  then  this  act  shall  be  null  and 
void. 
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Sec*  91«  That  at  the  expiration  of  fifteen  yean  from  the  completion 
of  the  said  canal,  the  State  shall  have  the  right  to  charge  tolls  on  said'  ca^ 
nal,  and  make  such  other  regullsitions  respecting  its  navigation,  as  will 
place  it  in  the  same  situation  as  any  other  portion  of  the  Ohio  canal,  with 
respect  to  its  navigation  and  tolls;  and  shall  be  kept  in  repair  by  the  State^ 
as  a  part  of  the  Ohio  canaL

Sec.  1*  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^ 
That  Samuel  Beach,  of  the  county  of  Washington;  Benjamin  Thorfa,  of 
the  county  of  Morgan;  and  Samuel  Chandler,  of  the  county  of  Muskingum , 
be,  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners  to  review  so  much  of 
a  state  road,  leading  from  Marietta,  in  Washington  county,  to  Zane&vilte, 
in  Moskinffum  county,  as  lies  between  Coal  run,  in  Washington  county^ 
and  Chandlers vHle,  in  Muskingum  county;  beginning  at  Coal  run,  and  make 
thereon  such  alterations  and  locations  as  they  shall  deem  just  and  proper 
for  the  benefit  of  said  rpad. 

Sec.  S.  That  said  road,  when  reviewed  and  altered  as  aforesaid,  shall 
in  no  case  exceed  an  angle  of  sijL  degrees  with  the  horizon;  and  the  com- 
missioners aforesaid  shall  m  all  cases  be  governed  by  the  act  defining  the 
mode  of  laying  out  and  establishing  state  roads,  passed  March  14th,  1831.

within  the  tenitorj  of  Ohio. 

Sec.  1.    Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^ 
That  tha  State  of  Indiana  be,  and  is  hereby  permitted  to  construct  so  much 
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of  die  Whitewater  canal  ia  the  Sutte  of  Ohio,  as  may  be  found  neceisarjr 
for  the  jparpose  of  terminating  said  canal  at  or  nearLawrenceburgh,  in  the 
State  oi  Indiana:  Prtmdedy  Said  canal  be  located  and  constructed  on  luch 
plan  as  will,  in  the  opinion  of  the  acting  commissioner  on  the  Miami  canal, 
afford  every  reasonable  facility  to  this  State,  to  connect  with  and  extend 
a  branch  canal  from  said  Whitewater  canal,  to  the  lower  plane  of  the  city 
of  Cincinnati;  and  that  the  said  branch  shall  be  supplied  from  said  canal, 
with  aU  the  water  that  shall  be  necessarv  for  the  navigation  of  the  branch: 
ProMedf  alsQ^  That  previous  to  the  final  location  of  a  canal,  a  survey  shall 
be  made  on  each  side  of  the  Whitewater,  from  Brookville  to  the  mouth  of 
said  river^  and  also  west  of  the  village  of  Elizabethtown;  and  in  determine 
ing  the  location  and  plan  of  the  canu,  reference  shall  be  had  to  the  general 
interests,  and  convenience  of  the  neighborhoods  through  which  said  canal 
may  pass,  so  far  as  may  be  practicable  and  expedient,  without  increasing 
materially  the  cost  of  the  work. 

Sec.  2.  That  all  the  laws  now  in  force,  or  which  may  hereafter  be 
enacted  for  the  construction  and  protection  of  the  Ohio  canals,  and  the 
works  connected  therewith,  be,  and  ^re  hereby  [extended]  to  the  con- 
struction and  protection  of  so  much  of  said  Whitewater  canal,  and  the 
necessary  works  connected  therewith,  as  may  be  located  Ia  the  State  of 
Ohio. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  State  of  Indiana  shall  have  the  right  of  collecting 
tolls  on  said  part  of  the  Whitewater  canal,  at  the  same  rates  which  may 
be  charged  on  said  canal  in  other  parts  of  it:  Provided^  That  no  greater 
rates  of  toll  shall  be  charged  on  property  passing  on  the  said  Whitewater 
canal,  which  [property]  may  pass  on  any  branch  of  said  canal  that  may 
be  made  by  the  State  of  Ohio,  than  is  charged  on  property  passing  entirely 
on  the  said  Whitewater  panal. 

Sec  4.  That  all  claims  fpr  damages  on  account  of  injuries  sustained 
by  private  individuals  for  the  construction  of,  or  in  the  repairing  and  se* 
curing  said  canal  within  this  State,  shall  be  submitted  by  tiie  proper  offioers 
of  the  Whitewater  canal,  to  the  acting  commissioner  on  the  Miami  canal; 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  appoint  a  board  of  appraisers,,  consisting  either 
of  the  board  of  appraisers  tor  the  Miami  canal,  or  of  other  three  disinter- 
ested freeholders,  citizens  of  this  State;  which  board,  or  a  majority  of  them 
shall  examme  and  decide  on  all  such  claims,  wh^n  submitted  to  them  by 
the  said  acting  commissioners,  in  acoordance  with  and  agreeably  to  the 
laws  of  this  State,  relating  to  assessments  of  damages  on  the  Ohio  canals, 
and  report  the  same  to  the  proper  authority  of  Indiana;  which  assessment 
M)  made  shall  be  paid  to  the  State  of  Indiana,  and  shall  be  finad :  Prtmded^ 
That  the  appraisers  shall  be  paid  for  their  services  by  the  State  of 
Indiana,  at  tne  rate  that  the  appraisers^  for  similar  purposes^  are  paid  in 
thisSute. 

Sec  6.  That  whenever  m  the  eonstruction  of  said  part  of  said  canal,  it 
shall  be  necessary  to  cross  any  esteblished  road  or  way,  it  shall  be  the  daty 
of  the  Stete  of  Indiana  so  to  construct  the  said  canal,  as  not  to  impede 
the  passage  or  transportetion  of  persons  or  property  along  the  same;  and 
•half  construct  good  and  substential  bridges  over  said  part  of  said  canal 
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for  iftid  rolulsy  and  f  hall  keep  the  same  in  repair,  and  reconstruct  the  sanM 
whenever  necessarr.

Sec.  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohioy 
That  George  Crowl,  William  Helman,  Jacob  Coblentz,  and  Peter  Brinker, 
and  their  associates,  together  with  those  that  may  hereafter  be  associated 
with  them,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  ^created  a  body  corporate  and  politic^ 
by  the  name  of  the  ^^German  Lutheran  and  Reformed  Presbyterian  Con- 

E*egation  of  the  German  Church  of  New  Lisbon,"  in  the  town  of  New 
isboD,  Colnmbiana  county,  and  as  such  shall  remain  .and  have  perpetual 
iQCcession. 

Sec  2.  That  the  said  corporation  shall  be  capable  in  law,  by  the  name 
aforesaid,  of  suing  and  being  sued,  pleading  and.  being  impleaded,  in  any 
action  or  suit,  in  any  court  having  competent  jurisdiction;  and  they  ma/ 
have  a  common  seal,  which  may  be  altered,  changed  or  renewed  at  pleas- 
ure. 

Sec#  3.  That  said  oorporation,  by  the  name  aforesaid,  shall  be  capable 
in  law  and  equity,  of  holding,  receiving,  having  and  acquiring,  either  by 
gift,  grant,  devise  or  purchase,  any  estate,  real  or  personal,  for  the  use  of 
said  corporation,  not  exceeding  six  thousand  dollars. 
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Sec.  4«  That  the  tnutees  o[  said  corporation  may  at  any  tima  after  the 
passage  of  this  act,  borrow  money,  to  the  amount  of  any  sum  not  exceed- 
ihg  five  hundred  dollars,  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  said  corporation:  Pro- 
i)paedj  hovoevety  That  a  majority  of  the  members  of  said  corporation  first 
assent  thereto. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  trustees  of  said  corporation  shall  be  capable  in  law 
of  selling  any  estate,  real  or  personal,  belonging  to  said  corporation,  for 
its  use  and  benefit,  by  the  concurrence  of  a  majority  of  its  members* 

Sec.  6.  That  the  trustees  aforesaid,  and  their  associates  shall  meet  on 
the  first  Saturday  in  May,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  thirty  seven,  and  thereafWr  on  the  first  Saturday  of  May, 
annually;  but  in  ease  of  any  failure  or  vacancy  in  office,  the  trustees  may 
call  a  meeting  at  such  time,  and  place  as  they  may  deem  proper,  and  elect 
by  ballot  three  trustees,  and  such  other  officers  as  the  said  corporation  may' 
deem  necessary;  and  may  adopt  and  establish  such  by-laws  and  ordinancev 
as  may  be  thought  proper,  for  the  good  government  of  said  corporation:

That  Geoirge  Growl,  William  Helman,  Jacob  Coblentz,  and 
Peter  Brinkef,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  trustees  until  the.first 
Saturday  in  May,  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-seven,  and  until  their  suc^ 
cessors  are  chosen,  under  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Sec;  8.  That  any  future  Legislature  shall  have  power  to  alter,  amend

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Gmeral  Assembly  of  the  State  of  OkiOf 
That  so  much  of  the  county  of  Cayahoga  as  is  contained  within  the  fol- 
lowing bounds,  to  wit:  beginning  at  low  water  mark,  on  the  shore  of  Lake 
Erie,  at  the  most  north-eastwardly  comer  of  Cleveland  ten  acre  lot,  num- 
ber one  hundred  and  thirty-nine,' and  running  thence  on  the  dividing  line 
between  lots  number  one  hundred  and  thirty-nine,  and  one  hundred  and 
forty,  numbers  one  hundred  and  seven  and  >one  hundred  and  eight,  num- 
bers eighty  and  eighty-one,  numbers  fifty-five  and  fifty-six,  numbers  thirty- 
one  and  thirty-two,  and  numbers  six  and  seven  of  the  ten  acre  lets,  to  t£le 
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fouth  Hm  of  ten  acre  leti;  thence  on  the  south  line  of  the  ten  acre  lots^ 
to  the  Cuyahoga  river;  thence  to  the.centre  of  the  Cuyahoga  river;  thence 
down  the  same  to  the  extreme  point  of  the  west  pier  of  the  harbor;  thence 
to  the  township  line  between  Brooklyn  and  Cleveland;  thence  on  ^t 
line  northwardly  to  the  county  line;  thence  eastwardly  with  said  line  to  a 
point  due  north  of  the  place  of  beginning;  thence  south  to  the  place  of 
oeginning;  shall  be, and  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  city;  and  the  inhabitants 
thereof  are  created  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name  and  style 
of  the  City  of  Cleveland;  and  by  that  name  shall  be  capable  of  contract- 
ing and  being  contracted  with,  of  suing  and  being  sued,  pleading  and  being 
impleaded,  answering  and  being  answered  unto,  in  all  courts  and  places, 
and  in  all  matters  whatsoever;  with  power  of  purchasing,  receiving,  hold- 
ing, occupying  and  conveying  real  and  personal  estate;  and  may  use  a 
corporate  seal,  and  change  the  same  at  pleasure;  and  shall  be  competent 
to  have  and  exercise  all. the  rights  and  privileges,  and  be  subject  to  all  the 
duties  and  obligations  appertaining  to  a  municipal  corporation. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  government  of  said  city,  and  the  exercise  of  its  cor-  ' 
porate  powers,  and  the  management  of  its  fiscal;  prudential  and  municipal 
concerns  shall  be  vested  in  a  mayor  and  council,  which  council  shall  con- 
sist of  three  members  from  each  ward,  actually  residing  therein,  and  as 
many  aldermen  ais  there  may  be  wards,  to  be  chosen  from  the  city  at  large, 
no  two  of  which  shall  reside  in  any  one  ward,  and  shall  be  denominated 
the  city  council;  and  also  such  other  officers  as  are  hereinafter  mentioned 
and  provided  for. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  said  city,  until  the  city  council  see  fit  to  increase,  alter 
or  change  the  same,  be  divided  into  three  wards,  in  the  manner  following, 
to  wit:  the  first  ward  shall  comprise  all  the  territory  lying  easterly  of  the 
centre  of  the  Cuyahoga  river,  and  southerly  of  the  centre  of  Superior  lane, 
and  Superior  street  to  Ontario  street,  and  of  a  line  thence  to  the  centre  of 
Euclid  street,  and  of  said  last  mentioned  centre;  the  second  ward  shall 
comprise  all  the  territory  not  included  in  the  first  ward,  lying  easterly  of 
the  centre  of  Seneca  street;  the  third  ward  shall  include  all  the  territpry 
westerly  of  ttie  centre  of  Seneca  street,  easterly  of  the  westerly  boun- 
dary of  the  bity,  and  northerly  of  the  centre  of  Superior  street  and  Supe- 
rior lane. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  mayor,  aldermen,  councilmen,  marshal  and  treasurer 
of  said  city  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  voters  thereof,  at  the  annual 
election  of  said  city,  to  be  held  on  the  first  Monday  in  March,  and  shall 
hold  their  respective  offices  for  one  year,  and  untH  their  successors  are 
chosen  and  qualified;  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  mayor  to  keep  the  seal  of 
said  city,  sign  all  commissions,  licenses  and  permits,  which  may  be  grant- 
ed by  the  city  council;  to  take  care  that  the  laws  of  the  State  and  the  or- 
dinances of  the  t^ity  council  be  faithfully  executed;  to  exercise  a  constant 
supervision  and  control  over  thecondqctof  all  subordinate  officers,  and  to 
receive  and  to  examine  into  all  complaints  against  them,  for  neglect  of 
duty;  to  preside  a|  the  meetings  of  the  city  council,  when  other  duties  shall 
permit;  to  recomn^nd  to  said  city  council  such  measi:ires  as  he  may  deem  ex- 
pedient; to  expedite  all  such  as  shall  be  resolved  upon  by  them;  and  in  gen- 
eral to  maintam  the  peace  and  good  order,  and  advance  the  prosperity  of 
the  city;  as  a  judicial  officer,  he  shall  have  exdosive  original  jurisdiction 
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of  all  cases,  for  the  Tiolaiion  of  any  ordinance  of  said  city;  and  in  criminal 
cases,  he  is  hereby  vested  with  powers  co-equal  with  justices  of  the  peace 
within  the  county  of  Cuyahoga,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  like  fees;  and  he 
shall  award  all  such  process,  and  issue  all  such  writs  as  may  be  necessary 
to  enforce  the  due  administration  of  right  and*justice  throughout  said  city, 
and  ft)r  the  lawful  exercise  of  his  jurisdiction,  agreeably  to  the  usages  an:I 

Erinciples  of  low;  and  when  presiding  at  the  meetings  of  the  city  council, 
e  shall  have  a  casting  vote,  when  the  votes  of  the  members  are  equal. 
Sec.  5.  The  members  of  the  city  council  shall,  on  the  second  Monday 
after  each  annual  election,  asseml)le  at  the  council  chamber,  or  some  oth- 
er suitable  place  in  said  city,  and  elect  from  their  own  body  a  president,  to 
preside  in  their  meeiing?,  in  the  absence  of  the  mayor;  and  a  majority  of 
all  the  members  shall  be  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business:  the  city 
council  shall  determine  the  rules  of  their  proceedings,  and  keep  a  journal 
thereof,  which  shall  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  every  citizen;  may  com- 
pel the  attendance  of  absent  members,  under  such  penalties  and  in  such 
manner  as, they  may  think  fit  to  prescribe;  and  shall  prescribe  the  place 
and  fix  the  time  of  holding  their  meetings,  which  shall  at  all  times  be  open 
to  the  public;  and  said  council  may  adopt  any  by-laws  for  their  own  gov- 
ernment, not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act;  and  in  case  of 
the  absence  or  inability  of  both  the  mayor  and  president  of  the  city  coun- 
cil, the  senior  alderman  present,  shall,  for  the  time  being,  discharge  the 
duties  of  either  the  mayor  or  president  of  the  city  council,  as  the  case  may 
require. 

Sec.  6.  That  the  city  council  shall  have  the  custody  and  control -of 
all  the  real  and  personal  estate,  and  other  corporate  property  belonging 
to  said  city,  its  public  buildings,  rights  and  interests;  and  may  make  such 
orders,  regulations  and  provisions,  for  the  maintenance  and  preservation 
thereof,  as  they  shall  deem  expedient;  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  regulate 
the  police  of  the  city,  preserve  the  peace,  prevent  riots,  disturbances  and 
disorderly  assemblages;  they  shall  have  authority  to  appoint  watchmen, 
and  prescribe  their  powers  and  duties,  and  to  prescribe  fines  and  penalties 
for  their  delinquencies;  to  restrain  vagrants  or  other  persons  soliciting 
alms  or  subscriptions;  to  suppress  and  restrain  disorderly  and  gaming 
houses,  billiard  tables,  and  other  devices  and  instruments  of  gaming;  to 
prevent  the  vending  of  liquors  to  be  drank  on  any  canal  boat,  or  other 
place  not  duly  licensed;  to  prevent  and  punish  immoderate  driving  in  any 
street  or  other  highway  of  said  city;  to  abate  and  remove  nuisances;  to 
prohibit  bathing  in  any  public  water'  within  the  city;  to  prevent  the  en- 
cumbering of  any  of  the  streets  or  highways  of  the  city,  in  any  manner 
whatever;  to  provide  for  cleiring  the  Cuyahoga  river  of  drift  wood  and 
other  obstructions,  and  to  prevent  encroachments  of  any  kind  thereon, 
within  said  city;  to  regulate  the  keeping  and  carrying  of  gunpowder  and 
other  combustible  materials;  to  establish,  alter  and  regulate  markets;  to 
regulate  the  vending  of  meats,  vegetables  and  fruits,  pickled  and  other  fish, 
and  the  time  and  place  of  selling  the  same;  weighing  and  selling  hay, 
measuring  coal,  cord  wood  and  other  fuel,  and  lumber,  and  shingles; 
weighing  and  measuring  salt,  lime,  fish,  iron,  and  any  other  conimodW 
%y  exposed,  or  intended  to  be  exposed,  for  sale  in  said  city;  to  pro- 
iride  lor,  and  regulate  the  guaging  of  all  casks,  and  other  vessels  cod- 
tfttniag  liquids,  sold,  or  intended  to  \m  sold  in  said  eity;  to  regulate 
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cartmen  and  cartage,  porters,  hacking  carriages  and  their  driyers,  and 
limit  their  fees  and  compensation;  and  to  regulate  pawn-brokers;  to 
light  the  streets  of  the  city;  to  regulate  or  restrain  the  running  at  large  of 
horses,  cattle,  dogs,  and  swine;  and  to  establish  and  regulate  one.or  more 
pounds;  and  to  impose  a  tax  on  the  owners  of  dogs;  to  estabish  and  pre* 
serve  public  wells  and  cisterns,  and  to  prevent  the  waste  of  water;  to 
regulate  the  burial  of  the  dead,  and  to  compel  the  keeping  and  return  of 
bills  of  mortality;  to  regulate  all  taverns  and  porter  nouses,  and  places 
where  spirituous  liquors  are  bought  and  sold  by  less  quantity  than  one 
quart;  all  houses  or  places  of  public  entertainment;  all  exhibitions  and 
public  shows;  with  exclusive  power  to  grant  or  refuse  licenses  thereto,  or 
to  revoke  the  same,  and  to  exact  such  sum  or  sums  therefor,  as  they  may 
deem  expendient;  to  establish  and  settle  the  boundaries  of  all  streets  or 
highways  of  all  kinds  within  the  city,  and  prevent  or  remove  encroach* 
ments  thereon;  to  prescribe  the  bonds  and  securities  to  be  given  by  the 
officers  of  the  city,  for  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  where  no  provision 
is  otherwise  made  by  law;  and  further  to  have  power  and  authority,  and 
it  is  hereby  made  their  duty,  to  make  and  publish  from  time  to  time  all 
such  laws  and  ordinances,  as  to  them  may  seem  necessary  to  suppress 
vice,  provide  for  the  safety,  preserve  the  health,  promote  the  prosperity, 
improve  the  order  comfort  and  convenience  of  said  city  and  its  inhabit- 
ants, and  to  benefit  the  trade  and  commerce  thereof,  as  are  not  repugnant 
to  the  general  laws  of  the  State;  and  likewise  they  shall  have  power  to 
regulate  wharves  and  the  mooring  of  vessels  in  the  harbor;  to  appoint  a 
harbor  master,  with  the  usual  poweils,  and  to  prevent  fishing  lignts;  and 
for  the  violation  of  any  ordinance  by  them  made  bv  the  authority  of  this 
act,  the  said  city  council  may  prescribe  any  penalty  not  exceeding  one 
hundred  dollars,  and  provide  for  the  prosecution,  recovery  and  collection 
thereof,  or  for  the  imprisonment  of  the  oflender,  in  case  of  the  non-pay- 
ment of  such  penalty. 

Sec.  7*  That  for  the  purpose  of  guarding  against  the  calamities  of  fire, 
the  city  council  may  from  time  to  time,  by  ordinance,  desi^ate  such  por- 
tions and  parts  of  the  city  as  they  shall  deem  proper,  within  which  no 
buildings  of  wood  shall  be  erected;  and  may  regulate  and  direct  the  erec- 
tions of  buildings  within  such  portions  and  parts,  the  size  ^nd  materials, 
and  the  size  of  the  chimneys  therein;  and  every  person  who  shall  violate 
such  ordinance  or  regulation  shall  forfeit  to  said  city  the  sum  of  one  hun- 
dred dollars;  and  every  building  erected  contrary  to  such  ordinance,  is. 
hereby  declared  to  be  a  common  nuisance,  and  may  be  abated  and  remov- 
ed as  such  by  the  city  council;  and  the  city  council  may  by  ordinance  re- 
quire the  owners  and  occupants  of  houses  and  other  buildings  to  have 
scuttles  on  the  roofs  of  such  houses  and  buildings,  and  stairs  or  ladders 
leading  to  the  same;  and  whenever  any  penalty  shall  have  been  recovered 
against  the  owner  or  occupant  of  any  house  or  other  building  for  not  com- 
plying with  such  ordinance,  the  city  council  may,  at  the  expiration  of 
twenty  days  after  such  recovery,  cause  such  scuttles  and  stairs  or  ladders 
to  be  constructed,  and  may  recover  the  expense  thereof,  with  ten  per  cent, 
in  addition,  of  the  owner  or  occupant,  whose  duty  it  was  to  comply  with 
such  ordinance;  and  for  the  purpose  of  arresting  the  progress  of  any  fire^ 
the  mayor  and  council,  or  any  three  niembers  thereof,  may  direct  any

building  or  buildings  to  be  torn  down,  removed  or  blown  up  with  gun 
powder. 

Sec.  8.  That  the  city  council  shall  have  power,  on  petition,  signed  bj 
at  least  twelve  freeholders  of  said  city,  and  notice  given  for  six  consecu* 
tive  weeks  in  one  or  more  of  the  newspapers  of  said  city,  to  lay  out  and 
establish,  vacate,  change  or  alter,  any  street  or  streets,  alley  or  alleys,  lane 
or  lanes  in  said  city;  and  if  any  person  shall  claim  damages  by  reason  of 
the  laying  out  or  vacating,  changing  or  altering  thereof,  and  shall  file  his 
notice  of  such  claim,  in  writing,  with  the  city  clerk,  within  thirty  days  af- 
ter the  order  for  laying  out,  vacating,  chan^iQg  or  altering,  shall  have  been 
published,  which  said  order  said  city  council  shall  cause  to  be  published  in 
some  newspaper  in  said  city,  for  four  weeks  in  succession;  the  city  coun- 
cil shall  cause  the  damage,  if  any,  over  and  above  the  benefit  accruing 
thereby  to  such  claimant,  to  be  assessed  by  the  oaths  of  three  disinterested 
judicious  freeholders  of  said  city,  by  them  appointed  for  that  purpose;  and 
the  amount  so  assessed,  shall  be  paid  within  three  months  after  the  return 
of  such  assessment,  either  by  the  petitioners,  or  out  of  the  city  treasury^ 
as  jiaid  council  shall  determine;  or  in  default  thereof,  the  order  for  laying 
out,  vacating,  chang'mg  or  altering,  shall  be  null  and  void;  the  city  council 
shall  have  power  to  cause  all  the  streets,  highways,  commons  and  market 
places  of  said  city  to  be  kept  in  repair,  and  may  cause  the  same  to  be 
graded,  paved  or  otherwise  improved,  as  the  interest  of  said  city  may  seem 
to  require;  and  shall  have  exclusive  power  of  appointing  supervisors  and 
officers  of  streets  and  other  highways  within  said  city,  and  prescribing 
their  several  duties;  and  the  city  council  shall  cause  the  public  streets^ 
roads,  lanes,  alleys  and  highways,  and  the  public  squares,  and  other  public 
grounds  that  now  exists  within  the  limits  of  said  city,  to  be,  by  the  sur* 
veyor  of  the  county  of  Cuyahoga,  or  some  other  competent  surveyor,  to 
be  surveyed,  described  and  permanently  marked,  and  a  plat  thereof  re- 
corded bv  the  city  clerk,  in  a  book  to  be  provided  for  that  purpose,  in  which 
book  shall  also  be  recorded  a  plat  of  any  new  street  which  may  hereafter 
be  established  by  said  council,  under  the  provisions  of  this  act;  and  also 
of  any  change  or  alterations  in  any  of  the  streets  or  highways  of  the  city; 
and  such  survey  and  record  shall  be  thereafter  conclusive  evidence  of  the 
position  and  limits  of  such  street,  lane,  alley,  highway,  square  or  public 
ground,  subject,  however,  to  such  alterations  as  may  be  made  thereiOf 
agreeably  to  the  provisions  of  this  act;  all  persons  residing  within  said 
city,  who  by  law  are  liable  to  work  on  the  roads,  shall  perform  such  work 
nnder  the  direction  of  the  supervisors,  to  he  appointed  oy  the  city  council, 
and  shall  be  liable  for  delinquencies  in  the  same  maiiner,  and  all  fines  and 
forfeitures  incurred  for  delinquencies  shall  be  collected  in  the  manner  point* 
ed  out  by  the  laws  of  this  State  regulating  roads  and  highways;  and  when 
collected,  shall  ^e  paid  over  to  the  city  treasurer,  to  be  expended  as  other 
road  taxes  are;  and  the  road  tax  levied  by  law  on  property  within  said 
city  shall  be  collected  in  money  by  the  treasurer  of  Cuyahoga  county; 
and  when  collected  shall  be  by  hiiii  paid  over  to  the  city  treasurer,  and 
which  shall  be  expended  in  the  improvement  of  the  roads  and  streets  of 
said  city  under  the  direction  of  the  city  council. 

Sec.  9.    That  the  city  council  sh&ll  have  power  to  levy  a  special  tax 
to  defray  the  expense  of  grading,  paving,  or  otherwise  improving  aoj 
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road,  street,  alle^r,  lane,  square,  market  place  or  common  witbia  said  eitjr# 
by  a  discriminating  assessment  upon  tne  land  and  ground  bounding  and 
abutting  on  such  road,  street,  alley,  lane,  market  pltce,  square'or  common, 
or  near  thereto,  in  proportion  to  the  benefit  accruing  therefrom  to  sucl| 
land  or  ground;  and  the  city  council  shall  appoint  a  committee  of  three 
disinterested  judicious  freeholders  of  said  city  to  estimate  the  cost  of  any 
such  projected  improvement,  and  to  assess  the  expense  on  the  land  and 

fround. as  aforesaid;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  Qf  the  city  council  to  provide 
y  ordinance  for  the  correction  and  equalization  of  such  assessment;  and 
the  cit)r  council  shall  give  notice  in  one  or  more  of  the  newspapers  pub* 
lished  in  said  city  for  six  consecutive  weeks,  of  the  improvement  to  be 
made,  in  order  that  any  one,  damaged  by  reason  of  such  improvement,  may 
file  his  claim  in  writing  in  the  office  of  the  city  clerk  withm  ten  days  after 
the  expiration  of  the  said  six  weeks  notice;  and  the  said  committeesbail  assess 
the  damages,  if  any,  of  such  claimants,  and  shall  add  the  same  to  the  cost  of  the 
improvement  as  a  part  of  the  expense  thereof  to  be  assessed  asaforosaid;  and 
said  committee,  within  twelve  days  after  the  time  shall  have  expired  for  filing 
claims  fordamages,(unIess  for  good  cause  the  council  shall  grantthem  further 
time)  shall  make  return  to  the  office  of  the  city  clerk,  setting  forth  the  ul* 
timate  cost  of  such  projected  improvement,  including  the  damans  award* 
ed  by  them  to  the  claimants,  together  with  the  names  of  such  claimants  and 
ground  of  claim,  with  the  amount  awarded  them  severally  set  opposite 
their  respective  names;  and  also  a  brief  description  of  the  lands  and 
grounds  upon  which  they  shall  have  assessed  the  expense  of  the  improve- 
ment, with  the  names  of  the  owners  or  persons  liable  to  pay  the  assessment 
respectively  annexed,  and  the  amount  thereon  assessed,  set  opposite  their 
respective  names;  and  if  the  name  of  the  person  owning,  or  liable  for  the 
tax,  is  unknown,  the  fi^ct^hall  be  stated  by  writing  "unknown  owner,"  in 
place  of  the  name;  and  the  city  council,  if  they  order  and  direct  the  im- 
provement to  be  made,  shall  direct  the  city  clerk,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
annex  a  duplicate  of  taxes,  so  assessed,  to  the  annual  assessment  roll  here- 
inafter specified,  and  to  deliver  it  therewith,  on  or  before  the  first  Monday 
in  July  following,  to  the  city  collector,  to  be  by  him  collected  at  the  same 
time  and  in  the  same  manner  as  the  annual  taxes,  and  the  proceedings  of 
said  collector  shall  in  all  respects  be  the  same  as  in  the  collection  of  the 
annual  taxes  of  said  city,  and  he  shall  in  like  manner  pay  the  same  into  the 
city  treasury;  and  in  case  of  any  tax  beilig  returned  unpaid  and  delin- 
quent, the  proceedings  shall  in  all  respects  be  the  same  as  in  cases  of*  de- 
linquency in  the  payment  of  the  annual  taxed,  with  the  addition  of  like 
interest  and  penalty;  and  when  the  impr.ovement  so  ordered  shall  be 
completed,  each  claimant  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  from  the  city  trea- 
sury the  amount  of  damages  so,  by  the  return  of  said  committee,  awarded 
him. 

Sec.  to.  That  the  city  council  shall  appoint  a  city  clerk  and  any  other 
agents  orofficersnccessary  for  the  interest  of  said  city,  not  herein  provided 
for,  and  prescribe  the  duties  and  compensation  of  the  same,  and  to  remove 
tliesame  at  pleasure;  and  when  the  office  of  any  person  appointed  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  become  vacant,  the  city  council  shall 
fill  such  vacancy;  and  the  person  appointed  to  fill  such  vacancy  shall 
continue  in  office  the  remainder  of  the  term  of  his  predecessor;  and 
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wlien  the  office  of  auy  person  elected  under  the  provisions  of  this  ^ et 
by  the  qualified  voters  of  the  city  or  any  ward  thereof,  shall  become 
vacaDt,  the  mayor,  by  order  of  the  city  council,  shall  issue  an  order  for  a 
special  election  to  fill  such  vacancy;  and  the  person  elected  shall  continue 
in  office  during  the  remainder  of  the  term  of  his  predecessor:  and  in  case 
of  Ya'*ancy  in  the  office  of  mayor,  the  presi'lent  of  the  city  council  shall 
give  notice  for  holding  a  special  election  to  fill  such  vacancy,  and  until  the 
vamen  filled,  shall  have  power  and  authority  to  do  and  perform  all  the  du« 
ties  appertatain|;  to  the  office  of  mayor;  and  in  case  of  the  absence  or  in* 
•bilitytSt  any  time,  of  the  mayor,  he  shall  have  like  power  and  authority; 
and  all  the  officers  elected  or  appointed  under  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
shall,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices,  take  an  oath 
#r  affirmation  faithuilly  and  impartially  to  perform  the  several  duties  of 
the  office  to  which  such  person  ia  respectively  elected  or  appointed;  and 
when  required  shall  give  bond  with  good  and  sufficient  security,  to  said  city,iii 
such  sum  of  soma,  and  with  such  conditions  thereto,  a^  the  city  council  may 
from  time  to  time  determine;  and  in  all  cases  not  in  this  act  provided  for, 
shall  receive  soch  fees  and  compensation  for  their  iservices,  and  be  liable  to 
such  fines,  penalties  and  forfeitures,  for  negligence,  carelessness,  miscon- 
duct in  office,  and  positive  violations  of  duty,  as  the  said  city  council  shall 
by  ordinance  order  and  determine;  and  the  city  council  may  grant  to  the 
toByoT  such  compensation  as  shall  be  approved  by  the  concurring  vote 
of  two-thirds  of  all  the  members,  and  to  members  of  their  own  body  such 
sum  not  exceeding  one  dollar  per  day  to  each  member,  for  his  attendance 
at  any  regular  or  special  meeting  of  the  board,  as  by  a  like  vote  shall  be 
approved;  and  in  all  cases  when  a  vacancy  shall  happen  in  the  office  of 
any  officer  elected  by  the  provisions  of  this  act,  the  city  council  shalf,  by 
appointment, fill  such  vacancy;  and  the  person  so  appointed  shall  hold  sucn 
omce  until  a  person  shall  be  elected  and  qualified  to  execute  the  duties 
thereof. 

Sec.  11.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  marshal  to  execute  and  re- 
turn all  writs  and  process,  to  him  directed  by  the  mayor;  and  when  neces- 
sary in  criminal  cases,  or  (or  a  violation  of  any  ordinance  of  said  city,  he 
may  serve  the  same  in  any  part  of  Cuyahoga  county:  it  shall  be  his  duty 
to  suppress  all  riots,  disturbances,  and  breaches  of  the  peace;  to  apprehend 
all  disorderly  persons  in  said  city,  and  to  pursue  and  arrest  any  person 
fleeing  from  justice  in  any  part  of  the  State  of  Ohio;  to  apprehend  any 
person  in  the  act  of  committing  any  offence  against  the  laws  of  the  State, 
or  ordinances  of  the  city,  and  forthwith  to  bring  such  person  or  persons 
before  competent  authority,  for  examination;  and  to  do  and  perform  all 
such  duties  as  may  lawfully  be  enjoined  on  him  by  the  ordinances  of  said 
city;  and  he  shall  have  power  to  appoint  one  or  more  deputies,  to  be  ap- 
proved by  the  city  council,  but  for  whose  official  acts  he  shall  be  respon- 
sible, and  of  whom  he  may  require  bail  for  the  faithful  performance  of 
their  duties.  • 

Sec.  12.  That  the  treasurer  of  said  city  shall  perform  such  duties,  and 
exercise  such  powers,  as  may  be  lawfully  required  of  him  by  the  ordinances 
of  said  city;  all  moneys  raised,  received,  recovered  and  collected,  by 
means  of  any  tax,  license,  penalty,  fine,  forfeiture  or  otherwise,  under  the 
authority  of  this  act,  or  which  may  belong  to  said  city,  shall  be  paid  into 
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fhe  city  treasury,  and  shall  not  be  drawn  therefrom  except  by  a  written 
order,  under  the  authority  of  the  city  council,  specifying  the  object  of  tho 
appropriation;  and  it  sh^ll  be  the  duty  of  the  city  C9uncil  to  settle  all 
claims  and  demands  against  said  city,  and  publish  accounts  of  the  receipt* 
and  expenditures  of  said  city,  annually,  for  public  information. 

Sec.  13.  That  the  city  council  shaH,-wnen  the  pubh'c  good  may  re- 
quire it,  erect  a  city  prison,  and  regulate  the  police  and  internal  govern- 
ment thereof;  may  authorize  solitary  confinement,  orhard  labor  therein^ 
for  a  violation  of  any  of  the  ordinances  of  said  city,  punishable  by  im- 
prisonment; and  until  such  prison  is  prepared  for  the  reception  of  prison- 
ers, the  said  city  shall  be  allowed  the  use  of  the  jail  of  Cuyahoga  county^ 
for  the  confinement  of  all  persons  convicted  by  the  mayor,  and  sentenced 
under  any  of  the  laws  of  this  State,  or  ordinances  of  said  city;  and  all 
persons  so  imprisoned,  shall  be  under  the  charge  of  the  sheriff  of  said  coun- 
ty, who  shall  receive  and  discharge  such  prisoners  in  and  from  jail,  in  such 
manner  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  ordinances  of  said  city,  or  otherwise 
by  due  course  of  law:  the  city  council  shall  also  erect  an  almshouse,  when 
the  public  good  may  require,  and  ^uch  other  buildings  as  may  be  necessary 
for  the  convenience  of  the  city. 

Sec.  14.  That  the  city  council  shall  have  power  to  borrow  money  for 
the  discharge  and  liquidation  of  any  debt  of  the  city,  either  present  or 
prospective,  and  to  provide  for  the  redemption  of  any  loan  by  them  made, 
and  the  payment  of  the  interest  thereon;  and  to  pledge  the  revenues  and 
property  of  the  city  therefor,  in  such  manner,  and  upon  such  terms  and 
conditions  as  said  council  may  by  ordinance  prescribe;  and  any  ordinance 
for  obtaining  a  loan  of  money,  shall  be  considered  and  adopted  by  a  vote 
of  said  city  council,  two-thirds  of  all  the  members  concurring,  by  yeas  and 
nays,  and  be  entered  at  large  on  their  journal;  the  proceeding^  shall  then 
be  postponed,  for  at  least  two  weeks,  to  a  subsequent  meeting  of  said 
council,  and  shall  then  be  passed  by  a  like  niajority  concurring,  and  the 
vote  thereon  shall  be  entered  as  aforesaid. 

Sec.  15.  That  for  the  discharge  of  any  debt  against  said  city,  or  ex- 
penditure authorized  by  the  city  council,  under  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
or  any  ordinance  of  said  city,  or  to  defray  the  current  expenses  of  the  city, 
the  city  council  shall  hav«  power,  annually,  to  levy  and  collect  taxes  on 
all  the  real  and  personal  property,  or  capital  of  any  kind,  within  said  city, 
subject  to  taxation  by  the  laws  for  levying  the  taxes  of  this  State,  for  the 
time  being;  which  property  shall  be  listed  and  assessed  annually,  for  taxa* 
tion,  by  assessors  appointed  by  the  city  council,  one  from  each  ward, 
who  shall  make  return  of  their  assessment  roll  to  the  office  of  the  city 
clerk,  at  such  time  and  in  such  form  as  the  city  council  shall,  by  ordinance, 
direct;  ^nd  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city  council  to  make  provision,  by 
ordinance,  for  the  listing  and  ascertaining  the  property  to  be  assessed,  for 
the  valuation  of  such  portions  thereof,  as  by  the  laws  levying  the  taxes  of 
this  State,  shall,  for  the  time  being,  be  required  to  be  valued,  and  for  the 
correction  and  equalization  of  such  assessment;  and  the  city  council,  on  or 
before  the  first  Monday  in  June,  annually,  shall  levy  upon  tho  whole 
amount  of  such  assessment  as  corrected  and  equalized,  such  per  centage, 
as  by  the  concurring  vote  of  two-thirds  of  all  the  members,  shall  be  deem- 
ed necessary;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city  clerk,  on  or  before  die 
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first  Mond?/  in  July,  annaally,  to  deliver  to  the  city  collector^  a  dapUcato 
of  the  assessment  roll,  with  the  amount  of  taxes  therein  specified  to  be 
paid  by  each  individual,  with  a  warrant  annexed  thereto,  under  the  hand 
of  said  clerk,  and  the  mayor  of  said  city,  commanding  such  collector  to 
collect  from  the  several  persons,  named  in  said  assessment  roll,  the  several 
sums  set  opposite  their  respective  names;  and  in  case  such  persons  shall 
refuse  or  neglect  to  pay  such  tax,  then  to  levy  the  same  by  distress  and 
sale  of  the  goods  and  chattels  of  such  person,  in  the  same  manner  as  con- 
stables are  required  to  do  on  execution,  and  the  collector  shall  tax  and 
collect,  in  such  cases,  the  like  fees;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  collec- 
tor, and  by  said  warrant  he  shall  be  directed,  to  make  return  on  the  first 
Monday  in  October  thereafter,  to  the  ofSce  of  the  city  clerk,  of  his  pro- 
ceedings thereon,  and  to  pay  into  the  city  treasury  the  amount  by  him 
collected,  after  deducting  theyefrom  such  amount  as  the  city  council,  by 
ordinance,  shall  allow, him  as  compensation;  and  when  nny  tax,  imposed 
by  the  city  council  pursuant  to  law,  shall  be  returned  as  unpaid,  or  shall 
not  be  paid  within  the  time  required  by  law,  the  said  city  council  may 
/  maintain  an  action  therefor,  in  the  name  of  the  city,  against  any  person 
liable  for  the  payment  of  the  same,  as  owner  of  the  real  estate,  or  as 
owner  of  the  peisonal  property  charged  with  said  tax,  in  any  court  hav- 
ing cognizance  thereof,  with  interest  from  the  time  such  tax  was  returned 
unpaid,  and  costs  of  suit;  and  when  any  tax,  charged  upon  any  real  es- 
tate within  the  city,  shall  be  returned  as  unpaid,  by  the  officer  authorized 
to  collect  the  same,  the  city  council  may  direct  the  city  treasurer  to  adver- 
tise and  sell  such  real  estate,  as  hereinafter  provided:  the  city  treasurer 
shall  cause  a  notice  to  be  published  in  a  newspaper  of  the  said  city,  for 
six  successive  weeks,  describing  the  real  estate  chained  with  such  taiT  re- 
maining unpaid^  notifying  all  persons  concerned,  that  unless  the  said  tax, 
with  interest,  and  twenty-five  per  cent,  penalty  thereon,  shall  be  paid  be- 
fore the  time  of  sale  in  such  notice  specified,  he  will,  on  si  day  and  place 
therein  to  be  stated,  expose  the  said  real  estate  to  sale  at  public  auction; 
if  such  tax,  with  the  interest  and  penalty  thereon,  be  not  paid  by  the  time 
of  sale;  the  said  treasurer  shall  proceed  to  sell  the  same,  for  the  shortest 
time  any  bidder  will  take  the  said  premises,  and  pay  the  said  tax,  and  in- 
terest <ind  penalty  thereon;  and  on  such  sale,  he  shall  execute  to  the  bid- 
der a  certificate  of  sale,  in  which  the  property  purchased  shall  be  described, 
the  amount  for  which  it  was  sold,  and  the  time  for  which  the  premises 
were  purchased;  shall  be  specified:  also,  the.  time  when  the  purchaser  will 
be  entitled  to  receive  the  lease  hereinafter  mentioned;  and  said  treasurer 
shall  cause  a  copy  of  said  certificate,  to  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  city 
clerk;  the  grantee  in  such  certificate,  shall,  at  the  expiration  of  one  year 
after  such  sale,  be  entitled  to  a  lease  of  such  premises,  for  the  time  he  so 
bid  off  the  same,  which  term  shall  commence  at  the  day  of  the  date  of  said 
lease;  said  lease  shall  be  given  by  the  mayor  of  said  city,  under  the  cor- 
porate seal  of  said  city,  and  shall  be  presumptive  evidence  in  all  courts  and 
places,  that  such  tax  and  assessment  were  legally  imposed,  and  that  the 
proceedings  touching  such  sale  were  correct;  and  such  grantee  may  obtain 
possession  thereof  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  law,  in  cases  of  forcible  de- 
tainer; and  shall  hold,  and  enjoy  the  said  premises  durine  the  term  for 
which  the  same  were  granted  to  him,  free  and  clear  from  all  claim  and  de- 
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fliands  of  any  other  owner  or  occupant  of  the  same,  but  subject  to  anjr 
tak  that  may  be  charged  thereon,  during  said  term;  and  at  the  expiration 
of  said  term,  such  grantee,  his  heirs  or  assigns,  may  remove  any  building 
or  fixture  that  may  have  been  erected  on  the  said  premises,  during  the 
said  term;  any  owner  or  claimant  of  the  premises  so  sold,  may,  within  ono 
year  after  such  sale,  rcideem  the  same,  by  pnying  to  such  grantee,  his  heirs 
or  assigns,  or  into  the  city  treasury,  for  his  or  their  benefit,  the  amount 
paid  by  such  purchaser,  with  the  addition  of  twenty-fjve  per  cent,  oh  the 
amount;  and  on  such  payment  being  made,  the  title  of  such  grantee  shall 
absolutely  cease  iind  determine:  the  mayor,  by  direction  of  the  city  coun- 
cil, may  renew  any  warrants  that  may  be  lawfully  issued  for  the  collection 
of  any  tax,  from  time  to  time,  as  often  as  any  tax  shall  be  returned  uncol- 
lected, or  m^iy  issue  a  new  warrant  for  the  collection  of  such  tax,  and  in 
such  warrant  shall  specify  the  time  when  thfe  same  shall  be  returned;  and 
the  same  proceedings  shall,  in  all  respects,  be  had  on  such  renewed  war- 
rants, as  are  herein  authorized  upon  the  first  warrant. 

Sec.  16.  That  every  law  or  ordinance  of  said  city,  before  it  shall  be  of 
any  force  or  validity,  shall  be  ordered  to  be  engrossed  for  its  final  passage^ 
by  a  majority  of  all  the  members  of  the  city  council  concurring;  it  shall 
then  be  reconsidered  by  the  city  council,  and  if  at  its  final  passage,  it  shall 
be  adopted  by  a  majority  of  all  the  members  concurring,  it  shall  become 
a  law  for  said  city;  and  all  questions  on  the  engrossment  or  final  passage 
of  any  law  or  ordinance,  or  on  the  appointment  of  any  officer  of  said  city, 
shall  be  decided  by  yeas  and  nays;  an  1  the  names  of  the  persons  voting  for 
or  against  the  same,  shall  be  entered  in  thp  journals  of. said  council;  and 
all  laws  or  ordinances  passed  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  signed  by  the  presiding 
officer  of  the  council  andthe'city  clerk,  and  forthwith  published  in  one  or 
more  newspapers  of  said  city. 

Sec.  17.  That  all  qualified  electors  for  members  of  the  General  Assen>- 
bly  of  this  State,  who  have  resided  within  the  bounds  of  said  city  one  year 
next  preceding  the  election,  shall  be  deemed  qualified  voters  of  said  city, 
and  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  in  the  ward  in  which  they  respectively  reside, 
for  any  officer  in  the  city  required  by  this  act  to  be  elected  by  the  qualified 
voters  of  said  city;  and  in  all  elections  for  city  officers,  after  the  organiza- 
tion of  said  city  government  under  this  act,  the  mayor  shall  issue  hir  proc- 
lamation to  the  qualified  voters  of  said  city,  setting  forth  the  time  of  such 
election,  the  place  or  places  where  the  same  is  to  be  held  in  the  several 
wards,  and  the  several  officers  to  be  chosen;  and  said  proclnmatioti  shall 
be  published  in  one  or  more  newspapers,  printed,  or  in  general  circulation 
in  said  city,  for  at  least  ten  days  previous  to  said  election;  and  after  the 
organization  of  the  city  government  under  this  act,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  city  council  to  provide  the  place  or  places  of  holdii^  all  elections  in 
said  city  for  said  city  officers,  the  hour  of  the  day  the  same  shall  be  opened, 
the  time  the  same  shall  continue  open^toappointthe  judges  thereof,  provide 
for  the  making  and  directing  the  returns  of^lections,  the  time  and  manner  of 
opening  the  returns  and  of  making  an  abstract  thereof,and  of  keeping  a  jour* 
nal  of  the  same;  and  may  make  such  other  arrangements  respecting  said 
elections,  as  ^lay  be  lawful  and  convenient  for  the  citizens  oi  the  several 
wards;  and  tne  person  or  persons  having  thebigbest  number  of  yoceif 
tball  be  declared  daly  elected. 
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Sec.  1 8.  That  in  all  cases  brotight  before  the  mayor,  for  the  violation 
of  any  of  the  ordinances  of  the  city,  when  the  defendant  is  adjudged  to  pay  a 
fine  or  penalty,  the  defendant  shall  have  a  right,  within  ten  days,  to  appeal  to 
the  court  of  common  pleas  of  Cuyahoga  county,  upon  giving  bond  with 
such  security  cs  the  mayor  shall  approve,  in  double  the  amount  of  the  debt 
and  costs;  ard  if  double  the  amount  of  such  judgment  do  not  amount  to 
fifty  dollars,  such  bond  shall  be  fifty  dollars,  conditioned  to  pay  the  judg- 
ment and  costs  which  may  be  rendered  against  him,  her  or  them,  in  said 
court  of  oJmmon  pleas;  and  in  all  cases  appealed  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  tie  prosecution  may  be  by  action  of  debt  or  by  indictment,  as  the 
case  msy  require,  and  may  proceed  in  the  same  manner  as  ofi*enGes  against 
the  lavs  of  this  State  are  p^rosecuted;  and  the  prosecution  shall  bemana- 

fed  aid  coQducted  by  such  counsel  as  for  that  purpose  shall  be  authorized 
y  i\e  city  council;  and  all  fines  imposed  or  penalties  recovered  shall^ 
wh^n  collected,  be  pa;id  into  the  city  treasury;  and  whenever  bail  for  an 
appeal  as  aforesaid,  shall  have  been  perfected  aa  above  provided,  the  mayor 
shoW  recall  any  execution  which  may  have  issued  on  any  judgment  as 
aforesaid. 

Sec.  19.  That  the  city  council  be,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized^  at 
the  expense  of  said  city,  to  provide  for  the  support  of  common  schools 
therein ;  and  for  that  purpose  each  of  the  wards  of  said  city  shall  constitute 
a  school  district,  until  such  time  as  the  city  council  may  divide  each  ward 
into  two  or  more  school  districts,  which  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  do, 
in  such  manner  as  they  may  deem  most  convenient,  having  due  regard  to 
'present  and  future  population;  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  purchase 
in  fee  siniple,  or  to  receive  as  a  donation  for  the  use  of  the  city,  a  suitable 
lot  of  ground  io  each  school  district,  as  a  site  for  a  3chool  house  therein; 
and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  erect  in  each  district  a  good  and  sub- 
stantia] school  house,  of  such  dimensions  as  shall  be  convenient  for  the  use 
of  common  schools  in  said  city,  and  to  defray  tlie  necessary  expenses  of 
the  building  and  constructing  sCich  school  houses,  and  also  to  pay  the  pur- 
chase money  for  the  lots  of  land  on  which  the  same  shall  be  erectea:  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  the  city  council,  annually,  to  levy,  in  addition  to  the 
other  taxes  in  said  city,  a  tax,  not  exceeding  one  mill  on  the  dollar,  upon 
all  property  in  the  city  subject  to  the  payment  of  annual  taxes  by  tlie  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  until  a  sufficient  sum  shall  be  raised  and  collected  from 
such  tax  to  nieet  all  the  expenses  which  shall  be  incurred,  for  the  purchase 
of  lots  of  land  and  the  erection  of  the  school  houses  aforesaid:  Provided^ 
It  shall  be  lawful  for  said  city  to  borrow  such  sum  or  sums  of  money  as 
may  be  sufficient  and  necessary  for  purchasing  or  building  as  aforesaid, 
and  to  refund  or  pay  the  same  as  the  tax  aforesaid  shall  be  collected;  and 
the  said  tax  is  hereby  made  a  special  fund  to  be  appropriated  to  no  other 
purpose. 

Sec.  20.  That  for  the  support  of  common  schools  in  said  city,  and  to 
secure  the  benefits  of  education  to  all  the  white  children  therein,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  city  council  annually,  to  levy  and  collect  a  tax  not  ex- 
ceeding one  mill  on  the  dollar,  upon  all  the  property  in  said  city  subject  to 
the  jpayment  of  annual  taxes  by  the  provisions  of  this  act,  which  shall  be 
collectedat  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner  as  is  provided  for  the 
collection  of  the  annual  taxes;  which  tax,  together  with  such  as  niay  be 
36— L 
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collected  by  the  county  treasurer  for  school  purposes,  within  such  part  of 
the  county  of  Cuyahoga  as  is  within  the  limits  of  said  city,  shall  be  exclu- 
sively appropriated  to  defray  the  expense  of  instructors  and  fuel  for  said 
schools,  and  for  no  other  purpose  whatever;  which  schools  shall  be  accessi- 
bJe  to  all  white  children,  not  under  four  years  of  age,  who  may  reside  in 
said  city,  subject  only  to  such  regulations  for  their  governn^ent  and  in- 
struction, as  the  board  of  managers  hereinafter  mentioned,  mav  from  time 
to  time  prescribe.  .  ' 

Sec.  21.  That  the  city  council  shall  annually,  select  one  judicious  and 
competent  person  from  each  school  district  in  the  city  as. a  maaager  of 
common  schools  in  said  city,  which  managers  shall  constitute  and  be  de- 
nominated "  The  Board  of  Managers  of  Common  Schools  in  the  city  of 
Cleveland;"  who  shall  hold  their  office  for  one  year,  and  until  theii  suc- 
cessors are  appointed  and  qualified,  and  shall  fill  all  vacancies  which  «ay 
occur  in  their  own  body,  during  the  time  for  which  they  shall  be  appointed. 

Sec.  22.  That  the  §aid  board  of  managers  shall  have  the  general  super- 
intendence of  all  common  schools  in  said  city,  and  from  tim6  to  time  shall 
make  such  regulations  for  the  government  and  instruction  of  the  white 
children  therein,  as  to  them  shall  appear  proper  and  expedient,  and  shall 
examine  and  employ  instructors  for  the  same;  and  shall  cause  a  school  to 
be  kept  in  each  district  for  at  least  six  months  in  each  year,  and  shall  cause 
an  accurate  census  to  be  taken  annually,  in  each  district,  of  all  the  white 
children  therein,  between  the  ages  of  four  and  twenty-one  years;  and  re- 
quire of  the  several  instructors  thereof,  to  keep  a  record  of  the  names  and 
ages  of  all  persons  by  them  respectivly  instructed,  and  the  time  each  shall 
have  attended  said  schools,  and  return  a  copy  of  such  record  to  the 
boardof  managers,  dt  the  close  of  each  and  every  current  year;  and  said 
board  shall  certify  to  the  city  council  the  correctness  of  all  accounts  for 
expenses  incurred  in  support  of  said  schools,  and  give  certificates  ^thereof 
to  the  persons  entitled  to  receive  the  same:  tliey  shall,  at  the  close  of  every 
current  year,  report  to  the  oity  council  the  state  and  condition  of  tlie  sev- 
eral common  schools  in  said  city,  as  well  the  fiscal  as  the  other  concerns  in 
relation  thereto,  and  a  particular  account  of  their  administration  thereof;  and 
they  shall  do  and  perform  all  other  matters  and  things  pertaining  to  the  duties 
of  their  said  offices,  which  may  be  necessary  and  proper  to  be  done,  to 
promote  the  education  and  morals  of  the  children  instructed  in  said  schools, 
or  which  may  be  required  of  them  by  the  ordinances  of  said  city,  not  in- 
consistent with  the  provisions  of  this  act:  Pr.vvicled^  That  no  person  shall 
be  employed  as  an  instructor  in  any  of  said  schools,  who  has  not  been 
iirst  examined  by  the  board  of  managers,  and  received  a  certificate  of  qual- 
ifications, as  to  his  or  her  competency  and  moral  character. 

Sec.  23.  That  all  moneys  which  shall  belong  to  the  village  of  Cleve- 
land, or  which  said  village  shall  be  entitled  to  at  the  time  said  city  shall  be 
organized  under  this  act,  for  the  use  of  common  schools  therein,  shall  be 
paid  over  to  and  held  by  the  city  treasurer,  and  all  moneys  hereafter  levied 
and  collected  within  the  limits  of  said  city,  for  the  support  of  common 
schools,  and  also  all  other  moneys  a})propriated  by  law  for  the  use  of 
common  schools  therein,  shall  be  paid  into  the  city  treasury  as  a  separate 
and  distinct  fund,  and  shall  not  be  applied,  under  any  pretence  whatever, 
to  any  other  use  than  that  for  which  it  is  levied  and  collected ;  and  a  sepa- 
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Yate  and  particular  account  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  thereof,  shall 
be  kept  by  the  treasurer,  in  a  book  to  be  provided  for*  that  purpose;  and 
the  said  treasurer  shall  not  be  entitled  to  receive  any  per  centage,  premium 
or  compensation,  for  receiving  or  paying  out  said  fund,  or  for  keeping  the 
accounts  thereof. 

Sec.  34.  That  the  city  council  shall  fix  by  ordinance,  the  commence- 
ment and  termination  of  Ihfe  current  year  of  said  common  schools,  and  de- 
termine the  time  and  dura^tion  of  all  vacancies  thereof;  which  shall  be  the 
same  throughout  said  city;  aijd  said  city  council  may  at  their  discretion,  at 
any  time  previous  to  the  erection  of  the  school  houses  provided  for  in  this 
act,  lease  on  such  terms  and  conditions  as  they  may  deem  proper  in  the 
several  school  districts  of  said  city,  and-  for  such  times  as  they  shall  think 
necessary,  convenient  buildings  for  the  use  of  common  schools  therein,  to 
be  occupied  only  till  such  school  houses  shall  be  erected  and  prepared  for 
the  reception  of  such  schools:  Provided^  That  the  property  of  black  or 
mulatto  persons  shall  be  exempted  from  taxation  for  school  purposes  under 
this  act. 

Sec.  25.  That  any  person  to  lye  eligible  for  any  office  under  the  provis- 
ions of  this  act,  shall  be  a  qualified  voter  of  the  city. 

Sec.  26.  That  tire  president,  recorder,  and  trustees,  and  all  other  offi- 
cers of  the  corporation  of  the  villa:;re  of  Cleveland  now  in  office  therein, 
shall  remain  in  their  respective  oBices  and  perform  the  several  duties  there- 
of, until  the  mayor  and  city  council  are  elected  and  qualified  un4er  this 
act;  and  all  laws  ordinnnces,  and  resolutions  passed  and  adopted  by 
the  corporate  authorities  of  said  village,  shall  be  and  remain  in  full  force 
until  altered  or  repealed  by  the  city  council  established  i)y  this  act. 

Sec.  27.  That  the  said  city  of  Cleveland  shall  be,  and  is  hereby  invested 
as  the  lawful  owner  and  proprietor  of  all  the  real  and  personal  estate,  and 
all  the  rights  and  privileges  thereof  belonging  to  the  corporation  of  the  vil- 
lage of  Cleveland;  togetherwith  all  the  property,  fund^and  revenues,  and  all 
moReys,del)ts  and  demands,  dno  and  owing  to  saidvillage  of  Cleveland,  orto 
the  president,  recorder  and  trustees  thereof,  as  a  corporate  body,  which  by  or 
underany  former  acts,ordinance<,grants,donations. gifts,  or  purchases,  have 
been  acquired,  vested,  or  in  any  manner  belonging  to  said  corporation,  and 
the  same  are  hereby  transfeiTcd  to  the  corporate  body  created  by  this  act; 
and  all  suits  pendin;^  and  jndfrments  recovered  by  or  in  favor  of  or  against 
said  village  of  Cleveland,  and  all  rights,  claims  and  demands,  in  favor 
of,  or  against  the  same,  may  be  continued,  prosecuted,  completed,  defended, 
and  collected,  in  tlie  same  manner  as  though  this  act  had  never  been  pass- 
ed; and  the  said  city  shall  be  accountable  for  all  debts  and  liabilities  of 
said  village  corporation. 

Sec.  2§.  The  president  and  trustees,  or  a  majority  of  them,  of  the  cor- 
poration of  Cleveland  village,  shall  designate  such  time  in  the  month  of 
April,  1836,  for  holding  the  first  election,  as  to  them  shall  seem  expedient, 
and  they  shall  appoint  three  suitable  persons  in  each  ward  of  said  city,  to 
be  judges  of  the  first  election  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  also  two 
suitable  persons  to  be  clerks  thereof,  in  each  ward,  and  shall  notify 
the  several  persons  so  appointed;  and  shall  publish  iii  one  or  more  of  the 
newspapers  in  said  city,  at  least  ten  days  before  said  election,  the  several 
places  designat:id  for  holding  the  same,  and  to  procure  a  suitable  place  in 
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each  ward  for  holding  the  elections;  whjch  said  first  election  shall  be  open* 
ed  between  the  hours  of  nine  and  eleven  o -clock  in  the  forenoon,  and  shall 
continue  open  till  five  o'clock  in  the  afternoon;  and  said  election  shall  be 
conducted  agreeably  to  the  laws  regulating  township  elections;  and  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  judges  of  said  elections  in  the  several  wards  within  two 
days  thereafter,  to  make  and  direct  the  return  thereof  to  the  president  of 
said  village  corporation  at  his  ofSce,  in  the  same  manner  that  election  re- 
turns are  required  to  be  made  to  the  clerk  of  the  court  of  common  pleas, 
by  the  act  entitled,  *^An  act  to  regulate  elections;''  and  the  said  president, 
or  person  acting  as  such,  shall,  within  three  days  after  such  election,  open 
the  returns  which  shall  have  been  made  to  him  as  aforesaid,  and  make  an 
abstract  thereof,  and  immediately  notify  in  writing  the  persons  elected  as 
aforesaid  of  their  several  elections  under  this  act. 

Sec.  S9«  That  the  act  entitled  ^An  act  to  incorporate  the  village  of 
Cleveland,''  passed  December  22,  1814,  and  the  several  acts  amendatory 
thereto,  and  all  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  this  act,  be,  and 
the  same  are  hereby  repealed,  saving  and  excepting  as  is  herein  above  ex- 
cepted.

AN  ACT 

To  incorporate  the  town  of  Cuyahoga  Falls^  in  the  county  of  Portage^ 

■ 

Sec«  1«  Beit  enacted  by  tlie  Chneral  Assembly  of  (he  State  of  Ohio^  That 
flo  much  of  the  townships  of  Talmadge  and  Stow,  as  is  comprised  within 
the  following  limits,  to  wit:  Beginning  at  the  north-w^est  corner  of  the 
township  of  Talmadge,  and  running  south,  on  the  west  line  of  said  town- 
ship, two  hundred  and  forty  rods;  thence  east  two  hundred  and.  forty  rods; 
thence  north  to  the  north  line  of  lots  number  one  and  two,  in  said  Stow; 
thence  west  two  hundred  and  forty  rods;  thence  south  to  the  place  of  be- 
ginning; and  any  addition  thereto  that  may  be  hereafter  platted  and  re- 
corded)  be  hereby  constituted  a  town  corporate,  by  the  name  of  Cuyahoga 
Falls. 

Sec.  2.  That  for  the  government  of  said  town,  there  shall  be  elected 
a  mayor,  a  recorder,  and  five  trustees,  who  shall  be  a  body  corporate  and 
politic,  with  perpetual  succession,  to  be  known  by  the  name  of  ^'  The 
Town  Council  of  Cuyahoga  Falls;"  a  majority  of  whom,  including  the 
mayor  or  recorder,  shall,  in  all  cases,  constitute  a  quorum;  and  they  and 
their  successors  in  office  may  use  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  to  aU^r  at 
discretion;  may  acquire  any  estate,  real  or  personal,  and  manage  or  dis- 
pose of  the  same,  in  such  manner,  as  a  majority  of  them  shall  deem  expe- 
dient: they  shall  also  be  capable  of  suing  and  being  sued«  pleading  and

being  impleaded,  answering  and  being  answered,  in  any  suit  or  action^ 
and  m  any  court  of  law  or  equity  in  this  State;  and  when  any  suit  shall 
be  commenced  against  s^id  corporation,  the  first  process  shall  be  a  sum- 
mons; a  certified  copy  of  which  shall  be  left  with  the  recorder,  and  in  his 
absence,  with  the  mayor,  at  least  ten  days  previous  to  the  return  day 
thereof. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  qualified  electors  for  members  of  the  General  As- 
sembly, who  shall  have  been  residents  of  said  town  one  year  previous  to 
the  day  of  election,  shall  meet  at  the  school  house  in  said  town,  on  the 
first  Monday  in  July,  eighteen  hundred  and.  thirty-six,  and  on  the  first 
Monday  in  May,  annually,  tbereafter,  at  such  place  as  the  town  council 
may  direct,  between  the  hours  'of  one  and  five  o'clock,  P.  M.  and  then 
and  there  proceed  to  elect,  by  ballot,  from  the  said  qualified  electors,  who 
shall  also  be  freeholders  or  householders  in  said  town,  the  mayor,  recorder, 
and  trustees  aforesaid,  who  $hall  hold  their  ofiices  until  the  next  annual 
election,  and  until  their  successors  are  duly  elected  and  qualified. 

Sec.  4.  That  at  the  first  election^  to  be  holden  under  this  act,  two 
judges  and  a  clerk  shall  be  chosen  viva  voce^  by  the  electors  present,  and 
at  M  subsequent  elections  the  town  council,  or  any  two  of  them,  shall 
be  judges,  and  the  recorder  clerk  of  elections:  the  result  of  the  elections  to 
be  publicly  declared,  and  a  record  thereof  made  by  the  clerk,  who  shall 
also  notify  the  person  elected  of  the  same,  within  six  days  after  the  elec- 
tion; and  the  persons  so  elected,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  their 
respective  ofiices,  shall  take  the  proper  oath  or  affirmntion  of  office,  and  to 
support  the  constitution  of  the  United  States,  and  of  this  State. 

Sec.  5,    That  the  town  council  shall  make  all  such  by-laws,  not  in- 
consistent with  the  laws  of  the  United  States,  and  of  this  State,  as  they 
may  deem  necessary  for  the  interest  of  said  town,  and  the  same  to  alter 
or  repeal;  audit  and  Sjsttle  the  accounts  of  the  town,  and  draw  and  appro- 
priate the  money  that  may  at  aiiy  time  be  in  the  treasury;  and  may  adopt 
measures  proper  to  secure  the  town  against  injuries  by  fire;  and  for  this 
purpose  may  organize  one  or  more  fire  companies,  and  establish  rules  for 
the  same;  may  open  streets,  or  alter  those  already  opened,  under  the  iiabili* 
ty  to  pay  a  fair  compertsation  to  the  person  or  persons,  if  any  there  be, 
aggrieved  thereby;  may  fill  all  vacancies  occurring  in  any  offices,  herein 
named;  and  may  provide  for  the  election  or  appointment  of  a  treasurer, 
a  town  marshal,  and  such  other  subordinate  officers,  as  they  may  find  ne- 
cessary; to  prescribe  their  duties,  and  fees,  and  take  security  for  the  faith- 
ful performance  of  their  respective  duties;  and  to  do  all  things  which  cor- 
porations of  a  similar  nature  can  do,  to  secure  the  peace,  health, and  good 
order  of  said  town:  Provided^  Said  council  shall  have  no  power  to  grant 
license,  in  any  case  whatever  to  sell  spirituous  liquors. 

Sec*  6.  That  the  town  council  shall  have  power  to  levy  and  collect 
a  tax,  annually,  for  town  and  corporation  purposes,  not  exceeding  five 
mills  on  the  dollar,  on  all  property  within  said  town,  subject  to  taxation 
for  State  or  county  purposes,  as  the  same  maybe  found  valued  on  the 
books  of  the  auditor  of  the  county  of  Portage,  for  the  current  year;  and 
they  shall  have  power,  also,  when  it  is  deemed  necessary,  for  the  opening 
or  repairing  any  street  in  said  town,  to  levy  and  collect,  a  tax,  not  exceecU 
ing  five  mills  on  theddllar,  on  the  value  of  any  lot  or  part  thereof,  with 
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improvements  thereon,  on  said  street^  not  otherwise  subject  to  taxation; 
the  value  of  the  same  to  be  assessed  by  the  marshal,  who  shall  make  re- 
turn of  the  valuation  so  made,  to  the  recorder,  on  or  before  the  first  Mon- 
day in  June,  of  the  year  in  which  said  levy  shall  be  made;  and  the  town 
councif  shall  meet  on  the  said  second  Monday  in  June,  annually,  and  hear 
and  determine  on  all  complaints  that  may  be  made  respecting  said  valua- 
tion, and  equalize  the  same  as  nearly  as  possible;  and  at  the  same  meeting 
they  shall  fix  upon  and  determine  the  amount  of  taxes  to  be  raised  for  the 
current  year:  Provided^  Property  situate  within  the  limits  of  the  corpora- 
tion, and  not  within  the  town  plat,  shall  be  exempted  from  the  payment  of 
the  corporation  tax,  ■ 

Sec.  7.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  recorder  of  said  corporation 
to  [make  duplicates  of  taxes  assessed,  agreeably  to  this  act;  which  dupli- 
cates shall  be  certified  by  the  mayor  and  recorder;  and  one  of  said  dupli- 
cates shall  be  delivered  to  the  marshal,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  collect 
said  tax,  in  the  same  manner  and  under  the  same  regulations  as  the  col- 
lector of  State  and  county  tax  is  required  to  collect  State  and  county 
taxes;  and  the  marshal  shall,  immediately  after  collecting  said  tax, 
pay  the  same  over  to  the  treasurer  of  said  corporation,  and  take  his 
receipt  therefor:  and  the  said  marshal  shall  have  the  same  power  to 
sell  both  real  and  personal  property,  as  is  given  by  law  to  county 
treasurers;  and  when  necessary,  the  recorder  shall  have  power  to  make 
deeds  for  real  estate  so  sold,  and  in  the  same  manner  that  county  auditors 
are  by  law  empowered  to  do,  for  lands  sold  by  the  county  treasurer. 

Sec.  8.  That  the  mayor  of  said  corporation  shall  be  conservator  of 
the  peace  throughout  said  town,  shall  give  bond  and  security  in  like  man- 
ner as  justices  of  the  peace  are  required  to  do,  and  shall,  within. the  same, 
have  all  the  powers  and  jurisdiction  of  a  justice  of  the  peace,  in  all  matters, 
either  civil  or  criminal,  arising  under  the  laws  of  this  [State,]  and  re- 
ceive the  same  fees  as  justices  are  allowed:  appeals  to  be  taken  from  the 
decisions  of  of  said  mayor  in  all  cases  where  appeals  are  allowed  from  the 
decisions  of  justices  of  the  peace,  and  in  the  same  manner. 

Sec.  9.  That  the  marshal  shall  be  the  principal  ministerial  oiBcer  of 
said  town,  and  shall  have  the  same  powers  as  constables  have  by  law; 
and  his  jurisdiction  in  crimirial  cases  shall  be  co-extensive  with  the  county 
of  Portage;  and  he  shall  execute  the  process  of  the  mayor,  and  receive 
the  same  fees  for  his  services  that  constables  are  allowed  for  like  services. 

Sec.  ID.  That  the  corporation  [shall]  be  entitled  to  the  use  of  the  jail  of 
Portage  county,  for  the  confinement  or  imprisonment  of  such  persons  as 
may  be  liable  thereto,  under  this  act, or  under  the  laws  of  said  town  council: 
and  all  persons  so  imprisoned  shall  be  under  the  charge  of.  the  sheriff  of 
said  county. 

Sec.  11.  That  any  future  Legislature  may  alter,  amend,  or  repeal 
this  ncU  Provided^  Thvii  such  alteration,  amendment  or  repeal  shall  not 
divert  the  property  of  said  corporation  from  the  purposes  expressed  ia 
this  act.

stock  of  the  Mad  river  and  Lake  Erie  Rail-road  Company. 

Sec.  !•  .  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohioj 
That  if  the  county  commissioners  of  Champaign  county  shall  consider  itta 
be  for  the  general  interest  of  said  couuty,  and  desired  by  the  inhabitants 
thereo/,  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  subscribe,  on  behalf  of  the  people 
of  said  county,  for  six  hundred  shares  of  the  Capital  stock  of  the  Mad  river 
and  Lake  Erie  Rail-road  Company;  and  to  pay  the  instalments  thereon  as 
they  shall  be  required  by  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company. 

Sec.  2.  If  the  board  of  commissioners  shall  subscribe  for  the  said  shares 
of  stock,  as  above  provided,  they  are  further  authorized  to  borrow,  on  the 
credit  of  said  county  of  Champaign,  any  sum  of  money  not  exceeding 
thirty  thousand  dollars;  and,  for  the  final  payment  of  the  principal  and  of 
the  interest  thereon,  to  pledge  the  faith  of  said  county;  and  they  shall  levy 
and  collect,  annually,  such  taxes  as,  together  with  the  tolls  arising  from  the 
stock  of  said  road,  will  suffice  to  pay  the  interest  of  such  loan,  and  other 
incidental  charges  and  liabilities  connected  therewith. 

Sec.  3.  The  said  commissioners  shall  have  power  to  hypothecate  the 
said  stock  as  a  security  for  the  loan  they  may  make,  and  to  sell  the  same, 
and  apply  the  proceeds  to  the  paymemt  of  the  loan,  and  the  premiums  ob- 
tained thereon  shall  be  paid  into  the  county  treasury;  and  they  shall  also 
be  empowered  to  make  such  arrangements  for  the  payment  of  interest  on 
said  loan,  or  the  saving  of  interest  thereon,  as  the  good  of  the  people  o£ 
Champaign  county  may  require.

]tf  ftking  further  provision  for  the  erection  of  a  Lunatic  Asylum  for  the  State  of  Ohio, 

Sec.  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  tlie  State  of  Ohioy  Thai 
there  shall  be  erected,  on  the  lands  recently  purchased  for  the  State,  by  the 
directors  of  the  I^unatic  Asylum  of  Ohio,  suitable  buildings  for  the  recep- 
tion and  medical  treatment  of  insane  persons,  to  be  constructed  in  such 
manner  and  on  such  a  scale  as  shall,  in  the  opinion  of  said  directors,  be 
best  calculated  to  promote  the  object  in  \iew,  and  not  exceed,  in  expensei 
the  amount  stated  in  their  report  to  the  present  General  Assembly. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  said  board  of  directors  shall  appoint  a  suitable  person 
to  superintend  the  erection  of  said  buildings,  who  shall  hold  his  appoint- 
ment during  the  pleasure  of  said  board,  or  until  the  said  buildings  are  com-, 
pleted,  who  shall  execute  a  bond  to  the  State  of  Ohio,  in  the  penal  sum  of 
10,000  dollars,  with  two  sufficient  securities,  to  be  approved  of  l^y  said 
board,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  all  duties  which  may 
from  time  to  time  be  required  of  him;  who  shall,  under  the  direction  and 
advice  of  said  board,  contract  for  and  procure  all  the  materials  which  may 
be  necessary  and  proper  for  the  erection  of  said  biiildings,  and  make  con- 
tracts for  the  workmanship  and  labor  necessary  for  the  erection  and  com- 
pletion of  the  same,  and  superintend  the  work  during  tlie  progress  of  con^ 
struction. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  directors  and  warden  of  the  Ohio  Penitentiary  are

being,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  created  and  declared  a  body  corporate  and 
politic,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  "First  Presbyterian  Church  and  Con-

John  Lyons,  Mickel 
Morrison,  Joseph  M.  Marquis,  Jonathan  Ljons,  and  their  associates  for  the 
time  being,  be,  and  tbej  are  hereby  created  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  by 
the  name  of  ^^The  First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Olive;''  and  as  such  shall

To  incorporate  the  Higginsport  and  HjUe/borottgh  Turnpike  Company. 

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  That 
'Thomas  L.  Hamer,  David  Johnston,  David  Ammen,  Peter  L.  Wilson, 
James  Loudon,  Nathaniel  Woods,  Edward  Thompson,  Samuel  Home, 
John  J.  HfCgins,  William  Moore,  William  Davidson,  Vincent  Crabb, 
George  W.  King,  John  H.  Blair,  James  Clark,  Thomas  H.  Linch,  Jesse 
Dugin,  Benjamin  F.  Holden,  John  Wylie,  Peter  Spinkle,  John  Lindsey» 
and  Uriah  Springer,  of  Brown  county;  and  Joseph  J»  M'Dowell,  Samuel 
Bell,  Henry  Turner,  Benjamin  H.  Johnston,  David  Miller,  Allen  Trimble, 
John  Smith,  John  W.  Price^  Joshua  Woodrow,  John  Roads,  Moses  Pat- 
terson, George  W.  Barrere,  and  James  Morrow,  of  Highland  county,  as 
commissioner^;  and  their  associates,  stockholders,  as  hereinafter  provided, 
their  successors  and  assigns,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  created  and  declared 
a  body  politic  and  corporate,  perpetual,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  Hig- 
ginsport and  Hillsborough  Turnpike  Company;  to  construct  and  keep  in 
repair  a  turnpike  road,  toll  gates,  and  gate  keepers  houses;  commencing 
at  a  suitable  point  at  Higginsport,  in  Brown  county;  thence  by  the  most 
eligible  route,  through  Georgetown,  in  Brown  county,  to  Hillsborough,  in 
Highland  county;  and  by  such  corporate  name  and  style,  said  company 
is  made  and  declared  capable  in  law  and  equity,  to  contract,  sue  and  be 
sued,  make  by-laws,  not  contrary  to  the  constitution  or  laws  of  the  Uni- 
ted States,  or  of  this  State;  and  to  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  which 
they  may  break,  alter  or  renew  at  pleasure;  and  to  acquire, have  hold,  sell, 
transfer  and  cojivey' property,  real  and  personal,  for  their  corporate  use 
and  purposes,  but  for  no  other  use  or  purpose  whatsoever. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  capital  stock  of  the  company,  hereby  incorporated,  shall 
consist  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  in  sha?es  of  fifty  dollars  each, 
and  may  be  subscribed  and  held  by  individuals,  companies  or  corporations, 
and  shall  be  appropriated'  and  applied  to  the  uses  and  purposes,  in  the 
first  section  of  the  act  set  forth,  and  to  no  other  use  or  purpose;  and  any 
person  desiring  to  discharge  his  subscription  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  com- 
pany, in  labor  or  materials,  on  or  for  said  roads,  shall  so  specify,  at  the  time 
of  subscribing ;  in  which  case,  the  labors  to  be  performed  by  such  subscri- 
ber, shall  be  assigned,  and  the  value  of  the  same  estimated  by  the  princi- 
pal engineer,  superintending  the  construction  of  the  road;  or  if  materials 
be  subscribed,  the  value  thereof  shall  be  estimated  by  such  principal  en- 
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gineer:  Provided^  That  in  all  cases  of  subscription  to  the  capital  stock  of 
said  company,  five  dollars,  in  cash,  shall  be  paid  to  the  person  or  persons, 
under  whose  superintendence  subscriptions  may  be  received,  on  Such 
share  subscribers;  and  the  residue  of  such  capital  stock,  whether  in  cash, 
labor,  or  materials,  shall  be  paid,  discharged,  performed  and  furnished,  on 
the  requisition  of  the  directors,  for  the  time  being. 

Sec*  3.  That  books  for  receiving  subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock  of 
said  company,  shall  be  opened  on  the  tenth  day  of  July  next,  at 
such  places,  and  under  the  superintendence  of  such  persons,  as  a 
majority  of  said  commissioners,  or  a  majority  of  such  of  them  as 
may  consent  to  act,  may  designate  and  appoint;  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  said  commissioners,  or  a  majority  of  them,  or  a  majority  ,[of  such] 
of  them  as  consent  to  act,  to  give  ten  days'  notice  of  the  times,  places, 
and  persons,  at  which,  and  under  whose  superintendence,  will  be  opened 
the  books  for  receiving  subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company; 
which  notice  shall  be  published  in  some  newspaper  published,  or  in  gener* 
al  circulation,  in  each  of  the  counties  of  Highland,  and  Brown;  and 
the  books  for  receiving  subscriptions,  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  kept  open  as 
long  as  said  directors  shall  see  fit,  unless  said  sum  of  one  hundred  thou- 
sand dollars,  of  said  capital  stock,  shall  be  sooner  subscribed. 

Sec.  4.     That  as  soun  as  it  shall  be  ascertained,  that  twenty  thousand 
dollars  of  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  has  been  subscribed^  said 
commissioners,  or  a  majority  of  them,  or  a  majority  of  such  of  them  as 
consent  to  act,  shall  give  ten  days  notice,  as  provided  in  the  third  section 
of  this  act,  of  the  time  of  holding  an  election,  which  shall  be  held  at 
Georgetown,  aforesaid,  for  seven  directors,  to  manage  and  conduct  the 
business  and  affairs  of  said  company;  ani  on  the  day  thus  specified,  at 
Georgetown,  aforesaid,  the  stockholders  •f  said  company  shall  proceed  to 
the  election,  by  ballot,  of  seven  director?,  stockholders,  any  five  of  whom 
shall  constitute  a  quorum,  for  the  transaction  of  the  business  and  concerns 
of  said  company;    the  first  election  for  directors,  under  this  act,  shall  be 
conducted  by  two  inspectors,  who  shall  be  appointed  by  a  majority  of 
such  commissioners,  as  may  consent  to  act;  and  such  inspectors  shall 
act  under  oath;  none  but  stockhoUers  shall  vote  for,  or-  be  elected 
directors;  and  the  stockholders  shall  be  entitled  to  on6  vote,  which  may 
be  given  in  person,  or  by  proxy,  for  each  share  of  stock  by  him,  her,  or 
them  owned  and  held,  on  the    day  of  election;  the  ' ^even  directors,  ha- 
ving the  highest  number  of  votes,  shall  be  declared  duly  elected;  but  if  an 
election  of  seven  directors  shall  not  be  effected,  by  reason  of  an  equal 
number  of  votes  being  given,  in  favor  of  two  or  more  stockholders  j  in  that 
case,  the  inspectors  of  the  election  shall  determine,  by  lot,  amongst  the 
eight  or  more  stockholders,  having  the  highest  and  an  equal  number  of 
votes,  who  shall  be  directors,  to  complete  the  number  of  seven:  Providedj 
Such  determination,  by  lot,  shall  not  postpone  as  director,  one  stockhold- 
er having  a  higher,  to  another  having  a  lower,  number  of  votes;  the  di- 
rectors first  elected,  under  this  act,  shall  hold  th^ir  office  until  the  first 
Monday  of  November  next,  after  election,  and  until  their  successors  art 
elected  and  qualified;  and  on  the  first  Monday  of  November  annually  i  afteir 
the  first  elections  for  directors,  there  shall  be  an  election  for  directors  of 
said  company;  annual  elections  for  directors  of  said  company  shall  te 
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under  the  superintendence  of  the  directors,  for  the  time  being;  who  shall 
designate  a  place,  and  shall  give  the  like  notice  of  the  time  of  such  annu- 
al election,  as  is  required  to  be  given  by  the  commissioners,  as  aforesaid,  of 
the  time  and  place  of  holding  the  first  election,  under  this  act;  and  shall, 
in  like  manner,  notify  the  persons  elected,  and  designate  a  time  and  place 
for  the  persons  elected  directors,  to  meet  and  qualify;  and  the  directors, 
annually  elected,  shall  proceed,  as  required  of  the  first  directors. 

Sec.  5.  That  within  five  days,  after  the  first  election  of  directors,  under 
this  act,  the  inspectors  of  the  election  shall  give  notice,  in  writing,  to  the 
seven  stockholders,  elected  directors,  of  such  their  elections;  and  shall  ap- 
point a  day,  on  which  the  directors  so  elected  shall  meet  at  Georgetown 
aforesaid,  for  organization;  and  on  the  day  so  appointed,  which  shall  not 
be  more  than  ten  days  from  the  day  of  election,  or  sooner,  if  the  directors 
elected  can  agree,  the  directors  so  elected,  shall  meet  at  George- 
town, and  severally  take  an  oath  faithfully  and  impartially,  to  discharge 
the  several  duties  of  director  of  the  turnpike  company,  hereby  in- 
•corporated;  and  being  thus  qualified,  such  directors  tshall  appoint  one  of 
their  body  president  of  the  board;  they  shall  also  appoint  a  treasurer,  who 
shall  not  be  a  director,  and  they  may  require  and  take  cf  the  treasurer, 
bond,  in  such  sum,  and  with  such  security,  as  to  them  may  appear  reason- 
able and  necessary,  to  secure  said  company;  said  directors  shall  also  ap- 
4»oint  a  secretary,  who  shall  keep  a  full  and  fair  journal  of  the  corporate 
acts  of  said  company,  and  shall  perform  such  other  duties,  as  may  be  re- 
quired of  him  by  the  directors. 

Sec.  6.    That  the  said  company  shall  have  a  right  to  lay  out,  survey, 
and  locate  a  turnpike  road,  as  specified  in  the  first  section  of  this  act, 
through  any  improved  or  unimproved  lands;  and  to  take  from  the  lands, 
occupied  by  such  road,  when  located  as  aforesaid,  any  stone,  gravel,  tim- 
ber, or  other  materials,  necessary  to  construct  a  good,  secure,  and  substan- 
tial turnpike  road,  as  contemplated  by  this  act,  and  the  necessary  bridges 
connected  therewith;  and  if  any  difference  should  arise  between  the  own- 
er or  owners  of  any  ground,  on  which  said  road  may  be  located,  or  from 
which  such  materials  are  taken,  as  aforesaid,  and  the  agents  of  the  compa- 
ny, respecting  damage,  it  shall  be  determined,  by  three  disinterested  free- 
holders, to  be  appointed  by  the  commissioners  of  the  county,  in  which  the 
subject  of  diflerence  lies;  who,  after  being  duly  sworn,  faithfully  and  im- 
partially to  perform  the  duties,  required  of  them  in  this  act,  and  taking  itinto 
consideration,  whether  the  land  be,  really,  rendered  more  or  less  valuable, 
by  the  road  passing  through  it,  shdil  make  oOt  tlieir  assessment  in  writing, 
of  the  damage,  if  any;  a  copy  of  which  shall  be  given  to  the  proprietor  of 
the  land,  and  another  copy  to  the  agent  of  the  company;  and  said  agent 
shall  pay,  or  offer  to  pay,  the  owner  of  said  land,  the  amount  of  such  as- 
sessed damages,  before  he  shall  enter  upon  and  take  any  such  ground  or 
materials,  other  than  to  survey  the  road;  and  all  such  assessment  of  dama- 
ges, if  any  should  be  awarded,  shall  be  paid  by  the  company;  but  if  no 
damage  shall  be  awarded,  then  the  expense  shall  be  paid  by  the  person  who 
had  claimed  damages;  and  in  case  sutlicient  materials  cannot  be  procured 
on  the  land  so  as  aforesaid  required  for  said  road  and  bridges,  said  compa- 
ny, or  their  agents,  shall  have  a  right  to,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized,  to 
enter  upon  any  unimproved  lands,  adjoining  or  m  the  vicinity  of  said  road, 
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and  to  dig)  cat  down^  take,  and  carry  away,  so  much  stone,  gravel,  timberf 
or  other  material*,  (not  previously  cut  down,  taken,  approrpriated  or  pre* 
pared,  by  the  owner  for  any  particular  use,)  as  may  be  necessary  to  enable 
said  company  to  construct  said  road  and  the  necessary  bridges,  toll  gates, 
and  gate  keepers'  houses;  and  in  case  of  diSerence  between  the  owners  of 
any  lands,  from  which  materials  may  be  taken,  as  last  aforesaid,  such  dif- 
ference shall  be  determined,  and  compensation  made  by  said  company,  in 
manner  provided  by  this  section* 

Sec  7.  That  said  company  shall  cause  such  turnpike  road  to  be 
opened,  not  exceeding  eighty  feet  wide;  at  least  fifteen  feet  of  which 
shall  be  made  an  artificial  road,  composedof  stbne,  gravel,  wood,  or  other 
suitable  materials,  Nxrell  compacted  together,  in  such  a  manner  as  to  secure  a 
good,  firm,  substantial  and  even  road,  rising  in  the  middle,  with  a  gradual 
arch  or  curve,  with  sufficient  drains  on  each  side,  to  carry  the  water  there- 
from, and  shall  kepp  the  same  in  good  repair;  and  in  no  case  shall  the  as- 
cent insuch  road  be  of  greater  elevation,  than  four  degrees  with  the  heri- 
zon« 

Sec.  8.  That  so  soon  as  said  company  shall  have  completed  such, 
roads,  or  the  grading  thereof,  as  aforesaW,  or  any  part  of  such  roads,  not 
less  than  five  continuous  miles,  and  so  from  time  to  time,  as  often  as  five 
continuous  miles  thereof  shall  be  completed,or  completely  graded,  an  agent, 
to  be  appointed  for  that  purpose  by  the  commissioners  of  the  proper  coun- 
tv,  if  not  otherwise  appointed  by  order,  under  the  Legislature  or  its  au- 
thority, shall,  on  application  of  said  company,  examine  said  road,  or  part 
thereof,  as  aforesaid,  and  report  his  opinion  to  the  president  of  said  com- 
pany; and  if  such  agent  shall  report  said  road^  or  any  continuous  five  miles 
thereof,  to  be  completed  or  completely  graded,  agreeable  to  the  requisi- 
tions of  this  act,  said  company  shall  thereupon  be  entitled  to  erect  a  toll 
gate  or  gates,  at  suitable  distances  on  said  road,  and  to  demand  and  re- 
ceive of  those  travelling  or  using  the  same,  the  tolls  allowed  by  this  act* 

Sec.  9.  That  the  following  shall  be  the  rates  of  tolls  demandable  or 
receivable  for  each  and  every  ten  miles  of  said  road,  when  completed,  and  in 
the  same  proportion  for  any  greater  or  lesser  distance,  to  wit:  for  every 
four  wheeled  carriage  or  wagon,  drawn  by  one  horse  or  ox,  eighteen  and 
three  fourth  cents;  for  every  horse  or  ox  in  addition,  six  and  one  fourth 
cents;  for  every  chaise,  riding  chair,  cart,  or  gig,  or  other  two  wheeled 
carriage,  of  any  kind,  drawn  by  one  horse  or  ox,  twelve  and  a  half  cents; 
for  every  horse  or  ox  in  addition,  six  and  one  fourth  cents;  for  every  sled  or 
sleigh,  drawn  by  one  horse  or  ox,  twelve  and  a  half  cents;  for  every  coach, 
chariot,  or  other  four  wheeled  pleasure  carriage,  drawn  by  one  horse,  (dri- 
ver included*)  twenty-five  cents;  for  every  additional  hofse,  six  and  one 
fourth  cents;  for  every  horse  and  driver,  six  and  one  fourth  cents;  for  eve- 
ery  horse,  mule,  or  ass,  led  or  driven,  of  six  months  old  and  upwards,  two 
cents;  for  every  head  of  neat  cattle,  six  months  old  and  upwards,  three 
fourths  of  a  cent;  for  every  head  of  sheep  or  hogs,  one  fourth  of  a  cent; 
and  for  equal  distances  and  like  objects,  said  company  shall  he  entitled  to 
demand  and  receive  one  half  of  the  foregoing  amount  of  tolls  on  said  road, 
when  completely  graded  as  aforesaid,  but  not  fully  completed,  as  a  turn- 
pike road. 

Sec.  10.    That  if  any  person  or  persons  using  said  r6ad  shall,  with  in- 
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tent  to  defraud  said  company,  or  to  evade  the  payment  of  tolls,  past 
through  any  private  gate,  or  bars,  or  other  ground,  except  around  cross- 
ways,  authorized  by  law,  near  to  any  turnpike  gate  of  said  rosid,  every  person 
guilty  of,  or  concerned  in  such  fraudulent  practices,  shall,  for  every  such 
offence,  be  liable  to  pay  said  company  a  sum  not  less  than  two  dollars,  nor 
more  than  ten  dollars,  to  be  recovered  in  action  of  debt,  with  cost  of  suits, 
before  any  justice  of  the  peace  of  the  county  in  which  such  offence  may 
be  committed;  and  from  such  judgments  of  the  justice  of  the  peace,  an  ap- 
peal may  be  taken  to  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  the  proper  county,  but 
no  stay  of  execution  shall  be  allo.wed. 

Sec.  11*  That  if  said  company  shall  fail  for  ten  days  in  succession,  to 
keep  said  road  in  good  repair,  and  complaint  thereof  be  made  to  a  justice 
of  the  peace  of  the  county  in  which  said  road  may  be  out  of  repair,  it  shall 
be  his  duty  forthwith  to  summons  three  disinterested  freeholders  of  the 
county  to  examine  the  same,  and  he  shall  give  notice  to  the  toll  gatherer^ 
at  the  nearest  gate,  of  the  time  when  such  freeholders  will  proceed  to  ex- 
amine said  road^;  and'such  freeholders,  after  taking  an  oath  or  affirmation 
to  act  impartially,  shall  proceed  to  examine  said  road;  and  if  such  free- 
holders shall  find  said  road  out  of  repair,  they  shall  certify  their  finding 
to  the  justice  of  the  peace,  who  shall  immediately  transmit  a  copy  of  sucn 
certificate  to  the  toll  gatherer  nearest  the  defective  part  of  said  road;  and 
from  the  time  the  toll  gatherer's  receiving  such  notice,  no  tolls  shall  be  de- 
manded or  received  for  such  part  of  the  road,  until  the  same  shall  be  put 
into  complete  repair,  under  the  penalty  of  five  dollars  for  each  offence,  to 
be  recovered  of  said  company,  with  cost,  on  the  complaint  and  for  the  use 
of  the  party  aggrieved. 

Sec.  1 2.  That  if  any  person  shall,  wilfully  or  wantonly,  destroy  or  in 
any  manner  injure  or  obstruct  any  part  of  said  road,  or  gate  thereon,  oth- 
erwise than  in  the  just  or  lawful  use  thereof,  every. such  person  shall  be 
liable  to  pay  said  company  for  every  such  offence  a  sum  not  less  than  five 
dollars,  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars,  to  be  recovered  with  cost  before  any 
justice  of  the  peace  of  the  county  in  which  such  offence  may  have  been 
committed ;'from  which  judgment  an  appeal  may  be  taken  to  the  court  of 
common  pleas,  but  no  stay  of  execution  shall  be  allowed. 

Sec.  13.  That  said  company  shall  put  a.  post  or  stone  at  the  end  of 
each  mile,  with  the  number  of  miles  from  Higginsport  fairly  cut  or  painted 
thereon;  nnd  also  in  a  conspicuous  place  near  each  toll  gate  shall  be  pla- 
ced a  board,  with  tlie  rates  of  tolls  fairly  printed  thereon,  with  directions 
to  keep  to  the  right. 

Sec.  14.  That  if  any  person  shall  wilfully  deface  or  destroy  any  guide 
board,  mile  post  or  stone,  or  painted  list  or  rate  of  tolls,  erected  on  said 
road,  hq  shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  before  a  justice  of  the  peace  of  the 
proper  county,  forfeit  and  pay  a  sum,  not  less  than  five  dollars,  nor  more 
than  ten  dollars,  with  cost  of  suit,  in  an  action  of  debt,  at  the  suit  of  said 
company;  and  from  the  judgment  of  the  justice  of  the  peace  in  such  case, 
an  appeal  may  be  taken  to  the  court  of  comnrion  picas,  but  no  stay  of  exe- 
cution shall  be  allowed. 

[Sec.  1 5.]  That  if  any  toll  gatherer  on  said  road  shall  unrej^sonably 
dcitain  any  person  after  payment  or  tender  of  the  proper  amount  of  toll, 
or  shall  demand  or  receive  a  greater  amount  than  by  this  act  is  authorized, 
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he  shall  for  every  such  oflence  forfeit  and  pay  a  sum,  not  exceeding  twenty 
dollars^  to  be  recovered  with  cost  of  suit,  before  any  justice  of  the  peace 
of  the  proper  county,  in  an  action  of  debt,  at  the  suit  of  the  party  aggriev- 
ed; and  from  the  judgment  of  the  justice,  in  such  case,  an  appeal  may  be 
taken  to  the  court  of  common  pleas,  but  a  stay  of  execution  shall  be  al- 
lowed: ProDid^d^  That  no  action  under  this  section  shall  be  commenced 
after  the  expiration  of  twenty  days  from  the  accruing  thereof. 

Sec,  16.  That  there  shall  be  kept  a  fair  account  of  the  whole  expenses 
of  making  and  repairing  said  road,  with  all  incidental  expenses;  and  also  a 
fair  account  of  the  tolls  received;  and  the  State  shall  have  a  right  to  pur- 
chase the  same,  or  any  part  of  the  stock  thereof,  on  paying  said  company 
a  ium  of  money  which,  together  with  tolls  received,  shall  equal  the  cost 
and  expenses  of  said  road,  as  aforesaid,  with  ten  per  cent,  interest  per 
annum;  and  the  books  of  said  company  shall  always  be  open  to  the  in- 
spection of  the  agent  olthe  State  appointed  for  that  purpose  by  the  Le- 
gislature; and  if  the  company  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  exhibit  their  ac- 
count agreeably  to  this  section,  when  thereunto  required,  then  all -the 
rights  and  privileges  granted  by  this  act  shall  cease. 

Sec.  17.  That  if  said  company  shall  not,  within  three  years  from  the 
passage  of  this  act,  proceed  to  carry  on  the  work,  according  to  the  true 
mtent  and  meaning  of  this  act,  then  in  that  case  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
Legislature  to  resume  all  the  rights  and  privileges  hereby  granted. 

Sec.  18.  That  said  company  shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized 
and  entitled,  to  demand  and  receive  the  like  toll  from  persons  conveying 
the  United  States  mail,  as  from  other  persons;  and  in  case  of  neglect  or 
refusal  on  the  part  of  any  person  or  persons  engaged  in  the  transportation 
of  the  mail,  to  pay  the  tolls  by  this  act  authorized  to  be  demanded  and  re- 
ceived, said  company  may  proceed  to  collect  the  same  by  action  of  debt; 
but  shall  not  obstruct  or  delay  the  passage  of  the  mail.

Sec.  1 .  Be  it  enacted  hf  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  OhiOf 
That  David  Adams,  James  f.  Worthin]nrton,Strander  McNeill,  A.  Heieler, 
Isaac  Sperry,  Erasmus  Tulleys,  Felix  Wells,  George  J.  Hardey  and  Mar- 
tin Peterson,  all  of  the  county  of  Ross;  Norman  T.  Jones,  Benjamin  Hin- 
ton,  J.  S.  Williams,  Thomas'M.  Garraugh,  and  Shepherd  Berriman,  of  tlie 
county  of  Fayette;  Mathias  Winans,  Noah  Hixori,  James  Galloway,  John 
Dodd,  Adam  Hains  and  John  ITeddleson,  of  the  county  of  Green;  and  Rob- 
ert Edgar  and  George  Newcom,  of  the  county  of  Montgomery,  and  their 
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associates,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  incorporated  as  a  body  politic  and 
corporate,  by  the  naoie  and  title  of  the  ^^Chillicothe,  Xenia  and  Dayton 
Turnpike  Company;"  and  by  that  name  they  and  their  successors  shall 
have  perpetual  succession;  and  shall  be  capable  of  holding  capital  stock 
to  the  amount  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  and  the  increase 
and  profits  thereof;  and  of  enlarging  the  same,  if  they  shall  think  proper, 
to  an  amount  in  all,  not  exceeding  two  hundred  thousand  dollars;  and  for 
taking,  purchasing  and  holding  to  them,  their  successors  and  assigns,  in  fee 
simple,  and  for  any  less  estate,  any  such  lands,  ,tcnements,  or  heredita- 
ments and  estates,  real,  personal  or  mixed,  as  shall  be  .necessary  for 
them  in  the  prosecution  of  their  works;  and  shall  be  capable  of  suing  and 
being  sued,  pleading  and  being  impleaded;  and  have  a  cominon  seal,  and 
the  same  break,  alter  and  renew  at  pleasure. 

Sec.  ^«  That  so  soon  as  the  company  aforesaid  sHall  have  duly  organ- 
ized themselves,  by  written  articles  of  association,  recognizing  this  act,  mey 
may  then  proceed  to  open  books  for  subscription  to  the  capital  stock  of  said 
company,  at  Chillicothe,  Dayton,  and  at  such  other  places  as  they  may 
deem  proper,  to  receive  subscriptions  to  the  stock  of  said  company,  in 
shares  of  twenty-five  dollars  each;  which  books  shall  be  opened  at  such 
time  and  under  such  regulations  as  shall  be  directed' by  David  Adams,  and 
his  associates  aforesaid. 

Sec.  3.  That  whenever  twelve  hundred  shares  shall  have  been  sub- 
scribed, it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commissioners,  who  may  have  received 
the  subscriptions  aforesaid,  to  call  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders,  by  giving 
public  notice  thereof  in  some  newspaper  printed  in  Chillicothe  and  in 
Dayton,  not  less  than  fifteen,  nor  more  than  sixty  days  previous  thereto, 
for  the  purpose  of  electing  nine  directors;  at  which  elections,  at  least  three 
of  the  commissioners  shall  preside;  and  all  votes  shall  be  by  ballot,  each 
stockholder  having  one  vote  for  each  and  every  share  he  may  own;  stock* 
holders  may  also  vote  by  proxy,  under  such  regulations  as  may  be  pre- 
scribed in  the  by-laws  of  the  company;  and  the  directors  thus  elected, 
shall,  on  the  saifne  or  the  next  day  thereafter,  qualify  themselves  by  an 
oath  or  affirmation  of  office;  and  then  immediately  proceed  to  elect  from 
their  number,  a  president,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  sign  ail  obliga- 
tions or  contracts  in  the  behalf  of  the  company:  all  elections  for  directors, 
shall  be  on  the  first  Monday  in  January,  unless  otherwise  determined  by 
the  by-laws. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  president  and  directors  shall  hold  their  oflices  for 
one  year,  and  until  their  successors  are  chosen  and  qualified:  they  shall  in 
all)cases  manage  the  concerns  of  the  company;  appoint  such  other  officers 
and  agents  as  arfe  hecessary;  fill  all  vacancies  that  may  happen  in  theur 
own  body,  until  the  next,  annual  election;  make  by-laws  for  the  government 
of  the  corporation :  Provided^  The  same  be  not  inconsistent  with  the  consti- 
tutionand  laws  of  thisState,  or  of  the  United  States;  and  may  require  an  oath 
or  affirmation  of  any  of  the  agents  of  said  company,  when  they  may  think 
necessary;  may  call  special  meetings  of  the  stockholders  by  giving  notice 
as  before  mentioned;  keep  a  record  of  their  proceedings  relative  to  the 
company,  and  do  all  other  matters  and  things  touching  the  concerns  of  the 
company,  contemplated  by  this  act. 
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Sec.  5.  That  if  any  stockholder  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  pay  any  in- 
stalment, after  lixty  days  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  payment,  it  shall 
be  at  the  option  of  the  directors  to  declare  the  stock  of  such  delinquent  for- 
feited to  the  company,  or  to  collect  the  deficient  instalmeht  by  suit,  with 
costs  and  interest  thereon,  from  the  time  said  unpaid  instalment  had  be 
come  due;  and  no  delinquent  stockholder  shall  have  a  right  to  vote  at  any 
mee  ting  of  the  company. 

Sec.  6.  That  the  said  company  shall  have  a  right  to  lay  out  and  survey 
their  said  road  through  any  improved  or  unimproved  lands,  on  the  nearest 
and  best  route  from  the  town  of  Chillicothe,  through  Frankfort,  in  Ross 
county,  Washington,  in  Fayette  county,  Jamestown  and  Xenia,  in  Green 
county,  to  Dayton,  in  Montgomery  county;  and  to  take  from  the  land  oc- 
cupied by  said  rood  when  located  and  surveyed  as  aforesaid^  any  stone,, 
gravel,  timber  or  other  materials,  necessary  to  construct  a  good,  secure 
and  substantial  road,  as  contemplated  by  this  act;  and  in  case  sufficient 
materials  cannot  be  procured  on  the  land  so  as  aforesaid,  located  for  said 
road,  said  company,  or  their  agents,  shall  have  a  right  to  enter  upon  any 
unimproved  lands  adjoining  or  in  the  vicinity  of  said  road,  and  to  dig,  cut 
down,  take  and  carry.away  so  much  stone,  gravel,  timber  or  other  materials 
(not  previously  cut  down,  taken  or  appropriated  by  the  ownersto  any  particu- 
lar use,)  as  maybe  necessary  to  enable  said  company  to  construct  said 
rosui;and  if  any  difference  should  arise  between  the  owner  or  owners  of 
any  ground  from  which  such  materials  are  taken,  as  aforesaid,  and  the 
agents  of  the  company,  respecting  damages,  it  shall  be  determined  by  three 
disinterested  freeholders,  to  be  appointed  by  the  commissioners  of  the  coun- 
ty in  which  the  subject  of  difference  lies;  who,  taking  into  consideration 
whether  the  land  be  really  made  more  or  less  valueable  by  the  road  pass- 
ing through  it,  shall  make  out  their  assessment  in  writing,  of  the  damages, 
if  any,  a  copy  of  which  shall  be  given  to  the  proprietor  of  the  land,  and 
another  copy  to  the  agent  of  the  company;  and  said  agent  sliall  pay  or  of- 
fer to  pay,  the  owner  of  said  land  the  amount  of  such  assessed  damages, 
before  he  shall  enter  upon  or  take  any  such  ground  or  materials,  other 
than  to  survey  the  road;  and  all  expenses  of  such  assessment  of  damages, 
if  any  are  awarded,  shall  be  paid  by  the  company. 

Sec.  7.  That  thei  president  and  directors  of  the  ChiHicothe,  Xenia  and 
Dayton  Turnpike  Company,  shall  cause  the  said  road  to  be  opened,  not 
exceeding  ninety  feet  wide,  at  least  eighteen  of  which  shall  be  made  an 
artificial  road  composed  of  stone,  gravel,  wood,  or  other  suitale  materials, 
well  compacted  together,  in  such  manner  as  to  secure  a  firm,  substantial 
and  even  road,  rising  in  tlie  middle,  with  a  gradual  arch;  and  shall  main- 
tain and  keep  the  same  in  good  repair;  and  in  no  case  shall  the  ascent  in 
the  road  be  of  greater  elevation  than  five  degrees. 

Sec.  8.  That  as  soon  as  the  said  turnpike  cofripany  shall  have  comple- 
ted the  road  as  aforesaid,  from  Chillicothe  to  Dayton,  or  any  part  thereof, 
not  less  than  ten  miles,  measuring  from  the  corporation  line  of  Chillicothe 
aforesaid;  and  so,  from  time  to  time,  as  often  as  ten  miles  of  said  road 
shall  be  completed,  always  measuring  from  the  town  of  Chillicothe 
aforesaid,  an  agent,  to  be  appointed  for  that  purpose  by  the  Governor,  if 
not  otherwise  appointed  by  the  Legislature,  shall,  on  application  of  the 
company,  examine  the  same,  and  report  his  opinion,  in  writing,  to  thp  pre- 
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^ide&tof  the  company;  wd  if  such  report  shall  State  the  road^  or  any  ten 
miles  thereof,  to  be  completed  agreeably  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  the 
company  may  then  erect  a  gate  or  gates  at  suitable  distances,  and  demand 
and  receive  of  persons  travelling  the  same,  the  tolls  allowed  by  this  act. 

Sec.  9.  That  the  following  shall  be  the  rates  of  toll  for  each  and  every 
ten  miles  of  said  road,  and  in  the  same  proportion  for  a  greater  or  less 
distance,  to  wit:  for  every  four  wheel  carriage,  drawn  by  two  horses  or 
oxen,  twenty-five  cents;  for  every  horse  or  ox  in  addition,  six  and  one- 
fourth  cents;  for  every  two  wheeled  carriage,  drawn  by  two  horses  or 
oxen,  eighteen  and  three^fourth  cents;  for  every  horse  or  ox  in  addition, 
six  and  one-fourth  cents;  for  every  sled  or  sleigh,  drawn  by  two  horses  or 
oxen,  twelve  and  a  half  cents;  and  for  every  horse  or  ox  in  addition,  six  and 
one-fourth  cents;  for  every  horse  and  rider,  six  and  one-fourth  cents;  foi: 
every  horse,  mule  or  ass,  led  or  driven,  six  months  old  or  upwards, 
three  cents;  for  neat  cattle,  six  montlis  old  or  upwards,  twenty-five  cents 
for  every  5Core,  and  a  less  number  in  proportion;  for  every  score  of  sheep 
or  hogs,  twelve  and  a  half  cents;  for  every  four  wheeled  pleasure  carriage, 
drawn  by  two  horses,  thirty-seven  and  a  half  cents;  for  every  horse  in  ad- 
dition, twelve  and  a  half  cents;  for  every  two  wheeled  pleasure  carriage, 
drawn  by  one  horse,  twenty-five  cents;  for  every  horse  in  addition,  twelve 
and  a  half  cents;  for  every, four  wheeled  carriage,  drawn  by  one  horse, 
eighteen  and  three-fourth  cents:  Provided^  That  all  persons  going  to,  or 
returning  from  public  worship,  on  the  Sabbath,  and  all  militiamen  going 
to,  and  nom  their  respective  muster  grounds,  and  all  persons  having  the 
qualifications  of  electors,  going  to  and  from  the  place  of  holding  annual 
elections  and  presidential  elections,  shall  pass  free  of  toll:  Provided^  also^ 
That  the  Legislature  may,  at  any  time  after  the  expiration  of  ten  years 
from  the  completion  of  said  road,  make  any  alteration  in  the  rate  of  toll 
aforesaid. 

Sec.  10.  That  if  any  person  or  persons  using  said  road  shall,  with  in- 
tent to  defraud  said  company,  or  to  evade  the  payment  of  toll,  pass  through 
any  private  gate  or  bars,  or  along  any  other  ground  neair  to  any  turnpike 

{^ate  which  shall  be  erected  pursuant  to  this  act,  or  shall  practice  any  fraudu- 
ent  means,  with  intent  to  evade  or  lessen  the  payment  of  such  toll;  or  if 
any  person  shall  take  another  person  off  of  said  road,  with  intent  to  defraud 
said  turnpike  company;  each  and  every  one  concerned  in  such  fraudulent 
practices  shall,  for  every  such  offence,  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  company  the 
sum  of  five  dollars,  without  stay  of  execution,  to  be  recovered  with  costs  of 
suit, before  any  justice  of  the  peace  in  any  cQunty  through  which  said  road 
may. pass:  Promded^  That  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  so  construed  as  to 
prevent  persons  using  said  road  between  the  gates  for  common  purposes. 
Sec.  11.  That  if  thesaid  company  shall  fail  to  keep  said  road  m  good  re 
pair  for  ten  days  in  succession,  and  complaint  thereof  be  made  to  a  justice 
of  the  peace  in  the  county  in  which  said  road  is. out  of  repair,  it  shall  be 
his  duty  forthwith  to  summon  three  disinterested  freeholders  to  examine 
the  same;  and  he  shall  give  notice  to  the  toll  gatherer  at  the  nearest  gate, 
of  the  time  when  said  freeholders  will  proceed  to  examine  the  same;  and 
the  said  freeholders,  after  having  taken  an  oath  or  affirmation  to  act  impar- 
tially,  shall  proceed  to  examine  said  road;  and  if  the  same  is  put  of  repair, 
they  shall  certify  it  to  the  justice  of  the  peace,  who  shall  immediately  trans- 
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mtt  a  copy  of  such  certificate  to  the  nearest  toil  gatherer  where  such  defec- 
tiTC  part  of  the  road  fies;  and  from  the  time  of  receiving  sach  notice  no 
toll  fJiall  be  demanded  or  received  for  such  part  of  the  road  until  the  same 
ahaU  be  pat  in  complete  repair,  under  the  penalty  of  five  dollars  for  every 
such  offence;  to  be  recovered,  with  costs,  of  said  company,  on  the  complaint 
and  for  the  use  of  the  person  aggrieved. 

Sec*  12.  That  the  said  company  shall  put  up  a  post  or  stone  at  the  end 
of  each  mile,  with  the  number  of  miles  from  the  town  of  Chillicothe,  fairly 
cut  or  painted  thereon;  and  also, in  a  conspicuous  place  near  each  gate, 
shall  be  placed  a  bbard  with  the  rates  of  toll  painted  thereon,  and  direc- 
tions to  keep  to  the  right 

Sec*  13.  That  any  person  wilfully  defacing  or  destroying  any  guide 
board,  mile  post  or  stone,  or  painted  list  of  rates  of  tolls,  erected  on  said 
road,(  shall,  on  conviction  thereof  before  a  justice  of  the  peace,  be  fined  not 
len  than  fipve  nor  exceeding  fifty  dollars,  with  costs  of  prosecution;  to  be 
recovered  at  the  suit  of  any  person,  for  the  use  of  said  company. 

Sec*  14.  That  if  any  toll  gatherer  on  said  road  shall  unreasonably  de- 
tain any  passenger  after  the  toll  has  been  paid  or  ofiered  to  be  paid,  or  shall 
demand  or  receive  greater  toll  than  is  by  this  act  allowed,  he  shall,  for  eve- 
ij  snch  offence,  forfeit  and  pay  a  sum  not  less  than  five  nor  exceeding  fifty 
doUan,  to  be  recovered  with  costs  of  suit,  before  any  justice  of  the  peace 
having  competent  jurisdiction  thereof:  Provided,  koweverj  That  no  suit  or 
action  shall  be  brought  against  any  person  or  persons  for  any  penalty  incur- 
red under  this  section,  unless  the  same  shall  be  commenced  within  three 
weeks  from  the  time  of  incurring  the  same;  and  the  defendant  or  defendants 
in  such  suit  or  action  may  plead  the  general  issue,  and  give  this  act  and  the 
special  matter  in  evidence* 

See*  15*  That  if  said  company  shall  not,  within  five  years  from  the  pas- 
sage of  this  act,  proceed  to  carry  on  the  work  according  to  the  true  intent 
and  meaning  of  Uiis  act,  then  and  in  that  case,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Le- 
gislature to  resume  all  the  rights  and  privileges  hereby  granted. 

Sec*  16*  That  if  said  company  shall  at  any  time  use  their  funds  for 
banking  purposes,  or  any  other  purposes  than  that  of  making  and  keeping 
in  repair  said  road,  and  dividing  the  profits  arising  therefrom  amongst  the 
stockholders  thereof,  then  the  privilegds  granted  by  this  act  shall  cease  and 
determine;  and  the  stockholders  shall  be  liable  in  their  private  and  indivi- 
dual capacity  for  any  debt  contracted  by  such  company.

Sec,  1 .     Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^  That 
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I 

Levi  Whipple,  Alva  Buckingham,  John  Porter  and  Austin  A.  Guthrie,  of 
the  county  of  Muskingum;  William  Beard,  Charles  C.  Hood,  James  Ritchey, 
George  Brumer  and  Robert  Martin,  of  the  county  of  Perry;  Samuel  F. 
Maccracken,  Philenrion  Beecher,  David  Ewing,  William  J.  Reese,  William 
Coulsonand  Joseph  Stukey,  of  the  county  of  Fairfield ;  Otis  Ballard,  John 
Herman,  Thomas  J.  Winship  and  John  Entriken,  of  the  county  of  Picka- 
way; David  Grouse,  James  T.  Worthington,  John  Maderia,  David  Adams, 
William  Ferguson  and  Joseph  G.  White,  of  the  county  of  Ross;  John  Pat- 
terson, Isaac  Aerl,  Westley  Lee,  George  Sample,  Thomas  Bowles  and 
Elijah  Leedorn,  of  the  county  of  Adams;  Evan  Campbell,  Thomas  J.Lar* 
well  and  William  Carpenter,  of  the  county  of  Brown ;  Allen  GuUiford,  John 
Pervil,  John  Palmer,  William'  Head,  Edwari  Eastand,  of  the  county  of 
Highland;  and  their  associates,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  created  a  body 

f)litic  and  corporate.  Under  the  name  of  The  Zanesville  and  Maysville 
umpike  Road  Company;  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  road  from 
the  west  bank  of  the  Muskingum  river,  at  its  ford,  in  Putnam,  through 
Union  Town,  Somerset,  Rushville,  West-Rushville,  Lancaster,  Tarlton, 
Kingston,  Chillicothe,  Bainbridge,  Sinking  Spring,  Jacksonville,  West 
Union,  and  Aberdeen,  to  the  Ohio  river;  and  by  their  said  name  the  said 
company  and  their  successors  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  all  the 
privileges  and  immunities  incident  to  a  corporation;  and  may  take,  pur- 
chase, and  hold,  in  fee  simple,  or  for  any  less  estate,  any  lands,  tenements 
and  hereditaments,  and  any  personalty  which  may  be  necessary  for  the 
object  contemplated  by  this  act;  and  shall  be  capable  of  suing  and  being 
sued,  pleading  and  being  impleaded,  answering  and  being  answered  unto, 
in  all  courts  of  competent  jurisdiction,  and  have  and  use  a  common  peal, 
and  the  same  to  break,  alter,  or  renew,  at  pleasure. 

Sec.  2.  That  so  soon  as  the  above  named  persons,  or  any  nine  of 
them,  having  duly  organized  themselves,  by  written  articles  of  association, 
recognizing  this  act,  they  may  proceed  to  open  books  of  subscription  to 
the  capital  stock  of  said  company,  at  such  times  and  places  as  they  may 
deem  proper. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  capital  stock  shall  consist  of  six  hundred  thousand 
dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  twenty-five  dollars  each,  which  may 
be  required  to  be  paid  in  instalments  of  not  exceeding  ten  per  cent,  to  be 
called  for  by  notice  published  in  at  least  one  of  the  newspapers  of  Zanea- 
ville,  Somerset,  Lancaster,  Chillicothe,  West  Union,  and  Maysville,  re- 
spectively, sixty  days  before  the  day  of  payment. 

Sec  4.  That  if  any  stockholder  shall  fail  to  pay  any  instalment  so 
called  for,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  directors  to  collect  the- de- 
linquent instalment,  with  interest,  from  the  time  the  same  become  due,  be- 
fore sotne  court  of  competent  jurisdiction:  and  no  delinquent  stockholder 
shall  have  the  right  to  vote  upon  any  share  for  which  he  may  be  delin- 
quent. 

Sec.  5.  That  when  the  whole  amount  of  capital  stock  shall  have  been 
subscribed,  by  good  and  substantial  stockholders,  it  shall  be  the  duty  af 
the  said  persons  who  may  have  received  the  subscriptions,  or  a  majority 
of  them,  to  report  the  subscriptions  to  the  Governor  of  this  State,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be,  if  he  is  satisfied  with  the  responsibility  of  the  subscribers, 
immediately  to  call  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders,  at  Chillicothe,  in  the^ 
39— L 
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county  of  Ross,  by  givine  thirty  days  notice  thereof,  in  at  kast  one  of  the 
newspapers  of  Zanesville,  Somerset,  Lancaster,  Chillicothe,  West  Union^ 
and  Maysville,  respectively,  for  the  purpose  of  electing  nine  directors, 
who  shall  be  stockholders;  at  which  meeting  at  least  three  of  said  persons 
shall  be  present, and  superintend  the  election:  all  votes  for  directors  at  that 
'  and  subsequent  elections,  shall  be  by  ballot,  either  in  person  or  by  proxy; 
and  each  stockholder  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  ior  each  share  he  may 
own;  and  the  directors  thus  elected  shall  hold  their  offices  until  their  suc- 
cessors shall  be  elected,  and  shall  immediately  proceed  to  the  election  of  a 
president  from  their  own  body. 

Sec*  6*  That  after  the  first  election,  all  subsequent  elections  for  direc- 
tont  shall  be  holden  on  the  first  Monday  of  January  in  each  and  every  year, 
at  such  place  as  the  directors  may  appoint;  and  the  directors  so  elected 
shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected, 
and  shall  iofimediately  elect  a  president  from  their  own  body;  and  if  from 
any  cause  there  should  be  a  failure  to  hold  the  elections  at  the  time  pre- 
scribed in  this  section,  the  corporation  shall  not  be  thereby  dissolved,  but 
it  shall  be  lawful  to  hold  an  election  at  any  subsequent  time,  notice  there- 
of being  given,  as  is  provided  in  the  fifth  section  of  this  act. 

Sec.  7.  That  the  directors  shall  manage  the  affairs  of  the  company; 
appoint  all  agents  that  may  be  necessary,  tp  carry  on  its  concerns;  fill 
Tacancies  that  may  happen  in  their  own  body;  and  make  such  by-laws, 
rules,  and  regulations,  not  inconsistent  with  the  constitution  and  laws  of 
this  State,  and  of  the  United  States,  as  they  may  deem  expedient. 

Sec.  8.  'That  when  the  whole  amount  of  ydue  of  capital  stock  shall 
have  been  subscribed,  and  one  half  paid  in  and  expended  in  the  construc- 
tion of  said  road,  and  the  same  certified  to  the  Governor  by  the  directors 
under  oath,  the  corporation  hereby  created,  is  authorized  to  loan  of  any 
person  or  persons  body  corporate  or  politic  for  any  period  of  time  not  ex« 
qeeding  thirty  years,  any  sum  or  sums  of  money  not  exceeding  three 
luindred  thousand  dollars,  at  a  rate  of  interest  not  exceeding  six  per  cent, 
per  annum,  to  be  expended  in  the  constructing  and  keeping  of  said  road; 
and  in  order  to  enable  the  said  corporation  to  effect  the  loan  upon  reason- 
able terms,  the  State  of  Ohio  hereby  guarantees  its  payment,  together 
with  the  interest  thereon,  according  to  any  contract  the  board  ef  direc- 
tors may  make:  Provided^  Said  loan  or  loans  shall  not  exceed  the  sum 
of  three  hundred  thousand  dollars:  and  the  stock  of  individual  subscribers 
in  this  corporation,  together  with  the  tolls  or  dividends  thereon,  are  hereby 
pledged  to  the  State  of  Ohio  for  its  indemnity  ia  consideration  of  the 
aforesaid  guarantee:  Provided j  alsoj  That  the  stockholders  in  this  incorpo- 
ration are  hereby  held  liable  in  their  individual  capacity  for  the  amount 
of  stock  subscribed  by  each;  and  if  the  said  company  shall  at  any  time  fail 
in  the  punctual  payment  of  the  interest  on  the  sums  advanced  or  in  re> 
paying  the  principal  when  redeemable  by  the  State,  the  Governor  shall  be 
and  he  is  hereby  authorized  .on  behalf  of  the  State  to  take  possession  of 
the  works  of  said  company  and  place  them  under  the  charge  ofsucb  officer* 
or  boards  of  commiaskmcrs  as  may  by  law  be  provided  for  the  preservation  or 
construction  of  public  works,  and  to  hold  the  same  until  by  the'lolls  and 

Erofits  thereof,  or  by  a  sale  of  the  works,  the  St^te  shall  be  fully  r«ni* 
ursed. 
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Sec.  9.  That  the  said  com  pan  j  shall  have  a  right  to  lay  out  and  sur- 
vey the  said  road,  through  any  improved  or  unimproved  land,  along  the 
aforesaid  route,  and  to  take  from  the  |pnds  occupied  by  said  road,  when 
located  and  surveyed  as  aforesaid,  any  stone,  gravel,  timber,  or  other  ma- 
terials, necessary  to  construct  the  same;  and  in  case  soAicient  materials 
cannot  be  had  on  the  land  so  occupied,  said  company,  or  their  agents,  shall 
have  a  right  to  enter  upon  any  lands  adjoining  or  in  the  vicinity  of  said 
road,  and  take  therefrom  so  much  stone,  gravel,  timber,  or  other  materials, 
not  previously  appropriated  by  the  owner,  to  any  particular  use,  as  may 
be  necessary  to  enable  said  company  to  construct  the  said  road:  and  if 
any  difference  should  arise  between  the  owner  of  the  land,  on  which  the 
said  road  may  be  located,  or  from  which  materials  may  be  required  to  be 
taken,  and  the  company,  respecting  damages  or  compensation,  it  shall  be 
determined  by  three  disinterested  freeholders  to  be  appointed  by  the  com- 
missioners of  the  county  in  which  the  subject  of  difference  lies,  and  who, 
after  being  duly  sworn  or  affirmed  faithfully  and  impartially  to  perform  the 
duties  required  of  them  by  this  act,  and  taking  into  couji^tion  whether 
the  land  be  rendered  more  or  less  valuable  by  ti;|^<«f^c^^sing  through  or 
near  it,  shall,  if  in  their  opinion  any  dfixnage  has  been  sustained,  make  out 
an  assessment  of  the  amount  in  writing,  and  furnish  a  copy  thereof  to  the 
owner  of  the  land,  and  another  copy  to  the  agent  of  the  company;  and 
said  agent  shall  pay  or  offer  to  pay  the  owner  of  the  land  the  amount  of 
such  assessment,  before  he  shall  enter  upon  or  take  any  such  land  or  ma- 
terials, other  than  to  survey  the  road;  and  if  any  damages  are  awarded^ 
the  costs  of  the  assessment  shall  be  paid  by  the  company;  and  if  none  are 
awarded,  then  by  the  owner  of  the  land  or  maferials. 

Sec«  10.  That  the  profits  and  tolls  arising  (pom  said  road  shall  first  be 
applied  to  the  payment  of  the  interest  of  the  loan  secured  on  the  credit  of 
the  State,  and  the  residue  not  exceeding  one  half,  shall  be  received  by  the 
directors  and  distributed  and  paid  among  the  individual  stockholders  in 
proportion  to  the  amount  of  stock  owned  by  each  and  actually  paid  in,  and 
the  surplus,  if  any,  shall  be  paid  into  the  Stite  Treasury  to  be  kept  as  a 
sinking  fund  for  tne  final  redemption  of  such  loan. 

Sec*  IK  That  the  said  road  shall  be  opened,  not  exceeding  one  hun- 
dred feet  in  width,  at  least  sixteen  feet  of  which  shall  be  made  an  artificial 
road,  of  stone,  gravel  or  other  suitable  materials;  and  so  soon  as  ten  con- 
tinuous miles  thereof  shall  be  completed,  and  so  from  time  to  time  as  each 
continuous  distance  of  ten  miljes  on  any  part  of  said  road  thall  be  completed, 
it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  bompany  to  erect  gates  at  suitable  distances,  and 
to  demand  and  receive  the  rates  of  toll,  prescribed  by  this  act.

That  the  followmg  shall  be  the  r<ite^lP'%Qi|^or  each  ten 
miles  of  said  road,  and  in  the  sanrie  proportion  for  a  less  distance,  to  wit: 
For  every  four-wheeled  wagon,  carriage,  or  vehicle,  drawn  by  one  horse 
or  other  animal,  eighteen  and  three-fourth  cents;  for  everv  horse  or  ani- 
mal,  in  addition,  six  and  one-fourth  cents;  for  every  cart,  chaise,  or  other 
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two  wheeled  vebicle,  drawn  by  one  hoi3«  or  other  animal^  twelve  aod  ft 
half  cents;  for  every  horse  or  other  animal  in  addition,  six  and  one-foaitk 
cents;  for  every  sled  or  sleigh,  drawn  by  one  horse  or  other  animal,  twelve 
and  a  half  cents;  fo|^  w^ry  horse  c^  oji^er  animal  in  addition  thereto,  six  and 
one  fourth  cent^for  every  coach  or  other  four-wheeled  pleasure  carriage, 
drawn  by  one  horse  or  other  animal,  twenty-five  cents;  for  every  horse 
or  other  animal  in  addition  thereto,  twelve  and  a  half  cents;  for  every 
horse  and  rider,  six  and  one  fourth  cents;  for  every  horse,  mule  or  ass,  six

Sec.  14.  Xb^iLetny  person  using  said  road  shall,  with  intent  to  evade 
the  paynient  of  toll,  pass  through  any  private  gate  or  bars,  or  any  other 
ground,  except  around  cross-ways,  autnorized  by  law,  near  to  any' turn- 
pike^ate,  or  il^r^ person  shall  take  another  arOund  any  turnpike  gate, 
with  mtent  to^lni|||epayment  of  toll,  every  person  so  offending,  shall, 
for  every  such  offence,  foffeit  and  nay  to  the  company  the  sum  of  five  dol- 
lars, to  be  recovered  with  costs,  fnmn  action  of  debt,  before  a  justice  of 
the  peace,  in  any  county  in  which  such  offence  may.be  committed:  Pro- 
videdj  That  nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  prevent 
persons  using  said  road  between  the  gates* 

Sec.  15.  That  if  said  company  shall  fail  for  ten  days  in  succession  to 
keep  the  said  road  in  good  repair,  and  complaint  thereof  be  made  to  a 
justice  of  the  peace  of  the  county  in  which  said  road  is  out  of  repair,  it 
shall  be  his  duty,  forthwith,  to  summon  three  disinterested  freeholders  to 
examine  the  same;  and  iie  shall  give  notice  to  the  toll  gatherer  at  the 
gate  nearest  to  the  part  of  the  road  complained  of,  of  the  time  when  the 
said  freeholders  will  proceed  to  examine  the  same ;  and  the  said  freehold- 
ers, after  having  taken  an  oath  or  affirmation  to  act  impartially,,shall  make 
examination,  and  if  they  find  the  complait%weU  founded,  and  that  the 
road  is  out  of  repair,  they  shall  certify  the  Tact  to  the  justice,  who  shall 
immediately  transmit  a  copy  of  such  certificate  to  the  same  toll  gatherer; 
and  from  the  time  of  the  receiving  of  such  copy,  no  toll  shall  be  demand- 
ded  or  received  at  the  said  gate  nearest  to  the  defective  part  of  the  road, 
until  the  same  be  put  in  repair,  under  the  penalty  of  five  dollars  for  each 
offence,  to  be  recovered  of  the  said  company  at  the  suit  and  for  the  use  of 
the  party  aggrieved.

lars and  costs,  the  one  half  tMreof  to  go  to  the  county  in  which  the  of^ 
fence  is  committed,  andiiJe  other  hulf  to  the  informer;  and  shall  more- 
over be  liable  Xo^^00I^Tiny  for  all*  damages  sustained  by  them  in  con- 
sequence of  iiilflnjury  or  obstruction. 

Sec.  17.  That  the  said  company  shall  put  up  a  stone  at  the  end  of 
each  mile,  with  the  number  of  miles  from  Zanesville  fairly  painted  or  cut 
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thereoBs  and  shall  alio  fJaee  in  a  conspicuous  conation  near  each  gate^  a 
board,  with  the  rates  of  toll  fairly  paint^  thereon,  and  directions  to  keep 
to  the  right.  ^  i 

Sec.  18.  That  if  any  toll  gatherer  6n  said  road  ^mi^  unreasonably  de- 
tain any  passenger  after  the  toll  has  been  paid  or  tendkhped,  or  shall  de« 
mand  or  receive  greater  toll-  thto  is  rby  this  act  allowed,  he  shall,  for  every 
such  offence,  forfeit  and  pay  a  sum  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars,  to  be 
recovered  with  costs,  before  any  justice  of  the  peace  having  jurisdiction 
thereof^  at  the  suit  of  the  party  injured:  Praoided^  however,  That  such  suit 
shall  be  brought  within  twenty  days  from  the  commission  of  the  offence. 

Sec.  19.  That  there  shall  be  kept  an^cciirate  account  of  the  whole 
expense  of  making  and  repairing  said  road,  with  all  incidental  expenses, 
and  also  of  the  tolls  received;  and  the  State  shall  have  the  right  to  pur- 
chase the  road  by  paying  the  company  a  sum  of  moBtt^ssdiich  with  the 
loans  secured,  shall  equal  the  whole  oY  said  expenditures  and  interest 
thereon,  at  the  rate  of  eight  per  cent  per  annum;  and  the  books  of  said 
company  shall  always  be  open  for  the  inspection  of  the^Mpit  of  the  State,

To  incorporate  a  Bridge  Company  at  the  Bear  RpftAs  of  the  Maumee  nver* 

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
That  all  persons  who  shall  become  stockholders  pursuant  to  this  act,  shall 
be,  and  they  are  hereby  constituted  a  body  corporate,  by  the  name  of  ^The 
Bear  Rapids  Toll-bridge  Company.^ 

Sec.  %  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  divided  into  eight 
hundred  shares,  of  twenty-five  dollars  eacn. 

Sec.  3.  Asa  Gilbert,  Samuel  B.  Campbell,  Henry  Bennet,  and  R.  A. 
Forsyth,  shall  be  commissioners  to  open  books  for  receiving  subscriptions  to 
the  capital  stock  of  said  corporatioD;  the  said  looks  shall  be  opened  on  or 
before  the  first  day  of  October  next,  aud  each  of  the  said  commissioners  may 
receive  subscriptions;  aud  the  stockholders  on  subscribing  shall  each  pay 
on  each  share  subscribed,  one  dollar.  * 

Sec.  4.  Whenever  two  hundred  shares  of  the  capital  stock  of  said  cor* 
poration  shall  be  subscribed,  ihe-  coi^Jmisioncrs  shall  cause  to  be  given  to 
each  stockholder  at  least  ten  daysj^^tice  of  the  time  and  place  of  meeting 
of  said  stockholders;  at  the  tim<;  and.- place,  appointed  the  stockholder^ 
either  in  penon  or  by  proxy,  sl^all  choose  five  {^[^tors,  being  stockholders 
of  said  corporation,  a  quorum  of  whom  shall  be^ii^^nt  to  transa^  bu- 
siness, a  new  election  of  directors  shall  be  held  annuaii^hipch  Ha^  and 
place  AS  the  stockholders  at  i^eir  first  or  some  subsequent  meeting  shall  di- 
rect the  directors  shall,  at  some  other  meetings  choose  out  of  meir  num- 
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ber  one  penon  to  be  president,  and  also  appoint  a  secretaiy  and  treatnrer.^ 
Sec  5.    The  directors  maj  coiftinue  to  receive  sabscriptions  to  the  itock 
until  eight  handred  shares  are  subscribed. 

Sec*  &    The  directors  may  dei^and  from  the  stockholders  respectirelj 
all  such  sums  of  tfioney  by  them  subscribed,  at  such  times  and  in  such  pro- 
portions.as  they  may  think  proper,  giving  ten  days  notice,  under  penalty  of 
forfeiting  their  respective  shares  and  all  previous  payments;  not  impairing 
thereby  the  right  of  enforcing  the  payment  of  said  subscriptions  by  powers-, 
of  law,  if  the  directors  shall  so  elect- 
Sec.  7.    The  said  corporation  shall  erect  a  bridge  over  the  Maumee  river 
at  or  near  the  Bear  rapids  thereof,  on  such  land  as  it  may  purchase  for  that 
purpose,  which  purchase  it  is  hereby  authorized  to  make^  and  may  receive 
the  following  tolls  for  passing  the  same,  that  is  to  say :  for  every  four  wheeled 
pleasure  carriage, hungon  metal  springs,  drawn  by  two  horses,  iifty  cents,  and 
for  every  additional  horse,  ten  cents;  every  four  wheeled  pleasure  carriage^ 
hung  on  metal  springs,  and  drawn  by  one  horse,  twenty-five  cents;  every 
two  wheeled  pifMure  carriage,  drawn  by  one  horse,  fifteen  cents,  for  every 
additional  horse^^P^ts;  every  wagon,  cart,  or  sleigh,  drawn  by  two 
horses,  oxen  or  mules,  twenty  cents,  and  for  every  additional  horse,  ox  or 
mule,  six  cents;  every  one  horse  wetgon,  sleigh  or  cart,  twelve  and  one  half 
cents;  every  man  and  horse,  eight  cents;  every  foot  passenger,  six  cents; 
for  every  score  of  horses,  cattle  or  mules,  sixty  cents;  for  every  score  of 
sheep  or  swine,  twenty  cents;  and  in  proportion  for  a  less  number. 

Sec.  8.  If  any  person  shall  wilfully  impair  or  injure  said  bridge,  he 
shall  forfeit  ten  dollars,  and  treble  the  amount  of  damages  sustained,  to  be 
recovered,  the  penalty  in  an  action  of  debt,  and  the  damage  in  trespass^ 
with  double  costs;  and  if  any  person  shall  forcibly  pass  the  gate  without 
having  paid  the  toll,  he  shall  forfeit  to  said  corporation  eight  times  the 
amount  of  thetoU,  to  be  recovered  in  an  action  of  debt,  with  costs. 

Sec.  9.  If  the  toll  gatherer  shall  unreasonably  delay  any  passenger,  or 
demand  more  than  the  legal  toll,  he  shall,  for  each  ofiehce,  forfeit  the  sum 
of  five  dollars;  to  be  recovered  with  costs,  in  the  name  and  for  the  use  of 
the  person  delayed  or  defrauded. 

Sec.  10.  The  s^res  of  stock  in  said  corporation  shall  be  considered 
personal  estate,  and  b^  transferred  as  such. 

Sec.  11.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  to  ride  or  drive  over  said 
bridge  faster  than  on  a  walS^,  or  to  drive  more  tban  twenty  head  of  cattle  at  a 
time  on  said  bridge,  on  pain  ^f  forfeiting  one  dollar  to  said  corporation  for 
each  offence;  to  be  recovered  in  the  name  of  the  treasurer,  with  costs  of 
suit,  for  the  use  of  said  corporaticn. 

Sec.  12.  That  if  said  bridge  s\h\1  not  be  constructed  within  five  years 
from  the  passage  of  this  act,  or  if  the  &ame  is  carried  away  or  destroyed  and 
not  rebuilt  in  three  years  thereafter,  "Aie  said  corporation  shall  cease  and 
^e  void. 

Sec.  13.  This  act  shall  be  deemed  a  public  act,  and  shall  continue  in 
forc^  unless  forfeited,  for  ihe  period  of  fifty  Jears;  and  shall  be  favorably 
constrted  both  iiUMi^d  equity.

To  provide  for  the  oontinuation  of  the  Hocking  Canal. 

Sec*  1*  BeU  enaded  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Ae  State  of  Okio^ 
That  the  caaal  commusioners  or  the  board  of  public  works  of  thu  State, 
be,  and  they  are  hereby  empowered  and  directed,  if,  after  a  faU  exanuDa- 
tioDfit  be  found  practicable,  and  in  the  opinion  of  said  board,  it  willtield, 
together  with  the  consequent  increase  of  tolls  on  the  Ohio  canal,  a  sufficient 
revenue  to  the  State,  when  completed,  to  meet  the  interest  on  the  cost  of 
construction,  to  construct  a  navigable  commanication,from  the  termination 
of  the  lateral  canal  in  the  town  of  Lancaster,  in  Faitfield  county,  to  the 
town  of  Athens,  in  Athens  county,  by  canal  and  slack  water  navigation,  as 
they  may  deem  most  for  the  interest  of  the  State ;  with  such  locks  and 
dams  as  may  be  necessary  to  secure  the  safe  trandt  and  convenient  passage 
of  canal  boats  of  such  dimtQsions  and  capacity  as  are  permitted  to  navigate 
the  Ohio  canal;  and  to  accomplish  that  object,  the  said  jCommissioneTs  or 
board  of  public  works'  are  berebj  empowered  to  seise,  dedicate,  acquire, 
hold,  use  and  occupy,  for  the  use  oxxd  oenefit  of  the  State,  all  such  private 
and  corporate  estate  and  property  as  shall  be  necessary  for  the  convenience 
of  the  constructioji  of  that  improvement,  and  for  hydraulic  purposes  there* 
00,  as  they  have  heretofore  had  powei  to  do,  in  the  construction  and  main- 
tenance oi  the  Ohio  and  Miami  canals-  Provided,  That  the  owners  and  pro- 
prietors of  any  property,  so  seized  and  dedicated,  shall  have  all  the  rights 
of  indemnity  apd  remedies  of  compensation  as  by  law  have  been  provided 
for  in  the  construction  .of  the  Ohio  aqd  Miami  canals;  and  when  the  said 
improvement  shall  be  completed,  or  any  part  thereof,  the  said  canal  com- 
missioners or  board  of  public  works,  at  tHeir  discretion,  shall  levy  and  as- 
sess such  tolls  thereon  as  may  at  the  time  be  levied  and  assessed  on  the  Ohio 
canal;  and  rent  out  the  water  power  thereon  on  such  terras  and  conditions 
as  may  seem  right  and  just,  having  reference  to,  and  in  view  of  the  interest 
of  the  State  and  the  permanent  prosperity  of  the  Hocking  Valley:  Provi* 
dedy  That  the  canal  commissioners  or  board  of  public  works  are  hereby 
required  to  make  the  necessary  examinations  during  the  present  season: 
Andprocidedj  also.  That  if  said  commissioners  deem  it  for  the  interest  of  the 
State,  the  owners  or  proprietors  of  the  lands  contiguous  to  the  location  of 
such  dams  and  locks  as  shall  be  constructed  by  the  State  along  the  line  of 
the  contemplated  improvement,  shall  convey  to  the  State  on  such  terms  and 
conditions  as  the  said  board  shall  deem  just  and  equitable,  so  much  of  said 
lands  as  shall  be  necessary  for  the  proper  and  convenient  use  of  the  water 
power  which  will  thereby  be  created:  Provided  further,  That  nothing  in 
this  act  shall  take  from  the  proprietors  of  water  power  no^  in  use  any  more 
water  than  is  necessary  {of  the  convenient  navigation  of  the  canal,  or  inter- 
fere with  lands  now  occupied  for  the  purpose  of  using  such  power,  further 
than  is  necessary  in  the  construction  of  said  canal. 

Sec.  3.  That  preparatory  to  the  construction  of  said  improvement,  the 
canal  commissioners  or  aboard  of  public  works  may  causa  such  further  sur- 
veys and  examinations  to  be  made  in  relation  thereto,  as,  in  their  judgment, 
may  be  considered  proper  for  the  successful  prosecution  of  the  work;  and 
the  accounts  and  documents  of  all  expenses  incurred,  and  disbursements 
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DMMk,aiid  &e  rtyenua  or  income  received  bj  or  under  the  authority  of  Uu» 
act,  ihall  be  kept  separate  and  distinct  from  those  belonging  to  or  connect- 
ed with  the  other  public  works  of  this  State. 

Sec.  3.  That  tor  the  purpose  of  carrying  into  effect  the  prorisions  of 
thitactf  the  commissioners  ot  the  canal  fund  be,  and  they  are  hereby  au- 
tboriEed  to  borrow  on  the  credit  Oi  the  8tate,  any  sum  not  exceeding  one 
hundred  thousand  dollars,  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-six;  ime 
hundred  thousand  dollars  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-^eveii; 
and  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  in  the  year  eighteea  hundred 
and  thirty>eight,-^in  all,  three  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars;  at  a  rate 
of  interest  not  exceeding  six  per  centum  per  annum,  payable  seftii-annualiy 
at  the  city  of  New  York  or  elsewhere;  the  principal  thereof  to  be  paid  at 
any  time  aAer  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-six,  at  the  pleasure  of 
the  State,  whoee  faith  is  hereby  pledged  for  the  payment  of  such  loan  and 
the  interest  thereon,  as  above  specified;  and  further,  for  the  payment  of  the 
interest  of  said  loan  and  the  ultimate  redemption  of  the  prmcipal  thereof, 
there  is  hereby  irrevocably  pledged  the  proceeds  of  all  tolls  and  water 
rents,  and  all  other  revenue  and  income  which  may  be  received  on  said  im- 
provements, after  deducting  therefrom  tbe  annual  expenses  thereof,  in  keep- 
ing the  same  in  repair,  and  other  incidental  charges  of  its  superintendence 
and  police. 

Sec.  4.  That  in  [the]  construction  of  this  work,  and  in  the  manage- 
ment and  superintendence  thereof,  the  canal  commissioners  or  board  of 
piiblic  works,  and  the  commissionen  of  the  canal  fund,  shall  possess  and  ex- 
ercise flie  same  powers  in  all  respects  as  to  the  appointment  of  engineers 
and  other  ofiicers  and  agents,  an^  providing  for  a  strict  accountability  of 
all  moneys  expended,  as  they  hare  heretofore  possessed  and  exercised,  or 
may  hereafter  be  granted,  in  the  construction,  maintenance  and  supervisions 
of  the  Ohio  and  Miami  canals.

Sec.  1*  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  <jf  OhiOf 
That  James  Anderson,  John  Amail,  Thomas  Savage,  William  CampbeU, 
and  Samuel  F.  McKenney,  trustees  of  the  ^^ Antrim  Congregation  of  the 
Associate  Reformed  Synod  of  the  West,"  are  hereby  authorized  tosuiren-

Trustees  of  the  Miller^s  fork  and  Cross  road  Congregation  of  the  Union 
body,"  for  the  purpose  of  a  burial  ground  and  meeting  house,  made  by 
force  of  *^An  act  providing  for  the  appraisement  and  leasing  of  a  tract  of 
United  Stales  Military  School  land,  lying  in  the  county  of  Guernsey,*^  pas- 
sed January  39th,  1827;  and  that  they  be  entitled' to  demand  and  receive 
from  said  treasurer  a  certificate  of  purchase,  and  a  deed  of  conveyance 
thereof,  in  the  same  manner  as  if  the  same  surrender  had  been  made  be- 
fore the  firat  day  of  February,  1830,  any  law  to  the  contrary  notwitb- 
fltandinff.

AN  ACT 


Providing  lor  the  sale  of  ono-fourth  part  of  section  sixfen,  in  township  fovirtaeii^  of  range  six, 

now  Union  township,  in  the  county  of  Carroll. 

Sec.  1*  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^ 
That  George  Davis,  Samuel  Semple,  and  Arnold  Barker,  8en.,of  tne  coun- 
ty of  Carroll,  are  hereby  appointed  commissioaers,  who,  having  taken  an 
oath  or  affirmation  before  some  person  authorized  to  administer  the  same, 
shall,  at  some  time  between  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  May  and  the  fifteenth 
day  of  June  next,  ensuing  the  passage  of  this  act,  proceed  to  view  and  ap- 
praise the  one-fourth  part  of  school  section  sixteen,  now  remaining  unsold, 
in  the  origina.1  surveyed  township  fourteen,  range  six,  now  Union  town- 
ship, in  said  Carroll  county,  granted  by  Congress  for  the  use  of  schools,  at 
its  true  cash  value,  taking  into  consideration  the  improvements,  if  there  be  . 
any  made  thereon,  and  appurtenances  thereto;  and  make  return  tliereof  to 
the  auditor  of  said  Carroll  county  on  or  before  the  twenty-fiftii  day  of  June 
next. 

Sec.  3.  That  previous  to  such  appraisement  as  aforesaid,  the  assessor 
of  Carroll  county  shall,  between  the  first  day  of  March  and  the  twenty- 
fifth  day  of  May  next,  either  in  person  or  by  deputy,  call  on  every  person 
resident  in  said  originally  surveyed  township  fourteen,  having  the  qualifi- 
cations of  an  elector,  and  take  his  vote  for  or  against  the  sale  of  saidquar* 
ter  of  said  section,  in  a  book  to  be  by  him  provided  for  that  purpose,  care- 
fully noting  in  one  column,  those  who  voted  in  favor  of,  and  in  another  and 
separate  column,  the  names  of  those  who  voted  against  said  sale;  and  make 
return  of  the  vote  so  taken,  to  the  commissioners  and  auditor  of  said  coun- 
ty, on  the  first  Monday  of  June  next 
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Sec*  3*    That  so  soon  as  said  asssessor  shall  have  made  his  return  of  the 
votes  so  takeni  and  it  shall  be  found  that  a  majority  of  the  qualified  elec- 
tors  of  said  township  fourteen  have  voted  in  favor  of  such  sale,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  auditor  of  Carroll  county,  after  having  given  thirty  days 
previous  notice  thereof,  by  advertisement  in  some  newspaper  printed  in 
said  county;  and  if  no  newspaper  be  printed  in  said  county^  or  if  the  pub- 
lisher of  any  newspaper  refuse  to  print  the  same,  then  the  notice  shall  be 
given  by  affixing  a  written  notice  on  the  door  of  the  court  house  of  said 
county,  and  in  five  other  public  places  in  said  county;  three  of  which  shall 
be  in  said  township  of  Union,  thirty  days  previous  to  such  sale;  which  no- 
tices shall  be  posted  up  by  one  or  more  of  the  said  commissioners  named 
in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  and  the  affidavit  of  one  or  more  of  the  said  com- 
missioners, certifying  the  manner,  time,  and  places  of  publishing  such  no- 
tices, shall  be  conclusive  evidence  of  such  fact,  to  offer  said  quarter  of  said 
section  for  sale^  between  the  hours  of  ten  o'clock  A.  M.  and  five  o'clock 
P.  M.  on  the  day  and  at  the  place  designated  in  such  notices,  and  said  au- 
ditor shall  strike  off  and  sell  the  same  to  the  highest  bidder:  PromdedjlihsX 
said  fourth  part  of  said  section  shall  not  be  sold  for  a  sum  less  than  its  ap- 
praised cash  value;  one  half  of  the  purchase  money  to  be  paid  at  the  time 
of  such  sale,  and  ttie  remainder  in  two  equal  payments,  payable  annually 
thereafter,  with  interest  payable  annually  thereon,  to  be  computed  from 
the  day  of  such  sale;  and  if  on  the  day  mentioned  in  said  notices,  no  person 
bids  the  appraised  value  for  said  land,  the  sale  thereof  may  be  publicly  ad- 
journed from  day  to  day,  or  to  such  other  day  as  the  auditor  may  Uiink 
proper. 

Sec«  4*  That  the  auditor  of  said  county,  on  the  receipt  of  such  purchase 
money,  shall  make  a  deed  of  such  land  to  the  purchaser  or  purchasers  there- 
of, and  from  the  avails  thereof  shall  pay  the  necessary  fees  and  expenses 
of  said  appraisement,  advertisement,  and  sale,  and  for  making  and  ack- 
nowledging such  deed;  and  the  residue  of  such  purchase  money  he  shall 
deposit  in  the  common  school  fund,  for  the  benefit  of  said  township,  in  pro- 
portion to  the  number  of  white  youth  in  the  several  school  districts  within 
the  same. 

Sec.  5.  That  should  a  majority  of  the  electors  in  said  township,  vote 
i^inst  the  sale  of  said  land,  and  for  the  leasing  thereof,  the  commissioners 
named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  shall  proceed  to  lease  the  same,  after 
the  same  has  been  appraised,  as  provided  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  at 
public  sale,  to  the  highest  bidder,  for  the  term  of  ten  years,  and  the  person 
or  persons  teasing  said  land,  shall  give  bond  and  security,  to  tlie  acceptance 
of  the  commissioners  of  Carroll  county,  for  the  amount  of  the  rent  tnereof, 
which  rent  shall  be  paid  annually  to  the  auditor  of  said  county,  and  by 
him  paid  over  for  the  benefit  of  schools  in  said  township,  in  proportion  to 
the  enumeration  of  white  youths  in  the  several  school  districts,  except  so 
mnch  as  may  be  necessary  for  defraying  the  expenses  of  appraising  and 
leasing  said  land:  Provided^  however j  That  said  fourth  of  said  section  shall 
not  foeleased  or  rendered  for  a  less  sum  than  six  per  cent,  per  annum  upon 
the  appraised  value  thereof. 

Sec*  6.  That  should  either  of  the  commissioners  named  in  the  first  sec* 
iipD  of  (tus  act)  die,  refuse  to  serve,  or  remove  out  of  the  county,  the  commis- 
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sioners  of  Carroll  county,  shall  fortliwith  fill  such  vacancy  by  the  appoint- 
ment of  some  suitable  person,  as  often  as  the  same  may  occur.

AM  ACT 

Supplementary  to  ^^An  act  incorporating  the  Milford  and  Chillcotho  Turnpike  Company,^* 

passed  February  14th,  1836. 

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  OhiOf 
That  in  order  to  aid  the  Milford  and  Chillicothe  Turnpike  Company  in  the 
completion  of  said  road,  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company  shall 
have  power  to  grade  said  road  to  a  level  not  exceeding  the  angular  eleva- 
tion  required  by  their  charter,  and  having  completely  graded  the  same* 
and  erected  permanent  bridges  thereon,  or  having  graded  and  bridged  any 
one  continued  portion  thereof,  of  not  less  than  ten  miles;  said  company 
shall  thereupon  be  authorized  and  empowered  to  erect  toll  gates,  andeicact 
such  tolls  as  shall  correspond  with  the  tollsauthorizedby  theircharter,having 
reference  to  the  different  estimates  of  expense,  which  estimates  shall  be  made 
by  a  skilful  and  competent  engineer  employed  by  said.company;  a  copy  of 
which  estimate  shall  be  forthwith  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  otate, 
and  be  subject  to  the  order  and  correction  of  the  Legislature:  Provided 
always^  That  the  partial  tolls  hereby  authorized,  shall  cease  within  ten 
years,  unless  said  road  shall  within  that  time  have  been  completed:  PrO' 
videdy  That  so  soon  as  said  road  shall  be  completed,  or  any  ten  miles 
thereof,  said  partial  tolls  shall  cease  upon  such  part  of  the  road  as  shall  be 
finished,  and  the  full  amount  of  tolls  authorized  oy  the  charter  of  said  com* 
pany  shall  commence. 

Sec.  3.  That  it  shall  be  competent  for  the  county  commissioners  of  the 
several  counties  through  which  said  road  passes,  and  they  are  hereby  au- 
thorized to  subsoribe  for  stock  in  said  company,  for  the  purpose  of  aid- 
ing in  the  construction  of  such  bridges  and  other  parts  of  said  turnpike,  as 
the  public  interest  may  more  immediately  require  to  be  completed;  and 
said  commissioners  and  (heir  successors  shall  be  entitled  by  themselves  or 
their  agents  to  vote  on  the  shares  thus  subscribed  at  all  elections  for  direc- 
tors of  said  company,  and  be  entitled  on  behalf  of  their  respective  counties 
to  the  same  proportion  of  dividends  as  other  stockhollders.

To  incorporate  the  town  of  Albion,  in  the  county  of  Cuyahoga^ 

Sec*  1«  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Stale  of  Ohiof 
That  so  much  of  the  township  of  Strongsville,  in  the  county  of  Cuyahoga, 
as  18  included  within  the  following  bounds,  to  wit:  beginning  at  the  west 
line  of  lot  number  53,  at  such  a  point  that  a  line  due  east  will  strike  the 
south  end  of  the  turnpike  bridge;  thence  south  from  said  point  on  the  same 
course  with  the  lot  line  185  rods;  thence  east  120  rods;  thence  north  to 
the  point  of  intersection  with  the  first  mentioned  due  east  line,  by  the 
south  end  of  the  bridge;  thence  west  to  the  place  of  beginning;  be,  and 
the  same  are  hereby  created  into  and  constituted  a  town  corporate,  by 
the  name  of  the  Town  of  Albion* 

■Sec.  3.  That  for  the  order  and  good  government  of  said  town,  and  ' 
inhabitants  thereof,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  white  male  inhabitants  there- 
of, who  have  resided  therein  for  the  space  of  six  months  next  preceding 
the  day  of  election,  having  the  qualifications  of  electors  for  members  of 
the  General  Assembly,  to  meet  at  the  school  house  in  said  town,  on  the 
first  Saturday  of  April  next,  and  on  the  first  Saturday  of  April,  annually, 
thereafter,  and  then  and  there  proceed,  by  a  plurality  of  votes,  to  elect 
by  ballot,  on  mayor,  one  recorder,  and  five  trustees,  who  shall  be  house- 
holders in  said  town,  who  shall  hold  their  ofl[ice  until  the  next  annual  elec- 
tion, and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified;  and  such  mayor, 
recorder,  and  trustees,  so  being  elected  and  qualified,  shall  constitute  the 
town  council  of  said  town,  any  five  of  whom  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for 
the  transaction  of  business. 

Sec*  8*  That  at  the  first  election,  to  be  holden  under  this  act,  there  shall 
be  chosen  Uva  voce^  by  the  electors  present,  two  judges  and  a  clerk  of  said 
election,  who  shall  take  an  oath  or  affirmation  faithfully  to  discharge 
the  duties  required  of  them  by  this  act;  and  at  all  subsequent  elections, 
the  trustees,  or  any  two  of  them,  shall  be  judges,  and  the  recorder,  or  in 
his  absence,  some  other  person,  to  be  appointed  by  the  judges,  shiU  be 
clerk:  the  polls  shall-  be  opened  between  the  hours  of  one  and  two 
o^clock,  and  closed  at  four  o^clock,  in  the  afternoon  of  said  day;  and 
at  the  close  of  the  polls,  the  votes  shall  be  counted,  and  a  true  state- 
ment thereof  proclaimed  to  the  voters  present,  by  one  of  the  judges; 
and  the  person  having  the  highest  number  of  votes,  shall  be  declared 
duly  elected;  and  the  clerk  shall  make  a  true  record  thereof,  and  within 
five  days  thereafter,  he  shall  give  notice  to  the  persons  so  elected  of 
their  election;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  town  council,  at  least  ten 
days  before  each  and  every  annual  election,  to  give  notice  thereof,  by 
setting  up  advertisements  at  three  of  the  most  public  places  in  said 
town. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  mayor,  and  in  case  of  his  absence,  the  recorder,  shall 
preside  at  all  such  meetings;  and  the  recorder  shall  attend  all  meetings  of 
the  town  council,  and  make  a  fair  and  accurate  record  of  all  their  pro- 
ceedings. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  town  council  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies 
which  may  happen  in  said  board,  from  the  householders,  who  are  qualified 
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electors  in  said  town,  who  shall  hold  their  appointments  until  the  next  an* 
nual  election,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified;  and 
in  the  absence  of  the  mayor  and  recorder  from  any  meeting  of  the  town 
council,  the  trustees  shall  have  power  to  appoint  any  two  of  their  number, 
to  perform  the  duties  of  mayor  and  recorder,  for  the  time  being. 

Sec  6.  That  the  mayor,  recorder,  and  trustees  of  said  town,  shall 
be  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  with  perpetual  succession,  to  be  known  and 
distinguished  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  ^^Town  Council  of  the  town  of 
Albion;"  and  shall  be*  capable  in  law,  by  their  corporate  name,  to  ac- 
quire property,  real,  personal  and  mixed,  for  the  use  of  said  town,  and 
may  sell,  and  convey  the  same  at  pleasure;  they  may  have  a  common 
seal,  which  they  may  break,  alter,  or  renew  at  pleasure;  they  may  sue  and 
be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  defend  and  be  defended,  in  all  manner 
of  actions,  and  in  all  courts  of  law  and  equity ;  and  whenever  any  suit  shall  be 
commenced  against  said  corporation,  the  first  process  shall  be  by  sum- 
mons, an  attested  copy  of  which  shall  be  left  with  the  recorder  of  said 
town^  or  at  his  usual  place  of  residence,  at  least  six  days  from  the  day  of 
return,  and  said  summons  shall  bear  date  not  more  than  twelve  days  from 
the  return  day. 

Sec.  7.  That  each  member  of  said  town  council,  before  entering  upon 
the  duties  of  his  office,  shall  take  an  oath,  or  affirmation,  to  support  the 
constitution  of  the  United  States,  and  of  this  State,  and  also  an  oath  of 
oflice. 

Sec.  8.  That  the  town  council  shall  have  power  to  make,  ordain  and 
(establish  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations,  for  the  government  of  said  town, 
and  to  alter,  or  repeal,  the  same  at  pleasure;  to  provide  for  the  appoint'^ 
ment  of  a  treasurer,  town  marshal,  and  such  other  subordinate  officerSf 
as  they  may  think  necessary;  to  prescribe  their  duties,  and  determine  the 
period  of  their  appointments,and  to  determine  their  fees;  and  the  said  treas* 
urer,  marshal,  and  other  officers  shall  before  entering  upon  their  duties,^ 
take  an  oath  of  office,  and  shall  respectively  give  bond  with  security,  in 
such  sums  as  shall  be  determined  by  the  town  council,  payable  to  the 
State  of  Ohio,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  respec- 
tive duties:  the  town  council  shall  also  have  power  to  fix  reasonable  fines 
and  penalties  for  .any  violation  of  the  laws  and  ordinances  of  the  corpo- 
ration, and  to  provide  for  the  collection  and  disposition  of  the  same:  Pro^ 
vided^  alson  That  no  by-law,  ordinance,  rule  or  regulation  shall  take  effect 
and  be  in  force,  until  the  same  shall  have  been  posted  up  for  two  weeks, 
in  three  of  the  most  public  places  in  said  town  corporate. 

Sec.  9.  That  the  town  council  shall,  at  the  expiration  of  each  and  eve^ 
ry  year,  cause  to  be  made  out  and  posted  up  as  aforesaid,  the  receipts  and 
expenditures  of  the  preceding  year. 

Sec.  10.  That  the  town  council  shall  have  power  to  regulate  and 
improve  the  streets,  lanes  and  alleys,  and  determine  the  widtli  of  the 
side  walks  in  said  town:  they  shall  have  power  to  remove  all  nuisances 
and  obstructions  from  the  streets  and  commons  of  said  town,  and  to  do 
all  things  which  similar  corporations  have  power  to  do,  to  provide  for, 
and  secure  the  cleanliness  and  good  order  of  said  town. 

Sec.  IK    That  for  the  purpose  of  effectually  enabling  the  said  town 
council  to  carry  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  act,  they  are  hereby  au- 
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thorized  and  empowered  to  levy  a  tax  on  all  the  real  and  personal  pro* 
perty,  subject  on  the  grand  levy  to  taxation,  within  the  limits  of  said  cor* 
poration,  upon  the  appraisement  which  is  now,  or  may  hereafter  be  made 
and  returned  upon  the  said  grand  levy:  Provided^  That  said  tax,  so  levied 
by  said  town  council,  shall  not  in  any  one  year  exceed  one  quarter  of 
one  per  centum,  on  the  aggregate  amount  of  all  such  taxable  property 
within  the  limits  of  said  corporation,  until  the  first  day  of  Janury,  1840; 
after  which  time  said  town  council  may  increase  the  tax,  as  aforesaid;  to 
any  sum  not  exceeding  one  half  of  one  per  centum,  as  aforesaid,  and 
the  said  town  council  shall,  annually,  between  the  first  Saturday  in  April, 
and  the  first  Saturday  in  July,  in  every  year,  determine  the  amount  of 
tax  to  be  levied  and  collected  for  the  current  year. 

Sec.  1 2.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  recorder  of  said  corporation, 
to  make  out  duplicates  of  taxes,  charging  each  individual,  within  said  cor- 
poration, an  amount  of  tax  in  proportion  to  the  aggregate  value  of  the  tax- 
able property  belonging  to  such  individual,  within  the  limits  of  said  corpo- 
ration, as  the  same  appears  upon  the  books  of  the  auditor  of  said  county  of 
Cuyahoga,  and  the  said  recorder  shall  have  the  privilege  of  inspectins  the 
books  of  said  auditor,  and  to  take  any  minutes  or  transcripts  therefrom, 
as  may  be  necessary  to  aid  him  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  hereby  en- 
joined upon  him,  free  of  expense:  and  when  said  recorder  shall  have  made 
out  said  duplicate,  as  aforesaid,  he  shall  deliver  one  of  such  duplicates  to 
the  marshal  of  said  town,  or  to  such  other  person  as  shall  be  appointed 
collector,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  proceed  immediately  to  collect  the 
taxes  charged  thereon,  in  the  same  manner  and  under  the  same  regula* 
tions,  as  are  now,  or  may  hereafter  be  provided  by  law  for  collecting 
State  and  county  taxes:  and  the  marshal  or  collector,  shall,  imme* 
diately  after  collecting  said  taxes,  pay  the  same  over  to  the  treasurer 
of  said  corporation,  and  take  his  receipt  therefor;  and  the  said  marshal, 
or  collector,  shall  have  the  same  power  to  sell  both  real  and  personal 
property,  as  is  given,  by  law,  to  county  treasurers;  and  when  necessary, 
the  recorder  shall  have  power  to  make  deeds  for  real  estate,  so  sold, 
in  the  same  manner  that  county  auditors  are,  by  law,  empowered  to  do, 
for  lands  sold  by  the  county  treasurer;  and  the  marshal,  or  collector  shall 
receive  such  fees  for  their  services,  under  this  act,  ag  the  town  council 
may  direct,  not  exceeding  six  per  centum  on  all  moneys  so  by  him  collect- 
ed, to  be  paid  by  the  treasurer,  on  the  order  of  the  recorder. 

Sec.  13.  That  the  said  town  council  shall  have  power  to  appropriate 
any  money  remaining  in  the  corporation  treasury  to  the  improvement  of 
the  streets,  alleys,  and  side  walks  of  said  town,  whenever  they  may  deem 
it  necessary;  and  to  make  any  other  improvement  which  may  conduce  to 
the  health  and  comfort  of  said  town. 

Sec.  14.  That  the  mayor  of  said  town  shall  be  a  conservator  of  the 
peace  within  said  town,  and  shall  have  therein  all  the  powers  and  jurisdic- 
tion of  a  justice  of  the  peace,  in  all  matters,  either  civil  or  criminal,  ari- 
sing under  the  by-laws  of  said  town,  and  shall  give  bond  and  security,  as 
is  required  by  law  of  justices  of  the  peace;  he  shall  perform  all  the  du- 
ties enjoined  upon  him  by  the  laws  and  ordinances  of  the  corporation;  and 
appeal  may  in  all  cases  be  taken  from  the  decision  of  said  mayor  to  the 
court  of  common  pleas,  in  the  same  manner  and  under  the  same  regular 
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tknis  as  from  the  .decision  of  justices  of  the  peace  in  similar  casesi  and 
in  the  same  manner:  Provided^  That  tlie  powers  of  the  mayor  shall  not 
extend  to  the  taking  of  depositions,  or  taking  the  acknowledgments  of 
deeds,  or  other  instruments  of  writings,  but  only  to  the  concerns  of  the 
corporation. 

Sec.  15.  That  the  marshal  shall  be  the  principal  ministerial  officer  in 
said  town,  and  shall  have  the  same  power  as  constables  have  by  law;  and 
his  authority  in  the  execution  of  criminal  process  shall  be  co-extensive 
with  the  limits.of  i^id  county  of  Cuyahoga;  and  he  shall  receive  for  his 
services  such  fees  as  are,  or  may  be  by  law  allowed  to  constables  for  sim- 
ilar services. 

Sec.  16.  That  the  ma^^or  shall  receive  for  his  services  such  fees  as 
are  allowed  by  law  to  justices  of  the  peace,  for  similar  services,  in  like 
cases;  the  recorder  shall  receive  such  fees  for  his  services,  as  ahall  be  fixed 
by  the  laws  and  ordinances  of  the  corporation. 

^  Sec.  17.^  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  town  council  to  grant  a 
license  to  any  person  or  persons  to  keep  a  coffee  house,  or  any  other  house 
of  public  entertainment  or  resort,  either  with  or  without  spiritous  liquors. 

Sec.  1 8.  That  the  said  corporation  shall  be  allowed  the  use  of  the 
county  jail  for  the  imprisonment  of  such  persons  as  may  be.  liable  to  impri- 
sonnient,  under  the  laws  and  ordinances  of  said  town;  and  all  persons  so 
imprisoned  shall  be  under  the  charge  of  the  sherifif  or  jailor,  as  in  other 
cases. 

Sec  19.  That  any  future  Legislature  shall  have  power  to  alter,  amend 
or  repeal  this  act:  Provided^  That  any  obligations  or  penalties  incurred 
shall  not,  in  any  wise,  be  thereby  cancelled  or  remitted.

AN  ACT 

r 

To  incorporate  the  Ohio  Rail-road  Company. 

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Gerieral  Assembly  of  Hie  State  of  Ohio^ 
That  Robert  Harper,  Asbel  Dart,  Henry  J.  Rees,  Eliphalet  Austin  and 
James  Post,  of  the  county  of  Ashtabula;  Thomas  Richman,  Charles  C. 
Paine,  Henry  Phelps  and  Kice  Harper,  of  the  county  of  Geauga;  John  W* 
Allen,  George  W.  Card,  Thomas  M.  Kelley  arid  Peter  W.  Weddell,  of 
the  county  of  Cuyahoga;  Heman  Ely,  John  S.  Matson,  Eliphalet  Reding- 
ton  and  Edwin  Byington,  of  the  countv  of  Lorain;  Picket  Larimer,  Cyrus 
Butler,  John  G.  Uamp  and  James  Hollister,  of  the  county  of  Huron;  Kho- 
dolphus  Dickinson,  Sardis  Burchard,  Jaques  Hulburd  and  Jesse  S.  Olm- 
sted, ^f  the  county  of  Sandusky;  John  E.  Hunt,  Andrew  PaJmer,  Piatt 
Laid,  and  S*  B.  Comstock,  of  the  county  of  Lucas,  be,  and  they  are  here- 
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bj  appointed  commissioners,  under  the  direction  of  a  majority  of  whooiy 
subscriptions  may  be  received  to  the  capital  stock  of  the  Ohio  RaiUroad 
Company^  hereby  incorporated;  aiad  thev»  or  a  majority  of  them  may  cause 
books  to  be  opened  at  such  times  and  places  in  the  aforesaid  counties  and 
such  other  places  as  they  may  direct,  and  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  suV 
seriptions  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company,  after  having  given  notice 
of  the  time  and  place  of  opening  the  same,  at  least  twenty  days,  by  ad- 
vertisement published  in  some  newspaper  printed  in  the  said  counties;  and 
that  upon  the  first  opening  of  books,  they  shall  be  kept  open  for  at  least 
ten  days  in  succession,  from  ten  o'clock  A.  M.  until  two  o'clock  P.  M.; 
and  if  at  the  expiration  of  that  period,  such  a  subscription  to  the  capital 
stock  of  said  company  as  is  necessary  to  its  incorporation,  shall  not  have 
been  obtained,  then  said  commissioners,  or  a  majority  of  them,  may  cause 
said  books  to  be  opened  from  time  to  time,  after  the  expiration  of  said  ten 
days,  and  for  the  space  of  three  years  thereafter;  and  if  any  of  said  com- 
missioners shall  die,  resign  or  refuse  to  act  during  the  continuance  of  the 
duties  devolved  upon  them  by  this  act,  another  or  others  may  be  appoint- 
ed in  his  or  their  stead  by  the  remaining  commissioners  or  a  majority  of 
them. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  Ohio  Rail-road  Company,  shall 
be  four  millions  of  dollars,  and  shall  be  divided  into  shares  of  one  hundred 
dollars  each;  which  shares  may  be  subscribed  for  by  individuals  only;  and 
it  shall  and  /nay  be  lawful  for  the  said  corporation  to  commence  the  con- 
struction of  said  Rail-road  or  way,  and  enjoy  all  the  powers  and  privileges 
conferred  by  this  act,  as  soon  as  the  sum  of  one  thousand  shares  shall  be 
subscribed  to  said  stock. 

Sec.  3.  That  all  persons  who  shall  become  stockholders  pursuant  to 
this  act,  shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  created  a  body  corporate,  and  shall 
be  and  remainacorporation  for  ever,  under  the  name  of  the  Ohio  Rail-road 
Company;  and  by  that  name  shall  be  capable  in  law,  of  purchasing,  hold- 
ing, selling,  leasing  and  conveying  estates  real,  personal  or  mixed,  so  far 
as  the  same  shall  be  necessary  for  the  purposes  hereinafter  mentioned,  and 
no  further;  and  shall  have  perpetual  succession;  and  by  said  corporate 
name  may  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued,  and  may 
have  and  use  a  common  seal,  which  they  shall  have  power  to  alter  or  re- 
new at  pleasure,  and  shall  have,  enjoy  and  exercise  all  the  powers,  rights 
and  privileges  which  corporate  bodies  may  lawfully  do  for  the  purposes 
mentioned  in  this  act. 

Sec.  4.  That  upon  all  subscriptions,  there  shall  be  paid,  at  the  time 
of  subscribing,  to  the  said  commissioners  or  their  agents,  appointed  to  re- 
ceive such  subscriptions,  the  sum  of  five  dollars  on  every  share  subscribed; 
which  sum,  so  paid  to  said  commissioners,  or  their  agents,  shall  be  paid 
over  by  him  or  them  to  the  treasurer  of  said  company,  as  soon  thereafter 
as  a  treasurer  shall  be  appointed  and  qualified;  and  the  residue  of  the 
stock  subscribed,  shall  be  paid  in  such  instalments,  and  at  such  times  as 
may  be  required  by  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company:  Provided^ 
That  no  payment,  other  than  the  first  shall  be  demanded  until  at  least  thirty 
days  public  notice  of  such  demand  shall  have  been  given,  by  said  president 
and  directors,  in  some  newspaper  of  general  circulation  in  the  State  of 
Ohio;  and  in  some  newspaper  printed  in  the  counties  aforesaid;  and  if 
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any  stockholder  shall  fail  or  neglect  to  pay  any  instalment  or  part  of  said 
subscription  thus  demanded,  for  the  space  of  thirty  days  after  the  same 
shall  be  due  and  payable,  the  said  president  and  directors,  upon  giving 
at  least  thirty  days  previous  notice  thereof,  in  manner  aforesaid,  may, 
and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  self  at  public  vendue^so  many  of  the 
shares  of  said  delinquent  stockholder  or  stockholders,  as  shall  be  suAcient 
to  pay  such  instalment,  and  expenses,  ot  advertising,  sale,  and  transfer  of 
the  same  share  or  shares,  so  sold  to  the  purchaser;  and  the  residue  of  the 
mon^y  arising  from  such  sale,  after  paying  such  instalment  and  expenses, 
shall  be  paid  to  said  stockholders  ou  ^mand. 

Sec.  5.  iThat  at  the  expiration  of  ten  days  from  the  iixtie  the  books 
are  first  opened,  if  one  thousand  shares  of  said  capital  stock  shall  have  been 
subscribed,  or  if  not,  as  soon  thereafter  as  the  same  shall  be  subscribed,  if 
within  three  years  after  the  first  opening  of  said  books,  the  said  commis- 
sioners, or  a  majority  of  them,  shall' call  a  general  meeting  of  the  stock- 
holders, at  such  places  as  they  may  appoint,  and  shall  give  at  leaist  thirty 
days  previous  notice  thereof;  and  at  such  iheeting,  the  said  commission- . 
en  shall  lay  the  subscription  books  before  the  stockholders  then  and  there 
preset^t;  and  thereupon  the  said  stockholders,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall 
elect  thirteen  directors,  by  ballot,  a  majority  of  whom  shall  be  competent 
to  manage  the  affairs  of  said  company:  said  directors  shall  have  the  power 
of  electing  a  president  aiid  a  treasurer  from  among  said  directors,  and  of 
allowing  to  said  president  and  treasurer,  such  compensation  per  annum 
a^  they  may  deem  proper;  and  in  afl  elections  fbr  officers,  each  stockholder 
shall  be  allowed  one  vote  for  each  share  of  capital  stock  he  may  own  in 
said  company;  and  in  all  other  cases  where  a  vote  of  said  company  is  to 
he  taken,  it  shall  be  by  stock,  each  share  having  one  vote;  and  every  stock- 
holder may  vote  by  himself  or  by  proxy;  and  the  commissioners  aforesaid, 
or  any  thi^ee  of  them,  shall  be  judges  of  electiot\  for  the  first  election  of 
said  directors. 

Sec.  6.  That  to  continue  the  succession  of  the  president  and  directors 
of  said  company,  thirteen  directors  shall  be  chosen  annually  on  the  first 
Monday  in  May  in  every  year,  in  the  borough  of  Cleveland,  and  at  such 
other  place  on  the  line  of  said  Rail  road,  as  a  majority  of  the  directors 
may  appoint;  and  if  any  vacancy  shall  occur  by  death,  resignation  or 
otherwise,  of  any  officer  of  said  company,  before  the  expiration  of  the  year 
for  whidh  he  was  elected,  such  vacant  places  for  the  residue  of  the  year, 
may  be  filled  by  appointment  by  the  president  and  board  for  the  time 
being,  or  a  majoritv  of  them;  and  that  the  directors  and  officers  of  said 
company,  after  having  been-  elected  and  qualified,  shall  hold  their  offices 
until  others  are  elected  and  qualified. 

Sec.  7.  That  a  general  meeting  of  the  stockholders  shall  be  held  an- 
nually at  their  office,  fbr  the  election  of  directors  of  said  company^  and 
that  meetings  may  be  called  at  ainy  time  during  the  interval  between  said 
annual  meetmgs,  by  the  president  and  directors,  or  a  majority  of  them,  or 
by  the  stockholders  owning  at  least  one  half  the  stock  subscribed,  upon 
giving  at  least  thirty  days  public  notice  in  one  or,  more  newspapers  printed 
and  in  general  circulation  in  this  State,  and  in  some  newspap^  printed  ii) 
the  counties  aforesaid^  of  the  time  of  holding  said  meetings,  and  whenever 
such  meetings  are  called  by  the  stockholders,  such  notice  shall  specify  the 
41— L 
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particular  objeict  of  th^  call;  and  if  at  any  such  called  meeting  a  roajoritj 
of  all  the  stock  subscribed  shall  not  be  represented,  such  meeting  maj  ad^ 
joum  from  day  to  day,  for  three  days,  without  transacting  any  business; 
and  if  within  said  three  days  a  majority  of  stock  subscribed  shall  not  be 
represented,  such  .meeting  shall  be  dissolved.         * 

Sec.  8.  That  at  the  regular  annual  meeting  of  the  stockholders  of  said 
company,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  directors  and  officers  of  said  company 
for  the  previous  year,  to  e'xhibit  a  full,  clear  and  distinct  statement  of  the 
affairs  of  the  company ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  to  make  out 
and  exhibit  to  the  board  of  directors,  a  full  and  perfect  statement  of  all 
money  by  him  received  and  paid  out,  for  and  on  account  of  the  said  com- 
pany, at  least  once  in  three  months,  and  oftener  if  required  by  the  presi- 
dent and  directors;  and  all  money  drawn  from  the  treasurer  shall  be  drawn 
on  the  order  of  the  president  of  said  company,  or  in  such  manner  as  shall 
be  pointed  out  by  the  by-laws  of  said  company;  and  the  board  of  direc- 
tors, or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  have  the  power  to  remove  the  president, 
treasurer  or  other  officer  or  agent  of  said  company,  .'at  any  time  when 
ever  they  nlay  jpdge  the  interest  of  the  Company  requires  such  removal, 
and  may  appoint  other  officers  in  their  stead. . 

Sec.  d.  That  the  president,  treasurer  and  directors  of  said  company^ 
before  they  enter  upon  the  duties  of  their  appbintments  as  such,  shall 
severally  take  an  oath  or  affirmation  that  he  will  well  and  truly  discharge 
the  dutie?  of  his  appointment,  according  to  the  best  of  his  ability. 

Sec*  10.  That  the  siiid  president  and  directors,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
may  appoint  all  such  officers,  engineers  or  agents  as  they  may  deem  ne- 
cessary for  the  transaction  of  the  business  of  said  conipany;  that  they,  or 
a  majority  of  them,  shall  have  power  to  determine  by  contract,  the  cono- 
pensation  of  all  engineers,  officers,  and  agents  in  the  eniploy  of  the  com- 
pany; and  to  determine  by  their  byrlaws,  the  manner  of  adjusting  and  set- 
tling all  accounts  against  the  company;  and  also  the  manner  and  evidence 
of  transfers  of  stock  in  said  company;  and  they,  or  a  majoity  of  them,  shall 
have  power  to  pass  all  by-laWs  which  they  may  deem  necessary  or  proper  for 
exercising  alt  powers  vested  in  the  company  hereby  incorporated,  and  for 
carrying  the  object  of  this  act  into  effect:  Provided^  That  such  by-laws 
shall  not  be  contrary  to  the  la^s  of  this  State  or  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  11.  That  the  said  company  shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby  vested 
with  the  right  to  construct  a  double  or  single  Rail  road  or  way  fcom  some 
suitable  point  to  be  selected  on  the  east  line  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  in  the 
county  of  Ashtabula,  from,  at,.or  near  the  north-east  corner  of  the  county 
of  Ashtabula,  and  to  pass  westwardly  through  the  counties  of  Ash^tabula, 
Geauga,  Cuyahoga,  Lorain,  Huron,  Sandusky,  Wood  and  Lucas,  to  the 
Maumee  river,  and  from  thence  to  some  point  on  the  Wabash  and  Erie 
Canal,  if  the  company  deem  it  expedient,  as  the  western  termination  of 
said  Rail  road:  Provided^  That  said  Rail  road  should  cross  Sandusky  river 
below  the  lower  rapids,  it  shall  not  obstruct  the  navigation  of  said  river; 
and  if  it  shall  cross  the  Maumee  river  below  the  rapids,  it  shall  not  ob- 
struct the  navigation  of  that  river  or  other  navigable  river. 

Sec.  1^.    That  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company  shall  be, 

Sd  they  are  hereby  invested  with  all  the  rights  and  powers  necessary  for 
s  location,  construction  and  repairs  of  said  road  not  exceeding  on^  huA- 
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dredfeet  wide,  with  osmany  sets  of  (racks  as  said  president  and  director! 
may  deem  necessary;  and  they  and  their  agents,  or  those  with  whom  they 
may  contract  for  making  any  parts  of  said  road,  may  enter  upon  and  use^ 
and  excavate  any  lands  which  may  be  wanted  for  the  site  of  said  road,  or 
for  any  other  purpose  necessary  and  useful  in  the  construction  orrepaira 
of  said  road  Or  its  works;  and  that  they  may  build  bridges,  fix  scales  an4 
weights,  lay  rails,  take  and  use  any  earth,  timber,  gravel,  stone  or  other 
materials  which  may  be  necessary  for  the  construction  or  repairs  of  said 
road  or  any  of  its  works. 

Sec«  13.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company,  qp  a  ma- 
jority of  them,  or  any  persona  authorized  by  them,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
may  agree!  with  the  owner  or  owners  of  any  land,  earth,  timber,  stone  or 
other  materials,  or  any  imprpvements  Which  may  be  wanted  for  the  con- 
struction or  repairs  of  said  road,  or  any  of  their  works,  for  the  purchase,  use 
or  occupation  of  the  same;  and  if  they  canjiot  agree,  or  if  the  owner  or 
owners,  or  any  of  ^tbem,  be  a  married  woman  under  age,  a  person  of  an- 
sound  mind,  or  out  of  the  county  in  which  the  property  may  lie  whep  such 
lands  and  materials  are  wanted,  application  may  be  made  to  any  jus* 
tice  of  the  peate  of  such  coimty,  who  shall  thereupon  issue  his  warrant, 
under  his  hand  and  seal,  directed  to  the.  sheriff  of  said  county,  or  to  some 
disinterested  person,  if  the  sheriflT shall  be  interested,  requiring  him  to  sum- 
mon a  jury  of  twelve  men,inhahitantsof  said  county,  having  the  qualifications 
of  jurors,  riot  related  or  in  any  wise  interested,  to  meet  on  the  lands  or  near 
the  other  property  or  materials  to  be  valued,  on  a  day  named  in  said  warrant, 
not  less  than,  five  nor  more  than  ten  days  after  the  issuing  of  the  same;  and 
if  at  the  said  time  and  place  any  of  said  persons  summoned  do  not  attend, 
the  sheriflforsummoner  shall  immediately  summons  as  many  persons  having 
.like  qualifications  as  may  be  necessary,  with  the  persons'in  attendance,  to 
furnish  a  pannel  of  twelve  jurors  in  attendance;  and  from  them  each  party 
or  their  agents  may  strike  off  three  jurors  if  he  chooses;  and  in  case  no 
objections  be  made  by  either  party  to  a  juror,  then  the  whole  twelve  shall 
sit  as  a  jury  of  inquest  of  damages;  and  before  they  act  as  such  the  said 
sheriff  or  sumtnoner  shall  .adminiscer  to  each  of  them  an  oath  or  afllrma- 
tion,  as  the  case  may  be,  that  they  will  faithfully  and  impartially  value  the 
damages  which  the  owner  or  owners  will  sustain  by  the  occupation  or  use 
of  the  same,  as  required  by  the  said  company;  and  the  jury  estimating  the 
damages,  if  for  ground  occupied  by  said  road  shall  take  into  the  estimate  the 
benefits  resulting  to  said  owner  or  owners,  by  reason  of  said  road  passing 
through  or  upon  the  land  ofsnch  owner  or  owner8,towards  the  extinguishment 
of  such  claim  or  damages;  and  that  the  said  jury  shall  reduce  their  inquest 
to  writing,  and  shall  sign  and  seal  the  same;  and  it  shall  then  be  returned 
to  the  elerkof  the  court  of  common  pleas  for  said  eounty  at  its  next  ses- 
sion, and  by  such  clerk  filed  in  bis  office,  and  shall  at  the  nrst  term  of  said 
court  be  confirmed,  unless  sufficient  cause  to  the  contrary  be  shown  to  said 
court;  and  when  the  same  shall  be  confirmed,  the  proceeding  shall  be  re- 
corded by  the  clerk  at  the  cxpi^nsc  of  the  company;  but  if  set  aside,  the 
court  may  direct  another  inquisition  to  be  taken  by  jurors,  by  them  appoint- 
ed, and  to  appraise  the  property  taken,  or  to  be  used,  and  to  describe  the 
bounds  of  the  lands  so  taken;  and  such  valuation  when  paid  or  tendered  to 
the  partyclaiming  damages,  by  bringing  the  money  into  court,  the  court  of 
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common  pleas  shall  tbea  and  there  order  the  motiey  so  paid  to  be  retained 
for  the  claimaDt,  and  that  said  company  shall  be  entitled  to  the  use  of  the 
full  right  to  such  personal  property  and  to  the  use  and  occupation  of  such 
landed  property  thus  appraised  and  valued,  and  that  their  title  to  the  same 
shall  be  as  perfeet  in  all  respects  as  if  the  same  had  been  conveyed  or  grant- 
ed by  the  owner  or  owners;  and  that  the  proceedings  aforesaid  shall  be  re- 
corded  by  the  clerk  of  said  court,  and  be  a  part  of  the  records  thereof,  and 
shall  be  final  between  the  parties;  and  the  clerk,  sheriff,  magistrate  and  ju- 
rors, shall  be  entitled  to  receive  the  sam^  fees  from  said  company  as  are  al- 
lowed by  law  for  like  servicesin  cases  of  fixing  the  valuation  of  real  esii^te 
previous  to  sale  on  execution  at  law. 

Sec*  14.  That  whenever,  in  the  construction  of  said  rail-road,  it  shall 
be  necessary  to  cross  or  intersect  any  established  or  public  road,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  said  cpmpany  so  to  construct  said  rail-road  as  not  to  impede  the 
passage  or  transportation  of  persons  or  property  along  such  other  road;  or 
when  it  shall  be  necessary  to  pass  through  the  lands  of  any  individual  or 
corporation,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  company  without  delay,  to  provide 
for  such  individual  or  corporation  proper  wagon  ways  across  said  road;  and 
that  any  other  rail-road  company  may  join  and  connect  any  rail-road  with 
the  road  hereby  contemplated,  and  run  cars  upon  the  same  under  the 
rules  and  regulations  of  the  president  and  directors  of  the  Ohio  rail-road 
company,  as  to  the  construction  and  speed  of  said  cars;  and  that  full  right 
and  privileges  h  hereby  reserved  to  the  State  or  the  citizens,  or  any  com- 
pany hereafter  incorporated  under  the  authority  of  the  State,  to  connect 
vrith  or  cross  the  road  hereby  provided  for,  any  rail-road  leading  from  the 
main  route  to  any  other  part  or  parts  of  the  State:  Praoided^  That  in  form- 
ing such  connections  or  v^rossing  said  rail-road,  no  injury  shall  be  done  to  the 
works  of  the  company  heieby  incorporated.    . 

Sec.  15.  That  if  it  shall  be  necessary  for  such  company,  in  the  se- 
lection of  the  road,  by  them  to  be  laid  and  constructed,  or.  any  part  of 
it,  to  connect  the  same  with,  or  to  use  any  turnpike  road  or  bridge  made  or 
erected  by  any  person  or  persons  or  body  corporate,  to  contract  and  agree 
vrith  any  such  other  corporation  or  person  for  the  right  to  use  such  road  or 
bridge,  or  for  the  transfer  of  any  of  the  corporate  or  other  rights  or  privi- 
leges of  such  corporation. 

Sec.  16.  That  the  funds  of  said  company  shall  be  paid  out  on  orders 
drawn  on  the  treasurer  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  pointed  out  by  the  by- 
laws of  the  company;  and  that  all  such  orders  for  the  payment  of  money 
so  drawn  shall,  when  presented  to  the  treasurer  at  the  office  of  said  treasu- 
rer, be  by  him  paid  and  redeemed;  but  in  case  the  same  are  not  paid  when 
presented,  then  in  that  case^  said  company,  shall  be  liable  to  pay  an  interest 
of  six  per  cent,  thereon  to  the  holder  or  holders,  from  and  after  the  time 
the  same  were  presented  for  payment.* 

Sec*  17.  That  the  president  and  directors  shall  have  power  to  charge 
tolls  on  passengers,  goods,  produce,  merchandise,  or  property  of  any  kind 
whatsoever,  transported  by  them  on  said  rail-way;  and  the  shares  of  the 
capital  stock  of  said  company  shall,  be  deemed  and  considered  personal 
property,  transferable  by  assignment  agreeably  to  the  by-laws  of  said  com- 
pany: Provided^  The  tolls  hereby  authorized  to  charge  shall  never  exceed 
the  sum  of  fifteen  per  cent,  per  annum  on  the  original  cost  of  the  work. 
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Sec*  18.  That  all  persons  complying  with  the  rules  and  regulations  pre 
scribed  bj  said  company,  may  with  suitable  and  proper  carriaCges^use  and 
travel  upon  said  road. 

Sec.  i9.  That  the  president  and  directors  shall  semi-annually  de« 
dare  and  make  such  dividend  as  they  may  deem  proper  of  the  nett  profits 
arising  froicn  the  resources  of  8ai4  company,  deducting  the  amount  of  the 
outstanding  debts  due  by  Said  company  and  the  necessary  and  probable 
contingent  expenses;  and  that  they  shall  divide  the  same  among  the  stock- 
holders of  said  company  in  proportion  to  their  respective,  shares. 

Sec.  20.  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  wilfully,  by  any  means, 
whatsoever,  injure,  impair  or  destroy  any  part  of  said  rail-road,  constructed 
by  said  qotnpany  under  this  act,  or  so  offending,  shall,  for  every  such  offence, 
forfeit  and  pay  to  the  said  company  a  sum  not  exceeding  three  fold  the 
value  of  said  property  so  damaged,  to  be  recovered  in  the.  name  of  the -pre- 
sident and  directors  of  said  company,  by  action  of  debt  in  any  court  hav- 
ing competent  jurisdiction  ifi  the  county  wherein  ^he  ofience  shall  be  com 
mitted;  and  shall  also  be  liable  to  be  indicted,  and  upon  conviction,  shall 
be  punished  by  fine  and  impri8onment,'or  either,  at  the  discretion  of  the 
court 

Sec.  21.  That  it  shall  be  Jawful  for  the  president  and  directors  of  said 
company,  or  a  majority  of  them,  to.  cause  the  books  of  said  company  to  be 
opened  for  subscription  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company,  at  any  time 
when  they  may  think  proper,  until  the  whole  amount  of  said  stock  shall  be 
subscribed:  Prtmded^  That  the  right  to  subscribe  for  one-fourth  of  the  capi- 
tal stock  of  said  company  is  reserved  to  the  State  of  Ohio,  or  any  less 
amount,  if  the  same  be  subscribed  before  it  is  otherwise  disposed  of. 

Sec.  22.  That  for  and  in  consideration  of  the  expenses  said  company 
will  be  at  in  constructing  said  rail-road,  and  in  keeping  the  same  in  repair, 
the  said  rail-road,  together  with  aH  tolls  and  rents  and  profits  arising  there- 
from shall  be, and  the  same  are  hereby  vested  in  said  corporation:  rtxroidedy 
That  the  State  shall  have  the  power  at  any  time  after  the  expiration  of  thir- 
^-five  years  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  to  purchase  and  hold  the  same 
for  the  use  of  the  State,  ^y  paying  to  said  corporation  therefor  the  amount 
expended  by  them  in  the  original  locating  and  constructiug  the  same,  to- 
gether with  fifteen  per  centum  thereon,  of  which  amount  so  expended  an 
accurate  statement  in  writing  shall  be  submitted  to  the  General  Assembly, 
duly  attested  by  the  oaths  of  ihe  officers  of  said  company,  if  the  General 
Assembly  shall  require  it. 

Sec.  23.  That  if  said  road  shall  not  be  finished  within  fifteen  years  from 
the  passage  of  this  act,  then  this  act  to  be  null  and  void,  and  the  said  corpo- 
ration dissolved. 

Sec.  24.  That  this  act  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  public  act,  and  shall 
be  so  construed  in  all  courts  of  justice  and  elsewhere.

To  incorporate  the  WcstcheBtcr,  Middletownand  Winchester  Turnpike  Corapany. 

Sec.  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  Qf  the  State  of  Ohia^ 
That  Joseph  Layman,  Arthur  W.  Elliott,  William  Webster,  Thomas  Reedy 
Israel  T.Gibson,  John  P.  Reynolds,Jacob  Kemp, and  John  C.  Dum,  of  the 
comity  of  Butler;  James  Deniston,  George  Debolt,  Christian  Neff,  anii  Pe- 
ter Shidler,  of  the  county  of  Prebfle,  as  commissioners;  and  their  associates, 
as  stockholders,  as  hereinafter  provided,  their  successors  and  assigns,  be, 
and  they  are  hereby  created  and  declared  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  by  the 
name  and  style  of  the  "Westchester,  Middletownand  Winchester  Turnpike 
Company;"  to  construct  and  keep  in  repair  a  turnpike  road,  toll  gates,  and 
gate  Keepers'  houses;  comnliencing  at  Westchester,  in  the  county  of  Butler; 
thence  the  niost  eligible  route,  through  Huntsville  to  Middlefown,  in  said 
county;  thence  crossing  the  great  Miami  riverj  and  thence  the  best  route, 
to  the  town  of  Winchester,  in  the  county  of  Preble;  and  thence  the-  best 
and  most  eligible  route  and  course,  to  intersect  the  great  National  Road: 
and  by  such  corporate  name  and  style,  said  Company  is  hereby  made 
and  declared  capable  in  law  and  equity,  to  contract,  sue  and  be  sued, 
make  by-laws,  not  contrary  to  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United 
States,  or  of  this  States  and  to  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  which 
they  may  break,  or  renew  at  pleasure;  and  to  acqpire^  have,  hold,  sell, 
transfer  and  convey  property,  real  and  personal,  for  their  corporate  use 
and  purposes,  but  for  no  other  use  or  purpose  whatsoever^ 

Sec.  2.  That  the  capital  of  the  company,  hereby  incorporated,  shall 
consist  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  in  shares  of  twenty-five 
dollars  each,  and  be  deemed  personal  property,,  and  may  be  subscribed 
and  held  by  individuals,  companies  or  corporations,  and  shall  be  appropri- 
ated and  applied  to  the  uses  and  purposes,  in  the  first  section  of  this 
act  set  forth,  and  to  no  other  use  or  purpose;  and  dny  person  desiring 
to  discharge  his  subscription  to  the  capital  of  said  company,  in  labor 
or  materials,  on  or  for  said  road,  shall  so  specify,  at  the  time  of  subscribing; 
in  which  case,  the  labors  to  be  performed  by  such  subscriber,  shall  be 
assigned,  and  the  value  of  the  same  estimated  by  the  principal  engineer, 
superintending  the  construction  of  the  road;  or  if  materials  be  subscribed, 
the  value  thereof  shall  be  estimated  by  such  principal  engiaeer:  Provi- 
ded^ That  in  all  cases  of  subscription  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  com- 
pany, five  dollars,  in  cash,  shall  be  paid  to  the  person  or  persons,  under 
whose  superintendence  subscriptions  may  be  received,  on  each  share 
subscribed;  and  the  residue  of  such  capital  stock,  whether  in  cash,  labor, 
or  materials,  shall  be  paid,  discharged,  performed  and  furnished,  on  the 
requisition  of  the  directors,  for  the  time  being. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  books  for  receiving  subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock 
of  said  company,  shall  be  opened,  within  one  year  from  the  passage  of  this 
act,  at  such  places,  and  under  the  superintendence  of  such  persons,  as  a 
majority  of  said  commissioners,  or  a  majority  of  such  of  them  as  may 
consent  to  act,  may  designate  and  appoint;  it  shall,  be  the  duty  of  ssiid 
commissioners,  or  a  majority  of  them,  or  a  majority  of  such  of  them  as 
consent  to  act,  to  give  ten  days'  notice  of  the  times,  and  places,  and 
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persons,  at  which,  and  under  whose  superintendence,  will,  be  opened 
the  books  for  receiving  subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company; 
whic^  notice  shall  be  published  in  some  newspaper,  published,  or  in  gener- 
al circulation,  in  the  cpuhties  of  Preble  and  Butlen 

See*  4.  That  as  soon  as  it  shall  be  ascertained,  that  ten  thousand 
dollars  of  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  has  .been  subscribed,  said 
conunissioners,  or  a  majority  of  them^  or  a  majority  of  such  of  them  as 
consent  to  act,  shall  give  fifteen  days  notice,  s^s  provided  in  the  third  section 
of  this  act,  of  the  time  of  holding  an  election,  which  shall  be  held  at 
Middletown,  aforesaid,  for  seven  directors,  to  manage  and  conduct  the 
business  and  affairs  of  said  company;  aiid  on  the  day  thus  specified,  at 
Middletown,  aforesaid,  the  stockholders  of  said  company  shall  proceed  to 
the  election,  by  ballot,  of  seven  directors,  stockholders,  any  five  of  whom 
shall  constitute  a  quorum,  for  the  transaction  of  [the]  business  and  concerns 
of  said  company;  the  first  election  for  directors,  under  this  act,  shall  be 
<K>nda€ied  by  two  inspectors,  who  shall  be  appointed  by  a  majority  of 
such  said  commisstoners,  as  may  consent  to  act;  and  such  inspectors  shall 
act  under  oath;  none  but  stockholders  shall  vote  for,  or  be  elected 
directors;  and  the  stockholders  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote,  which  may 
be  given  in  person,  or  by  proxy,  for  each  share  of  stock  by  him,  her,  or 
them  owned  and  held,  on  the  day  of  election;  the  seven  directors,  ha- 
ving  the  highest  number  of  votes,  shall  be  declared  duly  elected;  but  if  an 
election  of  seven  directors  shall  not  be  effected,  by  reason  of  an  equal 
number  of  votes  being  given,  in  favor  of  two  or  more  stockholders;  in  that 
case,  the  inspectors  of  the  election  shall  determine,  by  lot,  amongst  the 
eight  or,  more  stockholders,  having  the  highest  and  an  equal  number  of 
votes,  who  shall  be  directors,  to  complete  the  number  of  seven:  Provided^ 
Such  4eterminatioR,  by  lot,  shall  not  postpone  as  director,  one  stockhold- 
er having  a  higher,  to  another  having  a  lower,  number  of  votes;  the  di- 
rectors first  elected,  under  this  act,  shall  hold  their  ofllice  until. the  first 
Saturday  in  January,  thereafter^  and  until  their  successors  are  elected 
and  qualified;  and  on  the  first  Saturday  of  January,  annually,  after  the 
first  elections  for  directors,  there  shall  be  an  election  for  directors  of 
said  company;  annual  elections  for  directors  of  said  company  shall  be 
under  the  superintendence  of  the  directors,  for  the  time  being;  who  shall 
designate  a  place,  and  shad  give  the  like  notice  of  the  time  oi  such  annu- 
al election,  as  is  required  to  be  given  by  the  commissioners,  as  aforesaid,  of 
the  time  and  place  of  holding  the  first  election,  under  this  act;  and  shall, 
in  like  manner,  notify  the  persons  elected,  and  designate  a  time  and  place 
for  the  persons  elected  directors,  to  meet  and  qualify;  and  the  directors, 
annually  elected,  shall  proceed,  as  required  of  the  first  directors. 

Sec.  5.  That  within  ten  days,  after  the  first  election  of  directors,  under 
thiis  act,  the  inspectors  of  the  election  shall  give  notice,  in  writing,  to'  the 
seven  stockholders,  elected  directors^  of  such  their  elections;  and  shall  ap- 
point a  day,  on  which  the  directors  so  elected  shall  meet  at  Middletown 
aforesaid,  for  organizing;  and  on  the  day  so  appointed,  which  shall  not 
be  more  than  ten  days  from  the  day  of  election,  or  sooner,  if  the  directors 
elected  can  agree,  the  directors  so  elected,  shall  meet  at  Middle- 
town,  and  severally  take  an  oath  faithfully  aiid  impartially,  to  discharge 
the  several  duties   of  director  of  the  turnpike  company,  hereby  in- 
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eoq>orat6d;  and  being  thus  qoalified^  such  directors  shall  appoint  one  of 
their  body  president  of  the  board ;  they  shall  also  appoint  a  treasurer,  ivho 
shall  not  be  a  director,  and  they  may  require  and  take  of  the  treasurer, 
bond,  in  such'  sum,  and  with  such  security,  as  to  them  may  appear  reason- 
able and^ecessary ,  to  secure  said  com  pany ;  said  directors  shall  also  appoint  a 
secretary,  who  shall  keep  a  full  and  fair  jourtial  of  the  corporate  a<^ts  of  said 
company,  and  shall  perform  such  other  duties  of  secretary,  as  may  be  re- 
quired of  him  by  the  directors;  and  also,  said  directors  shall  have  power  to 
borrow,  on  behalf  of  said  company,  any  sum  or  sums  of  money,  not  exceed- 
ing seventy-five  thousand  dollars,  for  any  term  not  exceeding  twenty-five 
years;  said  money,  so  borrowed,  to  be  appropriated  for  the  construction 
of  said  turnpike  road,  and  for  no  other  purpose  whatever:  ai^d  the  individ- 
ual property  of  all  the  stockholders,  re^l  and  personal,  to  be  liable  to  the 
payment  of  said  money  so  borrowed,  in  proportion  to  their  respective  in- 
terests in  said  company* . 

Sec*  6*  That  the  said  company  shall  have  a  right  to  lay  dot,  and  sur- 
vey, and  locdte  a  turnpike  road,  as  specified  in  the  first  section  of  this  act, 
through  any  improved  or  unimproved  lands;  and  to  take  from  the  lands, 
occupied  by  such  road,  when  located  as  aforesaid,  any  stone,  gravel,  tirn- 
ber,  or  other  materials,  Qecessary  to  construct  a  good, secure,  and  substan- 
tial turnpike  road,  as  contemplated  by  this  act,  and  the  necessary  bridges 
connected  therewith;  and  if  any  difference  should  ari$e  between  the  own- 
er or  owners  of  any  ground,  on  which  said  road  may  be  located,  or  from 
which  such  materials  are  taken,  as  aforesaid,  and  the  agents  of  the  compa- 
ny, respecting  damage,  it  shall  be  determined,  by  three  disinterested  free- 
holders, to  be  appointed  by  the  commissioners  of  the  county,  in  which  the 
subject  of  difi[erence  lies;  who,  after  being  duly  sworn,  faithfully  and  im- 
partially to  perform  the  diities,  required  of  them  ih  this  act,  and  taking  into 
consideration,. whether  the  land  be,  really,  rendered  more  or  less  valuable, 
by  the  roads  passing  through  it, shall  make  out  their  assessment  infwritmg, 
of  the  damages,  if  any;  a  copy  of  which  shall  be  given  to  the  proprietor  of 
the  land,  and  another  copy  to  the  agent,  of  the  company;  and  said  agent 
shall  pay,  or  ofibr  to  pay,  the  owner  of  said  land,  the  amount  of  such  as- 
sessed damages,  before  he  shall  enter  upon  and  take  any  such  ground  or 
materials,  other  than  to  survey  the  road;  and  all  such  assessment  of  dama- 
ges, if  any  should  be  awarded,  shall  be  paid  by  the  company;  but  if  no 
damage  shall  be  awarded,  then  the  expense  shall  be  paid  by  the  persoti  who 
had  claimed  damages;  and  in  case  sufficient  materials  cannot  be  procured 
on  the  land  so  as  aforesaid  required  for  said  road  and  bridges,  said  compa- 
ny, or  their  agents,  shall  have  a  right  to,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized,  to 
enter  upon  any  unimproved  lands,  adjoining  or  in  the  vicinity  of  said  road, 
and  to  dig,  cut  down,  take,  ahd  carry  away,  so  much  stone,  gravel,  timber, 
or  other  materials,  (not  previously  cut  down,  taken,  appropriated  or  pre- 
pared, by  the  owner  for  any  particular  use,)  as  may  be  necessary  to  enable 
said  company  to  construct  said  road  and  the  necessary  bridges,  toll  gates; 
and  in  (*.ase  of  difierence  between  the  owners  of  any  lands,  from  which 
materials  may  be  taken,  as  last  aforesaid,  such  difference  shall  be  determi- 
ned, and  compensation  made  by  said  company,  in  manner  provided  by  the 
sixth  section  of  this  act. 

Sec.  ?•    That  in  addition  to  the  land  necessary  for  the  construction, 
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use,  and  repair  of  said  road,  said  company  shall  be  entitled  to,  and  author- 
ized  to  acquire,  in  manner  aforesaid,  not  exceeding  one  acre  of  land,  at 
each  toll  gate,  for  the  erection  thereon,  and  convenient  occupation  of  a 
gate  keeper's  house;  and  said  ooinpany  shall  cause  such  turnpike  road  to  be 
opened)  not  exceeding  eighty  feet  wide;  at  least  fifteen  feet  of  which 
shall  be  made  an  artificial  road,  composed  of  stone,  gravel,  wood,  or  other 
suitable  materials,  well  compacted  together,  in  such  a  manner  as  to  secure  a 
good,  firm,  substantial  and  even  road,  rising  in  the  middle,  with  a  gradual 
arch  or  curve,  with  sufficient  drains  on  eacn  side,  to  carry  the  water  there* 
from,  and  shall  keep  the  same  in  good  repair;  and  [in]  no  case  shall  the  as* 
cent  in  such  road  be  of  greater  elevation,  than  four  degrees  with  the  hori- 
zon. 

Sec.  ,8.  That  so  soon  as  said  company  shall  have  completed  such 
roads,  or  the  grading  thereof,  as  aforesaid,  or  apy  part  of  such  roads,  not 
less  than  five  continuous  miles,  and  so  from  time  to  time,  as  often  as  five 
continuous  miles  thereof  shall  be  completed,or  completely  graded,  an  agent, 
to  be  appointed  for  that  purpose  by  the  commissioners  of  the  proper  coun- 
ty, if  not  otherwise  appointed  by  order,  under  the  Legislature  or  its  au- 
thority, shall,  on  application  of  said  company,  examine  said  road,  or  part 
thereof,  ais  aforesaid,  and  report  his  opinion  to  the  president  of  said  com-^ 
pany ;  and  if  such  agent  shall  report  said  road,  or  any  continuous  five  milesy 
thereof,  to  be  completed  or  completely  graded,  agreeably  to  the  requisi- 
tions of  this  act,  said  company  shall  thereupon  be  entitled  to  erect  a  toll 
gate  or  gates,  at  suitable  distances  on  said  road,  and  to  demand  [and]  re- 
ceive of  those  travelling  or  using  the  same,  the  tolls  allowed  by  this  act* 

Sec*  9*    That  the  following  shall  be  the  rates  of  tolls  demandable  or 
receivable  for  each  and  every  ten  miles  of  said  road,  when  completed,  and  in 
the  same  proportion  for  any  greater  or  less  distance,  to  wit:  for  every 
four  wheeled  carriage  or  wagon,  drawn  by  one  horse  or  ox,  eighteen  and 
three  fourth  cents;  for  every  horse  or  ox  in  addition,  six  and  one  fourth 
cents;  for  every  chaise,  riding  chair,  cart,  or  gig,  or  other  two  wheeled 
carriage,  of  any  kind,  drawn  by  one  horse  or  ox,  twelve  and  a  half  cents; 
for  everv  horse  or  ox  in  addition,  six  and  one  fourth  events;  for  every  sled  or 
sleigh,  cfrawn  by  one  horse  or  ox,  twelve  and  a  half  cents;  for  every  coach, 
chariot,  or  other  four  wheeled  pleasure  carriage,  drawn  by  one  horse,  (dri- 
ver included,)  twenty-five  cents:  for  every  additional  horse,  six  and  one 
fourth  cents;  for  every  horse  and  rider,  six  and  one  fourth  cents;  for  eve- 
ry horse,  mule,  or  ass,  led  or  driven,  six  months  old  and  upwards,  two 
cents;  for  every  head  of  neat  cattle,  six  months  old  and  upwards,  three 
fourths  of  a  cent;  for  every  head  of  sheep  or  hogs,  one  fourth  of  a  cent; 
and  for  equal  distances  and  like  objects,  said  company  shall  be  entitled  to 
demand  and  receive  one  half  of  the  foregoing  amount  of  tolls  on  said  road^ 
when  completely  graded  as  aforesaid,  but  not  fully  completed,  as  a  turn- 
pike  road:    Provided^  That  all  persons  going  to  and   returning  from 
public  worship  or  funerals,  and  all  militiamen  necessarily  goinc  to  and  re- 
turning  from  their  respective  muster  grounds,  and  all  persons  having  the 
qualifications  of  electors  at  the  annual  election  or  presidential  elections, 
shall  pass  free  of  toll. 

Sec.  10.    That  if  any  person  or  persons  using  said  road  shall,  with  in* 
tent  to  defraud  said  company,  or  to  evade  the  payment  of  tolls,  pass 
42— L 
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through  any  private  gate,  of  bars,  or  other  ground,  except  around  cross- 
ways,  authorized  by  law,  near  to  any  turnpike  gate  of  said  road,  every  person 
guilty  of^  or  concerned  in  such  fraudulent  practice,  shall,  for  every  suchof- 
fence,  be  liable  to  pay  to  said  company  a  sum  not  less  than  two  dollars,  nor 
more  than  ten  dollars,  to  be  recovered  in  action  of  debt,  with  cost  of  suit, 
before  any  ju3tice  of  the  peace  of  the  county  in  which  such  offence  may 
be  committed;  and  from  such  judgment  of  the  justice  of  the  peace,  an  ap- 
peal may  be  taken  to  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  the  proper  county,  but 
no  stay  of  execution  shall  be  allowed. 

Sec.  11.  That  if  said  company  shall  fail  for  ten  days  in  succession,  to 
keep  said  road  in  good  repair,  and  complaint  thereof  be  made  to  a  justice 
of  the  peace  of  the  county  in  which  said  road  may  be  out  of  repair,  it  shall 
be  his  duty  forthwith  to  summon  three  disinterested  freeholders  of  the 
county  to  examine  the  same,  and  he  shall  give  notice  to  ttie  toll  gatherer, 
at  the  nearest  gale,  of  the  time  when  such  freeholders  will  proceed  to  ex- 
amine said  road;  and  such  freeholders,  after  taking  an  oath  or  affirmatioa 
to  act  impartially,  shall  proceed  to  examine  said  road;  and  if  such  free- 
holders shall  find  said  road  out  of  repair,  they  shall  certify  their  finding 
to  the  justice  of  the  peace,  who  shall  immediately  transmit  a  copy  of  such 
certificate  to  the  toil  gatherer  nearest  the  defective  part  of  said  road;  and 
from  the  time  of  the  toll  gatherer's  receiving  such  notice,  no  tolls  shall  be 
demanded  or  received  lor  such  part  of  the  road,  until  the  same  shall  be  put 
in  complete  repair,  under  the  penalty  of  five  dollars  for  each  offence,  to 
be  recovered  of  said  company,  with  cpst,  on  the  complaint  and  for  the  use 
of  the  party  aggrieved. 

Sec.  12.  That  if  any  person  shall,  wilfully  or  wantonly,  destroy  or  in 
any  manner  injure  or  obstruct  any  part  of  said  road,  or  any  gate  thereon,, 
otherwise  than  in  the  just  or  lawful  use  th^reofi  every  such  person  shall  be 
liable  to  pay  said  company  for  every  such  offence  a  sum  not  less  than  five 
dollars,  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars,  and  shall,  morepver,  be  liable  for  all 
damages  to  the  company,  and  for  all  injuries  occurring  to  travellers  incon- 
sequence of  any  such  damage  to,  or  obstruction  of  said  road;  all  damages 
and  costs  awarded  to  the  company,  or  to  travellers,  under  this  section,  to 
be  recovered  with  costs  before  any  justice  of  the  peace  of  the  county  in 
which  such  offence  may  have  been  committed;  from  which  judgment  an 
appeal  may  be  taken  to  the  court  of  common  pleas,  but  no  stay  of  execution 
shall  be  allowed. 

Sec.  13.  That  said  company  shall  put  a  post  or  stone  at  tlie  end  of 
each  mile,  with  the  number  of  miles  from  Westchester  fairly  cut  or  painted 
thereon;  and  also  in  a  conspicuous  place  near  each  toll  gate  shall  be  pla- 
ced a  board,  with  the  rates  of  toll  fairly  painted  thereon,  with  directions 
to  keep  to  the  right. 

Sec.  14.  That  if  any  person  shall  wilfully  deface  or  destroy  any  guide 
board,  mile  post  or  stone,  or  painted  list  or  rate  of  tolls,  erected  on  said 
road,  he  shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  before  a  justice  of  the  peace  of  the 
proper  county,  forfeit  and  pay  a  sum,  nqt  less  than  five  dollars,  nor  more 
than  ten  dollars,  with  costs  of  suit,  in  an  action  of  debt,  at  the  suit  of  said 
company;  and  from  the  judgment  of  the  justice  of  the  peace  in  such  case, 
an  appeal  may  be  taken  to  the  court  of  conrimon  pleas,  but  no  stay  of  exe- 
cution shall  be  allowed. 
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Sec.  1 5.  That  if  any  toll  gatherer  on  said  road  shall  unreasonably  detain 
any  person  after  payment  or  tender  of  the  proper  amount  of  toll,  or  shall 
demand  or  receive  a  greater  amount  of  toll  than  by  this  act  is  authorized, 
he  shall,  for  any  such  ofience,  forfeit  and  pay  a  sum  not  exceeding  twenty 
dollars,  to  be  recovered  with  costs  of  suit,  before  any  justice  of  the  peace 
of  the  proper  county,  in  an  action  of  debt,  at  the  suit  of  the  party  aggrieved; 
and  from  the  judgment  of  the  justice  in  such  case,  an  appeal  may  be  taken 
to  the  court  of  common  pleas,  but  no  stay  of  execution  shall  he  allowed: 
Provided^  That  no  action  under  this  section  shall  be  commenced  after  the 
expiration  of  twenty  days  from  the  accruing  thereof. 

oec.  16.  That  there  shall  be  kept  a  fair  account  of  the  whole  expense 
of  making  and  repairing  said  road,  with  all  incidental  expenses;  and  also 
a  fair  account  of  the  tolls  received;  and  the  State  shall  have  a  right  to  pur- 
chase the  same,  or  any  pSrt  of  the  stock  thereof,  on  paying  said  company  a 
sum  of  money  which,  together  with  the  tolls  received,  shall  equal  the  cost 
and  expense  of  said  road,  as  aforesaid,  with  ten  per  centum  thereon; 
and  the  books  of  said  company  shall  always  be  open  to  the  inspec* 
tion  of  the  agent  of  the  State  appointed  for  that  purpose  by  the  Le- 
gislature; and  if  the  company  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  exhibit  their  ac- 
counts agreeably  to  this  section,  when  thereunto  re(;[uired,  then  all  the 
rights  and  privileges  granted  by  this  act  shall  cease- 
Sec.  17.  Thatjf  said  (company  shall  not,  within  five  years  from  the 
passage  of  this  act,  proceed  to  carry  on  the  work,  according  to  the  true 
intent  and  meaning  of  this  act,  then  in  that  case  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
Legislature  to  resume  all  the  rights  and  privileges  hereby  granted. 

Sec.  18.  That  said  company  shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized 
and  entitled,  to  demand  and  receive  the  like  toll  from  persons  conveying 
the  United  States  mail,  as  from  other  persons;  and  in  case  of  neglect  or 
refusal  on  the  part  of  any  person  or  persons  engaged  in  the  transportatioQ 
of  the  mail,  to  pay  the  tolls  by  this  act  authorized  to  be  demanded  and  re« 
ceived,  said  company  may  proceed  to  collect  the  same  by  action  of  debt; 
but  shall  not  obstruct  or  delay  the  passage  of  the  mail.

Alt  ACT 

To  provide  for  the  extension  and  compledon  of  the  Mitmi  Canal,  north  of  Dayton. 

Sec.  L  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^  That 
the  commissioners  of  the  canal  fund  be,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to 
borrow,  on  the  credit  of  the  State,  any  sum  not  exceeding  two  hundred 
thousand  dollars  in  the  year  eight^ien  hundred  and  thirty-six;  two  hundred 
thousand  dollars  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-seven;  twohun^ 
dred  thousand  dollars  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  thTty-eight;  and- 
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three  hundred  thousand  dollars  annually^  for  the  next  three  years  thereaf- 
ter; in  all  fifteen  hundred  thousand  dollars;  at  a  rate  of  interest  not  exceed- 
ing  six  per  centum  per  annum;  for  which  moneys  so  to  be  borrowed,  they 
shall  issue  transferrable  certificates  of  stock,  redeemable  at  the  pleasure  of 
the  State,  at  any  time  between  the  years  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty,  and 
eighteen  hundred  and  sixty:  Provided^  That,  at  least  two  months  previ- 
ously to  their  entering  into. any  contract  for  such  loan,  they  shall  give  no- 
tice by  publication  in  some  newspaper  in  each  of  the  cities  of  Philadelphia^ 
New  York  and  Cincinnati,  having  general  circulation  therein,  inviting 
proposals  to  be  made  to  them,  at  such  place  and  at  such  time  as  they  may 
designate,  for  a  loan  of  such  sums  of  money  as  they  may  then  propose  to 
borrow;  And  provided,  also,  That  no  greater  sum  shall  at  any  time  be  bor- 
rowed than  will,  in  the  opinion  of  the  commissioners  of  the  canal  fund,  and 
the  canal  commissioners,  or  a  majority  of  each  board,  be  fully  provided  for 
in  this  act,  without  the  contingency  of  having  to  resort  to  taxalipn  to  meet 
the  payment  of  either  the. principal  or  interest. 

Sec.  %  That  if  the  said  commissioners  be  of  opinion,  at  any  of  the 
times  specified  in  this  act  for  making  a  regular  loan,  that  the  same  cannot 
then  be  obtained  on  terms  favorable  to  the  State,  they  shall  be,  and  are 
hereby  authorized  to  borrow,  in  behalf  of  this  State,  erf  any  indivi^dual  or 
individuals,  or  body  corporate,  in  this  State  or  elsewhere,  anysnmof  mo- 
ney not  exceeding  in  any  one  year,  fifty  thousand  dollars,  on  such  terms  as 
they  deem  expedient,  at  a  rate  of  interest  not  exceeding  six  per  cent,  per 
annum;  which  money,  so  borrowed,  shall  be  repaid  by  the  said  commis- 
sioners, with  the  first  money  they  may  obtain  on  any  regular  loan  made 
in  pursuance  of  this  act. 

Sec.  3»  That  the  money  borrowed  according  to  the  provisions  of  the 
first  section  of  this  act,  shall  be  applied  to  the  construction  and  completion 
of  the  Miami  canal,  north  of  Dayton,  commonly  called  the  extension  of  the 
Miami  canal,  under  the  same  regulations  and  provisions  prescribed  and 
adopted  in  the  application  of  the  canal  fund  for  the  construction  of  the 
Ohio  and  Miami  canals. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  lands,  and  the  proceeds  of  the  lands  granted  by  Con- 
gress in  aid  of  the  construction  of  the  Miami  canal,  north  of  Day  ton,  remaining 
unsold^  or  unexpended,  when  the  canal  shall  have  been  completed,  and  paid 
for  to  the  mouth  of  the  Loramies  creek,  shall  be,  and  are  hereby  appro- 
priated exclusively  to  the  payment  of  the  interest  of  the  debt,  or  any  part 
of  the  debt,  created  under  the  first  section  of  this  act.  • 

Sec.  5.  That  the  nett  proceeds  of  the  tolls  of  the  Miami  canal,  north 
of  Dayton,  and  of  the  Wabash  and  Eric  canal,  and  any  surplus  fundi,  ari- 
sing from  the  sales  of  the  lands  granted  by  Congress  for  the  construction  of 
the  Wabash  and  Erie  canal,  more  than  are  required  for  the  construction  of 
that  work,  shall  be,  and  are  hereby  created  a  fund,  for  the  payment  of  the 
interest  and  debt,  created  by  virtue  of  the  firstsection  of  this  act. 

Sec.  6.  That  the  canal  conimissioners  be,  and  are  hereby  authorized 
and  required,  to  substitute  for  reservoirs,feeders  from  living  streams,  in  all 
cases  where. the  same  can  be  done  at  less  expense  to  the  State  than  by 
using  such  reservoirs;  and  if  a  feeder  from  Mad  River  be  thus  substituted, 
the  same  shall  be  made  navigable:   Provided,  The  additional   expense 
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shall  not  exceed  the  probable  advantages  to  be  derived  by  the  State,  there-

AN  ACT 

To  incorporate  the  village  of  Richmond,  in  the  county  of  Geauga. 

Sec.  !•  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^ 
That  so  much  of  the  township  of  Painsville,  in  the  county  of  Geauga,  as  is 
comprised  within  the  following  limits,  to  wit:  beginning  at  the  north-west 
corner  of  lot  No.  20,  on  the  west  line  of  the  township  of  Painsville  and 
the  dividing  line  between  that  and  the  township  of  Mentor,  in  said  coun- 
ty; thence  running  north  along  the  dividing  line  between  said  townships,' 
to  the  south  line  of  lot  No.  26.  of  Abraham  Skinner's  survey;  thence  along 
said  south  line  to  Grand  river;  thence  southerly  along  said  river  to  the- 
north  line  of  lot  number  19,  in  said  township;  thence  westwardly,  along 
the  north  lines  of  lots  numbers  19  and  20  and  21,  to  the  place  of  begin- 
ning; excluding  the  lands  belonging  to  Charles  C.  Paine,  and  to  the  heirs, 
of  Abraham  Skinner,  and  to  Nathan  and  Paulina  Perry;  be  and  the  same 
is  hereby  oi'eated  a  village  corporate,  and  shall  henceforth  be.  known  and 
distinguished  by  the  name  of  the  "Village  of  Richmond." 

Sec  2.  That  for  the  good  order  and  government  of  said  village,  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  the  white  male  inhabitants  who  have  resided  within  the 
aforesaid  limits  of  said  village  for  the  space  of  three  months  next  prece- 
ding the  second  Tuesday  of  April  next,  and  who  have  the  qualifications 
of  electors  of  members  of  the  General  Assembly,  to  meet  at  the  school 
house  in  said  village,  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  April  next,  and  on  the  se^ 
cond  Tuesday  of  April,  annually  thereafter,  at  such  place  as  the  village 
council  may  direct,  which  shall  be  determined  by  notices  of  the  tyne  and 
place  posted  up  in  three  of  the  most  jpublic  places  in  said  village,  at  least, 
ten  days  before  the  election,  or  published  in  some  newspaper,  published 
in  said  village;  whicb  notice  shall  be  signed  by  the  niayor  and  recorder; 
and  then  and  there  proceed  by  ballot  to  elect,  by  a  plurality  of  votes,  one 
mayor,  one  recorder,  and  five  trusteeis,  who  shall  be  freeholders  residing 
within  the  limits  of  said  village,  and  who  shall  hold  their  respective  offices 
for  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified;  such 
mayor,  recorder,  and  trustees  bemg  so  elected  and  qualified,  shall  consti- 
tute a  village  council,  any  four  of  whom  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  business. 

Sec.  3.  That  at  the  first  election  to  be  holden  under  this  act,  there 
shall  be  chosen  vivavoce^  by  the  electors  present,  three  judges  and  a  clerk 
of  said  election;  and  at  all  subsequent  elections  the  trustees,  or  any  two 
of  them,  shall  be  judges,  and  the  recorder  clerk;  and  at  all  elections  held 
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under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  the  polls  shall  be  opened  between  the 
hours  of  one  and  two  and  closed  at  four  o'clock,  P.  M.  of  said  day;  and 
at  the  close  of  the  polls  the  votes  shall  be  counted,  and  a  true  statement 
thereof  proclaimed  by  one  of  the  judges,  to  the  electors  present;  and  the 
clerk  shall  make  a  true  record  thereof,  who  shall  notify  the  persons  elect- 
ed to  their  respective  offices,  of  their  election,  within  five  days;  and 
the  persons  so  elected  and  notified,  shall,  within  five  days  thereafter, 
take  an  oath  or  affirmation  to  support  the  constitutions  of  the  United 
States  and  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  and  an  oath  of  office;  which  oath  any 
one  of  the  directors  is  hereby  authorized  to  administer  to  the  mayor 
or  recorder,  and  they  in  turn  to  the  directors:  any  person,  elected  as 
aforesaid,  neglecting  or  refusing  to  qualify  as  aforesaid,  shall  forfeit  and  pay 
into  the  treasury  of  said  village  the  sum  of  five  dollars,  to  be  recqvere'd  by 
an  action  of  debt,  before  the  mayor  of  said  village;  and  the  recorder  shall 
in  the  name  of  said  village,  demand,  receive,  or  sue  for  such  forfeiture,  and 
pay  over  the  same,  when  collected,  to  the  treasurer,  taking  his  receipt 
therefor:  Provided,  That  no  person  shall  be  compelled  to  serve  in  any 
office  in  said  corporation  two  years  in  succession. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  mayor,  recorder,  and  trustees  of  said  village  shall  be 
a  body  politic  and  corporate,  with  perpetual  succession,  to  be  known  and 
distinguished  by  the  name  of  the  Village  Council  of  Richmond;  and  they 
and  their  successors  in  office  shall  be  authorized  to  use  a  common  seal, 
and  the  same  to  alter  at  pleasure;  to  receive,  purchase,  acquire,  hold  and 
convey  any  real  estate,  personal  or  mixed,  and  to  manage  and  dispose  of 
the  same  in  such  manner  as  they,  or  a  majority  of  them  may  deem' pro- 
per; they  shall  be  capable,  in  the  name  aforesaid,  of  suing  and  being  sued, 
pleading  and  being  impleaded,  answering  and  being  answered,  in  any  suit 
or  action  in  any  court  of  law  or  equity  in  this  State;  and  when  any  suit 
or  action  shall  be  commenced  against  said  corporation,  the  first  process 
shall  be  by  summons,  a  copy  of  which  shall  be  left  with  the  mayor,  or  in  his 
absence,  at  his  usual  place  of  abode,  at  least  five  days  before  the  return 
day  thereof. 

Sec.  5.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  [the]  mayor,  and  in  his  absence 
or  disability  to  serve,  the  recorder,  to  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  village 
council;  it  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  recorder  to' attend  all  such  meet- 
ings, and  keep  an  accurate  record  of  their  proceedings,  to  be  recorded  in 
a  book  provided  for  that  purpose;  it  shall  moreover  be  the  duty  of  the  re- 
corder to  attend  all  elections  under  the  provisions  of  this  act;  but  in  case 
of  his  absence  or  disability  to  serve  as  such,  the  trustees  shall  have  power 
to  appoint  one  of  their  number  clerk  of  said  election,  pro  tempore. 

Sec.  6.  That  the  village  council  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacan- 
cies which  may  occur  in  their  body  by  death,  resignation  or  otherwise, 
from  among  the  electors  in  said  village,  whose  appointment  shall  continue 
until  the  next  annual  election,  and  until  their  successoi-s  are  elected  and 
qualified;  and  whenever  it  may  happen  that  neither  the  mayor  or  recor- 
der is  present  at  any  meeting  of  said  village  council,  the  trustees  shiall 
have  power  to  appoint  one  of  their  number  to  perform  the  duties  of  such 
mayor,  recorder,  or  both,  as  the  case  may  be,  which  appointment  shall 
he  pro  tempore;  and  that  the  mayor,  or  a  majority  of  the  trustees,  shall 
have  power  to  call  a  meeting  of  the  village  council  whenever  in  his  or 
their  opinion  the  public  good  of  said  corporation  shall  require  it. 
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Sec.  7.  That  the  mayor,  recorder,  and  trustees,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
whereof  the  mayor  or  recorder  shall  always  be  one,  or  in  their  absence, 
one  of  the  taustees  appointed  to  fill  their  vncancy,  shall  have  power  and 
authority  to  make,  ordain  and  publish  all  such  by-laws  and  ordinances, 
consistent  with  the  constitution  of  the  United  States  and  of  this  State, 
as  they  may  deem  necessary  and  expedient  for  the  regulations,  interest, 
safety,  health,  cleanliness  and  convenience  of  said  town,  and  the  same  to 
alter  or  repeal  at  pleasure;  they  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  treasurer, 
village  marshal,  and  such  other  subordinate  officers  as  they  may  deem  ne- 
cessary; to  prescribe  their  duties,  and  to  require  of  them  such  security  as 
they  may  deem  necessary  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties;  to 
remove  them  at  pleasure;  to  fix  and  establish  the  fees  of  the  officers  of  said 
corporation  not  established  by  this  act,  except  the  trustees,  who  shall 
receive  no  fees;  said  village  council  shall  also  have  power  to  affix  to  the 
violation  of  the  by-laws  and  ordinances  of  said  corporation  such  reasona- 
ble fines  and  forfeitures  as  they  may  deem  proper,  and  provide  for  the 
collection  and  disposition  of  the  same;  they  shall  have  power  to  lay  out, 
regulate  the  lots,  streets,  lanes,  alleys  and  public  ground;  to  lay  out  and  de- 
termine the  width  of  side  walks,  and  regulate  the  same ;  they  shall  also  have 
power  to  remove  or  cause  to  be  removed  all  nuisances  and  obstructions, 
and  do  all  things  which  a  corporation  of  a  similar  nature  can  do,  to  secure 
the  health,  peace  and  good  order  of  the  inhabitants  of  said  town:  Pro- 
vided^ always^  That  they  shall  not  take  or  use  any  persons  land  without 
giving  an  equivalent  therefor,  the  value  of  which  and  kind  of  equivalent 
shall  be  fixed  by  three  disinterested  persons,  one  of  which  shall  be  chosen 
by  each  party,  and  the  third  by  them. 

Sec.  8.  That  for  the  purpose  of  more  efTectually  enabling  the  village 
council  to  carry  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  act,  they  are  hereby  au- 
thorized and  empowered  to  assess  for  corporation  purposes  an  amount  of 
tax  on  all  property  within  said  village,  made  taxable  by  the  laws  of  this 
State,  for  State  and  county  purposes,  not  exceeding  in  any  one  year  one 
per  cent,  on  the  value  thereof,  which  value  shall  be  ascertained  by  an  as- 
sessor to  be  appointed  by  said  village  council  for  that  purpose;  they  shall 
also  have  power  to  equalize  any  injudicious  assessments  thus  made,  on 
complaint  of  the  owner  or  owners,  his,  her,  or  their  agents  so  aggrieved; 
that  in  addition  to  the  taxes  herein  provided  for,  the  said  corporation  shall 
have  power  to  assess  such  other  tax  as  may  be  found  necessary  to  purchase 
a  good  fire  engine,  for  the  use  and  safety  of  said  village;  and  also  to  pur- 
chase a  suitable  piece  of  ground  for  a  cemetery:  Provided^  That  no  great- 
er sum  shall  be  assessed  in  one  year  than  will  be  sufficient  to  make  one  of 
the  above  purchases. 

Sec.  9.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  village  council  to  make  out,  or 
cause  to  be  made  out  by  the  recorder,  a  duplicate  of  taxes,  charging  each 
individual  therein  an  amount  of  tax  in  proportion  to  the  property  of  such 
individual  assessed  as  afpresaid  within  said  town:  which  duplicate  shall 
be  signed  by  the  "mayor  and  recorder,  and  delivered  to  the  marshal  or  such 
other  person  as  shall  be  appointed  collector,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  col- 
lect the  same  within  such  time  and  in  such  mannet  as  the  by-laws  shall 
direct;  and  the  said  collector  shall  have  power  to  sell  both  real  and  person- 
al estate  for  the  non-payment  of  taxes  within  said  town,  and  shall  be  gov- 
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^roed  dierein  by  the  same  laws  and  regulations  as  the  collectors  of  State 
and  county  taxes;  and  in  case  of  the  sale  of  any  real  estate,  the  recorder 
shall  have  power  to  make  and  execute  deeds  therefor,  in  the  same  manner 
that  county  auditors  are  by  law,  empowered  to  do  for  lands  sold  by  the 
county  treasurer;  and  the  said  collector  shall,  within  ten  days  after  collect- 
ing said  taxes,  pay  the  same  over  to  the  treasurer  of  said  corporation, 
taking  his  receipt  therefor:  and  who  shall  receive  for  his  fees  such  sum  as 
the  town  council  may  direct,  not  exceeding  six  per  cent,  on  all  moneys  so 
by  him  collected  and  paid  over;  said  fees  to  be  paid  by  the  treasurer,  on 
the  order  of  the  recorder:  and  further,  the  said  village  council  shall  have 
power  to  assess,  as  above,  one  fourth  part  of  one  per  cent,  in  addition  to, 
and  in  the  same  manner  as  above,  for  the  purpose  and  to  be  applied  to 
:he  purchase  of  a  library  for  said  village,  which  library  shall  be  regulated 
by  the  laws  of  said  qprporation.      • 

Sec.  10.  That  the  by-laws  and  ordinances  of  said  village,  shall  be  post- 
ed up  in  two  or  more  of  the  most  public  places  within  said  village,  or  pub- 
lished in  some  newspaper  published  in  said  village,  at  least  ten  days  before 
the  taking  effect  thereof;  and  thei  certificate  of  the  recorder  upon  the  vil- 
lage record  shall  be  considered  sufficient  evidence  of  the  same  having 
been  done* 

Sec*  1 1*  That  the  village  council  shall,  at  the  expiration  of  each  year, 
cause  to  be  made  out  and  posted  up  in  one  or  more  of  the  most  public  pla- 
ces in  said  village,  or  published  in  some  newspaper  published  in  said  vil- 
lage, an  exhibit  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  preceding  year; 
which  statement  shall  be  certified  by  the  recorder  of  said  village. 

Sec.  12.  That  the  mayor  of  said  corporation  shall  be  a  conservator  of 
the  peace  throughout  said  village,  and  shall  have  all  the  powers  and  juris- 
diction of  a  justice  of  the  peace  in  all  matters  of  a  criminal  nature  arising 
under  the  laws  of  this  State,  to  all  intents  and  purposes  whatever;  he  shall 
give  bond  and  security  as  is  required  by  law  of  justices  of  the  ^eace;  and 
the  said  mayor  shall  perform  all  the  duties  required  of  him  by  the  by-laws 
and  ordinances  of  said  corporation,  and  appeals  may  be  taken  in  all  cases 
from  the  decisions  of  said  mayor  in  the  same  manner  as  from  the  decisions 
of  justices  of  the  peace:  he  shall  keep  a  docket,  wherein  he  shall  keep  a  fair 
record  of  all  matters  of  diflerence  tried  before  him,  and  shall  be  allowed 
and  receive  the  same  fees  that  justices  of  the  peace  are  or  may  be  enti- 
tled to  in  similar  cases* 

Sec.  1 3.  That  the  marshal  shall  be  the  principal  ministerial  officer  of 
said  village,  and  shall  have  the  same  powers  as  constables  have  bylaw; 
and  his  jurisdiction  in  criminal  cases  shall  be  co-extensive  with  the  coun- 
ty of  Geauga,  and  in  civil  cases  with  the  township  of  Painesville;  he  shall 
execute  the  process  of  the  mayor,  and  receive  the  same  fees  for  his  ser- 
vices that  constables  are  allowed  in  similar  cases. 

Sec.  14*  That  said  corporation  shall  be  allowed  the  use  of  the  jail  of 
the  county  of  Geauga,  for  the  imprisonment  of  such  persons  as  may  be  lia- 
ble to  imprisonment  under  the  by-laws  and  ordinances  of  said  corpora- 
tion; and  all  persons  so  imprisoned  shall  be  under  the  charge  of  the  sheriff 
of  the  county  of  Geauga^  as  in  other  cases* 
Sec*  15*    That  the  mayor,  recorder,  trustees,  and  other  officers  of  said 
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corporation,  shall,  on  demand,  deliver  to  their  successors  in  office  all  such 
booKS  and  papers  as  may  appertain  in  any  wise  to  their  office. 

Sec.  16.  That  any  future  Legislature  shall  have  power  to  alter,  amend 
or  repeal  this  act:  Provided^  That  such  alteration,  amendment,  or  repeal 
shall  not  divert  the  property  of  said  corporation  from  the  purpose  express* 
ed  in  this  act.

AN  ACT 

To  Uy  ottt  and  eitablish  a  State  road  along  tha  north  line  of  Richland  ^ountj^ 

Sec.  1.  Be  U  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^ 
That  Thomas  Haney  and  Joseph  Marshall,  of  the  county  of  Richland,  and 
Aldrich  Carver,  of  the  county  of  Huron,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  appoint* 
ed  commissioners,  and  Michael  Runer,  of  the  county  of  Richland,  surveyor^ 
to  lay  out  and  establish  a  state  road,  commencing  at  the  place  where  the 
Ashland  andNorwalk  road  crosses  the  line  between  Richland  and  Huron 
counties,  to  run  east  along  said  line^  to  the  north-west  comer  of  Wayne 
county. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  said  road  commissioners  shall,  in  all  respects,  begov^ 
erned  by,  and  the  expenses  of  laying  out  and  establiJ^ing  said  road  to  be 
paid  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  actentitled  ^An  act  deiming 
the  mode  of  laying  out  and  establishing  state  roads,"  passed  March  14th, 
1851 ,  except  the  appointment  of  surveyor,  which  is  provided  for  in  the  first 
section  of  this  act. 

Sec.  3.    Should  any  vacancy  at  any  time  occur,  in  said  board  of  com* 
missioners, or  surveyor,  by  any  cause,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commis 
sioners  of  the  county  in  which  such  vacancy  may  happen,  to  fill  the  same 
from  time  to  time,  as  often  as  the  same  mav  occur,  by  the  aopointment  of 
such  persons  as  they  may  deem  suitable  without  unreasonable  delay.

Sec.  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^  That 
Robert  Hamilton,  Reuben  Kelley,  James  Rodgers,  Thomas  W  •  Means  and 
William  Ellison,  of  the  county  of  Lawrence,  and  Daniel  Young  and  Wm. 
McColm,  of  the  county  of  Scioto,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  appointed,  com- 
missioners, under  the  direction  of  a  majority  of*  whom  subscriptions  may 
be  received  to  the  capital  stock  of  the  ^  Hanging  Rock  and  Lawrence 
Furnace  Rail  road  Company,"  hereby  incorporated;  and  they,  or  a  ma- 
jority of  them,  may  cause  books  to  be  opened,  within  the  county  aforesaid, 
at  such  times  and  places  as  they  may  direct,  for  the  purpose  of  receiving 
subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company,  after  giving  thirty  days 
notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  opening  the  same,  as  they  may  deem  pro- 
per; and  Uiat  upon  the  first  opening  of  said  books,  they  shall  be  kept  open 
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for  at  least  five  saccessive  days,  from  ten  o'clock,  A.  M«,  to  two  oMock, 
P.  M«,  of  each  day;  and  if  at  the  expiration  of  that  time,  such  subscription 
to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company,  as  is  necessary  to  its  incorporation,' 
shall  not  have  been  obtained,  the  said  commissioners,  or  a  majority  of 
them,  may  cauise  thei  said  books  to  be  opened  from  time  to  time,  after  the

Sec.  3;  That  the  capital  stock  of  the  Hanging  Rock  and  Lawrence 
Furnace  Rail  road  Company,  shall  be  fifty  thousand  dollars,  divided  into 
shares  of  twenty  dollars  each;  and  that  as  soon  as  five  thousand  dollars  of 
said  stock  shall  be  subscribed,  the  subscribers  of  said  stock,  their  succes- 
sors and  assigns,  shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby  declared,  a  body  politic  and 
corporate,,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  '^  Hanging  Rock  and  Lawrence 
Furnace  Rail  road  Company,"  with  perpetual  succession;  and  by  that 
name  shall  be  capable  in  law  of  purchasing,  holding,  selling,  leasing  and 
conveying  estate,  either  real,  or  personal,  or  mixed,  so  far  ^s  the  same  may 
be  necessary  for  the  purposes  hereinafter  mentioned;  and  in  their  corpo- 
rate name  may  sue  and  be  sued;  may  have  a  common  seal,  which  they 
may  alter  and  renew  at  pleasure. 

Sec.  3.  That  at  the  expiration  of  five  days,  for  which  the  books  are 
to  be  opened  at  first,  if  two  hundred  and  fifty  shares  of  said  stock  shall 
*  have  been  subscribed,  or  if  not,  as  soon  thereafter  as  the  same  shall  be 
subscribed,  the  said  commissioners,  or  a  majority  of  therr^y  shall  call  a  meet- 
ing of  the  subscribers,  at  such  time  and  place  as  they  may  appoint;  and 
at  such  meeting,  the  said  commissioners  shall  lay  the  subscription  books 
before  the  subscribers  then  and  there  present;  and  thereupon^  the  said 
subscribers,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  elect  seven  directors,  by  ballot, 
to  man^e  the  affairs  of  the  company;  and  these  seven  directors,  or  a  ma- 
jority of  them,  shall  have  poWer  of  electing  a  president  of  said  company, 
either  from  among  the  directors  or  stockholders  of  said  company;  and  in 
said  election,  and  on  all  other  occasions  wherein  a  vote  of  the  stockholders 
of  said  company  is  to  be  taken,  each  share  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote, 
either  by  the  holder  thereof,  or  by  proxy;  and  the  commissioners  aforesaid, 
or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  be  judges  of  the  first  election  of  directors. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  directors  may  require  payment  of  subscriptions  to 
the  capital  stock,  at  such  times,  and  in  such  proportions,  and  on  such  con- 
ditions, as  they  shall  deem  fit,  under  a  forfeiture  of  all  previous  payments 
thereon;  and  the  payments'  then  required,  shall  be  made  as  the  work  pro- 
gresses, and  as  the  engineers  of  the  company  may  reauire;  and  thirty  days 
previous  notice  shall  be  given.to  each  stockholder,  ol  the  amount  of  pay- 
ment required  at  each  instalment.

said; and  the  said  court  shall  proceed  thereon,  as  in  cases  of  appeals  for 
damages  in  laying  out  and  constructing  State  roads. 

Sec.  6»  That  said  company  shall  have  power  to  determine  the  width 
and  dimensions  of  said  Rail  road,  not  exceeding  one  hundred  feet  wide;  ' 
whether  it  shall  be  a  double  or  single  track;  to  regulate  the  tone  and  man- 
ner of  collecting  tolls,  and  transportation  of  goods  or  passengers  thereon; 
and  to  erect  and  keep  toll  houses,  or  other  buildings,  tor  the  accommoda- 
tion of  the  business,  or  as  the  directors  may  deem  advisable  for  their  in- 
terest 

Sec.  7.  That  the  company  may  demand  and  receive  of  all  personst 
using  or  travelling  on  said  Rail  road,  the  following  rates  of  toll,  to  wit: 
For  every  ton  weight  of  goods,  or  freight  of  any  kind  or  description,  five 
cents  per  mile  for  every  mile  the  same  shall  pass  upon  the  said  road,  and 
at  a  rateable  proportion  for  any  greater  or  less  quantity;  and  all  persons 
paying  the  toll  aforesaid,  may,  with  suitable  and  proper  carriages,  use  and 
travel  upon  the  said  Rail  road,  subject  to  such  rules  and  regulations  as  the 
company  shall,  by  their  by-laws,  establish. 

Sec.  8.  That  the  president  and  directors,  or  a  majority  of  them,  may 
appoint  all  such  officers,  engineers,  agents  or  servants,  as  they  may  deem 
necessary  for  the  transaction  of  the  business  of  the  company,  and  may 
remove  them  at  pleasure;  that  they,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  have

not  be  contrary  to  the  constiti'tion  and  laws  of  this  State,  or  of  the  United 
States.

Sec*  9*  That  whenever,  in  the  construction  of  said  road,  it  shall  be 
necessary  to  cross  or  intersect  any  established  road,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  said  president  and  director^  of  the  said  company,  so  to  construct  the 
said  Rail  road  across  such  established  road,  as  not  to  impede  the  trans- 
portation of  persons  or  property  along  the  same. 

Sec.  10»  That  the  president  and  directors  shall  have  power  to  pur- 
chase, with  the  funds  of  the  company,  and  place  on  said  road,  all  machines, 
wagons,  locomotive  steam  engines  or  carriages  of  any  description  what- 
soever, which  they  may  deem  necessary  or  proper  for  the  purpose  of

•  Sec.  11.  That  the  president  and  directors,  or  other  officers  of  said 
company,  before  they  act  as  such,  shall  severally  take  an  oath  or  affirma- 
tion, that  they  will  well  and  truly  discharge  the  duties  of  their  several 
offiices,  to  the  best  ^f  their  skill  and  judgment. 

Sec.  13*  That  to  continue  the  succession  of  the  president  and  direc- 
tors of  s^d  company,  seven  directors  shall  be  chosen^  annually,  on  the 
first  Monday  in  January,  in  every  year,  at  the  Hanging  Rock;  at  which 
time  and  place,  there  shall  be  a  general  meeting  of  the  stockholders  of  said 
company;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  and  directors  in  office, 
for  the  previous  year,  to  exhibit  a  clear  and  distinct  statement  of  the  af- 
fairs of  the  company,  to  the  stockholders  at  said  meeting.

Sec.  15.  That  any  other  Rail  road  Company,  now  or  hereafter  to  be 
chartered  by  law  of  this  State,  may  join  and  connect  any  Rail  road,  with 
the  road  hereby  contemplated,  and  run  cars  upon  the  same,  subject  to  the 
rules  and  regulations  of  the  directors  of  this  company,  as  to  the  construc- 
tion and  speed  of  said  cars,  and  full  right  and  privilege  is  hereby  reserved 
to  the  State  or  citizens,  or  any  company  incorporated  by  lawot'  this  State 
to  cross  thi^  road:  Provided^  In  so  crossing  no  injury  shall  be  done  to  the 
works  of  the  company  hereby  incorporated. 

Sec*  16.  If  the  Legislature  of  this  State  shall,. after  the  expiration  of 
thirty-five  years  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  make  provision  by  law,  for 
the  repayment  to  said  conipany  of  the  amount  expended  by  them  in  the 
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locations  and  constructions  of  said  road,  together  with  the  amount  ex** 
pended  for  necessary  permanent  fixtures  at  the  time  of  purchase  for  die 
use  of  said  road,  with  an  advance  of  fifteen  per  cent  thereon,  then  said 
road,  with  all  fixtui^s,  shall  vest  in  and  become  .the  property  of  the  State 
of  Ohio. 

r^'Sec.  17.  Whenever  the  dividends  of  said  company  shall  exceed  the 
rate  of  six  per  cent  per  annum,  the  Legislature  of  this  State  ms^y  impose 
such  reasonable  taxes  on  the  amount  of  said  dividends  as  are  received  trom 
other  Rail  road  Companies. 

Sec.  18.  That  any  suit  instituted  against  said  company,  the  service  of 
legal  process  on  the  president,  or  on  any  one  of  the  directors,  or  on  the 
treasurer  or  secretary  of  said  company,  shall  be  deemed  and  held,  in  all 
courts  and  places,  a  sufficient  and  valid  service  on  said  company. 

Sec.  19.  That  this  act  shall  be  deemed  a  public  act;  and  shall  be  fa- 
vorably construed  for  the  purposes  therein  expressed  and  declared,  in  all 
courts  and  places  whatever.

M.  Brown- 
ing, Joshua  Mathiot,  Asa  Beckwith,  Benjamin  W.  Brice,  jr.,  and  Corring- 
ton  W.  SearIe,orsuch  of  them,  and  their  associates,  as  shall  become  sub- 
scribers f  )r  stock  of  this  association,  and  their  successors,  shall  be,  and  they

Sec*  3*  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  one  hundred 
thousand  dollars,  dividea  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each. 

Sec.  3.  That,  at  the  time  of  subscribing,  there  shall  be  paid  on  each 
share,  ten  dollars;  and  the  balance  due  on  the  shares  subscribed,  shall  be 
subjected  to  the  call  of  the  directors;  and  the  directors  for  the  time  being, 
shall  have  the  powef,at  any  time,  for  good  cause,  to  require  any  stock- 
holder to  give  additional  security,  reasonably  sufficient  to  secure  the  pay- 
ment of  the  arrears  due  on  his  stock,  as  the  same  may  be  called  for.

That  if  it  shall,  at  any  time  happen,  from  any  cause,  that  no 
election  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Monday  of  June,  the  directors  may  order 
an  election  at  any  time  thereafter:  Provided^  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  directors  to  give  at  least  two  weeks  notice,  by  publication  in  some 
newspaper  printed  in  the  town  of  Newark,  of  the  time  and  place  at  which 
any  stated  or  special  election  shall  be  holden. 

Sec.  8.  That  the  corporation  hereby  created,  shall  have  full  powerand 
lawful  authority,  to  insure  all  kinds  of  property  against  loss  or  d»nage 
by  fire,  or  other  casualty;  to  make  all  kinds  of  insulrances  upon  life  or 
lives;  to  cause  themselves  to  be  insured  against  any  loss  or  risk  wKch  they 
may  incur  in  the  course  of  thehr  business;  and  generally,  to  do  ani  perform 
all  other  matters  and  things  connected  with,  and  proper  to  proifiote  those 
objects:  and  it  shall  be  lawfiil  for  said  company  to  use  and  employ  its  cap- 
ital stocky  or  other  funds,  in  the  purchase  of  any  stock,  or  ir  the  stock  of 
any  other  incorporated  company  or  association,  and  any  su^h  stock  to  sell 
again  at  pleasure;  and  they  may  loan  their  stock,  money,  o^  other  funds,  or 
any  part  thereof,  to  individunJs  or  corporations,  on  real  or  personal  seen- 
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rity,  for  such  periods  of  time  as  the  directors  shall  deem  prudent,  for  the 
interest  and  safety  of  the  company:  Provided,  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful 
for  said  company  to  employ  any  part  of  their  capital  stock,  money,  or 
other  funds,  in  merchandizing;  nor  shall  said  company  issue  or  emit  any 
bills  of  credit,  to  be  used  as  a  circulating  medium;  nor  shall  said  company, 
in  any  manner,  engage  in  the  business  of  banking,  otherwise  than  to  pur^ 
chase  and  make  sale  of  stocks,  as  hereinbefore  provided,  or  receive  on  mo- 
ney or  loans,  a  rate  of  interest  greater  than  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent  per 
annum:  Provided^  That  nothing  in  this  act  contained,  shall  be  so  construed 
as  to  authorize  said  corporation  to  borrow  money,  in  any  case  whatever, 
unless  such  borrowing  shall  be  necessary  to  meet  any  loss,  which  said  cor- 
poration shall  have  sustained  upon  its  insurances* 

Sec.  9.  That  the  president  and  directors  shaH  declare  such  dividends 
of  profits,  as  the  business  of  said  company,  as  shall  not  impair,  or  in 
anywise  lessen,  the  capital  stock  of  the  same;  which  dividends  shall  be 
declared  hsjf-yearly,  on  the  first  Monday  in  May  and  November,  shall  be 
paid  to  the  stockholders  at  any  time  after  ten  days  thereafter;  but  no  divi- 
dend shall  be  paid  to  any  stockholder  who  is  delinquent  to  the  company. 

Sec.  10.  That  any  house  or  building,  insured  by  this  company,  which 
shall  be  destroyed  by  fire,  from  the  first  floor  upwards,  shall  be  deemed 
demolished ;  and  the  directors,  in  such  case,  shdll  order  the  money  insured 
thereon,  to  be  paid  in  sixty  days  after  due  notice  is  given  of  the  loss,,  in 
such  manner  that  shall  be  required  and  specified  in  the  policy,  or  the  con- 
ditions annexed  thereto. 

Sec.  11.  That  the  president  and  directors,  shall  have  power  and  au- 
thority to  appoint  such  officers  under  them,  as  shall  be  necessary  to  trans- 
act the  business  of  the  company,  and  to  prescribe  the  duties  of  such  officers 
and  may  allow  them  snch  salaries  as  they  shall  judge  reasonable:  to  or- 
dain such  by-laws,  ordiuances  and  regulations,  as  shall  appear  to  them  ne- 
cessary, for  regulating  and  conducting  the  concerns  of  said  company,  con- 
sistent with  the  constitution  and  laws  of  this  State,  and  of  the  United

That  all  policies  or  contracts  of  insurance,  or  other  contracts 
made  b)  the  company,  or  their  authorized  agents,  shall  be  signed  by  the 
presiden\and  attested  by  the  clerk  or  secretary  of  the  board  of  directors; 
and  any  o^ntract,  thus  attested,  which  may  afterwards  be  filled  up  by  any 
agent  of  tht  company,  authorized  to  contract  in  behalf  of  the  company, 
shall  be  obligsitory  and  binding  on  the  company. 

Sec.  14.  ^hatthe  president  and  directors  of  the  company,  shall  transact 
the  business  of  iaid  company,  at  Newark,  in  the  county  of  Licking:  but 
they  shall  have  power  and  authority  to  appoint  agents  at  other  place8» 
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to  makaturveys  of  property)  and  to  fill  up  and  deliver  policies,  executed 
as  aforesaid* 

Sec.  15.  Thatia  all  suits,  prosecuted  against  said  company,'  the  pro- 
cess may  be  served  by  a  popy  thereof  being  delivered  to  the  president,  or 
any  one  of  the  directors,  by  apy  officer  authorized  to  serve  such  process; 
at  least  ten  days  before  the  return  day  thereof;  and  the  person  thus  served 
with  process,  shall,  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  board  of  the  board  of  direct- 
ojrs,  report  the  fact,  and  lay  before  the  board  the  copy  of  the  process  so 
served. 

Sec  16.  That  William  Spencer,  Benjamin  W.  Brice,  jr.,  Franklin 
Fullerton,  Isaac  Schmucker,  Israel  Dille,  Corrington  W.  Searle  and  l^m- 
uel  M«  Browning,  or  any  four  of  them,  are  hereoy  appointed  commission- 
€r8  to  open  books  for  the  subscription  of  stock,  and  to  superintend  the 
business  of  the  subscribers,  until  a  board  of  directors  shall  be  elected; 
which  books  shall  be  opened  in  the  town  of  Newark,  on  the  first  Monday 
of  May  next,  and  shall  oe  kept  open  every  day,  (Sundays  excepted,)  be- 
tween the  hours  of  nine  in  the  morning  and  five  in  the  attemoon,for  twen- 
ty days,  or  at  least  until  one  thousand  shares  of  the  stock  be  subscribed 
for;  and  if  there  shall  be  a  failure  to  open  books  as  aforesaid,  or  if  there 
ahull  be  a  ftiUire  to  subscribe  one  thousand  shares  of  the  capital  stock  as 
aforesaid,  within  one  year  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  then  this  act  shall 
tecome  null  and  void  and  of  no  effect. 

That  this  act  shall  be  taken  and  received  in  all  courts  of  jus* 
tice,-and  by  all  public  officers,  as  a  public  act;  and  all  printed  copies  Ujere- 
o^  printed  under  the  authority  of  the  General  Assembly  of  tnis  State, 
ehall  be  admitted  as  good  evidence  thereof,  without  any  other  proof  what- 
ever. 

Sec.  Id.  That  this  act  shall  continue  and  be  in  force,  for  the  term  of 
twenty  years  from  the  passage  thereof:  Provided,  That  any  future  Legis- 
lature sbdi  have  power  to  alter,  amend,  or  modify  this  act.

style,  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  be  capable  of  suing  and  be-

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bigsuedy  contracting  and  being  contracted  with,  answering  and  being  an- 
swered untOyin  any  court  having  iurisdiction  of  the  same;  and  may  have 
a  common  seal)  and  the  same  breaks  alter  or  renew  at  pleasure;  and  shall 
be  capable  of  holding  and  disposing  of  at  pleasure,  all  kinds  of  property, 
real,  personal  or  mixed,  to  the  amount  of  the  capital  stock  of  said  company, 
necessary  for  the.  obj^^ct  and  purposes  of  said  corporation:  Provided^  The 
junds  thereof  shall  never  be  used  for  banking  purposes. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  shall  not  exceed  fifty 
thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each;  and  the 

Sersons  named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  or  a  majority  of  them,  ar^ 
ereby  authorized  and  appointed  commissioners  to  open  books  of  subscrip- 
tion to  the  stock  of  said  company,  at  such  place  and  times,  and  uildersuch 
regulations  as  they  shall  deem  proper.

To  improve  the  navigation  of  the  Muskingum  river  by  Slack-water  Navigation^ 

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  OhiOf 
That  the  canal  commissioiners  of  the  State  be^  and  they  are  hereby  empow- 
ered and  directed  to  improve  the  navigation  of  the  Muskingum  river,  by 
slack-vsrater  navigation,  from  its  mouth  to  such  point  thereon  at  or  near  the 
town  of  Zanesville,as  has  not  already  been  dedicated  and  appropriated  by  the 
State  for  such  object,  in  such  manner  and  with  such  locks  and  dams  as  may 
be  necessary  to  secure  the  safe  transit  and  convenient  passage  of  steamboats 
of  such  dimensions  and  capacity  as  the  seiid  commissioners  may  prescribe: 
Provided^  The  said  commissioners  shall  not  commence  said  work  unless,  in 
their  opinion,  the  work  when  finished  will  not  lessen  1)usincss  upon  the  Ohio 
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canal,  and  the  tolls  and  water  rents  to  be  derived  therefrom  will  pay  the 
interest  annually  on  the  cost  of  construction;  and  to  accomplish  that  object, 
the  said  commissioners  are  hereby  empowered  to  seize,  dedicate,  acquire, 
hold,  use  and  occupy,  for  the  use  and  beoc^fit  of  the  State,  all  such  private 
and  corporate  estate  and  property  as  shall  be  necessary  for  the  convenience 
of  the  construction  o(  that  improvement,  and  for  hydraulic  purposes  there- 
on, as  they  have  heretofore  had  power  to  do,  in  the  construction  and  main- 
tenance of  the  Ohio  and  Miami  canals:  Ptwided,  That'the  owners  and  pro- 
prietors of  any  property,  so  seized  and  dedicated,  shall  have  all  the  rights 
of  indemnity  and  remedies  of  compensation  as  by  law  have  been  provided 
for  in  the  construction  of  the  Ohio  and  Miami  canals;  and  when  the  said 
improvement  shall  be  completed,  or  any  part  thereof,  the  said  canal  com- 
missioners, at  their  discretion,  shs^  levy  and  assess  such  tolls  thereon,  and 
rent  out  the  water  power  thereof,  on  such  terms  and  conditions  as  may  seem 
right  and  just,  having  reference  to,  and  in  view  of  the  interest  of  the  State 
and  the  permanent  prosperity  of  the  Muskingum  Valley:  And  provided  Juf 
/fcer,  That  said  commissioners  shall  not  be  required  to  execute  said  work  un- 
til the  owners  or  proprietors  of  the  lands  contiguous  to  the  places  where 
the  dams  are  to  be  located  on  said  river,  shall  convey  to  the  State  upon  such 
terms  and  conditions  as  said  board  shall  deem  just  and  equitable,  a  sufficient 
quantity  of  such  land  as  will  be  necessary  for  the  convenient  and  proper  use 
of  the  water  power  which  will  be  thereby  created. 

Sec.  2.  That  preparatory  to  the  construction  of  said  improvement,  the 
canal  commissioners  may  cause  such  further  surveys  and  examinations  to  be 
made  in  relation  thereto,  as,  in  their  judgment,  may  be  considered  proper 
for  the  successful  prosecution  of  the  work;  and  the  accounts  and  docu* 
ments  of  all  expenses  incurred,  and  disbursements  made,  and  the  revenue 
ir  income  received  by  or  under  the  authority  of  this  act,  shall  be  kept  sepa- 
rate and  distinct  from  those  belonging  to  or  connected  with  the  other  pub- 
lic works  of  this  State. 

&;c.  3.  That  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  into  efiect  the  provisioni  of 
this  Jet,  the  commissioners  of  the  canp.1  fund  are  hereby  authorized  and 
empoYered  to  borrow  on  the  credit  of  the  State,anysum  or  sums  of  money, 
not  exceeding  four  hundred  thousand  dollars,  at  a  rate  of  interest  not  ex- 
ceedinglve  per  centum  per  annum,  payable  semi-annually  at  the  city  of  New 
York  or  6se where;  the  principal  thereof  to  be  paid  at  any  time  after  the 
year^  eightien  hundred  and  filt;)^-six,  at  the  pleasure  of  the  State,  whose 
faith  is  herfi)y  pledged  for  the  payment  of  such  loan  and  the  interest  there- 
on, as  abovepecified;  and  further,  for  the  payment  of  the  interest  of  said 
loan  and  the  ultimate  redemption  of  the  principal  thereof,  there  is  hereby 
irrevocably  pigged  and  appropriated  the  proceeds  of  all  tolls  and  water 
rents,  andall  otl>r  revenues  and  income  which  may  be  received  on  said  im- 
provement, afterleducting  therefrom  the  annual  expenses  thereof,  in  keep- 
ing the  same  in  re^iir,  and  other  incidental  charges  of  its  superintendence 
and  police. 

Sec.  4.  That  in  the  construction  of  this  work,  and  in  the  manage- 
ment and  superintendence  thereof,  the  canal  commissioners  and  the  com- 
missioners of  the  canalfund,  shall  possess  and  exercise  the  same  powers  in 
all  respects  as  to  the  apiointment  of  engineers  and  other  officers  and  agents, 
and  providing  for  a  striCv accountability  of  all  moneys  expended,  as  they

To  incorporate  tho  Chippeway  Ctfiml  Compafly. 

Sec.  U  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  0%jo,  That 
Stephen  Oviatt,  and  Thomas  M'Elhany,  of  Wayne  county,  smd  Nathaniel 
Bell,  and  Edward  6.  Dawson,  of  Medina  county,  and  their  associates,  be, 
and  they  are  hereby  constituted  and  declared  a  body  politic  and  corpora te^ 
by  the  tome  and  style  of  the  Chippeway  Canal  Company,  for  the  purpose 
of  making  a  canal  from  Clinton,  in  Stark  county,  on  the  Ohio  canal,  ta 
the  Chippeway  lake,  in  Medina  county,  or  improving  the  naTi£^ti<»  of 
the  Chippeway  creek,  by  slack  water  navigation,  canal,  or  otherwise,  with 
leave  to  improve  the  surplus  water,  for  hydraulic  purposes;  and  the  said 
company  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  have  and  receive,  pur- 
chase, possess,  enjoy,  and  retain  lands,  rents,  goods,  chattels  and  efiect9 
of  any  kind,  and  to  any  amount,  necessary  to  carry  into  efTect  the  plani 
and  objects  of  the  corporation;  and  the  same  to  use^  sell,  alien,  and  d^ 
pose  of,  at  pleasure;  to  sue  and  be  sued,  defend  and  be  defended,  in  alf 
courts  having  competent  jurisdiction;  and  to  have  and  use  a  common  ^al, 
and  the  same  to  break  andalterat  pleasure;  toordain  and  establish  such  ^ules, 
regulations  and  by-laws,  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  well  orderiig  and 
^verHing  the  corporation;  subject,  however,  to  the  restrictions,  provi^* 
tons,  ^nd  limitations,  contained  in  this  act. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  cons^t  of  one 
hundred  thousand  dollars,  which  shall  be  divided  into  shares  of  ifty  dollars 
each,  and  shall  be  transferable  in  entire  shares,  in  such  manne  ^  the  rules 
of  the  corporation  shall  prescribe. 

Sec.  S.  That  the  persons  named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  shall 
be  commissioners  to  receive  subscriptions;  and  also,  to  do&nd  perform  all 
necessary  acts,  to  oi^nize  the  company;  and  they  are  hereby  authorized 
and  empowered  to  cause  books  to  be  opened,  at  such  imes,  aiid  in  such 
places  as  a  majority  of  them  shall  direct,  to  receive  .ubscriptions  to  the 
capital  stock  of  said  company:  the  commissioners  s^all  require  five  per 
centum  upon  each  share  to  be  paid,  at  the  time  it  is^ubscribed;  and  each 
subscriber  shall  be  bound  to  pay,  from  time  to  time  ^<^h  instalments  on 
his  utock,  as  the  directors,  or  a  majority  of  them,  ^^H  require. 

Sec.  4.  That  whenever  one  hundred  shares  jre  subscribed,  the  com- 
missioners shall  call  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders,^  by  causing  notice  of 
die  time  and  place  of  such  meeting  to  be  publiyied  in  some  newspaper  of 
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the  county,  for  three  successive  weeks,  in  which  the  books  shall  hove 
been  opened,  and  the  stock  subscribed;  and  on  such  notice  being  given, 
the  stockholders  shall  meet  at  the  time  and  place  appointed;  and  when  so 
assembled,  may  proceed  to  elect  from  three  to  seven  directors,  and  adopt 
such  rules  and  regulations  for  die  government  of  the  corporation,  as  are 
lawful  and  expedient;  the  stockholders  may  vote  by  person  or  proxy, 
and  for  each  snare  sdch  stockholder  may  possess  he  shall  be  entitled  to  one 
vote. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  affairs  of  the  company  shall  be  managed  by  the  direc- 
tors, or  a  minority  of  them,  who  shall  be  elected  by  the  stockholders,  and 
hold  their  office  until  others  shall  be  elected  in  their  stead,  according  to 
the  constitution  and  by-laws  of  safd  company;  each  director  shall  be  a 
stockholder  at  the  time  of  his  election ;  wt^never  he  ceases  to  be  a  stock- 
holder, he  shall  cease  to  be  a  director. 

Sec.  6.  That  the  directors  so  elected  or  appointed,  shall,  at  their  first 
meeting  after  said  election,  choose  one  person  from  their  own  number, 
who  shall  serve  as  president  of  the  board  for  and  during  the  time  for  which 
he  shall  have  been  elected  ia  director;  the  president  and  directors,  previous 
to  their  entering  on  the  duties  of  their  office,  shall  severally  take  an  oath 
or  affirmation  faithfully  and  impartially  to  discharge  the  duties  appertain- 
ing to  said  office,  by  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  rules  of  the 
corporation;  they  shall  appoint  a  treasurer,  who  shall  give  bond,  with  lie* 
curity,  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  trust  committed,  to  him;  the  di- 
rectors shall  order  and  direct  the  time  and  place  when  the  stockholders 
shall  pay  in  their  instalments,  and  determine  the  amount  of  such  instal- 
ment; and  give  notice  thereof  in  some  newspaper  in  general  circulatioD 
in  the  county  where  such  stock  was  subscribed,  for  at  least  three  succes- 
sive weeks;  neither  shall  any  stockholder  be  bound  to  pay  more  than  fit 
teen  per  centum  on  the  amount  of  his  stock,  at  any  one  time,  nor  more 
than  fifty  per  centum  in  any  one  year. 

Sec.  7.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  company,  their  agents,  engi- 
neers, superintendents,  or  workmen,  to  enter  upon  and  take  possession  of 
lands,  waters,  or  streams,  necessary  to  make  said  canal,  under  the  provis- 
ions of  this  act,  and  enter  upon  the  lands  contiguous  and  near  to  said  ca- 
nal, and  take  therefrom  earth,  sand,  gravel,  stone  and  timber,  necessary 
to  make  the  improvements  contemplated  by  this  act,  doing  no  unnecessary 
injury  or  damage,  by  paying  therefor  a  fair  valuable  consideration;  if  the 
parties  cannot  mutually  agree  upon  the  damages,  or  value  of  the  land  and 
materials  so  taken  by  said  company,  in  that  case  either  of  the  parties  may 
apply  to  any  president  or  associate  judge  of  the  district  or  county  (not 
being  a  stockholder,)  in  which  said  land  is  situated,  who  shall  appoint  five 
disinterested  freeholders  in  said  county,  as  appraisers,  who  shall  examine 
and  appraise  the  damages,  the  value  of  the  land,  and  materials  nfecessary.to 
construct  and  finish  the  improvements  contemplated  by  this  act;  nevertbe* 
less  taking  into  consideration,  as  tin  ofl-set,  the  benefits  which  such  per- 
son, proprietor  or  proprietors  will  derive  from  the  location  and  construc- 
tion of  said  conal,  or  improvement,  by  the  creation  of  hydraulic  power^ 
&c.,  the  appraisers  so  appointed,  who^  after  being  duly  sworn  or  affirmed 
faithfully  and  impartially  to  discharge  their  appointed  duties,  shall  make  a 
certificate  of  such  appraisement,  with  a  particular  description  of  the  prem- 
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ises;  to  which  certificate,  a  majority  of  them  shall  sign  their  names,  and 
deliver  to  each  party  one  copy ;  and  immediately  thereafter,  if  no  damages 
are  assessed,  or  on  paynient,  or  tender  of  the  money,  to  the  amount  of 
damages  assessed,  to  the  person  or  persons  injured,  his  guardian,  agent  or 
attorney,  the  said  company,  as  aforesaid,  may  proceed  to  enter  upon  and 
occupy  such  lands,  streams,  or  waters,  and  a  complete  title  to  the  premi- 
ses, to  the  extent,  and  for  the  purposes  set  (orth  in  or  contemplated  by 
this  act,  shall  thereby  be  vested,  and  forever  remain  in  the  said  company: 
Prcvided^  however^  That  if  either  party  shall  consider  himself  aggrieved 
by  the  decision  of  the  appraisers,  so  aforesaid  made,  such  party  may  ap- 
peal to  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  the  proper  county,  at  the  succeed- 
ing term  of  said  court,  and  such  decision  shall  be  find  and  determinate 
between  the  parties;  but  the  pendency  of  any  such  appeal  shall  not  in  the 
mean  time  hinder  the  progress  of  tlie  work:  And  provided^  uho,  That  this 
act  shall  not  be  so  construed  as  to  authorize  the  taking  or  diverting  from 
their  course  any  streams  or  waters,  probably  necessary,  to  feed  or  supply 
the  Ohio  canal,  without  permission  first  obtained  from  the  board  of  canal 
commissioners:  Promded^further^  That  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  so  con- 
strued as  to  authorize  the  company  hereby  incorporated  to  take  or  use 
the  waters  of  the  Chippeway  lake,  or  take  and  use  any  waters  or  streams 
that  may  be  necessary  for  the  construction  of  the  Lake  Erie  and  Musk- 
ingum Koad  and  Canal  Company,  passed  March  3d,  1834* 

Sec.  8.  That  when  the  whole,  or  any  part  of  said  canal,  or  improve- 
ment, is  completed,  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company  shall  have 
power,  if  deemed  by  them  advisable,  to  ordain  and  establish  a  rate  of 
tolls,  which  shall  be  paid  on  vessels,  rafts,  boats,  or  other  property,  passing 
on  such  part,  or  whole  of  said  canal  or  improvement,  that  is  navigable; 
and  for  the  collection  of  said  tolls,  the  president  and  directors  may  ap- 
point a  collector,  and  establish  a  toll  house,  at  some  suitable  place;  and 
may  ask,  demand,  and  receive  on  all  boats,  rafts,  vessels,  or  other  proper- 
ty, passing  or  navigating  on  said  [canal]  or  improvements,  such  toll  or  tolls 
as  shall  be  established  by  said  company,  unde>  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Sec*  9.  That  the  president  and  directors  shall,  annually  or  semi-annu- 
ally, declare  and  make  a  dividend  of  the  profits  arising  from  tolls,  or  any 
other  source,  reserving  such  sum  or  sums  as  will  defray  the  necessary 
current  and  probable  contingent  expenses^  which  dividend  shall  be  paid 
or  passed  to  the  credit  of  the  stockholders  severally,  in  proportion  to  the 
shares  each  may  hold  in  the  stock  of  said  company. 

Sec.  10.  That  the  company  shall  be  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  all  laws 
which  are,  or  hereafter  shall  be  in  force,  for  the  collection  of  tolls  or  rents^ 
or  for  the  protection  of  any  canals  constructed  by  the  State,  so  far  as  such 
law  or  laws  are  necessary  to  insure  the  collection  of  tolls,  or  rents,  or  for 
the  protection  of  the  canal,  its  appendages  or  other  property,  which  the 
company  may  lawfully  hold,  in  order  to  carry  into  efiect  the  provisions 
of  this  act. 

Sec.  1 1  •  That  nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall  be  so  construed  as  to 
authorize  said  company  to  emplov  its  funds  for  banking  purposes.

To  incorporate  the  Akron  and  Perrysburg  Rail-road  Company. 

Sec.  1 .  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  OhiOf 
That  Picket  Lattimer,  John  Whyler,  JVJoses  Kimble,  and  John  Tift,  of 
Huron  county;  Daniel  J.  Johns,  Harvey  Grant  and  William  Andrews,  of 
the  county  of  Lorain;  Jesse  S.  Olmsted,  James  Justice  and  N.  B.  Eddy, 
of  Sandusky  county;  David  King,  William  H.  Canfield,  William  King, 
Uriel  H.  Peak  and  Joel  Tifiany,of  Medina  county;  John  Hoilister, David 
Ladd,  John.C.  Sprink,  Daniel  Wheeler  and  Jessup  W.  Scott,  of  Wood 
county;  John  E.  Hunt,  Robert  A.  Porsythe,  Horatio  Counout,  of  Lucas 
county;  Richard  Ho ve>  R«  K.  Dubois,  H.  McCune,  E.  Crosby,  J.  W. 
Phillips  and  S.  A.  Wheeler,  of  Portage  county;  be,  and  they  are  hereby 
appointed  commissioners,  under  the  direction  of  a  majority  of  whom, 
suDscriptions  may  be  received  to  the  capital  stock  of  the  Akron  and  Per- 
rysbuirg  Rail-road  Company,  hereby  incorporated;  and  they,  or  a  majority 
of  them,  may  cause  books  to  be  opened  at  such  times  and  places  as  they 
may  direct^  in  the  counties  through  which  said  roadjmsses,  for  ^e  purpose 
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least  ten  days  in  succession,  from  ten  o'clock  A.  M.  until  two  o'clock  P.  M«; 
and  if  at  the  expiration  of  that  period,  such  a  subscri|)tion  to  the  capital 
stock  of  said  company  as  is  necessary  to  its  incorporation,  shall  not  have 
been  obtained,  then  said  commissioners,  or  a  majority  of  them,  may  cause 
said  books  to  be  opened  from  time  to  time,  after  the  expiration  of  said  ten 
days,  and  for  the  space  of  three  years  thereafter,  or  until  the  sum  neces- 
sary to  the  incorporation  of  the  company  shall  be  subscribed;  and  if  any 
of  said  commissioners  shall  die,  resign  or  refuse  to  act  during  the  continu- 
ance of  the  duties  devolved  upon  them  by  this  act,  another  or  others  may 
be  appointed  in  his  or  their  stead  by  the  remaining  commissioners  or  a 
majority  of  them. 

dec.  2.  That  the  capital  stock  of  the  Akron  and  Perrvsbarg  Rail-road 
Company  sliall  be  nine  hundred  thoasand  dollars,  and  shall  be  divided  into 
shares  of  fifty  dollars  each;  which  shares  may  be  subscribed  for  by  indivi 
duals  only;  and  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  said  corporation  to 
commence  the  construction  of  the  said  rail-road  or  way,  and  enjoy  all  the 
powers  and  privileges  conferred  by  this  act,  as  soon  as  the  sum  of  fifty 
thousand  dollars  shall  be  subscribed  to  said  stock. 

Sec^  3.  That  all  persons  who  shall  become  stockholders  pursuant  to 
this  act,  shall  be,  and  the^  are  hereby,  created  a  body  corporate,  and  shall 
be  and  remain  a  corporation  forever,  under  the  name  of  the  Akron  and  Per- 
rysburgh  Rail-road  Company;  and  by  that  name,  shall  be  capable  in  law, 
of  purchasing,  holding,  selling,  leasing  and  conveying  estates  real,  personal 
or  mixed,  so  far  as  the  same  shall  be  necessary  for  the  purposes  hereinafter 
mentioned, and  no  further;  and  shall  have  perpetual  succession;  and  by 
said  corporate  name  may  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be 
sued,  and  may  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  which  they  shall  have  power 
to  alter  or  renew  at  their  pleasure;  and  shall  have,  enjoy  and  may  exercise 
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all  the  powers,  righU  and  privileges  which  corporate  bodies  may  lawfiilljr 
do  for  the  purposes  mentioned  in  this  act. 

Sec.  4.  That  upon  all  subscriptions,  there  shall  be  paid,  at  the  time 
of  subscribine,  to  the  said  commissioners  or  their  agents,  appointed  to  re- 
ceive such  suDScriptions,  the  sum  of  five  dollars  on  every  share  subscribed; 
and  the  residue  thereof  shall  be  paid  in  such  instalments,  and  at  such  times 
as  may  be  required  by  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company:  Provi- 
ded^ No  payment,  other  than  the  first  shall  be  demanded  until  at  least  thirty 
days  public  notice  of  such  demand  shall  have  been  given,  by  said  president 
and  directors,  in  some  newspaper  of  general  circulation  in  die  State  of 
Ohio,  and  in  some  newspaper  printed  in  the  counties  through  which 
said  road  passes;  and  if  any  stocKhoUer  shall  fail  or  ne^ect  to  pay  any 
instalment  or  part  of  said  subscription  thus  demanded,  for  the  space  of 
sixty  days  next  after  the  time  the  same  shall  be  due  and  payable,  the  said 
president  and  directors,  upon  giving  at  least  thirty  days  previous  notice 
thereof  in  manner  aforesaid,,  may,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  sell 
at  public  vendue  so  many  of  the  shares  of  the  said  delinquent  stockholder 
or  stockholders  as  shall  be  necessary  to  pay  such  instalment,  and  the  ex* 
penses  of  advertising  and  sale,  and  transfer  the  shares  so  sold  to  the  pur- 
chasers; and  the  residue  of  the  money  arising  from  such  sale,  after  paying 
such  instalments  xmd  expenses,  shall  be  paid  to  said  stockholder  on  demand. 

Sec.  5.  That  at  the  expiration  of  ten  days,  for  which  the  books  are  first 
opened,  if  two  hundred  shares  of  said  capital  stock  shall  have  been  sub- 
scribed; or,  if  not,  as  soon  thereafter  as  the  same  shall  be  subscribed,  if 
within  three  years  after  the  first  opening  of  the  books;  the  said  commission- 
ers, or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  call  a  general  meeting  of  the  stockholders 
at  such  time  and  place  as  they  may  appoint,  and  shall  give  at  least  sixty  days 

1)revious  notice  thereof;  and  at  such  meeting  the  said  commissioners  shall 
ay  the  subscription  books  before  the  stockholders  then  and  there  present; 
and  thereupon  the  said  stockholders,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  elect  twelve 
directors  by  ballot,  a  majority  of  whom  shall  be  competent  to  manage  the 
affairs  of  said  company;  they  shall  have  the  power  of  electing  a  president 
of  said  company,  either  from  among  said  directcrs  or  others,  and  of  allow- 
ing him  such  compensation  as  they  may  deem  proper;  and  in  said  election, 
and  on  all  other  occasions  wherein  a  vote  of  the  stockholders  of  said  com- 
pany is  to  be  taken,  each  stockholder  shall  be  allowed  one  vote  for  every 
share  owned  by  him  or  her;  and  every  stockholder  may  depute  any  other 
person  to  vote  and  act  for  him  or  her,  as  his  or  their  proxy;  and  the  com- 
missioners aforesaid,  or  any  three  of  them,  shall  be  juc^es  of  the  first  elec- 
tion of  said  directors. 

Sec  &  That  to  continue  the  succession  of  the  president  and  directors 
of  said  company,  twelve  directors  shall  be  chosen  annually  on  the  third 
Monday  of  October  in  every  year,  in  the  town  of  Norwnlk,  or  at  such 
other  place  as  a  majority  of  the  directors  shall  appoint;  and  if  any  vacan- 
cy shsul  occur  by  death,  resignation,  or  otherwise,  of  any  president  or  di- 
rector, before  the  year  for  which  he  was  elected  had  expired,  a  person  to 
fill  such  vacant  place  for  the  residue  of  the  year  may  be  apjpointed  by  the 
president  and  directors  of  said  company,  or  a  majority  of  them;  and  that 
the  president  and  directors  of  said  company  shidf  hold  and  exercise  their 
offices  until  a  new  election  of  president  and  directors;  and  that  all  elections 
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which  are  by  this  act  or  the  by-laws  of  the  company,  to  be  made  on  a  particu- 
lar day  or  at  a  particular  time,  if  not  made  on  such  day  or  time,  may  be 
made  at  any  time  within  thirty  days  thereafter. 

Sec.  7.  That  a  genreral  meeting  of  the  stockholders  shall  be  held  an- 
nually at  the  time  and  place  appointed  for  the  election  of  president  and  di- 
rectors of  said  company;  that  meetings  may  be  called  at  any  time  during 
the  interval  between  the  said  annual  meetings,  by  the  president  and  direc- 
tors, or  a  majority  of  them,  or  by  the  stockholders  owning  at  least  one-fourth 
of  the  stock  subscribed,  upon  giving  at  least  thirty  days  public  notice  of 
the  time  and  place  of  holding  the  same;  and  when  any  such  meetings  are 
called  by  the  stockholders,  such  notice  shall  specify  the  particular  object  of 
the  call;  and  if  at  any  such  called  meeting  a  majority  in  value  of  the  stock- 
holders of  said  company  are  not  present  in  person  or  by  proxy,  such  meet- 
ing shall  be  adjourned  from  day  to  day  without  transacting  any  business, 
for  any  time  not  exceeding  three  days;  and  if,  within  said  three  days, stock- 
holders holding  a  majority  in  value  of  the  stock  subscribed,  do  not  thus  at- 
tend, such  meeting  shall  be  dissolved. 

Sec.  8.  That  at  the  regular  meetings  of  the  stockholders  of  said  com- 
pany, it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  and  directors  in  office  for  the  pre- 
vious year,  to  exhibit  a  clear  and  distinct  statement  of  the  affairs  of  the 
company;  that  at  any  called  meeting  of  the  stockholders,  a  majority  of 
those  present  in  person  or  by  proxy  may  require  similar  statements  from 
the  president  and  directors,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  furnish  them  when 
thus  required;  and  that  at  all  general  meetings  of  the  stockholders,  a  majori- 
ty in  value  of  all  the  stockholders  of  said  company  may  remove  from  office 
any  president  or  any  of  the  directors  of  said  company,  and  may  appoint 
officers  in  their  stead. 

Sec.  9.  That  any  president  and  director  of  said  company,  before  he 
acts  as  such,  shall  swear  or  affirm,  as  the  case  may  be,  that  he  will  well  and 
truly  discharge  the  duties  of  his  said  office  to  the  best  of  his  skill  and  judg- 
ment. 

Sec.  10.  That  the  said  president  and  directors,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
may  appoint  all  such  officers,  engineers,  agents  Avhatsoever,  as  they  may 
deem  necessary  for  the  transaction  of  the  business  of  the  company,  and 
may  remove  any  of  them  at  their  pleasure;  that  they,  or  a  majority  of 
them,  shall  have  power  to  determine  by  contract,  the  compensation  of  all 
engineers,  officers,  agcnts,in  the  employ  of  said  company,  and  to  determine  by 
their  by-laws  the  manner  of  adjusting  and  settling  all  accounts  against  the 
said  company;  and  also,  the  manner  and  evidence  of  transfers  oi  stock  in 
said  company;  and  they,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  have  power  to  pass 
all  by-laws  which  they  may  deem  necessary  or  proper  for  exercising  all  the 
powers  \  ested  in  the  company  hereby  incorporated,  and  for  canying  the 
objects  of  this  act  into  effect:  Provided  only^  That  such  by-laws  shall  not 
be  contrary  to  the  constitution  and  laws  of  this  State  and  of  the  United 
States. 

Sec.  11.  That  the  said  corporation  shall  be,  and  they  arc  hereby  vest- 
ed with  the  tight  to  construct  a  double  or  single  rail-road  or  way  from 
Akron,  in  the  county  of  Portage,  through  the  villages  of  Medina,  Welling- 
ton, Norwalk,  and  Lower  Sandusky,  to  Perrysburg,  in  Wood  county,  to 
transport,  take  and  carry  property  and  persons  upon  the  same  by  the  power 
45— L 
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and  force  x>f  steam,  of  animals,  or  of  any  mechanical  or  other  power,  or  of 
any  combination  of  them,  which  the  said  corporation  may  choose  to  employ. 

Sec.  12.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company  shall  be  and 
are  hereby  invested  with  ail  rights  and  powers  necessary  for  the  location, 
constraction,  and  repair  of  said  road,  not  exceeding  one  hundred  feet  wide, 
with  as  many  sets  of  tracks  as  the  said  president  and  directors  may  deem 
necessary;  and  they  may  cause  to  be  made,  contract  with  others  formaking 
said  rail-road  or  any  part  of  it;  and  they,  or  their  agents,  or  those  with  whom 
they  may  contract  for  making  any  part  of  the  same,  may  enter  upon  and 
use  and  excavate  any  land  which  may  be  wanted  for  the  site  of  said  road, 
or  for  any  other  purpose  necessary  and  useful  in  the  construction  or  in 
the  repair  of  said  road  or  its  works;  a^d  that  they  may  build  bridges,  may 
fix  scales  and  weights,  may  lay  rails,  may  take  and  use  any  earth,  timber, 
gravel,  stone  or  other  materials  which  may  be  wanted  for  the  construction 
or  repair  of  any  part  of  said  road  or  any  of  its  works;  and  may  make  and 
constructall  works  whatsoever,  which  may  be  neces:iary  in  the  construction 
or  repair  of  said  road. 

Sec.  13.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company,  or  a  majori- 
ty of  them,  or  any  persons  authorized  by  them,  or  a  majority  of  them,  may 
agree  with  the  owner  or  owners  of  any  lands,  earth,  timber,  gravel  or  stone  or 
other  materials,  or  any  improvements  which  may  be  wanted  far  the  con- 
struction or  repairs  of  said  road,  or  any  of  their  works,  for  the  purchase,  or  use 
or  occupation  of  the  same;  and  if  they  cannot  agree,  and  if  the  owner  or 
owners,  or  any  of  them,  be  a  married  woman,  insane  person,  or  idiot, 
or  out  of  the  county  in  which  the  property  wanted  may  lie  when  such  lands 
and  materials  may  be  wanted,  application  may  be  made  to  any  jus- 
tice of  the  peace  of  such  county,  who  shall  thereupon  issue  his  warrant, 
under  his  hand  and  seal,  directed  to  the  sheriff  of  said  county,  or  to  some 
disinterested  person,  if  the  sherifif  shall  be  interested,  requiring  him  to  sum- 
mon a  jury  of  twelve  men,  inhabitants  of  said  county,  not  related  or  in 
any  wise  interested,  to  meet  on  the  lands  or  pear  to  the  other  property 
or  materials  to  be  valued,  oh  a  day  named  in  said  warrant,  not  less  than 
ten  nor  more  than  twenty  days  after  the  issuing  of  the  same;  and  if  at  the 
said  time  and  place  any  of  said  persons  summoned  do  not  attend,  the  said 
sheriff  or  summoner  shall  immediately  summons  as  many  persona  as  may  be 
necessary,  with  the  persons  in  attendance,  to  furnish  a  pannel  of  twelve 
jurors  in  attendance;  and  from  them  each  party  or  his,  or  her  or  their 
agents,  the  sheriff  or  summoner,  for  him,  her  or  them,  may  strike  off  three 
jurors,  and  the  remaining  six  shall  act  as  a  jury  of  inquest  of  damages;  and 
before  they  act  as  such  the  said  summoner  or  sheriff  shall  administer  to 
each  of  them  an  oath  or  afiirmatiop,  as  the  case  may  be,  that  they  will 
faithfully  and  impartially  value  the  damages  which  the  owner  or  owners 
will  sustain  by  the  use  or  occupation  of  the  same,  required  by  said  compa- 
ny; and  the  jury  estimating  the  damages,  if  for  the  ground  occupied  by  said 
road,  shall  take  into  the  estimate  the  benefits  resulting  to  said  owner  or 
owners,  by  reason  of  said  road  passing  through  or  upon  the  land  of  such 
owner  or  owners,  towards  the  extinguishment  of  such  claim  of  damages;  and 
the  said  jury  sKall  reduce  their  inquisition  to  writing,  and  shall  sign 
and  seal  the  same;  and  it  shal)  then  be  returned  to  the  clerk  of  the  court 
of  common  pleas  for  naid'county,  and  by  such  clerk  filed  in  his  office,  and 
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shall  be  confinned  hy  said  court  at  its  next  session,  if  no  sufficient  cause  to 
the  contrary  be  shown ;  and  when  confirmed,  shall  be  recorded  by  said 
clerk  at  the  expense  of  said  company;  but  if  set  aside,  the  court  may  di- 
rect another  inquisition  to  be  taken  in  the  manner  above  described ;  and 
such  inquisition  shall  describe  the  property  ta*ken,  or  the  bounds  of  the  land 
condemned;  and  such  vahiation  when  paid  or  tendered  to  the  owner  or  own- 
ers of  said  property,  or  his,  her  or  their  legal  representatives,  shall  entitle 
said  company  to  the  right  and  interest  in  such  personal  property  and  the  use 
and  occupation  of  such  real  property  for  the  purposes  of  said  road,  thus 
valued,' as  fully  as  if  it  had  been  conveyod  by  the  owner  or  owners  of  the 
same;  and  the  valuation,  if  not  received  when  tendered,  may  at  any  time 
hereafter  be  received  from  the  company  without  cost,  by  the  owner  or 
owners,  his,  her  or  their  legal  representctive  or  representatives;  and  that 
such  sherifT  or  summoner,  and  jurors,  shall  be  entitled  to  demand  and  re- 
ceive from  the  said  company  the  8am6  fees  as  afe  allowed  for  like  services  in 
cases  of  fixing  the  valuation  of  real  estate  previous  to  sale  under  execution. 

Sec*  14.  That  whenever,  in  the  construction  of  such  road,  it  shall  be 
necessary  to  cross  or  intersect  any  established  road  or  way,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  tbe  said  president  and  directors  of  said  company  so  to  Construct  the 
said  rail-road  across  such  established  road  or  way,  as  not  to  impede  the 
passage  or  transportation  of  persons  or  property  along  the  same;  or  when 
it  shall  be  necessary  to  pass  through  the  land  of  any  individual,  it  shall 
also  be«their  duty  to  provide  for  such  individual  proper  wagon  ways  across 
said  road,  from  one  part  of  his  land  to  another,without  delay. 

Sec.  15.  That  if  said  company  should  neglect  to  provide  proper  wagon 
ways  across  said  road,  as  required  by  the  fourteenth  section  of  this  act,  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  any  individual  to  sue  said  company,  and  to  be  entitled  to 
such  damages  as  a  jury  may  think  him  or  her  entitled  to,  for  such  neglect 
on  the  part  of  said  company. 

Sec.  16.  That  if  it  shall  be  necessary  for  such  company,  in  the  selec-  * 
tion  of  the  route  or  construction  of  the  road  to  be  by  them  laid  out  and 
constructed,  or  any  part  of  it,  to  connect  the  same  with,  or  to  use  any 
turnpike  road  or  bridge,  made  or  erected  by  any  company  or  persons  in- 
corporated, or  authorized  by  any  law  of  this  State;  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
the  said  president  and  directors,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  con- 
tract or  agree  with  any  such  corporations  or  persons,  for  the  right  to  use 
such  road  or  bridge,  or  for  the  transfer  of  any  of  the  corporate  or  other 
rights  or  privileges  of  such  corporation  or  persons,  to  the  said  company 
hereby  incorporated:  and  every  such  other  incorporation,  or  persons  in- 
corporated by,  or  acting  under  the  laws  of  this  State,  is,  and  are  hereby 
authorized  to  nf>ake  such  an  agreement,  contract  or  transfer,  by  and 
through  the  agency  of  the  person  authorized  by  their  respective  acts  of 
incorporation,  to  exercise  their  corporate  poweirs,  or.  by  such  persons  as 
by  any  law  bf  this  State,  are  intrusted  with  the  management  and  direction 
of  said  turnpike,  road  or  bridge,  or  any  6f  the  rights  and  privileges  afore- 
said; and  any  contract,  agreement  or  transfer,  made  in  pursuance  of  the 
power  and  authority  hereby  granted,  when  executed  by  tne  several  parties 
under  their  respective  corporate  seals,  or  otherwise  legally  authenticated, 
shall  vest  in  the  company  hereby  incorporated,  all  such  road,  part  of  road, 
rights  and  privileges,  and  the  right  to  use  and  enjoy  the  same  as  fully  to 
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all  intents  and  purposes  as  they  now  are  or  might  be  used  and  exercised 
by  the  corporation  or  persons  in  whom  they  are  now  vested. 

Sec.  17*  That  the  president  and  directors  shall  have  power  to  pur- 
chase, with  the  funds  of  the  company,  aiid  place  on  any  rail-road  con- 
structed by  them  under  this  act,  all  machines,  wagons,  vehicle^  or  car- 
riages of  any  description  whatsoever,  which  they  may  deem  necessary  or 
{roper  for  the  purposes  of  transportation  on  said  road;  and  that  they  shall 
ave  power  to  charge  for  tolls,  and  the  transportation  of  persons,  goods, 
produce,  merchandize  or  property  of  any  kind  whatsoever,  transported  by 
them  along  said  rail  way,  any  sum  not  exceeding  the  following  rates  on  all 

foods,  merchandize,  or  property  of  any  description  whatsoever  transported 
y  them,  a  sum  not  exceeding  one  and  one  half  cents  per  mile  for  toll,  and 
Ave  cents  on  a  ton  per  mile  lor  transportation  on  all  goods,  produce,  mer- 
chandize or  property  of  any  description  whatsoever  transported  by  them 
or  their  agents;  and  for  the  transportation  of  passengers,  not  exceeding 
three  cents  per  mile  for  each  passenger;  and  the  said  ro^d,  with  all  their 
works,  improvements  and  pronts,  and  all  machinery  on  said  road  for  trans- 
portation, are  hereby  vested  in  said  company,  incorporated  by  this  act^ 
and  their  successors  forever,  and  the  shares  of  the  capital  stock  of  said 
company  shall  be  deemed  and  considered  personal  property,  transferable 
by  assignment,  agreeable  to  the  by-laws  of  said  company. 

Sec.  18*  That  any  other  rail  road  company  may  join  and  connect  any 
rail  road  with  the  road  hereby  contemplated,  and  run  cars  upon  the  same 
under  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  president  and  directors  of  the  Per- 
rysburg  and  Akron  Rail  road  Company,  as  to  the  construction  and  speed 
of  said  cars,  and  that  full  right  and  privilege  is  hereby  reserved  to  the  State 
or  the  citizens,  or  any  company  incorporated  under  the  authority  of  the 
State  to  cross  the  rail  road  hereby  incorporated:  Provided, That  in  so  cross- 
ing, no  injury  shall  be  done  to  the  works  of  the  company  hereby  incor- 
porated. 

Sec.  19.  Th^t  the  said  president  and  directors  shall,  semi-annually,  de- 
clare and  make  such  dividend  as  they  may  deem  proper,  of  the  nett  pro- 
fits arising  from  the  resources  of  said  company,  deducting  the  necessary 
current  and  probable  contingent  expenses,  and  that  they  shall  divide  the 
sum  amongst  the  stockholders  of  said  company  in  proportion  to  their  re- 
spective shares. 

Sec.  20.  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  wilfully,  by  any  means 
whatsoever,  injure,  impair  or  destroy  any  part  of  said  rail  road,  construct- 
ed by  said  company,  under  this  act,  or  any  of  the  works,  buildings  or  ma- 
chinery of  said  company,  such  person  or  persons,  so  ofiending,  shall,  each 
of  them,  for  every  such  offence,  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  said  company,  any 
sum  not  exceeding  three  fold  the  damages,  which  may  be  recovered  in 
the  name  of  the  company,  by  an  action  of  debt  in  the  court  of  common 
pleas  for  the  county  wherein  the  offence  shall  be  committed,  and  shall  also 
be  subject  to  an  indictment  in  said  court,  and  upon  conviction  of  such 
offence,  shall  be  punished  by  fine  and  imprisonment,  at  the  discretion  of 
the  court. 

Sec.  21.  If  the  Legislature  of  this  State  at  any  time  after  the  expira- 
tion of  thirty-five  years  from  the  passage  of  this  act  make  provision  by 
law  for  the  repayment  to  said  company  of  the  amount  expended  by  them 
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in  the  tonstruction  of  the  said  rail  road,  and  of  the  value  of  tlie  necessary 
permanent  fixtures  thereto  at  the  time,  with  an  advance  of  fifteen  per  cent, 
thereon,  then  said  road  and  fixtures  shall  vest  in  and  become  the  property 
of  the  State  of  Ohio. 

Sec.  22.  Whenever  the  dividends  of  said  compsiny  shall  exceed  the 
rate  of  six  percent,  per  annum,  the  Legislature  of  this  State  may  impose 
such  reasonable  taxes  on  the  amount  of  such  dividends,  as  may  be  received 
from  other  rail  road  companies. 

Sec.  23.  That  if  said  rail  road  shall  not  be  commenced  in  three  years 
from  the  passage  of  this  act,  and  shall  not  be  finished  within  fifteen  years 
from  the  time  of  the  commencement  thereof,  then  this  act  to  be  null  and 
void. 

Sec.  24.  That  this  act  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  public  act,  and  shall 
be  so  construed  iti  all  courts  of  justice  and  elsewhere.

Sec  1 ..  Be  U  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^  That 
Abijah  Ives,  G.  S.  Elderkin,  Elisha  Steward,  Isaac  Mills,  James  Hollister^ 
Martin  Smith,  John  6.  Gamp,  Samuel  Spencer,  James  Hanmon,  John  M. 
Latimer,  George  Hollister,  and  Isaac  A.  Mills,  together  with  such  other 
persons  as  may  thereafter  become  associated  with  them,  in  the  manner 
hereinafter  prescribed,  their  successors  and  assigns,  be,  and  they  are  hereby 
created  a  body  corporate,  by  the  name  of  "The  New  Haven  and  Monroe- 
ville Rail-road  Gompanv;''  and  by  that  name  shall  be  and  are  hereby  made 
capable  in  law  to  purchase,  hold,  and  enjoy,  and  retain  to  them  and  their 
successors,  all  such  lands,  tenements,  and  hereditaments,  with  their  appur- 
tenances, as  shall  be  necessary  or  in  any  wise  convenient  for  the  transact 
tion  pf  their  business,  and  such  as  may  in  good  faith  be  conveyed  to  them^ 
by  way  of  security  or  payment  of  debts,  and  the  same  to  sell,  grant,  rent, 
or  in  any  wise  dispose  of;  to  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be 
sued,  implead  and  be  impleaded,  answer  and  be  answered,  defend  and  be 
defended;  and  also  to  make,  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  to 
alter,  break  or  renew  at  pleasure;  and  they  shall  be,  and  are  hereby  vested 
with  all  the  powers  and  privileges  which  are  by  law  incident  to  corpora- 
tions of  a  similar  nature,  and  which  are  necessary  to  carry  into  efl^ect  the 
objects  of  this  association;  and  if  either  of  the  persons  named  in  this  sec- 
tion shall  die,  refuse  or  neglect  to  exercise  the  powers  and  discharge  the 
duties  hereby  created,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  remaining  persons  herein- 
before named,  or  a  majority  of  them,  to  appoint  some  suitable  person  or 
persons  to  fill  such  vacancy  or  vacancies,  so  often  as  the  same  may  occur. 
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Sec.  2.  That  the  said  corporation  are  hereby  empowered  (o  cmsse 
such  examinations  and  surveys  to  be  made,  between  the  southern  terrai- 
nation  of  [the]  Sandusky  and  Monroeville  rail-road,  and  at  a  point  within  the 
village  plat  ot  New  Haven,  in  the  county  of  Huron,  as  shall  be  necessary 
to  ascertain  the  most  advantageous  route  whereon  to  construct  a  rail-road; 
and  shall  cause  such  an  estimate. to  be  made  of  the  probable  cost  thereof, 
for  each  mile  separately;  and  the  said  corporation  shall  be,  and  they  are 
hereby  invested  with  the  right  to  construct  a  rail-road,  with  one  or  more 
rail-ways  or  tracks,  from  the  village  of  New  Haven,  aforesaid,  to  intersect 
the  southern  terminationof  the  Sandusky  city  and  Monroeville  rail-road. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  shall  be  seventy- 
five  thousand  dollars,  and  shall  be  divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each* 

Sec.  4.  That  the  above  named  persons,  or  a  majority  cf  them,  or  the 
survivors  of  them,  are  authorized  to  open  books,  for  receiving  subscriptions 
to  the  capital  stock  of  such  company,  and  shall  prescribe  the  form  of  such 
subscription;  which  books  shall  be  opened  within  one  year  from  the  pass- 
ing of  this  act,  at  such  place  or  places  as  they  may  deem  expedient,  giving 
twenty  days  notice  in  some  newspaper  printed  in  the  county  of  HuroOt 
and  in  such  other  place  or  places  as  may  be  thought  advisable,  of  the  time 
and  place,  or  times  and  places,  of  opening  said  books;  and  said  books  shall 
be  kept  open  at  least  ten  days. 

Sec.  5.  That  so  soon  as  said  stock,  or  one  hundred  shares  thereof, 
shall  have  been  subscribed,  the  above  named  persons,  or  the  same  number 
thereof  as  shall  have  given  the  notice  above  requited,  shall  give  like  notice 
for  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders  to  choose  directors,  at  some  time  at  least 
thirty  days  thereafter,  and  at  some  place  within  the  said  county  of  Huron; 
and  if,  at  such  time  and  place,  the  holders  of  one  half  or  more  of  said  stock 
subscribed,  shall  attend,  either  in  person  or  by  lawful  proxy,  they  shall 
proceed  to  choose  from  the  stockholders,  by  ballot,  nine  directors,  each 
share  of  capiial  stock  entitling  the  owner  to  one  vote;  and  at  such  elec- 
tion, the  persons  named  in  the  first  section  of  tjiis  act,  or  those  appointed 
by  its  provisions  to  fill  vacancies  which  may  have  .occurred,  or  any  three 
of  them,  if  no  more  be  present,  shall  be  inspectors  of  such  election,  and 
shall  certify  in  writing  signed  by  them,  or  a  majority  of  them,  what  persons 
are  elected  directors;  and  if  two  or  more  have  an  equal  number  ol  votes, 
such  inspectors  shall  determine,  by  lot,  which  of  them  shall  be  director  or 
directors,  to  complete  the  number  required,  and  shall  certify  the  same  in 
like  manner;  and  said  inspectors  shall  appoint  the  time  and  place  of  holding 
the  first  meeting  of  directors,  at  which  meeting  a  majority  shall  form  a 
board  competent  to  transact  all  business  of  the  company;  and  thereafter 
a  new  election  of  directors  shall  be  made  annually,  at  such  time  and  place 
ias  the  stockholders,  at  their  first  meeting  shall  appoint;  and  if  the  stock- 
holders shall,  at  their  first  meeting,  fail  to  appoint  the  day  of  such  election, 
then  it  shall  be  holden  in  the  succeeding  year,  on  the  same  day  of  the  same 
month  on  which  said  first  election  was  holden,  unless  the  same  should  be 
on  the  first  day  of  the  week,  in  which  case  it  shall  be  holden  on  the  day 
next  succeeding;  and  if  no  election  be  made  oh  the  day  appointed,  said 
company  shall  not  be  dissolved,  but  such  election  may  be  had  at  any  time 
appointed  by  the  by-laws  of  said  company;  and  directors  choosen  at  any 
election,  shsdl  remain  directors  until  others  are  choosen ;  and  directors,  at 
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any  election  shall,  as  soon  thereafter  as  may  be,  choose,  of  their  o^n  num- 
ber, one  person  to  be  president,  and  another  to  be  treasurer  of  such  com- 
pany, and  another  to  be  secretary  of  said  company,  and  from  time  to  titne 
may  choose  such  other  officers,  as  by  their  b^-laws  they  may  designate  as 
necessary:  Provided,  No  person  shall  be  a  director  of  such  company,  who 
is  not  a  citizen  of  the  State  of  Ohio. 

Sec.  6.  That  upon  every  subscription,  there  shall  be  paid  at  the  time 
of  subscribing,  to  the  persons  named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  or  their 
agents,  the  sum  of  five  dollars  on  every  share  subscribed ;  and  the  residue 
shall  be  paid  in  such  instalments,  and  at  such  times  and  places,  after  the 
commencement  of  the  yvork,as  may  be  required  by  the  president  and  di- 
rectors of  said  company:  Provided,  That  notice  of  such  demand  shall  have, 
bee  given  in  one  or  more  newspapers  published  in  siiid,  county;  and  if  any 
stockholder  shall  fail  or  neglect  to  pay  any  instalment,  or  part  of  said 
Bubscription  thus  demanded,  for  the  space  of  sixty  days  after  the  same 
shall  be  due  and  payable,  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company  may 
sell  at  public  vendue,  so  many  shares  of  such  delinquent  stockholder,  as  may 
be  necessary  to  pay  said  instalment,  and  all  necessary  expenses  incurred 
iiX.  making  said  sale;  and  may  transfer  the  shares  so  sold,  to  the  purchaser; 
and  shall  pay  the  overplus,  if  any,  to  such  delinquent  stockholder. 

Sec.  7.  That  the  directors  of  said  company  shall  have  power  to  make,  from 
time  to  time,  all  needful  rules,  regulations  and  by-laws,  touching  the  business 
of  said  company,  and  to  determine  the  number  of  tracks  or  rail-ways  upon 
said  road,  and  the  width  thereof,  not  exceeding  one  hundred  feet  wide; 
and  the  description  of  carriages  which  may  be  used  thereon;  to  regulate 
the  time  and  manner  in  which  passengers  and  goods  shall  be  transported 
thereon,  and  the  manner  of  collecting  tolls  for  such  transportation;  and  to 
fix  penalties  for  the  breach  of  any  such  rule,  regulation  or  ja^Aaw,  and  to 
direct  the  mode  and  condition  of  transferring  the  stock  of  said  company; 
and  penalties  provided  for  by  said  by-laws,  may  be  sued  for  by  any  per- 
son or  persons  authorized  thereto,  in  the  name  of  said  company,  and  re- 
covered in  an  action  of  debt,  before  any  court  having  jurisdiction  to  that 
amount;  and  said  company  may  erect  and  maintain  toll  houses,  and  such 
other  buildings  and  fixtures,  for  the  accommodation  of  those  using  said  road, 
and  of  themselves,  as  they  may  deem  in  any  way  necessary  for  their  in- 
terest or  convenience. 

Sec.  8.  That  said  company  shall  have  a  right  to  enter  upon  any  lands, 
to  survey  and  lay  down  said  road,  not  exceeding  one  hundred  feet  in  width, 
and  to  take  any  materials  necessarv  for  the  construction  of  said  road;  and 
whenever  any  lands  or  materials  shall  be  taken  for  the  construction  of  said 
road,  and  the  same  shall  not  be  given  or  granted  to  said  company,  and  the 
owners  thereof  do  not  agree  with  said  company,  as  to  the  compensation 
to  be  paid  therefor,  the  person  or  persons  claiming  compensation  as  afore- 
said, or  if  the  owner  or  owners  thereof  are  minors,  insane  persons,  or  mar- 
ried women,  then  the  guardian  or  guardians  of  such  minor  or  minors  and 
insane  persons,  and  the  busb;Einds  of  such  married  women,  may  select  for 
themselves' an  arbitrator,  and  the  said  company  shall  select  one  arbitrator, 
and  the  two  thus  selucted,  shall  take  to  themselves  a  third,  who  shall  be 
sworn  and  paid,  as  arbitrators  in  other  cases;  and  the  three,  or  a  majority 
of  them,  shall  award  as  arbitrators  between  the  parties,  and  render  copies 
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of  their  award  to  each  of  the  parties,  in  writing,  from  which  award  either 
party  may  appeal  to  the  court  of  common  pleas  for  the  county  in  which 
such  lands  or  materials  may  have  been  situated;  and  in  all  cases  where 
compensation  shall,  in  any  manner,  be  claimed,  for  lands,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  arbitrators  and  the  court,  to  estimate  any  advantage  which  the 
location  and  construction  of  said  road  may  be  to  the  claimant  for  such 
compensation,  and  the  value  of  such  advantage,  if  any,  shall  be  set  off 
against  the  compensation  so  claimed  of  said  company;  and  appeals  in  such 
cases  shall,  when  taken,  {be]  in  all  respects  proceeded  in  as  appeals  in 
other  cases  to  said  court,  and  be  brought  into  said  court,  by  filing  the 
award  with  the  clerk  of  said  court,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  enter  the  same 
on  the  docket  of  said  court,  setting  down  the  claimant,  or  claimants,  as 
plaintiffs,  and  said  company  as  defendants;  and  when  the  valuation,  so  as- 
certained, shall  be  paid,  or  tendered,  by  said  company,  said  company  shall 
have  the  same  right  to  retain,  own,  hold  and  possess  said  materials,  use  and 
occupation  of  said  land,  for  the  purposes  of  said  road,  as  fully  and  abso- 
utely,  as  if  the  same  had  been  granted  and  conveyed  to  said  company  by- 
deed. 

Sec.  9.  That  the  said  company  may  construct  the  said  road,  across 
or  upon  any  lands,  public  road,  highway,  stream  of  water  or  water  course, 
if  the  same  shall  be  necessary;  but  the  said  company  shall  restore  such 
lands,  road,  highway,  stream  of  water  or  water  course,  to  its  former  state, 
or  in  a  manner  so  as  not  to  impair  the  usefulness  of  such  lands,  road,  high- 
way, [stream  of]  water  or  water  course,  to  the  owner  or  the  public,  with* 
out  unnecessary  delay. 

Sec.  10.  That  any  rail-way  company,  now,  or  yet  to  be  chartered  by 
law  of  this  State,  shall  have  power  to  join  and  unite  with  the  road  hereby 
incorporated,  at  any  point  which  the  directors  of  such  company  may  think 
advisable,  on  such  terms  as  the  directors  of  such  companies  may  respec- 
tively agree;  and  in  case  of  disagreement,  then  upon  such  terms  as  the 
supreme  court  may  in  chancery  determine,    / 

Sec.  11.  That  said  company  may  demand  and  receive  for  tolls  upon,  and 
the  transportation  of  persons,  goods,  produce,  merchandize  or  property  of 
any  description  whatsoever,  transported  by  them  along  said  rail-way,  any 
sum  not  exceeding  the  following  rates:  on  all  goods,  merchandize  or  prop- 
erty of  any  description  whatsoever^  transported  by  them,  a  sum  not  ex- 
ceeding two  cents  per  mile,  for  toll;  eisht  cents  on  a  ton  per  mile,  for  trans- 
portation, on  all  goods,  produce,  nierchandize  or  property  of  any  descrip- 
tion  whatsoever,  transported  by  them  or  their  agents;  and  for  passengers^ 
one  cent  per  mile,  for  toll,  and  four  cents  per  mile,  for  transportation  for 
each  passenger. 

Sec.  12.  That  all  persons  paying  the  toll  aforesaid,  may,  with  suitable 
and  proper  carriages,  use  and  travel  upon  the  said  rail-road,  always  sub- 
ject, however,  to  such  rules  and  regulations,  as  said  company  are  author- 
ized to  make,  by  the  seventh  section  of  this  act. 

Sec.  13.  That  full  right  and  privilege  is  hereby  reserved  to  the  State, 
or  citizens,  or  any  company  chartered  by  law  of  this  State,  to  cross  this 
road:  Provided^  That  in  so  crossing,  no  injury  shall  be  done  to  the  works 
of  the  company  hereby  incorporated^ 
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Sec.  14.  That  if  proceedings  be  not  had,  under  this  act,  within  two 
jears  from  the  taking  effect  thereof,  and  if  said  road  be  not  completed 
within  five  years  thereafter,  then  the  same  to  be  void  and  of  no  effect. 

Sec.  15.  That  so  soon  as  the  amount  of  tolls,  accruing  and  received  for 
the  use  of  said  road,  or  any  part  thereof,  according  to  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  shall  exceed  five  per  cent,  on  the  amount  of  capital  stock  paid  in,  af- 
ter deducting  therefrom  the  expenses  and  liabilities  of  said  company,  the 
directors  of  said  company  shall  make  a  dividend  ofsuchnett  profits,  among 
the  stockholders,  in  proportion  to  their  respective  shares;  and  no  contin- 
gent or  accumulating  fund,  exceeding  one  per  centum  of  the  profits  of  said 
company,  shall  remain  undivided  more  than  six  months. 

Sec.  16.  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  wilfully  obstruct,  or  in 
any  way  spoil,  injure  or  destroy  said  road,  or  either  of  its  branches,  or 
any  thing  belonging  oi'  incident  thereto,  or  any  materials  to  be  used  in  the 
construction  thereof,  or  any  buildings,  fixtures,  or  carriages,  erected  or 
constructed  for  the  use  or  convenience  thereof,  such  person  or  persons 
shall  each  be  liable  for  every  such  oflience  to  treble  damages  sustained 
thereby,  to  be  recovered  by  action  of  debt,  in  any  court  having  compe- 
tent jurisdiction  of  that  amount. 

Sec.  17.  That  the  State  shall  have  power,  at  any  time  after  the 
expiration  of  thirty-five  years  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  to 
purchase  and  hold  the  same  for  the  use  of  the  State,  at  a  price  not  ex- 
ceeding the  original  cost  for  the  construction  of  said  rail-roaa,  and  the  ne- 
cessary permanent  fixtures,  at  the  time  of  purchase,  and  fifteen  per  centum 
thereon;  of  which  cost  an  accurate  account  shall  be  kept  and  submitted  to 
the  General  Assembly,  duly  attested  by  the  bath  of  the  officers  of  said 
company,  whenever  the  General  Assembly  shall  require  the  same;  and  the 
right  to  aJter  or  amend  this  act,  when  the  Legri^Iature  shall  deem  the  same 
expedient  and  proper,  is  hereby  reserved  to  the  State. 
,  Sec.  1 8.  Whenever  the  dividends  of  the  said  company  shall  exceed  the 
rate  of  six  per  cent,  per  ^nnum,  the  Legislature  of  this  State  may  impose 
such  reasonable  tax  on  the  amount  of  such  dividends  as  may  be  received 
from  other  rail-road  companies. 

Sec.  19.  This  act  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  public  act,  and  shall  be 
so  construed  in  all  courts  of  justice,  and  elsewhere.

tions, and  in  all  courts  of  law  and  equity,  and  make  by-laws,  not  contrary 
to  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States  or  of  this  State;  and  to 
have  and  use  a  common  seal,  which  they  may  break  or  renew  at  plea- 
sure; and  acquire,  have,  hold,  sell,  transfer  and  convey  property,  real  aivd 
personal,  for  their  corporate  use  and  purposes,  but  for  no  other  use  or  pur- 
pose whatever. 

Sec  3.  That  the  capital  stock  of  the  company,  hereby  incorporated, 
ahall  consist  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  in  shares  of  fifty  dollars 
each,  and  may  be  subscribed  and  held  by  individuals,  companies  or  cor- 
porations, and  shall  be  appropriated  and  applied  to  the  uses  and  pur- 
poses, in  the  first  section  of  this  act  set  forth,  and  to  no  other  use  or  pur^ 
pose;  and  any  person  desiring  to  discharge  his  subscription  to  the  capi- 
tal of  said  company,  in  labor  or  materials,  on  or  for  said  road,  shall  so  spe- 
cify, at  the  time  of  subscribing;  in  which  case,  the  labor  to  be  performed 
by  such  subscriber,  shall  be  assigned,  and  the  value  of  the  same  estima- 
ted by  the  principal  engineer,  superintending  the  construction  of  the  road; 
or  if  materials  be  subscribed,  the  value  thereof  shall  be  estimated  by  such 
principal  engineer:  Provided^  That  in  all  cases  of  subscription  to  the  capi- 
tal stock  of  said  company,  five  dollars,  in  cash,  shall  be  paid  to  the- 
Crson  or  persons,  under  whose  superintendence  subscriptions  may 
received,  on  each  share  subscribed;  and  the  residue  of  such  capital 
stock,  whether  in  cash,  labor,  or  materials,  shall  be  paid,  discharged, 

Crformed  and  furnished,  on  the  requisition  of  the  directors,  for  the  time 
ing. 

Sec.  3.  The  books  for  receiving  subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock 
of  said  company,  shall  be  opened  on  the  tenth  day  of  June  next,  at 
sach  places,  and  under  the  superintendence  of  such  persons,  as  a 
majority  of  said  commissioners,  or  a  majority  of  such  of  them  as  may 
consent  to  act,  may  designate  and  appoint;  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said 
commissioners,  or  a  majority  of  them,  or  a  majority  of  such  of  them  as 
consent  to  act,  to  give  ten  days'  notice  of  the  time,  places,  and 
persons,  at  which,  and  under  whose  superintendence,  will  be  opened 
the  books  for  receiving  subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company; 
which  notice  shall  be  published  in  some  newspaper  published,  or  in  gener- 
nl  circulation,  in  the  county  of  Brown;  and  the  books  for  receiving  subscncH 
tidis  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  kept  open  as  long  as  said  directors  shall  see  nt,^ 
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bhless  said  sum  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  of  said  capital  stock  shall 
be  sooner  subscribed. 

Sec*  4.  That  as  soon  as  it  shall  be  ascertained,  that  ten  thousand 
dollars  of  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  has  been  subscribed^  said 
commissioners,  or  a  majority  of  them,  or  a  majority  of  such  of  them  ui 
consent  to  act,  shall  give  ten  days  notice,  as  provided  in  the  third  section 
of  this  act,  of  the  time  of  holding  an  election^  which  shall  be  held  at  Redoak 
Meeting  House  aforesaid,  for  seven  directors,  to  manage  and  conduct  the 
business  and  affairs  of  said  company;  and  on  theday  thus  specified,at  Redoak 
Meeting  House  aforesaid,  the  stockholders  of  said  company  shall  proceed  to 
the  election,  by  ballot,  of  seven  directors,  stockholders,  any  five  of  whom 
shall  constitute  a  quorum,  for  the  transaction  of  the  business  and  concerns 
of  said  company;  the  first  election  for  directors,  under  this  act,  shall  be 
conducted  by  two  inspectors,  who  shall  be  appointed  by  a  majority  of 
such  said  commissioners,  as  may  consent  to  act;' and  such  inspectors  shall 
act  under  oath;  none  but  stockholders  shall  vote  for,  or  be  elected 
directors;  and  the  stockholders  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote,  which  may 
be  given  in  person,  or  by  proxy,  for  each  share  of  stock  by  him,  her,  or 
them  owned  and  held^  on  the  day  of  election;  the  seven  directors,  ha- 
ving the  highest  number  of  votes,  shall  be  declared  duly  elected;  but  if  an 
election  ot  seven  directors  shall  not  be  effected,  by  reason  of  an  equal 
number  of  votes  being  given,  in  favor  of  two  or  more  stockholders;  in  that 
case,  the  inspectors  of  the  election  shall  determine,  by  lot,  amongst  the 
eight  or  more  stockholders,  having  the  highest  an  equal  number  of 
votes,  who  shall  be  directors,  to  complete  the  number  of  seven:  Provided^ 
Such  determination,  by  lot,  shall  not  postpone  as  director,  one  stockhold- 
er having  a  higher,  to  another  having  a  lower,  number  of  votes;  the  di- 
rectors first  elected,  under  this  act,  shall  hold  their  ofllicefor  one  year  next 
after  their  election,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified;  and 
after  the  first  elections  for  directors,  there  shall  be  an  election  for  directors 
of  said  company  annually  thereafter;  annual  elections  for  directors  of  said 
company  shall  be  under  the  superintendence  of  the  directors,  for  the  time  be- 
ing; who  shall  designate  a  place,  and  shall  give  the  like  notice  of  the  time  of 
such  annual  election^  as  is  required  to  be  given  by  the  commissioners,  as 
aforesaid,  of  the  time  and  place  of  holding  the  first  election,  under  this  act; 
and  shall,  in  like  manner,  notify  the  persons  elected,  and  designate  a  time 
and  place  for  the  persons  elected  directors,  to  meet  and  qualify;  and  the 
directors,  annually  elected,  shall  proceed,  as  required  of  the  first  directors* 

Sec.  5.  That  within  fi^e  days,  after  the  first  election  of  directors,  under 
this  act,  the  inspectors  of  the  election  shall  give  notice,  in  writing,  to  the 
seven  stockholders,  elected  directors,  of  such  their  election;  shall  ap- 
point a  day,  on  which  the  directors  so  elected  shall  meet  at  Redoak  Meeting 
House  aforesaid,  for  organization;  and  on  theday  so  appointed,  which  shaU 
not  be  more  than  tendays  from  the  day  of  election,  or  sooner,if  the  directors 
elected  can  agree,  the  directors  so  elected,  shall  meet  at  Redoak  Meeting 
House,  and  severally  take  an  oath  faithfully  and  impartially,  to  dischai^e 
the  several  duties  of  director  of  the  turnpike  company,  hereby  in- 
corporated; and  being  thus  qualified,  such  directors  shall  appoint  one  of 
their  body  president  of  the  board;  they  shall  also  appoint  a  treasurer,  who 
^hall  not  be  a  director,  and  they  may  require  and  take  of  the  treasurer,

bondi  in  such  sum,  and  with  such  security,  as  to  them  may  appear  reason- 
able and  necessary,  to  secure  said  company ;  said  directors  shall  also  appoint  a 
secretary,  who  shall  keep  a  full  and  fair  journal  of  the  corporate  acts  of  said 
company,  and  shall  perform  such  other  duties  of  secretary,  as  may  be  re- 
quired of  him  by  the  directors* 

Sec.  6.  That  the  said  company  shall  have  a  right  to  lay  out,  sur- 
vey, and  locate  a  turnpike  road,  as  specified  in  the  first  section  of  this  act^ 
through  any  improved  or  unimproved  lands;  and  to  take  from  the  lands, 
occupied  by  such  road,  when  located  as  aforesaid,  any  stone,  gravel,  tim- 
ber, or  other  materials,  necessary  to  construct  a  good,  secure,  and  substan- 
tial turnpike  road,  as  contemplated  by  this  act,  and  the  necessary  bridges 
connected  therewith;  and  if  any  difierence  should  arise  between  the  own- 
er or  owners  of  any  ground,  on  which  the  said  road  may  be  located,  or  from 
which  such  materials  are  tsJcen,  as  aforesaid,  and  the  agents  of  the  compa- 
ny, respecting  damage,  it  shall  be  determined,  by  three  disinterested  free- 
holders, to  be  appointed  by  the  commissioners  of  the  county,  in  which  the 
subject  of  difference  lies;  who,  after  being  duly  sworn,  faithfully  and  im- 
partially to  perform  the  duties,  required  of  them  in  this  act,  and  taking  into 
consideration,  whether  the  land  be,  really,  rendered  more  or  less  valuable, 
by  the  road  passing  through  it,  shall  make  out  their  assessment  in  writing, 
of  the  damage,  if  any;  a  copy  of  which  shall  be  given  to  the  proprietor  of 
the  land,  and  another  copy  to  the  agent  of  the  company;  and  said  asent 
shall  pay,  or  offer  to  pay,  to  the  owner  of  said  land,  the  amount  of  such  as- 
sessed damages,  before  he  shall  enter  upon  and  take  any  such  ground  or 
materials,  other  than  to  survey  the  road;  and  all  such  assessment  of  dama- 
ges, if  any  should  be  awarded,  shall  be  paid  by  the  company;  but  if  no 
damage  shall  be  awarded,  then  the  expense  shall  be  paid  by  the  person  who 
had  claimed  damages;  and  in  case  sufficient  materials  cannot  be  procured 
on  the  land  so  as  aforesaid  acquired  for  said  road  and  bridges,  said  compa- 
ny, or  their  agents,  shall  have  a  right  to,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized,  to 
enter  upon  any  unimproved  lands,  adjoining  or  in  the  vicinity  of  said  road, 
and  to  dig,  cut  down,  take,  and  carry  away,  so  much  stone,  gravel,  timber, 
or  other  materials,  (not  previously  cut  down,  taken,  appropriated  or  pre- 
pared, by  the  owner  for  any  particular  use,)  as  may  be  necessary  to  enable 
said  company  to  construct  said  road  and  the  necessary  bridges,  toil  gates, 
and  gate  keepers' houses;  and  in  case  of  differeQpe  between  the  owner  of 
any  Tands,  from  which  materials  may  be  taken,  as  last  aforesaid,  such  dif- 
ference shall  be  determined,  and  compensation  made  by  said  company,  in 
manner  provided  by  the  sixth  section  of  this  act. 

Sec.  7.  That  in  addition  to  the  land  necessary  for  the  construction, 
4iie,  and  repair  of  said  road,  said  company  shall  be  entitled  to,  and  author- 
ized to  acquire,  in  manner  aforesaid,  not  exceeding  one  acre  of  land,  at 
each  toll  gate,  fo.r  the  erection  thereon,  and  convenient'  occupation  of  a 
gate  keeper's  house;  and  said  company  shall  cause  such  turnpike  road  to  be 
opened,  not  exceeding  eighty  feet  wide;  at  least  fifteen  feet  of  which 
shall  be  made  an  artificial  road,  composed  of  stone,  gravel,  wood,  or  other 
suitable  materials,  well  compacted  together,  in  such  a  manner  as  to  secure  a 
good,  firm,  substantial  and  even  road,  rising  in  the  middle,  with  a  gradual 
arch  or  curve,  with  sufficient  drains  on  each  side,  to  carry  the  water  there- 
from, and  shall  keep  the  same  in  good  repair;  and  in  no  case  shall  the 
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cent  IB  such  road  be  of  greater  elevatioD,  than  four  degrees  with  the  hori* 
«>n. 

Sec.  8*  That  so  soon  as  said  company  shall  have  completed  such 
road^  or  the  grading  thereof,  as  aforesaid,  or  any  part  of  such  road,  not 
less  than  five  continuous  miles,  and  so  from  time  to  time,  as  often  as  five 
continuous  miles  thereof  shall  be  completed,  or  completely  graded,  an  agent, 
to  be  appointed  for  that  purpose  by  the  commissioners  of  the  proper  coun- 
ty, if  not  otherwise  appointed  by  or  under  the  Legislature  or  its  au- 
thority, shall,  on  application  of  said  company,  examine  said  road,  or  part 
thereof,  as  aforesaid,  and  report  his  opinion  to  the  president  of  said  com- 
pany;  and  if  such  agent  shall  report  said  road,  or  any  continuous  five  miles, 
thereof  to  be  completed  or  completely,  graded,  agreeable  to  the  requisi- 
tions of  this  act,  said  company  shall  thereupon  be  entitled  to  erect  a  toll 
gate  or  sates,  aV  suitable  distances  on  said  road,  and  to  demand  and  re- 
ceive oi  those  travellinff  or  using  the  same,  the  tolls  allowed  by  this  act* 

Sec  9.  That  the  foUowing  shall  be  the  rates  of  toll  demandable  and 
receivable  for  each  and  every  ten  miles  of  said  road,  when  completed,  and  in 
the  same  proportion  for  any  greater  or  less  distance,  to  wit:  for  every 
four  wheeled  carriage  or  wagon,  drawn  by  one  horse  or  ox,  eighteen  and 
three  fourth  centB;  for  every  horse  or  ox  in  addition,  six  and  one  fourth 
cents;  for  every  chaise,  riding  chair,  cart,  or  gig,  or  other  two  wheeled 
carriage,  of  any  kind,  drawn  by  one  horse  or  ox,  twelve  and  a  half  cents; 
for  every  horse  or  ox  in  addition,  six  and  one  fourth  cents;  for  every  sled  or 
sleigh,  drawn  by  one  horse  or  ox,  twelve  and  a  half  cents;  for  every  coach,, 
chariot,  or  other  four  wheeled  pleasure  carriage,  drawn  by  one  horse,  (dri- 
ver included*)  twenly-five  cents:  for  every  additional  horse,  six  and  one 
fourth  cents;  for  eVery  horse  and  rider,  six  and  one  fourth  cents;  for  eve- 
ry horse,  mule,  or  ass,  led  or  driven,  ^ix  months  old  and  upwards,  two 
cents;  for  every  head  of  neat  cattle,  six  months  old  and  upwards,  thre» 
fourths  of  a  cent;  for  every  head  of  sheep  or  hog8,  one  fourth  of  a  cent; 
and  for  equal  distances  and  like  objects,  said  company  shall  be  entitled  to 
demand  and  receive  one  half  of  the  foregoing  amounts  of  tolls  on  said  road 
when  completely  graded  as  aforesaid,  but  not  fully  completed,  as  a  turn* 
pike  road. 

Sec.  10.  That  if  any  person  or  persons  using  said  road  shall,  with  in- 
tent to  defraud  said  company,  or  to  evade  the  payment  of  tolls,  pass 
through  any  private  gate,  or  bars,  or  other, ground,  except  around  cros^ 
ways,  authorized  by  law,  near  to  any  turnpike  gate  of  said  road,  every  person 
ffuuty  of,  or  concerned  in  such  fraudulent  practice,  shall,  for  every  such  o£> 
fence,  be  ilable  to  pay  to  said  company  a  sum  not  less  than  two  dollars,  nor 
more  than  ten  dollars,  to  be  recovered  in  an  action  of  debt,  with  costsof  suit, 
before  any  justice  of  the  peace  of  the  county  in  which  such  ofience  may 
be  committed;  and  from  such  judgment  of  the  justice  of  the  peace,  an  ap- 
peal may  be  taken  to  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  the  proper  county,  but 
no  stay  of  execution  shall  be  allowed. 

Sec.  11.  That  if  said  company  shall  fail  for  ten  days  in  succession,  to 
keep  said  road  in  good  repair,  and  complaint  thereof  be  made  to  a  justice 
of  the  peace  of  the  county  in  which  said  road  may  be  out  of  repair,  it  shall 
be  his  duty  forthwith  to  summon  three  disinterested  freeholders  of  the 
county  to  examine  the  same,  and  he  shall  give  notice  to  tne  toll  gathofer, 
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^  the  nearest  gate,  of  the  time  when  such  freeholders  will  proceed  toex' 
amine  said  road ;  and  such  freeholder,  after  taking  an  oath  or  affirmation 
to  act  impartially,  shall  proceed  to  examine  said  road;  and  if  such  free- 
holders shall  find  said  road  out  of  repair,  they  shall  certify  their  finding 
to  the  justice  of  the  peace,  who  shall  immediatdfy  transmit  a  copy  of  such 
certificate  to  the  toll  gatherer  nearest  the  defective  part  of  said  [road];  and 
from  the  time  of  the  toll  gatherer's  receiving  such  notice,  no  toils  shall  be 
demanded  or  received  for  such  part  of  the  road,  until  the  same  shall  be  put 
in  complete  repair,  under  the  penalty  of  five  dollars  for  each  offence,  to 
be  recovered  of  said  company,  with  costs,  on  the  complaint  aiid  for  the  use 
of  the  party  aggrieved. 

Sec.  1 2.  That  if  any  person  shall,  wilfully  or  wantonly,  destroy  or  [in} 
any  manner  injure  or  obstruct  any  part  of  said  road,  or  any  gate  thereon, 
otherwise  than  in  the  just  or  lawful  use  thereof^  every  such  person  shall  be 
liable  to  pay  said  company  for  every  such  offence  a  sum  not  less  than  five 
dollars,  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars,  to  be  recovered  with  costs  before  any 
justice  of  the  peace  of  the  county  in  which  such  offence  may  have  been 
committed;  from  which  judgment  an  appeal  may  be  taken  to  the  court  of 
common  pleas,  but  no  stay  of  execution  shall  be  allowed. 

Sec.  13*  The  said  company  shall  put  up  a  post  or  stone  at  the  end  of 
each  mile,  with  the  number  of  miles  from  Aberdeen  fairly  cut  or  painted 
thereon;  and  also  in  a  conspicuous  place  near  each  toll  gate  shall  be  pla- 
ced a  board,  with  the  rates  of  toll  fairly  painted  thereon,  with  directions 
to  keep  to  the  right. 

Sec.  14.  That  if  any  person  shall  wilfully  deface  or  destroy  any  guide 
board,  mile  post  or  stone,  or  painted  list  or  rate  of  tolls,  erected  on  said 
road,  he  shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  before  a  justice  of  the  peace  of  the 
proper  county,  forfeit  and  pay  a  sum,  not  less  than  five  dollars,  nor  more 
than  ten  dollars,  with  costs  of  suit,  in  an  action  of  debt,  at  the  suit  of  said 
company;  and  from  the  judgment  of  the  justice  of  the  peace  in  such  case^ 
an  appeal  may  be  taken  to  the  court  of  common  pleas,  but  no  stay  of  exe* 
cution  shall  be  allowed. 

Sec.  1 5.  That  if  any  toll  gatherer  on  said  road  shall  unreasonably  detain 
any  person  after  payment  or  tender  of  the  proper  amount  of  toll,  or  shaU 
demand  or  receive  a  greater  amount  of  toll  than  by  this  act  is  authorized^ 
be  shall,  for  any  such  ofl^ence,  forfeit  and  pay  a  sum  not  exceeding  twenty 
dollars,  to  be  recovered  with  costs  of  suit,  before  any  justice  of  the  peace 
of  the  proper  county,  in  an  action  of  debt,  at  the  suit  of  the  party  aggrieved; 
and  from  the  judgment  of  the  justice  in  such  case,  an  appeal  may  be  taken 
to  the  court  of  common  pleas,  but  no  stay  of  execution  shall  be  allowed: 
Provided,  That  no  action  under  this  section  shall  be  commenced  after  the 
expiration  of  twenty  days  from  the  accruing  thereof. 

oec.  16.  That  there  shall  be  kept  a  fair  account  of  the  whole  expense 
of  making  said  road;  and  the  State  shall  have  the  right, after  the  expiration 
of  thirty-five  years  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  to  purchase  the  same  for 
the  use  of  the  State,  paying  said  company  the  cost  of  making  said  road, 
together  with  fifteen  per  cent,  thereon;  and  the  books  of  said  company 
shall  always  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  agent  of  the  State,  ap- 
pointed for  that  purpose  by  the  Legislature;  and  if  the  company  shsill 
neglect  or  refuse  to  exhibit  their  accounts  agreeably  to  this  section,  when 
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thereunto  required,  then  ail  the  rights  and  privileges  granted  by  this  aot 
shall  cease. 

8ec^  17.  That  if  said  company  shall  not,  within  three  years  from  the 
passage  of  this  act,  proceed  to  carry  on  the  work,  according  to  the  true 
mtent  and  meaning  of  this  act,  then  in  that  case  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
Legislature  to  resume  all  the  rights  and  privileges  hereby  granted. 

Sec.  18.  That  said  company  shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized 
and  entitled,  to  demand  and  receive  the  like  toll  from  persons  conveying 
the  United  States  mail,  as  from  other  persons;  and  in  case  of  neglect  or 
refusal  on  the  part  of  any  person  or  persons  engaged  in  the  transportation 
of  the  mail,  to  pay  the  tolls  by  this  act  authorized  to  be  demanded  and  re« 
ceived,  said  compajDy  may  proceed  to  collect  the  same  by  action  of  d^bt ; 
but  shall  not  obstruct  or  delay  the  passage  of  the  mail.

Sec*  1  •  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  Thai 
Buckley  Hutchins,  Philip  J.  Price,  Case  Brown,  M icajah  Heaton,  Seldio 
Graves,  Thomas  J.  Baker,  William  Patterson,  Isaac  J.  Halsey,  William 
Cornell,  Timothy  P.  Roberts,  Samuel  Waggoner,  Calvin  Bradley,  and 
Hamilton  McCoIlester,  of  the  county  of  Seneca,  be,  and  they  are  hereby 
appointed  commissioners,  under  the  direction  of  a  majority  of  whom, 
subscriptions  may  be  received  to  the  capital  stock  of  the  Melmore  and 
Republic  Rail  road  Company,  hereby  incorporated;  and  they,  or  a  majori- 
ty of  them,  may  cause  docks  to  be  opened  at  such  times  and  places  as 
ibey  mav  direct,  and  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  subscriptions  to  the  cap-« 
ital  stocK  of  s^d  company,  after  giving  such  notice  of  the  time  and  place

Sec  3.  That  all  persons  who  shall  become  stockholders  pursuant  to 
this  act,  shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby  created  a  body  corporate,  and  shall 
be  and  remain  a  corporation  forever,  under  the  name  of  the  Melmore  and 
Republic  Rail  road  Company;  and  by  that  name  shall  be  capable  in  law 
of  purchasing,  holding,  selling,  leasing,  and  conveying  estates,  real,  per- 
sonal and  mixed,  so  far  as  the  same  shall  be  necessary  for  the  purposes 
hereinafter  mentioned,  and  no  further;  and  shall  have;  perpetual  succes- 
sion; and  by  said  corporate  name  may  contract  and  be  contracted  with, 
sue  and  be  sued,  and  may  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  which  they  shall 
have  power  to  alter  or  )renew  at  their  pleasure ;  and  shall  have,  enjoy,  and 
may  exercise,  all  the  powers,  rights  and  privileges,  which  corporate  bodies 
may  lawfully  do,  for  Uie  purposes  mentioned  in  this  act. 

Sec.  4.  That  upon  all  subscriptions,  there  shall  be  paid  at  the  time 
•of  subscribing  to  the  said  commissioners  or  their  agents,  appointed  te  re- 
ceive  such  subscriptions,  the  sum  of  five  dollars  on  every  share  subscribed; 
and  the  residue  thereof  shall  be  paid  in  such  instalments,  and  at  such  times, 
as  may  be  required  by  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company:  Pro* 
videdj  No  payment  other  than  the'  first  shall  be  demanded,  until  at  least 
thirty  days  public  notice  of  such  demand  shall  have  been  given  by  said 
president  and  directors  in  some  newspaper  of  general  circulation  in  the 
State  of  Ohio:  and  if  any  stockholder  shall  fail  or  neglect  to  pay  any  in- 
stalment or  part  of  said  subscription  thus  demanded,  for  the  space  of  sixty 
days  next  after  the  time  the  same  shall  be  due  and  payable,  the  said 
president  an^  directors,  upon  giving  at  least  thirty  days  previous  notice 
thereof,  in.  manner  aforesaid,  may,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  sell 
at  public  vendue,  so  many  of  the  shares  of  the  ssud  delinqoent  stock- 
holder or  stockholders,  as  shall  be  necessary  to  pay  such  instalment,  and 
the  expenses  ot  advertising  and  sale,  and  transfer  the  shares  so  sold  to  the 
purchaser  or  purchasers;  and  the  residue  of  the  money  arising  from  such 
sale,  after  paying  such  instalment  and  expense,  shall  be  paid  to  said  stock* 
holders  on  demand. 

Sec.  5.  That  at  the  expiration  of  ten  days  for  which  the  books 
are  first  opened,  if  one  hundred  shares  of  said  capital  stock  shall  have  been 
subscribed,  or  if  not,  as  soon  thereafter  as  the  same  shall  be  subscribed,  if 
within  three  years  after  the  first  opening  of  the  books,  the  said  commis- 
sioners, or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  call  a  general  meeting  of  the  stock- 
holders, at  such  places  as  they  may  appoint,  and  shall  give  at  least  sixty 
days  previous  notice  thereof;  and  at  such  meeting,  the  said  commission- 
ers shall  lay  the  subscription  books  before  the  stockholders  then  and  there 
present;  and  thereupon  the  said  stockholders,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall 
elect  twelve  directors,  by  ballot,  a  majority  of  whom  shall  be  competent 
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to  manage  the  afiaira  of  Baid  company:  they  shall  have  the  power  of  eltet- 
ing  a  president  of  said  company,  from  among  the  directors,  and  of  allow- 
ing him  such  compensation  as  they  may  deem  proper }  and  in  said  election, 
and  on  all  other  occasions  wherein  a  vote  of  the  stockholders  of  said  com- 
pany shall  be  taken,  each  stockholder  shall  be  allowed  one  vote  for  every 
share  owned  by  it,  him,  or  her;  and  every  stockholder  may  depute  aay 
other  person  to  vote,  and  act  for  it,  him,  or  her,  as  its,  his  or  their,  proxy;

Sec.  6.  That  to  continue  the  succession  of  the  president  and  directon 
of  said  company,  thirteen  directors  shall  be  chosen  ahnually  on  the  thidl 
Monday  of  October  in  every  vear,  in  the  town  of  Melmore,  or  at  such 
other  place  as  a  majority  of  the  directors  shall  appoint;  and  if  any  va- 
cancy shall  occur  by  death,  resigpation  or  otherwise,  of  any  president 
or  director,  before  the  year  for  which  he  was  elected,  had  expired,  a  pep> 
son  to  fill  such  vaccmt  place  for  the  residue  of  the  year  may  be  appoiotel 
by  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company  or  a  majority  ot  them^ 
and  that  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company  shsdl  hold  ami 
exercise  their  offices  until  a  new  election  of  president  and  directon;  and 
tfiat  all  elections  which  are  by  this  act,  or  the  oy-laws  of  the  company,  to 
be  made,  on  a  particular  day  or  at  a  particular  time,  if  not  made  on  mch 
day  or  time,  may  be  made  at  any  tinoe  within  thirty  days  thereafter. 

Sec.  7.  That  a  general  meeting  of  the  stockholders  shall  be  held  an- 
nually at  the  time  and  place  appointed  for  the  election  of  president  and  di- 
rectors of  said  company;  that  meetings  may  be  called  at  any  tjme  during 
the  interval  between  the  said  anniial  meetings,  by  the  president  and  direo> 
tors,  or  a  majority  of  them,  or  by  the  stockholders  owning  at  least  one 
fourth  of  the  stock  subscribed,  upon  giving  at  least  thirty  days  public  no* 
tice  of  the  time  and  place  of  holding  the  same;  and  when  any  such  meeV 
ingsare  called  by  the  stockholders,  such  notice  shall  specify  the  particular 
object  of  the  call;  and  if  at  any  such  called  meeting,  a  majority  in  value 
of  the  stockholders  of  said  company  are  not  present,  in  person  or  by  proxy^ 
auch  meeting  shall  be  adjourned  from  day  to  day  without  transacting  any 
business,  for  any  time  not  exceeding' three  days;  and  if,  within  three  daysy 
stockholders  holding  a  majority  in  value  of  the  stock  subscribed,  do  not 
thus  attend,  such  meeting  shall  be  dissolved. 

Sec.  8.  That  at  the  regular  annual  meetings  of  the  stockholders  of  said 
company,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  and  directors  in  office  for 
the  previous  year,  to  exhibit  a  clear  and  distinct  statement  of  the  affiiirs  o[ 
the  company;  that  at  any  called  meeting  of  the  stockholders,  a  majority 
of  those  present,  in  person  or  by  proxy,  may  require  similar  statement* 
from  the  president  and  directors,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to-  furnish  thttn 
when  thus  required;  and  that  at  all  general  meetings  of  the  stockhddfs,  a 
niajority  in  value  of  all  the  stockholders  of  said  company,  may  remove  from 
4^ce  any  president  or  any  of  the  directors  of  said  company,  and  may  ap- 
point officers  in  their  stead. 

Sec.  9.  That  any  president  and  director  of  said  company,  before  he 
acts  as  such,  shall  take  an  oath  or  affirmation  that  he  will  well  and  truly 
discharge  the  duties'  of  his  said  office  to  the  best  of  his  skill  and  judment* 

Sec.  10.    That  the  said  president  and  directors,  or  a  majority  oltllam) 
47— L 
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may  appoint  all  such  officers,  engiaeers,  agents  or  servants  whatsoeyer,  bm 
they  may  deem  necessary  for  the  transaction  of  the  business  of  the  com- 
pany, and  may  remove  any  of  them  at  their  pleasure:  that  they,  or  a  mar 
jority  of  them,  shall  have  power  to  determine  by  contract  the  compensa- 
tion of  all  engineers,  officers,  agents  or  servants,  in  the  employ  of  said  com- 
pany, and  to  determine  by  their  by-laws  the  manner  of  adjusting  and  set- 
tling all  accounts  against  the  said  company,  and,  also,  the  manner  and  evi- 
dence of  transfers  of  stock  in  said  company:  and  they,  or  a  majority  of 
them,  shall  have  power  to  pass  all  by-laws  which  they  may  deem  neces- 
sary or  proper  for  exercising  all  the  powers  vested  in  the  company  here- 
by incorporated,  and  for  carrying  the  objects  of  this  act  into  effect:  PrO" 
pidedi  Such  by-laws  shall  not  be  contrary  to  the  laws  of  this  State  or  of  the 
United  States. 

Sec.  n.  That  the  said  corporation  shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby 
vested,  with  the  right  to  construct  a  double  or  single  Rail  road  or  way,  from 
the  town  of  Melmore,  in  Seneca  county,  to  connect  with  the  Mad  River 
and  Lake  Erie  Rail  roaid,  to  the  town  of  Republic,  in  said  county;  to  trans- 
port, take,  and  ,carry  property  and  persons  upon  the  same,  by  the  power 
and  force  of  steam,  of  animals,  or  of  any  mechanical  or  other  power,  or 
of  any  combination  of  them,  which  the  said  corporation  may  choose  to 
employ:  Provided^  That  any  future  Legislature  shall  have  power  to  alter 
the  point  of  commencement  or  termination  of  said  road  so  as  to  commence 
at  or  near  Melmore,  and  terminate  at  or  near  Republic,  in  said  county  of 

Seneca. 

S^c.  1 2.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company  shall  be, 
and  are  hereby  invested  with  all  rights  and  powers  necessary  for  the 
location,  construction  and  repairs  of  said  road  not  exceeding  one  hun- 
dred feet  wide,  with  as  many  sets  of  tracks  as  said  president  and  directors 
may  deem  necessary,  and  that  they  may  cause  to  made^  contract  with 
others  for  making  said  rail  road,  orany  part  of  it:  and  they  or  their  agents, 
or  those  with  whom  they  may  contract  for  making  any  part  of  the  same^ 
may  enter  upon  and  use,  and  excavate  any  land  which  may  be  wanted 
for  the  site  of  said  road,  or  for  any  other  purpose  necessaiy  and  useful  in 
the  construction  or  in  the  repair  of  said  road  or  its  works;  and  that  they 
may  build  bridges,  may  fix  scales  and  weights,  may  lay  rails,  may  take  and 
use  any  earth,  timber,  gravel,  stone  or  other  materials  which  may  be 
wanted  for  the  construction  or  repair  of  any  part  of  said  road  or  any 
of  its  works;  and  may  make  and  construct  all  works  whatsoever,  which 
may  be  necessary  in  the  construction  or  repair,  of  said  road. 

Sec.  13.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company,  or  a  ma- 
jority of  them,  or  any  persons  authorized  by  them,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
may  agree  with  the  owner  or  owners  of  any  lands,  earth,  timber,  gravel, 
or  stone  or  other  materials,  or  any  improvements  which  may  be  wanted,for 
the  construction  or  repair  of  said  road,  or  any  of  their  works,  for  the  purchase, 
use,  or  oc<5upation  of  the  same:  and  if  tjiey  cannot  agree,  or  if  the  owner 
or  owners,  or  any  of  thein,  be  a  married  woman,  under  age,  insane  person, 
or  out  of  the  county  in  which  the  property  wanted  may  lie,  when  such 
lands  and  materials  may  be  wanted,  application  may  be  made  to  any  jus- 
tice of  the  peace  of  said  county,  who  shall  thereupon  issue  his  warrant, 
under  his  hand  and  seal,  directed  to  the  sheriff  of  said  county,  or  to  some 
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disinterested  person^  if  the  sheriff  shall  be  interested,  requiring  him  to  sum- 
mon a  jury  of  twelve  men,  inhabitants  of  said  county,  not  related,  or  in 
any  wis»  interested,  to  meet  on  the  land  or  i^ear  to  the  other  property  or 
materials  to  be  valued,  on  a  day  named  in  said  warrant,  not  less  than  ten 
nor  more  than  twenty  days  aifter  the  issuing  of  the  same:  and  if,  at  the 
said  time  and  pluce,  any  of  said  persons  summoned  do  not  attend,  the 
said  sheriff,  or  summoner,  shall  immediately  summon  as  many  persons  as 
may  be  necessary,  with  the  persons  in  attendance,  to  furnish  a  pannel  of 
twelve  jurors  in  attendance,  and  from  them,  each  party,  or  its,  his,  her^ 
or  their  agent,  the  sheriff  or  summoner,  for  him,  her,  it,  or  them,  may 
,  strike  off  three  jurors,  and  the  remaining  six  shall  act  as  a  jury  of  inquest 
of  damages;  and  before  they  act  as  such,  the  said  soimmoner  or  sheriff, 
shall  administer  to  each  of  them,  an  oath  or  affirmation,  that  they  will  faith- 
fully and  impartially  value  the  damages  which  the  owner  or  owners  will 
sustain,  by  use  or  occupation  of  the  same,  required  by  said  company:  and 
the  jury  estimating  the  damages,  if  for  the  ground  occupied  by  said  ready 
shall  take  into  the  estimate  the  benefits  resultingto  said  owner  or  owners,  by 
reason  of  said  road  passing  through  or  upon  the  land  of  such  owner  or 
owners,  towards  the  extinguishment  of  such  claim  for  damages;  and  the 
said  jury  shall  reduce  their  valuation  to  writing,  and  shall  sign  and  seal  the 
same;  and  it  shall  then  be  returned  to  the  clerk  of  the  court  of  common 
pleas  for  s^id  county,  and  by  such  clerk  filed  in  his  office;  and  shall  be  con- 
firmed by  the  said  court  at  its  next  session,  if  no  sufficient  cause  to  the 
contrary  be  shown;  and  when  confirmed,  shall  be  recorded  by  said  clerk, 
at  the  expense  of  said  company:  but  if  set  a^ide,  the  court  may  direct 
another  inquisition  tp  be  taken  m  the  manner  above  prescribed;  and  such 
inquisition  shall  describe  the  property  taken,  or  the  bounds  of  the  land  con* 
damned;  and  such  valuation  when  paid,  or  tendered  to  the  owner  or 
owners  of  said  property,  or  his,  her,  or  their  legal  representatives,  shall 
entitle  said  company  to  the  estate  and  interest  in  said  materials,  and  the 
use  and  occupation  of  said  land'  for  the  purposes  of  said  road  thus  valued, 
as  fuUy  as  if  it  had  been  conveyed  by  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  same; 
and  the  valuation^  if  not  received  when  tendered,  may  at  any  time  there- 
after be  received  from  the  company  without  cost,  by  the  owner  or  owners, 
luSfherjor  their  legal  representative  or  representatives:  and  that  such 
i^eriff  or  summoner,  and  jurors,  shall  be  entitled  to  [demand,]  and  receive 
from  the  said  company  the  same  fees,. as  are  allowed  for  like  services  in 
cases  of  fixing  the  valuation  of  real  estate  previous  to  the  sale  under  ex- 
ecution. 

Sec.  14-  That  whenever,  in  the  construction  of  said  road,  it  shall  be 
necessary  to  intersect  or  unite  with  any  establii^ed  road  or  high  way,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  president  and  directors  of  said  company,  so  to 
construct  the  said  Rail  road  across  such  established  road  or  >vay,  as  not 
to  impede  the  passage  or  transportation  of  persons  or  property  along  the 
same;  or  when  it  shall  be  necessary  to  pass  through  the  land  of  any  indi- 
vidual, it  shall  also  be  their  duty  to  provide  for  such  individual,  proper 
wagon  ways  across  said  road,  from  one  part  of  his  land  to  another  without 
delay. 

Sec  15t  That  if  it  shall  be  necessary  for  such  company,  in  the  se- 
lection of  the  route,  or  construction  of  the  road  to  be  by  them  laid  out  and 
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CMtttructed,  or  aoj  part  of  it,  to  connect  the  same  wiih,  or  to  me  anjr 
tumpike  road  or  bridge,  made  or  erected  by  any  company  or  persons  inr 
corporated,  or  authorized  -by  any  law  of  this  State;  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
the  said  president  and  directors,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized,  to  con- 
tract or  agree  with  atiy  such  other  corporation  or  persons,  for  the  right  to 
use  sQch  road  or  bridge,  or  for  the  transfer  of  any  of  the  corporate  or 
ether  rights  or  privileges  of  such  corporation  or  persons,  to  the  said  com- 
pany hereby  incorporated:  and  every  such  other  corporation,  or  persons 
incorporated  by,  or  acting  under  the  laws  of  this  State,  is,  and  are  hereby 
authorized  to  make  such  an  agreement,  contract  or  transfer,  by  and  throu^ 
tiie  agency  of  the  person  authorized  by  their  respective  acts  of  incorpo- 
ration, to  exercise  their  corporate  powers,  or  by  such  persons  as  by  any 
law  of  this  State,  are  intrusted  with  the  management  and  direction  of  said 
tompike)  road  or  bridge,  or  any  of  the  rights  and  privileges  aforesaid;  and 
4ny  contract,  agreement  or  transfer,  made  in  pursuance  of  the  power  and 
authority  hereby  granted,  when  executed  by  the  several  parties  under  their 
respective  corporate  seals,  or  otherwise  legally  authenticated,  shall  yest 
in  tne  company  hereby  incorporated)  all  such  road,  part  of  road,  rights  and 
privileges,  and  the  right  to  use  and  enjoy  the  same,  as  fully  to  all  intents 
and  purposes  as  they  now  are  or  might  be  used  and  exercised  by  the  said 
corporation  or  persons  in  whom  they  are  now  vested. 

Sec*  16.  That  the  said  president  and' directors  shall  have 'power  to 
purchase,  with  the  funds  of  the  company,  and  place  on  any  Rail  road  con- 
structed by  the)n  under  this  act,  all  machines,  wagons,'  vehicles  or  car- 
riages of  any  description  whatsoever,  which  they  may  deem,  necessary 
or  proper  for  the  purpose  of  transportation  on  said  rOad;  and  that  they 
Shan  have  power  to  demand  and  receive  for  tolls  upon,  and  transportation 
of  goods,  produce,  merchandize  or  property  of  any  kind  whatsoever,  trans- 
ported by  them  along  said  Rail  way,  any  sum  not  exceeding  the  following 
rates:  on  all  goods,  merchandize,  or  property  of  any  description,  transport- 
ed by  them  or  their  agents  a  suih  not  exceeding  one  and  a  half  cents  per 
ton  per  mile  for  toll,  five  cents  per  ton  per  mile  for  transportation,  and  lor 
the  transportation  of  passengers,  not  exceeding  three  cents  per  mile  for 
each  passenger;  and  any  company,  person  or  persons,  paying  the  tolls 
aforesaid,  may  with  suitable  and  proper  cars,  transport  persons  or  pro- 
perty on  said  road,  subject  to  the  rules  and  regulations  of  this  company  as 
to  the  construction  and  speed  of  said  cars. 

See.  17.  That  the  president  and  directors  shall,  annually  Or  semi-an- 
nually, declare  and  make  such,  dividend  as  they  may  deem  proper,  of  the 
nett  profits  arising  from  the  resources  of  said  compaliy,  deductmg  the  ne« 
eessary  current  and  probable  contingent  expenses,  and  that  they  shall  di- 
vide .the  same  amongst  the  stockholders  of  said  company  in  proportion  to 
their  respective  shares. 

Sec.  18.  That  any  other  rail-road  company,  now  or  hereafter  to  be 
'Chartered  by  law  of  this  State^  may  jom  and  connect  any  raiI*road  with 
the  road  hereby  contemplated,  and  run  cars  upon  the  same,  subject  to 
the  rules  and  regulations  of  this  company  as  to  the  construction  and 
speed  of  said  cars;  and  full  right. and  privilege  is  hereby  reserved  to 
the  State,  or  individuals,  or  company  incorporated  by  law  of  this  State, 
to  cross  diis  road:  Provided^  That  in  so  crossing  no  injury  shall  be  done 
to  the  works  of  the  company  hereby  incorporated. 
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Sac  19.  That  the  State  shall  have  power  at  any  time  aAer  the  ex* 
piratioD  of  thirty-iive  years  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  to  parchase 
and  hold  said  road  for  the  use  of  the  State,  at  a  price  not  exceeding 
the  original  cost  for  the  construction  of  the  road  and  necessary  per- 
manent fixtures,  at  the  time  of  purchase^  and  fifteen  per  cent  thereon; 
of  which  cost  an  accurate  statement  in  writing  shall  be  submitted  to  the 
the  Greneral  Assembly,  duly  attested  by  the  oath  of  the  officers  of  said 
company,  if  the  General  Assembly  shall  require  it. 

Sec.  20.  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  wilfully,  by  any  means 
whatsoever,  injure,  impair  or  destroy  any  part  of  said  Rail  road,  .con- 
structed by  said  company,  under  this  act,  or  any  o(  the  works,  buildings 
or  machinery  of  said  company,  such  person  or  persons,  so  offending,  shsJl, 
each  of  them,  for  every  such  ofience,  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  said  company, 
any  sum  not  exceeding  tbred  fold  the  damages^  which  may  be  recovered  m 
the  name  of  the  company,  by  an  action  of  debt  in  the  court  of  common 
pleais  for  the  county  wherein  the  offence  'shall  be  committed,  and  shall  dso 
be  subject  to  an  indictment  in  said  cpurt;  and  upon  conviction  of  such  of- 
fence, shall  be  punished  by  fine  and  imprisonment,  at  the  discretion  of  the 
court. 

Sec.  31.  That  if  said  RaiX  road  shall  not  be  commenced  in  three  years 
from  the  passage  of  this  act,  aid  shall  not  be  finished  within  ten  years  from 
the  time  of  the  commencement  \hereof,  then  this  act  shall  be  null  and  void* 
Sec.  23.  Whenever  the  dividends  of  fiaid  Company  shall  exceed  six  per 
cent  per  annum,  the  Legislature  d  this  State  may  impose  such  reason- 
able tax  on  the  amount  of  such  dividends  as  may  be  received  from  other 
rail  road  companies. 

Sec.  23.    That  this  act  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  public  act,  and  shall 
be  so  construed  in  all  courts  of  justice  and  elsewhere^

To  extend  th«  time  df  making  payment  for  certain  school  lands,  in  the  county  of  Richlaod. 

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Greneral  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^ 
That  if  any  purchaser  of  school  lands,  in  the  Virginia  Military  District, 
and  of  the  sections  number  sixteen,  granted  by  Congress  for  the  use  of 
schools,  in  the  county  of  Richiand,  or  the  assigns  or  legal  representatives 
of  such  purchaser,  shall  pay  to  the  proper  officer,  on  or  before  the  first  day 
of  Jane  next  ensuing  the  passage  of  this  act,  the  full  amount  of  interest 
which  may  then  be  due  on  any  deferred  payments  for  said  lands,  and 
shall  also  semi-annually  thereafter  pay  the  interest  which  may  accrue  on 
^  payments  which  then  or  afterwards  may  become  due  therefori  then 
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the  times  for  makiiig  payment  for  such  lands  shall  be  extended  to  such 
purchasers,  or  the  assigns  or  legal  representatives  of  such  purchasers,  for 
the  term  of  three  years,  in  addition  to  ihe  time  b^  law  allowed  such  par- 
chasers,  at  the  time  of  making  the  respective  purchases.

For  the  relief  of  Robert  HAlnes. 


Whereas,  Robert  Haines,  an  associate  judge  of  the  county  of  Qermonty 
was  appointed  administrator  of  the  estate  of  Thomas  Speakman,deceas-. 
ed:  And  whereas^  by  a  law  of  the  State,  sn  associate  judge  is  disquali- 
fied to  act  as  administrator,  and  consequently  cannot  settle  with  die  court:

To  authorise  the  recorder  and  auditor  of  the  county  of  Licking,  to  transcribe  certain  record* 

in  their  respective  ofixces,  in  said  county. 

Sec.  L  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  OAto, 
That  the  recorder  of  the  county  of  Licking,  be,  and  he  is  hereby  authori- 
zed to  transcribe  books  A,  B,  and  C,  now  in  his  office^  being  part  of  the 
land  records  of  said  county,  and  such  transcripts  and  certified  copies  there- 
of, as  shall  be  received  in  all  courts  of  justice  in  this  State,  and  elsewherei 
Bs  prima  facie  evidence  of  the  original  records;  and  such  original  recordi 
shall  be  carefully  preserved  in  the  recorder's  office  in  the  county  aforesaid. 

Sec.  S.  That  the  auditor  of  the  county  of  Licking,  be,  and  he  is  here- 
by authorized  to  transcribe  so  much  of  the  records  of  said  county,  as  was 
formerly  kept  by  the  clerk  of  the  county  commissioners  from  the  year 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eight*  up  to  the  year  one  thousand  eight 
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hundred  and  twenty-one,  and  now  constituting  a  part  of  tiie  records  in  the 
office  of  the  auditor  oif  said  county;  and  such  transcripts,  and  certified 
copies  thereof  shall  be  xeceived  in  all  courts  of  justice  in  tliis  State,  and 
elsewhere,  as  prinut  facie  evidenpe  of  the  original  records;  and  such  ori< 
ginal  records  ^hall  I>e  carefully  preserved  in  the  officie  of  the  auditor  of 
said  county* 

Sec  3.  That  said  recorder  and  auditor,  for  the  performance  of  their 
duties  required  by  this  act,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  such  fees  as  they 
now  are  entitled  to,  by  law,  for  similar  services;  which  shall  be  allowed 
by  the  county  commissioners,  and  paid  out  of  the  county  treasury,  on  the 
order  of  the  county  auditor.

To  intoiporate  the  CaoEl  Ineurance  Compuij.

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Cfeneral  Assembly  of  the  Sfjde  of  Ohio\ 
That  there  shall  be,  and  hereby  is  established  an  insurance  company,  in 
the  city  of  Cincinnati,  with  a  capital  stock  ci  one  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars, to  be  divided  into  shares  of  twenty-five  dollars  each,  and  to  be  sub- 
scribed and  paid  for  by  individuals,  companies,  and  corporations,  in  the 
manner  hereinafter  specified;  which  subscribers  and  ^ockholders,  their 
successors  and  assigns  shall  be,and  they,  are  hereby  created  a  body  politic 
aad  corporate,  by  the  name  tnd  style  of  the  Canal  Insvrance  Company,  and 
shall  so  continue  a  body  poitic  and  corporate,  witt  perpetual  succession, 
and  by  Aat  name  shall  be  competent  to  contract  And  be  contracted  with, 
sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  defend  and  be  defended,  in  ail 
courts  and  places,  and  in  al  matters  whatsoe^^r,  with  full  powers  to  ac- 
quire, hold,  possess,  use,  oceupy,and  enjoy,  ?nd  the  same  to  sell,  convey 
and  djspose  of,  all  such  real  estate,  goods,  e^i^2ts  and  chatties  as  shall  be  con- 
venient for  the  transaction  ol  its  business,  or  which  may  be  conveyed  to  said 
company  as  surety  for  any  iebts,  or  whi<^  may  be  received  in  dischar^ 
of  any  debt,  or  purchased  h  satisfaction  of  any  judgment,  or  decree,  m 
favor  of  said  company,  or  ii  purchase  of  any  property  on  which  said  com- 
pany may  have  a  lien;  and  said  company  may  have  and  use  a  common 
seal,  change,  alter  and  renev  the  ssme  at  pleasure;  and  it  mav  ordain  and 
^ut  in  execution  such  by-lavs,  rules  and  regulations,  as  may  oe  necessary 
or  the  good  government  of  the  company,  and  the  prudent  and  efiicient 
management  of  its  affairs:  Provided^  They  be  not  contrarv  to  the  con- 
stitution and  laws  of  this  State,  or  of  the  United  States:  Provided^  also^ 
That  any  future  Legislatura  may  alter,  amend  or  repeal  this  act 

Sec.  3.    That  the  corporation  herem  and  hereby  created,  shall  have 
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full  power  and  authoritj  to  insure  all  kinds  of  property  against  loss  or 
damage,  by  fire,  or  any  other  cause  or  risk;  to  make  all  kinds  of  insurance 
upon  life  or  lives;  to  make  all  kinds  of  insurance  against  loss  or  damage 
t>n  goods  or  merchandize,  in  the  course  of  transportation,  whether  on  me 
land  or  on  the  water,  on  any  vessels,  or  boats,  wherever  they  may  be; 
to  lend  money  on  bottomry,  or  respondentia;  to  cause  themselves  to  be  in- 
sured against  any  loss  or  risk  they  may  incur  in  the  course,  of  their  business. 

Sec.  S.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  lor  said  company  to  invest  any  part 
"of  their  capital  stock,  moneys,  funds,  or  other  property,  in  any  public 
irtock,  or  funded  debt,  created,  or  to  be  created,  by  or  under  any  law  or 
laws  of  the  United  States,  or  of  this  or  any  other  particular  State,  or  in 
the  stock  of  any  chartered  bank  in  this  State,  or  of  the  United  States, 
^and  the  same  to  sell  and  transfer  at  pleasure,  and  again  to  invest  the  same, 
or  any  part  thereof,  in  such  stocks  or  funds  whenever  and  so  often  as  the 
exigencies  of  said  corporation,  or  a  due  regard  to  the  safety  of  its  funds 
shall  require,  or  they  may  loan  the  same,  or  any  part  thereof,  to  individu- 
als, or  public  corporations,  on  real  or  personal  security,  at  a  rate  of  inter- 
est not  exceeding  six  per  cent  per  annum,  for  such  period  of  time,  and 
under  such  restrictions  and  limitations  as  the  directors,  for  the  time  being, 
may  deem  prudent  and  best  for  the  interest  of  said- company:  Fropidedy 
That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  said  corporation  to  employ  any  part  of  their 
capUal  stock,  money  or  other  funds,  in  buying  or  selling  goods,  wares  and 
merchzbqdize,  nor  in  the  trade  of  exchange  brokers,  nor  shaH  raid  company 
issue  or  eiqit  any  bills  of  credit  as  a  circulating  medium  of  trade  or  ex* 
change,  nor  xi  any  manner  engage  in  the  business  or  operations  of  bank- 
ing, otherwise  ^han  in  the  purchase  and  sale  of  bank  stodc,  as  aforesaid, 
nor  make  apy  contracts  in  writing,  except  under  the  seal  of  said  corpora- 
tion, for  the  payment  of  money,  other  than  sich.as  may  be  contained  in 
their  policies  of  insurance. 

Sec.  4.  That  ill  policies,  or  contracts  of  iisurance,  virhich,may  be  en- 
tered into  by  the  s^id  corporation,  shall  be  sjbscribed  by  the  president, 
or  president /Tfo  tern*  or  by  such  other  officer  as  shall  be  designated  for  that 
purpose,  by  its  by4avm,  and  attested  by  the  secretary ;  and  being  so  sign- 
ed and  attested,  shall  h%  binding  and  obligatory  upon  said  corporation, 
without  the  seal  thereof,  uncording  to  the  true  ntent  and  meaning  of  such 
policies  or  contracts;  and  ill  such  policies  or  tontracts  may  be  so  signed 
and  attested,  and  the  business  of  said  corpora;ion  may  be  otherwise  con- 
ducted and  carried  on,  withott  the  presence  df  the  board  of  the  directors, 
who,  for  that  purpose  shall  div'de  themselves  into  committees  of  not  less 
than  two  directors  each,  who  sbUI  attend  at  ;he  office  of  said  company, 
in  weekly  rotation,  and  who,  witi^  the  presideit,  shall  ha;ve  full  power  and 
authority  to  transact  the  current  business  of  the  corporation,  subject  al- 
ways to  the  bv-laws,  ordinances,  rules  and  regulations  of  the  stockholders, 
and  to  the  orders  and  instructions  of  the  boird  directors:  and  the  acts 
of  such  committee  or  committees  shall  be  as  binding  and  obligatory  on 
said  corporation  as  if  done  by  the  board  of  diiectors,  to  all  lawful  intents 
and  purposes  whatever;  and  the  said  director  shall,  at  any  annual  elec- 
tion, or  other  general  meeting  of  the  stockhdIjers,lay  before  them  a  cor- 
rect and  particular  statement  of  the  condition  and  affanrs*  of.  said  compa- 
ny: Provided^  That  said  directors,  president,  or  any  committee  thereof, 
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shall  not  be  entitled  to  any  pay,  compensation,  or  emolument  for  their 
services,  unless  voted  and  allowed  at  some  general  and  regular  meeting 
of  the  stockholders. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  stock  and  affairs  of  said  corporation  shall  be  managed 
and  conducted  by  eleven  directors,  who  shall  be  stockholders  of  said  com- 
pany, and  resident  within  this  State;  they  shall,  after  the  first  election,  be 
elected  on  the  second  Monday  of  June  in  each  year,  at  such  time  and 
place,  in  the  city  of  Cincinnati,  as  the  board  of  directors  shall  appoint,  and 
shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year,  and  until  others  shall  be  chosen  to 
supply  their  place,  and  no  longer;  and  notice  of  such  annual  election  shall  be 
published  for  the  space  of  three  weeks,  in  two  of  the  newspapers  putriished 
in  said  city;  and  every  such  election  shall  be  held  under  the  inspection 
of  three  stockholders  in  said  company,  to  be  previously  appointed  by 
the  directors  for  that  purpose;  and  shall  be  made  by  ballot,  by  a  plurality 
of  votes  of  the  stockholders  present,  allowing  one  vote,  for  every  share 
up  to  twenty  shares;  for  every  five  shares  over  twenty  shares  and  up  to 
one  hundred  and  twenty  shares,  one  vote;  and  for  every  ten  shares  over 
one  hundred  and  twenty  shares',  one  vote;  stockholders  not  personally  at- 
tending may  vote  by  proxy:  Provided^  Such  proxy  be  a  stockholder,  and 
is  granted  directly  to  such  person  representing  them  at  such  election*  In 
case  it  shall  at  any  time  happen  that  an  election  of  directors  shall  not  be 
made  on  any  day,  when,  pursuant  to  this  act,  it  ought  to  have  been  made, 
the  said  corporation  shall  not  from  that  cause  be  deemed  to  be  dissolved, 
but  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  on  any  other  day,  to  hold  and  make  an  elec- 
tion of  directoFd,  as  shall  have  been  regulated  by  the  by-laws  and  ordinan- 
css  of  said  corporation* 

Sec.  6.  That  the  directors  duly  elected  shall,  as  soon  as  may  be,  after 
every  annual  election,  proceed  to  elect  out  of  their  body,  a  president,  who 
shall  preside  until  the  next  annual  election,  and  in  case  of  his  death,  re- 
signation, or  absence,  the  board  shall  appoint  a  president/>ro  tempore;  they 
shall  fill  all  vacancies  whict^  may  occur  in  their  own  body  during  the  time 
for  which  they  shall  be  elected;  they  shall  appoint  a  secretary,  and  all 
such  subordinate  officers  and  agents  of  said  corporation,  as  they  may  deem 
expedient,  fix  their  compensntion,  define  their  powers,  and  prescribe  their 
duties,  who  shall  hold  their  several  offices  during  the  pleasure  of  the  board, 
under  such  regulations,  restrictions  and  limitations,  not  inconsistent  with 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  the  by-laws,  ordinances,  rules  and  regula- 
tions of  said  company;  they  shall  hold  stated  meetings  as  often  as  once  in 
every  month,  at  such  time  and  place  as  they  from  time  to  time  shall  ap- 
point, and  at  such  other  times  ae  the  president  thereof  for  the  time  bein^ 
shall  order  and  direct,  and  a  majority  of  the  whole  number  shall  consti- 
tute a  quorum,  and  shall  be  competent  to  the  transaction  of  any  business 
within  the  scope  of  their  powers,  and  connected  with  their  official  duties;

and  declare  such  dividends  of  the  profits  resulting  from  the  business  of  said

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companj,  as  shall  not  impair  nor  in  any  wise  injure  the  capital  stock  of 
the  same;  to  be  paid  to  the  stockholders  thereof:  Provided^  That  no  such 
dividend  shall  be  paid  on  any  stock  that  has  not  been  fully  paid,  but  shall 
be  passed  to  the  credit  of  such  stock,  as  part  payment  thereof. 

Sec.  7*  That  the  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  assigned  and  trans- 
ferred on  the  books  of  the  company,  in  person,  or  by  power  of  attorney 
only;  but  no  stockholder,  indebted  to  the  company,  shall  be  permitted  to 
make  a  transfer,  or  receive  a  dividend,  until  such  debt  is  paid  or  secured, 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  president  and  board  of  directors. 

Sec.  8.  That  the  payments  on  said  stock  shall  be  made  and  completed 
by  the  subscribers  respectively,  at  the  times  and  in  the  manner  following, 
to  wit:  at  the  time  of  subscribing,  there  shall  be  paid  on  each  share 
two  dollars;  immediately  after  the  first  election  of  directors,  and  before 
the  company  shall  go  into  operation,  there  shall  be  paid  on  each  share  the 
further  sum  of  eight  dollars,  and  the  balance  due  on  each  share  shall  be 
subject  to  the  call  of  the  directors,  and  the  said  company  shall  not  be  au- 
thorized to  make  any  policy  or  contract  of  insurance  with  any  person,  as 
insured,  until  the  whole  amount  of  shares  subscribed  for  shall  be  paid,  or 
.  satisfactorily  secured,  to  be  paid  on  demand  by  endorsed  notes,  hypothe- 
cated stocks  or  other  property. 

Sec.  9.  That  there  shall  be  a  general  meeting  of  the  stockholders,  an- 
nually, at  the  time  and  place  appointed  for  the  election  of  directors,  and 
any  number  of  stockholders  being  the  owners  and  proprietors  of  at  least 
five  hundred  shares,  may,  at  any  other  time,  call  a  general  meeting  of  the 
stockholders,  on  business  interesting  to  the  company,  by  giving  at  least 
three  weeks  previous  notice  of  the  time,  place,  and  business  of  such  meet- 
.  ing,  in  two  newspapers  printed  in  Cincinnati;  and  the  stockholders  pre- 
sent, or  by  proxy,  at  any  such  meeting,  shall  decide  all  questions  proposed 
for  consideration,  by  a  plurality  of  votes;  and  may  make  and  prescribe 
such  by-laws,  ordinances,  rules  and  regulations,  as  to  them  shall  appear 
needful  and  proper,  in  relation  to  the  management  of  the  stocks,  money, 
estates,  funds,  property  and  effects  of  said  company,  or  the  disposition,  or 
sale  of  the  same,  or  the  duties,  powers  and  conduct  of  its  officers,  agents, 
and  all  things  appertaining  tliereto,  which  shall  not  be  inconsistent  with 
the  provisions  of  this  act.  , 

Sec.  10.  That  John  H.  Groesbeck,  JohnC.  Wright,  William  R.  Mor- 
ris, James  Smitli  Armstrong,  James  Goodin,  Geprge  W.  Jones,  jr.  Samu- 
el Devon,  Robert  T.  Ly  tie,  and  Ransler  W.  Lee,  or  any  three  of  them,  be, 
and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  open  oooks  in  said  city,  for  the  capital 
stock  of  said  company,  at  any  time  within  three  months  after  the  passage 
of  this  act,  and  keep  them  open  every  day,  between  the  hours  of  nine 
o^clock  in  the  morning,  and  six  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  (Sundays  except' 
ed,)  for  twenty  days,  unless  the  whole  amount  should  be  sooner  subscii- 
bed  for;  after  which  time  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  subscribers  to  meet, 
one  weeks  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  such  meeting  being  first  given 
in  two  newspapers,  printed  in  said  city,  and  choose  the  mrst  board  o£ direc-

Sec.  1.  Beit  enacted  by  tJie  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^  That 
L.  D.  Kennard,  of  the  county  of  Shelby;  John  Moore,  of  the  county  of 
Hardin;  and  Reuben  Hale,  of  the  county  of  Hancock,  be,  and  they  hereby 
are  appointed  commissioners,  and  the  county  surveyor  of  the  county  of 
Hardm,  by  himself,  or  deputy  surveyor,  to  lay  out  and  establish  a  State 
road,  commencing  at  Sidney,  in  Shelby  county;  thence  to  Roundheads- 
town,  in  the  county  of  Hardin;  thence,  by  way  of  Isaac  Matthews',  to 
Williamstown,  in  Hancock  county. 

Sec  S.  That  should  either  of  the  commissioners  die,  refuse  to  serve, 
or  remove  out  of  the  county,  his  place  shall  be  supplied  by  the  commis- 
sioners of  the  county  where  the  vacancy  shall  happen,  as  often  as  it 
may  occur.

To  incorporate  the  Wooatcr  and  Akron  Turnpike  Company. 

Sec.  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  OkiOj 
That  J.  S.  Lake,  J.  H.  Harris,  John  Plank,  Joseph  Springer,  and  Samuel 
K.  Slanker,of  Wayne  county;  Thos.  Johnson,  of  Medina  county;  James 
W.  Phillips,  Elakine  Crosby,  and  Simon  Perkins,  jr.  of  Portage  county, 
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and  their  associates,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  incorporated  a  body  politic 
and  corporate,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  Wooster  and  Akron  Turnpike 
Company, for  the  purpose  ofmaking  a  turnpike  road  from  Wooster,  through 
Doylestown,  to  Akron;  with  all  the  rights,  privileges, and  immunities,  and 
subject  to  all  the  restrictions,  limitations,  provisions  and  disabilities  pre- 
scribed in  the  act  entitled  an  act  passed  January  seventh,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  seventeen,  and  the  acts  amendatory  thereto,  ^To  pro- 
vide for  the  regulation  of  Turnpike  Companies*" 

Sec*  2.  That  the  capital  of  said  company  shall  consist  of  fifty  thousand 
dollars^  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  twenty-five  dollars  each* 

Sec.  3.  That  the  persons  named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  shall 
be  commissioners,  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  subscriptions  to  the  capital 
stock  of  said  company,  and  of  performing  all  the  duties  required  of  tliem, 
or  contemplated  by  the  act  to  provide  for  the  regulation  of  turnpike  com* 
panics:  books  shall  be  opened  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  subscriptions 
to  the  capita)  stock  of  said  company,  on  the  first  Monday  of  June  next,  at 
Wooster  and  Doylestown,  in  Wayne  county,  and  Akron,  in  Portage 
county;  and  whenever  ten  thousand  dollars  shall  be  subscribed,  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  the  aforesaid  commissioners  to  call  a  meeting  of  the  stockhold- 
ers, for  the  purpose  of  electing  nine  directors,  who  shall  manage  the  con- 
cers  of  said  company* 

Sec*  4.  That  whenever  said  company  shall  have  completed  ten  miles 
of  said  turnpike  road,  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  ^Act  to  provide  for 
the  regulations  of  Turnpike  Companies,"  they  shall  have  a  right  to  demand 
and  receive  from  persons  travelling  the  same,  except  soldiers  of  the  revolu- 
tion, and  those  who  are  exempt  from  the  payment  of  toll  by  the  above 
named  act,  the  following  rates  of  toll  for  every  ten  miles,  and  in  the  same 
proportion  for  a  greater  or  less  distance,  to  wit:  for  every  four  wheeled 
carriage,  drawn  by  two  horses  or  oxen,  twenty-five  cents;  for  every  horse 
or  ox  in  addition,  six  and  one-fourth  cents;  for  every  two  wheeled  carriage, 
drawn  by  two  horses  or  oxen,  eighteen  and  three-fourths-cents;  for  every 
horse  or  ox  in  addition,  six  and  one-fourth  cents;  for  every  sled  or  sleigh, 
drawn  by  two  horses  or  oxen,  twelve  and  one-half  cents;  for  every  horse 
or  ox  in  addition,  six  and  one-fourth  cents;  for  every  horse  andrider,  six 
and  one-fourth  cents;  for  every  horse,  mule,  or  ass,  led  or  driven,  six 
months  old  or  upwards,  three  cents;  for  every  head  of  neat  cattle,  six 
months  old  or  upmards,  two  cents;  at  the  same  rate  for  a  greater  or  less 
number;  for  every  four  wheeled  pleasure  carriage,  drawn  by  two  horses, 
thirty-seven  and  one-half  cents;  for  every  horse  in  addition  twelve  and 
one-half  cents;  for  every  pleasure  two  wheeled  carriage,  drawn  by  one 
horse,  eighteen  and  three-fourths  cents;  for  every  horse  in  addition,  twelve 
and  one-half  cents;  for  every  four  wheeled  carriage,  drawn  by  one  horse, 
eighteen  and  three-fourths  cents;  for  every  two  wheeled  carriage,  drawn 
by  one  horse  or  ox,  twelve  and  one-half  cents;  for  every  sled  or  sleigh, 
drawn  by  one  horse  or  ox,  six  and  one-fourth  cents:  Provided^  That  no 
turnpike  gate  shall  be  erected  within  one  mile  of  the  court  house,  at  Woos- 
ter, or  village  of  Akron;  and  in  the  erection  of  each  gate,  a  passage  shall 
be  left  free,  for  foot  passengers:  Prtn^ided,  That  no  part  of  the  capital 
stock  of  this  corporation  shall  be  used  for  banking  purposes,  or  any  otlier 
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purpose,  not  expressed  in  this  act:  Provided^  also,  That  the  Legislature 
may  regulate  the  rates  of  toll  herein  fixed,  after  the  year  1846. 

Sec.  5.  That  if  said  turnpike  company  shall  not  commence  making 
said  road  within  two  years  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  and  if  the  road 
shall  not  be  completed  within  ten  years  thereafter,  all  the  rights,  privile- 
ges, and  immunities  eranted  to  said  company  by  this  act,  or  by  the  act  to 
provide  for  the  regulation  of  turnpike  companies,  shall  cease  and  deter- 
mine.

Muncier  Jones,  W.  S.  Sherwood,  L.  S*  Cary,  George  Quinby,  Samuel 
Whi te,  James  Hurst,  E*  T.Spelman,  and  their  associates,  students  of  the 
Granville  Literary  and  Theological  Institution,  be,  and  they  are  hereby 
created  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name  of  ^The  Calliopean  So- 
ciety," o(  said  Granville  Institution,  with  perpetual  succession. 

Sec.  3.  That  said  corporation  may  purchase,  receive,  hold  and  convey

Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^  That 
Bomuch  of  section  number  thirt^^-six,  township  number  twelve,  range  num- 
ber two,  Columbiana  county,  as  is  comprised  within  the  following  described 
limits,  including  the  town  plat  of  the  town  of  Fairfield,  to  wit:  beginningat  the 
north-east  corner  of  Thomas  Bradfield's  land,  and  the  south-east  comer  of  a  lot 
late  the  property  of  R.  Craig,  now  of  S^lvanus  Fisher;  running  thence  north 
on  the  township  line  thirty-three  chams,  to  a  post;  thence  west  thirty-six 
chains,  to  a  post;  thence  south  nine  chains,  to  a  post;  thence  west  thirteen 
chains,  to  a  post;  thence  south  nine  chains  to  a  post;  thence  west  thirteen 
chains,  to  a  post;  thence  south  fifteen  chains,  to  a  post;  thence  east  sixty- 
two  chains  to  the  place  of  beginning:  together  with  all  such  additions  as 
may  hereafter  be  recorded  thereto,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  created  a 
town  corporate,  and  shall  hereafter  be  known  by  the  name  of  the  ^^Town 
of  Fairfield." 

Sec.  2.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  whit^  male  inhabitants  of  said 
town  included  within  said  bounds,  having  the  qualifications  of  electors  of 
the  General  Assembly,  to  meet  on  the  second  Monday  of  April  next,  and 
on  the  second  Monday  of  April  annually  thereafter,  and  elect,  by  ballot^ 
one  mayor.,  and  recorder,  and  five  trustees,  who  shall  be  freeholders,  and 
shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected 
and  qualified,  and  they  shall  constitute  the  Town  Council. 

Sec.  3.  That  at  the  first  election  under  this  act,  the  electors  shall 
Xihoose,  vioa  voce,  two  judges  and  a  clerk,  who  shall  each  take  an^oath  or 
affirmation,  faithfully  to  discharge  the  duties  assigned  them;  and  at  all  elec- 
tions thereafter,  the  trustees,  or  any  two  of  them,  shall  be  judges,  and  the 
recorder,  clerk;  and  at  all  such  elections,  the  polls  shall  be  opened  between 
the  hours  of  ten  and  eleven,  A.  M.  and  close  at  two  P.  M.  of  said  day; 
and  at  the  close  of  the  polls,  the  votes  shall  be  counted  and  proclaimed 
and  the  clerk  shall  deliver  to  each  person  elected,  or  leave  at  his  usual 
place  of  abode,  within  three  days  after,  a  written  notice  of  his  election;  and 
the  person  so  notified,  shall,  within  ten  days  thereafter,  take  an  oath  or 
affirmation  to  support  the  constitution  of  the  United  States,  and  also  an 
oath  of  office. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  mayor,  recorder,  and  trustees,  shall  be  a  body  cor- 
porate and  politic,  with  perpetual  succession,  by  the  name  of  the  ^Town 
of  Fairfield;"  shall  be  capable  of  acquiring  and  holding  real  and  personal 
estate;  may  sell  and  convey  the  same;  may  have  a  common  seal,  and  may 
alter  the  same;  may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  answer  and 
be  answered  unto«  m  any  court  of  law  and  equity  in  this  State  or  elsewhere; 
and  when  any  suit  is  commenced  against  the  corporation,  the  first  process 
shall  be  a  summons,  an  attested  copy  of  which  shall  be  left  with  the  re- 
corder, at  least  ten  days  before  the  return  day  thereof. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  mayor,  recorder,  and  a  majority  of  the  trustees,  shall 
have  the  power  to  make  such  by-laws  and  ordinances,  and  regulations,  for 
the  health  and  convenience  of  said  town,  as  they  may  deem  advisable: 
Provided,,  They  be  consistent  with  the  constitution  of  the  United  States^ 
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and  of  this  State*,  and  they  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  occa- 
sioned by  death,  removal  or  otherwise;  to  appoint  a  treasurer,  town  mar- 
shal, and  such  other  subordinate  officers  as  tney  may  deem  necessary;  to 
prescribe  their  general  duties,  and  to  require  such  security  as  they  may 
think  necessary,  to  secure  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties;  to  re- 
move them  at  pleasure;  to  fix  and  establish  the  fees  of  offices  not  established 
by  this  act. 

Sec*  6.  The  mayor  shall  be  a  conservator  of  the  peace  within  the 
limits  of  said  corporation,  and  shall  have  the  jurisdiction  of  a  justice  of 
the  peace;  and  shall  receive  the  same  fees  as  justices  of  the  peace  are  en- 
titled to  for  similar  services;  he  shall  give  bond  and  security,  as  is  requi- 
red of  justices  of  the  peace;  and  an  appeal  may  be  had  from  the  decisions 
of  the  mayor  to  the  court  of  common  pleas,  in  the  same  manner  as  appeals 
are  taken  from  the  decisions  of  justices  of  the  peace. 

Sec.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  recorder  to  keep  a  true  record  of 
the  proceedings  of  the  town  council,  which  record  shall,  at  all  times  be 
open  for  the  inspection  of  the  electors  of  said  town;  and  the  recorder  shall 
preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  corporation  in  the  absence  of  the  mayor,  and 
shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  required  of  him  by  the  laws  and 
ordinances  of  said  corporation.

That  David  Robison,  Reasin  Beall,  William  McComb,  Edward  Avery, 
Joseph  S.  Lake,  John  P.  Coulter,  Benjamin  Bentley,  David  McConahay, 
and  Joseph  Stibbs,  and  their  associates,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  declared 
a  body  corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name  of  "The  Wooster  Academy;" 
and  as  such  they  shall  have  perpetual  succession;  by  that  name  they  shall 
sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  defend  and  be  defended,  in  any 
court  of  law  or  equity;  they  may  have  a  common  seal,  and  may  alter  or 
fthange  the  same  at  pleasure;  they  shall  be  capable  in  law,  by  the  name 
aforesaid,  to  purchase,  receive  and  dispose  of,  or  sell  any  estate^  real  or 
personal:  Provided,  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  shall  not 
exceed  twenty-five  thousand  dollars,  to  ht  divided  into  shares  of  five  dol- 
lars each;  no  part  of  which  capital  shall  e^er  be  applied  for  banking  pui^ 
poses,  or  for  any  other  but  that  of  supporting  said  Academy.

Sec.  1 .  Beit  enacted  fty  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^  That 
80  much  of  the  township  of  Jackson,  in  the  county  of  Champaign,  as  is  com- 
prised and  designated  as  the  town  of  Christians  burgh,  such  plats  as  have 
been,  or  may  hereafter  be  recorded  as  additions  thereto,  be,  and  the  same 
is  hereby  created  a  town  corporate,  and  shall  hereafter  be  known  and  dis- 
tinguished by  the  name  of  the  Town  of  Christiansfourgh. 

Sec,  2.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  white  male  inhabitants  of  the 
town,  residing  within  the  limits  thereof,  having  the  qualifications  of  elec- 
tors of  the  General  Assembly,  to  meet  at  some  convenient  place  in  said 
town,  on  the  second  Monday  of  June  next,  and  on  the  first  Monday  of 
April  annually  thereafter,  and  then  and  there  proceed  to  elect  by  bal- 
lot, one  mayor,  one  recorder,  and  five  trustees,  who  shall  be  householders) 
and  the  persons  so  elected  shall  hold  their  respective  offices  one  year 
and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified,  and  they  shall  consti-. 
tute  -a  Town  Council:  Provided^  That  the  persons  elected  at  the  first  elec- 
tion shall  hold  their  edifices  until  the  next  annual  election. 

Sec.  3*  That  at  the  first  election  to  be  holden  under  this  act,  two  judges 
and  a  clerk  shall  be  chosen  viva  voce,  by  the  voters  present,  who  shall  take 
an  oath  or  affirmation  faithfully  to  discharge  \he  duties  required  of  them  by 
this  act,  and  at  all  subsequent  elections  the  mayor  and  trustees,  or  any  two 
of  them,  shall  be  judges,  and  the  recorder  clerk  of  the  election;  and  at  all 
such  elections,  the  polls  shall  be  opened  between  the  hours  of  tea  and  ele-i 
Ten  o'clock,  A.  M.  and  close  at  three,  P.  M.  of  the  same  day;  and  at  the 
close  of  the  polls  the  votes  shall  be  counted,  and  a  true  statement  thereof 
proclaimed;  and  the  clerk  shall  deliver  to  each  person  elected,  or  leave  at 
his  usual  place  of  ahodc,  within  three  days  from  the  day  of  election,  a  writ-^ 
ten  notice  of  his  election;  and  the  person  so  elected  and  notified  shall, 
Mrithin  ten  days  from  ?aid  election,  take  an,  oath  or  affirmation  to  support 
the  constitution  of  the  United  States  and  State  of  Ohio,  and  abo  an  oath  of 
office* 

Sec.  4.  That  the  mayor,  recorder  and  trustees  of  said  town  shall  be  a 
body  corporate  and  politic,  with  perpetual  succession,  to  be  known  and  dis- 
tinguished by  the  name  of  ^  The  Town  Council  of  the  Town  of  Christians- 
blirgh;'^  and  shall  be  capable  in  law  to.  acquire  property,  real  and  pcrsonad, 
for  the  use  of  said  town,  and  sell  and  convey  the  same;  may  have  a  com- 
mon seal,  and  alter  the  same  at  pleasure;  may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and 
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be  impleaded,  answer  and  be  answered  unto,  in  anyxourt  of  law  or  equitjr 
in  this  State;  and  when  any  suit  shall  be  commeoced  against  said  cor« 
poration,  the  first  process  shall  be  a  summons;  an  attested  copy  of  which 
shall  he  left  with  the  recorder  at  least  eight  days  before  the  return  dety 
thereof. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  mayor,  recorder  and  trustees,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
of  whom  the  mayor  or  recorder  shall  always  be  one,  shall  have  authority 
to  make,  ordain  and  publish  all  such  by-laws  and  ordinances,  conristent  wim 
the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States '  and  of  this  State,  as  they 
shall  deem  necessary  for  the  regulation,  health,  cleanliness  and  c'onyeni- 
ence  of  said  town  of  Christiansburg;  and  they  shall  have  pQ;;rer'to  fill  aU 
racaiicies  occasioned  by  death,  resignation,  removal  or  otherwise ;' to  ap« 
point  a  treasurer,  town  marshal,  and  such  other  subordinate  officers  as  they

fusing  to  [accept]  any  office  in  said  corporation:  Provided,  That  no  law  or 
ordinance  of  said  corporation  shaU  eve^  subject  horses^,  cattle,  sheep  orhogi 
owned  by  persons  not  residing  in  said  town,  to  be  taken  up,  sold,  or  abused, 
for  coming  within  the  limits  of  said  corporation. 

Sec.  6*  That  the  mayor  shall  be  a  conservator  of  the  peace  within  the 
limits  of  said  corporation;  and  shall  have  the  jurisdiction  of  a  justite  of  the 
peace  therein,  both  in  criminal  and  civil  cases;  and  in  all  his  acts  as  justices 
of  the  peace,  he  shall  be  governed  by  the  laws  defining  the  duties  of  jus- 
tices of  the  peace,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  fees  as  justices  of  the 
peace  are  entitled  to  receive  for  similar  services;  he  shall  give  bond  and 
security  as  is  required  by  law  of  justices  of  the  peace;  he  smill  be  authori- 
zed to  bear  and  determine  all  cases  arising  under  the  hws  and  ordinances 
of  the  corporation,  and  to  issue  such  process  as  may  be  necessary  to  canr 
into  execution  such  laws  and  prdinances;  and  an  appeal  may  be  had  in  all 
cases  from  the  decisions  of  the  mayor  to  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  the 
county  aforesaid,  in  the  same  manner  that  appeals  are  taken  from  the  deci- 
sion of  justices  of  the  peace. 

Sec.  7i  That  it  shail  be  the  duty  of  the  recorder  to  make  out  and  keep 
a  true  record  of  the  by-laws  and  ordinances  made  and  ordained  by  the 
town  council  of  said  town,  and  all  proceedings  in  their  corporate  capaci^; 
which  record  shall  at  all  times  be  open  for  the  inspection  of  the  electors  of 
said  town,  and  others  interested  therein :  and  the  recorder  shall  preade  at  all 
meetings  of  the  corporation  in  the  absence  of  the  mayor,  and  diall  perfonn 
such  omer  duties  as  may  be  required  of  him  by  the  by-laws  and  orunances 
of  said  corporation* 

Sec.  8.  That  the  town  council  shall  have  power  to  levy  a  tax  annually  tor 
corporation  purposes  on  the  property  within  the  limiis  of  said  town^  return- 
ed on  the  grand  levy  9  and  made  subject  to  taxation  by  the  laws  of  this  State: 
Protdded,  That  said  tax  shall  not  exceed  in  smy  one  year  tiiree  miUs  on  the 
dollar;  the  amount  of  said  tax  to  be  levied  being  determined  bjr  said  town 
council;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  recorder  to  make  out  a  dnplieale 
hereof,  chaipng  tiierein  each  individual  owning  property  in  said  town  an 
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amount  o»f  tax  in  proportion  to  the  amount  of  his  property,  as  assessed  and 
returned  on  the  grand  levy  for  taxation;  which  duplicate  shall  be  signed  by 
the  mayor  and  recorder,  and  delivered  to  the  marshal,  who  shall  proceed  to 
levy  and  collect  said*tax  in  the  same  manner  and  under  the  same  regulations 
as  coUect'ors  of  state  and  county  tax  are  required  by  law  to  collect  state 
and  county  tax;  and  the  said  marshal,  imjnediatcly  after  collecting  the  said 
tax,pay  the  same  over  to  the  treasurer  of  said  corporation  and  take  his  receipt 
therefor;  and  the  said  marshal  shall  have  the  same  power  to  sell  hoih  real 
and  personal  estate,  as  is  given  by  law  to  the  county  treasurer;  and  when 
necessary  the  said  recorder  shall  have  power  to  make  deeds  for  real  estate  so 
sold  in  the  shme  manner  as  county  auditors  are  by  law  empowered  to  mak^ 
deeds  for  real  estate  sold  for  taxes  by  the  county  treasurer;  and  the  mar- 
shal receive  for  his  fees  in  the  collection  aforesaid  such  sum  as  the  town 
council  may  direct,  not  exceeding  six  per  centupi  on  all  moneys  by  him 
collected,  to  be  pj^id  by  the  treasurer  on  the  order  of  the  recorder. 

Sec.  9.  That  said  town  council  shall  have  full  power  to  appropriate  aaj 
moneys  remaining  in  the  corporation  treasury,  to  the  improvement  of  the 
streets  and  side  walks  in  said  town;  and  when  they  may  deem  it  necessaiy, 
to  make  any  contract  therefor. 

Sec.  10.  That  said  corporation  shall  be  allowed  to  use  the  jail  of  said 
county  for  the  imprisonment  of  such  persons  as  may  be  liable  to  imprison- 
ment under  the  laws. and  ordinances  of  said  town;  and  all  persons,  so  im- 
prisoned, shall  be  under  the  charge  of  the  sheriff  of  said  county,  as  in  other 
cases.

fcJec.  I .  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^ 
.  That  the  act,  entitled  "An  act  making  an  appropriation  for  the  improve- 
ment of  the  Muskirtgum  river,"  and  which  was  passed  on  the  twenty-se- 
venth day  of  February,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-four,  and 
likewise  an  act  amendatory  thereto,  entitled  '*An  act  to  amend  an  act  ma- 
king an  appropriation  for  the  improvement  of  the  navigation  of  the  Mas- 
'  kingum  nver,"  and  which  was  passed  on  the  ninth  day  of  March,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-five;  be,  and  they  are  both  hereby  re- 
pealed. 

Sec.  2.     That  the  Auditor  of  Stale  is  hereby  required  to  give  notice 
to  William  Silvey,  of  Muskingunn  county,  and  Luther  D.  Barker,  of  Mor- 
gan county,  the  managers  and  superintendents  of  the  said  improvement 
of  the  repeal  of  the  above  recited  act,  and  to  demand  and  collect,  by  pro 
50— L 
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cess  of  law  or  otherwise,  such  unexpended  balance  of  the  aforesaid  appro- 
priation as  remains  in  their  hands. 

Sec,  3.  That  the  said  Auditor  require  a  regular  and  detailed  account 
of  the  expenditures,  with  the  corresponding  vouchers  to  sustain  the  report, 
which  has  been  submitted  to  the  General  Assembly  by  the  aforesaid  Wil- 
liam Silvey  and  Luther  D,  Barker. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  Auditor  of  State  is*  hereby  required  to  report  his 
proceedings  on  the  provisions  of  this  act^  to  the  next  General  Assembly, 
on  the  first  Monday  in  December,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thir- 
ty-six. 

Sec.  5.  That  in  case  the  said  William  Silvey  and  Luther  D.  Barker 
have,  during  the  course  of  the  last  year,  made  any  contracts  for  the  im- 
provements of  the  Muskingum  river,  and  which  improvement  or  improve- 
ments are  only  partially  completed,  the  contractors  shall  be  entitled  to  re- 
ceive compensation  in  proportion  to  the  amount  of  labor  done  thereon.

To  incorporate  the  Newark  and  Lancaster  Turnpike  Company. 

Sec.  1.  Beit  enacted  by  tlie  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohioj  That 
Jas.  Parker,  Daniel  Duncan,  Wm. Spencer,  Israel  I)ille,and  Rob't  R.  Clark, 
of  Licking  county;  Henry  Wilson,  Jas.  Culberson,  John  A,  Peters,  Moses  D. 
Brook,  and  Peter  Cool,  of  Perry  county;  John  Paden,  Hocking  H.  Hunter, 
Thomas  M'Naughten,  M.  Z.  Kreider,  and  Daniel  Swayre,  sen.  of  Fairfield 
county,  as  commisssoners,  and  their  associates,stockholder8,  as  hereinafter 
provided,  their  successors  and  assigns  be,  and  they  are  hereby  created  and 
declared  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  perpetual,  by  the  name  and  style 
of  the  Newark  and  Lancaster  Turnpike  Company;  to  construct  and  keep 
in  repair  a  turnpike  road,  toll  gates,  and  gate  keeper's  houses;  commencing 
at  Newark,  in  Licking  county;  thence  by  the  most  eligible  route,  through 
Jackson  Town,  Thornville,  New  Salem,  and  Pleasantville,  to  Lancaster, 
in  Fairfield  county;  and  by  such  corporate  name  and  style  said  company 
is  hereby  made  and  declared  capable,  in  law  and  equity,  to  contract,  sue  and 
be  sued,  make  by-laws,  not  contrary  to  the  constitution  or  laws  of  the  Uni- 
ted States  or  of  this  State;  and  to  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  which  they 
maybreak,  alter,or  renew  at  pleasure;  and  to  acquire,  have,  hold,  sell,tnin8- 
fer'and  convey  property,  real  and  personal,  for  their  corporate  oae  and 
purposes,  but  for  no  other  uses  or  purposes  whatsoever. 

Sec  2.  That  the  capital  stock  of  the  company,  hereby  incorporated, 
shall  consist  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  in  shares  of  twenty  five  dollars 
each,  and  may  be  subscribed  and  held  by  individuals,  companies  or  cor- 
porations,  and  shall  be  appropriated  and  applied  to  the  uses  and  pur- 
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poseif  ID  the  first  section  of  this  act  set  forth,  and  to  no  other  use  or  pur- 
pose; and  any  person  desiring  to  discharge  his  subscription  to  the  capital 
stock  of  said  company,  in  labor  or  materials,  on  or  for  said  road,  shall  so  spe- 
cify, at  the  time  of  subscribing;  in  which  case,  the  labor  to  be  performed 
by  such  subscriber,  shall  be  assigned,  and  the  value  of  the  same  estima- 
ted by  the  principal  engineer,  superintending  the  construction  of  the  road; 
or  if  materials  be  subscribed,  the  value  thereof  shall  be  estimated  by  such 
principal  engineer:  Providedj  That  in  all  cases  of  subscription  to  the  capi- 
tal stock  of  said  company,  five  dollars,  in  cash,  shall  be  paid  to  the- 
Eerson  or  persons,  under  whose  superintendence  subscriptions  may 
e  received,  on  each  share  subscribed;  and  the  residue  of  such  capital 
stock,  whether  in  cash,  labor,  or  materials,  shall  be  paid,  dischai^ed, 
performed  and  furnished,  on  the  requisition  of  the  directors,  for  the  time 
being. 

Sec.  3.  That  books  for  receiving  subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock 
of  said  company^  shall  be  opened  on  the  fourth  day  of  July  next,  at 
such  places,  and  under  the  superintendence  of  such  persons,  as  a 
majority  of  said  commissioners,  or  a  majority  of  such  of  them  as  con- 
sent to  act,  may  designate  and  appoint;  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said 
commissioners,  or  a  majority  of  them,  or  a  majority  of  such  of  them  as 
consent  to  act,  to  give  ten  days'  notice  of  the  time,  places,  and 
persons,  at  which,  and  under  whose  superintendence,  will  be  opened 
the  books  for  receiving  subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company; 
which  notice  shall  be  published  in  some  newspaper  printed,  or  in  gener- 
al circulation,  in  each  of  the  counties  of  Licking  ana  Fairfield;  and  the 
books  for  receiving  subscriptions  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  kept  open  as  long  as 
said  directors  shall  see  fit. 

Sec.  4.  That  as  soon  as  it  shall  be  ascertained,  that  twenty  thousand 
dollars  of  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  has  been  subscribecl,  said  com- 
missioners, or  a  majority  of  them,  or  a  majority  of  such  of  them  as  consent 
toact,8ha]lgive  thirty  days  notice,  as  provided  in  the  third  section  of  this 
act^  of  the  time  and  place  of  holding  an  election,  which  shall  be  held  at  some 
convenient  place,  in  someone  of  said  counties,  for  the  purpose  of  choosing 
seven  directors,  to  manage  and  conduct  thebusinessandaliairs  of  saidcom- 

Eany;  and  on  the  day  and  place  thus  specified,  in  said  notice  the  stock- 
olders  of  said  company  shall  proceed  to  the  election,  by  ballot,  of  seven 
cUrectors,  who  shall  be  stockholders,  any  five  oi  whom  shall  constitute 
a  quorum,  for  the  transaction  of  the  business  and  concerns  of  said 
company;  the  first  election  for  directors,  under  this  act,  shall  be  con- 
ducted by  two  inspectors,  who  shall  be  appointed  by  a  majority  of 
such  of  said  commissioners,  as  may  consent  to  act;  and  such  inspectors 
shall  act  under  oath;  none  but  stockholders  shall  vote  for  directors; 
and  the  stockholders  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote,  which  may  be 
given  in  person,  or  by  proxy,  for  each  share  of  stock  by  him,  her,  or 
them  owned  and  helJ,  on  the  day  of  election;  the  seven  directors,  ha- 
ying the  highest  number  of  votes,  shall  be  declared  duly  elected;  but  if  an

Such  determination,  by  lot,  shall  not  postpone  as  director,  one  stockhold- 
er having  a  higher,  to  another  having  a  lower,  number  of  votes;  the  fr 
rectors  first  elected,  under  this  act,  shall  hold  their  offices  until  the  first 
Monday  of  July  next  after  their  election,  and  until  their  successors  are  elec- 
ted and  qualified;  and  on  the  first  Monday  of  July,  annually,  after  the  first 
election  fpr  directors,  there  shall  be  an  election  for  directors  of  said  compa- 
ny; annual   elections  lor   directors  of  said  company    shall    be  under 
the  superintendence  of  the   directors,  for  the   time    being;   who   shall, 
designate  a  place,  and  shall  give  the  like  notice  of  the  time  of  such 
annual  election,  as  is  required  to  be  given  by  the  commissioners,  as  afore- 
said, of  the  time  and  place  of  holding  the  first  election,  under  this  act; 
and  shall,  in  like  manner,  notify  the  persons  elected,  and  designate  a  time 
and  place  for  the  persons  elected  directors,  to  meet  and  qualify;  and  the 
directors,  annually  elected,  shall  proceed,  as  required  of  the  first  directors. 
Sec.  5.    That  within  ten  days,  after  the  first  election  of  directors,  under 
this  act,  the  inspectors  of  the  election  shall  give  notice,  in  writing,  to  the 
seven  stockholders,  elected  directors,  of  sucli  their  election;  and  shall  ap- 
point a  day  and  place,  on  which  the  directors  so  elected  shall  meet  for  or- 
fanization;  and  on  the  day  and  at  the  place  so  appointed,  which  shall  not 
e  more  than  fifteen  days  from  the  day  of  election,  or  sooner,  ifthedirectora 
elected  can  agree,   the  directors  so  elected,  shall  meet  at  said  place, 
and  severally   take   an  oath,    faithfully  and   imjpartially    to  discharge 
the   several  duties  of  directors  of  the  turnpike  company,   hereby  in- 
corporated; and  being  thus  qualified,  such  directors  shall  appoint  one  of 
their  body  president  of  the  board;  they  shall  also  appoint  a  treasurer,  who 
shall  not  be  a  director,  and  they  may  require  and  take  cf  the  treasurer, 
bond,  in  such  sum,  and  with  such  security,  as  to  them  may  appear  reason- 
able and  necessary,  to  secure  said  company ;  said  directors  shall  also  appoint  a 
secretary,  who  shall  keep  a  full  and  fairjournalofthe  corporate  acts  of  said 
company,  and  shall  perform  such  other  duties  of  secretary,  as  may  be  re- 
quired of  him  by  the  directors. 

Sec.  6.  That  the  said  company  shall  have  a  right  to  lay  out,  sur- 
vey, and  locate  a  turnpike  road,  as  specified  in  the  first  section  of  this  act, 
through  any  improved  or  unimproved  lands;  and  to  take  from  the  lands, 
occupied  by  such  road,  when  located  as  aforesaid,  any  stone,  gravel,  tim- 
ber, or  other  materials,  necessary  to  construct  a  good,  secure,  and  substan- 
tial turnpike  road,  as  contemplated  by  this  act,  and  the  necessary  bridges 
connected  therewith;  find  if  any  difference  should  arise  between  the  own- 
er or  owners  of  any  ground,  on  which  such  road  may  be  located,  or  from 
which  such  materials  arc  taken,  as  aforesaid,  and  the  agents  of  the  compa- 
ny, respecting  damage,  it  shall  be  determined,  by  three  disinterested  free- 
holders, to  be  appointed  by  the  commissioners  of  the  county,  in  which  the 
subject  of  difference  lies;  who,  after  being  duly  sworn,  faithfully  and  im- 
partially to  perform  the  duties,  required  of  them  in  this  act,  and  taking  into 
consideration,  whether  the  land  be,  really,  rendered  more  or  less  valuable, 
by  the  road  passing  through  it,  shall  make  out  their  assessment  in  writing, 
of  the  damages,  if  any;  a  copy  of  which  shall  be  given  to  the  proprietor  of 
the  land,  and  another  copy  to  the  agent  of  the  company;  and  said  agent 
shall  pay,  or  offer  to  pay,  the  owner  of  said  land,  the  amount  of  such  as- 
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sesaed  damages,  before  he  shall  enter  upon  and  take  any  such  ground  or 
materials,  other  than  to  survey  the  road;  and  all  such  assessment  of  dama- 

£a,  if  any  should  be  awarded,  shall  be  paid  by  the  company;  but  if  no 
maces  shall  be  awarded,  then  the  expense  shall  be  paid  by  the  person  who 
had  claimed  damages;  and  in  case  sufficient  materials  cannot  be  procured 
on  the  land  so  as  aforesaid  acquired  for  said  road  and  bridges,  said  compa- 
ny; or  their  agents,  shall  have  a  right  to,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized,  to 
enter  upon  any  unimproved  lands,  adjoining  or  in  the  vicinity  of  said  road, 
and  to  dig,  cut  down,  take,  and  carry  away,  so  much  stone,  gravel,  timber, 
or  other  materials,  (not  previously  cut  down,  taken,  appropriated  or  pre- 
pared, by  the  owner  for  any  particular  use,)  as  may  be  necessary  to  enable 
said  company  to  construct  said  road  and  the  necessary  bridges,  toll  gates, 
and  gate  keepers'  houses;  and  in  case  of  difference  between  the  owners  of 
any  lands,  from  which  materials  may  be  taken,  as  last  aforesaid,  such  dif- 
ference, shall  be  determined,  and  compensation  made  by  said  company,  in 
manner  provided  for  the  assessment  of  damages  for  the  land  on  which  said 
road  may  be  laid. 

Sec*  7.  That  in  addition  to  the  land  necessary  for  the  construction, 
use,  and  repair  of  said  road,  said  company  shall  be  entitled  to,  and  a6thor- 
ized  [to]  acquire,  in  manner  aforesaid,  not  exceeding  one  acre  of  land,  at 
each  toll  gate,  for  the  erection  thereon,  and  convenient  occupation  of  a 
gate  keeper's  house;  and  said  company  shall  cause  such  turnpike  road  to  be 
opened,  not  exceeding  eighty  feet  wide;  at  least  fifteen  feet  of  which 
shall  be  made  an  artificial  road,  composed  of  stone,  gravel,  wood,  or  other 
suitable  materials,  well  compacted  together,  in  such  a  manner  as  to  secure  a 
good,  firm,  substantial  and  even  road,  rising  in  the  middle,  with  a  gradual 
arch  or  curve,  with  sufficient  drains  on  each  side,  to  carry  the  water  there- 
from, and  shall  keep  the  same  in  good  repair;  and  in  no  case  shall  the  as- 
cisntinsuch  road  be  of  greater  elevation,  than  four  degrees  with  the  hori- 
zon. 

Sec.  8.  That  so  soon  as  said  company  shall  have  completed  such 
road,  or  the  grading  thereof,  as  aforesaid,  or  any  part  of  such  road,  not 
less  than  five  continuous  miles,  and  so  from  time  to  time,  as  often  as  five 
continuous  miles  thereof  shall  becompleted,or  completely  graded,  an  agent, 
to  be  appointed  for  that  purpose  by  the  commissioners  of  the  proper  coun- 
ty, if  not  otherwise  appointed  by  or  under  the  Legislature  or  its  au- 
thority, shall,  on  application  of  said  company,  examine  said  road,  or  part 
thereof,  as  aforesaid,  and  report  his  opinion  to  the  president  of  said  com- 
pany ;  and  if  such  agent  shall  report  said  road,  or  any  continuous  five  miles, 
thereof,  to  be  completed  or  completely  graded,  agreeable  to  the  requisi- 
tions of  this  act,  said  company  shall  thereupon  be  entitled  to  erect  a  toll 
gate  or  gates,  at  suitable  distances  on  said  road,  and  to  demand  and  re- 
ceive of  those  travelling  or  using  the  same,  the  tolls  allowed  by  this  act. 

Sec.  9.  That  the  following  shall  be  the  rates  of  toll  demaudable  and 
receivable  for  each  and  every  ten  miles  of  said  road,  when  so  much  thereof 
as  will  entitle  said  company  to  erect  a  c^ate  shall  be  completed,  and  in 
the  same  proportion  for  any  greater  or  less  distance,  to  wit:  for  every 
four  wheeled  carriage  or  wagon,  drawn  by  one  horse  or  ox,  eighteen  and 
tliree  fourth  cents;  for  every  horse  or  ox  in  addition,  six  and  one  fourth 
cents;  for  every  chaise,  riding  chair,  cart,  or  gig,  or  other  two  wheeled

Providing  for  the  sale  of  section  Sixteen,  in  the  township  of  Lykins,  in  the  county  of  Craw- 
ford. 

Sec*  !•  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohto^ 
That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  assessor  of  Crawford  county,  on  or  before 
the  first  day  of  April  next,  to  provide  himself  with  a  suitable  book  for  that 
purpose,  and  proceed  to  take  the  votes  of  all  the  white  male  inhabitants 
over  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  residing  in  the  bounds  of  origmal  sur- 
veyed township  number  one,  south-  of  range  sixteen,  in  the  county  of 
Crawford,  aforesaid,  who  have  resided  therein  for  twelve  months  next  pre- 
ceding the  first  day  of  April  aforesaid,  whether  such  white  male  inhabit- 
itants  be,  or  be  not  citizens  of  the  United  States;  and  it  shall  further  be 
the  duty  of  said  assessor,  between  said  first  day  of  April  and  the  twenty- 
fifth  day  of  May  next,  to  call  upon  all  the  white  male  inhabitants  residing 
in  the  township  aforesaid,  and  request  any  such  inhabitants  to  give  his  vote 
for  or  against  a  sale  of  the  school  land  aforesaid,  by  signing  his  name  under 
the  head  of  the  proper  columns;  and  if  such  inhabitant  be  unable  to  write, 
the  assessor  shall  write  the  name  of  such  inhabitant,  to  which  he  shall  affix 
his  mark  of  approbation;  which  said  vote  taken  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  en- 
tered in  said  book  by  said  assessor,  in  form  following,  to  wit:  The  votes 
of  the  white  male  inhabitants  over  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  residing 
within  the  bounds  of  said  original  surveyed  township,  (there  being  twenty 
of  said  inhabitants  within  the  same,)  for  and  against  the  sale  of  section  six- 
teen; it  being  the  tract  granted  by  Congress  for  the  use  of  schools  in  said 
original  surveyed  township.

Which  said  list  of  votes,  taken  as  aforesaid,  the  assessor  shall  deliver  to 
the  county  auditor  of  said  Crawford  county  forthwith,  after  having  taken 
the  same  as  aforesaid;  and  if  it  shall  appear,  from  said  list,  that  a  majority 
.of  the  white  male  inhabitants  aforesaid,  have  voted  in  favor  of  a  sale,  then 
a  sale  of  said  school  section  may  be  made,  in  Uie  manner  hereinafter  pre- 
scribed. 

Sec.  2.  That  J.  E.  Elliot,  Robert  Maze  and  Milton  E.  Waller,  of  the 
county  of  Crawford,  be  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  view  and  appraise  said  school  section  sixteen,  so 
soon  as  the  assessor  shall  have  performed  the  duties  required  of  him  by  the 
first  section  of  this  act;  they  having  first  taken  an  oath  or  affirmation,  before 
some  person  competant  to  administer  the  same,  faithfully  and  impartially 
to  appraise  said  land. 

Sec.  3.  That  should  either  of  the  commissioners  die,  or  refuse  to  per- 
form the  duties  required  by  this  act,  or  remove  out  of  said  county  of  Craw- 
ford, then  the  County  commissioners  of  said  county  shall  fill  such  vacancy 
so  often  as  it  may  occur. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  conimissioners  appointed  by  virtue  of  this  act,  are 
hereby  authorized,  if  they  deem  it  expedient,  to  take  to  their  assistance  the 
surveyor  of  Crawford  county,  who  under  their  direction  shall  make  such 
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isarveyS)  divisions  and  maps  thereof,  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  peifomi* 
ance  of  the  duties  required  of  them  by  this  act;  and  said  commissioiierf 
and  surveyor  shall  each  receive  for  his  services,  one  dollar  and  fifty  ceots, 
for  each  day  he  may  be  employed  in  said  service,  to  be  paid  from  the  treas- 
ury of  said  county  of  Crawford,  which  shall  be  refunded  to  said  treasury  in 
manner  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  5.  That  so  soon  as  said  school  section  sixteen  has  been  surveyed 
under  the  direction  of  said  commissioners,  and  maps  thereof  made  as  pro- 
vided in  the  fourth  section  of  this  act,  the  said  commissioners  shall  cause 
to  be  delivered  to  the  auditor  of  Crawford  county,  such  surveys,  and  divis* 
ions  and  map  thereof,  and  the  separate  appraisement  of  such  lot  laid  off  in 
said  section,  if  the  same  shall  have  been  divided  into  lots,  and  otherwise, 
the  appraisement  of  the  entire  section  so  made  under  the  requirements  of 
this  act;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  auditor,  after  having  given  thirty 
days  previous  notice  thereof,  by  advertisement  in  some  newspaper  pub- 
lished in  Crawford  county,  and  if  no  newspaper  be  published  in  said  coun- 
ty, or  if  the  publisher  of  any  newspaper  in  said  county  shall  refuse  to  pub- 
lish the  same,  then  the  notice  shall  be  given  by  aflixmg  such  notice  on  the 
door  of  the  court  house  in  said  county,  and  in  five  other  public  places  in 
said  county,  three  of  which  shall  be  in  the  township  of  Lykins,  thirty  days 
previous  to  such  sale ;  and  the  affidavit  of  one  or  more  such  commissioners, 
certifying  the  manner,  time,  and  places  of  publishing  such  notice,  shall  be 
conclusive  evidence  of  such  fact,  to  offer  such  section  or  such  lot  laid  off 
in  such  section  separately,  for  sale,  between  the  hours  of  ten  o'clock  A.  M« 
and  five  o'clock  P.  M.  on  the  day  designated  in  such  notice,  and  shall  sell 
the  same,  and  each  oS  the  same,  to  the  highest  bidder:  Provided^  That 
neither  said  section,  nor  any  part  of  said  section,  shall  be  sold  for  less  than 
its  appraised  value,  and  that  one  fourth  of  the  money,  bid  for  the  same^ 
shall  be  paid  ai  the  time  of  sale;  and  the  remaining  three-fourths  of  the 
money  so  bid,  shall  be  paid  in  three  equal  instalments,  payable  annually^ 
and  successively  after  the  day  of  said  sale,  with  interest  at  the  rate  of  six 
per  cent,  per  annum,  on  all  moneys  unpaid,  to  be  computed  from  said  day 
of  sale:  and  said  commissioners  may  continue  said  sale,  by  adjournment^

That  on  the  sale  of  said  lands  so  made  as  aforesaid/the  auditor 
of  said  county  shall  take  a  bond  from  each  purchaser,  with  at  least  one 
sufficient  surety  conditional  for  the  payment  to  the  treasurer  of  Crawford 
county,  of  all  the  moneys  due  for  said  land,  or  any  part  thereof,  with  tiie 
interest  thereon  to  become  due  or  accruing,  to  be  applied  to  the  use  of 
schools  in  said  township  of  Lykins;  and  said  auditor,  on  the  final  pay- 
ment of  said  bond,  according  to  the  conditions  thereof,  shall  make  and  ex- 
ecute a  deed  or  deeds  of  said  land,  to  the  purchaser  or  purchasers  thereof^ 
his  or  their  heirs  or  assigns  in  fee  simple;  and  said  purchase  money, when 
received,  shall  be  deposited  in  the  common  school  liind,  for  the  benefit  of 
said  township;  Provided^  That  if  any  person  or  persons,  who  shall  pur- 
chase any  part  of  said  school  section,  under  the  provisions  of  this  act^ 
shall  be  desirous  of  completing  the  payment  for  the  same,  within  a  lest

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time  than  that  required  by  the  obligation  of  the  bond,  he  shall  be  allowed 
to  complete  payment  for  the  same  at  any  time,  and  shall  be  entitFed  to  re- 
ceive a  deed,  in  fee  simple,  for  said  land,  in  the  manner  herein  provided* 

Sec.  7.  That  the  auditor  of  said  county  shall  be  entitled  to  receive,  for 
all  conveyances  he  may  be  required  to  make  by  virtue  of  this  act)  twelve 
and  a  half  cents  for  each  hundred  words  contained  therein,  and  in  like  pro- 
portion for  any  smaller  number;  and  that  the  assessor  be  entitled  to  re- 
ceive for  his  services  performed  under  the  provision  of  this  act,  the  sum  of 
one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  per  day,  for  each  day  he  may  be  necessarily  em- 
ployed in  said  service. 

Sec.  8.  That  the  treasurer  of  said  county  shall,  out  of  the  first  moneys

Sec.  K  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^  That 
Jacob  Everhart,  Geo.  Tope,  Jonathan  Kelley,  Jacob  Tope,  Augustus  Rigly, 
John  Scott,  jr.,  John  Tope,  and  William  Crow,  together  with  such  other 
~~  arsons  as  may  hereafter  be  associated  with  them,  be,  and  they  are  here* 
r  created  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the 
Forth  Union  School  Association  of  Carroll  county,  with  perpetual  suc- 
cesion,  and  by  their  corporate  name  may  contract  and  be  contracted  with, 
sue  and  be  sued,  answer  and  be  answered  unto,  plead  and  be  impleaded, 
defend  and  be  defended,  in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  in  all  man* 
ner  of  action  whatsoever,  and  may  have  a  common  seal,  which  they  may 
change,  alter,  or  renew  at  pleasure. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  said  corporation,  by  the  name  and  style  aforesaid, 
shall  be  capable  in  law  of  holding  real  property,  either  by  purchase,  gift, 
grant  devise  or  legacy,  to  the  amount  of  one  acre  of  land,  together  witk 
a  school  house,  and  such  other  buildings  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  ac* 
commodation  of  a  teacher,  and  the  same  to  dispose  of,  at  pleasure;  to  re- 
ceive any  gift,  grant,  or  donation,  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  said  society, 
and  to  make  and  establish  such  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations,  as  tbey  may 
deem  necessary,  for  the  good  government  of  the  same:  Provided^  hawevety 
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That  the  money  and  funds  of  the  corporation  shall  be  applied  exclusively 
to  the  payment  of  a  teacher,  and  furnishing  fuel  for  the  school,  and  to  no 
other  purpose  whatever,  except  so  much  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  pur- 
chase of  a  lot,  erection  of  a  school  house,  and  dwelling  house  for  a  teacher. 

Sec  3.  That  the  business  and  concerns  of  the  society  shall  be  man- 
aged by  a  president,  treasurer,  clerk,  and  three  trustees,  who  shall  each 
hold  their  oi&ces  foi;  the  term  of  three  years,  if  they  so  long  continue  to 
discharge  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices  with  fidelity,  except  the  trus- 
tees first  elected,  who  shall  hold  their  offices  for  the  term  of  one,  two  and 
three  years,  to  be  by  them  determined  by  lot,  at  their  first  meeting  after

Sec*  1  •  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  theState of  Ohioy  That 
John  Elliot,  of  Mercer  county,  Alexander  Baity  and  Ezekicl  Hoover,  of 
Allen  county,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners,  and 
Stephen  Smith,  of  said  county,  surveyor,  to  lay  out  and  establish  a  State 
road  from  Lima,  in  Allen  county,  by  way  of  Hoover's  mill,  to  the  town  of 
Armanda;  thence  to  the  line  of  the  Miami  canal;  thence  to  intersect  the 
road  running  from  8t«  Mary's  in  a  direction  to  Fort  Wayne,  in  Indiana. 

Sec.  2«  That  said  road  commissioners  shall,  in  all  respects,  be  govern- 
ed by,  and  the  expenses  of  laying  out  and  establishing  said  road  be  paid, 
according  to  the  provisions  of  the  act  entitled,  ^An  act  defining  the  mode 
of  laying  out  and  establishing  State  roads,"  passed  March  14th,  1831. 

Sec  3.    That  should  a  vacancy  at  any  time  occur,  in  the  foregoing 
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sppointments,  by  death,  removal,  refusal  to  serve,  or  otherwise,  the  coun- 
ty commissioners  of  the  county  in  which  such  vacancy  may  happen,  shaU 
fill  the  same,  as  often  as  such  vacancy  may  occur,  by  the  appointment  of 
some  suitable  persons  without  delay.

AN  ACT 

To  ineorpoTBte  the  Little  Miami  Raii-road  Company. 

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^ 
That  all  persons  who  shall  become  stockholders  pursuant  to  this  act,  in  the 
company  hereby  authorized,  shall  be,  and  are  hereby  made  a  body  cor- 
porate, under  the  name  of  "The  Little  Miami  Rail-road  Company,"  with 
power  to  construct  and  maintain  a  rail-way,  with  a  double  or  single  track, 
with  such  appendages  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  for  the  convenient  use 
of  the  same;  commencing  at  any  eligible  point  in,  or  near  the  town  of 
Springfield,  in  Clark  county;  thence  by  the  most  practicable  route,  through 
tha  town  of  Xenia,  or  the  suburbs  thereof,  and  down  the  valley  of  the 
little  Miami  river,  and  of  the  Ohio  river,  to  the  city  of  Cincinnati,  and  such 

Saints  therein,  as  may  be  designated  and  agreed  on  by  the  city  council  of 
incinnati,  and  the  directors  of  said  rail-road  company. 
Sec.  3.    The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  seven  hundred 
and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  which  shall  be  divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars 
each,  and  be  deemed  personal  property. 

Sec.  3.  Robert  Buchanan,  George  W.  Neff,  Charles  Shultz,  William 
Lewis,  and  Mathias  Kugler,  of  Hamilton  county ;  John  Emery,  of  Clermont 
county;  Jeremiah  Morrow,  M.  Roosa,  Thomas  Smith,  John  M.  Hadden, 
and  Allen  Wright,  of  Warren  county;  John  Hadley,  of  Clinton  county; 
Jas.  Galloway,  jur.  Robert  D.  Forsman,  Bennet  Lewis,  John  HivVmgand 
Joseph  Kyle,  of  Green  county;  Peter  A.  Sprigman,  James  Bogle,  Charles 
Anthony,  John  T.  Stewart,  and  Roland  Brown,  of  Clark  county;  shall 
be  commissioners  for  receiving  subscriptions  to  the  capita!  stock  of  the  cor- 
poration agreeably  to  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  commissioners,  within  six  months 
after  the  passage  of  this  act,  to  give  notice,  once  in  a  week,  for  three  weeks 
in  succession,  in  some  newspaper  printed  in  Xenia,  and  one  other  paper 
printed  in  Cincinnati,  of  the  time  of  opening  books  for  the  subscription  to 
said  stock;  and  they  shall  open  books  at  Cincinnati,  Xenia,  Clifton,  Spring- 
field, and  such  other  places  as  they  may  deem  fit;  at  each  of  which  places 
one  or  more  of  said  commissioners  shall  attend  on  the  day  fixed,  and  for 
three  days  successively,  and  during  at  least  six  hours  of  each  day,  shall 
continue  to  receive  subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  corporation. 
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from  an  persons  or  companies,  who  will  subscribe  thereto,  in  conformity 
with  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Sec.  5.  Each  subscriber,  at  the  time  he  subscribes,  shall  pay  to  the 
commissioners  five  dollars  on  each  share  of  the  stock  subscribed  by  him. 

Sec.  6.  If,  at  the  expiration  of  the  time  mentioned  in  the  fourth  sec- 
tion of  this  act,  it  shall  appear  that  more  than  the  requisite  number  of 
shares  have  been  subscribed,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commissioners  to 
distribute  the  same  among  the  subscribers,  deducting  the  excess  from  the 
largest  sums  subscribed;  and  if,  at  the  expiration  of  said  time,  the  amount 
subscribed  be  less  than  two  hundred  thousand  dollars,  the  commissioners 
shall  take  further  measures  to  fill  the  subscriptions  to  that  amount,  when 
the  books  shall  again  be  closed. 

Sec.  7.  As  soon  as  may  be  after  the  closing  of  the  books,  the  com- 
missioners shall  give  notice  of  the  time  and  place  at  which  a  meeting  of 
of  the  stockholders  will  be  held  for  the  choice  of  directors;  such  notice 
shall  be  published  in  one  or  more  newspapers  of  general  circulation  along 
the  route  of  said  road:  at  the  time  and  place  appointed  for  such  election, 
the  commissionei*s,  or  some  of  them,  shall  attend,  and  the  stockholders,  or 
their  proxies,  duly  appointed  in  writing,  shall  proceed  to  elect,  by  ballot, 
twelve  directors;  the  commissioners  present  shall  preside  at  the  election, 
and  certify  the  result  in  writing,  and  their  certificate  recorded  in  the  books 
of  the  corporation,  shall  be  evidence  of  the  election  of  the  directors  therein 
named:  all  subsequent  elections  shall  be  conducted  in  the  manner  pre- 
scribed by  the  by-laws  of  said  corporation. 

Sec.  8.  Each  stockholder  shall  be  allowed  as  many  votes  as  he  owns 
shares  of  stock  at  the  commencement  of  any  election  of  directors,  and  a 
plurality  of  votes  shall  determine  the  choice. 

Sec.  9.  The  directors  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year,  and  until 
others  shall  be  elected  in  their  stead;  they  shall  appoint  one  of  their  own 
number  president,  and  some  suitable  person  as  secretary  of  the  corpora- 
tion; they  shall  moreover  appoint  all  such  officers  and  agents  as  the  con- 
venience of  the  company  may  require. 

Sec.  10.  The  directors  shall  have  power  to  cause  such  examinations 
and  surveys  of  the  route  for  said  rail-road  to  be  made  as  may  be  necessary 
to  the  selection,  by  them,  of  the  most  advantageous  line,  course  or  way 
for  said  road;  and  the  board  of  directors  shall,  as  soon  thereafter  as  prac- 
ticable, select  the  route  on  which  said  road  shall  be  constructed. 

Sec.  11.  The  corporation  is  hereby  empowered  to  purchase,  receive, 
and  hold  such  real  estate  as  may  be  necessary  and  convenient  in  accom- 
plishing the  object  for  which  the  corporation  is  granted:  and  may,  by  th^ir 
agents,  engineers,  and  surveyors,  enter  upon  such  route,  place  or  places 
selected,  as  aforesaid,  by  the  directors,  as  the  line  whereon  to  construct 
the  said  rail-road;  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  corporation  to  enter 
upon,  and  take  possession  of,  and  use  all  such  lands  and  real  estate,  as  may 
be  indispensable  for  the  construction  and  maintenance  of  said  rail-road, 
and  the  accommodations  requisite  to  and  appertaining  unto  them;  and  may 
also  receive,  hold,  and  take  all  such  voluntary  grants  and  donations  of 
land,  and  real  estate,  as  may  be  made  to  said  corporation  to  aid  in  the 
construction,  maintenance,  or  accommodation  of  said  road  or  ways;  but 
all  lands  or  real  estate  thus  entered  upon  and  used  by  said  corporation,  and 
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aflearth,  timber,  grave),  and  other  materials  needed  by  ^id  company,  shall 
be  purchased  of  the  owners  thereof,  at  a  price  to  be  mutually  agreed  upon 
between  them;  and  in  case  of  disagreement  of  the  owner  as  to  the  price 
of  any  lands  or  materials  so  required,  for  said  road,  or  if  the  owners  are 
under  any  disability  in  law,  to  contract,  or  are  absent  from  the  county, 
application  may  be  made,  either  by  said  owners,  or  by  said  corporation,  to 
atiy  judge  of  the  court  of  common  pleas  within  which  said  lands  or  mate- 
rials may  lie,  specifying  the  lands  or  materials  so  required,  or  already  ap- 
propriated; and  thereupon  said  judge  shall  issue  his  warrant  in  writing,  di- 
rected to  the  sheriff  of  the  county,  requiring  him  to  summon  an  inquest  of 
three  freeholders  of  the  county,  who  shall  not  be  stockholders,  nor  inter- 
ested therein,  to  appear  at,  or  near  said  land,  or  materials,  to  be  valued 
on  a  day  named  in  said  warrant,  not  less  than  five,  nor  more  than  ten 
days  after  issuing  the  same;  and  if  any  of  the  persons  do  not  attend,  the 
said  sheriff  shall  forthwith  summon  as  many  as  may  be  necessary  to  fill 
said  inquest,  and  the  persons  so  empannelled,  shall,  on  their  oaths  or  affirma- 
tions, value  the  damages  which  the  several  owners  will  sustain  by  the  use 
or  occupation  of  the  lands,  or  materials,  or  property  required  by  said  com- 
pany, having  due  regard  to  the  benefit  such  owners  may  derive  from  the 
location  and  structure  of  said  road;  aud  said  inquest  shall  reduce  their  val- 
uation to  writing;  and  such  valuation,  when  paid,  or  tendered  to  said  owners, 
or  deposited  in  any  bank,  to  their  credit,  or  their  proper  representatives, 
shall  entitle  said  company  to  the  materials,  use  and  occupation  of  said 
lands,  for  the  purposes  of  said  road,  and  all  estate  and  interest  therein,  as 
fully  as  if  it  had  been  conveyed  by  the  owners  of  the  same:  and  every 
sheriff,  and  freeholder,  so  acting,  shall  receive  one  dollar  per  day,  for  his 
services,  to  be  paid  by  said  company;  either  party  may,  within  ten  days 
after  such  valuation  is  made,  appeal  from  the  same,  to  the  court  of  com- 
mon pleas  of  the  county,  by  giving  notice  thereof  to  the  opposite  party, 
or  by  filing  in  the  clerk's  office,  a  copy  of  such  valuation,  with  notice 
thereto  annexed;  and  said  court  may,  for  good  cause  shown,  order  a  new 
valuation,  and  on  final  hearing,  the  court  shall  award  costs  according  to 
^uity, 

^ec*  19*  Whenever  it  shall  be  necessary  for  the  construction  of  the 
itiil-road,  to  intersect  or  cross  any  stream  of  water,  or  water  course,  or 
,any  road  or  highway,  lying  in  or  across  the  route  of  said  road,  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  the  corporation  to  construct  the  said  rail-way  across  or  upon  the 
same;  but  the  corporation  shall  restore  the  stream,  or  water  course,  or 
joad  or  highway,  thus  intersected,  to  its  f  >rmer  state,  or  in  a  sufficient 
manner  not  to  impair  its  usefulness:  and  if  said  corporation,  after  having 
selected  a  route  for  said  rail-way,  find  any  obstacle  to  continuing  said  lo- 
cation,either  by  the  difficulty  of  construction,  or  procuring  right  of  way  at 
reasonable  cost,  or  whenever  a  better  and  cheaper  route  can  be  had,  it 
shall  have  authority  to  vary  the  route,  and  change  tlie  location. 

Sec.  1 3.  The  said  corporation  shall  have  power  to  locate  and  construct 
branched  roads  from  the  main  route,  to  other  towns,  or  places,  in  the  sev- 
eral counties  through  which  said  road  may  pass. 

Sec.  14.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  directors  to  require  payment  of  the 
sums  to  be  subscribed  to  the  capital  stock,  at  such  time,  and  in  such  instal- 
jmats,  as  they  shall  see  fit;  and  if  the  instalments  remain  unpaid  for  sixty 
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days  after  the  time  of  payment  has  elapsed,  the  board  may  collect  the  same 
by  suit,  or  shall  have  power  to  sell  the  stock  at  public  auction,  for  the  in- 
stalments then  due,  giving  twenty  days  notice  of  the  lime  and  place  of 
sale,  by  advertisement  in  some  newspaper  in  general  circulation  in  the 
county  where  such  sale  is  to  be  made ;  and  the  costs  of  making  said  sale, 
and  the  residue  of  the  price  obtained,  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  former 
owner. 

Sec.  15.  That  said  company  may  demand  and  receive  for  tolls  upon, 
and  transportation  of  goods,  produce,  merchandize,  or  property  of  any 
kind  whatsoever,  transported  by  them  along  said  rail  way,  any  sum  not 
exceeding  the  following  rates:  on  all  goods,  merchandize,  or  property  of 
any  description,  transported  by  them,  a  sum  not  exceeding  one  and  a  half 
cents  per  mile,  for  toll,  five  cents  per  ton  per  mile,  for  transportation;  and 
for  the  transportation  of  passengers,  not  exceeding  three  cents  per  mile, 
for  each  passenger:  and  all  persons  paying  the  tolls  aforesaid,  may,  with 
suitable  and  proper  cars,  transport  persons  and  property  on  said  rail-road; 
subject  to  the  rules  and  regulations  of  said  company,  as  to  the  constructiou 
and  speed  of  said  car§,  and  the  regulation  of  the  motive  power. 

Sec.  16.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  said  corporation  to  make  any  contract 
with  the  Mad  river  and  Lake  Erie  rail-road  company,  either  to  unite  in  tha 
construction  of  such  parts  of  a  road,  as  may  with  propriety  be  common  to. 
both,  or  to  provide  for  the  joint  transportation  of  burdens  and  passengers, 
over  their  respective  roads;  and  to  apportion  the  receipts  and  tolls  among 
the  stockholders  of  their  respective  companies,  in  such  manner  as  the 
boards  of  directors  may  agree  and  determine;  and  if  the  company  hereby 
created,  shall  join  their  road  with  the  Mad  river  and  Lake  Erie  rail-road, 
they  shall  receive  and  transport  over  the  road  hereby  authorized,  the  cars, 
of  said  Mad  river  and  Lake  Erie  rail-road  company,  furnishing  the  motive 
power  for  drawing  the  same,  without  unlading,  and  charging  therefor,  the- 
same  rates  of  toll  as  shall  be  charged  by  the  Mad  river  and  Lake  Erie, 
rail-road  company,  on  their  own  road,  north  of  Springfield. 

Sec.  17.  That  the  State  shall  have  the  right  at  any  time  after  the  expi- 
ration of  thirty-five  years  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  to  purchase  and 
hold  said  rail-road  forthe  use  of  the  State,  at  a  price  not  exceeding  the  original 
cost  for  the  construction  of  the  road,  and  the  necessary  permanent  fixtures 
thereto,  at  the  time  of  purchase,  and  fifteen  per  centum  thereon;  of  which 
cost  an  accurate  statement,  in  writing,  shall  be  submitted  to  the  General 
Assembly,  duly  attested  by  the  oath  of  the  oflicers  of  said  company,  if  re- 
quired by  the  General  Assembly. 

Sec.  18.  If  the  subscribers  to  the  company  hereby  created,  shall  not 
become  so  far  organized  as  to  elect  a  board  of  directors  within  eighteen 
months  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  and  within  one  year  thereafter,  make 
bona  fidt  contracts  for  the  construction  of  at  least  one  xburth  of  said  road, 
the  privileges  of  said  corporation  shall  cease,  and  thiJ  act  to  be  void;  and 
if  said  company  shall  not  complete  said  road,  withi^i  seven  years,  the  fur- 
ther privilege  of  constructing  the  same,  shall  also  cease,  and  revert  to  the 
State. 

Sec.  19-  Whenever  the  dividends  of  said  company  shall  exceed  the 
ffftte  of  six  per  cent.,  the  Legislature  of  this  State  may  impose  such  rea« 
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sonable  taxes  on  the  amount  of  such  dividends,  as  may « be  reserved  from 
other  rail  road  companies. 

Sec.  20.  That  any  other  rail-road  company,  which  has  been,  or  may 
hereafter  be  chortered^by  law  of  this  State,  may  join  and  connect  any 
rail-road  with  the  road  hereby  contemplated,  and  full  right  and  privilege 
is  hereby  reserved  to  the  State,  or  individuals,  orany  company  incorpora- 
ted by  law  of  this  State,  to  cross  this  road:  Provideilf  That  in  so  crossing 
no  injury  shall  be  done  to  the  works  of  the  company  hereby  incorporated, 
on  such  terms  as  the  said  companies  may  agree,  and  on  payment  of  pro- 
per tolls,  to  have  their  cars  drawn  on  the  road  hereby  authorized,  by  the 
Little  Miami  rail-road  conapany,  without  delay,  and  without  unlading;  the 
said  Little  Miami  rail-road  company  furnishing  the  motive  power,  at  a  rea- 
sonable price. 

Sec.  21.  The  directors  of  said  company  shall  semi-annually  make  and 
declare  a  dividend  of  the  profits  arising  from  the  business  of  the  company, 
after  deducting  their  present  liabilities,  and  the  current  and  probable  con- 
tingent expenses,  and  divide  the  same  among  the  stockholders,  in  propor- 
tion to  the  number  of  their  respective  shares. 

Sec.  22.  If  any  person  or  persons,  shall  wilfully  and  maliciously  injure 
the  said  road,  orany  building,  machine,  or  other  works  of  the  said  corpora- 
tion, appertaining  thereto,  the  person  or  persons  so  offending,  shall  forfeit 
and  pay  to  the  said  corporation,  double  the  amount  of  damages  sustained 
by  means  of  such  offence,  injury,  or  obstruction;  to  be  recovered  in  the 
name  of  said  corporation,  with  costs  of  suit,  in  any  court  having  cogni- 
zance thereof:  and  shall  also  be  subject  to  indictment  in  the  court  of  coni- 
mon  pleas,  in  the  county  where  the  offence  was  committed,  and  upon  con- 
viction, shall  be  punished  by  fine,  not  exceeding  two  hundred  dollars,  or 
imprisonment,  not  exceeding  thirty  days,  or  both,  at  the  discretion  of  the 
court.

AN  ACT 

To  incorporate  the  Shaw  Academy,  in  the  county  of  Cuyahoga. 

Whercas,  John  Shaw,  late  of  Euclid,  Cuyahoga  county,  Ohio,  deceased, 
by  his  last  will  and  testament,  devised  certain  lands  therein  described, 
to  William  Adams,  Thomas  Crosby,  and  Andrew  Cozzard,  their  heirs 
and  assigns,  in  trust  that,  the  rents  and  profits  thereof  should  be  appro- 
priated to  the  support  of  a  professor  or  professors,  or  other  teachers  of 
an  academy,  which  might  thereafter  be  established  in  the  township  of 
Euclid:  Provided^  That  the  building  to  be  erected,  should,  with  the  aj>- 
paratus,  be  worth  at  least  two  thousand  dollars;  be  erected  on  a  design 
nated  portion  of  the  devised  premises;  and  be  called  and  named  ^The 
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Shaw  Academy;"  and  that  the  character  of  the  institution  should  be 
purely  literary  and  scientific,  and  be  governed  upon  principlesof  Chris- 
tian morality:  Therefore, 

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Gentral  Assembly  of  tlie  State  of  Ohio^ 
That  there  shall  be  an  academy  established  in  Euclid,  in  the  county  of 
Cuyahoga,  by  ihe  name  of  "The  Shaw  Academy;"  and  that  Clifford  Bel- 
den,  Alviu  Hollister,  Wm.  M.  Camp,  J.  H.  Camp,  S.  E*  Smith,  P.  P.  Can- 
dit,  Joseph  Newell,  Moses  Mash,  Jas.  P.  Bannel,  Horatio  N.  Parks,  Curtis 
Burton,  M.  S.  Mcllrath,  Theron  Parks,  S.  Currier,  E.  Burton,  M.  Wim-^ 
pie,  Darius  Adams,  George  W.  Williams,  John  West,  jr.,  P.  Jared,  Ira 
Saw  tell,  M.  Linley,  Rowland  II.  Lee,  Isaac  Page,  H.  B.  Burton,  Benja- 
min Houghland,  Adaniram  Peck,  Henry  L.  Porter,  H.  Poole,  Wm.  Adams, 
S.  B.  Meeker,  William  Nott,  Denis  Cooper,  David  Bannel,  Cornelius 
Thorp,  Ezekiel  Adams,  John  Adams,  Garret  Tharp,  2d,  Samuel  Mcllrath, 
Sheldon  Parks,  Hiram  Mcllrath,  Luther  Dille,  Ezra  M.  Dille,  Peter  Thorp, 
Abijab,  Abner  and  Thos.

Dille,  Jedutham  Actum^  H.  G.  Campton,  Charles  S.  Ellarmey,  C.  Kings- 
bury, Albert  Stebbins,  Casper  Hendershot,  L.  C.  Ruple,  Jacob  Compton, 
Andrew  Mcllrath,  jr.,  Samuel  Eddy,  Richard  Curtis,  Smith  Meeker,  Wm. 
B.  Lucas,  J.  D.  Crocker,  who  have  subscribed  stock,  and  associated  them- 
selves together  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  such  academy,  together  with 
such  other  persons  as  may  hereafter  subscribe  stock  in  said  academy, 
their  successors  and  assigns,  shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby  created  a  body 
coporate  and  politic,  by  the  name  and  style  of  "The  Shaw  Academy;" 
by  that  name  they  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  shall  have  power 
to  acquire,  purchase,  receive  and  possess,  hold,  retain,  and  enjoy  to  them- 
selves and  their  successors,  property,  both  real,  and  personal,  and  mixed; 
and  the  same  to  sell,  grant,  and  convey,  rent  and  dispose  of;  to  sue  and 
be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  answer  and  be  answered  unto,  defend 
and  be  defended,  contract  and  be  contracted  with;  and  also  to  have  and 
use  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  to  niter  and  renew  at  their  pleasure. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  stock  of  said  academy  shall  consist  of  shares  of  ten 
dollars  each;  shall  be  deemed  personal  property,  and  shall  be  transferable 
on  the  books  of  said  corporation,  in  such  manner,  and  under  such  rules  as 
may  be  prescribed  by  the  board  of  trustees:  Provided^  That  the  property 
of  said  corporation  shall  not  exceed  twenty  thousand  dollars,  nor  its  an- 
nual income  two  thousand  dollars. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  corporate  concerns  of  said  academy  shall  be  maa- 
aged  by  a  board  of  trustees,  consisting  of  nine  members,  one  of  whom  they 
shall  elect  their  president,  any  five  of  whom  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to 
do  business;  they  shall  be  elected  by  the  stockholders  on  the  first  Monday 
of  March,  annually,  and  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year,  and  until 
their  successors  are  elected:  the  election  of  trustees  shall  be  by  ballot; 
each  stockholder  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  for  each  share  by  him  or 
her  owned,  to  the  amount  of  ten  shares;  above  this  number  one  vote  for 
every  four  shares,  and  may  in  writing  appoint  another  stockholder  his 
or  her  proxy,  to  vote  in  bis  or  her  stead;  and  the  trustees  de^ed  as 
aforesaid,  shall  constitute  said  board  of  trustees,  and  the  said  trqstees 
52— L 
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shall  hav6  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  in  their  own  body,  by  appointment^ 
and  the  persons  appointed  as  aforesaid,  shall  continue  in  office  until  the 
next  regular  election;  and  if  any  election  should  not  be  made  on  the  day 
pointed  out  by  this  act,  such  election,  as  aforesaid,  may  be  made  on  any 
other  day,  by  giving  ten  days  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  holding  such 
election. 

Sec  4.  That  the  board  of  trustees  shall  have  power  to  make,  pass,  or* 
dain  and  establish  all  such  ordinances,  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations  as 
they  may  deem  necessary  and  convenient  for  the  good  government  of  said 
academy,  its  officers  and  servants,  and  for  the  management  of  the  proper- 
ty and  affairs  of  the  said  corporation  to  the  best  advantage. 

SeCt  5.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  from  time  to  time  appoint  such  pro- 
fessors or  instructors,  or  teachers  for  said  academy,  as  they  may  deem  ne- 
cessary, with  such  salaries  or  compensation  as  in  their  opinion  shall  be 
reasonable,  and  may  remove  them,  or  any  of  them  at  pleasure,  and  may 
prescribe  and  direct  the  course  of  study  in  said  academy  to  be  pursued. 

Sec.  6.  That  the  said  trustees  shsJl  faithfully  apply  all  iunds  or  pro- 
perty by  them  collected  or  received,  or  the  proceeds  of  the  same,  accord- 
mg  to  their  best  judgment,  and  as  nearly  according  to  the  intentions  and 
directions  of  the  subscribers,  or  donors,  as  the  nature  of  the  case  will  ad- 
mit, either  in  erecting  or  repairing  suitable  buildings,  or  in  supporting  pro- 
fessors or  teachers,  or  in  procuring  suitable  books,  maps,  or  apparatus  for 
said  academy,  and  generally  to  advance  the  interest  and  prosperity  of  said 
institution. 

Sec.  7.  The  said  board  of  trustees  shall  appoint  a  treasurer,  secretary, 
and  such  other  agents  or  servants  as  may  oe  necessary,  and  prescribe 
the  term  of  service,  and  duties  of  their  respective  offices;  the  treasurer, 
before  entering  on  the  duties  of  his  office,  shall  give  bond  to  the  said  cor- 
poration, with  such  securities  and  in  such  sum  as  the  trustees  shall  require 
and  approve;  and  they  may  require  bond  and  security  from  any  other 
officer  oy  them  appointed,  when  they  deem  it  necessary;  all  process  against 
said  institution  shall  be  by  summons,  which  shall  be  served  by  leaving  an 
attested  copy,  by  the  proper  officer,  with  the  president  or  treasurer,  at 
least  ten  days  before  the  return  day  thereof. 

Sec.  8.  That  all  deeds  of  conveyance  shall  be  made  by  order  of  the 
trustees,  signed  by  the  president,  and  be  under  the  seal  of  said  corporation^ 
and  be  acknowledged  by  the  president  in  his  official  capacity. 

Sec.  9.  That  the  object  of  creating  this  corporation  is  to  afford  great* 
er  facilities  for  the  instruction  of  youth  in  literature  and  science,  and  for 
the  inculcating  of  good  morals,  upon  christian  principles,  and  to  these 
purposes  shall  its  funds  and  energies  be  exerted:  Provided^  That  any  fu- 
ture I^egislature  shall  have  power  to  alter  or  amend  this  act.

IS  Chester,  Albert  H.  Marrion,  Levi  Crosby,  Richard  Tinan^ 


Sec*  1. 
That  Erastus 

Elijah  Crophr,  Sebre  Champion,  Richard  Miller,  Travera  A.  Miller,  Cyrus 
Richmond,  Reuben  Saunders,  Joseph  Tinan,  and  Eliel  Croply,  together 
vrith  such  other  persons  as  may  hereafter  be  associated  with  them  for 
academical  purposes,  are  hereby  created  a  body  politic  and  corporate, 
with  perpetual  succession,  by  the  name  of  the  "Rome  Academical  Com- 
pany;^ and  by  that  name  shall  be  competent  to  contract  and  be  contract- 
ed with,  sue  and  be  sued,  to  answer  and  be  answered  unto,  in  all  courts 
of  law  and  equity;  and  to  acquire,  possess,  and  enjoy,  sell,  convey  and 
dispose  of  property,  both  real  and  personal ;  and  shall  have  a  common  seal, 
which  they  may  alter  at  pleasure :  Providedj  That  the  value  of  such  pro- 
perty shall  not  exceed  ten  thousand  dollars. 

Sec.  2.  That  Erastus  Chester,  Albert  H.  Marvin  and  Levi  Crosby, 
are  hereby  constituted  trustees;  Richard  Miller,  treasurer;  and  Travers 
A.  Miller,  secretary,  until  their  successors  are  chosen:  Proiided^  That 
any  three  of  the  persons  named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act  shall  have 
power  to  call  a  meeting,  by  giving  ten  days  previous  notice  thereof,  bj 
advertisements  set  up  at  three  of  the  most  public  places  in  the  town  of 
Romew 

Sec  3.  That  said  corporation  shall  have  power  to  form  a  constitution, 
and  adopt  by-laws  for  its  government;  to  prescribe  the  number  and  title 
of  its  officers,  and  define  their  powers  and  duties;  to  prescribe  the  manner 
in  which  members  may  be  admitted  and  dismissed,  and  all  other  powers 
necessarv  to  the  efficient  management  of  its  corporate  concerns:  Pro^ 
videdj  Tnat  the  constitution,  by-laws  and  regulations  of  the  corporation 
be  consistent  with  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States  and  of 
this  State. 

Sec.  4.  That  any  future  Legislature  may  modify  or  repeal  this  act: 
Provided^  That  the  title  to  any  property,  real  or  personal,  acquired  or  con- 
veyed,  under  its  provisions,  shall  not  bo  therebv  afiected.

Sec.  1.    Be  it  enacted  by  the  Greneral  Assembly  offhe  State  of  OAt'o,  That 
Wells  Porter,  Nathan  Basset,  H.  W.  Howard,  Joseph  Stoclung,  Jonathan 
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Oaks,  and  Andrew  Ford,  and  their  associates,  that  now  are,  or  may  be 
hereafter  associated  with  them,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  created  a  body 
politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  and  style  of  ^^The  First  Goi^egational 
Society  of  Dover,"  and  as  such  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  be 
capable  in  law  of  suing  and  being  sued,  answering  and  being  answered 
unto,  in  any  court  of  law  or  equity. 

Sec.  3.  That  said  corporation,  by  the  name  aforesaid,  shall  be  capable 
in  law  and  equity,  to  have  and  receive,  acquire  and  hold,  either  by  giR^ 
grant,  devise  or  purchase,  any  estate,  real,  personal  or  mixed,  and  may 
nave,  mortgage,  sell  and  convey  the  same:  Provided^  That  the  annual  in- 
come of  all  such  property  shall  not  exceed  two  thousand  dollars. 

Sec.  3*  That  there  shall  be  elected  by  ballot,  on  the  first  Tuesday  of 
May,  annually,  a  president,  secretary,  treasurer,  and  three  trustees,  who 
shall  have  the  entire  control  and  management  of  the  property  and  finan- 
cial concerns  of  the  corporation,  and  may  fill  all  vacancies  that  may  hap- 
pen in  their  own  body,  until  the  next  annual  election,  and  make  such 
written  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations,  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  pru- 
dent and  efficient  management  of  its  pecuniary  and  ecclesiastical  afrairs* 

Sec.  4.  That  the  unlRnished  house  for  public  worship  erected  in  said 
society,  by  individuaU  belonging  to  said  society,  and  avails  of  a  donation 
made  by  j^ehemiah  Hubbard,  of  Middletown,  Connecticut,  shall  belong  ta 
said  society;  and  all  members  of  said  society  who  have,  or  may  hereafter 
contribute  the  sum  often  dollars  towards  the  completion  of  said  house,  or 
shall  own  at  least  one  third  part  of  some  one  of  the  slips  in  said  hotise^ 
shall  be  entitled  to  vote  in  all  matters  relating  to  said  house,  which  shall 
forever  be  appropriated  as  a  place  of  public  worship,  exercise  and  busi- 
ness of  said  society:  Promded^  The  church  in  said  society  shall  retain 
substantially  the  same  confession  of  faith  that  was  adopted  by  the  said 
church,  October  first,  1832;  but  said  house  shall  never  be  permanently 
appropriated  to  the  use  of  any  church  which  shall  adopt  a  confession  of 
faith  substantially  different  from  the  one  above  referred  to. 

Sec.  5.  That  all  meeting  of  the  corporations  in  their  corporate  capa- 
city, shallj  be  called  by  the  trustees;  who  shall  cause  noticeof  the  time 
and  place  of  such  meeting  to  be  posted  up  on  the  door  of  said  meeting 
house,  at  least  ten  days  before  such  meeting. 

Sec.  6.  That  Wells  Porter  shall  be  president;  IL  W.  Howard,  secre- 
tary; Nathan  Bassett,  treasurer;  Joseph  Stocking,  Jonathan  Oaks,  and 
Andrew  Ford,  trustees  of  said  corporation,  until  the  first  annual  election, 
and  until  others  are  elected  in  their  places. 

Sec  7.  That  any  future  Legislature  may  alter,  amend  or  repeal  this 
act:  Provided^  Such  alteration,  amendment  or  repeal  shall  not  affect  the 
title  of  any  property  acquired  or  conveyed  under  its  provisions.

Sec.  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^Thai 
Luther  Fitch,  Cyrus  M.  Johnston,  Barnabas  Crane,  Samuel  Castner,  Wil- 
liam Johnston,  Christian  Hackett,  Porter  Smith  and  Homer  Johnston,  and 
their  associates  that  now  are  or  may  hereafter  be  associated  with  them,  be, 
and  thev  are  hereby  created  a  body  politic  and  corporate  by  the  name 
and  style  of  ^  The  First  Congregational  Society  of  Sharon;"  and  as  such 
shali  have  perpetual  succession,  and  be  capable  in  law,  to  sue  and  be  sued, 
plead  and  be  impleaded^  answer  and  be  answered,  defend  and  be  defended, 
in  any  court  of  law  or  equity;  and  may  have  a  common  seal,  which  they 
may  alter,  change,  or  renew  at  pleasure. 

Sec.  S.  That  said  corporation,  by  the  name  aforesaid,  shall  be  capable 
m  law  and  equity  to  have,  receive,  acquire  and  hold,  either  by  gift,  grant, 
devise,  or  purchase,  any  estate,  real,  personal  and  mixed,  and  may  lease, 
mortgage,  sell  and  convey  the  same:  Provided^  Thai  the  annual  income  of 
all  such  property  shall  not  exceed  two  thousand  dollars. 

Sec.  3.  That  there  shall  be  elected,  by  ballot,  on  the  first  Monday  in 
November,  annually,  three  trustess,  who  shall  have  the  entire  control  and 
management  of  the  property  and  financial  concerns  of  the  corporation; 
they  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  clerk  and  treasurer,  to  fill  all  vacan- 
cies that  may  happen  in  their  own  body,  until  the  next  annual  election 
thereafter;  and  make  such  written  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations,  as  may 
be  necessary  for  the  prudent  and  efficient  management  of  its  pecuniary 
affairs:  Prtmded^The  same  be  not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  the  United 
States,  and  of  this  State. 

Sec.  4.  That  [at]  all  elections,  held  under  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
each  member,  above  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote; 
and  a  plurality  of  votes  shall,  in  all  instances,  be  deemed  sufficient  to  elect; 
and  the  officers  so  elected  shall  hold  their  offices  until  their  succesors  shall 
have  been  duly  elected:  Provided,  That  a  failure  to  hold  an  election  shall 
not  be  a  forfeiture  of  the  rights  and  privileges  herein  granted. 

Sec.  5.  That  all  meetings  of  the  corporation,  in  their  corporate  capa- 
city, either  for  the  election  of  officers,  or  other  purposes,  shall  be  called  by 
the  trustees;  who  shall  cause  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  such  meeting 
to  be  given,  in  any  manner  they  may  deem  most  suitable. 

Sec.  6.  That  original  process  against  the  corporation  shall  be  served 
by  leaving  an  attested  copy  thereof,  with  any  one  of  the  trustees,  at  least 
ten  days  before  the  return  flay  therein  mentioned. 

Sec.  7.  That  Luther  Fitch,  Barnabas  Crane  and  Porter  Smith,  be,  and 
they  are  hereby  appointed  trustees  of  said  corporation,  until  the  first  an- 
nual election,  and  until  others  are  elected  in  their  places. 

Sec.  8.  That  any  future  Legislature  may  alter  or  repeal  this  act:  Pro- 
fddedj  That  such  alteration  or  repeal  shall  not  afiect  the  title  of  any  pro- 
perty acquired  or  conveyed  under  its  provisions.

county. 

Sec.  1.  Be  it  eruicted  by  the  Gerieral  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohia^ 
That  Jacob  Myers,  BeBJamin  Connell,  George  Myers,  Salmon  Shaw, 
George  Hood,  and  their  associates,  who  are,  or  shall  be  hereafter  connect- 
ed with  them,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  created  a  body  politic  and  corporate, 
by  the  name  and  style  of  "  The  Methodist  Protestant  Church  of  Lancas- 
ter;''  and  as  such  shall  have  perpetual  succession;  and  by  their  corporate 
name  may  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be 
impleaded,  answer  and  be  answered,  defend  and  be  defended,  m  any  court 
of  law  and  equity;  may  have  a  common  seal,  and  alter  the  same  at  plea- 
sure. 

Sec.  2.  That  said  corporation  shall  have  power  to  purchase,  receive^ 
hold  and  enjoy,  any  estate,  real,  personal  and  mixed;  the  annual  income 
of  which  shall  not  exceed  one  thousand  dollars,  for  church  purposes,  and 
such  other  expenses  as  may  be  incident  to  the  support  of  pubJic  worship. 

Sec.  3.  That  for  the  better  management  of  the  affairs  of  said  congre- 
gation, there  shall  be  elected,  by  ballot,  on  the  first  Monday  of  May,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty  six,  and  on  the  first  Monday  of  May  in 
each  and  every  year  thereafter,  by  the  male  members  of  said  church,  who 
are  in  fiill  connection,  above  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  five  trustees, 
and  such  other  ofiicers,  as  the  said  corporation  may  deem  necessary;  who 
shall  hold  their  officers  for  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  shall  be 
elected. 

Sec.  4.  That  said  trustees,  any  three  of  whom  shall  be  a  quorum  to 
transact  business,  shall  have  the  entire  management  and  control  of  all 
the  property  of  the  corporation;  erect  suitable  buildings  for  public  wor- 
ship, and  hold  all  the  property  of  the  congregation  in  trust  for  the  benefit 
of  the  members  thereof  forever;  and  shall  have  power  to  do  any  act,  or 
acts,  in  relation  to  the  same,  as  in  their  opinion,  may  be  necessary  to  ad* 
vance  the  interest  of  the  corporation. 

Sec.  5.  That  said  trustees  shall  have  power  to  adopt  and  establish  such 
by-laws  and  ordinance  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  for  the  good  govern- 
ment of  the  corporation:  Provided,  That  the  same  be  not  contrary  to  the 
constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States,  and  the  State  of  Ohio;  and 
tiiey  shall  have  farther  power  to  fill  any  vacai^cies  that  may  happen  in 
their  own  body,  until  the  next  annual  election  thereafter:  Provided^  That 
a  failure  to  meet,  and  hold  any  election  required  by  this  act,  shall  not  he 
considered  a  forfeiture  of  this  charter;  but  the  officers  previously  chosen, 
shall  serve  until  their  successors  are  elected;  which  election  may  be  held 
at  any  meeting  duly  notified  by  them  for  that  purpose. 

Sec  6.  That  until  the  first  annual  election,  required  to  be  held  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  Jacob  Myers,  Benjamin  Connell,  George  M^ers^ 
Salmon  Shaw  and  George  Hood,  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  appomted 
trustees,  to  take  charge  of  and  manage  the  property  and  afiairs  of  said 
corporation. 

Sec.  7.    That  original  process  against  the  said  corporation,  shall  be 
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terved  by  leaving  an  attested  copy  with  one  or  more  of  the  trustees,  at 
least  ten  days  before  the  return  day;  and  such  service  shall  be  deemed 
sufficient  to  bind  said  corporation. 

Sec.  8.  Tiiat  any  future  Legislature  shall  have  power  to  modify  or  re^ 
peal  this  act:  Propided,  That  such  modification  or  repeal  shall  not  affect 
the  title  to  any  real  estate,  or  personal,  squired  or  conveyed  under  its 
provisions.

To  incorporate  tho  Cuyahoga  Falls  Branch  Rail-road  Company. 

Sec.  1  •  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  That 
Samuel  A.  Wheeler,  Henry  Newberry,  Elisha  N.  Sill,  Ogden  Wetmore, 
Birdseye  Booth,  Alanson  Baldwin  and  Van  R.  Humphrey,  of  the  county 
of  Portage;  together  with  such  other  persons  as  may  hereafter  become  as- 
sociated with  them,  in  the  manner  hereinafter  prescribed,  their  successors 
and  assigns,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  created  a  body  corporate  and  politic, 
by  the  name  of  ^^The  Cuyahoga  Falls  Branch  Rail-road  Company;''  and 
by  that  name,  shall  be  and  are  hereby  made  capable  in  law  to  have,  hold, 
purchase,  receive  and  possess,  enjoy  and  retain  to  them  and  their  succes- 
sors, all  such  lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments,  with  their  appurtenances, 
as  shall  be  necessary  or  in  anywise  convenient  for  the  transaction  of  their 
business,  and  such  as  may  in  good  faith  be  conveyed  to  them  by  way  of  se- 
curity or  in  payment  of  debts;  and  the  same  to  sell,  grant,  rent,  or  in  any 
manner  dispose  of;  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  answer  and 
be  answered,  defend  and  be  defended;  and  also  to  have  and  use  a  common 
seal,  and  the  same  to  alter,  break  or  renew  at  pleasure;  and  if  either  of 
the  persons  named  in  this  section  shall  die,  or  reiuse  or  neglect  to  exercise 
the  powers  and  discharge  the  duties  hereby  created,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  remaining  persons  hereinbefore  named,  or  majority  of  them,  to  appoint 
some  suitable  person  or  persons  to  fill  such  vacancy  or  vacancies  so  often 
as  the  same  shall  occur. 

Sec*  2.  That  the  said  corporation  shall  be  and  is  hereby  vested  with 
the  right  to  construct  a  railroad,  with  one  or  more  tracks  or  ways,  from 
some  point  in  Cuyahoga  Falls,  in  the  county  of  Portage,  to  unite  with  the 
Cleveland  and  Warren  rail-road,  in  the  township  of  Aurora,  or  at  such  other 
point  of  said  rail-road  as  shall  be  found  expedient,  and  also  from  said  point 
in  Cuyahoga  Falls,  to  unite  with  the  Akron  and  Ferrysburgh  rail-road  at 
Akron,  or  any  part  thereof;  and  to  transport,  to  take  and  carrj  persons  and 
property  upon  the  same  by  the  power  and  force  of  animals,  or  of  any  me- 
chanical or  other  power,  or  any  combination  of  them,  which  said  corpora- 
tioii  may  choose  to  employ. 
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Sec.  3.    That  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  divided  into 

shares  of  fifty  dollars  each. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  said  corporation  shall  be,  and  is  hereby  authorized  to 
raise,  of  capital  stock,  sufficient  funds  for  the  accomplishment  of  the  objecte 
aforesaid;  and  for  that  purpose,  the  persons  named  in  the  first  section  of  thia 
act,  or  a  majority  of  them,  so  sopn  after  the  taking  effect  of  this  act  as  they 
shall  judge  proper,  shall  cause  books  to  be  opened  at  such  times  and  places 
as  they  shall  think  fit,  giving  thirty  days  notice  thereof  in  some  nev^spaper 
printed  in  said  county,  under  the  management  of  such  persons  as  they  shall 
4ippoint,  for  receiving  the  subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  companjr9 
and  shall  keep  the  same  open  at  least  ten  days;  and  each  subscriber  shall 
be  a  member  of  said  corporation  for  all  purposes;  and  the  above  named 
persons,  or  a  majority  of  them,  may  prescribe  the  form  of  said  subscription; 
and  whenever  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  or  a  greater  part  of  said 
stock,  shall  have  been  subscribed,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  persons,  or  a 
majority  of  them,  to  call  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders,  by  causing  notice 
to  be  published  in  one  or  more  newspapers  dn  general  circulation  in  the  re- 
spective places  in  which  such  stock  shall  have  been  subscribed,  at  least  thirtr 
days  previous  thereto,  of  the  time  and  plaCe  of  holding  said  meetingj  which 
place  shall  be  at  some  convenient  point  on  or  near  the  route  of  said  rail- 
road; at  which  meeting  the  stockholders  who  shall  attend  for  that  purpose^ 
either  in  person  or  by  lawful  proxy,  shall  elect  by  ballot,  five  directors,  who 
shall  hold  their  offices  during  oiie  year,  and  until  others  are  chosen  and 
qualified  in  their  places;  and  the  persons  named  in  the  first  section,  or  a 
majority  of  them,  shall  be  inspectors  of  the  first  electionof  directors  of  the 
said  corporation,  and  shall  certify  under  their  hands  the  names  of  those  du- 
ly elected;  and  shall  deliver  over  to  them  the  said  certificates  andsub8cri|)- 
tion  books;  and  at  said  election,  and  at  all  other  elections,  or  voting  of  aaj 
description,  every  member  shall  have  a  right  of  voling  by  himself,  or  proxy 
duly  authorized  in  writing;  and  each  share  shall  entitle  the  holder  to  one 
vote;  and  the  management  of  the  concerns  of  said  corporation  shall  be  en- 
trusted to  five  directors,  to  be  elected  annually  by  the  stockholders,  by  bal- 
lot; and  the  directors  first  chosen,  and  such  directors  as  shall  thereafter  be 
chosen  at  any  subsequent  election,  shall  immediately  thereafter  meet  and 
elect  one  of  their  number,  who  shall  be  president  thereof,  until  another 
election;  and  also  elect  a  treasurer  and  secretary,  who  may  be  removed  at 
the  pleasure  of  the  said  president  and  directors,  and  others  elected  in  their 
places;  and  a  majority  of  said  directors  shall  constitute  a  board  for  CTerjr 
purpose  within  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Sec.  5.  That  in  case  it  should  at  any  time  happen  that  the  election  of 
directors  shall  not  be  made  on  any  day  when,  pursuant  to  this  act,  it  ought 
to  be  made,  the  said  corporation  shall  not  for  that  cause  be  deemed  to  be 
dissolved,  but  such  election  may  be  held  at  any  other  time,  directed  by  ih% 
by-laws  of  said  corporation. 

Sec.  6.  That  the  books  of  subscription  shall  remain  open  as  long  as  the 
president  and  directors  of  said  company  shall  see  fit;  and  each  sobscriber 
shall  be  bound  to  pay  from  time  to  time  such  instalnoents  on  hb  stock  as  the 
said  president  and  directors  may  lawfully  require,  they  giving  at  least  thirty 
days  previous  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  making  the  payments  requi- 
red, in  at  least  one  newspaper  in  general  circulation  where  the  road  may 
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pass;  but  ttO  asseasknent  shall  ever  be  made  so  as  to  render  a&y  subscriber 
liable  to  pay  more  than  fiftj  dollars  for  a  share;  if,  however,  after  the 
closing  of  said  books,  or  at  any  time,  it  shall  appear  that  sufficient  funds 
have  not  been  raised,  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company,  or  its  of- 
ficers duly  authorized  for  that  purpose,  may  at  any  time,  and  from  time  to 
time,  raise  the  necessary  funds  by  creating  and  selling  additional  shares, 
in  such  manner  and  upon  such  terms  as  the  said  president  and  directors  shall 
prescribe;  and  the  holders  of  such  additionaljshares  shall  thenceforward  be 
members  of  said  corporation  for  all  purposes* 

Sec.  7.  That  if  any  subscriber  shall  neglect  to  pay  his  subscription,  or 
any  portion  thereof,  for  the  space  of  thirty  days  after  he  is  required  so  to  do 
by  the  said  president  and  directors,  notice  having  been  given  as  required  in 
this  act,  the  treasurer  of  said  corporation,  or  other  officers  duly  authorised 
for  that  purpose,  may  make  sale  of  such  share  or  shares  at  public  auction 
to  the  highest  bidder,  giving  at  least  thirty  days  notice  thereof  in  some  news- 
paper in  general  circulation  at  the  place  of  sale;  and  the  same  shall  be 
transferred  by  the  treasurer  to  the  purchaser;  and  such  delinquent  subscri- 
ber shall  be  held  personally  accountable  to  the  corporation  for  the  balance, 
if  his  share  or  shares  shall  be  sold  for  less  than  the  amount  remaining  due 
thereon,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  the  overplus,  if  the  same  be  sold  for  mora 
than  the  amount  so  remaining  due,  after  deducting  the  costs  of  sale. 

Sec.  8.  That  the  said  corporation  be,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to 
cause  such  examinations  and  surveys  to  be  made  by  their  agents,  surveyors  and 
engineers,  of  the  ground  lying  in  the  vicinity  of  said  route,  as  shall  be  neces- 
sary to  determine  the  most  eligible  and  expedient  route  whereon  to  construct 
said  rail-road ;  and  the  examination  being  made,  and  the  route  determined| 
it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  corporation,  by  themselves  or  lawful  agents,  to  en- 
ter upon  and  take  possession  of  all  such  lands,  materials  and  real  estate,  as 
may  be  indispensable  for  the  construction  and  maintenance  of  said  rail- 
road, and  the  examination  requisite  and  appertaining  thereto;  but  all  lands, 
materials  or  real  estate  thus  entered  upon,  used  or  occupied,  which  are  not 
donations,  shall  be  purchased  by  the  corporation,  of  the  owner  or  owners 
thereof,  at  a  price  to  be  mutually  agreed  upon  between  them;  and  in  case 
of  disagreement  as  to  the  price,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commissioners 
of  the  proper  county,  upon  a  notice  to  be  given  them  by  either  party,  in 
writing,  and  making  satisfactory  proof  that  the  opposite  party  has  had  at 
least  three  days  notice  of  the  intended  application,  to  appoint  three  disin- 
terested  freeholders  of  the  proper  county,  to  determine  the  damages  which 
the  owner  or  owners  of  the  lands,  materials  or  real  estate  so  entered  upon 
or  used  by  the  said  corporation,  has  or  have  sustained  by  the  occupation  or 
use  of  the  same;  and  upon  payment  by  the  said  corporation  of  such  dam- 
ages to  the  person  or  persons  to  whom  the  sarpe  may  be  awarded  as  aforesud, 
then  the  said  corporation  shall  be  deemed  to  be,  and  stand  seized  and  pot* 
sessed  of  the  use,  for  the  purpose  of  said  road,  of  all  such  lands,  materials  or 
real  estate,  as  shall  have  been  appraised;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said 
appraisers  to  deliver  to  the  said  corporation  a  written  statement,  signed  by 
them  or  a  majority  of  them,  of  the  award  they  shall  make,  containing  a  de- 
scription of  the  land,  materials  or  real  estate  appraised;  to  be  recorded  bj 
the  said  corporation  in  the  commissioners  office  in  said  county:  Pramdad^ 
That  either  party  shall  have  power,  except  in  cases  only  where  materials  are 
53— L 
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used,  to  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  said  appraisers  to  the  court  of  cadk 
nion  pleas  of  the  proper  county,  at  any  time  within  twenty  days  after  tbe 
appraisers  shall  have  made  their  return  as  aforesaid,  and  said  court  shall 
proceed  thereon  as  in  cases  of  appeals  on  application  for  damages  in  laying 
out  and  establishing  county  roads. 

Sec.  9.  That  the  appraisers,authorized  by  the  foregoing  section  of  this  act, 
before  they  proceed  to  estimate  damages,  shall  severally  take  an  oath  oraffir- 
mation,  faithfully,  impartially  and  honestly  to  discharge  their  said  duty,  by 
returning  the  true  amount  of  damages,  over  and  above  the  benefits  arising 
from  said  road,  estimated  in  cash;  and  the  said  appraisers  shall  severally 
be  entitled  to  receive  from  said  corporation  one  dollar  per  day  for  ^ery 
day  they  may  be  necessarily  employed:  Provided^  however^  That  if  said 
applicant  or  applicants  shall  not  obtain  anawardof  damages,  then,  and  in 
such  case,  said  applicant  or  applicants  shall  pay  all  costs* 

Sec.  10.  That  the  said  corporation  shall  have  power  to  determine  the 
width  and  dimensions  of  said  rail-road,  not  exceeding  one  hundred  feet; 
whether  it  shall  be  a  double  or  single  track;  to  regulate  the  time  andmaa* 
nerin  which  property  and  passengers  shall  be  transported  thereon;  and 
the  manner  of  collecting  tolls  for  transportation;  and  to  erect  and  main* 
tain  buildings  for  the  accommodation  of  the  business  of  the  corporation,  as 
they  may  deem  advisable  or  for  their  interest. 

Sec.  11.  '1  hat  said  corporation  may  construct  the  rail-road  across  anr 
road,  canal,  highway,  stream  of  water  or  water  course,  if  the  same  shali 
be  necessary;  but  the  said  corporation  shall  restore  said  road,  highway, 
stream  of  water  or  water  course,  thus  intersected  or  crossed,  to  its  former 
state  of  usefulness,  or  in  such  a  manner  as  not  to  impair  its  convenience, 
usefulness  or  value,  to  the  owners  or  the  public. 

Sec.  1 2.  That  said  corporation  may  demand  and  receive  for  tolls  and 
transportation  on  said  rail-road,  such  amount  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  by-laws 
of  said  company:  Provided^  That  the  amount  shall  not  exceed  that  charg- 
ed in  like  cases  upon  the  rail-roads  with  which  said  branch  may  be  con* 
nected;  and  any  person  or  persons  paying  the  tolls  may  place  cars  upon 
said  road,  and  transport  and  carry  persons  and  property  on  the  same;  sub- 
ject to  the  rules  and  regulations  of  said  company  as  to  the  construction 
and  speed  of  said  cars. 

Sec.  1 3.  That  at  the  regular  annual  meeting  of  the  stockl^olders  of 
said,  company,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  and  directors  in  office 
for  the  previous  year,  to  exhibit  a  clear  and  distinct  statement  of  the  af- 
fairs of  the  company;  and  the  president  and  directors  shall  annually  or 
semi-annually  declare  and  make  such  dividend  as  they  may  deem  proper 
of  the  nett  profits  arising  from  the  resources  of  said  company,  deducting 
the  necessary  current  and  probable  contingent  expenses,  and  they  shau 
divide  the  same  among  the  stoc^kholders  of  said  company  in  proportion  to 
their  respective  shares  in  the  stock  paid  in  to  the  company. 

Sec.  14.  That  the  said  president  and  directors,  or  a  majority  of  thesi, 
may  appoint  all  such  officers,  engineers,  agents  or  servants  whatsoever,  at 
they  may  deem  necessary  for  the  transaction  of  the  busioess  of  the  Coin> 
pany,  and  may  remove  any  of  them  at  their  pleasure;  and  they,  or  a  ma- 
jority of  them,  shall  have  power  to  determine  the  compensation  of  all  such 
engineers,  officers,  agents  or  servants,  and  to  contract  with  them  for 
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reipective  services;  aadtodetertniDe  by  their  bj-laws  the  manner  of  adjast- 
ing  and  settling  all  accounts  against  the  said  company;  and  also,  the  man- 
ner and  evidence  of  the  transfers  of  stock  in  said  company;  and  they,  or  a 
majority  of  them,  shall  have  power  to  pass  all  by-laws  which  they  may 
deem  necessary  or  proper  for  exercisiog  all  the  powers  ^  ested  in  the  com- 
pany hereby  incorporated,  and  for  carrying  into  effect  the  objects  of  this 
act;  such  by-laws  not  being  inconsistent  with  the  constitution  and  laws  of 
Ohio  and  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  15.  The  State  shall  Jiave  the  power,  at  any  time  after  the  expira- 
tion of  twenty  years  from  the  completion  of  the  road,  to  purchase  and 
hold  the  same  for  the  use  of  the  State,  by  paying  to  the  corporation  there- 
'  for  the  amount  expended  by  them  in  locating  and  constructing  the  same, 
and  the  necessary  permanent  fixtures  at  the  time  of  purchase,  with  fifteen 
per  cent,  thereon:  Provided^  That  the  sum  to  be  paid  by  the  State  for  the 
said  road  and  appurtenances  shall  not  be  less  in  the  aggregate  than  the 
amount  expended  in  the  construction  thereof,  and  six  per  cent,  per  an- 
num thereon,  after  deducting  the  dividend  received  by  the  stockholders. 

Sec.  16.  That  in  any  suit  instituted  against  said  corporation,  service 
of  process  made  upon  any  one  of  the  directors,  not  less  than  ten  days  be- 
for^  the  return  day  of  said  process,  shall,  in  all  courts  and  places  be  deemed 
and  held  a  sufficient  and  valid  service  on  the  said  corporation. 

Sec.  1 7.  That  when  the  said  rail- road  shall  be  completed,  the  president 
and  directors  of  said  company  shall  make  out  a  minute,  full  and  detailed 
statement,  in  writing,  of  the  expenses  incurred  by  said  corporation  in  lo- 
eating,  exploring  of  routes,  and  constructing  said  rail-road;  which  report 
shall  be  verified  by  the  oaths  of  said  president  and  directors,  and  filed  by 
them  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State;  and  if,  after  the  first  location 
of  the  route  of  said  rail-road,  or  the  completion  of  the  same,  as  aforesaid, 
any  alteration  shall  be  made  in  the  course  thereof,  or  in  any  of  its  branches 
or  connections,  the  said  president  and  directors  shall,  in  like  manner,  from 
time  to  time,  make  out  and  file  statements  of  the  expenses  incurred  by  such 
alterations,  branches  or  connections,  as  aforesaid. 

Sec.  18.  That  any  rail-road  company,  now  or  hereafter  to  be  charter- 
ed or  created  by  law  of  this  State,  shall  have  power  to  join  and  unite  with 
the  load  hereby  incorporated,  at  any  point  which  the  directors  of  said 
company  may  think  advisable;  and  any  cars,  carriage  or  other  vehicle, 
used  on  either  road,  joined  or  intersected,  may  run,  pass  and  occupy  the 
intersected  or  united  road,  without  re-loading,  or  change  of  cargo  or  pas- 
sengers; subject,  however,  to  the  rules  and  regulations,  and  to  the  tolls  and 
chaises,  common  on  the  road  so  used  and  occupied. 

Sec  19.  That  if  any  person  shall  wilfully  obstruct,  or  in  any  way 
spoil,  injure,  or  destroy  said  road,  or  any  part  thereof,  or  either  of  its 
branches,  or  any  part  thereof,  or  any  thing  belonging  or  incident  thereto, 
or  any  materials  to  be  used  in  the  construction  thereof,  or  any  building, 
fixtire  or  carriage,  erected  or  constituted  for  the  use  or  convenience  thereof, 
or  ased  thereon,  such  person  or  persons  shall  each  be  liable  for  every  such 
offence  in  treble  the  damages  sustained  thereby,  to  be  recovered  by  action 
of  debt  in  any  court  having  jurisdiction  thereof;  and  shall  also  be  subject 
to  an  indictment  in  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  the  county  where  such 
otEence  was  committed;  and  upon  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  punished  by 


fine,  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars,  and  imprisonment  in  the  county 
jail,  not  exceeding  twenty  days* 

Sec.  20.  Whenever  the  dividends  of  said  company  shall  exceed  six 
per  cent,  per  annum,  the  Legislature  of  this  State  may  impose  such  rea- 
■onable  tax  on  such  dividends  as  shall  be  received  from  other  rail-road  com* 
paniei.

Sec.  1.     Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  OhiOf 
That  Ebenezer  Martin,  David  Allen,  and  Moses  Road[s,  of  Belmont  coun- 
ty ;  John  B.  Bayless,  John  W.  Gill,  Joseph  Updergraff,  Rhodeis  R,  Dil worth, 
of  Jefferson  county ;  John  S.  Lacey,  Daniel  Kilgore,  Samuel  Osborn,  Thos. 
Bingham,  and  Thomas  Hogg,  of  Harrison  county;  Jacob Blickensderfer, 
John  Coventry,  C.  Deardortf,  James  Boyd,  and  Peter  Williams,  of  Tusca- 
rawas county;  Samuel  S.  Henry,  and  William  R.  Sapp,of  Holmes  county; 
Luther  L.  Pratt,  and  FrancisGrahamjof  Richland  county;  Ed  ward  Avery, 
John  Walter,  and  Thomas  Robinson,  of  Wayne  county;  Piatt Bendicf,  and 
John  V.  Budenburg,  of  Huron  county;  Jesse  S.  Olmsted,  and  John  Bell, 
of  Sandusky  county;  together  with  such  other  persons  as  may  thereafter 
become  associated  with  them,  in  the  manner  hereinafter  prescribed,  their 
successors  and  and  assigns,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  created  a  body  corpo- 
rate and  politic,   by  the  name  of  '*The  Bridgeport,  Cadiz  and  Sandusky 
Rail-road  Company;"  and  by  that  name  shall  be  and  are  hereby  made  ca- 
pable in  law  to  have,  hold,  purchase,  receive  and  possess,  enjoy  and  retain 
to  them  and  their  successors,  all  such  lands,  tenements,  and  hereditaments, 
with  their  appurtenances,  as  shall  be  necessary  or  convenient  for  the  trans- 
action of  their  business,  and  such  as  may,  in  good  faith,  be  conveyed  to 
them,  by  way  of  security,  or  in  payment  of  debts,  and  the  same  to  sell, 
ffrant,  rent,  or  in  any  manner  dispose  of;  to  sue  and  be  sued,  implead  and 
be  impleaded,  answer  and  be  answered,  defend  and  be  defended,  in  courts 
of  record,  or  in  any  other  place  whatever;  and  also  to  make,  have  and  use 
a  common  seal,  and  the  same  to  alter,  break  or  renew  at  pleasure;  and  they 
shall  be,  and  are  hereby  invested  with  all  the  powers  and  privileges  which 
are  by  law  incident  to  corporations  of  a  similar  nature,  and  which  are  ne 
cessary  to  carry  into  effect  the  objects  of  this  association;  and  if  either  of 
the  persons  named  in  this  section  shall  die,  refuse  or  neglect  to  exercise 
the  powers  and  discharge  the  duties  hereby  created,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  remaining  persons  hereinbefore  named,  or  a  majority  of  them,  to 
appoint  some  suitable  person  or  persons  to  fill  such  vacancy  or  vacancies, 
so  often  as  the  same  shall  occur. 
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-  Sec.  %  That  said  corporation  shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby  vested  with 
the  richt  to  construct  a  single  or  double  rail-way  or  road,  from  Bridgeport^ 
in  Belmont  county,  or  other  point  on  the  Ohio  river,  by  the  valley  of  Short 
creek,  through  Cadiz,  in  Harrison  county;  New  Philadelphia  and  Dover, 
in  Tuscarawas  county;  thence  (passing  through  Millersburgh,  in  Holmes 
county,  if  the  same,  in  the  opinion  of  said  company,  can  be  done  without 
injury  to  the  best  interest  of  eaid  company)  by  such  route  and  other  inter- 
mediate points,  as  said  company  may  think  best,  to  the  town  of  Lower 
Sandusky,  in  Sandusky  county,  with  privilege  of  extending  said  road  to 
the  Maumee  river,  or  the  Maumee  bay;  and  the  said  company  shall  have 
the  right  to  carry  persons  and  property  on  said  road  when  constructed^ 
by  the  force  of  steam,  animal,  or  mechanical,  or  other  power,  or  any  com- 
bination of  them  which  the  company  may  choose  to  employ. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  shall  be  two  mill- 
ions of  dollars,  and  shall  be  divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each;  and 
five  dollars  on  each  share  shall  be  paid  at  the  time  of  subscribing. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  above  named  persons,  or  majority  of  them,  are  au- 
thorized to  open  books,  for  receiving  subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock  of 
such  company,  and  shall  prescribe  the  form  of  such  subscriptions;  which 
books  shall  be  opened  within  one  year  from  the  passing  of  this  act,  at  such 
place  or  places  as  they  may  deem  expedient,  giving  thirty  days  notice  in 
one  or  more  newspapers  in  each  county,  through  which  the  said  road  will 
pass,  of  the  time  and  place,  or  times  and  places,  of  opening  said  books;  and 
said  books  shall  be  kept  open  at  least  ten  days. 

Sec.  5.  That  as  soon  as  said  stock,  or  fifty  thousand  dollars  thereof, 
shall  have  been  subscribed,  the  above  named  persons,  or  a  majority  of 
them,  shall  give  like  notice  for  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders  to  choose  di- 
re'ctors,  at  some  time  and  place  at  least  twenty  days  thereafter;  and  if,  at 
sach  time  and  place,  the  holders  of  one  half  or  more  of  said  stock  subscrib- 
ed, shall  attend,  either  in  person  or  by  lawful  proxy,  they  shall  proceed  to 
choose  from  the  stockholders,  by  ballot,  twelve  directors,  each  share  of 
capital  stock  entitling  the  owner  to  one  vote;  and  at  such  eleQtion,  the 
persons  named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  or  those  appointed  by  its 
provisions  to  fill  vacancies  which  may  have  occurred,  or  any  three  of  them, 
if  no  more  be  present,  shallbe  inspectors  of  such  election,  and  shall  certi- 
fy in  writing,  signed  by  them,  or  a  majority  of  them,  what  persons  are 
elected  as  directors;  and  if  two  or  more  have  an  equal  number  of  votes, 
such  directors  shall  determine,  by  lot,  which  of  them  shall  be  director  or 
directors,  to  complete  the  number  required,  and  shall  certify  the  same  in 
like  manner;  and  said  inspectors  shall  appoint  the  time  and  place  of  hold- 
ing the  first  meeting  of  directors,  at  which  meeting  seven  shall  form  a 
board  competent  to  transact  all  business  of  the  company;  and  thereafter  a 
new  election  of  directors  shall  be  made  annually,  at  such  time  and  place 
as  the  directors  shall  appoint,  by  giving  thirty  days  previous  notice,  in 
manner  aforesaid;  and  if  no  election  be  made  on  the  day  appointed,  said 
company  shall  not  be  dissolved,  but  such  election  may  be  made  at  any 
time  appointed  by  the  by-laws  of  said  company;  and  directors  chosen  at 
'  any  election,  shall  remain  directors  until  others  are  chosen ;  and  directors  cho- 
sen at  any  election  shall,  as  soon  thereafter  as  may  be,  choose,  of  their  own 
number,  one  person  to  be  president,  and  another  to  be  treasurer  of  such  com- 
pany, and  another  to  be  secretary  of  said  company;  and  from  time  to  time 
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JSec*  15.  That  as  soon  as  the  amoant  of  money  received  for  tolU  and 
transportion  on  said  road,  or  any  part  thereof,  according  to  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  shall  exceed  four  per  cent*  on  the  amount  of  capital  stock  paid 
in,  after  deducting  therefrom  the  expenses  and  liabilities  of  .said  company, 
the  directors  of  said  company  shall  make  a  dividend  of  such  nett  profits, 
among  the  stockholders,  in  proportion  to  their  respective  shares;  and  no 
contingent  or  accumulating  fund,  exceeding  one  per  centum  of  the  profits 
of  said  company,  shall  remain  undivided  for  more  than  six  moths. 

Sec,  16.  That  full  right  and  privilege  is  hereby  reserved  to  the  State, 
or  individuals,  or  any  company  incorporated  by  law  of  this  State,  to  cross 
this  road:  Provided^  That  in  so  crossing,  no  injury  shall  be  done  to  the 
works  of  the  company  hereby  incorporated. 

Sec.  17.  That  the  State  shall  have  the  power,  at  any  time  after  the 
expiration  of  thirty-five  years  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  to  purchase  and 
hold  the  same  for  the  use  of  the  State,  at  a  price  not  exceeding  the  original 
cost  for  the  location  and  construction  of  said  rail-road,  and  necessary  per- 
manent fixtures  at  the  time  of  purchase,  and  fifteen  per  cent,  thereon;  of 
which  cost  [an]  accurate  statement  in  writing,  shall  be  submitted  to  the 
General  Assembly,  duly  attested  by  the  oaths  of  the  ofificers  of  said  com- 
pany, if  the  General  Assembly  shall  require  it. 

Sec.  18.  Whenever  the  dividends  of  said  company  shall  exceed  the 
rate  of  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  the  Legislature  of  this  State  may  impose 
such  reasonable  taxes  on  the  amount  of  such  dividends  as  are  received  irotn 
other  Rail  road  Companies. 

Sec.  1 9.  The  said  corporation  shall  have  power  to  locate  and  construct 
branched  roads  from  the  main  route,  to  other  towns,  or  places,  in  the  sev- 
eral counties  through  which  said  road  may  pass. 

Sec.  20.  That  if  said  rail  road  shall  not  be  commenced  in  three  years 
from  the  passage  of  this  act,  and  shall  not  be  completed  within  fifteen  years 
thereafter,  then  this  act  to  be  null  and  void,  and  of  no  efifect 

Sec.  21.  That  this  act  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  public  act,  and  shall 
be  BO  construed  in  all  courts  of  justice  and  elsewhere.

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Cteneral  Assembly  of  the  State  of  OltOy 
That  Daniel  Duncan,  Isaac  Schmucker,  Israel  Dille,  Calvin  K.  Warner, 
and  Benjamin  W.  Brice,  jr.  of  the  county  of  Licking;  and  Benjanun  8» 
Brown,  Eli  Miller,  and  Daniel  S.  Norton,  of  the  county  of  Knox,  together 
with  such  other  persons  as  may  hereafter  become  associated  with  them, 
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in  manner  herereinafter  prescribed,  their  successors  and  assigns,  be,  and 
they  are  hereby  created  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name  of  the 
Newark  and  Mount  Vernon  Rail  road  Company:"  and  by  that  name  shall 
be  and  are  hereby  made  capable  in  law  to  purchase,  hold,  enjoy,  and  re- 
tain to  them  and  their  successors,  all  such  lands,  tenements,  and  heredita- 
ments, as  shall  be  necessary  for  the' purposes  contemplated  by  this  act,  and 
the  same  to  sell,  grant,  rent,  or  in  any  manner  dispose  of;  and  to  contract 
and  be  contracted  with;  and  if  either  of  the  persons  named  in  this  section 
shall  die,  refuse  or  neglect  to  exercise  the  powers  and  discharge  the  du- 
ties hereby  created,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  remaining  persons  herein- 
before named,  or  a  majority  of  them,  to  appoint  some  suitable  person  or 
persons  to  fill  such^vacancy  or  vacancies,  so  often  as  the  same  shall  occur. 

Sec.  2.  That  said  corporation  are  hereby  empowered  to  cause  such 
examinations  and  surveys  to  be  made  between  the  town  of  Newark  and 
Mount  Vernon,  in  the  counties  of  Licking  and  Knox,  as  shall  be  necessary 
to  ascertain  the  most  advantageous  route  whereon  to  construct  a  raiUroad, 
and  shall  cause  an  estimate  to  be  made  of  the  probable  cost  thereof,  for 
each  mile  separately;  and  the  said  corporation  shall  be  and  they  are  here- 
by invested  with  the  right  to  construct  a  rail-road,  with  one  or  more  rail- 
ways, or  tracks,  from  the  Ohio^anal,  at  the  town  of  Newark,  to  Mount 
Vernon  aforesaid. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  shall  be  one  hun- 
dred and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  and  shall  be  divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dot 
lars  each;  and  five  dollars  on  each  share  shall  be  paid  at  the  time  of  sub- 
scribing. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  above  named  persons,  or  a  majority  of  them,  or  the 
survivors  of  them,  are  authorized  to  open  books  for  receiving  subscriptions 
to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company,  and  shall  prescribe  the  form  of  such 
subscription;  which  books  shall  be  opened  within  two  years  from  the  pa8»- 
sing  of  this  act,  at  such  place  or  places  as  they  may  deem  expedient,  giving 
twenty  days  notice  in  some  newspaper  printed  in  the  counties  of  Licking 
and  Knox,  and  in  such  other  place  or  places  as  may  be  thought  advisable, 
of  the  time  and  place,  or  times  and  places  of  opening  said  books;  and  they 
shall  be  kept  open  at  least  ten  days. 

Sec.  5.  That  as  soon  as  said  stock,  or  one  hundred  shares  thereof, 
shall  have  been  subscribed,  the  above  named  persons,  or  the  same  number 
thereof  as  shall  have  given  the  notice  above  required,  shall  give  like  no- 
tice for  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders  to  choose  directors,  at  some  time, 
at  least  thirty  days  thereafter;  and  at  some  place  within  the  said  county 
of  Licking;  and  if  at  such  time  and  place,  the  holders  of  one  half  or  more 
of  said  stock  subscribed  shall  attend,  either  in  person  or  by  lawful  proxy, 
they  shall  proceed  to  choose  from  the  stockholders,  by  ballot,  nine  direc- 
tors, each  share  of  capital  stock  entitling  the  owner  to  one  vote;  and  at 
such  election,  the  persons  named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  or  those 
appointed  by  its  provisions  to  fill  vacancies  which  may  have  occurred,  or 
any  three  of  them,  if  no  more  be  present,  shall  be  inspectors  of  such  elec^ 
tion,  and  shall  certify  in  writing,  signed  by  them,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
what  persons  are  elected  directors;  and  if  two  or  more  have  an  equal  num^ 
ber  of  votes,  such  inspectors  shall  determine  by  lot,  which  of  them  shall 
be  director  or  directors,  to  complete  the  number  required,  and  shall  qer*

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tify  the  same  in  like  manner;  and  said  inspectors  shall  appoint  the  time 
and  place  of  hddmg  the  first  meeting  of  directors,  at  which  meeting  a  ma* 
jority  shall  form  a  board  competent  to  transact  all  business  of  the  compa* 
ny;  and  thereafter  a  new  election  of  directors  shall  be  made  annually,  at 
such  time  and  plaee  as  th^  stockholders  at  their  first  meeting  shall  appoint; 
and  if  the  stockholders  shall,  at  their  first  meeting,  fail  to  appoint  the  day 
of  such  election,  then  it  shall  be  holden  in  the  succeeding  year,  on  the  same 
day  of  the  month  on  which  said  first  election  was  holden,  unless  the 
same  should  be  the  first  day.  of  the  week,  in  which  case  it  shall  be 
holden  on  the  day  next  succeeding:  ^jaA  if  no  election  be  made  on  the 
day  appointed,  said  company  shall  not  be  dissolved,  but  such  election  may 
be  made  at  any  time  appointed  by  the  by-laws  of  said  company;  and  di- 
rectors chosen  at  any  election  shall  remain  directors  until  others  are  cho- 
sen; and  directors  chosen  at  any  election  shall,  as  soon  thereafter  as  may 
be,  choose  of  their  own  number  one  person  to  be  president,  and  another  to 
be  treasurer  of  such  company,  arid  another  to  be  secretary  of  said  compa- 
ny; and  from  time  to  time  may  choose  such  other  officers  as  by  their  by- 
laws they  may  designate  as  necessary:  Provided^  No  person  shall  be  a  di- 
rector of  said  company,  who  is  not  a  citizen  of  the  State  of  Ohio. 

Sec.  6.  That  the  president  and  direct#rs  of  said  company  may  require 
payment  of  the  subscription  to  the  capital  stock,  at  such  times  and  places, 
and  in  such  proportions,  and  on  such  conditions  as  they  shall  think  expe- 
dient: Prouidedy  That  notice  of  such  requisition  shall  be  first  ^ven  in 
some  newspaper  printed  and  in  general  circulation  in  the  counties  m  which 
said  road  may  be  located;  and  if  any  stockholder  shall  fail  or  neglect  to 
pay  his  subscription  to  the  capital  stock,  or  such  part  thereof  as  shall  be 
thus  required,  for  the  space  of  sixty  days  after  the  time  appointed  by  said 
notice  for  the  payment  thereof,  the  president  and  directors  of  said  com- 

Eany  may  sell  at  public  vendue  so  many  shares  of  such  delinquent  stock- 
older,  as  may  be  necessary  to  pay  such  requisition,  and  all  necessary 
expenses  incurred  in  making  said  sale;  and  the  share  or  shares  so  sold 
shall  be  transferred  to  the  purchaser,  paying  the  overplus,  if  any,  to  said 
delinquent,  on  demand. 

Sec.  7.  That  the  directors  of  said  company  shall  have  power  to  make, 
from  time  to  time,  all  needful  regulations  and  by-laws,  not  inconsistent 
with  the  constitution  and  laws  of  this  Stsite,  or  of  the  United  States,  touch- 
ing the  business  of  said  company,  and  to  determine  the  number  of  tracks 
or  rail-ways  upon  said  road,  and  the  width  thereof,  and  the  description 
of  carriages  wnich  may  be  used  thereon;  to  regulate  the  time  and  manner 
in  which  passengers  or  goods  shall  be  transported  thereon,  and  the  man- 
ner of  collecting  tolls  for  such  transportation;  and  to  fix  penalties  for  the 
breach  of  any  such  rule,  regulation  or  by-law,  and  to  direct  the  mode  and 
condition  of  transferring  the  stock  of  said  company;  and  penalties  pro- 
vided for  by  said  by-laws,  may  be  sued  for  by  any  person  or  persons  au- 
thorized thereto,  inthe  name  of  said  company,  and  recovered  in  an  action 
of  debt,  before  any  court  having  jurisdiction  of  the  amount;  and  said  com- 
pany may  erect  and  maintain  toll  houses,  and  such  other  buildings  and 
fixtures,  for  the  accommodation  of  those  using  said  road,  and  of  themselves, 
as  they  may  deem  in  any  way  necessary  for  their  interest  or  conven- 
ience. 
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Sec.  8»  That  said  company  shall  have  k  right  to  enter  upon  and  lands, 
to  survey  and  lay  down  said  road,  not  exceeding  one  hundred  feet  in 
width,  and  to  take  any  materials  necessary  for  the  construction  of  said 
road;  and  whenever  any  lands  or  materials  shall  be  taken  for  the  construc- 
tion of  said  road,  and  the  same^hall  not  be  given  or  grante4  to  said  com- 
pany, and  the  owners  thereof  do  not  agree,  with  said  co«ipany,  as  to  the 
compensation  to  be  paid  therefor,  the  person  or  persons  claiming  com- 
pensation to  be  paid  as  afqresald,  or  if  the  owner  or  owners  thereof  are 
not  residents  of  said  county,  or  minors,  insane  persons,  or  married  women, 
then  the  agents  of  such  non-residents,  guardian  or  guardians  of  such  mi- 
nor or  minors,  and  insane  persons,  and  the  husbands  of  such  married  wo- 
men, may  select  for  themselves  an  arbitrator,  and  the  said  company  shall 
select  one  arbitrator,  and  the  two  thus  selected  shall,  take  to  themselves 
a  third,  who  shall  be  sworn  and  paid,  as  arbitrators  in  other  cases;  and  .the 
three,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  award  as  arbitrators  between  the  par- 
ties, and  render  copies  of  their  award  to  each  of  the  parties,  in  writing, 
from  which  award  cither  partv  may  appeal  to  the  court  of  common  pleas 
for  the  county  in  which  such  lands  or  materials  may  have  been  situate; 
and  in  all  cases  where  compensation  shall  in  any  manner  be  claimed  for 
lands,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  arbitrators  and  the  court  to  estimate  any 
advantage  which  the  location  and  construction  of  said  road  may  be  to  the 
claimed  for  such  compensation,  and  the  value  of  such  advantage,  if  any, 
shall  be  set  off  against  the  compensation  so  claimed  by  said  company:  and 
appeals  in  such  cases  shall,  when  takep,  be  in  all  respects  proceeded  in  as 
appeals  in  other  cases  to  said  court,  and  be  brought  into  said  court,  by  filing 
the  award  with  the  clerk  of  said  court,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  enter  the 
same  on  the  docket  of  said  court,  setting  down  the  claimant  or  claimants 
as  plaintiff,  and  said  company  as  defendant;  and  when  the  valuation,  so 
ascertained,  shall  be  paid  or  tendered  by  said  company,  said  comp.iny  shall 
have  the  same  right  to  retain,  own,  hold  and  possess  said  lands  and  mate- 
rials, as  fully  and  absolutely,  as  if  the  same  had  been  granted  and  convey- 
ed to  said  company  by  deed,  so  long  as  the  same  shall  be  used  for  the  pur- 
poses of  said  road. 

Sec.  9.  That  said  company  may  construct  the  said  rail-road  across  or 
upon  any  lands,  public  road,  highway,  stream  of  water  or  water  course,  if 
the  same  shall  be  necessary;  but  the  said  company  shall  restore  such  lands, 
road,  highway,  stream  of  water  or  water  course,  to  its  former  state,  or  in 
a  sufficient  manner  so  as  not  to  impair  the  usefulness  of  such  road,  high- 
way, water  or  water  course,  to  the  owner  or  the  public,  without  unneces- 
sary delay. 

Sec.  10.  That  any  rail-way  company,  now,  or  yet  to  be  chartered  by 
law  of  this  State,  shall  have  power  to  join  and  unite  with  the  road  hereby 
incorporated,  at  any  point  which  the  directors  of  such  company  may  think 
advisable,  on  such  terms  as  the  directors  of  such  companies  may  respect- 
ively agree;  and  in  case  of  disagreement,  then  upon  such  terms  as  the  su- 
preme court  may  in  chancery  determine. 

Sec.  11.  That  said  company  may  demand  and  receive  for  tolls  upon, 
and  the  transportation  of  persons,  goods,  produce,  merchandize,  or  pro- 
perty of  any  kind  whatsoever,  transported  by  them  along  said  rail- way,

any  sum  not  exceeding  the  following  rates:  on  all  goods,  merchatidize  of 
property  of  any  description  whatsoever,  transported  by  them,  a  sum  not 
exceeding  three  cents  per  mile,  for  toll;  ten  cents  on  a  ton  per  mile,  for 
transportation,  on  all  goods,  produce,  merchandize  or  property  of  any  de- 
scription whatsoever,  transported  by  them  or  their  agents;  and  for  the 
transportation  of  passengers,  not  exceeding  three  cents  per  mile  for  each 
passenger. 

Sec.  12*  That  all  persons  paying  the  toll  aforesaid,  may,  with  suita- 
ble and  proper  carriages,  use  and  travel  upon  the  said  rail-road;  always 
subject,  however,  to  such  rules  and  regulations,  as  said  company  are  au- 
thorized to  make,  by  the  seventh  section  of  this  act. 

Sec.  13.  That  if  proceedings  be  not  had,  under  this  act,  within  three 
years  from  the  taking  effect  thereof,  and  if  said  road  be  not  completed 
within  ten  years  thereafter,  then  the  same  to  be  void  and  of  no  effect. 

Sec.  14.  That  so  soon  as  the  amount  of  tolls  accruing  and  received 
for  the  use  of  said  road,  or  any  part  thereof,  according  to  die  provisions  of 
this  act,  shall  exceed  five  per  cent,  on  the  amount  of  capital  stock  paidin, 
after  deducting  therefrom  the  expenses  and  liabilities  of  said  company,  the 
directors  of  said  company  shall  make  a  dividend  of  such  nett  pront,  among 
the  stockholders,  in  proportion  to  their  respective  shares;  and  no  contin- 
gent or  accumulating  fund,  exceeding  otie  per  centum  of  the  profits  of  said 
company,  shall  remain  undivided  for  more  than  six  months. 

Sec.  15.  If  any  person  or  persons  shall  wilfully  obstruct,  or  in  any 
way  spoil,  injure  or  destroy  said  road,  or  either  of  its  branches,  or  any  thing 
belonging  or  incident  thereto,  or  any  materials  to  be  used  in  the  construc- 
tion thereof,  or  any  buildings,  fixtures  or  carriages,  erected  or  constructed 
for  the  use  or  convenience  thereof,  such  person  or  persons  shall  each  be 
liable  for  every  such  offence,  to  treble  the  damages  sustained  thereby;  to 
be  recovered  by  action  of  debt,  in  any  court  having  jurisdiction  of  that 
amount. 

Sec.  16.  That  the  Legislature  shall,  after  the  expiration  of  thirty-five 
years  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  make  provision  by  law  for  the  repay- 
ment to  said  company  of  the  amount  expended  by  them  in  the  construe* 
tion  of  said  rail-road,  and  of  the  necessary  permanent  fixtures  thereto,  at 
the  time,  with  an  addition  of  fifteen  per  cent,  thereon,  of  which  an  accu- 
rate statement  in  writing,  attested  by  the  oath  or  affirmation  of  the  offi- 
cers of  said  company,  shall  be  submitted  to  the  General  Assembly,  if  re- 
quired, then  said  road  shall  vest  in,  and  become  the  property  of  the  State. 

Sec.  17.  That  whenever  the  dividends  of  said  company  shall  amount 
to  any  sum  exceeding  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  upon  the  cost  of  said  road, 
and  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  same,  the  Legislature  may  impose  such 
reasonable  taxes  upon  the  amount  of  such  dividend,  as  may  be  imposed 
on  other  rail-road  companies.

Sec.  !•  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  OhiOf 
That  all  persons  who  may  become  stockholders,  pursuant  to  this  act,  in 
the  company  hereby  authorized,  are  hereby  made  a  body  corporate,  under 
the  name  of  ^  The  Cfolumbus,  London,  and  Springfield  Rail  road  Company,^' 
with  power  to  construct  and  maintain  a  rail-way,  with  a  double  or  single 
track,  with  such  appendages  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  for  the  conve- 
nient use  of  the  same;  commencing  at  any  eligible  point,  in  the  city  of 
/Tolumbus;  thence,  by  the  most  practicable  route,  through  the  town  of 
London,  or  the  suburbs  thereof;  thence  through  the  town  of  South  Charles- 
ton, or  the  suburbs  thereof,  to  Springfield,  in  Clark  county.   . 

Sec.  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company,  shall  be  two  hundred 
thousand  dollars,  which  shall  be  divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each^ 
and  be  deemed  personal  property. 

Sec.  3.  Gustavus  Swan,  and  William  Sullivant,  of  Franklin  county, 
John  Moore,  and  Aquilla  Tolland,  of  Madison  county;  and  Timothy  Lyon, 
Absalom  Mattox,  and  Rowland  Brown,  of  Clark  county,  shall  be  com- 
missioners for  receiving  subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock  of  the  corporation^ 
agreeably  to  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  commissioners,  within  six  months 
after  the  passage  of  this  act,  to  give  notice,  once  in  each  week,  for  three 
weeks  in  succession,  in  the  newspapers  printed  in  Columbus  and  Spring- 
field, of  the  time  of  opening  books  for  the  subscription  to  the  capital  stock; 
and  they  shall  open  books  at  Columbus,  London,  South  Charleston,  and 
Springfield,  and  such  other  places  as  they  may  deem  fit;  at  each  of  which 
places,  one  or  more  of  said  commissioners  shall  attend  on  the  day  fixed, 
and  for  three  days  successively;  and,  during  at  least  six  hours  in  each  day, 
shall  continue  to  receive  subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  corpora- 
tion, from  all  persons  or  companies,  who  will  subscribe  thereto,  in  con- 
formity with  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Sec.  5.  Each  subscriber,  at  the  time  he  subscribes,  shall  pay  to  the 
commissioners  five  dollars  on  each  share  of  the  stock  subscribed  by  him. 

Sec.  6.  If,  at  the  expiration  of  the  time  mentioned  in  the  fourth  section 
of  this  act,  it  shall  appear  that  more  than  the  requisite  number  of  shares 
have  been  subscribed,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commissioners  to  dis- 
tribute the  same  among  the  subscribers,  deducting  the  excess  from  the 
largest  sums  subscribed;  and  if,  at  the  expiration  of  said  time,  the  amount 
subscribed  be  less  than  fifty  thousand  dollars,  the  commissioners  shall  take 
further  measures  to  fill  the  subscriptions  to  that  amount,  when  the  books 
shall  again  be  closed. 

Sec.  7.  As  soon  as  may  be,  after  the  closing  of  the  books,  the  com- 
missioners shall  give  notice  of  the  time  and  place  at  which  a  meeting  of 
the  stockholders  will  be  held,  for  the  choice  of  directors;  such  notice  shstl 
be  published  in  one  or  more  newspapers,  of  general  circulation,  along  the 
route  of  said  road:  at  the  time  and  place  appointed  for  such  election^  the 
commissioners,  or  some  of  them,  shall  attend;  and  the  stockholders,  ortheir 
proxies,  duly  appointed  in  writing,  shall  proceed  to  elect,  by  ballot,  ten 
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director!;  the  commissioners  present  shall  preside  at  the  election,  and  certi- 
fy the  result  in  writing,  and  their  certificate  recorded  in  the  books  of  the 
corporatioQ,  shall  be  evidence  of  the  electionof  the  directors  therein  named; 
all  subsequent  elections  shall  be  conducted  in  the  manner  prescribed  by 
the  by-laws  of  said  corporation* 

Sec.  8*  Each  stockholder  shall  be  allowed  as  many  votes  as  he  owns 
shares  of  stock,  at  the  commencement  of  any  election  of  directors;  and  a 
plurality  of  votes  shall  determine  the  choice. 

Sec.  9.  The  directori^  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year,  and  until 
others  shall  be  elected  in  their  stead;  they  shall  appoint  one  of  their  own 
number  president,  and  some  suitable  person  as  secretary  of  the  corpora- 
tion; they  shall  moreover  appoint  all  such  officers  and  agents  as  the  con* 
venience  of  the  company  may  require. 

Sec.  10.  The  directors  shall  have  power  to  cause  such  examinations 
and  surveys  of  the  route  for  said  rail-road  to  be  made,  as  may  be  necessary 
to  the  selection,  by  them,  of  the  most  advantageous  line,  course  or  way^ 
for  said  road;  and  the  board  of  directors  shall,  as  soon  thereafter  as  prac- 
ticable, select  the  route  not  exceeding  one  hundred  feet  in  width  on  which  * 
said  road  shall  be  constructed* 

Sec  1 1.  The  corporation  is  empowered  to  purchase,  receive,  and  hold, 
such  real  estate,  as  may  be  necessary  and  convenient  for  the  construction 
and  use  of  said  road:  and  may,  by  their  agents,  engineers,  and  survejrors, 
enter  upon  such  route,  place  or  places  selected,  as  aforesaid,  by  the  direc- 
tors, as  the  line  whereon  to  construct  the  rail  road;  and  it  shall  be  lawful 
for  the  said  corporation  to  enter  upon,  and  take  possession  of,  and  use  all 
such  lands  and  real  estate,  as  may  be  indispensable  for  the  construction 
and  maintenance  of  said  rail  road,  and  the  accommodations  requisite  and 
appertaining  unto  them;  and  may  also  receive,  hold,  and  take,  all  such 
voluntary  grants  and  donations  of  land,  and  real  estate,  as  may  be  made 
to  said  corporation,  to  aid  in  the  construction,  maintenance,  or  accommo- 
dation, of  said  road  or  ways;  but  all  lands  or  real  estate  thus  entered  upon 
and  used  by  said  corporation,  and  all  earth,  timber,  gravel,  and  other  ma- 
terials needed  by  said  company,  shall  be  purchased  of  ttie  owners  thereof, 
at  a  price  to  be  mutually  agreed  upon  between  them;  and,  in  case  of  dis- 
agreement of  the  owner  as  to  the  price  of  any  lands  or  materials  so  re- 
quired, for  said  road,  or  if  the  owners  are  under  any  disability  in  law,  to 
contract,  or  are  absent  from  the  country,  application  may  be  made,  either 
by  said  owners,  or  by  said  corporation,  to  any  judge  of  the  court  of  com- 
mon pleas  within  which  said  lands  or  materials  may  lie,  specifying  the 
lands  or  materials  so  required,  or  already  appropriated,  and,  thereupon, 
said  judge  shall  issue  his  warrant  in  writing,  directed  to  the  sheriff  of  the 
county,  requiring  him  to  summon  an  inquest  of  five  freeholders  of  the 
county,  who  shall  not  be  stockholders,  nor  interested  therein,  to  appear 
at,  or  near  said  land,  or  materials,  to  be  valued,  on  a  day  named  m  said 
warrant,  not  less  than  five,  nor  more  than  ten  days  after  issuing  the  same; 
and  if  any  of  the  persons  do  not  attend,  the  said  sheriff  shall  forthwith  sum- 
mon as  many  as  may  be  necessary  to  fill  said  inquest,  and  the  persons  so 
imjttnnelled,  shall,  on  their  oaths  or  affirmations,  value  the  damages  which 
the  several  owners  will  sustain  by  the  use  or  occupation  of  the  lands,  or 
materials,  or  property  required  by  said  company^  having  due  regard  to  tlie 
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benefit  sach  owners  may  derive  from  the  location  and  stmcture  of  said 
(^road;l  and  said  inquest  shall  reduce  their  valuation  to  writing;  and  such 
valuation,  when  paid,  or  tendered  to  said  owners,  or  deposited  in  any  bank, 
to  their  credit,  or  their  proper  representatives,  shall  entitle  said  com- 
pany to  the  land  and  materials,  and  all  estate  and  interest  therein,  whilst 
used  for  the  purpose  of  said  road,  as  fully  as  if  it  had  been  conveyed  by 
the  owners  of  the  same:  and  every  sheriif,  and  freeholder,  so  acting,  shall 
receive  one  dollar  per  day,  for  his  services,  to  be  paid  by  said  company; 
either  party  may,  within  ten  days  after  such  valuation  is  made,  appeal 
from  the  same^  to  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  the  proper  county,  by 
giving  notice  thereof  to  the  opposite  party,  or  by  filing  in  the  clerk's  office, 
a  copy  of  such  valuation,  with  notice  thereunto  annexed;  and  said  court 
may,  for  good  cause  shown,  order  a  new  valuation,  and,  on  final  hearing, 
the  court  shall  award  costs  according  to  equity. 

Sec*  13.  Whenever  it  shall  be  necessary  for  the  construction  of  the 
rail  road,  to  intersect  or  cross  any  stream  of  water,  or  water  course,  or 
any  road  or  highway,  lying  in  or  across  the  route  of  said  road,  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  the  corporation  to  construct  the  said  rail-way  across  or  upon  the 
same;  but  the  corporation  shall  restore  the  stream,  or  water  coarse,  or  road, 
or  highway  thus  intersected,  to  its  former  state,  or  in  a  sufficient  manner 
not  to  impair  its  usefulness;  and  if  said  corporation,  after  having  selected  a 
route  for  said  railway,  find  any  obstacle  to  continuing  said  location,  either 
by  the  difficulty  of  construction,  or  procuring  right  of  way  at  reasonable 
cost,  or  whenever  a  better  and  cheaper  route  can  be  had,  it  shall  have 
authority  to  vary  the  route,  and  change  location,  and  when  it  shall  be 
necessary  to  pass  through  the  lands  of  any  individual,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  said  company  to  provide  for  such  individual  proper  wagon  ways  across 
said  road  from  one  part  of  his  land  to  another  without  unnecessary  delay* 

Sec.  13.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  directors  to  require  payment  of  the 
sums  to  be  subscribed  to  the  capital  stock,  at  such  time,  and  in  such  in- 
stalments, as  they  shall  see  fit;  and  if  the  instalments  remain  unpaid  for 
sixty  days  after  the  time  of  payment  has  elapsed,  the  board  may  collect 
the  same  by  suit,  or  shall  have  power  to  sell  the  stock  at  public  auction,  for 
the  instalments  then  due,  and  the  costs  of  makine  such  sale,  and  the  residue 
of  the  price  obtained,  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  former  owner. 

Sec.  14.  That  said  ctmpany  may  demand  and  receive  for  tolls  upon, 
and  transportation  of  goocis,  produce,  merchandize,  or  property  of  any 
kind  whatsoever,  transported  by  them  along  said  rail-way,  any  sum  not  ex- 
ceeding the  following  rates:  on  all  goods,  merchandize,  or  property  of  any 
description,  transported  by  them  a  sum  not  exceeding  one  and  a  half  cents 
per  mile,  for  toll;  five  cents  per  ton  per  mile,  for  transportation;  and  for 
the  transportation  of  passengers,  not  exceeding  three  cents  per  mile  for 
each  passenger. 

Sec*  1 5.  That  all  persons  paying  the  tolls  aforesaid,  may,  with  suitable 
and  proper  carriages,  transport  persons  or  property  on  said  rail  road,  sub- 
ject to  tne  by-laws  of  said  company. 

Sec.  16.    That  any  other  rail  road  company  now  or  hereafter  to  be ' 
chartered  by  law  of  this  State,  may  join  and  connect  any  rail  road  with 
the  road  hereby  contemplated,  and  run  cars  upon  the  same,  subject  to  the 
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rules  and  regulations  of  this  company,  as  to  the  construction  and  speed 
of  said  cars,  and  full  right  and  privilege  is  hereby  reserved  to  the  State  or 
individuals,  or  any  company  incorporated  by  law  of  this  State,  to  cross  this 
road:  Provided,  That  in  so  crossing,  no  injury  shall  be  done  to  the  works  of 
the  company  hereby  incorporated* 

See.  17.  That  so  soon  as  the  money  received  for  tolls  and  transporta- 
tion on  said  road,  or  of  any  part  thereof,  according  to  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  shall  exceed  four  per  cent*  on  the  amount  of  capital  stock  paid  in  after 
deducting  therefrom  the  expenses  and  liabilities  of  said  company:  the  di- 
rectors of  said  company  shall  make  a  dividend  of  such  nett  profits  among 
the  stockholders,  in  proportion  to  their  respective  shares:  and  no  contin- 
gent or  accumulating  fund  exceeding  one  per  centum  of  the  profits  of  said 
company  shall  remain  undivided  for  more  than  six  ^lonths. 

Sec.  1 8.  That  the  State  shall  have  power  at  any  time  after  the  expira- 
tion'of  thirty-five  years  from  the  passage  of  this  act  to  purchase  and  hold 
said  road  for  the  use  of  the  State  at  a  price  not  exceeding  the  original  cost 
for  the  construction  of  the  road  and  the  necessary  permanent  nxtures  at 
the  time  of  purchase,  and  fifteen  per  cent,  thereon;  of  which  cost  an  accu- 
rate statement  in  writing  shall  be  submitted  to  the  General  Assembly,  duly 
attested  by  the  oaths  of  the  ofiicers  of  said  company,  if  the  General  Assemr 
bly  require  it. 

Sec*  1 9*  If  any  person  or  persons  shall  wilfully  and  maliciously,  injure 
the  said  road,  or  any  building,machine  or  other  works  of  the  said  corpora- 
tion, appertaining  thereto,  the  person  so  ofiending  shall  forfeit  and  pay  to 
said  corporation,  double  the  amount  of  damage,  sustained  by  means  of 
such  ofience,  injury  or  obstruction,  to  be  recovered  in  the  name  of  said 
corporation,  with  costs  of  suit,  in  any  court  having  cognizance  thereof, 
and  shall  also  be  subject  to  indictment  in  the  court  of  common  pleas  in  the 
county  where  the  ofience  was  committed,  and  upon  conviction,  shall  be 
punished  by  fine  not  exceeding  two  hundred  dollars,  or  imprisonment  not 
exceeding  thirty  days,  or  both  at  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

Sec.  SO.  If  the  subscribers  to  the  company  hereby  created,  shall  not 
become  so  far  organized  as  to  electa  board  of  directors,  within  two  years 
from  the  passage  of  this  act,  and  within  one  year  thereafter,  make  bona 
Jide  contracts  for  the  construction  of  at  least  one  fourth  of  said  road,  the 
privileges  of  said  corporation  shall  cease,  and  this  act  be  void;  and  if  said 
company  shall  not  complete  said  road  within  fifteen  years,  the  further  pri- 
vileges of  constructing  the  same,  shall  also  cease,  and  revert  to  the  State. 

Sec.  31.  Whenever  the  dividends  of  said  company  shall  exceed  the 
rate  of  six  per  cent.,  the  Legislature  of  this  State  may  impose  such  reason- 
able taxes  on  the  amount  of  such  dividends,  as  may  be  received  from  other 
rail  roiMd  companies.

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AN  ACT 

To  incorpotalc  the  town  of  Akroii,  in  the  county  of  Portage. 

Sec.  1  •  Beit  exacted  by  the  General  Assembly  ofUie  State  of  Ohio^  That 
80  much  of  the  townships  of  Portage  and  Coventry,  in  the  county  of  Portage 
as  is  comprised  within  the  following  limits,  to  wit :  beginning  on  the  south  lirtb 
oftract  number  eight,  in  said  township  of  Coventry,  and  at  a  point  in  said  line, 
which  is  three  fourths  of  amile  east  of  the  south-cast  corner  of  the  south  town 
plat  of  Akron,  as  surveyed  by  John  Henshaw;  thence  north  toaline  running 
due  east  and  west,  drawn  ten  rods  north  of  lock  sixteen,  of  the  Ohio  canal- 
thence  west,  along  *such  east  and  west  line,  one  and  a  half  miles;  thence 
south,  to  the  south  line  of  tract  number  eight,  aforesaid;  thence  east, 
along  said  south  line,  to  the  plape  of  beginning;  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby 
created  a  town  corporate,  and  shall  henceforth  be  known  and  distinguished 
by  the  name  of  "The  Town  of  Akron." 

Sec.  2v  That  for  the  good  order  and  government  of  said  town,it  shall  be 
lawful  for  the  white  male  inhabitants,  who  have  resided  within  th«  afore- 
said limits  of  said  town,  for  the  space  of  six  months  next  preceding  the  sec- 
ond Tuesday  of  June  next,  and  who  have  the  qualifications  of  electors  of 
members  of  the  General  Assembly,  to  meet  at  the  usual  place  of  holding 
-elections  in  said  township  of  Portage,  on  the  said  second  Tuesday  of  June 
next,  and  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  June,  annually,  thereafter,  at  such  place 
as  the  town  council  may  direct,  which  shall  be  determined  by  notices  of 
the  time  and  place,  posted  up  in  three  of  the  most  public  places  in  said 
town,  at  least  ten  day^  before  the  election,  which  notice  shall  be  signed 
by  the  mayor  and  recorder,  and  then  arid  there  proceed,  by  ballot, 
to  elect,  by  a'  plurality  of  votes,  one  mayor,  one  recorder,  and  five 
trustees,  who  shall  be  either  householders  or  freeholders,  resjding  within 
the  limits  of  said  town,  and  who  shall  hold  their  respective  offices  for  one 
year,  and_ until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified;  such  mayor,  re- 
corder and  trustees  being  so  elected  and  qualified,  shall  constitute  a  Town 
Council,  any  five  of  whom  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  traQsaction 
of  business. 

Sec.  3.  That  at  the  first  election  to  be  holdejn  under  this  act,  there 
shall  be  chosen  viva  wee,  by  the  electors  present,  three  judges  and  a  clerk 
of  said  election,  who  shall  each  take  an  onth  or  affirmation  faithfully  to 
discharge  the  duties  required  of  them  by  this  act;  and  at  all  subsequent 
elections  the  trustees,  or  any  two'  of  them,  shall  be  judges,  and  the  record- 
er clerk  ;;Qnd  at  all  elections  held  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  the  polls 
shall  hi  opened  between  thjB  hours  of  nine  and  ten.  A.  M.  and  closed  at 
four  o'clock,  P.  M.  of  said  day;  and  at  the  close  of  the  polls,  the  votes 
shall  be  counted,  and  a  true  statement  thereof  proclaimed  by  one  of  the 
judges,  to  the  electors  present;  and  the  clerk  shall  make  a  true  record 
tbereofi  who  shall  notify  the  persons  elected  to  their  respective  offices,  of 
their  electron,  within  five  dajrs;  and  the  persons  so  elected  and  notified, 
shall,  within  five  days  thereafter,  take  an  oath  or  affirmation  to  support 
the  constitution  of  the  United  States  and  of  the  Stat^  of  Ohio,  and  an  oath 
of  office:  any  person  elected  as  aforesaid,  peglecting  or  refusing  to  qualify 
55— L 
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as  aforesaid,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  into  the  treasury  of  said  town,  the  sum  of 
five  dollars,  to  be  recovered  by  an  action  of  debt,  before  the  mayor  of  said 
town;  and  the  recorder  shall,  in  the  name  of  said  town,  demand,  receive 
or  sue  for  such  forfeiture,  and  pay  over  the  same,  when  collected,  to  the 
treasurer,  taking  his  receipt  therefor:  Provided^  That  no  person  shall  be 
compelled  to  serve  in  any  office  in  said  corporation  two  years  in  succes- 
sion. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  mayor,  recorder  and  trustees  of  said  town  shall  be  a 
body  pohtic  and  corporate,  with  perpetual  sucQession,  to  be  known  and 
distinguished  by  the  name  of  the  Town  Council  of  Akron;  and  they  and 
their  successors  in  office  shall  he  authorized  to  use  a  common  seal,  and  the 
same  to  alter  at  pleasure;  to  receive,  purchase,  acqyire,  hold  and  convey 
any  estate,  real,  personal,  or  mixed^*  and  to  manage  and  dispose  of  the  same, 
in  such  manner  as  they,  or  a  majority  of  them,  may. deem  proper:  they 
shall  be  capable,  in  the  name  aforesaid,  of  suing  and  being  sued,  pleading 
and  being  impleaded,  answering  and  being  answered,  in  any  suitor  action, 
in  any  court  of  law  and  equity  in  this  State;  and  when  any  suit  or  action 
shall  be  commenced  against  said  corporation,  the  first  process  shSiU  be  by 
summons,  a  copy  of  which  shall  be  left  wtth  the  mayor,  or  in  his  absence, 
at  his  usual  place  of  abode,  at  least  five  days  before  the  return  day  thereof. 

Sec.  5.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  mayor,  and  in  his  absence  or 
disability  to  serve,  the  recorder,  to  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  town 
council;  and  it  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  recorder  to  attend  all  such 
meetings,  and  keep  an  accurate  record  of  their  proceedings,  to  be  recorded 
in  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose:  it  shall  moreover  be  the  duty  of  the 
recorder  to  attend  all  elections  under  the  provisions  of  this  act;  but  in 
case  of  his  absence  or  disability  to  serve  as  such,  the  trustees  shall  have 
power  to  appoint  one  of  their  own  number  clerk  of  said  election, /tto  tenu 

Sec.  6.  That  the  town  council  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  which 
may  occur  in  their  body  by  death,  resignation,  or  otherwise,  from  among 
the  electors  in  said  town,  whose  appointment  shall  continue  until  the  next 
annual  election,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified;  and 
whenever  it  may  happen  that  neither  the  mayor  or  recorder  is  present  at 
any  meeting  of  said  town  council,  the  trustees  shall  have  power  to  appoint 
one  of  their  number  to  perform  the  duties  of  such  mayor  or  recorder, 
or  both,  as  the  case  may  be,  which  appointment  shall  be  pro  tempore^  and 
that  the  mayor,  or  a  majority  of  the  trustees,  shall  have  power  to  call  a 
meeting  of  the  town  council  whenever  in  his  or  their  opinion  the  public 
good oisaid  corporation  shall  require  it. 

Sec.  7«  That  the  mayor,  recorder,  a'nd  trustees,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
whereof  the  mayor  or  recorder  shall  always  be  one,  or  in  case  of  their  ab- 
sence, one  of  the  trustees  appointed  to  fill  their  vacancy,  sh^ll  hav4  power 
and  authority  to  make,  ordain  and  publish  all  such  by-laws,  and  ordinances, 
consistent  with  the  constitution  of  the  United  States  and  of  this  State,  as 
they  may  deem  necessary  and  expedient  for  the  regulation,  interest,  safety, 
health,  cleanliness,  and  convenience  of  said  town,  and  the  same  to  alter 
or  repeal  at  pleasure:  they  shall  have  power  to  license  groceries,  and  to 

I>rovidd  reasonable  penalties  for  the  establishment  of  the  same  without  such 
icense,  within  the  corporate  limits,  and  shall  also  be  entitled  to  license 
the  exhibition  of  public  shows  within  their  limits,  in  the  same  manner  as 
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county  auditors  are  now  by  law  authorized  and  required  to  do,  and  all  mo* 
ney  so  acquired  shall  be  paid  into  the  township  treasury,  and  be  appropri- 
ated to  the  support  of  comtnon  schools,  within  said  town:  they  shall  have 
power  to  appoint  a  treasurer,  town  marshal,  and  such  other  subordinate 
officers  as  they  may  deem  necessary;  to  prescribe  their  duties,  and  to  re- 
quire of  them  such  security  as  they  may  deem  necessary  for  the  faithful 
performance  of  their  duties;  to  remove  them  at  pleasure;  to  fix  and  estab- 
lish the  fees  of  the  officers  of  said  corporation  not  established  by  this  act, 
except  the  trustees,  who  shall  receive  no  fees:  said  town  council  shall  also 
have  power  to  affix  to  the  violation  of  the  by-laws  and  ordinances  of  said 
corporation  such  reasonable  fines  and  forfeitures  as  they  may  deem  proper, 
and  provide  for  the  collection  and  disposition  of  the  same:  and  they  shall 
haye  power  to  lay  out  and  regulate  the  lots,  streets,  lanes,  alleys,  and  pub- 
lic grounds;  to  lay  out  and  determine  the  width  of  the  side-walks,  and  reg- 
ulate the  same;  to  establish  and  regulate  markets:  they  also  shall  have 
power  to  remove,  or  cause  to  be  removed,  all  nuisances  and  obstructions, 
and  do  all  things  which  a  corporation  of  a  similar  nature  can  do,  to  secure 
the  health,  peace,  and  good  order  of  the  inhabitants  of  said  town. 

Sec.  8.  That  for  the  purpose  of  more  effectually  enabling  the  town 
council  to  carry  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  act,  they  are  hereby  au- 
thorized and  empowered  to  assess,  for  corporation  purposes  an  amount  of 
tax  on  all  property  within  said  town,  made  taxable  by  the  laws  of  this 
State,  for  State  and  county  purposes,  not  exceeding  in  1836  and  1837,on9 
per  cent,  and  in  any  one  year  thereafter^  one  half  of  one  per  cent,  .on  the 
value  thereof,  as  the  same  may  be  found  valued  on  the  books  of  the  audi- 
tor of  the  county  of  Portage,  for  the  current  year;  the  town  council  shall 
also  have  power  to  organize  and  establish  a  fire  department,  and  to  pro- 
mote this  object  they  shall  have  power,  if  thereto  authorized,  by  a  vote  of 
of  the  inhabitants  of  the  town,  assembled  for  that  purpose,  in  public  meet- 
ing, ten  days  notice  of  the  same  being  previously  given,  to  raise,  by  tax,  a 
sum  of  money,  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars,  for  the  years  1836  and 
1837;  which  sum  shall  be  appropriated  to  the  purchase  or  repairs  of  en- 
gines, hose,  books,  ladders,  and  other  implements  of  use,  in  the  arrest  and 
extinguishment  of  fire. 

Sec.  9.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  town  council  to  make  out,  or 
cause  to  be  made  out,  by  the  recorder,  a  duplicate  of  taxes,  charging  each 
individual  therein  assessed  as  aforesaid,  within  said  town;  which  duplicate 
shall  be  signed  by  the  mayor  and  recorder*,  and  delivered  to  the  marshal, 
or  such  other  person  as  shall  be  appointed  collector,  whose  duty  it  shall 
be  to  collect  the  same  within  such  lime,  and  in  such  manner,  as  the  by- 
laws shall  direct;  and  the  said  collector  shall  have  power  to  sell  both  real 
and  personal  estate  for  the  non-payment  of  taxes  within  said  town,  and 
shall  be  governed  therein  by  the  same  law5  and  regulations  as  the^  collec- 
tors of  State  and  county  taxes;  and  in  case  of  the  sale  of  any  real  estate, 
the  recorder  shall  have  power  to.  make  and  execute  deeds  therefor,  in  the 
same  manner  that  county  auditors  are  by  law  empowered  to  do,  for  lands 
sold  by  the  county  treasurer;  and  the  said  collector  shall,  within  ten  days 
after  collecting  said  taxes,  pay  the  same  over  to  treasurer  of  said  cor- 
poration, taking  his  receipt  therefor,  and  who  shall  receive  for  his  fees  such 
sum  as  the  town  council  may  direct,  not  exceeding  six  per  cent,  on  all

moneys  so  by  him  collected  and  paid  over;  said  fees  to  be  paid  by  the 
treasurer,  on  the  order  of  the  recorder. 

Sec.  10,  '  That  the  by-laws  and  ordinances  of  said  town  shall  be  post- 
ed up  in  two  or  more  of  the  most  public  places  within  said  town,  at  least 
ten  days  before  the  taking  effect  thereof,  and  the  certificate  of  the  recor- 
der upon  the  town  record  shall  be  considered  sufHcient  evidence  of  the 
same  having  been  done.  ^ 

Sec.  11.  That  the  town  council  shall,  at  the  expiration  of  each  year^ 
cause  to  be  made  out  and  posted  up  in  one  or  more  of  the  most  public 
places  in  said  town,  or  published  in  some  newspaper,  printed  in  or  near- 
est to  said  town,  an  exhibit  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the 
preceding  year;  which  statement  shall  be  certified  by  the  recorder  of  said 
town. 

Sec.  12.  That  the  mayor  of  said  corporation  shall  be  a  conservator  of 
the  peace  throughout  said  town,  and  shall  have  within  the  same,  all  the 
powers  and  jurisdiction  of  a  justice  of  the  peace,  in  all  matters,  civil  or 
criminal,  arising  under  the  laws  of  this  State,  to  all  intents  and  purposes 
whatever:  he  shall  give  bond  and  security,  as  is  required  by  law  of  jus- 
tices of  the  peace;  and  the  said  mayor  shall  perform  all  the  duties  requi- 
red of  hini  by  the  by-laws  and  ordinances  of  said  corporation;  and  appeals 
may  be  taken  in  all  cases  from  the  decisions  of  sa*d  mayor,  in  the  same 
manner  as  from  the  d<)cisions of  justices  of  the  peace:  he  shall  keep  a  dock- 
et wherein  he  shall  keep  a  fair  record  of  all  matters  of  difference  tried 
before  him,  and  shall  be  allowed  and  receive  the  same  fees  that  justices 
of  the  peace  are  or  may  be  entitled  to  in  similar  cases. 

Sec.  13.  That  the  marshal  shall  \xe  the  principal  ministerial  officer  of 
said  town,  and  shall  have  the  same  powers  as  constables  have  by  law;  and 
his  jurisdiction  in  criminal  cases  shall  be  co-extensive  with  the  county  of 
Portage:  he  shall  execute  the  process  of  the  mayor,  and  receive  the  same 
fees  for  his  services  that  constables  are  allowed  in  similar  cases. 

Sec.  14.  That  said  corporation  shall  be  allowed  the  use  of  the  jail  of 
the  county  of  Portage,  for  the  imprisonment  of  such  persons  as  may  be  lia- 
ble to  imprisonment  under  the  by-laws  and  ordinances  of  said  corporation, 
and  all  persons  so  imprisoned  shall  be  under  the  charge  of  the  sheriff  of 
ihe  county  of  Portage,  as  in  other  cases. 

Sec.  15.  That  the  mayor,  recorder,  trustees,  and  other  officers  of  said 
corporation  shall  on  demand  deliver  to  their  successors  in  office  all  such 
books  and  papers  as  appertain  in  anywise  to  their  office. 

Sec.  16.  That  any  future  Legislature  shall  have  power  to  alter,  amend 
or  repeal  this  act:  Provided^  That  such  alteration,  amendment* or  repeal 
shall  not  divert  the  property  of  said  corporation  from  the  purposes  express- 
ed in  this  act.

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AN  ACT 

To  incorporate  the  town  of  Taylorsville,  in  the  county  of  Muskingum. 

.  Sec.  I.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^ 
That  so  mucb  of  the  township  of  Saltcreek,  ia  the  county  of  Muskingum, 
as  is  conriprised  within  the  town  plat  of  Taylorsville,  together  with  all 
such  additions  as  may  hereafter  be  recorded  thereto,  be,  and  the  same  is 
hereby  creaied  a  town  corporate,  and  shall  hereafter  be  known  by  the 
name  of  the  **  Town  of  Taylorsville." 

Sec.  2.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  white  male  inhabitants  of  said 
town,  having  the  qualifications  of  electors  of  the  General  Assembly,  to  meet 
oa  the  second  Monday  of  April  next^  and  on  the  second  Monday  of  April 
annually  thereafter,  and  elect  by  ballot  one  mayor,  one  recorder,  and  five 
trustees^  who  shall  be  householders,  and  shkW  hold  their  offices  for  one  }^ear, 
and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified,  and  they  shall  constitute 
the  Tovrn  Council. 

Sec  3.  That  at  the  first  election  under  this  act,  the  electors  shalt 
choose^viva  voce^  two  judges  and  a  clerk,  who  shall  each  take  an  oath  or 
affirmation,  faithfully  to  discharge  the  duties  assigned  them;  and  at  all  elec- 
tions thereafter,  the  trustees,  or  any  two  of  them,  shall  be  judges,  and  the 
recorder,  clerk;  and  at  all  such  elections, the  polls  shall  be  opened  between 
the  hours  of  ten  and  eleven,  A.  M.  and  close  at  three  o'clock,  P.  M.  of 
said  day;  and  at  the  close  of  the  polls,  the  votes  shall  be  counted  and  pro- 
claimed, and  the  clerk  shall  deliver  to  each  person  elected,  or  leave  at  his 
usual  place  of  abode,  within  three  days  after,  a  written  notice  of  his  elec- 
tion; and  the  person  so  notified,  shall  within  ten  days  thereafter,  take  an 
oath  or  affirmation  to  support  the  constitution  of  the  United  States,  and  of 
this  State,  and  also  an  oath  of  office. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  mayor,  recorder,  and  trustees,  shall  be  a  hody  cor- 
porate and  politic,  with  perpetual  succession,  by  the  name  of  the  "Town 
of  Taylorsville;"  shall  be  capable  of  acquiring  and  hplding  real  and  per- 
sonal estate;  may  sell  and  convey  the  same;  may  have  a  common  seal, 
and  may  alter  the  same;  may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  an- 
swer and  be  answered  unto,  in  any  court  of  law  or  equity,  in  this  State  or 
elsewhere;  and  when  any  suit  is  commenbed  against  the  corporation,  the 
first  process  shall  be  a  summons,  an  attested  copy  of  which  shall  be  left 
with  the  recorder,  at  least  ten  days  before  the  return  day  thereof. 

Sec*  5.  That  the  mayor,  recorder,  and  a  majority  of  the  trustees,  shall 
have  the  power  to  make  such  by-laws  and  ordinances,  and  regulations,  for 
the  health  and  convenience  of  said  town,  as  they  may  deem  advisable;  and 
they  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  occasioned  by  death,  removal, 
or  otherwise;  to  appoint  a  treasurer,  town  marshal,  and  such  other  subor- 
dinate officers,  as  they  may  deem  necessary;  to  prescribe  their  general 
duties,  and  to  require  such  security  as  they  may  thmk  necessary,  to  secure 
the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties;  to  remove  them  at  pleasurfe;  to  fix 
and  establish  the  fees  of  officers  not  established  by  this  act. 

Sec.  6.  The  mayor  shall  be  a  conservator  of  the  peace  within  the 
limits  of  said  corporation,  and  shall  hav«  the  jurisdiction  of  a  justice  of  the 
peace  therein,  in  criminal  and  civil  cases,  and  shall  receive  the  same  fees 
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as  justices  of  the  peace  are  entitled  to  for  similar  services;  he  shall  give 
bond  and  security,  as  is  required  of  justices  of  the  peace;  and  an  appeal 
may  be  had  from  the  decision  of  the  mayor  to  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas, 
in  the  same  manner  as  appeals  are  taken  from  the  decisions  of  justices  of 
the  peace. 

Sec.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  recorder,  to  keep  a  true  irecord  of 
the  proceedings  of  the  town  council,  which  record  shall,  at  all  times,  be 
open  for  the  inspection  of  the  electors  of  said  town;  and  the  recorder  shall 
preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  corporation  in.  the  absence  of  the  mayor,  and 
shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  required  of  him  by  the  by-laws 
and  ordinances  of  said  corporation. 

Sec.  8.  The  town  conncil  shall  have  power  to  levy  a  tax  annually,  for 
corporation  purposes,  on  the  property  within  the  limits  of  said  town,  re- 
turned on  the  grand  levy,  made  subject  to  taxation  by  the  laws  of  this 
State:  Provided^  That  said  tax  shall  not  exceed  in  any  one  year,  three 
mills  on  the  dollar;  and  the  recorder  shall  make  out  a  duplicate  thereof^ 
charging  thereon  each  individual,  an  amount  of  tax  in  proportion  to  his 
property,  as  assessed  on  the  grand  levy  for  taxation;  which  said  di plicate 
shall  be  certified  and  signed  by  the  mayor  and  recorder,  and  delirered  to 
the  marshal;  who  shall  proceed  to  collect  the  same,  in  the  same  manner, 
and  under  the  same  regulations,  as  county  treasurers  are  required  by  law 
to  collect  county  and  State  taxes;  and  said  marshal  shall,  as  soon  as  col- 
lected, pay  the  same  over  to  the  treasurer  of  the  corporation. 

Sec.  9.  That  said  town  council  may  appropriate  any  money  in  the 
treasury,  for  the  improvement  of  the  streets  and  side-walks,  or  otker  im- 
provements; and  may  have  the  use  of  the  jail  of  the  county,  for  fte  iii>- 
prisonmentof  persons  liable  to  imprisonment;  and  all  persons  so  imprison- 
ed, shall  be  under  the  care  of  the  sheriff,  as  in  other  cases. 

Sec.  10.  That  any  future  Legislature  may  alter,  amend,  or  repeal  this 
act.

AN  ACT 

To  incorporate  the  town  of  Uanover,  in  the  county  of  Columhiana. 

Sec.  1 .  Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^  That 
to  much  of  the  township  of  Hanover,  in  the  county  of  Columbiana,  known 
as  the  town  of  Hanover,  as  is  included  in  the  original  recorded  plat  of  said 
town  of  Hanover,  and  any  addition  made  thereto  and  recorded,  and  such 
plats  of  additions  to  said  town,  as  may  be  hereafter  recbrded;  be,  and  the 
same  are  hereby  created  and  constituted  a  town  corporate,  by  the  name  of 
the  ^  Town  of  Hanover." 
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Sec,  2.  That  the  qualified  electors  for  members  of  the  General  A&* 
sembly,  residing  within  the  liipits  of  said  corporation,  shall  meet  at  some 
convejiient  place  within  the  bounds  of  said  corporation,  on  the  first  Satur- 
day of  April,'  eighteen  hundred  and  thirtjrsix,  and  on  the  first  Saturday  of 
April  annually  therezifter,  at  such  place  as  the  town  council  may  direct, 
and  then  and  there  proceed  by  a  plurality  of  votes,  to  elect  hy  ballot,  a 
mayor,  recorder,  and  five  trustees,  who  shall  have  the  qualifications  of  elec- 
tors, and  shall  reside  within  the  limits  of  said  corporation;  and  the  persons 
so  elected  shall  hold  their  offices  one  year  and  until  their  successors  are 
elected  and  qualified:  Protttiecf,  That  a  failure  to  elect  on  said  day,  shall 
not  forfeit  the  charter  of  said  corporation. 

Sec.  3.  That  at  the  first  election  to  be  holden  under  this  act,  two  judges 
and  a  clerk  shall  be  chosen  viva  voce^  by  the  electors  present,  and  shall  take 
an  oath  or  affirmation} fetithfully  to  di&cbarge  the  duties  required  of  them  by 
this  act,  and  at  all  subsequent  elections  the  mayor,  or  any  two  of 
them,  shall  be  judges,  and  the  recorder  clerk  of  the  election;  and  at  all 
such  elections,  the  polls  shall  be  opened  between  the  hours  of  ten  and  ele- 
ven in  the  forenoon,  and  closed  at  three  in  the  afternoon  of  said  day;  and 
at  the  close  of  the  polls  the  votes  shall  be  counted,  and  a  statement  there- 
of proclaimed  at  the  door  of  the  house  in  which  the  election  shall  be  held; 
and  the  persons  elected  shall,  within  ten  days  after  the  election,  take  an 
oath  or  affirmation  to  support  the  constitution  of  the  United  States  and  of 
this  State,  and  an  oath  of  office;  a  certificate  of  which  shall  be  deposited 
urith  the  recorder,  and  be  by  him  preserved. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  mayor,  recorder  and  trustees  of  said  town  shall  be  a 
body  politic  and  corporate,  with  perpetual  succession,  to  be  known  and  dis- 
tinguished by  the  name  of  ''The  Town  Council  of  the  "Town  of  Hanover;" 
and  shall  be  capable  id  law  to  acquire,  receive,  hold,  any  estate,  real  or  per- 
iondi^  for  the  use  of  said  town;  and  .may  have  a  common  seal,  and  alter 
the  same  at  their  discretion;  may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  implead- 
ed, answer  and  be  answered,  in  any  court  of  law  or  equity  in  this  State;  and 
when  any  suit  shall  be  commenced  against  said  corporation,  the  first 
process  shall  be  by  summons;  an  attested  copy  of  which  shall  he  left  with 
the  recorder,  or  at  his  usual  place  of  residence,  at  least  ten  days  before 
the  return  day  thereof. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  mayor,  recorder  and  trustees,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
whereof  the  mayor  or  recorder  shall  always  be  one,  shall  have  authority 
to  make,  ordain  and  publish  all  such  by-rlaws  and  ordinances,  consistent  wiUi 
the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States  and  of  this  State,  as  they 
may  deem  necessary  for  the  regulation,  interest,  safety,  health,  cleanliness 
and  convenience  of  said  town  and  the  inhabitants  thereof;  they  shall 
have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  that  may  happen  by  resignation,  death,  or 
removal,  in  any  of  the  different  offices  herein  named;  they  shall  also  have 
power  to  appoint  a  treasurer,  town  marshal,  and  such  other  subordinate  of- 
ficers as  they  may  deem  necessary;  to  prescribe  their  duties;  and  to  require 
of  them  such  security  as  they  may  deem  necessary  to  secure  the  per- 
formance; to  remove  them  at  pleasure;  to  fix  and  establish  the  fees 
of  the  officers  of  said  corporation,  not  established  by  this  act;  to  impose 
tach  fines,  not  exceeding  three  dollars,  as  they  may  deem  just,  for  re- 
fitting to  accept  ^ny  office  in  said  corporation,  or  ibr  neglect  or  miscon* 
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duct  tbereiD ;  they  shall  have  power  to  audit  and  settle  the  accounts  of  the 
town;  to  appropriate  and  draw  out  the  money  in  the  hands  of  ^e  treasu- 
rer; to  establish  and  regulate  markets;  to  establish  and  erect  wharves 
and  docks,  and  to  regulate  the  landing,  of  canal  boats,  and  other  craAs  and 
rafts:  Provided^  That  no  tax  shall  be  collected  of  any  boat,i>r  other  craft  or 
rail,  landing  in  said  town;  the  council  shall  have  power  to  regulate^ 
to  license  or  prohibit,  all  shows,  public  exhibitions,  or  cofiee  houses  and  gro- 
ceries: Provided^  That  no  person  shall  be  compelled  to  serve  two  years  in 
succession  in  any  office  of  said  corporation. 

Sec.  6.  That  the  mayor  shall  be  a  conservator  of  the  peace  within  the 
limits  of  said  corporation;  and  shall  have  all  the  powers  of  a  justice  of  the 
peace  therein,  both  in  civil  and  criminal  cases;  who  shall  give  bond  as  re- 
quired by  justices  of  the  peace;  and  in  all  his  acts  as  justice  of  the  peace, 
be  shall  be  governed  by  the  laws  defining  the  duties  of  justices  of  the 
peace,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  fees  as  justices  of  the  peace  are 
entitled  to  receive  for  sinlilar  services;  and  an  appeal  may  be  had  from 
any  final  decisions  or  judgments  of  the  said  mayor  of  said  corporation,  to 
the  court  of  common  pleas  of  the  county  of  Columbiana,  in  the  same. man- 
ner as  from  that  of  a  justice  of  the  peace. 

Sec.  7.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  recorder  to  make  and  keep  an 
accurate  record  of  all  laAvs  and  ordinances  made  and  ordained  by  the  town 
council  of  said  town,  and  of  all  proceedings  in  their  corporate  capacity; 
which  record  shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  electors  of 
said  town ;  and  the  recorder  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  corporation, 
and  of  the  town  council,  in  the  absence  of  the  mayor,  and  shall  perform 
such  other  duties  as  may  be  required  of  him  by  the  by-laws  of  said  corpo* 
ration. 

Sec.  8.  That  all  process  issued  by  the  mayor,  shall  be  directed  to  the 
aiarshalof  said  town,  and  in  the  service  and  execution  thereof,  the  marshal 
shall  have  the  same  power  as  is  or  may  be  given  to  constables;  and  shall  be 
entitled  to  receive  the  same  fees  as  are  or  may  be  given  or  allowed  to  con- 
stables for  similar  services. 

Sec.  9.  That  the  town  council  shall  have  power  to  assess,  for  corpo* 
ration  purposes,  an  annual  tax  on  all  property  in  said  town,  made  subject 
to  taxation  by  the  laws  of  this  State  for  state  and  county  purposes,  not 
exceeding  in  any  one  year  one  per  cent,  on  the  value  of  such  property; 
which  value  shall  be  ascertained  by  an  assessor,  to  be  appointed  by  the 
town  council  for  that  purpose;  a  duplicate  of  which  shall  be  made  out  and 
signed  by  the  recorder,  and  delivered  to  the  collector;*  they  shall  have  the 
power  of  equalizing  any  injudicious  assessment,  thus  made,  on  complaint 
of  the  person  or  persons  aggrJevied. 

Sec.  10.  That  the  town  marshal  shall  be  collector  of  any  tax  assessed, 
and  he  is  hereby  authorized  and  required  by  distress  and  sale  of  property* 
as  constables  on  executions,  to  collect  and  pay  over  said  tax  to  the  treasu- 
rer, within  three  months  of  the  time  of  receiving  the  duplicate  thereof, 
and  the  treasurer's  receipt  shall  be  his  voucher;  the  town  marshal  shall 
make  personal  demand  of  every  resident  charged  with  tax,  and  shall  give 
ten  days  notice  by  advertisement  in  three  of  the  most  public  places  with- 
m  the  corporation,  of  any  tax;  and  if  the  tax  on  any  lot  dr  part  of  a  lot  on 
which  no  personal  property  can  be  found,  shall  remain  unpaid  three  months

age. 

Sec.  11.    That  said  corporation  shall  be  allowed  the  use  of  the  co^Aty 
jail  of  said  county  for  the  confinement  of  such  persons  as  may  be  liable. to

Sec*  1«  Beit  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^ 
That  the  State  land  office,  now  at  Piqua,  shall  be  moved,  on  or  belore  the 
first  day  of  May  next,  to  Lima,  in  Alien  county;  and  the  officers  of  said 
office  are  hereby  required  to  remove  said  office  to  Lima;  and,  should  the 
United  States'  land  office,  now  at  Lima,  be  removed  to  a  point  within  this 
State  west  or  north  of  Lima,  said  State  officers  are  hereby  required  to  move 
the  State  office  with  it,  and  that  the  register  and  receiver  heretofore  ap- 
pointed for  said  office,  and  who  are  now  discharging  the  duties  thereof  as 
such,  shall  be  entitled  to  hold  their  respective  places  until  the  said  first  day

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  OAio, 
That  if  the  purchaser  of  any  part  of  school  section  sixteen,  in  township 
number  one,  in  range  number  eight,  now  Miami  township,  in  Logan  coun- 
ty;  or  if  the  heirs  or  assigns  of  any  such  purchaser,  shall  pay  to  the  trea- 
surer of  said  county,  one  tenth  part  of  the  money  by  him,  her  or  them  due 
for  any  portion  of  said  section,  with  the  interest  due  on  the  whole  purchase 
money,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  October  next  ensuing  the  passage  of 
this  act;  and  the  remaining  nine  parts,  in  nine  equal  instalments,  annually 
thereafter,  with  interest  thereon,  year  by  year,  as  the  same  becomes  due; 
then  each  purchaser,  complying  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  his  or  her 
heirs  or  assigns,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  a  deed  or  deeds  of  said  land  or 
lands,  in  the  same  manner  as  if  the  original  terms  of  sale  had  been  strictly 
complied  with:  Provided^  That  if  any  such  purchaser,  his  or  her  heirs  or 
assigns,  shall  sell  or  destroy  any  timber  growing  upon  said  land,  except 
such  as  may  be  unavoidably  destroyed  in  the  ordinary  mode  of  clearing 
wood  lands,  and  for  the  necessary  buildings  and  fences  on  said  lands,  and 
for  their  fuel,  without  first  obtaining,  in  writing,  the  consent  of  a  majority 
of  the  trustees  of  said  township,  then  ail  the  privileges  granted  by  this  act 
shall  cease.

first  day  of  October  next  ensuing  the  passage  of  this  act,  with  the  JAtenest 
due  on  the  whole  purchase  money,  and  the  remaining  two  parts,  in  two 
equal  instalments  annually  thereafter,  with  interest  thereon,  year  by  year ;

Thatthequalifiedvoters,withinsaidcorporation,8hal]meetoathe 
first  Saturday  of  May,  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-seven,  and  biennally, 
thereafter,  on  the  finst  Saturday  of  May,  at  such  time  and  place  within 
said  corporation,  as  may  be  designated  by  the  time  and  place  of  holding  sakl 
election,  to  be  put  up  by  the  recorder,  in  three  pubUc  places  in  said  corpo- 
Tation,  at  least  ten  days  previous  to  the  day  of  election,  and  then  and  there

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Sec.  3*  That  the  mayor  and  councQ  of  said  corporation  shall  have 
power  to  appoint  asupervisor  of  streets  and  highways  within  said  corpo- 
ration, who  shall  hold  his  office  for  the  term  of  one  year,  and  until  his  suc* 
cessor  shall  be  appointed  and  qualified;  and  the  said  supervisor  is  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  to  require  all  persons  within  the  limits  of  said

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Creneral  Assevnbly  of  the  State  of  Ohioj 
That  Joseph  Hoover,  and  Samuel  Watt,  of  Allen  county,  and  Christian 
Huber,of  Fotnam  county,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  commission- 
ers, and  John  Jackson,  of  Allen  county,  surveyor,  to  lay  out  and  establish 
a  state  road,  from  a  point  at  or  near  where  the  road  from  Lima,  in  Allea 
county,  to  Perrysburgh,  in  Wood  county,  crosses  Sugar  creek;  from  thence 
to  the  centre  post  of  section  thirteen,  town  two,  and  range  seven,  east;

sect  die  county  road  from  Finley  to  Defiance,  at  or  near  the  mouth  of 
Kiley^s  creek. 

Sec.  S.    That  said  road  commissioners  shall,  in  all  respects,  be  govern-

Clark. 

Sec  1.  Beitejiacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^  That 
the  corporate  limits  of  the  town  of  Springfield,  in  the  cpantr  of  Clarki  shall 
jbe  included  within  the  following  boundaries,  to  wit:  Beginning  at  the  north* 
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west  corner  of  Dementis  western^  or  new  town  plat,  and  running  thence 
east  with  the  north  boundary  thereof,  to  Plumb  street;  thence  north  to  the 
north  shore  of  Buck  creek;  thence  up  that  stream,  with  the  meanders 
thereof,  to  the  line  dividing  sections  numbered  thirty-five  und  twenty-nine; 
thence  south  to  the  north-east  corner  of  section  thirty-four,  it  being  the 
corner  of  sections  thirty-four  and  thirty-five,  twenty-eight  and  twenty-nine; 
thence  south  with  the  line  dividing  sections  numbered  thirty-four  and  Iweiv 
ty-eight,  one  hundred  and  eighty-five  poles;  thence  west  to  the  line  divid* 
ing  section  four,  township  four  and  range  nine,  and  continuing  west  of  said 
line  about  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  poles,  to  a  point  in  the  line  with  the 
western  boundary  of  the  above  named  town  plat;  thence  north  from  the 
said  point  to  the  south-west  corner  of  the  said  plat,  and  continuing  north 
with  the  western  boundary  of  said  plat,  to  the  place  of  beginning* 

Sec.  2.  All  mills,  situated  upon  streams  of  water  within  the  foregoing 
limits,  driven  by  the  force  of  such  streams,  shall  be  exempt  from  a  corpora-* 
tion  tax. 

Sec.  3.  The  corporate  authorities  of  said  town  shall  have  power  to 
borrow  money  for  corporation  purpbscs,  in  such  sums  and  at  such  times  as 
may  by  them  be  deemed  expedient. 

Sec.  4.  The  president  of  said  town  shall,  before  entering  upon  the  du- 
ties of  his  office,  give  bond,  with  two  sufficient  sureties,  to  the  State,  to  be 
approved  by  the  trustees  of  said  town,  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  three  thou- 
sand dollars,  nor  less  than  three  hundred  dollars,  for  the  faithful  discharge 
of  bis  duties;  the  said  corporation  shall  be  considered  a  road  di:itrict,  and 
no  person  residing  therein  shall  be  compelled  to  work  on  the  roads  beyond 
the  limits  thereof. 

Sec.  5.  All  acts  or  parts  oi  acts  inconsistent  with  this  act,  are  hereby 
repealed.

Sec.  1  •  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  That 
Thomas  W.  Bartley,  Robert  McComb,  John  Pugh,'  Baldwin  Bently,  Mathi- 
as  Crall,  Harvey  Wesifall,  John  W.  Tanner,  Matthew  McCeIvy,  Samuel 
Ralston,  William  Bets,  James  N.  Ayres,  Eli  Wilson,  and  Uriah  Mattson, 
tocether  with  such  other  persons  as  may  thereafter  become  associated 
with  them,  in  the  manner  hereinafter  prescribed,  their  successors  and  as- 
signs, be,  and  are  hereby  created  a  body  corporate,  by  the  name  of  "The 
JVfansfield  and  New  Haven  Rail-road  Company;"  and  by  that  name  shall 
be,  and  are  hereby  made  capable  in  law  to  purchase,  hold,  and  enjoy,  and 
retain  to  them  and  their  successors,  all  lands,  tenements,  and  heredita* 
ments,  necessary  for  the  purposes  contemplated  in  this  act,  and  the  same 
to  sell,  grant,  rent,  or  in  any  manner  dispose  of;  to  contract  and  ba  eon- 
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tracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued,  implead  and  be  impleaded,  answer  and  b^ 
answered,  defend  and  be  defended;  and  also  to  make,  have  and  use  a  com- 
mon  seal,  and  the  same  to  alter,  break  or  renew  at  pleasure;  and  they  shall 
be,  and  are  hereby  invested  with  ail  the  powers  and  privileges  which  are 
by  law  incident  to  corporations  of  a  similar  natpre,  and  which  are  neces- 
sary to  carry  into  effect  the  objects  of  this  association;  and  if  either  of 
the  persons  named  in  this  section  shall  die,  or  re-fuse  or  neglect  to  exercise 
the  powers  and  discharge  the  duties  hereby  created,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  remaining  persons  hereinbefore  named,  or  majority  of  them,  to  appoint 
some  suitable  person  or  persons  to  fill  such  vacancy  or  vacancies  as  often 
as  the  same  shall  occur. 

That  said  corporation  are  hereby  empowered  to  cause  such 
examinations  and  surveys  to  be  made  between  the  southern  termination 
of  the  New  Haven  and  Monroeville  Rail-road,  in  the  village  of  New  Ha- 
ven, and  at  a  point  at  or  near  Mansfield,  in  the  county  of  Richland,  as  shall 
be  necessary  to  ascertain  the  most  advantageous  route  whereon  to  con- 
struct a  rail-road,  and  shall  cause  an  estimate  to  be  made  of  the  probable 
cost  thereof,  for  each  mile  separately;  and  the  said  corporation  dhall  be, 
and  they  are  hereby  invested  with  a  right  to  construct  a  raiUroad,  with 
one  or  more  rail-ways,  or  tracks,  from  the  town  of  Mansfield  aforesaid, 
to  intersect  the  New  Haven  and  Monroeville  Rail-road» 

Sec.  3.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  shall  be  one  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars,  and  shall  be  divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  above  named  persons,  or  a  majority  of  them,  or  the 
survivors  of  them,  are  authorized  to  open  books  for  receiving  subscriptions 
to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company,  and  shall  prescribe  the  form  oi  such 
subscription;  which  books  shall  be  opened  within  one  year  from  the  pass- 
ing of  this  act,  in  the  county  aforesaid,  at  such  place  or  places  as  they  may 
deemexpedient,  giving  twenty  days  notice  in  some  newspaper  printed  in 
the  county  of  Richland,  and  such  other  place  or  places  as  may  be  thought 
advisable,  of  the  time  and  place,  or  times  and  places  of  openingsaid  books: 
Provided^  however^  That  if  the  publisher  of  any  newspaper  printed  in  said 
county,  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  print  such  notice,  then  the  required  no- 
tice shall  be  published  by  affixing  the  same  to  the  door  of  the  court  house 
in  said  couniy,  at  least  twenty  days  previous  to  the  opening  of  said  books; 
and  said  bools  shall  be  kept  open  at  the  discretion  of  the  person  opening 
the  same. 

Sec.  5.  That  as  soon  as  the  said  stock,  or  fifty  thousand  dollars  thereof^ 
shall  have  been  subscribed,  the  above  named  persons,orthe,same  number 
thereof  as  shall  have  given  the  notice  above  required,  shall  give  like  no- 
tice for  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders  to  choose  directors,  at  some  time^ , 
at  least  thirty  davs  thereafter;  and  at  some  place  within  the  said  county  ' 
of  Richland;  and  if  at  such  time  and  places  the  holders  of  one  half  or  more 
of  said  stock  subscribed  shall  attend,  either  in  person  or  by  lawful  proxy, 
they  shall  pro^.eed  to  choose  from  the  stockholders,  by  ballot,  nine  direc- 
tors, each  share  of  capital  stock  entitling  the  owner  to  one  vote;  and  at 
such  election,  the  persons  named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  or  those 
appointed  by  its  provisions  to  fill  vacancies  which  may  have  occurred,  or 
any  three  of  them,  if  no  more  be  present,  shall  be  inspectors  of  such  elec- 
tion, and  shall  certify  ia  writing,  signed  by  them,  or  a  majority  of  theoH 
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what  persons  are  elected  directors;  and  if  two  or  more  have  an  equal  nuni' 
ber  of  votes,  such  inspector^  shall  .determine  by  lot,  which  of  them  shall 
be  director  or  directors,  to  complete  the  number  required,  and  shall  cer- 
tify the  same  in  like  manner;  and  said  inspectors  shall  appoint  the  time 
and  place  of  holding  the  first  meeting  of  directors,  at  which  meeting  amft- 
jority  shall  form  a  board  competent  to  transact  all  business  of  the  compa- 
ny; and  thereafter  a  new  election  of  directors  shall  be  made  annually,  at 
such  time  and  place.as  the  stockholders  at  their  first  meeting  shall  appoint; 
and  if  the  stockholders  shall,  at  their  first  meeting,  fail  to  appoint  the  day 
of  such  election,  then  it  shall  be  holdcn  Ai  the  succeeding  year,  on  the  same 
day  of  the  same  month  on  which  said  first  election  was  holden,  unless  the 
same  should  be  the  first  day  of  the  week,  in  which  case  it  shall  be 
bolden  on  the  day  next  succeeding:  and  if  no'  election  be  made  on  the 
day  appointed,  said  company  shall  not  be  dissolved,  but  such  election  may 
be  made  at  any  time  appointed  by  th^  by-laws  of  said  company;  and  di« 
rectors  chosen  at  any  election  shall  remain  directors  until  others  are  cho- 
sen; and  directors  chosen  at  any  election  shall,  as  soon  thereafter  as  may 
be,  choose  of  their  own  number  one  person  to  be  president,  and  another  to 
be  treasurer  of  such  company,  and  another  to  be  secretary  of  said  compa- 
ny; and  from  time  to  time  may  choose  such  other  oflicers  as  by  their  by- 
laws they  may  designate  as  necessary:  Provided,  No  person  shall  be  a  di- 
rector of  such  company,  who  is  not  a  citizen  of  the  State  of  Ohio. 

Sec.  6.  .  That  upon  every  subscription,  there  shall  be  paid  at  the  time  of 
subscribing,  to  the  persons  named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  or  their 
agents,  the  sum  of  five  dollars  on  every  share  subscribed;  and  the  residue 
shall  be  paid  in  such  instalments,  and  at  such  times  and  places,  after 
the  commencement  of  the  work,  as  may  be  required  by  the  president  and 
directors  of  said  company:  Provided^  That  notice  of  «uch  demand  shall 
have  been  given  in  one  or  more  of  the  newspapers  published  in  said 
county;  and  if  any  stockholder  shall  fail  or  neglect  to  pay  any  instalment 
or  part  of  said  subscription  thus  demanded,  for  the  space  of  sixty  days  af- 
ter the  same  shall  be  due  and  payable,  the  president  and  directors  of  said 
company  may  sell  at  public  vendue,  so  many  shares  of  such  delinquent 
stockholder,  as  may  be  necessary  to  pay  said  instalment,  and  all  necessa- 
ry expenses  incurred  in  making  said  sale;  and  may  transfer  the  shares  so 
sold  to  the  purchaser;  and  shall  pay  the  overplus,  if  any,  to  such  delin- 
quent  stockholder. 

Sec.  7.  That  the  directors  of  paid  company  shall  have  power  to 
make,  from  time  lo  time, all  needful  rules,  regulations  and  by-laws,  touching 
the  business  of  said  company,  and  to  determine  the  number  of  tracks 
or  rail-ways  upon  said  road,  and  the  width  thereof,  and  the  description 
of  carriages  which  may  be  used  thereon;  to  regulate  the  time  and  manner 
in  which  passengers  or  goods  shall  be  transported  thereon,  and  the  man- 
ner of  collecting  tolls  for  such  transportation;  and  to  fix  penalties  for  the 
breach  of  any  such  rule,  regulation  or  by-law,  and  to  direct  the  mode  and 
condition  of  transferring  the  stock  of  said  company;  and  penalties  pro- 
vided for  by  said  by-laws,  may  be  sued  for  by  any  person  or  persons  au- 
thorized thereto,  in  the  name  of  said  company,  and  recovered  in  an  action 
of  debt,  before  any  court  having  jurisdiction  of  the  amount;  and  said  com- 
pany may  erect  and  maintain  toll  houses,  and  such  other  buildings  and 
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fixtures,  for  the  accommodation  of  those  using  said  road,  and  of  themselves^ 
as  they  may  deem  in  any  way  necessary  for  their  interest  or  convenience. 
Sec.  8.  That  said  company  shall  have  a  right  to  enter  upon  any  lands, 
to  survey  and  lay  dovirn  said  road,  not  exceeding  one  hundred  feet  in 
width,  and  to  take  any  materials  necessary  for  the  construction  of  said 
road;  and  whenever  any  lands  or  materials  shall  be  taken  for  the  construc- 
tion of  said  road,  and  the  same  shall  liot  be  given  or  granted  to  said  com- 
pany, and  the  owners  thereof  do  not  agree  with  said  company,  as  to  the 
compensation  to  be  paid  therefor,  the  |)erson  or  persons  claiming  com- 
pensation as  aforesaid,  and  if  the  owner  or  owners  thereof  are  minors 
msane  persons,  or  married  women,  then  the  guardian-  or  guardians  of 
of  said  minor  or  minors,  and  insane  persons,  and  the  husbands  of  such  mar- 
ried women,  may  select  for  themselves  an  arbitrator,  and  the  said  company 
shall  select  one  arbitrator, and  the  two  thus  selected  shall  take  to  themselves 
a  third,  who  shall  be  sworn  and  paid,  as  arbitrators  in  other  cases;  and  the 
three,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  award  as  arbitrators  between  the  par- 
ties, and  render  copies  of  their  award  to  each  of  the?  parties,  in  writing 
from  which  award  either  party  may  appeal  to  the  court  of  common  pleS 
lor  the  county  m  which  such  lands  or  materials  may  have  been  situated- 
and  in  all  cases  where  compensation  shall  in  any  ihannfer  be  claimed  for 
lands.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  arbitrators  and  the  court  to  estimate  any 
advant^e  which  the  location  and  construction  of  said  road  may  be  to  the 
claimant  for  such  compensation,  and  the  value  of  such  advantage,  if  any 
shall  be  set  off  against  the  compensation  so  claimed  of  said  company:  and* 
appeals  in  such  cases  shall,  when  taken,  be  in  all  respects  proceeded  in  as 
appeals  in  other  cases  to  said  court,  and  be  brought  into  said  court,  by  filinff 
the  award  with  the  clerk  of  said  court,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  enter  the 
same  on  the  docket  of  said  court,  setting  down  the  claimant  or  claimants 
as  plamtiff,  and  said  .company  as  defendants;  and  when  the  valuation  so 
ascertained,  shall  be  paid  or  tendered  by  said  company,  said  company  shall 
have  the  same  right  to  retain,  own,  hold  and  possess  said  materials,  and 
the  use  and  occupation  of  said  lands,  for  the  purposes  of  said  road,  as  fullv 
and  absolutely,  as  if  the  same  had  been  granted  and  conveyed  to  said  com* 
pany  by  deed.  "^ 

Sec.  9.  That  the  said  company  may  construct  the  said  rail-road  across  or 
upon  any  lands,  public  road,  highway,  stream  of  water  or  water  course,  if 
the  same  shall  be  necessary;  but  the  said  company  shall  restore  such  lands, 
road,  highway,  stream  of  water  or  watercourse,'  to  its  former  state,  or  in 
a  manner  so  as  not  to  impair  the  usefulness  of  such  lands,  road,  high- 
way, water  or  water  course,  to  the  owner  or  the  public,  without  unne 
cessary  delay. 

Sec.  lO.  That  any  rail-way  company^  now,  or  yet  to  be  chartered  by 
law  of  this  State,  shall  have  power  to  join  and  unite  with  the  road  hereby 
iiMJorporatcd,  and  any  point  which  the  directors  of  said  company  may  thmk 
advisable,  on  such  terms  as  the  directors  of  such  company  may  respect- 
ively agree;  andjn  case. of  disagreement,  then  upon  such  terms  as  the  su- 
preme court  may  in  chancety  dotermine. 

Sec;  1 1.  That  said  company  may  demand  and  receive  for  tolls  upon, 
and  the  transportation  of  persons,  goods,  produce,  merchandize,  or  pro- 
perty of  any  kind  whatsoever,  transported  by  them  along  said  rail-way.

any  sum  not  exceeding  the  following  rates:  on  all  goods,  merchandize  or 
property  of  any  description  whatsoever,  transported  by  them,  a  sum  not 
exceeding  one  and  a  half  cents  per  mile,  for  toll;  five  cents  on  a  ton  per 
mile,  for  transportation,  on  all  goods,  produce,  merchandize  or  property  of 
any  description  whatsoever,  transported  by  them  or  their  agents;  and 
for  passengers,  one  cent  per  mile,  for  toll,  and  not  exceeding  three  cents 
for  the  transportation  on  each  passenger. 

Sec*  12.  That  all  persons  paying  the  toll  aforesaid,  may,  with  suita- 
ble and  proper  carriages,  use  and  travel  upon  the  said  rail-road;  always 
subject,  nowever,  to  such  rules  and  regulations,  as  said  company  are  au- 
thorized to  make,  b^  the  seventh  section  of  this  act. 

Sec.  13.  That  if  proceedings  be  not  had,  under  this  act,  within  four 
years  from  the  taking  effect  thereof,  and  if  said  road  be  not  completed 
within  ten  years  thereafter,  then  the  same  to  be  void  and  of  no  effect. 

Sec.  14^  That  so  soon  as  the  amount  of  tolls  accruing  and  received 
for  the  use  of  said  road,  or  any  part  thereof,  according  to  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  shall  exceed  five  pei-  cent,  on  the  amount  of  capital  stock  paid  in, 
after  deducting  therefrom  the  expenses  and  liabilities  of  said  company,  Uie 
directors  of  said  company  shall  make  a  dividend  of  such  nett  profits,  among 
the  stockholders,'iti  proportion  to  their  respective  shares;  and  no  contin- 
gent or  accumulating  fund,  exceeding  one  per  centum  of  the  profits  of  said 
company,  shall  remain  undivided  for  morb  than  six  monthis. 

Sec  15.  That  full  right  and  privilege  is  hereby  reserved  to  the  State, 
or  individuals,  or  any  company  incorporated  by  law  of  this  State,  to  cross 
this  road:  Provided^  That  in  so  crossing,  no  injury  shall  be  done  to  tho 
works  of  the  company  hereby  incorporated. 

Sec.  1 6.  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  wilfully  obstruct,  or  in  any 
way  spoil,  injure  or  destroy  said  road,  or  either  of  its  branches,  or  any  thing 
belonging  or  incident  thereto,  or  any  materials  to  be  used  in  the  construc- 
tion thereof,  or  any  buildings,  fixtures  or  carriages,  erected  or  constructed 
for  the  use  or  convenience  thereof,  such  person  or  persons  shall  each  be 
liable  for  every  such  ofience,  to  treble  the  damages  sustained  thereby;  to 
be  recovered  by  an  action  of  debt,  in  any  court  having  jurisdiction  of  the 
amount. 

Sec.  17.  That  the  State  shall  have  power,at  any  time  after  the  expiration 
of  thurty  years,  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  to  purchase  and  hold 
the  same  for  the  use  of  the  State,  at  a  price  not  exceeding  the  origiDak 
costs  for  the  construction,  repairs  and  fixtures  of  said  rail-road, and  fiUeen 
per  centum  thereon;  of  which  cost,  an  accurate  account  shall  be  kept  and 
submitted  to  the  General  Assembly, duly  attested  by  the  oath  of  the  officers 
of  the  said  company,  whenever  the  General  Assembly  shall  require  the  same. 

Sec  18.  [That]  whenever  the  dividends  of  this  company  shall  exceed 
the  rate  of  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  the  Legislature  of  this  State  may  im* 
pose  such  reasonable  taxes  on  the  amount  of  such  dividends,  as  shall  be  re- 
ceived from  other  rail-road  companies. 

Sec  19.    This  act  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  public  act,  and  shall  be 

so  construed  in  all  courts  of  justice,  and  elsewhere.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  (Mto, 
That  Ephraim  Sears  and  Andrew  Creter,  of  Tuscarawas  county,  and  Isaac 
M.  Lanning,  of  Guernsey  county,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  apppointed  com- 
missioners, and  William  6.  Williams,  of  Co^octon  county,  surveyor,  to 
lay  out  and  establish  a  graded  state  road,  beginning  at  the  town  of  New 
Philadelphia,  in  the  county  of  Tuscarawas;  thence  to  Lockport;  thence  to 
Collin  C.  Duling's;  thence  through  Newconierstown,  to  Mulvane-s  fordinff; 
thence  to  John  Malatt's,  in  Guernsey  county;  thence  to  Martin  Richara« 
son^s  saw  mill,  in  Monroe  township,  Muskingum  county. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  said  road  shall  in  no  case  exceed  an  anffle  of  five  de- 
grees with  the  horizon;  and  the  commissioners  aforesaid,  shall  in  all  re- 
spects be  governed  by  the  ^*Act  defining  the  mode  of  laying  out  and  es- 
tablishing state  roads,^^  passed  March  T4th,  1831,  except  in  the  appoint- 
ment of  surveyor,  which  is  provided  for  in  the  first  section  of  this  act.

AN  ACT 

To  incorporate  the  Academy  of  Sylvania,  in  the  county  of  Lucas. 

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Okiof 
That  William  Willson,  James  Woolcott,  Horatio  ("onant,  Eli  Hubbard, 
Andrew  Palmer,  John  Baldwin,  Piatt  Card,  Cyrus  Holloway,  Stephen  B. 
Comstock,  and  their  associates,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  declared  a  body 
corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name  of  **The  Academy  of  Sylvania;''  and, 
as  such  they  shall  have  perpetual  succession;  by  that  name,  they  shall  sue 
and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  defend  and  be  defended,  in  any  court 
of  law  or  equity;  they  may  have  a  common  seal,  and  may  alter  or  change 
the  same  at  pleasure;  they  shall  be  capable  in  law,  by  the  name  aforesaid, 
to  purchase,  receive,  and  dispose  of,  or  sell  any  estate,  real  or  personal: 
Provided,  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  shall  not  exceed  twen* 
ty-five  thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  five  dollars  each;  no 
part  of  which  capital  shall  ever  be  applied  for  banking  purposes,  or  for 
any  other  but  that  of  supporting  said  Academy. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  stockholders  in  said  corporation,  or  so  many  of  them 
as  may  think  proper,  shall  meet  in  the  township  of  Sylvania,  on  the  first 
Monday  of  April,  annually,  for  the  purpose  of  transacting  the  necessary 
business  of  the  association,  and  shall  then  and  there  elect  by  ballot,  from 
among  the  stockholders,  the  number  of  trustees  hereinafter  piovided  for, 
who  snail  sei-ve  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified;  and  at  all 
elections  each  stockholder  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  for  each  share  he 
or  she  may  own,  and  the  person  who  shall  receive  the  highest  number  of 
votes  shall  be  elected;  but  if,  by  neglect  or  casualty,  an  election  shall  not 
have  been  held  on  the  day  hereby  appointed,  the  corporation  shall  not 
thereby  be  dissolved,  but  an  election  may  be  held  at  any  time  thereafter; 
and,  for  that  purpose,  a  meeting  of  said  corporation  may  be  called,  by  a 
notice  signed  by  any  three  of  the  stockholders,  and  posted  up  in  three  pub- 
lidr  places  in  said  township,  at  least  six  days  previous  to  the  day  of  holding 
such  election. 

Sec.  3.  That,  at  the  first  election  held  under  the  provisions  of  this  act^ 
there  shall  be  elected  nine  trustees,  who  shall  divide  themselves  into  three 
equal  classes,  by  lot  or  otherwise;  the  first  class  shall  hold  their  office  three 
years;  the  second  class,  two  years;  and  the  third  class,  one  year;  after 
which  there  shall  be  annually  elected,  three  trustees,  to  fill  the  vacancies 
occasioned  by  ihe  arrangement;  who  shall  hold  their  offices  for  three  years, 
and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified. 

Sec*  4.     That  the  trustees  of  said  corporation,  any  five  of  whom  shall 
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in  all  cases  be  a  quorum,  shall  annually  appoint,  from  their  own  body,  a 
president  and  secretary,  and  from  among  the  other  stockholders,  a  trea- 
surer, for  said  corporation;  the  president  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of 
the  stockholders,  and  of  the  board  of  trustees;  he,  or  in  his  absence,  either 
of  the  trustees,  who  may  be  agreed  upon  by  said  board,  shall  act  as  judge 
of  all  elections  held  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  shall  direct  at 
•what  place  and  hour  the  same  shall  be  held;  the  president  shall  have  power 
to  call  a  meeting  of  the  board  of  trustees,  whenever  he  shall  think  it  ne- 
cessary, by  giving  personal  or  written  notice  to  eaeh;  he  shall  also  notify 
the  stockholders  of  the  time  and  place  of  holding  the  annual  elections,  at 
least  six  days  previous  to  the  day  by  this  act  appointed  for  holding  such 
elections,  by  posting  up  a  notice,  attested  by  the  secretary,  in  two  public 
places  in  the  said  township  of  Sylvania;  the  secretary  shall  faithfully  re- 
cord all  proceedings  of  the  board  of  trustees,  and  of  the  stockholders,  when 
duly  assembled;  and  when  required,  shall  submit  his  records  to  the  inspec- 
tion of  any  of  ihe  stockholders;  he  shall  also  be  clerk  of  all  elections  held 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  may 
from  time  to  time  be  required  of  him  by  the  board  of  trustees;  the  treasurer 
shall  give  bond  to  the  president,  with  such  penalty  and  security  as  the  trus- 
tees may  require,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duties  as 
treasurer  of  said  Academy,  and  shall  collect  and  receive  all  moneys  and 
other  property  that  may  be  due  to  said  corporation,  and  pay  them  out  on 
the  order  of  the  trustees,  attested  by  the  secretary,  and  shall  settle  with 
the  board  of  trustees  as  often  as  they  may  require. 

Sec.  5.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  have  power  to  make  and  establish 
such  rules  and  by-laws,  consistent  with  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the 
United  States  and  of  this  State,  as  they  may  from  time  to  lime  think  ex- 
pedient and  necessary  for  the  proper  regulation  of  said  corporation,  and 
management  of  said  Academy;  they  shall  have  power  to  direct  what 
branches  of  literature,  and  of  the  arts  and  sciences,  shall  be  taught  therein 
to  employ  such  professors  and  teachers,  allow  them  such  compensation, 
and  continue  them  for  such  length  of  time,  as  they  may  judge  proper;  to 
regulate  the  admission  and  government  of  the  students  of  said  Academy; 
to  expel  any  disorderly  student;  to  fill  all  vacancies  which  may  be  occa- 
sioned by  the  death,  resignation,  or  removal  of  any  officers  of  said  cor- 
poration; to  appoint  a  president  and  secretary,  pro  tempore^  when  the  ab- 
sence of  these  officers,  or  either  of  them,  shall  make  such  appointment 
necessary;  and  to  call  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders  of  said  corporation, 
whenever  they  may  deem  it  expedient,  by  a  notice  for  that  purpose,  at- 
tested by  the  secretary,  and  posted  up  in  two  public  places  in  said  town- 
ship of  Sylvania,  six  days  previous  to  the  day  of  said  meeting;  they  shall 
have  the  management  and  disposal  of  the  funds  and  property  of  said  cor- 
poration, and  power  to  make  all  such  purchases,  sales,  and  contracts,  as 
may,  in  their  opinion,  be  expedient  for  the  benefit  of  said  institution;  PrO' 
tided^  That  no  purchase  or  sale  of  real  estate  shall  be  made  by  the  trus- 
tees without  the  consent  of  the  stockholders,  expressed  by  a  vote  equal  to 
two-thirds  of  all  the  shares  in  said  corporation. 

Sec.  6.  That  stock  in  said  corporation  may  be  transferred,  new  shares 
created,  and  new  members  admitted,  upon  such  restrictions  as  the  trus- 
tees shall  think  proper  to  prescribe,  and  not  otherv^  ise. 
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Bee*  7*  That,  until  the  election  shall  take  place  under  the  provisioiif 
of  this  act,  the  persons  named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act  shall  be,  and 
they  are  hereby  vested  with  all  the  powers  of  trustees  of  ^^The  Academy 
of  Sylvania,"  and  shall  so  continue  until  their  successors  are  elected  and 
qualified. 

Sec*  8«  That  this  act  shall  be  taken  and  received  in  all  courts  as  a 
public  act;  all  printed  copies  of  the  same,  which  shall  be  printed  by  or 
under  the  authority  of  the  General  Assembly,  shall  be  admitted  as  good 
evidence  thereof  without  further  proof  whatever.

AN  ACT 

To  incorporate  the  Granville  Academy. 


Sec.  1  •  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^  That 
there  shall  be,  and  hereby  is,  established  in  the  town  of  Granville,  in  the 
county  of  Licking,  an  institution  for  the  education  of  youth  in  the  various 
branches  of  useful  knowledge,  by  the  name  of  the  Granville  Academy;  and 
that,  Rev.  Jacob  Little,  Samuel  Bancroft,  Spencer  Wright,  Knowles  Leq- 
nel,  Leonard  Busbnell,  William  Smedley,  Timothy  M.  Rose,  Henry  I» 
Bancroft,  Ebenezer  Crawford,  Edwin  C.  Wright,  and  William  W.  Ban- 
croft, and  their  successors,  be,  and  they  hereby  are  appointed  trustees  of 
said  institution,  and  made  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  with  perpetual  sue* 
cession,  to  be  known  by  the  name  and  style  of  "  The  Trustees  of  the 
Granville  Academy." 

Sec.  2.  That  said  trustees  by  the  name  aforesaid,  shall  be  competent 
to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  all  courts  of  law  or  equity; 
may  have  a  seal,  and  alter  the  same  at  pleasure;  and  shall  have  power  to 
fill  all  vacancies  in  their  own  body,  occasioned  by  death,  resignation,  or 
neglect,  for  more  than  one  year,  to  attend  to  the  duties  of  the  trust. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  trustees  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  constitute  a  board, 
and  have  power  to  appoint  a  president,  secretary  and  treasurer,  and  such 
other  officers  and  agents  as  they  may  deem  necessary,  and  prescribe  their 
duties;  to  make,  ordain  and  establish  such  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations, 
for  managing  the  affairs  of  the  corporation,  as  they  may  think  necessary: 
Provided^  They  are  not  repugnant  to  the  constitution  or  laws  of  the  United 
States,  or  of  this  State. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  trustees,  in  their  corporate  capacity,  shall  be  capa- 
ble of  receiving  and  holding,  by  deed  or  otherwise,  property,  real,  personal, 
or  mixed,  to  be  used  for  the  purposes  of  the  trust:  Provided^  The  annual 
income  of  the  real  property  of  said  corporation  shall  not  exceed  five  thou- 
sand dollars,  and  that  the  funds  of  the  institution  shall  never  be  used  for 
banking  purposes. 
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Sec.  d.  That  the  trustees  shall  have  power  to  appoint  such  officers 
Mid  teachers  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  government  and  instruction  of 
the  institution,  and  prescribe  their  duties* 

Sec.  6.  That  the  trustees  shall  have  power  to  elect  honorary  members, 
who  shall  have  seats  in  the  board  of  trustees,  and  be  admitted  to  take  part 
in  the  discussions  therein,  but  not  to  vote. 

Sec*  7.  That  any  future  Legislature  may  alter  or  amend  this  act,  so 
far  as  may  be  necessary  to  restrict  the  corporation  to  the  powers  hereby 
intended  to  be  conferred:  Provided^  That  the  funds  of  the  corporation,  or 
the  management  thereof,  shall  not  thereby  be  changed  from  the  purposes 
intended  by  the  donors.

AN  AOT 

To  incorporate  th«  town  of  Bridgeport  and  its  additions,  in  Belmont  county. 

Sec.  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  OhiOf. 
That  so  much  of  the  township  of  Peas,  in  the  county  of  Belmont,  as  lies 
within  the  following  boundaries,  (including  all  the  lots  in  the  original  town 
plat  of  the  town  of  New  Canton,  now  called  Bridgeport,  together  with  all 
the  lots  in  Zane's  and  Allen^s  addition  to  the  said  town,)  be,  and  the  same 
is  hereby  created  into  and  constituted  a  town  corporate,  by  the  name  of 
Bridgeport. 

Sec.  2.  That  for  the  good  government  of  said  town,  and  the  inhab* 
itants  thereof,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  white  male  inhabitants,  who  have 
resided  in  said  town  for  the  space  of  six  months  next  preceding  any  elec- 
tion to  be  held  under  this  act,  having  the  qualifications  of  electors  of  mem- 
bers of  the  General  Assembly,  to  meet  at  some  convenient  place  for  hold- 
ing an  election  in  said  town,  on  the  first  Saturday  of  April  next,  and  on 
the  first  Saturday  of  April  annually  thereafter,  and  then  and  there  proceed 
by  a  plurality  of  votes,  to  elect,  by  ballot,  one  mayor,  one  recorder,  and 
five  trustees,  who  shall  be  householders,  and  shall  hold  their  respective  of- 
fices for  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  are  chosen  and  qualified;  such 
mayor,  recorder,  and  trustees,  so  elected  and  qualified,  shall  constitute  a 
town  council,  anv  five  of  whom  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transac- 
tion of  any  business  pertaining  to  their  duties;  but  any  less  number  shall 
have  no  power,  other  than  to  adjourn  from  time  to  time,  until  a  quorum 
shall  have  been  convened. 

Sec.  3.  That  at  the  first  election  to  be  held  under  this  act  there  shall 
be  chosen,  viva  voce^  by  the  electors  present,  two  judges  and  a  clerk  of 
said  election,  who  shall  each  take  an  oath  or  afiirmation,  faithfully  to  dis- 
charge the  duties  required  of  them  by  this  act;  and  at  all  subsequent  elec- 
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tions,  the  trustees,  or  any  two  of  them,  shall  be  judges,  ahd  the  recorder 
shall  be  clerk  of  said  election;  and  at  all  elections  to  be  held  under  this 
act,  the  polls  shall  be  opened  between  the  hours  of  one  and  two,  and  clo- 
sed at  four  o'clock,  P.  M.  of  said  day;  and  at  the  close  of  the  polls,  the 
votes  shall  be  counted,  and  a  true  statement  thereof  shall  be  proclaimed 
to  the  electors  present,  by  one  of  the  judges;  and  the  clerk  shall  give  no- 
tice to  the  persons  so  elected,  of  their  election;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  said  town  council,  at  least  ten  days  before  each  and  every  annual  elec- 
tion, to  give  notice  of  the  same,  by  setting  up  advertisements  in  three  of 
the  most  public  places  in  said  town. 

Sec.  4.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  mayor,  or  in  case  of  his  ab- 
sence or  inability  to  serve,  the  recorder,  to  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the 
town  council;  and  it  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  recorder  to  attend  all 
such  meetings,  and  keep  a  fair  and  accurate  record  of  all  their  proceed- 
ings. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  town  council  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies 
which  may  happen  in  said  board,  from  the  householders,  who  are  qualified 
electors  in  said  town,  whose  appoinment  shall  continue  until  the  next  an- 
nual election,  and  until  their  successors  are  duly  elected  and  qualified;  and 
whenever  it  may  happen  that  neither  the  mayor  or  recorder  is  present  at 
any  such  meeting,  the  trustees  shall  have  power  to  appoint  one  of  their 
number,  to  perform  the  duties  of  such  mayor,  recorder,  or  both,  as  the  case 
may  be;  which  appointment  shall  he  pro  tempore. 

Sec.  6.  That  the  said  mayor,  recorder,  and  trustees  of  said  town,shall 
be  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  with  perpetual  succession,  to  be  known 
and  designated  by  the  name  and  style  of  "The  Town  Council  of  the  Town 
of  Bridgeport;"  and  shall  be  capable  in  law,  in  their  corporate  name^  to 
acquire  property,  real,  personal  and  mixed,  for  the  use  of  said  town,  with 
power  to  sell  and  convey  the  san)e;  may  have  a  common  seal,  which  they 
may  alter  or  amend  at  pleasure;  may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  im- 
pleaded, defend  and  be  defended,  in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction^ 
whether  of  law  or  in  chancery ;  and  when  any  suit  shall  be  commenced 
against  said  corporation,  the  first  process  shall  be  by  summons;  an  attested 
copy  of  which  shall  be  left  with  the  recorder,  or  at  his  usual  place  of  abode, 
at  least  five  days  before  the  return  day  thereof. 

Sec.  7.  That  each  member  of  said  town  council  shall,  before  he  en- 
ters upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  take  an  oath  or  afiirmation  to  support 
the  constitution  of  the  United  States,  and  the  State  of  Ohio,  and  also  an 
oath  [of]  oflice. 

Sec.  8.  That  the  said  town  council  shall  have  power  to  ordain  and 
establish  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations,  for  the  government  of  said  town, 
and  the  same  to  alter,  amend  or  repeal,  at  pleasure;  to  provide  in  such  by- 
laws for  the  appointment  or  election  of  a  treasurer,  town  marshal,  and  all 
the  subordinate  ofiicers  which  they  may  think  necessary  for  the  good  gov- 
ernment and  well  being  of  the  inhabitants  of  said  town;  to  prescribe  their 
duties,  and  determine  the  period  of  their  appointments,  and  the  fees  they 
shall  be  entitled  to  receive  for  their  services;  and  to  require  of  them  to 
take  an  oath  of  ofiice,  previous  to  their  entering  upon  the  duties  of  their 
respective  offices;  and  may  further  require  of  them  a  bond,  with  security, 
conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  respective  offices,  as  an 
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officer  of  the  said  corporatioD;  the  town  council  shall  also  have  power  to 
afiix  to  the  violations  of  the  by-laws  and  ordinances  of  the  corporation, 
such  reasonable  fines  and  penalties,  as  they  may  deem  proper  to  enforce 
obedience  to  the  same,' and  provide  for  the  disposition  and  appropriations 
of  said  fines  and  penalties:  Provided^  That  such  by-laws  and  ordinances  be 
not  inconsistent  with  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States,  and 
of  this  State:  And  provided^  also^  That  no  by-laws  or  ordinances  of  said 
coq>oration  shall  take  effect  or  be  in  force  until  the  same  shall  have  been 
posted  up)  at  least  ten  days,  in  one  of  the  most  public  places  within  said 
town,  unless  it  be  a  case  of  emergency;  in  which  case,  they  shall  be  in 
force  from  and  after  the  passage  thereof. 

Sec.  9.  That  the  town  council  shall,  at  the  end  of  each  and  every 
year,  cause  to  be  made  out,  and  posted  up  as  aforesaid,  the  receipt  and 
expenditures  of  the  preceding  year. 

Sec.  10.  That  the  said  town  coimcil  shall  have  power  to  regulate  and 
improve  the  lanes,  streets,  and  alleys,  and  determine  the  width  of  the 
walks;  they  shall  have  power  to  remove  all  nuisances  and  obstructions 
from  the  streets,  alleys,  and  commons,  within  said  corporation;  provide  for 
the  removal  of  the  same,  and  to  do  all  things  which  a  corporation  of  a  sim- 
ilar nature  can  do,  to  secure  the  peace,  health,  and  good  order  cf  the  in- 
habitants of  the  town. 

Sec«  11.  That  for  the  purpose  of  more  effectually  enabling  the  town 
council  to  carry  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  act,  they  are  hereby 
authorized  to  levy  a  tax  on  all  the  real  estate  and  personal  property,  subject 
to  taxation  witl\in  the  bounds  of  said  corporation,  as  the  same  has  been, 
or  shall  be  appraised  and  returned,  on  the  grand  levy  of  the  State:  Pro- 
videdf  That  said  tax  shall  not  exceed,  in  anyone  year,  one  half  of  one  per 
centum,  on  the  aggregate  amount  of  all  such  taxable  property  within  the 
limitsof  said  corporation;  and  the  said  town  council  shall,  between  the 
first  Saturday  in  April,  and  the  first  Saturday  in  July,  determine  the  amount 
of  tSLX  to  be  assessed  and  collected  for  the  current  year. 

S«c.  12.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  recorder  of  said  corporation, 
to  naake  out.  duplicates  of  taxes,  charging  each  individual  within  said  cor- 
poration, an  amount  of  tax,  in  proportion  to  the  aggregate  value  of  taxable 
property  belonging  to  said  individual,  within  the  limits  of  said  corporation, 
as  the  same  appears  from  the  books  of  the  auditor  of  Belmont  county;  and 
the  recorder  of  said  corporation  shall,  at  all  reasonable  hours,  have  access 
to  the  county  auditor's  books,  for  the  purpose  of  making  out  such  dupli- 
cates, free  of  expense;  and  the  duplicate,  when  made  out,  shall  be  certi- 
fied by  the  mayor  and  recorder;  and  one  of  said  duplicates  shall  be  deliv- 
ered to  the  marshal,  or  to  such  other  person  as  shall  be  appointed  collector, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  collect  said  tax,  in  the  same  manner,  and  under 
the  same  regulations,  as  the  collector  of  State  and  county  taxes  are  requir 
ed  by  law,  to  collect  State  and  county  taxes;  and  the  said  marshal  >>r 
collector,  so  appointed,  shall,  immediately  after  collecting  the  said  )ax, 
pay  the  same  over  to  the  treasurer  of  sad  corporation,  and  take  his  receipt 
therefor;  and  the  said  marshal,  or  other  collector,  shall  have  the  saroa  pow- 
er to  sell  both  real  and  personal  property,  as  is  given  by  law  to  th^  county 
treasurer;  and,  when  necessary,  the  recorder  shall  have  pow^  to  make 
deeds  for  real  estate,  so  sold,  in  the  same  manner  that  county  auditors  are, 
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by  law,  empowered  to  do,  for  lands  sold  by  the  county  treasurer;  and  the 
marshal,  or  other  collector,  shall  receiye  for  his  fees,  such  sum  as  the  town 
council  may  direct,  not  exceeding  six  per  centum  on  all  moneys  so  by 
him  collected,  to  be  paid  by  the  treasurer,  on  the  order  of  the  recorder. 

Sec.  13.  That  the  town  council  shall  have  power  to  appropriate  any 
money  remaining  in  the  corporation  treasury,  to  the  improvement  of  the 
streets,  alleys  and  side  walks  of  said  town,  when  they  may  deem  it  neces- 
sary so  to  do,  and  to  make  wharves,  and  all  other  improvements  of  a  public 
nature,  which  may  conduce  to  the  convenience  and  prosperity  of  the  in- 
habitants of  said  town. 

Sec.  U.  That  the  mayor  of  said  corporation,  shall  be  a  conservator  of 
the  peace  throughout  said  town;  and  shall  have,  within  the  same,  all  the 
powers  and  jurisdiction  of  a  justice  of  the  peace,  in  all  matters  either  civil 
or  criminal,  arising  under  the  laws  of  this  State,  to  all  intents  and  purposes 
whatsoever;  and  shall  give  bond  and  security  as  by  law  is  required  of  jus- 
tices of  the  peace:  and  the  said  mayor  shall  perform  all  the  duties  required 
of  him  by  the  by-laws  and  ordinances  of  said  corporation;  and  appeals 
may  be  taken  from  the  decisions  of  said  mayor,  in  all  cases  where  appeals 
are  allowed  from  the  decisions  of  justices  of  the  peace,  and  in  the  same 
manner. 

Sec.  15.  That  the  marshall  shall  be  the  principal  ministerial  officer  of 
said  town,  and  shall  have  the  same  powers  as  constables  have  by  law;  and 
his  jurisdiction,  in  criminal  cases,  shall  be  co-extensive  with  the  county  of 
Belmont;  andhe  shall  execute  the  process  of  the  mayor,  and  receive  the  same 
fees  for  his  services,  that  constables  are  allowed  in  similar  cases  for  like 
services. 

Sec.  16.  That  the  mayor  shall  receive  the  same  fees  that  justices  of 
the  peace  are,  or  may  be  entitled  to,  in  like  cases;  and  the  recorder  such 
fees  for  his  services,  as  the  by-laws  and  ordinances  of  such  corporatfon 
shall  prescribe. 

Sec.  17.  That  if  no  election  shall  be  held  by  the  electors  of  said  town, 
on  the  first  Saturday  of  April  next,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  ten  house- 
holders of  said  town,  at  any  time  thereafter,  to  call  a  meeting  of  the  elect- 
ors, by  giving  ten  days  notice  in  three  of  the  most  public  places  therein; 
which  notice  shall  state  the  time,  place,  and  objects  of  the  meeting,  and 
shall  be  signed  by  said  householders;  and  if  a  majority  of  the  electors  of 
said  town  shall  attend  at  the  time  and  place  named  in  said  notice,  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  them  to  proceed  to  the  election  of  officers,  in  the  same 
manner  as  though  the  meeting  had  taken  place  on  the  first  Saturday  of 
April,  who  shall  hold  their  offices  until  their  successors  are  duly  elected  and 
qualified. 

Sec.  18.  That  said  corporation  shall  be  allowed  the  use  of  the  jail  of 
'he  county  of  Belmont,  for  the  imprisonment  of  such  persons  as  may  be 
litble  to  imprisonment,  under  the  laws  and  ordinances  of  said  corporation* 
and  all  persons  so  imprisoned,  shall  be  under  the  charge  of  the  jailor  of  Bel- 
mon\county,  as  in  other  cases. 

Sec.  19.  That  the  Legislature  shall  have  power,  at  any  time,  to  alter 
amend  or  repeal  this  act;  not  thereby  affecting,  however,  the  right  of  any 
individual  acquired  under  this  act;  and  that  the  corporation  shwl  be  enti- 
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tied  to  one  copy  of  the  local  and  general  laws  of  the  present  session  of  the 
General  Assembly.

To  incorporate  the  town  of  Lees  burg. 


Sec.  1  •  Be  it  enacted  by  ike  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohioj 
That  so  much  of  the  township  of  Orange,  in  the  county  of  GarroH, 
as  is  comprised  in  the  original  town  plat  of  the  town  of  Leesburg  and 
addition,  together  'with  all  such  additions  as  may  hereafter  be  made 
thereto,  and  recorded,  be^  and  the  same  is  hereby  created  a  town  corpo- 
rate, and  shall  hereafter  be  known  by  the  name  of  the  Town  of  Leesburg. 

Sec.  2.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  white  male  inhabitants  of  said 
town,  having  the  qualifications  of  electors  of  members  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly, to  meet  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  April  next,  and  on  the  second  Tues- 
day of  April,  annually  thereafter,  and  elect  by  ballot,  one  mayor,  one  re- 
corder and  five  trustees,  who  shall  be  householders,  and  shall  hold  their  offices 
for  one  year,  slnd  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified,  and  they 
shall  constitute  the  Town  Council,  any  five  of  whom  shall  constitute  a 
quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

Sec.  3.  That  at  all  elections  under  this  act,  the  electors  shall  choose, 
viva  voce^  two  judges  and  a  clerk,  who  shall  each  take  an  oath  or  affirma- 
tion, faithfully  to  discharge  the  duties  required  of  them  by  this  act;  and  at 
all  subsequent  elections  the  trustees,  or  any  two  of  them,  shall  be  judges,  and 
the  recorder,  clerk ;  and  at  all  such  elections,  the  polls  shall  be  opened  between 
the  hours  of  ten  and  eleven,  A.  M.  and  close  at  three  o'clock,  P.  M.  of 
said  day;  and  at  the  close  of  the  polls,  the  votes  shall  be  counted  and  a 
true  statement  thereof  proclaimed  by  one  of  the  judges,  to  the  electors 
present;  and  the  clerk  shall  make  a  true  record  thereof;  and  deliver  to 
each  person  elected,  or  leave  at  his  usual  place  of.  residence,  within  five 
days  after,  a  written  notice  of  his  election;  and  the  person  so  notified, 
shall  within  five  days  thereafter,  take  an  oath  or  affirmation  to  support 
the  constiti^tion  of  the  United  States,  and  of  this  State,  aad  also  an  oath 
of  office,  a  certificate  of  which  shall  be  deposited  with  the  recorder,  and 
by  him  preserved. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  mayor,  recorder,  and  trustees,  shall  be  a  body  cor* 
porate  and  politic,  with  perpetual  succession,  by  tb<5  name  of  the  Corpora- 
tion of  the  town  of  Leesburg;  and  shall  be  capaWe  of  acquiring  and  hold- 
ing real  and  personal  estate;  may  sell  and  co&vey  the  same  in  such  man- 
ner as  they,  or  a  majority  of  them,  may  deem  proper;  they  may  have  a 
common  seal,  and  may  alter  the  same  at  pleasure;  may  sue  and  be  sued^ 
plead  and  be  impleaded,  answer  and  be  answered  unto,  in  any  court  of  law 
or  equity,  in  this  State;  and  when  any  suit  or  action  shall  be  commenced 
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against  said  corporation,  the  first  process  shall  be  by  summons,  an  attested 
copy  of  which  shall  be  left  with  the  recorder,  or,  in  his  absence,  at  his 
usual  place  of  residence,  at  least  ten  days  before  the  return  day  thereof. 

Sec.  5*    That  the  mayor,  recorder^  and  a  majority  of  the  trustees,  shall 
have  the  power  to  make  such  by-laws  and  enact  such  ordinances,  as  they 
may  deem  necessary  for  the  health  and  convenience  of  said  corporation; 
Provided^  Such  by-laws  and  ordinances  are  consistent  with  the  laws  of  this 
State ;  may  appoint  a  treasurer,  town  marshal,  and  such  subordinate  officers 
as  they  may  deem  necessary,  and  fill  all  vacancies  that  may  occur  in 
their  own  body;  which  officers  so  appointed,  shall  continue  until  the  next 
annual  election, and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified;  they 
may  also  prescribe  their  general  duties,  take  bonds  and  security  in  such 
sums  as  they  may  deem  proper,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance 
of  the  several  duties  assigned  them  by  this  act,  and  the  by-laws  and  ordi- 
nances under  its  provisions;  and  to  remove  them  at  pleasure;  to  fix -and 
establish  the  fees  of  officers  not  established  by  this  act,  and  to  impose  fines, 
not  exceeding  two  dollars,  for  refusing  to  accept  any  office  in  said  corpo- 
ration; and  whenever  it  may  happen  that  neither  the  mayor  or  recorder 
is  present  at  any  meeting  of  said  town  council,  the  trustees  shall  have 
power  to  appoint  one  of  their  number  to  perform  the  duties  of  mayor  or 
recorder,  or  Doth«  as  the  case  may  be;  which  appointment  shall  be  pro  tem- 
pore; and  that  the  mayor,  or  a  majority  of  the  trustees,  shall  have  the 
power  to  call  a  meeting  of  the  town  council,  whenever,  in  his  or  their 
opinion,  the  public  good  of  said  corporation  shall  require  it. 

Sec.  6.  The  mayor  shall  b6  conservator  of  the  peace  within  the 
limits  of  said  corporation,  and  shall  therein  have  the  jurisdiction  of  a  justice 
of  the  peace  in  all  civil  and  criminal  cases,  and  shall  receive  the  same  fees 
as  justices  of  the  peace  are  entitled  to  for  similar  services;  he  shall  give 
bond  and  security,  as  is  required  of  justices  of  the  peace;  and  an  appeal 
may  be  had  from  the  decisions  of  the  mayor  to  the  court  of  common  pleas, 
in  the  same  manner  as  appeals  are  taken  from  the  decisions  of  justices  of 
the  peace. 

Sec.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  recorder,  to  keep  a  true  record  of 
the  proceedings  of  the  town  council,  which  record  shsdl,  at  all  times,  be 
open  for  the  inspection  of  the  electors  of  said  town;  and  the  recorder  shall 
preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  corporation  in  the  absence  of  the  mayor,  and 
shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  maybe  required  of  [by]  him  by  the  laws 
and  ordinances  of  said  corporation. 

Sec.  8.  TVat  the  town  council  shall  have  power  to  levy  a  tax  annually,  for 
corporation  purposes,  on  the  property  within  the  limits  of  said  town,  re- 
turned on  the  grand  levy,  made  subject  to  taxation  by  the  laws  of  this 
State:  Provided^  That  said  tax  shall  not  exceed  in  any  one  year,  three 
mills  on  the  dollar;  ^nd  the  recorder  shall  make  out  a  duplicate  thereof, 
chaiging  thereon  each  individual,  an  amount  of  tax  in  proportion  to  his 
property,  as  assessed  on  the  grand  levy  for  taxation;  which  said  duplicate 
shall  be  certified  and  signed  by  the  mayor  and  recorder,  and  delivered  to 
the  marshal;  who  shall  proceed  to  collect  the  same,  in  the  same  manner, 
and  under  the  same  regulation,  as  county  treasurers  are  required  by  law 
to  collect  county  and  State  taxes;  and  said  marshal  shall,  as  soon  as  col- 
lected, pay  the  same  over  to  the  treasurer  of  the  corporation:  Ptovidedj 
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That  in  the  sale  of  real  or  personal  property  for  taxes,  and  making  deeds 
therefor,  the  same  shall  be  conducted  in  the  manner  provided  for  by  the 
act  prescribing  the  duties  of  county  auditors. 

See.  9.  That  said  town  cpuncil  may  appropriate  any  money  in  the 
treasury,  for  the  improvement  of  the  streets  and  side-walks,  or  other  im« 
provements;  and  may  have  the  use  of  the  jail  of  the  county,  for  the  im- 
prisonment of  such  persons  as  may  be  liable  to  imprisonment,  under  the 
by-laws  and  ordinances  of  said  corporation;  and  all  persons  so  imprisoned, 
shall  be  under  the  charge  of  the  sheriff  of  the  county,  as  in  other  cases. 

Sec.  10.  That  the  mayor,  recorder,  trustees,  and  other  officers  of  said 
corporation  shall,  on  demand,  deliver  to  their  successots  in  office  all  such 
books  and  papers  as  appertain  in  any  wise  to  their  office. 

Sec.  11.  That  dny  future  Legislature  shall  have  power  to  alter  or 
amend,  this  act:  Provided^  That  such  alteration  or  amenndment  shall  not 
divest  the  property  of  said  corporation,  from  the  purposes  expressed  in 
this  act.

To  incorporsU  the  Westfield  Library  Society,  in  the  township  of  Westfield,  in  the  county 

of  Medina. 

Sec.  1 .  Beit  enacted  by  (lie  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohi»^  That  .

sell,dispose  of  and  convey  the  same;  and  shall  have  power  to  form  and  rati- 
fy a  constitution  and  adopt  by-laws  for  the  government  of  said  association, 
the  arrangement  and  regulation  of  its  fiscal  concerns,  the  admission  of  its 
members,  and  appointment  of  its  officers,  together  with  all  other  persons

1836,  to  cause  to  be  surveyed,  so  as  to  ascertain  the  quantity  of  acres  of 
land  within  these  respective  counties,  or  parts  of  counties,  within  said  dis- 
trict, and  make  out  a  map  of  the  same,  and  deliver  to  the  county  auditor 
of  their  county,  on  or  before  the  15th  day  of  November  next  thereafter: 
Provided^  That  the  county  commissioners  of  any  county  composed  wholly, 
or  in  part,  of  the  lands  in  said  Virginia  Military  District,  may  dispense  with 
the  survey,  and  be  governed  by  the  quantity  of  acres  reported  by  the  Audi- 
tor  of  State  to  this  General  Assembly. 

Sec.  2.  That  immediately  after  the  return  of  the  survey,  as  required 
by  the  first  section  of  this^  act,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  auditor  to 
make  out  a  correct  copy  of  said  survey,  certified  and  signed  by  said  auditor, 
and  transmit  the  same  to  the  Auditor  of  State;  and  the  Auditor  of  State 
shall  apportion  and  distribute  the  money  in  the  State  treasury,  being  the 
proceeds  of  the  money  or  lands  constituting  the  Virginia  military  district 
school  fund,  immediately  after  the  first  day  of  September  annually,  among 
the  several  counties  and  parts  of  counties  within  said  district,  according  to 
territory,  and  shall  inform  the  several  county  auditors  of  the  amount  so  ap- 
portioned and  due  to  these  counties  respectively;  and  the  county  auditors  of 
the  several  counties  lying  wholly,  or  in  part,  within  said  district  shall  draw 
an  order  on  the  Auditor  of  State  in  favor  of  the  county  treasurer  for  the

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  in  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohioy 
That  Nelson  Hyde,  Jeremiah  Dodge,  Jared  Fuller,  Eusibius  Dodge,  and 
Topher  Gee,  and  their  associates,  together  with  such  other  persons  as  may 
hereafter  be  associated  with  them,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  created  a  body 
corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name  ojf  the  "Free  Will  Baptist  Society  in- 
New  Lyme,"  and  as  such  such  remain  and  have  perpetual  succession,  and 
by  their  corporate  name  may  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  may  sue

making  and  constructing  a  navigable  canal  and  slack  water  navigatioDy 
commencing  at  the  town  of  Mount  Vernon,  in  the  counbr  of  Knox,  and 
terminating  at  or  near  the  junction  of  the  Mohican  and  Vernon  rivers,  in 
Coshocton  county;  and  for  this  purpose,  the  said  company  is  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  to  have  and  receive,  purchase,  possess,  en-

Sec.  4.  That  when  two  hundred  shares  shall  have  beien  subscribed,  the 
commissioners  shall  call  a  meeting  of  subscribers,  by  causing  notices  of  the 
time  and  place  of  such  meeting  to  be  published  in  some  newspaper  in  gen« 
eral  circulation  in  the  places  [in]  which  the  books  shall  have  been  opened^ 
and  the  stock  subscribed,  at  least  twenty  days  previous  to  such  meeting; 
and  on  such  notice  ha\ing  been  given,  the  stockholders  shall  meet  at  the 
time  and  place  appointed, and  proceed  to  elect  directors;  in  which  election 
the  stockholders  may  vote  in  person  or  bv  proxy;  and  for  each  share  such 
stockholder  may  possess,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  affairs  of  said  company  shall  be  managed  by  five  di- 
rectors, or  a  majority  of  them;  who  shall  be  elected  once  in  each  year, un- 
less a  shorter  period  shall  be  ordained  by  the  corporation;  and  each  director 
shall  be  a  stockholder  at  the  time  of  his  election,  and  shcdl  cease  to  beadi* 
rector  if  he  cease  to  be  a  stockholder.

point three  disinterested  freeholders  to  assess  the  damages,  to  whom  the 
dir/Bctors  shall  give  notice  of  their  appointment,  and  also  to  the  adverse 
party  or  his  guardian,  agent  or  attorney;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
persons  so  appointed  to  attend  at  the  time  and  place  specified  in  the  notice; 
who,  after  being  duly  sworn  or  affirmed,  faithfully  and  impartially  to  dis- 
charge their  duties,  shall  proceed,  on  actual  view,  to  make  a  just  estimate 
and  appraisement  of  any  damage  such  individual,  owner  or  owners  may  sus- 
tain, taking  into  consideration  the  benefits  which  such  proprietor  or  pro- 
prietors will  derive  from  the  location  and  making  of  said  canal;  and  snail 
make  a  certificate  of  such  appraisement,  with  a  particular  description  of 
the  premises;  to  which  certificate  they,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  sign 
their  names,  and  deliver  to  each  party  one  copy;  and  immediately  thereaf- 
ter, if  no  damages  are  assessed,  or  on  the  payment  or  tender  of  money  to 
f  he  amount  of  damages  assessed,  to  the  person  or  persons  injured,  his  guar- 
dian, agent  or  attorney,  the  said  directors  may  proceed  to  enter  and  occupy 
such  lands,  streams,  or  water;  and  a  complete  title  to  the  premises,  to  the  ex- 
tent and  for  the  purposes  set  forth  in  or  contemplated  by  this  act,  shall 
thereby  be  vested  and  forever  remain  in  said  company:  Provided^  however^ 
That  if  either  party  shall  consider  himself  aggrieved  by  the  decision  of  the 
appraisers  so  as  aforesaid  made,  such  party  may  apply  to  the  court  of  com- 
mon pleas  of  the  proper  county,  at  the  succeeding  term  of  the  court;  or  if 
there  should  not  be  a  quorum  of  said  court  disinterested,  then  to  the  supreme

court  at  their  next  session  in  said  county,  giving  ten  days  notice  of  such  iik 
tention  to  the  adverse  party;  and  on  good  cause  shown,  the  said  court  shall 
appoint  three  disinterested  freeholders,  who  shall,  after  being  duly  qualified^ 
proceed  to  view  and  appraise  the  damages;  and  shall  certify  their  proceed- 
ings in  the  same  manner  as  the  former  appraiser;  and  their  deci^on  shall  be 
final  and  determinate;  but  the  pending  of  any  such  application  to  the  court 
shall  not  in  the  meantime  hinder  the  progress  of  the  work. 

Sec.  9.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  company  hereby  incorporated, 
to  construct  said  canal  and  slack  water,  of  such  width  and  depth,  with  locks 
of  such  dimensions  as  will  be  most  convenient  for  canal  and  slack  water 
navigation;  and  it  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  said  company  to  construct  a  bridge 
over  said  canal,  suitable  for  the  passage  of  carriages,  at  each  and  every 
place  where  a  state  or  county  road  crosses  the  same;  and  when  the  said  ca- 
bal is  so  made  and  completed,  it  shall  forever  thereafter  be  deemed  and  taken 
to  be  navigable  as  a  public  highway,  free  for  the  passage  of  boats,  and  for 
the  transportation  of  all  goods,  commodities  and  produce  whatsoever,  on 
the  payment  of  the  tolls  which  may  lawfully  be  required. 

Sec.  10.  That  the  State  shall  have  power,  at  any  time  after  the  ezpira* 
tion  of  fifteen  years  from  the  time  the  said  canal  shall  be  completed,  to  pur- 
chase and  hold  the  same  for  the  use  of  the  State,  by  paying  to  said  company 
the  original  cost  of  said  canal,  with  fifteen  per  centum  thereon;  of  which 
cost  an  accurate  account  shall  be  kept  and  submitted  to  the  General  Assem- 
bly, duly  attested  by  the  oath  of  the  oflScers  of  said  company,  whenever  the 
General  Assembly  shall  demand  the  same. 

Sec.  11.  That  when  the  whole  or  any  part  of  said  canal  and  slack 
water  is  completed,  according  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  this 
act,  the  president  and  directors  shall  have  power,  and  it  is  hereby  made 
their  duty,  to  ordain  and  estabUsh  a  rate  of  tolls,  which  shall  be  paid  upon 
vessels,  boats,  rafts,  or  other  property,  passing  on  such  part  or  whole  line  of 
the  canal  that  is  navigable;  and  for  the  collection  of  such  tolls,  the  presi- 
dent and  directors  shall  appoint  collectors,  and  establish  toll  houses,  at  all 
proper  places,  and  may  ask,  demand  and  receive  on  all  boats,  rafts,  vessels 
and  other  property,  passing  or  navigated  on  said  canal,  such  tolls  as  shall 
be  established  agreeably  to  the  provisions  of  this  act;  and  also,  may  rent, 
sell  and  dispose  of  any  superabundant  or  waste  of  water  of  the  canal:  Pr<h 
vt(ie(f.  That  after  the  lapse  of  twenty  years  from  the  completion  of  said  ca- 
nal, any  subsequent  Legislature  may  regulate  the  rate  of  tolls  which  scdd 
company  may  receive:  Provided,  nccerthekss,  That  they  do  not  reduce  them 
to  a  lower  rate  than  may  be  charged  on  the  Ohio  and  Erie  canal. 

Sec.  12.  That  the  president  and  directors  shall  annually  or  semi-annu- 
ally declare  a  dividend  of  the  nett  profits  arising  from  the  tolls,  or  from  any 
other  source,  reserving  such  sum  or  sums  as  will  defray  the  necessary  cur- 
rent and  probable  contingent  expenses;  which  diridend  shall  be  paid  or  pas- 
sed to  the  credit  of  the  stockholders  severally,  in  proportion  to  the  shares 
which  each  may  hold  in  the  stock  of  said  company. 

Sec.  13.  That  the  company  shall  be  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  all  laws 
which  are  or  shall  be  in  force  for  the  collection  of  tolls,  and  for  the  protec- 
tion of  any  canals  constructed  by  this  State,  so  far  as  such  law  or  laws  shall 
be  necessary  to  insure  the  collection  of  tolls,  and  for  the  protection  of  the

canal  and  other  property,  which  thecompaDj  may  lawfully  hold,  in  order  to 
carry  into  efTect  the  provisions  of  this  act.

ward Husted,  and  their  associates,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  created  a  body 
politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  and  style  of  "The  First  Presbyterian 
Church,"  in  Clarksfield,  in  Huron  county;  with  perpetual  succession,  and 
shall  be  capable,  in  their  corporate  capacity,  to  contract  and  be  contract-

Knaggs,  and  their  associates,  together  with  such  persons  a^  may  hereafter 
become  associated  with  them,  members  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
and  Society  of  Maumee  and  Miami  city,  in  Lucas  county,  be  and  they  are

perty, real,  personal  or. mixed:  Provided^  Thtt  the  annual  income  of  all

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^ 
That  Jesse  Hubbell,  L.  D.  Hovey,  Rodney  Downing,  Bartlet  Paine,  Jabez 
Benedict,  and  their  associates,  together  with  such  as  may  hereafter  be  ap- 
pointed with  them,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  created  a  body  corporate  and 
politic,  by  the  name  of  the  **  Rutland  Library  Association,"  with  perpetual 
succession;  and  by  their  corporate  name  may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and 
be  impleaded,  in  all  courts  ollaw  and  equity  in  this  State  and  elsewhere; 
may  have  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  to  aUer  at  pleasure;  shall  be  capa« 
ble  of  holding  personal  and  real  estate,  by  gift,  grant,  or  devise,  and  may 
sell,  dispose  of,  and  convey  the  same;  and  they  shall  have  power  to  form 
and  ratify  a  constitution,  and  adopt  by-laws  for  the  government  of  said 
corporation,  the  arrangement  of,  and  regulation  of  its  fiscal  concerns,  the 
admission  of  its  members,  and  appointment  of  its  officers:  together  with  all 
po,wer  necessary  for  the  corporate  existence,  and  the  proper  and  efficient 
'  management  of  its  concerns:  Provided^  The  funds  of  said  society  shall  be 
applied  to  no  other  purpose  than  that  of  supporting  a  library  in  said  town 
of  Rutland. 
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Sec.  2.  ThafJesse  Hubbell,  L.  D.  Hovey,  Rodaey  Downing,  Bartler 
Paine  and  Jabez  Benedict,  be  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  trustees, 
with  full  power  and  authority  to  conduct  all  and  singular  the  concerns 
of  said  association,  until  others  shall  be  elected  under  this  act. 

Sec.  3.  That  any  future  Legislature  shall  have  power  to  alter,  modify 
or  repeal  this  act:  Provided^  Such  modification  or  repeal  shall  not  afiect 
the  title  to  any  real  or  personal  estate  acquired  or  conveyed  under  its  pro- 
visions, or  divert  the  same  to  any  other  use  than  originally  intended*

To  incorporate  the  Columbus  and  MarysvUle  Rail-road  Companj. 

Sec.  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  That 
Levi  Phelps,  Alexander  Pollock,  Samuel  B.  Johnson,  Silas  G.  Strong,  Cy- 
prian Lee, Stephen  M'Lain,  and  W,  C.  Lawrence,  ofUnion county;  Alex- 
ander Thompson,  Eri  Strong,  and  Obed  Taylor,  of  the  county  of  Hardin; 
«Lnd  John  M'Elvain,  of  the  county  of  Franklin,  together,  with  such  other 
persons  as  may  hereafter  become  associated  with  them,  in  the  manner 
tiereinafter  prescribed,  their  successors  and  assigns,  be,  and  are  hereby 
created  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name  of  "The  Columbus  and 
Marysville  Rail-road  Company;''  and  by  that  name  shall  be  and  are  here- 
by made  capable  in  law,  to  purchase,  hold,  enjoy,  and  retain  to  them,  and 
their  successors,  such  lands,  tenements,  and  hereditaments,  as  may  be  ne- 
cessary for  the  construction  and  use  of  said  road,  or  such  as  may  have 
been  granted  to  the  company  by  way  of  donation,  to  aid  in  the  construc- 
tion thereof,  and  the  same  to  sell,  grant,  rent,  or  in  any  manner  dispose  of; 
and  to  contract  and  be  contracted  with;  and  if  either  of  the  persons 
named  in  this  section  shall  die,  or  refuse  ox  neglect  to  exercise  the 
powers  and  discharge  the  duties  hereby  created,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  remaining  persons  hereinbefore  named,  or  majority  of  them,  to  appoint 
some  suitable  person  or  persons  to  fill  such  vacancy  or  vacancies  so  often 
as  the  same  shall  occur. 

Sec.  2.  That  said  corporation  are  hereby  empowered  to  cause  such 
examinations  and  surveys  to  be  made  between  Columbus  and  Marysville, 
as  shall  be  neces3ary  to  ascertain  the  most  advantageous  route  whereon  to 
construct  a  rail-road,  and  shall  cause  an  estimate  to  be  made  of  the  proba- 
ble cost  thereof,  for  each  mile  separately;  and  the  said  corporation  shall 
be,  and  they  are  hereby  invested  with  a  right  to  construct  a  rail-road,  with 
one  or  more  rail-ways  or  tracks,  from  the  city  of  Columbu^  to  the  town 
Marysville,  and  thence  to  the  Mad  river  and  Lake  Erie  Rail-road,  at  or 
near  the  Big  Spring,  in  Logan  county.

Sec*  3.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  shall  be  three  hun- 
dred and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  and  shall  be  divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dol- 
lars each;  and  five  dollars  on  each  share  shall  be  paid  at  the  time  of  sub- 
scribing. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  above  named  persons,  or  a  majority  of  them,  or  the 
survivors  of  them,  are  authorized  to  open  books  for  receiving  subscriptions 
to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company,  and  shall  prescribe  the  form  ot  such 
subscriptions;  which  books  shall  be  opened  within  two  years  from  the  pass- 
age of  this  act,  at  such  place  or  places  as  they  may  deem  expedient,  giving 
twenty  days  notice  in  some  newspaper  in  general  circulation  along  the 
routes,  of  the  time  and  place,  or  times  and  places  of  opening  said  books: 
and  they  shall  be  kept  open  at  least  ten  day?. 

Sec.  5.  That  as  soon  as  said  stock,  or  fifty  thousand  dollars  thereof, 
shall  have  been  subscribed,  the  above  named  persons,  or  the  same  number 
thereof  as  shall  have  given  the  notice  above  required,  shall  give  like  no- 
tice for  a  meeting  of tne stockholders  to  choose  directors,  at  sometime,  at 
least  thirty  days  thereafter,  and  at  some  place  within  said  county  of  Logan, 
and  the  county  of  Union;andif  at  such  time  and  place,  the  holders  of  one  half 
or  more  of  said  stock  subscribed  shall  attend,  either  in  person  or  by  lawful 
proxy,  they  shall  proceed  to  choose  from  the  stockholders,  by  ba]Iot,nine  di^ 
rectors,  each  share  of  capital  stock  entitling  the  owner  to  one  vote;  and  at 
such  election,  the  persons  named  iii  the  first  section  of  this  act,  or  those 
appointed  by  its  provisions  to  fill  vacancies  which  may  have  occurred,  or 
any  three  of  them,  if  no  more  be  present,  shall  be  inspectors  of  such  elec- 
tion, and  shall  certify  in  writing,  signed  by  them,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
what  persons  are  elected  directors;  and  if  two  or  more  have  an  equal  nuoh 
ber  01  votes,  such  inspectors  shall  determine  by  lol,  which  of  them  shall 
be  director  or  directors,  to  complete  the  number  required,  and  shall  cer- 
tify the  same  in  like  manner;  and  said  inspectors  shall  appoint  the  time 
and  place  of  holding  the  first  meeting  of  directors,  at  which  meeting  ama- 
jprity  shall  form  a  board  competent  to  transact  all  business  of  the  compa- 
ny; and  thereafter  a  new  election  of  directors  shall  be  made  annually,  at 
such  time  and  place  as  the  stockholders  at  their  first  meeting  shall  appoint; 
and  if  the  stocKholders  shall,  at  their  first  meeting,  fail  to  appoint  the  day 
of  such  election,  then  it  shall  be  holden  in  the  succeeding  year,  on  the  same 
day  of  the  same  month  on  which  said  first  election  was  holden,  unless  the 
same  should  be  the  first  day  of  the  week,  in  which  case  it  shall  be 
holden  on  the  day  next  succeeding:  and  if  no  election  be  made  on  the 
day  appointed,  said  company  shall  not  be  dissolved,  but  such  election  may 
be  made  at  any  time  appointed  by  the  by-laws  of  said  company;  and  di- 
rectors chosen  at  any  election  shall  remain  directors  until  others  are  cho- 
sen; and  directors  chosen  at  any  election  shall^  as  soon  thereafter  as  may 
be,  choose  of  their  own  number  one  person  to  be  president,  and  another  to 
be  treasurer  of  such  company,  and  another  to  be  secretary  of  said  compa- 
ny; and  from  time  to  time  may  choose  such  other  officers  as  by  their  oy- 
laws  they  mav  designate  a?  necessary:  Provided^  No  person  shall  be  a  di- 
rector of  such  company,  who  is  not  a  citizen  of  the  State  of  Ohio. 

Sec.  6.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company  may  require 
payment  of  the  subscription  of  the  capital  stock,  at  such  times  and  places, 
and  in  such  proportions  apd  on  such  conditions,  as  they  iqay  think  expe- 
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dient:  Provided^  That  notice  of  such  requisition  shall  be  first  given  in  some 
Newspaper  printed  and  in  general  circulation  in  the  counties  in  which  said 
road  may  be  located;  and  if  any  stockholder  shall  fail  or  neglect  to  pay  his 
sabscription  to  the  capital  stock,  or  such  part  thereof  as  shall  be  thus  re- 

5|uired,  for  the  space  of  sixty  days  after  the  time  appointed  by  said  notice 
or  the  payment  thereof,  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company  may 
^11  at  public  vendue  so  many  shares  of  such  delinquent  stockholder,  as  may 
be  necessary  to  pay  such  requisition,  and  all  necessary  expenses  incurred 
in  making  said  sale;  and  the  share  or  shares  so  sold,  shall  be  transferred 
to  the  purchaser;  paying  the  overplus^,  if  any,  to  said  delinquent,  on  de- 
mand. 

Sec.  7.  That  the  directors  of  said  company  shall* have  power  to 
make,  from  time  to  time,  all  needful  rules,  regulations  and  by-laws,  touching 
the  business  of  said  company,  and  to  determine  the  number  of  tracks 
or  rail-ways  upon  said  road,  and  the  width  thereof,  and  the  description 
of  carriages  which  may  be  used  thereon;  to  regulate  the  time  and  manner 
in  which  passengers  or  goods  shall  be  transported  thereon,  and  the  man-' 
ner  of  collecting  tolls  for  such  transportation;  and  to  fix  penalties  for  the 
breach  of  any  such  rule,  regulation  or  by-law,  and  to  direct  the  mode  and 
condition  of  transferring  the  stock  of  said  company;  and  penalties;  pro- 
vided for  by  said  by-laws,  may  be  sued  for  by  any  person  or  persons  au- 
thorized thereto,  in  the  name  of  said  company,  and  recovered  in  an  action* 
of  debt,  before  any  court  having  jurisdiction  of  the  amount;  and  sdd  com- 
pany may  erect  and  maintain  tollhouses,  and  such  other  buildings  and 
fixtures,  for  the  accommodation  of  those  using  said  road,  and  of  themselves,' 
as  they  may  deem  in  any  way  necessary  for  their  interest  or  convenience. 
Sec.  8.  That  said  company  shall  have  a  right  to  enter  upon  any  lands,' 
to  survey  and  lay  down  said  road,  not  exceeding  one  hundred  feet  in 
width,  and  to  take  any  materials  necessary  for  the  construction  of  said 
road;  and  whenever  any  lands  or  materials  shall  be  taken  for  the  construc- 
tion of  said  road,  and  the  same  shall  not  be  given  or  granted  to  said  cdm- 
pany,  and  the  owners  thereof  do  not  agree  with  said  company,  as  to  the 
compensation  to  be  paid  therefor,  the  person  or  persons  claiming  corfi- 
pensation  as  aforesaid,  or  the  owner  or  owners  thereof  are  not  resi- 
dent«9  of  said  county,  or  minors,  insane  persons,  or  married  wofnen, 
thenthe  agent  of  such  non-residents,  guardian  or  guardians  of  such  minor 
OK  minors,  and  insane  persons,  and  the  husbands  of  such  married  wo- 
men, may  select  for  themselves  an  arbitrator,  and  the  said  company 
shall  select  one  arbitrator, and  the  two  thus  selected  shall  take  to  themselves 
a  third,  who  shall  be  sworn  and  paid,  as  arbitrators  in  other  cases;  and  the 
three,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  award  as  arbitrators  between  the  par- 
tiej,  and  render  copies  of  their  award  to  each  of  the  parties,  in  writing, 
from  which  award  cither  party  may  appeal  to  the  court  of  common  pleas 
for  the  county  in  which  such  lands  or  materials  may  have  been  situated; 
and  in  all  cases  where  compensation  shall  in  any  manner  be  claimed  for 
lands,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  arbitrators  and  the  court,  to  estimate  any 
advantage  which  the  location  and  construction  of  said  road  may  be  to  the 
claimant  for  such  compensation,  and  the  value  of  such  advantage,  if  any, 
shall  be  set  off  against  the  compensation  so  claimed  of  said  company:  and 
appeals  in  such  cases  shall,  when  taken,  be  in  all  respects  proceeded  in  as 
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appeals  in  other  cases  to  said  court,  and  be  brought  into  said  court,  by  filii^ 
the  award  with  the  clerk  of  said  court,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  enter  the 
same  on  the  docket  of  said  court,  setting  down  the  claimant  or  claimants 
as  plaintiff,  and  said  company  as  defendants;  and  when  the  valuation,  so 
ascertained,  shall  be  paid  or  tendered  by  said  company,  said  company  shall 
have  the  same  right  to  retain,  own,  hold  and  possess  said  lands  and  materials, 
as  fully  and  absolutely,  as  if  the  same  had  been  granted  and  conveyed  to 
said  company  by  deed,  so  long  as  the  same  may  be  used  for  the  purpose 
of  said  road. 

Sec*  9.  That  the  said  company  may  construct  the  said  rail-road  across  or 
upon  any  lands,  public  road,  highway,  stream  of  water  or  water  course,  if 
tiie  same  shall  be  necessary;  but  the  said  company  shall  restore  such  lands^ 
roads,  highway,  stream  of  water  or  water  course,  to  its  former  state,  or  in 
sufficient  manner  so  as  not  to  impair  the  usefulness  of  such  lands,  road^ 
highway,  water  or  water  course,  to  the  owner  or  the  public,  without 
unnecessary  delay;  and  whenever  said  road  shall  pass  through  the  lanes 
of  any  individual,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  company  to  provide  for  said 
individual  proper  wagon  ways  from  one  part  of  his  land  to  the  other,  as 
soon  as  practicable. 

Sec.  10.  That  any  rail-way  company,  now,  or  yet  to  be  chartered  by 
law  of  this  State,  shall  have  power  to  join  and  unite  with  the  road  hereby 
incorporated,  and  any  point  which  the  directors  of  said  company  may  think 
advisable,  on  such  terms  as  the  directors  of  such  companies  may  respect- 
ively agree;  and  full  right  and  privilege  is  hereby  reserved  to  the  Stsite, 
or  individuals,  or  any  company  incorporated  by  law  of  this  State,  to  cross 
this  road  with  any  other  road:  Provided^  That  in  so  crossing,  no  injury 
shall  be  done  to  the  works  of  the  company  hereby  incorporated. 

Sec.  1 1.  That  said  company  may  demand  and  receive  for  tolls  upon, 
and  the  transportation  of  persons,  goods,  produce,  merchandize^  or  pro- 
perty of  any  kind  whatsoever,  transported  by  them  along  said  rail-way, 
any  sum  not  exceeding  the  following  rates:  on  all  goods,  merchancUze  or 
property  of  any  description  whatsoever,  transported  by  them,  a  sum  not 
exceeding  one  and  a  half  cents  per  mile,  for  toll;  five  cents  on  a  ton  per 
mile,  for  transportation,  on  all  goods,  produce,  merchandize  or  property  of 
any  description  whatsoever,  transported  by  them  or  their  agents;  and 
for  the  transportation  of  passengers,  not  exceeding  three  cents  per  mile, 
for  each  passenger. 

Sec  12.  That  all  persons  paying  toll  aforesaid,  may,  with  suitable 
and  proper  carriages,  use  and  travel  upon  the  said  rail-road;  always 
subject,  however,  to  such  rules  and  regulations,  as  said  company  are  au- 
thorized to  make,  by  the  seventh  section  of  this  act. 

Sec.  13.  That  if  proceedings  be  not  had,  under  this  act,  and  at  least 
one-fourth  part  of  said  road  within  three  years  from  the  taking  effect  there- 
of, and  if  said  road  be  put  under  contract,  and  be  not  completed  within 
ten  years  thereafter,  then  this  act  to  be  void  and  of  no  effect. 

Sec.  14.  That  so  soon  as  the  amount  of  tolls  accruing  and  received 
for  the  use  of  said  road,  or  any  part  thereof,  according  to  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  shall  exceed  five  per  cent,  on  the  amount  of  capital  stock  paid  in, 
after  deducting  therefrom  the  expenses  and  liabilities  of  said  company,  tne 
directors  of  said  company  shall  make  a  dividend  of  such  nett  profits,  among

the  stockholders,  m  proportion  to  their  respective  shares;  and  no  con  tin* 
gent  or  accumulating  fund,  exceeding  one  per  centum  of  the  profits  of  said 
company,  shall  remam  undivided  for  more  than  six  months. 

Sec.  15.  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  wilfully  obstruct,  or  in  any 
way  spoil,  injure  or  destroy  said  road,  or  either  of  its  branches,  or  any  thing 
belonging  or  incident  thereto,  or  any  materials  to  be  used  in  the  construe- 
tion  thereof,  or  any  buildings,  fixtures  or  carriages,  erected  or  constructed 
for  the  use  or  convenience  thereof,  such  person  or  persons  shall  each  be 
liable  for  every  such  offence,  to  treble  the  damages  sustained  thereby;  to 
be  recovered  by  an  action  of  debt,  in  any  court  having  jurisdiction  of  that 
amount. 

Sec.  IS.  That  if  the  Legislature  of  this  State  shall,  after  the  expira* 
tion  of  thirty-five  years  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  make  provision  by 
law  for  the  repayment  to  said  company  of  the  amount  expended  by  them 
in  the  construction  of  said  rail-road,  and  of  the  value  of  the  necessary  per- 
manent fixtures  thereto  at  the  time,  with  an  addition  of  fifteen  per  cent.^ 
thereon;  of  which  expenditure  an  accurate  statement,  in  writing,  attested 
by  the  oaths  or  affirmations  of  the  officers  of  said  company,  shall  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  General  Assembly,  if  required,  then  said  rotul  and  fixtures 
shall  vest  in,  and  become  the  property  of  the  State  of  Ohio- 
Sec.  17.  Whenever  the  dividends  of  said  company  shall  exceed  the 
rate  of  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  the  Legislature  of  this  State  may  impose 
such  reasonable  tax  on  the  amount  of  said  dividend,  as  may  be  received 
from  other  rail*road  companies.

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  CreTieral  Assembly  of  the  State  of  OhiOf 
That  William  B.  Hubbard,  William  McMahon,  Robert  H.  Miller,  Daniel 
Peck,  William  C.  Kirker,  Doct.  John  Campbell,  David  Allen,  John  McCart- 
ney,  Jacob  Halloway,  and  Moses  Rhodes,  of  the  county  of  Belmont;  Wil- 
liam 6.  Smith,  John  Chalfant,  Samuel  Skinner,  Samuel  Calvin,  Thomas  P. 
Jenkins,  William  Shotwell  and  John  Norris,  of  the  county  of  Harrison; 
James  McCue,  Samuel  Shane,  Samael  Douglass,  George  Slingluff  and 
Michael  Urick,  of  the  county  of  Tuscarawas;  Josephs.  Lake  and  James

jority of  them,  may  cause  books  to  be  opened  at  such  times  and  places  as

Sec.  3*  That  the  capital  stock  of  the  Stillwater  and  Maumee  Rail-road 
Company,  shall  be  fifteen  hundred  thousand  dollars,  and  shall  be  divided 
into  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each;  which  shares  may  be  subscribed 
for  by  individuals;  and  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  said  rail-road  com- 
pany to  commence  the  construction  of  the  said  rail-road,  or  may  exercise 
and  enjoy  all  the  powers  and  privileges  conferred  by  this  act,  as  soon  as  fifty 
thousand  dollars  shall  be  subscribed  to  said  stock. 

Sec.  3.  That  all  persons  who  shall  become  stockholders  pursuant  to 
this  act,  shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby  created  a  body  corporate,  and  shall 
be  and  remain  a  corporation  forever, under  the  name  of  "The  Stillwater 
and  Maumee  Rail-road  Company;"  and  by  that  name,  shall  be  capable  in 
law  of  purchasing,  holding,  selling,  leasing  and  conveying  estates,  real, 
personal  and  mixed,  so  far  as  the  same  shall  be  necessary  for  the  purposes 
Hereinafter  mentioned,  and  no  further;  and  shall  have  perpetual  succession; 
and  by  said  corporate  name,  may  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and 
be  sued,  and  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  which  they  shall  have  power  to 
alter  or  renew  at  their  pleasure. 

Sec.  4.  That  upon  every  subscription  there  shall  be  paid  at  the  time 
of  subscribing,  to  the  commissioners,  or  their  agents  appointed  to  receive 
such  subscriptions,  the  sum  of  five  dollars  on  every  share  subscribed;  and 
the  residue  thereof  shall  be  paid  in  such  instalments,  and  at  such  times,  as 
may  be  required  by  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company:  Provided^ 
That  no  payments  other  than  the  first  shall  be  demanded,  until  at  least 
thirty  days  public  notice  of  such  demand  shall  have  been  given  by  said  pre- 
sident and  directors,  in  at  least  three  newspapers  in  general  circulation  in 
three  of  the  counties  through  which  said  rail-road  may  run;  and  if  any 
stockholder  or  stockholders  shall  fail  or  neglect  to  pay  any  instalment,  or 
part  of  said  subscription  thus  demanded,  for  the  space  of  sixty  days  next 
after  the  time  the  same  shall  be  due  and  payable,  the  said  president  and 
directors,  upon  giving  at  least  thirty  days  notice  thereof,  in  manner  afore- 
said, may,  and  they  arc  hereby  authorized  to  sell  at  public  vendue  so  many 
of  the  shares  of  such  delinquent  stockholder  or  stockholders  as  shall  be  ne- 
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ceseary  to  pay  such  instalment  and  the  expense  of  advertising,  and  transfer 
the  shares  so  sold  to  the  purchaser;  and  the  residue  of  the  money  arising 
from  such  sale,  after  paying  such  instalment  and  expense,  shall  be  paid  to 
8uch  stockholder  on  demand. 

Sec.  5.  That  at  the  expiration  of  fourteen  days,  for  which  the  books 
are  first  opened,  if  five  hundred  shares  of  said  capital  stock  shall  have  been 
subscribed,  or  if  not,  as  soon  thereafter  as  the  same  sh^ll  be  subscribed,  if 
within  three  years  after  the  first  opening  of  the  said  books,  the  said  com- 
missioners, or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  call  ti  general  meeting  of  the  stock- 
holders at  such  time  and  place  as  they  may  appoint,  and  shall  give  at  least 
thirty  days  previous  notice  thereof  in  three  public  newspapers  pnnted  in 
three  of  the  counties  through  which  said  road  may  pass;  and  at  such  meet- 
ing, the  said  commissioners  shall  lay  the  subscription  books  before  the  stock- 
holders then  and  there  present;  and  thereupon  the  said  stockholders,  or  a 
majority  of  them,  shall  elect  nine  directors  by  ballot;  a  majority  of  whom 
shall  be  competent  to  manage  the  afiairsof  said  company;  they  shall  have 
the  power  of  electing  a  president  of  said  company,  either  from  among  the 
directors  or  others  of  said  stockholders,  and  of  allowiog  him  such  compen- 
sation for  his  services  as  they  may  deem  proper;  and  in  said  election,  and 
OQ  all  other  occasions  wherein  a  vote  of  the  stockholders  of  said  company 
is  to  be  taken,  each  stockholder  is  to  be  allowed  one  vote  for  every  share 
owned  by  him  or  her;  and  every  stockholder  may  depute  any  person  or 
persons  to  vote  and  act  for  him  or  her,  as  his  or  her  proxy;  and  the  commis- 
sioners aforesaid,  or  any  ^ve  of  them,  shall  be  judges  of  the  election  of  said 
directors. 

Sec.  6.  That  to  continue  the  succession  of  the  president  and  directors 
of  said  company,  nine  directors  shall  be  chosen  annually,  on  the  first  Mon- 
day of  October  in  every  year,  at  such  place  as  the  majority  of  the  directors 
shall  appoint;  and  if  any  vacancy  shall  occur  by  death,  resignation  or  other- 
wise, or  if  any  president  or  director,  before  the  year  for  which  he  was  elected 
has  expired,  a  person  to  fill  such  vacant  place  for  the  residue  of  the  year 
may  be  appointed  by  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company,  or  a 
majority  of  them;  and  the  president  and  directors  of  the  company  shall 
hold  and  exercise  their  oflices  until  a  new  election  of  president  and  direc- 
tors; and  that  all  elections  which  are  by  this  act,  or  the  by-laws  of  the  com- 
pany, to  be  made  on  a  particular  day,  or  a  particular  time,  if  not  made 
on  such  day  or  time,  may  be  made  at  any  time  within  thirty  days  there- 
after. 

Sec.  7.  That  a  general  meeting  of  the  stockholders  of  said  company 
shall  be  held  annually,  at  the  time  and  place  appointed  for  the  election  of 
the  president  and  directors  of  said  company;  that  they  may  be  called  at 
any  time  during  the  interval  between  the  said  annual  meeting,  by  the  pre 
sident  and  directors,  or  a  majority  of  them,  or  by  the  stockholders  owning 
at  least  one-fourth  of  the  stock  subscribed,  upon  giving  at  least  thirty  days 
public  notice  in  three  of  the  counties  through  which  said  rail-road  may 
pass,  of  the  time  and  place  of  holding  the  same;  and  when  any  such  meet- 
ings are  called,  by  the  stockholders,  such  notice  shall  specify  the  particular 
object  of  the  call;  and  if,  at  any  such  called  meeting, a  majority  (in  value) 
of  the  stockholders  of  said  company  are  not  present  in  person  or  by  proxy, 
<uch  meeting  shall  be  adjourned  from  day  to  day  without  transacting  any 
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business,  for  aoy  time,  not  exceeding  three  days;  and  if,  within  said  three 
days,  stockholders,  holding  a  majority  in  value  of  the  stock  subscribed,  do 
not  thus  attend,  such  meeting  shall  be  dissolved. 

Sec.  8.  That  at  the  regular  annual  meeting  of  the  stockholders  of  said 
company,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  and  directors  in  office  for  the 
previous  year,  to  exhibit  a  (^ar  and  distinct  statement  of  the  afiairs  of  the 
company;  that  at  any  called  meeting  of  the  stockholders,  a  majority  of 
those  present  in  person  or  by  proxy,  may  require  similar  statements  from  the 
president  and  directors,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  furnish  them  when  thus  re- 
quired; and  at  all  general  meetings  of  the  stockholders,  a  majority  invalae 
of  all  the.  stockholders  of  said  company  may  remove  from  office  any  prea- 
dent  or  any  of  the  directors  of  said  company,  and  may  appoint  officers  in 
their  ptead. 

Sec.  9.  That  any  president  and  directors  of  ssud  company,  before  he 
acts  as  such,  shall  take  an  oath  or  affirmation  (as  the  case  may  be,)  that  he 
will  well  and  truly  discharge  the  duties  of.  said  office  to  the  bc»t  of  his  skill 
and  judgment. 

Sec.  10.  That  the  said  president  and  directors,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
may  appoint  all  such  officers,  engineers,  agents  or  servants  whatsoever,  as 
they  may  deem  necessary  for  the  transaction  of  the  business  of  the  com- 
pany, and  may  remove  any  of  them  at  their  pleasure;  that  they,  or  a  ma- 
jority of  them,  shall  have  power  to  determine  by  contract,  the  compen- 
sation of  all  the  engineers,  officers,  agents,  or  servants,  in  the  employ  of 
said  company:  and  to  determine  by  their  by-laws  the  manner  of  adjusting 
and  settling  all  accounts  against  the  said  company;  and,  also,  the  manner 
and  evidence  of  transfer  of  stock  in  said  company;  and  they,  or  a  majority 
of  them,  shall  have  the  power  to  pass  all  by-laws,  which  they  may  deem 
necessarjr  or  proper  for  exercising  all  the  powers  vested  in  the  company 
hereby  incorporated,  and  for  carrying  the  objects  of  this  act  into  enect: 
Provided,  only,  That  such  by-laws  shall  not  be  contrary  to  the  laws  of  this 
State  or  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  1 1  •  That  if  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  deemed  in- 
sufficient for  the  purposes  of  this  act,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the 
president  and  directors  of  said  company,  or  a  majority  of  them,  from  time 
to  time,  to  increase  the  capital  stock,  by  the  addition  of  as  many  shares  as 
they  may  deem  necessary,  not  exceeding  in  amount  the  sum  of  five  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars,  which  they  may,  at  their  option  cause  to  be  su)>- 
scribed,  giving  notice  in  the  manner  herein  before  prescribed;  or  may  sell 
the  same,  for  the  benefit  of  the  said  company. 

[Sec.  1 2.]  That  the  said  corporation  shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby 
vested  with  the  right  to  construct  a  double  or  Single  rail-road,  from  a  point 
on  Stillwater,  in  the  State  of  Ohio,  where  the  Stillwater  Navigation  and 
Rail-road  Company  may  make,  the  point  of  termination  for  their  rail-road 
on  said  Stillwater,  to  or  near  the  mouth  of  Maumee  river,  so  as  to  termi- 
naie  at  or  near  the  termination  of  the  Wabash  and  Erie  canal ;  or  to  con- 
nect with  the  Ohio  Rail-road  at  such  point  as  said  company  shall  deem  ex- 
pedient; making  such  other  intermediate  points  as  may  hereafter  be  found 
necessary ;  to  transport,  take  and  carry  property  and  persons  upon  the 
same,  by  the  power  and  force  of  steam,  of  animals,  or  of  any  mechank^at 
or  other  power,  or  of  any  combination  of  them,  which  the  said  corporation 
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may  choose  to  carry:  Protided^  however^  That  if  the  said  Stillwater  and 
Rail-road  company  should  not  iix  the  point  of  termination  of  their  said  rail- 
road on  the  said  Stillwater,  within  two  years  from  and  after  the  passsigeof 
this  act,  then,  and  in  that  case,- it  shall.be  the  duty  of  the  president  and  di- 
rectors of  this  cortipany,  6t  a  majority  of  tljem,  to  fix  the  point  of  com- 
mencement for  said  rail-road  somewhere  on  said  Stillwater:  Avd provided^ 
alsQ^  That  if  the  termination  of  the  Wabash  and  Erie  Canal  should  not  be 
fixed  in  the  State  of  Ohio,  within  two  years  after  the  passage  of  this  act, 
then,  and  in  that  case,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  and  directors  of 
this  company,  or  a  majority  of  them,  to  fix  the  point  of  termination  of  said 
rail-road  as  before  provided. 

Sec.  13.  That  the  prei^ident  and  directors  of  said  company  shall  be, 
aftd  they  are  hereby  invested  with  all  rights  and  powers  necessary  for  the 
location^  construction  and  repair  of  said  road,  not  exceeding  one  hundred 
feet  wide,  with  so  many  sets  of  tracks  as  the  said  president  and  directors 
may  deem  necessary,  and  they  may  cause  to  be  made,  or  contract  with 
others  for  making  the  said  rail-foad,  t>r  any  part  thereof;  and  they,  or  their 
agents,  or  Ihose  with  whom  they  may  contract  for  making  any  part  of  the 
same,  may  enter  upon,  and  use  and  occupy  any  land  which  may  be  wanted 
for  the  site  of  said  road,  or  for  any  other  purpose  necessary  and  useful  in 
the  construction,  or  in  the  repair  of  said  road  or  its  works,  and  that  they 
may  build  bridges,  may  fix  scales  and  weights,  may  lay  rails,  may  take  and 
use  any  earth,  timber,  gravel,  stone  or  other  materials  which  may  be  want- 
ed for  the  construction  or  repair  of  any  part  of  said  road,  or  any  of  its 
works;  and  may  make  and  construct  all  works  whatsoever,  which  may  be 
necessary  in  the  construction  of  said  road. 

Sec.  14.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company,  or  a  ma- 
jority of  them^  or  any  person  or  persons  authorized  by  a  majority  of  them, 
may  agree  with  the  owner  or  owners  of  any  land  or  lands,  earth,  timber, 
gravel  or  stone,  or  other  materials,  or  any  improvements  which  may  be 
wanted  for  the  construction  or  repair  of  said  road,  or  any  of  its  works,  for 
the  purchase  or  use,  or  occupation  of  the  same;  and  if  they  cannot  agree, 
and  if  the  owner  or  owners,  or  any  of  them,  be  a  feme  covert^  under  age, 
non  compos  mentutj  or  out  of  the  county  in  which  the  property  wanted  may 
lie,  when  such  land  and  materials  may  be  wanted,  application  may  be  made 
to  any  jdstice  of  the  peace  in  the  township  where  such  property  may  be, 
who  shall  thereupon  issue  his  warrdnt,  under  his  hand  and  seal,  directed 
to  the  constable  of  said  township,  or  the  sheriff  of  the  county  in  which  said 
township  may  be  situated,  or  some  disinterested  person  if  the  constable 
or  sheriff  be  interested,  requiring  him  to  summons  a  jury  of  twelve  inhabit- 
ants of  said  county,  not  related  or  in  any  wise  interested^  to  meet  on  the 
land,  or  near  to  the  other  property  or  materials,  to  be  valued  on  a  day 
named  in  the  warrant,  not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than  twenty  days  after 
the  issuing  of  the  same,  and  if,  at  the  said  time  and  place,  any  of  the  per- 
sons summoned  do  not  attend,  the  isaid  constable,  sheriff,  or  summoner  shall 
immediately  summons  as  many  persons  as  may  be  necessary,  with  the 
persons  in  attendance,  to  furnish  a  pannel  of  twelve  jurors  in  attendance; 
and  from  them  each  party,  itd,  his,  or  her  agent,  if  eitner  be  not  present  in 
person  or  by  agent,  the  constable,  sherifi^  or  other  summoner,  for  him,  her, 
it  or  them,  may  strike  off  three  jurors,  and  the  remaining  nine  shall  act  at 
63— L 
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H  jury  of  inquest  of  damages;  and  before  they  act  as  such,  said  constable^ 
sheriff,  or  other  sutnmoner  shall  administer  to  each  of  them  an  oath,  or 
affirmation,  as  the  case  may  be,  that  they  will  justly  and  impartially  value- 
the  damages  which  the  owner  or  owners  will  sustain  by  the  use  or  occu- 
pation of  the  same,  required  by  said  company;  and  the  jury  estimating  the 
damages,  if  for  the  ground  occupied  by  said  road,  shall  taJce  into  the  esti* 
mate  the  benefits  resulting  to  said  owner  or  owners,  -by  reason  of  said 
road  passing  through  or  upon  the  lands  of  such  owner  or  owners,  towards 
the  extinguishment  of  such  claim  for  damages;  and  the  said  jury  shall  re- 
duce their  inquisition  to  writing,  and  shall  sign  and  seal  the  same;  and  it 
shall  then  be  returned  to  the  clerk  of  the  court  of  common  pleas  for  said 
county,  and  by  said  clerk  filed  in' his  office,  and  shall  be  confirmed  by  said 
court  at  its  next  session,  if  no  cause  to  the  contrary  be  shown;  and 
when  confirmed,  shall  be  recorded  by  said  clerk,  at  the  expense  of  said 
company;  but  if  set  aside,  the  said  court  may  direct  another  inquisition  to 
be  taken  in  the  manner  above  prescribed;  and  such  inquisition  shall  de- 
scribe the  property  taken,  or  the  bounds  of  the  lands  condemned;  and  such 
valuation,  when  paid  or  tenjjered  to  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  property, 
or  his,  her,  or  their  lega)  representatives,  shall  entitle  said  company  to  the 
estate  and  interest  in  the  same,  thus  valued,  as  fully  as  if  it  had  been  con- 
veyed by  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  same,  so  long  as  the  same  shall  be 
used  for  the  purposes  of  said  road;  and  the  valuation,  if  not  received  when 
tendered^  may,at  any  time  thereafter,  be  received  from  the  company  with- 
out cost,  by  tne  owner  or  owners,  his,  her,  or  their  lagal  representative  or 
representatives;  and  that  such  constable,  sherifl^  or  other  summoner,  and 
jurors,  shall  be  entitled  to  demand  and  receive  from  the  said  company,  the 
same  fees,  as  are  allowed  for  like  services,  in  cases  of  fixing  the  valuation 
of  real  estate,  previous  to  sale  under  execution. 

Sec.  15.  Ihat  whenever  in  the  construction  of  such  road,  it  shall  be 
necessary  to  cross  or  intersect  any  established  rail-road  or  way,  it  shall  fie 
the  duty  of  said  president  and  directoi^s  of  said  company  so  to  construct 
the  said  rail-road  across  such  established  road  or  way,  as  qot  to  impede  the 
passage  or  transportation  of  persons  or  property  along  the  same,  or  when 
it  shall  be  necessary  to  pass  through  the  land  of  any  individual  or  individ- 
uals, it  shall  also  be  their  duty  to  provide  for  such  individual  or  individuals, 
proper  wagon  ways  across  said  road,  from  one  part  of  hi^  land  to  another, 
without  unnecessary  delay. 

Sec.  1 6.  That  if  said  company  should  neglect  to  provide  proper  wagon 
ways  across  said  road,  as  required  by  the  fifteenth  section  of  this  act,  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  any  individual  or  individuals  to  sue  said  company,  and 
to  be  entitled  to  such  damages,  as  a  jury  may  think  him,  her,  or  them  en- 
titled to,  for  such  neglect  or  refusal  on  the  part  of  said  company. 

Sec.  17.  That  whenever  it  shall  be  necessary  for  said  company  to 
have,  use  or  occupy  any  land,  or  materials,  in  the  construction  or  repair  of 
said  road,  or  any  part  thereof,  on  their  works  or  necessary  buildings,  the 
president  and  directors  of  the  said  company,  or  their  agents,  or  those  con- 
tracting with  them  for  making  Or  repairing  the  same,  may  immediately  take 
and  use  the  same;  they  having  first  caused  the  property  wanted,  to  be 
viewed  by  a  jury,  (formed  in  the  same  manner  herembefore  prescribed,) 
and  having  tendered  to  the  owner  of  the^  property  the  amount  assessed^ 
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in  those  cases  where  the  property  is  to  be  changed  or  altered,  bj^  aamix- 
ture  with  other  substances,  before  such  alteration  is  made;  and  that  it  shall 
be  necessary  after  such  view,  in  order  to  the  use  or  occupation  of  the 
same,  to  wait  the.  issue  of  the  proceedings  upon  such  view,  and  the  inquest 
of  the  jury,  after  confirmation,  and  after  payment  or  tender  of  the  valua- 
tion, shall  be  a  bar  to  all  actions  for  taking  or  using  such  property. 

Sec.  1 8.    That  [if  it]  shall  be  necessary  for  the  said  rail  road  company, 
in  the  selection  of  the  route,  or  construction  of  the  road  by  them  to  be  laid 
out  and  constructed,  or  any  part  of  it,  to  connect  the  same  with,  or  to 
use  any  turnpike,  road  or  bridge,  made  or  erected  by  any  company  or  per- 
sons incorporated,  or  authorized  by  any  law  of  this  State,  it  shall  be  lawful 
for  the  said  president  and  directors,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized,  to 
contract  or  agree  with  any  such  other  corporation  or  persons,  for  the 
right  to  use  such  road  or  bridge,  or  for  the  transfer  of  any  of  the  corporate 
or  other  rights  or  privileges  of  such  corporation  or  pei*$ons,  to  the  said 
company  hereby  incorporated;  and  every  such  other  corporation,  or  per- 
sons incorporated  by,  or  jacting  under  the  laws  of  this  State,  is,  and  are 
hereby  authorized  to  make  such  an  agreement,  contract,  or  transfer,  by 
and  through  the  agency  of  the  person  authorized  by  their  respective  acts 
of  incorporation,  to  exercise  their  corporate  powers,  or  by  such  persons  as 
by  any  law  of  this  State,  are  entrusted  with  the  management  and  direction 
of  such  turnpike,  road  or  bridge,  or  of  any  of  the  rights  and  privileges 
aforesaid;  and  every  contract,  agreement  or  transfer,  made  in  pursuance 
of  the  power  and  authority  hereby  granted,  when  executed,  by  the.  several 
parties  under  their  respective  corporate  seals,  or  otherwise  legally  authen- 
ticated, shall  vest  in  the  corppany  hereby  incorporated,  all  such  road, 
part  of  road,  rights  and  privileges,  and  the  right  to  use  and  enjoy  the  same, 
as  fully,  to  all  intents  and  purposes,  as  they  now  are,  or  might  be  used  and 
exercised  by  the  said  corporation,  or  persons  in  whom  they  are  now 
vested.  , 

Sec.  1 9.  That  the  president  and  directors  shall  have  power  to  purchase 
with  the  fundj  of  the  company,  and  place  on  the  rail-road  constructed  by 
them,  under  this  act,  all  machines,  wagons,  vehicles,  or  carriages  of  any 
description  whatsoever,  which  they  may  deem  necessary  or  proper,  for 
the  purpose  of  transporting  on  said  rail-road;  and  that  they  shall  have  full 
power  to  charge  for  tolls  upon,  and  transportation  of  goods,  produce,  mer- 
chandize, or  property  of  any  kind  whatsoever,  transported  by  them  along 
said  rail  way,  any  sum  not  exceeding  the  following  rates:  on  all  goods,  mer- 
chandize, or  property  of  any  description,  transported  by  them,  a  sum  not 
exceeding  one  and  a  half  cents  per  mile,  for  toll,  five  cents  per  ton  per 
mile,  for  transportation;  and  for  the  transportation  of  passengers,  not  ex- 
ceeding three  cents  per  mile  for  each  passenger;  and  all  persons  paying  the 
tolls  aforesaid,  and  furnishing  suitable  and  proper  cars  to  transport  pas- 
sengers, or  property  shall  be  entitled  to  have  the  same  drawn  on  said  road, 
by  the  corporation  hereby  created,  subject  to  their  general  rules  as  to  the 
time  of  departure  and  speed  of  said  cars. 

Sec.  20.  That  the  said  president  and  directors  shall,  annually  or  semi- 
anbually,  declare  and  make  such  dividends  as  they  may  deem  proper,  of 
the  nett  profits  arising  from  the  resources  of  said  company,  deducting  the 
necessary  current  and  probable  contingent  expenses^  and  that  they  shall 
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divide  the  same  among  the  stockholders,  of  said  company  in  proportioQ  to^ 
their  respective  shares. 

Sec.  21.  That  any  other  rail  road  company  now  or  hereafter  to  be 
chartered  by  law  of  this  State,  may  join  and  connect  any  rail  road  with 
the  road  hereby,  contemplated,  and  run  cars  upon  the  same,  subject  to  the 
rules  and  regulations  of  this  company,  as  to  the  construction  and  speed  of 
said  cars;  and  full  right  and  privilege  is  hereby  reserved  to  the  State,  or 
individuals,  or  any  company  incorporated  by  law  of  this  State,  to  cross 
this  road:  Prot^u/ei,  That  in  so  crossing,  no  injury  shall  be  done  to  the 
vorks  of  the  company  hereby  incorporated. 

Sec.  23.  That  if  any  person  or  persons,  shall  wilfully,  by  any  means 
tvhatsoever,  injure,  impair,  or  destroy  any  part  of  the  rail  road,  construct- 
ed by  said  company  under  this.act,  or  any  of  the  necessary  works,  build- 
ing, or  machinery  of  said  company,  such  person  or  persons  so  oflending, 
shall,  each  of  them,  for  every  such  offence,  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  said  com* 
pany  a  sum  not  exceeding  three  fold  the  damages  which  may  be  recover* 
ed  in  the  name  of  said  company,  by  an  action  of  debt,  in  any  court  of  com- 
mon pleas,  in  the  county  wherein  the  offence  shall  be  committed:  and 
shall  also  be  subject  to  indictment  in  said  court  and  upon  conviction  of 
such  offence  shall  be  punished  by  fine,  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dol- 
lars, and  imprisonment,  not  exceeding  thirty  days,  at  the  discretion  of 
the  court. 

Sec.  23.  That  if  the  said  rail  road  hereby  authorized  to  be  construct- 
ed, shall  not  be  commenced  within  three  years  from  the  passage  of  this 
act,  and  finished  within  ten  years  thereafter,  then  and  in  that  case,  the 
the  same  shall  be  null  and  void.    • 

Sec.  24.  Whenever  the  dividends  of  said  company  shall  exceed  six 
per  cent,  per  annum,  the  Legislature  may  impose  such  reasonable  tax  on 
the  amount  of  such  dividends  as  may  be  received  from  other  rail  road  con^ 
panics. 

Sec.  25.  That  the  State  shall  have  power,  at  any  time  after  the  ex- 
piration of  thirty-five  years  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  to  purchase  and 
hold  said  road  for  the  use  of  the.State,  at  a  price  not  exceeding  the  original 
cost  for  the  construction  of  the  road,  and  the  necessary  permanent  fix* 
tures  at  the  time  of  purchase,  and  fifteen  per  cent,  thereon;  of  which  cost 
an  accurate  statement  in  writing,  ishall  be  submitted  to  the  Greneral  As- 
sembly, duly  attested  by  the  oath  of  the  officers  of  said  company,  if  the 
General  Assembly  (require  it. 

Sec.  26.  Thai  this  act  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  public  aqt^  and  shall 
be  so  construed  in  all  courts. of  justice  and  elsewhere.

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AS  ACT 

To  incorpOTKte  the  town  of  West  Alexandria,  iii  the  eountj  of  Preble. 

Sec.  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  GeTieral  Assembly  of  the  State  of  OhiOy 
That  soTHuch  of  the  townships  of  Twin  and  Lanair,  in  the  county  of  Pre- 
ble, as  is  comprehended  in  the  plat  of  the  town  of  West  Alexandria,  to- 
gether with  such  plats  as  have  been,  or  may  hereafter  be  recorded  as  ad- 
ditions thereto,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  created  and  constituted  a  town 
corporate,  by  the  name  of  "The  Town  of  West  Alexandria." 

Sec.  3.  That  for  the  order  and  good  government  of  said  town,  and  the 
inhabitants  thereof,it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  white  male  inhabitants,  who  have 
resided  in  said  town  for  the  space  of  six  months  next  preceding  said  eleo 
tion,  having  the  qualifications  of  electors  of  members  of  the  General  As- 
sembly, to  meet  at  some  suitable  place  in  said  town  of  West  Alexandria, 
on  the  third  Monday  of  April  next,  and  at  such  place  as  the  town  coun- 
cil may  direct,  and  on  th&  third  Monday  of  April  annually  thereafter;  and 
then  and  there  proceed,  by  a  plurality  of  votes,  to  elect,  by  ballot,  one 
mayor,  one  recorder,  and  five  trustees,  who  shall  be  house^holders,  and  shall 
hold  their  respective  office  for  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  are 
elected  and  qualified;  such  mayor,  recorder,  and  trustees,  being  so  elected 
and  qualified,  shall  constitute  a  town  council,  any  five  of  whom  shall  con- 
stitute a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  any  business  pertaining  to  their  du- 
ties; but  any  less  number  shall  have  no  power,  other  than  to  adjourn  from 
^  time  to  time,  until  a  quorum  shall  have  been  convened. 

Sec.  3.  That  at  the  first  election  to  be  holden  under  this  act  there  shall 
be  chosen,  viva  voce^  by  the  electors  present,  two  judges  and  a  clerk  of 
said  election,  who  shall  each  take  an  oath  or  affirmation,  faithfully  to  dis- 
charge the  duties  required  of  them  by  this  act;  and  at  all  subsequent  elec- 
tions, the  trustees,  or  any  two  of  them  shall  be  judges,  and  the  recorder 
clerk  of  said  election;  and  at  all  elections  to  be  holden  under  this  act, 
the  polls  shall  be  opened  between  the  hours  of  one  and  two,  and  close 
at  four  o'clock,  P.  M.  of  said  day;  and  at  the  close  of  the  polls,  the 
votes  shall  be  counted,  and  a  true  statement  hereof  proclaimed  to  the 
electors  present,  by  one  of  the  judges;  and  the  clerk  shall  make  out  a  true 
record  thereof,  and  within  five  days  thereafter,  said  clerk  shall  give  notice 
to  the  persons  so  elected  of  their  elections;  and  it  ^hall  be  the  duty  of  said 
town  council,  at  least  ten  days  before  each  and  every  annual  election,  to 
give  notice  of  the  same,  by  setting  up  advertisements  at  three  of  the  most 
public  places  in  said  town. 

Sec.  4.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  mayor,  and  in  case  of  his  ab« 
sence  or  disability  to  serve,  the  recorder,  to  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the 
town  council;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  recorder  to  attetid  all  such 
meetings,  and  keep  a  {^\r  and  accurate  record  of  their  proceedings. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  town  council  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacanciet 
which  may  happen  in  said  board,  from  the  householders,  who  are  qualified 
electors  in  said  town;  whose  appoinment  shall  continue  until  the  next  an- 
nual election,  and  until  their  successors  are  duly  elected  and  qualified;  and 
whenever  it  shall  happen  that  neither  the  mayor  or  reootder  is  present  at 
any  such  meeting,  the  trustees  shall  have  power  to  appoint  one  of  their 
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own  number,  to  perform  the  daties  of  sach  mayor,  recorder,  or  both,  as  the 
case  may  be;  which  appointment  shall  be^m>  tempore* 

Sec.  6*  That  the  said  mayor,  recorder,  and  trustees  of  said  town, shall 
he  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  with  perpetual  succession,  to  be  known 
and  distinguished  by  the  name  and  title  of  ^^The  Town  Council  of  the  town 
of  West  Alexandria;''  and  shall  be  Capable  in  law,  in  their  corporate  name, 
to  acquire  property,  real,  personal  and  mixed,  for  the  use  of  said  town,  with 
power  to  sell  and  convey  the  same;  may  have  a  common  seal,  which  they 
may  alter,  break,  and  amend  at  pleasure;  may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and 
he  nnpleaded,  defend  and  be  defended,  in  any  courtof  competent  jurisdic- 
tion, whether  of  law  or  equity;  and  when  any  suit  shall  be  commenced 
against  said  corporation,  the  first  process  shall  be  by  summons;  an  attested 
copy  of  which  shall  be  left  with  the  recorder,  at  his  usual  place  of  abode, 
at  least  five  days  before  the  return  thereof* 

Sec*  7.  That  each  member  of  said  town  council  shall,  before  he  en- 
ters upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  take  an  oath  or  afllirmation  to  support 
the  constitution  of  the  United  States^  and  of  this  State,  and  also  an  oath 
or  affirmation  of  office. 

Sec.  8.  That  the  said  town  council  shall  have  power  to  ordain  and 
establish  by4aws,  rules  and  regulations,  for  the  government  of  said  town, 
and  the  same  to  alter,  repeal  or  amend,  at  pleasure;  to  provide  in  said  by- 
laws for  the  election  of  a  treasurer,  town  marshal,  and  all  the  subordinate 
officers  which  may  be  thought  necessary  for  the  good  government  and  well 
being  of  the  inhabitants  of  said  town;  to  prescribe  their  duties,  and  deler- 
inine  the  periods  of  their  appointment,  and  the  fees  they  shall  be  entitled  . 
to  receive  for  their  services;  and  to  require  of  them  to  qualify,  previous 
to  their  entering  upon  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices;  and  may  fur- 
ther require  of  them  a  bond,  with  security,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  dis- 
chai^e  of  their  respective  duties  as  officers  of  said  corporation;  the  town 
council  shall  have  power  to  affix  to  the  violation  of  the  by-laws  and  ordi- 
nances of  the  corporation,  such  reasonable  fines  and  penalties  as  they  may 
deem  proper,  to  enforce  obedience  to  the  same,  and  to  provide  for  the  dis- 

I)Osition  or  appropriation  of  said  fines  and  penalties:  Provided,  Such  by- 
aws  and  ordinances  be  not  inconsistent  with  the  constitution  and  laws  of 
the  United  States  and  of  this  State:  And  provided,  also.  That  no  by-laws, 
or  ordinance  of  said  corporation  shall  take  efifect,  or  be  in  force,  until  the 
Bame  shall  have  been  posted  up  for  two  weeks,  in  one  of  the  most  public 
places  in  said  corporation. 

Sec*  9.  That  the  town  council  shall,  at  the  expiration  of  each  and  eve- 
ry year,  cause  to  be  made  out  and  posted  up  as  aforesaid,  the  receipts  and 
expenditures  of  the  preceding  year. 

Sec.  10.  That  the  said  town  council  shall  have  power  to  regulate  and 
improve  the  lanes,  streets  and  alleys,  and  to  determine  the  width  of  the 
side  walks;  they  shall  have  power  to  remove  all  nuisances  and  obstruc- 
tions, from  the  streets  and  commons  of  said  .town,  or  provide  for  the 
removal  of  the  same,  and  lo  do  all  things  which  corporations  of  a  similar 
nature  can  do,  to  secure  the  peace,  health,  and  good  order  of  the  inhabit- 
ants of  said  town. 

Sec.  11.  That, for  the  purpose  of  more  effectually  enabling  said  town 
council  to  carry  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  act^  they  are  hereby  aii^ 
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horned  and  empowered  to  levy  a  tax  on  all  the  real  and  personal  pro* 
perty,  subject  to  taxation  within  the  bounds  of  said  corporation,  as 
the  same  has  been,  or  shall  be  appraised  and  returned  on  the  grand  levy 
of  the  State:  Provided^  That  said  tax  shall  no(  exceed  in  any  one  year^ 
one  half  of  one  per  centum,  on.  the  a^regate  amount  of  aJl  such  tax* 
able  property  within  the  lirtiits  of  said  corporation;  and  the  said  town 
council  shall,  between  the  third  Monday  jn  April  and  the  third  Monday 
in  July,  determine  the  amount  of  tax  to  be  assessed  and  collected  for  the 
current  year. 

Sec.  13«  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  recorder  of  said  corporation^ 
to  mfike  out  duplicates  of  taxes,  chai^in^  each  individual  within  said  cor- 
poration, an  amount  of  taxes^  in  proportion  ta  the  aggregate  value  of  the 
taxable  property  belonging  to  said  individual,  within  the  limits  of  said  corpo- 
ration, as  the  same  appears  uponthe  auditor's  books  of  Preble  county,  and  the 
said  auditor  shall,  at  all  reasonable  office  hours,  lay  open  to  the  inspection 
of  the  recorder,  any  books  which  may  be  in  his  office  affi>rding  such  infor- 
mation; and  the  recorder  shall  be  allowed  to  take  abstracts,  or  memoran* 
dums,  or  transcripts  therefrom,  free  of  expense,  to  enable  him  to  make  out 
his  duplicates,  which  duplicates  shall  be  certified  by  the  mayor  and  recor- 
der, and  one  of  said  duplicates  shall  be  delivered  to  the  marshal,  or  to  such 
other  person  as  shall  be  appointed  collector,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  col- 
lect said  tax,  in  the  same  manner  and  under  the  same  regulations  as  col* 
lectors  of  State  and  county  tax  are  required  by  law  to  collect  State  and 
couinty  taxes;  and  the  said  marshal  or  collector  so  appointed,  shall,  imme* 
diately  after  collecting  said  tax,  pay  the  same  over  to  the  treasurer  of  said 
corporation,  and  take  his  receipt  therefor;  and  the  said  marshal  or  other 
collector  shall  have  the  same  power  to  sell  both  real  and  personal  proper- 
ty^  as  given  by  law  to  county  treasurers;  and  when  necessary,  the  recor- 
der shall  have  power  to  make  deeds  for  real  estate  so  sold,  in  the  same 
manner  that  county  auditors  are  by  law  empowered  to  do,  for  lands  sold 
by  the  county  treasurer;  and  the  marshal,  or  other  collector,  shall  receive 
for  his  fees,  such  sum  as  the  town  council  may  direct,  pot  exceeding  six  per 
centum  on  alt  moneys  so  by  him  collected,  to  be  paid  by  the  treasurer^ 
on  the  order  of  the  recorder. 

Sec.  13.  That  s^id  town  council  shall  have  no  power,  under  any  con* 
sideration  whatever,  to  grant  license  to  retailers  of  spirituous  liquors. 

Sec.  1 4.  That  said  town  council  shall  have  full  power  to  appropriate  any 
money  remaining  in  the  corporation  treasury,  to  the  improvement  of  the 
streets,  alleys  and  side  walks  of  said  town,  when  they  may  deem  it  neces- 
sary so  to  do,  and  to  make  all  other  improvements  of  a  public  nature,  which 
may  conduce  to  the  convenience  and  prosperity  of  the  inhabitants  of  said 
town. 

Sec.  15.  That  the  mayor  of  said  corporation,  shall  be  a  conservator  of 
the  peace  throughput  said  town;  and  shall,  within  the  same,  have  all  the 
powers  and  jurisdiction  of  a  justice  of  the  peace,  in  all  matters  either  civil 
or  criminal,  arising  under  the  laws  of  this  State,  to  all  intents  and  purposes 
whatsoever;  the  said  mayor  shall  perform  all  the  duties  required  ot  him 
by  the  by-laws  and  ordinances  of  said  corporation;  and  appeals  and  writs 
01  certiorari  may  be  taken  from  the  decision  of  the  mayor,  in  all  cases 
where  appeals  or  writs  of  certiorari  are  allowed  from  the  decision  of  jus- 
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tices  of  the  peace,  and  in  the  bame  maniler;  said  mayor  shall  give  bond^ 
as  justices  of  the  peace  are  required  to  do. 

Sec.  16.  That  the  marshal  shall  be  the  principal  ministerial  oiGcer  of 
said  town,  and  shall  have  the  same  power  as  constables  have  by  law;  and 
his  jurisdiction,  in  crnninal  cases,  shall  be  co-extensive  with  the  county  of 
Prel>le,  and  he  shall  execute  the  process  of  the  mayor,  and  receive  the  same 
fees  for  his  services,  that  constables  are  allowed  in  similar  cases  for  like 
services. 

Sec.  17.  That  the  mayor  shall  receive  the  same  fees  that  justices  of 
the  peace  are  allowed  in  like  cases;  and  the  recorder  such  fees  for  his  ser- 
vices, as  the  by-laws  and  ordinances  of  such  corporation  shall  prescribe, 
but  the  residue  of  said  town  council  shall  receive  no  pecuniary  compensa- 
tion. 

Sec.  1 8.  That  if  no  election  should  be  held  by  the  electors  of  said  tovrn, 
on  the  third  Monday  of  April,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  ten  householders 
of  said  town,  to  call  a  meeting  of  the  electors,  by  giving  ten  days  notice  in 
three  of  the  most  public  places  therein;  which  notice  shall  state  the  time, 
and  place,  and  object  of  the  meeting,  and  shall  be  signed  by  the  said 
householders;  and  if  a  majority  of  the  electors  of  said  town  shall  attend 
at  the  time  and  place  named  in  said  notice,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  them  to 
proceed  to  the  election  of  officers,  in  the  same  manner  as  though  the  meet- 
ing had  taken  place  on  the  third  Monday  of  April;  and  the  officers  so 
elected  shall  bold  their  offices  tiH  the  third  Monday  of  April  following,  and 
until  their  successors  be  duly  elected  and  qualified. 

Sec.  19.  That  the  said  corporation  shall  be  alio  weld  the  use  of  the  jail  of 
said  county,  for  the  imprisonment  of  such  persons  as  may  be  liable  to  im- 
prisonment, under  the  laws  and  ordinances  of  said  town,  and  all  persons  so 
imprisoned,  shall  be  under  the  charge  of  the  sheriff  or  jailor,  as  in  other 
cases. 

Sec  30.  That  the  Legislature  may  have  power,  at  any  time,  to  alter, 
amend  or  repeal  this  act;  not  thereby  affecting,  however,  in  any  manner, 
the  right  of  mdividual  citizens*

AS  ACT 

To  incorpoFtte  the  Urbana  and  Columbus  Hail-road  Company* 

Sec  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Okio^ 
That  John  Reynolds,  Joseph  Vance,  William  Ward,  Lemuel  Weaver, 
Robert  M.  Woods,  Israel  Hamilton,  Abram  R.  Colwell,Obed  Hor,  James 
Dallas,  and  such  other  persons  and  companies  as  shall ,  agreeably  to  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  become  stockholders  in  the  corporation  hereby  cre- 
ated, shall  be  a  body  corporate,  under  the  name  of  ^The  Urbana  and  Co- 
lumbus Rail-road  Company." 
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Sec.  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  hereby  created  shall  be 
three  hundred  thousand  dollars,  which  shall  be  considered  personal  property, 
and  be  divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each. 

Sec.  3.  The  persons  named  m  the  first  section  of  this  act,  shall  be  com- 
ifnissioners  for  receiving  subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  corpora- 
tion, agreeably  to  the  provisions  of  this  act;  and  within  twelve  months 
from  the  date  hereof,  they  shall  give  notice,  fur  thirty  days,  in  some  news- 
paper of  general  circulation  in  the  county  of  Champaign,  of  the  time  they 
will  open  books  for  subscription  of  said  stock,  in  the  town  of  Urbana^  and 
such  other  places  as  they  may  deem  fit;  and  shall  continue  the  same  open 
thirty  days,  and  until  the  sum  of  thirty  thousand  dollars  shall  be  sub- 
scribed. 

Sec.  4.  Each  subscriber,  at  the  time  he  subscribes,  shall  pay  to  the 
commissioners  five  dollars  on  each  share  of  the  stock  subscribed  by  him. 

Sec.  5.  As  soon  as  may  be  after  the  closing  of  the  books,  the  commis- 
'  sioners  shall  give  notice  Of  the  time  and  place  at  which  a  meeting  of  the 
stockholders  will  be  held,  for  the  choice  of  directors;  and  at  the  time  and 
place  appointed,  the  commissioners,  or  some  of  them,  shall  attend,  and  the 
stockholders,  or  their  proxies,  duly  appointed  in  writing,  shall  proceed  to 
elect,  by  ballot,  nine  directors,  who  shall  serve  until  the  next  annual  elec- 
tion, and  until  their  successors  are  chosen  and  qualified;  the  commissioners 
present  shall  preside  at  the  election,  and  .certify  the  result  in  writing,  and 
the  certificate  recorded  in  the  books  gf  the  corporation,  shall  be  evidence 
of  the  election  of  the  directors  therein  named;  all  subsequent  elections 
shall  be  conducted  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  by-laws  of  said  corpo- 
ration. 

Sec.  6.  Each  stockholder  shall  be  allowed  as  many  votes  as  he  owns 
shares  of  stock  at  the  commencement  of  any  election  of  directors,  and  a 
plurality  of  votes  shall  determine  the  election. 

Sec.  7.  The  directors  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year,  and  until 
others  shall  be  elected  in  their  steads;  they  shall  appoint  one  of  their  own 
number  president,  and  some  suitable  person,  secretary  of  the  corporation; 
they  shall  moreover  appoint  all  such  officers  and  agents,  as  the  convenience 
of  the  company  may  require,  and  allow  them  a  suitable  compensation; 
and  they  shall  severally>take  an  oath  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their 
duties. 

Sec.  8.  The  corporation  hereby  created,  shall  haVe  power  to  sue,  com- 
plain, and  defend,  in  all  courts  of  law  or  equity;  to  have  a  common  seal, 
and  the  same  to  alter  at  pleasure;  to  hold  or  purchase,  and  convey,  real 
and  personal  estate,  so  far  as  the  same  may  be  necessary  for  the  purposes 
contemplated  by  this  act;  and  to  make  by-laws,  not  inconsistent  with  any 
existing  law,  for  the  management  of  its  property,  the  regulation  of  its  af- 
fairs, and  the  transfer  of  its  stock. 

Sec.  9.  The  said  corporation  shall  have  power  to  construct,  maintain, 
and  use  a  rail-way,  not  exceeding  ope  hundred  feet  in  width,  with  a  double 
or  single  track,  with  such  appendages  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  for  the  con- 
venient use  of  the  same;  commencingat  any  eligible  point  in  ornear  the  town 
of  Urbana,  thence  by  the  nearest  and  most  eligible  route  to  some  point  in  or 
near  the  city  of  Columbus :  and  for  that  purpose  the  directors  shall  cause  such 
examinations  and  surveys  to  be  made,  as  may  be  necessary  to  the  selection 
64— L 
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by  them  of  the  most  advantageous  line,  course  or  way,  of  said  road,  and 
the  board  of  directors  shall,  as  soon^  thereafter  as  practicable,  select  the 
route  on  ivhich  said  road  shall  be  constructed. 

Sec.  10.  The  said  corporation  may  acquire  title  to  the  lands  along  the 
route  of  said  road,  by  purchase  or  voluntary  cession;  in  case  the  corporation 
shall  not  be  able  to  acquire  the  title  to  such  lands  as  may  be  requisite  for  the 
said  rail-road,  or  the  use  thereof,  by  purchase,  or  voluntary  cession,  it  may 
by  its  agents,  engineers,  and  surveyors,  enter  upon  such  route,  place  or 
places  selected,  as  aforesaid,  by  the  directors,  as  h  line  whereon  to  con- 
struct the  rail-road;  and  it  shall  be  lawful,  for  the  saidcorporationto  enter 
upon>and  take  possession  of  and  use  all  such  lands,  real  estate  iEind  mate- 
rials, as  may  be  indispensable  for  the  construction  and  maintenance  of  said 
rail-road,  and  the  accommodations  requisite  and  appertaining  thereto:  and 
may  also  acquire,  hold,  ancl  take  such  grants  of  land  and  real  estate,  as 
may  be  designed  to  aid  in  the  construction,  maintenance,  or  accommoda- 
tion  of  said  road  or  vi^ay s,  with  power  to  grant,  pledge  or  lease  the  same  for 
the  benefit  of  said  company;  all  lands  or  real  estate  entered  upon  and  used 
by  said  corporation,  and  all  earth,  timber,  gravel,  and  other  materials, 
needed  by  said  company,  shall  be  purchased  ofthe  owners  thereof,  at  a  price  to 
be  mutually  agreed  upon  between  them;  and  in  case  of  disagreement  of  the 
owners  as  to  the  price  of  any  lands  or  materials,  so  required  for  said  road, 
or  if  the  owners  are  under  any  disability  in  law  to  contract,  or  are  absentfrom 
the  county,  application  may  be  made,  either  by  said  owners,  or  by  said 
corporation,  to  any  judge  of  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  the  county 
within  which  said  lands  or  materials  may  lie,  specifying  the  lands  or  ma- 
terials so  required,  or  already  appropriated;  and  thereupon  the  said  judge 
shall  issue  his  warrant  in  writing,  directed  to  the  sheriff  of  the  county, 
requiring  him  to  summon  an  inquest  of  five  freeholders  of  the  county,  who 
shall  not  be  stockholders,  nor  interested  in  said  road,  to  appear  at  or  near 
said  land  or  materials  to  be  valued,  on  a  day  named  in  said  warrant,  not 
less  than  five  nor  more  than  ten  days  after  issuing^the  same;  and  if  any  of 
the  persons  summoned  do  not  attend,  the  sheriff,  or  the  person  perform- 
ing the  duties  of  sheriff,  shall  forthwith  summons  as  many  as  may  be  ne- 
cessciry  to  fill  said  inquest,  and  the  persons  so  empannelled,  shall,  on  their 
oaths  or  affirmations,  value  the  damages  which  the  several  owners  will  sus- 
tain by  the  use  or  occupation  of  the  land,  materials,  or  property  required 
by  said  company,  having  due  regard  to  the  benefit  such  owners  may  de- 
rive from  the  location  and  structure  Wsaid  I'oad;  and  said  inquest  shall 
reduce  their  valuation  to  writing,  and  such  valuation  when  paid  or  tender- 
ed, to  said  owners,  or  deposited  in  any  bank  to  their  credit,  or  their  prop- 
er representatives,  if  either  be  known,  shall  entitle  said  company  to  the 
lands  and  materials,  and  all  estate  and  interest  therein,  as  fully  as  if  it  ind 
been  conveyed  by  the  owners  of  the  sam6,  so  longas  the  same  shall  be  used 
for  the  purposes  of  said  road:  and  every  sheriff  and  freeholder,  so  acting, 
shall  receive  one  dollar  per  day  for  his  services,  to  be  paid  by  said  compa- 
ny :  eil  her  party  may,  within  ten  days  after  ^uch  valuation  is  made,  appeal 
from  the  same,  to  tlie  court  of  common  pleas  of  the  proper  county,  by  giv- 
ing notice  thereof,  to  the  opposite  party,  or  by  filing  in  the  clerk's  office,  a 
copy  of  such  valuation,  mih  notice  thereto  annexed;  and  said  court  may, 
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for  good  cause  shown,  order  a  new  valuation,  and  on  final  hearing,  the 
court  shall  award  costs  according  to  equity. 

Sec.  11.  The  said  corporation  shall  have  power  to  locate  and  con- 
struct branch  roads  from  the  main  route,  to  other  towns,  or  to  mills, 
quarries,  and  other  places  in  the  counties, through  which  said  road  may 
pass* 

Sec.  12.  Whenever  it  shall  be  necessary  for  the  construction  of  the 
rail-road,  to  intersect  or  cross  any  stream  of  water,  or  water  course,  or 
any  road  or  highway,  lying  in  or  across  the  routie  of  said  road,  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  the  corporation  to  construct  the  said  rail-way  across  or  upon 
the  same;  but  the  corporation  shall  restore  the  stream,  or  watercourse,  or 
road  or  highway  thus  intersected,  to  its  former  state,  or  in  sufficient  man- 
ner not  to  impair  its  usefulness,  without  unnecessary  delay;  and  if  said 
•  corporation,  after  having  selected  a  route  for  said  rail-way,  find  any  obsta- 
cles to  continuing  said  location,  either  by  difllculty  of  construction,  or  pro- 
curing right  of  way  at  reasonable  cost,  or  whenever  a  better  and  cheaper 
route  can  be  had,  it  shall  have  authority  to  change  the  route  and  vary  the 
location:  and  whenever  said  road  shall  pass  through  the  land  of  any  indi- 
vidual it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  company  to  provide  for  said  individual 
proper  wagon  ways  from  one  part  of  his  land  to  the  other. 

Sec.  13.  That  said  corporation  shall  a^so  have  power  to  locate  and 
construct  a  navigable  canal  or  basin,  from  the  termination  ordepot  of  said 
rail-way,  in  or  near  the  town  of  Urbana,  to  any  proper  point  on  Mad 
river,  and  to  connect  the  same  with  any  navigable  feeder  thatmay  be  con- 
structed by  the  State  from  Mad  river  to  the  Miami  canal,  north  of  Day- 
ton/and  with  consent  of  the  owners,  to  use  any  streams  of  water  necessa- 
ry to  feed  the  same;  and  to  construct  docks,  wharves,  dams,  waste  weirs, 
and  reservoirs,  at  the  termination  thereof,  or  at  any  proper  point  on  the 
canal,  or  on  Mad  river,  convenient  for  the  use  of  the  same:  Provided, 
Such  canal  shall  not  be  so  constructed  as  to  draw  oft*  the  water  from  such 
navigable  feeder,  as  in  any  way  to  interfere  with,  or  impair  the  usefulness 
of  such  feeder  to  the  injury  of  the  State^  or  any  of  the  public  works  that 
the  State  may  think  proper  to  undertake. 

Sec.  14.  That  the  said  corporation  sliall  have  the  same  powers  to  acquire 
title  to  lands  along  the  route  of  said  canal,  and  to  procure  right  of  way  and 
materials,  and  in  the  manner  pointed  out  in  the  tentii  section  of  this  act; 
but  no  stream  of  water  already  appropriated  to  mill  purposes,  nor  the  wa- 
ters of  Mad  river,  shall  be  diverted  from  any  existing  mill,  or  improved 
water  power,  without  the  consent  of  the  owners,  obtained  by  purchase  or 
voluntary  cession:  and  said  corporation  shall  have  power  to  make  arrange- 
ment, with  any  mill  owners  on  Mad  river,  to  increase ^and  maintain  the 
water  power  on  said  river,  and  to  contribute  to  the  cost  of  such  works, 
and  to  lease  or  dispose  of  any  water  power  that  may  be  available  on  the 
lands  of  said  company. 

Sec.  15.  If  the  said  canal  shall  be  made  across  any  existing  public  road, 
the  said  corporation  shall,  if  required  by  the  county  commissioners,  con- 
struct a  suitable  bridge  at  such  crossing,  to  be  maintained  and  repaired, 
as  may  be  agreed  with  such  county  commissioners. 

Sec.  16.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  directors  to  require  payment  of  the 
sums  to  be  subscribed  to  the  capital  stock,  at  such  time  and  in  such  instal- 
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ments^as  they  shall  see  iit;  and  if  the  instalments  remain  unpaid  for  sixty 
days  after  the  time  of  payment  has  elapsed,  the  board  may  collect  the  same 
by  suit,  or  shall  have  power,  on  giving  twenty  days  public  notice,   to  sell 
the  stock  at  public  auction,  for  the  instalments  then  due,  and  the  cost  of 
making  such  sale,  and  the  residue  of  the  price  obtained,  shall  be  paid  over  • 
to  the  former  owner. 

Sec.  17.  That  any  other  rail-road  company,  now  or  hereafter  to  be 
chartered  by  law  of  this  State,  may  join  and  connect  with  the  road  hereby 
incorporated,  on  such  terms  as  the  directors  of  said  company  may  agree^ 
and  in  case  of  a  disagreement,  then  on  such  terms  as  the  supreme  court  in 
chancery  may  determine;  and  full  right  and  privilege  is  hereby  reserved 
to  the  State,  or  individuals,  or  any  company  incorporated  by  law  of  this 
State,  to  cross  this  road  with  any  other  road:  Provide  That  in  so  cross- 
ing, no  injury  shall  be  done  to  the  works  of  the  company  hereby  incor- 
porated. 

Sec.  1 8.     The  said  corporation  shall  be  authorized  to  borrow,  on  the 
credit  of  said  company,  any  amount  of  money  not  exceeding  two-thirds  of 
the  capital  stock,  and  to  pledge  the  funds,  tolls,  lands,  works,  and  rents  of 
said  company,  for  the  payment  of  such  loans,  and  of  the  interest  thereon. 

Sec.  1 9.  That  said  corporation  shall  have  power  to  fix  the  rate  of  tolis^ 
and  charges  for  transportation,  and  also  such  rates  of  wharfage  as  may  be 
reasonable,  on  said  road  or  canal;  but  said  company  shall  not  demand  great- 
er rate  of  tolls  than  at  the  rate  of  three  cents  per  mile  for  each  ton  of  mer- 
chandize or  other  freight,  and  four  cents  per  mile  for  each  passenger. 

Sec.  20.  The  State  of  Ohio  shall  have  power,  at  any  time  after  the 
lapse  of  thirty-five  years,  to  purchase  of  the  said  company,  said  rail-road 
and  the  fixtures  thereof,  by  paying  to  the  company  the  cost  of  such  road 
and  fixture,  with  fifteen  per  cent,  profit  thereon:  Provided^  That  the  said 
fifteen  per  cent,  together  with  the  annual  profits  of  said  road,  shall  not  be 
less  than  an  average  annual  dividend  of  six  per  cent. 

Sec.  21.  If  the  subscribers  to  said  company  shall  not  become  so  far  or- 
ganized as  to  elect  a  board  of  directors  within  two  years  from  the  passage 
of  this  act,  and  within  two  years  thereafter  to  commence  the  construction 
of  some  part  of  said  work,  and  finished  within  ten  years  thereafter,  this 
act  shall  be  void. 

Sec.  22.  Whenever  the  dividends  of  said  company  shall  exceed  the 
rate  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  the  Legislature  of  this  State  may  impose 
such  reasonable  tax  on  the  amount  of  said  dividends  as  may  be  received 
from  other  rail-road  companies.

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AN  ACT 

To  incorporate  the  Cincinnati  Western  Rail-road  Company. 

•  Bee.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohioj  That 
ibr  the  purpose  of  establishing  a  communication  by  rail-road  bettreen  the 
Miami  canal  and  the  Ohio  riverain  the^vestern  partbf  the  city  of  Cincin- 
nati, the  formation  of  a  company,  to  be  styled  the  Cincinnati  Western  Rail- 
road Company,  .is  hereby  authorized,  with  a  capital  of  one  hundred  thou- 
sand dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  fiity  dollars '  each,  and  sub- 
scribed and  paid  for  by  individuals,  companies  or  corporations,  in  the  man- 
ner hereinafter  mentioned  and  specified;  which  subscribers  and  stockhold- 
ers shall  be  and  hereby  are  created  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  withper- 
petual  succession,  by  the  name  and  style  of  ^  The  Cincinnati  Western  Rail- 
road Company;^' and  shall  continue  such  body  corporate  and  politic  for- 
ever; and  by  that  name,  shall  be  competent  to  contract  and  be  contracted 
with,  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  'be  impleaded,  answer  and  be  answer- 
ed untQ,  defend  and  be  defended,  in  all  courts  dnd  places,  and  in  all  matters 
whatsoever;  with  full  power  and  authority  to  acquire,  hold  and  possess,  use, 
occupy  and  enjoy,  and  the  same  to  sell  and  convey,  and  dispose  of,  all  such 
real  estate  as  shall  be  necessary  and  convenient  for  the  transaction  of  its 
business,  ,or  which  may  be  conveyed  to  said  company  as  collateral  security^ 
or  received  in  payment  of  any  debt  which  may  become  due  or  owing  to  the 
same,  or  in  satisfaction  of  any  judgment  of  a  court  of  law,  or  by  order  or 
decree  of  a  coutt  of  equity  in  their  favor;  and  may  have  and  use  a  common 
seal,  and  the  sane  alter,  change,  break  or  renew  at  pleasure;  and  may  also 
make,  ordain  and  establish  and  put  in  execution,  such  by-laws,  ordinances, 
rules  and  regulalions,  as  may  be  necessary  and  proper  for  the  good  govern- 
ment of  said  conpany,  and  the  prudent  and  efficient  management,  of  its 
affairs. 

Sec.  2.  That  Jacob  Burnet,  Charles  Tatcm,  Joseph  Bonsall,  William 
Price,  George  W.  Jones,  Nicholas  Longworth,  Stephen  Burrows,  John 
Whetstone,  William  Baird,  William  Crossman,  Philip  Grandin,  David  Lo- 
ring,  David  Weaker,  and  John  P.  Foote,  all  of  the  city  of  Cincinnati,  be, 
and  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners  to  open  books  and  receive  sub- 
scriptions for  the  capital  stock  of  said  company,  and  to  superintend  the 
electron  of  the  first  board  of  directors  thereof,  any  six  of  whom  shall  be 
competent  to  exercise  the  powers  and  perform  the  duties  required  of  them 
by  this  act;  theyfehall  have  power,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized,  at  any 
time  after  the  first  day  of  April  next,  having  given  at  least  ten  days  previous 
notice  thereof  in  two  or  more  newspapers  printed  in  said  city,  to  open  books 
of  subscription,  at  some  suitable  place  or  places  in  Cincinnati,  for  the  capi- 
tal stock  of  said  company,  and  to  keep  such  books  of  subscription  open 
from  nine  o'clock  in  the  morning,  until  six  o'clock  in  the  evening,  for  ten 
days,  exclusive  of  Sundays,  and  until  at  least  five  hundred  shares  thereof 
shall  be  subscribed,  the  said  commissioners  shall  deduct  the  amount  of  such 
excess  from  the  highest  subscriptions,  in  such  a  manner  that  no  subscription 
shall  be  reduced  while  any  one  remains  larger,  except  so  far  as  may  be  he- 
cessary  to  avoid  the  dividing  of  shares;  and  in  case  the  full  amount  of  two 
thousand  shares  shall  not  Have  been  subscribed  at  the  time  of  closing  the 
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books  as  aforesaid,  the  said  books  may  be  re-opened  for  subscriptions,  under 
the  superintendence  of  the  board  of  directors,  at  such  time  and  place  as 
they  may  deem  proper;  the  said  directors  causing  at  least  ten  days  previ- 
ous notice  of  the  re-opening  of  such  subscription  books,  to  be  published  in 
at  least  two  newspapers  printed  in  said  city  of  Cincinnati;  and  said  commis- 
sioners, whenever  five  hundred  shares  or  more  shall  have  been  subscribed, 
shall  give  public  notice  thereof  in  two  newspapers  as  aforesaid;  and  by  the 
same  notice  they  shall  appoint  the  day  and  place  in  said  city,  not  less  than 
six  nor  more  than  twenty  days  from  the  date  of  such  notice,  for  the  subscri- 
bers of  said  stock  to  Edeet  and  elect  their  first  board  of  directors  for  said 
company,  who  shall  continue  in  office  until  the  first  Monday  in  April,  which 
will  be  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-seven,  and  until  their  succes- 
sors shall  have  been  chosen;  at  which  election  the  said  commissioners,  or  a 
majority  of  them,  shall  act  as  judges  and  inspectors,  and  shall  perform  all 
the  duties  incident  to  judges  and  inspectors  in  like  cases* 

Sec.  3.  The  payment  for  shares  of  said  capital  stock  shall  be  made  and 
completed  by  the  subscribers  respectiv^ely,  at  the  times,  and  in  the  manner 
following,  to  wit:  at  the  time  of  subscribing  there  shall  be  paid  on  each 
share  five  dollars;  immediately  after  the  election  of  the  first  board  of  di- 
rectors, the  further  sum  of  ten  dollars  shall  be  paid ;  and  the  remaining  thir- 
ty-five dollars  may  be  called  for  by  the  directors,  in  four  equal  instalments, 
at  intervals  of  not  less  than  sixty  days;  of  which  notice  shiill  be  given  at 
least  twenty  days  in  some  newspaper  published  in  Cincinnati;  and  if  any  in- 
stalment so  called  for  shall  not  be  paid  within  thirty  days  after  the  same 
shall  become  due  and  payable,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  board  of  directors, 
after  thirty  days  notice  thereof  in  some  newspaper  published  in  Cincinnati, 
to  sell  the  share  or  shares  on  which  payment  shall  not  ha^e  been  made,  at 
public  auction,  to  the  highest  bidder;  and  any  surplus  remaining  afler  pay- 
ing the  instalment  and  the  expense  of  sale,  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  dclin- 
quen  towner  of  such  share  or  shares. 

Sec.  4.    The  stock  of  said  company  may  be  transferred  in  such  manner 
as  may  be  directed  by  the  by-laws  of  the  company. 

Sec.  5.  The  affairs  of  the  said  company  shall  be  managed  and  direct- 
ed by  a  board,  to  consist  of  thirteen  directors,  who  shall  be  stockholders  to 
the  amount  of  not  less  than  five  shares  each,  and  residents  of  the  county 
of  Hamilton;  and  after  the  first  election,  they  shall  be  elected  by  the 
stockholders  on  the  first  Monday  in  April  annually,  at  such  time  and 
at  such  place  in  Cincinnati,  as  the  directors  for  the  time  being  shall  ap- 
point; they  shall  hold  their ^  office  for  the  term  of  one  year,  and  until 
their  successors  shall  be  chosen;  and  notice  of  every  such  election  shall  be 
published  for  three  weeks  next  preceding  the  same,  in  one  or  more  of  the 
newspapers  printed  in  Cincinnati;  and  the  election  shall  be  by  ballot,  and 
plurality  of  votes,  and  under  the  direction  of  three  stockholders,  not  direc- 
tors at  the  time,  to  be  previously  appointed  by  the  board  of  directors  for  that 
purpose ;  and  at  every  such  election,  and  at  all  other  meetings  of  the  stock- 
holders, held  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  each  stockholder  shall  be  en- 
titled to  one  vote  for  each  share  which  he  may  hold  in  his  own  right;  and  after 
the  first  election  no  share  shall  confer  a  right  of  suffrage  which  shall  not  have 
been  bolden  by  the  owner  thereof  at  leastthree  calendar  mopths  previous 
to  the  day  of  election;  any  stockholder  not  personally  attending  such  elec- 
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tion  or  other  regular  meeting  of  the  stockholders,  and  having  a  right  to 
vote,  ma  J  vote  by  proxy,  such  proxy  being  a  stockholder:  Provided^  That 
in  case  it  shall  so  happen  that  an  election  of  directors  shall  not  be  made  on 
the  day  when,  by  this  act,  it  ought  to,  be  made,  this  corporation  shall  not,  for 
such  cause,  be  deemed  to  be  dissolved;  but  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for 
said  stockholders  to  make  an  election  of  directors  on  any  other  day,  in  such 
manner  as  may  be  provided  for  by  the  by-laws  and  ordinances  of  said  com- 

Sec.  6.  The  directors  duly  chosen  under  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
shall,'as  soon  as  may  be  after  their  election,  elect  from  their  own  body  a 
{President,  who  shall  preside  in  the  board  until  the  next  annual  election; 
and  in  case  of  his  death,  resignation  or  absence,  a  new  president  shall  be 
chosen;  but  in  case  of  .temporary  absence,  a  president,  pro  tempore^  shall 
be  appointed;  they  shall  fill  all  vacancies  .which  may  occur  in  their  own 
body,  during  the  time  for  which  they  shall  be  elected,  and  shall  appoint  a 
secretary,  treasurer,  or  other  officers,  agents  and  servants  of  said  company^ 
fix  their  compensation,  define  their  powers,  and  prescribe  their  duties,  who 
shall  give  such  bond,  and  in  such  penal  sums,  with  such  conditions,  as  the 
said  directors  shall  prescribe,  and  hold  their  several  oiiices  during  the 
pleasure  of  the*  board;  they  shall  hold  stated  meetings  on  such  days  as  they, 
from  time  to  time,  may.  appoint,  and  at  such  times  as  the.  president  may 
direct,  and  a  majority  of  the  whole  number  shall  constitute  a  quorum;  they 
shall,  on  the  first  Mondays  of  January  and' July,  annually,  make  and  de- 
clare sueh  dividends  resulting  from  the  profits  of  said  company,  as  shall 
not  impair,  nor  in  anywise  lessen  the  capital  stock  of  the  same,  and  cause 
the  same  to  be  paid,  on  demand,  to  the  several  stockholders  thereof. 

Sec.  7.  The  directors  shall,  once,  at  least,  in  every  year,  make  a  full 
report  on  the  state  of  the  afiairs  of  the  company  to  a  general  meeting  of 
the  stockholders;  and  shall  have  power  to  call  a  general  meeting  of  the 
stockholders  when  they  may  deem  it  expedient. 

Sec.  8.  The  said  company  shall  have  power,  and  they  may  proceed  to 
construct,  as  speedily  as  their  means  will  permit,  a  rail-road  with  one  or 
more  tracks,  from  the  Ohio  river,  at  the  foot  of  Western  Row,  along  said 
Western  Row,  to  a  point  contiguous  to  a  proposed  basin,  nearly  opposite 
Eighth  street,  as  recorded  in  the  plan  of  the  city  of  Cincinnati,  together 
with  such  side-rails  as  may  be  found  convenient  and  necessary:  Provided^ 
That  the  consent  thereto  of  the  city  council  shall  first  be  obtained. 

Sec.  9.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  company,  with  the  appro- 
bation and  under  the  direction  of  the  canal  commissioners,  to  take  a  side- 
cut  irom  the  canal  to  the  basin  before  mentioned. 

Sec.  10.  The  city  council  of  Cincinnati  shall  have  the  power  at  any 
time  after  twenty  years  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  to  purchase  and  hold 
thft  property  of  this  corporation  for  the  use  of  the  city  by  paying  therefor 
to  the  corporation  the  amount  expended  by  them,  in  purchasing,  locating, 
and  constructing  tho  same,  with  fifteen  per  centum  thereon,  and  also  of 
purchasing  all  such  machines,  fixtures,  and  other  property,  as  the  said  com- 
pany may  then  have  on  hand  at  their  fair  value  in  cash,  to  be  assessed  in 
case  of  disagreement  by  three  disinterested  persons,  to  be  appointed  in  the 
following  manner:  one  by  the  city  council,  one  by  the  court  of  common 
pleas  of  Hamilton  county,  and  one  by  the  president  and  directors  of  said 
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corporation:  Prauidedf  That  the  suni  to  be  paid  by  the  city  for  the  said 
road  and  appurtenances  shall  not  be  less  in  the  aggregate  than  the  amount 
expended  in  the  construction  thereof,  and  six  per  cent,  per  annum  thereon^ 
after  deducting  the  dividends  received  by  the  stockholders. 

Sec.  lU  In  any  suit  instituted  against  said  corporation,  service  of 
process  made  upon  any  one  of  the  directors  five  days  before  the  return  day 
thereof  shall,  in  all  courts  and  places,  be  deemed  and  held  a  sufficient  aod 
valid  service  on  the  corporation. 

Sec.  12.  When  the  said  basin  and  rail  road  shall  be  completed,  ihei 
president  and  directors  of  said  company  shall  make  out  a  minute,  full  and 
detailed  statement  in  writing  of  the  expenses  incurred  b^  the  said  corpora- 
tion in  purchasing,  locating,  and  constructing  said  basin,  feeder  and  rail 
road,  which  report  shall  be  verified  by  the  oaths  or  affirmations  of  said 
president  and  directors,  and  filed  by  them  in  the  office  of  the  city  clerk  of 
Cincinnati,  and  if  after  the  completion  pf  the  same  as  aforesaid,  any  altera- 
tion or  extension  thereof  shall  be  made,  the  president  and  directors  shall 
in  like  manner,  from  time  to  time,  make  out  and  file^  statements  of  the  ex- 
penses incurred  by  such  alteration  or  extensions  as  aforesaid,  and  also  of 
the  amount  of  all  tolls  collected. 

Sec.  13.  If  any  person  «hall  wilfully  or  by  gross  negligence,  injure  or 
destroy  the  said  road,  or  any  track  or  part  thereof^  or  any  cars  or  other 
carriages  used  thereon,  every  'Such  person  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction  thereof  before  the  court  of  common  pleas^ 
by  indictment,  shall  be  fined  any  sum,  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars, 
or  be  imprisoned  for  any  term,  not  exceeding  three  months,  at  the  discre- 
tion of  the  court,  and  shall  moreover  be  answerable  to  the  said  company 
for  double  damages,  to  be  recovered  in  a  civil  suit  of  debt  or  trespass. 

Sec.  14.  That  said  company  shall  have  the  exclusive  right  of  transpor- 
tation or  conveyance  of  persons,  goods,  merchandize  and  produce,  over 
the  said  rail  road  and  its  branches,  by  them  to  be  constructed:  Provided, 
That  the  charge  for  transportation  or  conveyance  shall  not  exceed  fifty 
cents  per  ton  on  heavy  articles,  and  twelve  and  a  half  cents  per  passenger, 
between  the  proposed  basin  and  the  Ohio  river:  Provided^  also.  That  no 
steam  locomotives  shall  be  used  on  said  rail  road  without  the  consent  of 
the  city  council. 

Sec.  15.  The  said  company  is  hereby  expressly  prohibited  from  carry- 
ing on  any  banking  operations. 

Sec.  16.  This  act  shall  be  taken  and  received  in  all  courts,  and  by  all 
judges,  magistrates,  and  other  public  officers,  as  a  public  act;  and  all  print- 
ed copies  of  the  same,  which  shall  be  printed  by  or  under  the  authority  of 
the  General  Assembly,  shall  be  admitted  as  good  evidence  thereof,  without 
any  other  proof  thereof  whatever.

Whsrxas,  John  Mclntire,  late  of  Zanesville,  m  the  county  of  Muskingam, 
deceased,  by  his  last  will  and  testament,  duly  proved,  and  admitted  to 
record  in  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  that  county,  on  the  fourth  day 
of  August,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifteen,  devised 
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a  kiige  and  valaable  estate,  and  proper tj,  for  the  use  and  support  of  a 
poor  school,  to  be  established  in  the  said  town  of  Zanesville,  for  the  use 
and  benefit  of  die  poor  children  therein;  and  appointed  the  president 
and  directors  of  the  Zanesville  Canal  and  Manufacturing  Company  as 
trustees  thereof:  And  whereas^  It  has  been  represented  to  this  General 
Assembly  that  the  said  Canal  and  Manufacturing  Company  have  ceased

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^ 
That  the  county  commissioners  within  and  for  the  counties  of  Trumbull, 
Clark  and  Union,  are  hereby  authorized,  if  they  deem  it  expedient,  to  levy 
a  tax  on  all  dogs  owned  by  any  person  or  persons  within  said  counties, 
yearly,  and  every  year,  in  manner  following;  which  tax  shall  not  be  less 
than  fifty  cents,  nor  more  than  one  dollar  for  the  first  dog,  owned  by  any 
one  person,  nor  less  than  seventy-five  cents,  nor  more  than  one  dollar  and 
fifty  cents  for  any  dog  in  addition  thereto,  owned  by  anv  such  persons. 

Sec.  3.    The  county  commissioners,  if  they  should  deem  it  necessary 
to  levy  such  tax  the  present  year,  and  may  so  determine  at  their  June  ses- 
sion, shall,  within  ten  days  thereafter,  notify  the  clerk  of  each  township 
within  the  county,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  take  a  list  of  all  the  dogs  own- 
ed in  their  respective  townships,  with  the  names  of  the  owners,  and  the 
number  owned  by  such  persons,  and  may  return  the  same  to  the  countv 
auditor  of  such  county,  before  the  first  day  of  July  following;  for  which 
service  the  township  clerks  shall  each  receive  such  compensation  as  the 
said  commissioners  may  deem  just  and  reasonable,  and  as  shall  have  been 
fixed  upon  at  said  June  session,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  county  treasury  on 
the  order  of  the  county  auditor. 

Sec.  3.  That  whenever  the  county  commissioners  shall  deem  it  neces- 
sary and  expedient  to  assess  any  tax  after  the  present  year,  they  shall  so 
determine  at  their  December  session  previously  thereto;  and  if  they  should 
so  determine,  they  shall  notify  the  county  anessor  of  the  county,  previous-

Sec.  4.  That  the  county  auditor  shall  make  out  a  separate  duplicate  of 
such  tax,  and  deliver  the  same  to  the  county  treasurer  when  by  law  he  is 
required  to  deliver  die  tax  duplicate  of  chattel  property  for  collection  to 
said  treasurer;  and  said  treasurer  shall  collect  the  same  in  such  manner 
as  he  is  required  to  collect  the  tax  on  other  chattel  property,  and  shall  be 
allowed  the  same  per  centage  on  collection  and  disbursement  of  said  tax, 
as  he  is  allowed  on  other  taxes. 

Sec.  5.    That  the  tax  so  assessed  and  collected,  after  deducting  the  trea- 
surer's per  centage,  shall  be  by  the  county  auditor  placed  to  the  credit  of 
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the  common  school  fund  of  the  respective  townships  in  said  counties;  and 
the  same  shall  be  applied  to  the  support  of  common  schools  in  the  several 
fchool  districts  in  such  townships,  in  the  same  manner  as  other  funds  are 
applied.

ing compensations:  the  county  assessors  shall  be  paid  for  all  services  ren-

Sec.  \i  PeU  enacted  by  the  GenJeral  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohioy 
That  the  Canal  Commissioners  or  board  of  Public  Works  be,  and  they  are 
hereby  authorized  and  required,  under  the  restrictions  and  provisions  here- 
inafter contained,  to  pay  biit  of  the  fund  appropriated  for  the  extension  of 
the  Miami  Canal,  to  each  of  the  contractors  on  said  canal,  north  of  Dayton, 
a  sum  of  money  not  exceeding  twenty-five  per  centum,  on  the  price  of  all 
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the  work  done  by  him,  subsequently  to  the  twentieth  day  of  May,  in  th€f 
year  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-five, over  and  above  the  contract  price: 
Provided^  That  in  those  cases  where  the  work  should,  According  to  the  term» 
of  the  contract,  have  been  completed  prior  to  the  said  twentieth  day  of 
May,  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-five,  or  where  the  contract 
has  been  abandoned,  or  abandoned  and  re-let,  the  said  commissioners  or 
board  of  public  works  shall  examine  into  the  circumstances  of  each  case^ 
and  allow  to  either  the  original  contractor  or  to  the  contractor  to  whom 
the  work  may  have  been  re-let,  so  much  as  to  the  said  commissioners,  or 
board  of  public  works,  may  seem  just  and  reasonable:  Provided^  That  the 
allowances  so  made  as  last  aforesaid  shall  in  no  case  exceed  the  amount  of 
twenty-five  per  centum,  as  aforesaid.

reasonable:  P;  otncferf.  That  such  future  sum  shall  in  no  case  exceed  fifteen 
per  centum  on  the  contract  prijcef  of  the  whole  job.

That  the  said  commissionei's,  or  board  of  public  works,  shall 
cause  notice  to  be  given  by  advertisement,  to'  be  continued  at  least  two 
weeks,  in  some  newspapers  in  each  of  the  counties  of  Montgomery,  and 
Miami,  notifying  those  persons  to  whom  the  contractors  aforesaid  are  in- 
debted for  work  or  materials,  dolie  or  furnished  on  said  canal,  to  present 
their  accounts  to  the  acting  canal  commissioners,  pr  board  of  public  worts, 
having  charge  of  said  work,  at  some  suitable  places  on  the  line  of  said 
canal,  and  on  some  day  or  days  within  two  months  after  the  passage  of  thia 
act;  also  notifying  the  said  contractors  to  appear  at  the  same  time  and 
place:  and  if  the  conti'actors  against  whom  any  such  accounts  may  be  pre- 
sented shall  admit  the  validity  and  correctness  of  said  account,  the  said 
commissioners  or  board  of  public  works  is  hereby  authorized  to  discharge 
the  same;  and  the  amount  so  paid  shall  be  deducted  from  any  sum  which 
may  have  been  found  due  to  said  contractor,  according  to  the  provisions 
of  this  act:  Provided^  That  if  the  amount  of  all  such  accounts  against  any 
contractor  shall  be  found  greater  than  the  sum  due  said  contractor,  accord- 
ing to  the  provisions  ot  this  act,  then  the  said  commissioners  or  board  of 
public  works  shall  make  a  dividend  thereof,  and  pay  on  each  account  in 
proportion  to  the  amount  thereof:  And  provided^  also^  That  if  any  con- 
tractor shall  dispute  the  correctness  of  any  such  account  so  presented 
agains{t  him,  the  said  commissioners,  or  board  of  public  works,  believing 
the  same  to  be  correct,  may  retain  so  much  of  the  money  required  by  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  to  be  paid  to  any  contractor^  as  vnll  be  equal  to  the 
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amount  of  such  disputed  accounts,  until  the  sums  justly  due  thereon  can  be 
legally  ascertained,  or  agreed  upon  between  the  parties. 

Sec.  5.  That  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  allow  any 
additional  compensation  to  be  made  for  work  in  cases  when  no  price  has 
been  fixed  by  the  contract  and  when  the  full  value  of  the  work  has  been 
allowed.

with  them,  in  the  manner  hereinafter  prescribed,  their  aaccessors  and  at* 
signs,  be,  and  are  hereby  created  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name 
of^'The  Muskingum  and  Columbus  Kail-road  Company;"  and  by  that 
Dame  shall  be,  and  are  hereby  made  capable  in  law  to  contract  and  be  con-

That  in  so  crossing,  no  injury  shall  be  done  to  the  works  of  the  company 
hereby  incorporated. 

Sec.  1 1.  That  said  company  may  demand  and  receive  for  tolls  upon, 
and  the  transportation  of  persons,  goods,  produce,  merchandize,  or  pro- 
perty of  any  kind  whatever,  transported  by  them  along  said  rail-way, 
any  sum  not  exceeding  the  following  rates:  on  all  goods,  merchandize  or 
property  of  any  description  whatever,  transported  by  them,  a  sum  not 
exceeding  one  and  a  half  cents  per  mile,  for  toll;  five  cents  on  a  ton  per 
mile,  for  transportation,  on  all  goods,  produce,  merchandize  or  propertj  of 
any  description  whatever,  transported  by  them  or  their  agents;  and 
for  the  transportation  of  passengers,  not  exceeding  three  cents  per  mile^ 
for  each  passenger. 

Sec.  12.  That  all  persons  paying  the  toll  aforesaid,  may,  with  smtable 
and  proper  carriages,  use  and  travel  upon  said  rail-road;  always  sub- 
ject, however,  to  such  rules  and  regulations,  as  said  company  are  au- 
thorized to  make,  b^  the  seventh  section  of  this  act. 

Sec.  13.  That  if  proceedings  be  not  had,  under  this  act,  within  three 
years  from  the  taking  effect  thereof,  and  if  said  road  be  not  completed 
within  ten  years  thereafter,  then  the  same  to  be  void  and  of  no  effect. 

Sec.  1 4.  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  wilfully  obstruct,  or  in  any 
way  spoil,  injure  or  destroy  said  road,  or  either  of  its  branches,  or  any  thing 
belonging  or  incident  thereto,  or  any  materials  to  be  used  in  the  ccmstruc- 
iion  thereof,  or  any  buildings,  fixtures  or  carriages,  erected  or  constructed 
for  the  use  or  convenience  thereof,  such  person  or  persons  shall  each  be 
liable  for  every  such  offence,  to  treble  the  damages  sustained  thereby;  to 
be  recovered  by  an  action  of  debt,  in  any  court  having  jurisdiction  of  that 
amount. 

Sec  15.  That  the  State  shall  have  power  at  any  time  after  thirty- 
five  years  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  to  purchase  and  hold  said  road  for 
the  use  of  the  State,  at  a  price  not  exceeding  the  original  cost  for  the  coik- 
struction  of  said  road,  and  the  necessary  permanent  fixtures  at  the  time 
of  purchase,  and  fifteen  percent,  thereon;  of  which  cost  an  accurate  state- 
ment, in  writing,  shall  be  submitted  to  the  General  Assembly,  attested  by 
the  oath  of  its  officers  of  said  company,  if  the  General  Assembly  shall  re- 
quire it. 

Sec.  16.  Whenever  the  dividends  of  said  company  shall  exceed  the 
fate  of  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  the  Legislature  of  this  State  may  impoae 
such  reasonable  tax  on  the  amount  of  such  dividends,  as  may  be  received 
from  other  rail-road  companies.

Norton,  and  S*  W.  Hildreth,  of  Knox  county;  and  John  Miller,  Isaac  Bon- 
net,  J.  S»  Irvine,  and  S.  C.  McDowell,  of  Holmes  county;  William  Had* 
ley,  Samuel  H.  Hale,  Isaiah  Morris,  and  Thomas  Palmer,  for  the  county 
oi  Clinton;  Stephen  N.  Sargeant,  Abram  Freese,  Reuben  Smith  and  Ben* 
iamin  Durham,  of  the  county  of  Medina;  Herman  Ely,  Artemas  Beebe, 
Edwin  Byington,  Samuel  Crocker,  andEberW.  Hubbard,  of  the  county 
of  Lorain;  Josiah  Barber,  Reuben  Wood,  Richard  Hilliard,  Truman  P. 
Handy,  James  S.  Clarke,  Samuel  R.  Hutchinson,  Anson  Hayden,  and  Si* 
las  Belden,  of  the  county  of  Cuyahoga;  and  thehr  associates,  and  such  per** 
sons  as  may  hereafter  be  associated  with  them^  shall  be,  and  they  are 
hereby  created  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  of  ^  The  Cleve- 
land, Columbus  and  Cincinnati  Rail-road  Company,'^  for  the  purpose  of 
constructing  a  rail-road  from  the  city  of  Cleveland,  through  the  city  of 
Columbus,  and  the  town  of  Wilmington,  to  the  city  of  Cincinnati;  and  they 
are  hereby  invested  with  the  powers  and  privileges  which  are  by  law  in- 
cident to  corporations  of  a  similar  character,  and  which  are  necessary  to 
carry  into  effect  the  objects  of  the  company;  and  if  any  of  the  persons 
above  named,  shall  die,  or  neglect  to  exercise  the  powers  and  discharge 
the  duties  hereby  created,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  remaining  persons, 
or  a  majority  of  them,  to  appoint  suitable  persons  to  fill  such  vacan- 
cies. 

Sec.  2«  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  three  millions  of 
dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars;  and  the  persons 
in  the  first  section  named,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  cause  books  of  sob* 
scription  for  said  stock,  to  be  opened,  at  such  times  and  places,  as  they  may 
appoint,  under  the  direction  of  such  individuals  as  they  may  designate^ 
thirty  days  notice  of  which  shall  be  given  by  advertisement  in  one  or  more 
newspapers  printed  in  each  of  the  cities  above  mentioned;  and  the  books 
shall  remain  open  ten  days,  and  should  it  be  necessary  to  open  the  bookft 
more  than  once,  the  like  notice  shall  be  given  in  each  instance;  and  on 
every  share  subscribed  for,  five  dollars  shall  be  paid  at  the  time  of  sul>> 
scription. 

Sec.  S.  Whenever  the  sum  of  four  hundred  thousand  dollars,  or  a  greater  part 
of  said  stock  shall  have  been  subscribed,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  persons^ 
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or  a  majority  of  them,  to  call  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders,  by  caunng^ 
notice  to  be  published  in  one  or  more  newspapers  in  general  circulation 
in  the  respective  places  in  which  stock  shall  have  been  subscribed,  at  least 
-diirty  days  previous  thereto,  of  the  time  and  place  of  holding  said  meeting, 
which  place  shall  be  at  some  convenient  point,  on  or  near  the  route  of  said 
rail-road;  at  which  meeting,  the  stockholders  who  shall  attend  for  that 
purpose,  either  in  person  or  by  lawful  proxy,  shall  elect  by  ballot,  nine  di- 
rectors, who  shall  hold  their  offices  during  one  year,  and  until  others  shall 
be  chosen  and  qualified  in  their  places;  and  the  persons  named  in  the  first 
section,  or  any  five  of  them,  shall  be  inspectors  of  the  first  election  of  di- 
rectors of  said  corporation,  and  shall  certify,  under  their  hands,  the  names 
of  those  duly  elected;  and  shall  deli|/er  over  to  them  the  said  certificates 
and  subscription  books;  and  at  said  election,  and  at  all  other  elections,  or 
voting  of  any  description,  every  member  shall  have  a  right  of  votings 
by  himself,  or  by  proxy  duly  authorized  in  writing;  and  each  share 
shall  entitle  the  holder  to  one  vote;  and  the  management  of  the  con- 
cerns of  said  corporation  shall  be  entrusted  to  nine  directors,  to  be 
elected  annually,  by  the  stockholders,  by  ballot;  and  the  directors 
first  chosen,  and  such  directors  as  shall  thereafter  be  chosen,  at  any 
subsequent  election,  shall  immediately  thereafter,  meet  and  elect  one 
of  their  number,  who  shall  be  president  thereof,  until  another  elec- 
tion; and  also  elect  a  treasurer  and  secretary,  who  may  be  removed  at  the 
'  pleasure  of  said  president  and  directors,  and  others  elected  in  their  stead; 
and  a  majority  of  said  directors  shall  constitute  a  board,  for  every  purpose 
within  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Sec*  4.     That  in  case  it  should  at  any  time  happen,  that  the  election  of 
directors  shall  not  be  made,  on  any  day,  when  pursuant  to  this  act  it  ought 
to  be  made,   the  said  corporation  shall  not,  for  that  cause,   be  deemed 
to  be  dissolved,  but  such  election  may  be  held  at  any  other  time,  directed 
by  the  by-laws  of  said  corporation. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  books  of  subscription  shall  remain  open  as  long  as 
the  president  and  directors  of  said  company  shall  see  fit;  and  each  subscri* 
ber  shall  be  bound  to  pay,  from  time  to  time,  such  instalments  on  his  stock, 
as  the  said  president  and  directors  may  lawfully  require,  not  exceeding  ten 
dollars,  every  sixty  days,  on  each  share,  by  giving  at  least  thirty  days  pre- 
vious notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  making  the  payments  required,  in  at 
least  one  newspaper  in  general  circulation  in  eacn  of  the  counties  throu^ 
which  tbe  road  may  pass,  if  any  stockholders  reside  therein. 

Sec.  6.  That  if  any  subscriber  shall  neglect  to  pay  his  subscription,  or 
any  portion  thereof,  for  the  space  of  thirty  day  s  after  he  is  required  so  to  do,  by 
the  said  president  and  directors,  notice  having  been  given,  as  required  in  this 
act,  the  treasurer  of  said  corporation,  or  other  officer  duly  authorized  for 
that  purpose,  and  may  make  sale  of  such  share  or  shares,  at  public  auc- 
tion, to  the  highest  bidder,  giving  at  least  thirty  days  notice  thereof,  in  some 
newspaper  in  general  circulation  at  the  place  of  sale,  and  the  same  shall 
be  transferred  by  the  treasurer,  to  the  purchaser;  and  such  delinquent  sub- 
scriber shall  be  held  personally  accountable  to  the  corporation  for  the  bal- 
ance, if  his  share  or  shares  shall  be  sold  for  less  than  the  amount  remaining 
due  thereon,  and  shall  be  entitled  tp  the  overplus,  if  the  same  be  sold  for 
more  than  the  amount  so  remaining  due,  after  deducting  the  costs  of  sale^ 
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'  Sec.  7.    That  the  said  corporation  be,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized,  to 
Ncause  such  examinations  and  surveys  to  be  made,  by  their  agents,  survey- 
ors and  engineers,  of  the  ground  lying  in  the  vicinity  of  said  route,  as  shall 
be  necessary  to  determine  the  most  eligible  and  expedient  route,  whereon 
to  construct  said  rail-road;  and  the  examination  being  made  and  the  route 
determined,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  corporation,  by  themselves  or  their 
lawful  agents,  to  enter  upon,  and  take  possession  of  all  such  lands,  materi- 
als, and  real  estate,  as  may  be  indispensable  for  the  construction  and  main- 
tenance of  said  rail-road,  and  the  examination  requisite  and  appertaining 
thereto;  but  all  lands,  materials,  or  real  estate,  thus  entered  upon,  used  or 
occupied,  which  are  not  donations,  shall  be  purchased  by  the  corporation, 
of  the  owner  or  owners,  at  a  price  to  be  mutually  agreed  between  them; 
and  in  case  of  disagreement,  as  to  the  price,  or  if  the  owner  be  a  married 
woman,  infant,  insane  or  an  idiot,  or  non-resident  of  the  county,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  commissioners  of  the  proper  county,  upon  a  notice  to 
be  given  them  by  either  party,  in  writing,  and  making  satisfactory  proof 
that  the  opposite  party,  if  living  in  the  county,  or  the  husband  of  such 
married  woman,  or  guardian  of  such  infant,  or  insane  person,  if  living  in 
the  county,  has  had  at  least  three  days  notice  of  the  intended  application,  to 
appoint  three  disinterested  freeholders  of  the  proper  county,  to  determine 
the  damages  which  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  lands,  materials,  or  real 
estate  so  entered  upon,  or  used  by  the  said  corporation,  has  or  have  sus- 
tained, by  the  occupation  or  use  of  the  same;  and  upon  payment,  by  the 
said  corporation,  of  such  damages,  to  the  person  or  persons  to  whom  the 
same  may  be  awarded  as  aforesaid,  then  the  said   corpDration  shall  be 
deemed  to  be,  and  stand  seized  and  possessed  of  the  use,  for  the  purpose 
of  said  road,  of  all  such  lands,  materials,  or  real  estate,  as  shall  have  been 
appraised;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  appraisers,  to  deliver  to  the 
said  corporation,  a  written  statement,  signed  by  them,  or  a  majority  of 
them^of  the  award  they  shall  make,  containing  a  description  of  the  land, 
materials  or  real  estate  appraised ;  to  be  recorded  by  the  said  corporation,  in 
the  commissioners  office  in  said  county:  Provided,  That  either  party  shall 
have  power,  except  in  cases  only  where  materials  are  used,  to  appeal  from 
the  decision  of  the  said  appraisers,  to  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  the 
proper  county,  at  any  time  within  twenty  days  after  the  appraisers  shall 
nave  made  their  return  as  aforesaid,  and  said  court.shall  proceed  thereon 
as  in  case  of  appeals,  on  application  for  damages  in  laying  out  and  estab- 
lishing county  roads. 

Sec  8.  That  the  appraisers,  authorized  by  the  foregoing  section  of  this 
act,  before  they  proceed  to  estimate  damages,  shall  severally  take  an  oath 
or  affirmation,  faithfully,  impartially  and  honestly  to  discharge  their  said 
duty,  by  returning  the  true  amount  of  damages,  over  and  above  the  bene- 
fits arising  from  said  road,  estimated  in  cash;  and  the  said  appraisers  shall, 
severally,  be  entitled  to  receive  from  said  corporation,  one  dollar  per  day, 
for  every  day  they  may  be  necessarily  employed:  Pnmded,  howoer,  That 
if  said  applicant  or  applicants  shall  not  obtaiii  an  award  of  damages,  then, 
and  in  such  case,  said  applicant  or  applicants  shall  pay  all  costs. 

Sec.  9.  That  the  said  corporation  shall  have  power  to  determine  the 
width  and  dimensions  of  said  rail-road,  not  exceeding  one  hundred  feet  io 
width;  whether  it  shall  be  a  double  or  single  track:  to  regulate  the  time 
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and  manner  in  which  passengers  and  property  shall  be  transported  theteon; 
and  the  manner  of  collecting  tolls  for  such  transportation;  and  to  erect  and 
maintain  buildings  for  the  accommodation  of  the  business  of  the  corpora- 
tioB,  as  they  may  deem  advisable,  or  for  their  interest. 

Sec.  10.  That  said  corporation  may  construct  the  rail-road  across,  or 
upon  any  road,  canal,  highway,  stream  of  water  or  water  course,  if  the 
same  shall  be  necessary;  but  the  said  corporation  shall  restore  such  road, 
canal,  highway,  stream  of  water  or  water  course,  thus  intersected  or  crosi- 
ed,  to  its  former  state  of  usefulness,  or  in  such  manner  as  not  to'  impair 
its  convenience,  usefulness  or  value,  to  the  owners  or  the  public. 

Sec.  11.  That  said  company  shall  have  the  power  to  demand  and  re* 
ceive  for  tolls  upon,  and  the  transportation  of  persons,  goods,  prodace,  mer- 
chandize or  property  of  any  kind  whatsoever  transported  by  them  or  their 
agents,  along  said  rail  way,  any  sum  not  exceeding  the  following  rates:  on 
all  goods,  merchandize,  or  property  of  any  description  whatsoever  a  sum 
not  exceeding  one  and  a  half  cents  per  ton  per  mile  for  tolls,  five  cents 
per  ton  per  mile  for  transportation,  and  for  the  transportation  of  passen- 
gers not  exceeding  three  cents  per  mile  for  each  passenger;  and  any  other 
company,  person  ot  persons,  may,  with  suitable  and  proper  cars,  take, 
transport  and  carry  persons  and  property  on  said  road,  subject  to  such  by- 
laws as  the  company  are  by  this  act  authorized  to  make. 

Sec.  1 2.  That  at  the  regular  annual  meeting  of  the  stockholders  of 
said  company,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  and  directors  in  office 
for  the  previous  year,  to  exhibit  a  clear  and  distinct  statement  of  the  afiairs 
of  the  company;  and  the  president  and  directors  shall  annually  or  semi- 
annually declare  and  make  such  dividend  as  they  may  deem  proper,  of 
the  nett  profits  arising  from  the  resources  of  said  company,  deducting  the 
necessary  current  and  probable  contingent  expenses;  and  they  shall  divide 
the  same  among  the  stockholners  of  said  company  in  proportion  to  their 
respective  shares  in  the  stock  paid  into  the  company. 

Sec.  13.  That  the  said  president  and  directors,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
may  appoint  all  such  officers,  engineers,  agents  and  servants  whatsoever, 
as  they  may  deem  necessaiy  for  the  transaction  of  the  business  of  the  com- 
pany, and  may  remove  any  of  tliem  at  their  pleasure;  and  they,  or  a  ma- 
jority of  them,  shall  have  power  to  determine  the  compensation  of  all  such 
engineers,  officers,  agents  or  servants,  and  to  contract  with  them  for  their 
respective  services ;  and  to  determine  by  their  by-laws  the  manner  of  adjust- 
ing and  settling  all  accounts  against  the  said  company;  and  also,  the  man- 
ner and  evidence  of  the  transfers  of  stock  in  said  company:  and  they,  or  a 
majority  of  them,  shall  have  power  to  pass  all  by-laws  which  they  may 
deem  necessary  or  proper  for  exercising  all  the  powers  vested  in  the 
company  hereby  incorporated,  and  for  carrying  into  effect  the  objects  of 
this  act. 

Sec.  14.  If  the  Legislature  of  this  State  shall,  after  the  expiration  of 
thirty-five  years  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  make  provision  by  law  for  the 
repayment  to  said  company  of  the  amount  expended  by  them  in  the  con* 
struction  of  said  road,  together  with  all  moneys  expe/ided  by  them  for  ne- 
cessary permanent  fixtures  at  the  Ume  of  purchase  for  the  use  of  the  said 
road  with  an  advance  of  fifteen  per  cent,  thereon,  then  said  road,  with  all 
nxtoret  and  appurtenances,  shall  vest  in  and  become  the  property  of  the 
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State  of  Ohio:  Provided^  That  the  sum  to  be  paid  by  the  State  for  the  said 
road  and  appurtenances,  shall  not  be  less,  in  the  aggregate,  than  the  amount 
expended  in  the  construction  thereof,  and  six  percent,  per  annum  thereon^ 
after  deducting  the  dividend  received  by  the  stockholders. 

Sec.  15.  That  in  any  suit  instituted  against  said  corporation,  ser- 
vice of  process  made  upon  any  one  of  the  directors,  ten  days  before  the 
return  day  thereof,  shall,  in  all  courts  and  places,  be  deemed  and  h^ld,'  a 
sufficient  and  valid  service  on  the  said  corporation. 

Sec.  16.  That  when  the  said  rail-road  shall  be  completed,  the  presi- 
dent and  directors  of  said  company,  shall  make  out  a  minute,  full  and  de« 
tailed  statement,  in  writing,  of  the  expenses  incurred  by  the  said  corpora* 
lion,  in  locating,  exploring  of  routes,  and  constructing  said  rail-road;  which 
report  shall  be  verified  by  the  oaths  of  said  president  and. directors,  and 
filed  by  them  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  this  State;  and  if,  after  the 
first  location  of  the  route  of  said  rail-road,  or  the  completion  of  the  same, 
at  aforesaid,  any  alteration  shall  be  made  in  the  course-thereof,orinany  of 
its  branches  or  connections,  the  said  president  and  directors  shall,  in  like 
manner,  from  time  to  time,  make  out  and  file  statements  of  the  expenses 
incurred  by  such  alterations,  branches  or  connections,  as  aforesaid. 

Sec.  1 7.  That  any  rail-road  company,  now  or  hereafter  to  be  chartered  or 
createdbylaw  of  this  State,  shall  have  power  to  join  and  unite  with  the  road 
hereby  incorporated,  at  any  point  which  the  directors  of  said  company  may 
think  advisable;  and  any  cars,  carriage,  or  other  vehicle,  used  on  either  road> 
joined,  or  intersected,  may  run  pass,  and  occupy  the  intersected  or  united 
road,  without  re-loading,  or  change  of  cargo  or  passengers;  subject,  how- 
ever,  to  the  rules  and  regulations,  and  to  the  tolls  and  charges,  common  on 
the  road  so  used  and  occupied;  and  free  right  and  privilege  is  hereby  reserved 
to  the  State,  or  individuals,  or  any  company  incorporated  by  law  of  this 
State,  to  cross  this  road  with  any  other  road:  Provided,  That  in  so  cross- 
ing,  no  injury  shall  be  done  to  the  works  of  the  company  hereby  incor- 
porated. 

Sec  18.  That  if  any  person  shall  wilfully  obstruct,  or  in  any  way, 
spoil)  injure,  or  destroy  said  road,  or  any  part  thereof,  or  either  of  its 
branches,  or  any  part  thereof,  or  any  thing  belonging  or  incident  thereto, 
or  any  materials  to  be  used  in  the  construction  thereof,  or  any  building,  fix* 
ture  or  carriage,  erected  or  constructed  for  the  use  or  convenience 
thereof,  so  used  thereon,  such  person  or  persons  shall  each  be  liable,  for 
every  such  oflfence,  m  treble  the  damages  sustained  thereby,  to  be  recov- 
ered by  action  of  debt,  in  any  court  having  jurisdiction  thereof;  and  shall 
also  be  subject  to  an  indictment  in  the  court  of  comnrK>n  pleas  of  the  county 
where  such  ofience  was  committed;  and  upon  conviction  thereof,  shall  be 
punished  by  fine,  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars,  and  imprisonment, 
in  the  county  jail,  not  exceeding  twenty  days. 

Sec.  19.  That  if  said  road  shall  not  be  commenced  within  three  years 
from  the  passage  of  this  act,  and  completed  within  ten  years  thereafter, 
dien  this  act  shall  be  void  of  no  effect. 

Sec.  32.    Whenever  the  dividends  of  said  company  shaU  exceed  the 
rate  of  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  the  Legislature  of  this  State  may  impose 
68— L 
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luoh  reasonable iuet  on  the  amQunt  of  such  dividends  as  shall  be  received 
ftom  other  rail-road  companies.

To  iftoaifHMBt*  the  Muakingum  and  Ohio  Rail-road  Compaoj. 

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  hf  the  General  Assembly  o/*  the  Siaie  of  Ohio^ 
Tliat  David  Ballantine,  Charles  G.  Wilson,  James  Kagaet,  Richard  Still- 
well,  James  Taylor,  jr.,  Gordios  A.  Hall,  Bernard  Van  Home  and  John T. 
Fracker,  of  Maskingumcountj;  George  Metcalf,  Levi  Rhinehart,WilUam 
Skinner,  William  Allen,  Thomas  Hays,  William  Cowden,  Buel  Conmon 
and  David  Tullis,  of  Guernsey  county;  James  Barnes,  John  McCartney, 
Hugh  Rodgers,  John  Thompson,  jr.,  William  Dilworth,  Thomas  Thompson, 
Andrew  Woods  and  Moses  Roads,  of  Belmont  county;  be,  and  they 
are  hereby  appointed  commissioners,  under  the  direction  of  a  majority  of 
whom,  subscriptions  may  be  received  to  the  capital  stock  of  the  Muskin* 
gum  and  Ohio  Rail-road  Company,  hereby  incorporated;  and  they,  or  a 
majority  of  them,  may  cause  books  to  be  opened,  in  the  counties  aforesaid, 
at  such  times  and  places  as  they  may  direct,  for  the  purpose  of  receiving 
subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company,  after  having  given 
thirty  days  notice  of  the  tifnes  and  places  of  opening  the  same;  and  Aaty 
upon  the  first  opening  of  the  books,  they  shall  be  kept  open  for  at  least 
ten  days  in  succession,  from  ten  o^clock,  A.  M.  until  two  o^clock,  P.  M.; 
and  if,  at  the  expiration  of  that  period,  such  a  subscription  to  &e  capital 
stock  of  said  company  as  is  necessary  to  its  incorporation,  shall  not  nave 
been  obtained,  then  said  commissioners,  or  a  majority  of  them,  may  cause 
said  books  to  be  opened,  from  time  to  time,  after  the  expiration  of  said  ten 
days,  for  the  space  of  three  years  thereafter;  and  if  any  of  the  said  coia> 
misnoners  shail  die,  resign,  or  refuse  to  act  during  the  continuance  of  the 
duties  devolving  upon  them  bjr  this  act,  another  may  be  appointed  in  his 
stead  by  the  remaining  commissioners,  or  a  majority  of  them. 

Sec  St  That  the  capital  stock  of  the  Muskingum  and  Ohio  Rail-road 
Company,  shall  be  one  million  of  dollars,  and  shall  be  divided  into  shaies 
of  fitty  dollars  each;  which  shares  may  be  subscribed  for  by  individnak 
only;  and  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  said  corporation  to  commence  the 
construction  of  the  said  nul-road  or  way,  and  enjoy  all  the  powers  and  privi- 
leges conferred  by  this  act,  as  soon  as  the  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars  shall 
be  subscribed  to  said  stock. 

Sec  3.  That  all  persons  who  shall  become  stockholders  pursuant  to 
(his  act,  shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby  created  a  body  corporate,  and  shall 
be  and  remain  a  corporation  forever,  under  the  name  of  the  Muskingum 
and  Ohio  Rail-road  Company;  and  by  that  name,  shall  be  capable  in 
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law  of  purchaaog,  holding,  selling,  leasing  and  conveying  estateB^  real, 

Enonal  and  mixed,  so  far  as  the  same  shall  be  necessary  for  the  purpose 
reinafter  mentioned,  and  no  further;  and  shall  have  perpetual  succession; 
and  by  said  corporate  name,  may  contract  and  be  contracted  wi&,  soe  and 
be  sued,  and  may  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  which  they  shall  have  power 
to  alter  or  renew  at  their  pleasure;  and  shall  have,  enjoy,  and  may  exer- 
cise all  the  powers,  rights  and  privileges,  which  corporate  bodies  may  law* 
fully  do,  for  the  purposes  mentioned  in  this  act. 

Sec  4.  That  if  more  than  twenty  thousand  shares  shall  be  subscribed 
to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company,  said  commissioners,  or  a  majority  of 
them,  shall  reduce  the  subscriptions  to  twenty  thousand  shares,  by  striking 
off  from  the  largest  number  of  shares  in  succession,  until  the  subscriptions 
•hall  be  reduced  to  twenty  thousand  shares,  on  the  subscriptions  to  one 
•hare;  and  if  there  still  be  an  excess,  then  lots  shall  be  drawn  by  the  com- 
missioners, to  determine  who  are  to  be  excluded. 

Sec.  5.  That  upon  every  such  subscription  there  shall  be  paid  at  thetime 
of  subscribing, to  the  said  commissioners,  or  their  agents  appointed  to  receive 
such  subscriptions,  the  sum  of  five  dollars  on  every  share  subscribed;  and 
the  residue  thereof  shall  be  paid  in  such  instalments,  and  at  such  times,  as 
may  be  required  by  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company:  Pnxpi- 
dedj  No  payments  other  than  the  first  shall  be  demanded,  until  at  leasts 
diirty  days  public  notice  of  such  demand  shall  have  been  given  by  said  pre- 
sident and  directors,  in  some  newspaper  of  general  circulation  in  the  Stote; 
and  if  any  stockholder  shall  fail  or  neglect  to  pay  any  instalment,  or  part 
of  said  subscription  thus  demanded,  for  the  space  of  ten  days  next  after 
the  time  the  same  shall  be  due  and  payable,  the  said  president  and  di- 
rectors, upon  giving  at  least  ten  days  previous  notice  thereof,  in  manner 
aforesaid,  may,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  sell  at  public  vendue  so 
many  of  the  shares  of  such  delinquent  stockholders  as  shall  be  necessary  to 
pay  such  instalment  and  the  expenses  of  advertising  and  sale,  and  transfer 
the  shares  so  sold  to  the  purchaser;  and  the  residue  of  the  money  arising 
from  such  sale,  after  paying  such  instalment  and  expense,  shall  be  paid  to 
such  stockholder  on  demand. 

Sec.  6.  That  at  the  expiration  of  ten  days,  for  which  the  books  are 
first  opened,  if  five  thousand  shares  of  said  capital  stock  shall  have  been 
subscribed,  or  if  not,  as  soon  thereafter  as  the  same  shall  be  subscribed,  if 
within  two  years  after  the  first  opening  of  the  books,  the  said  com- 
missioners, or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  call  a  general  meeting  of  the  stock- 
holders at  such  time  and  place  as  they  may  appoint,  and  shall  give  at  least 
sixty  days  previous  notice  thereof;  and  at  such  meeting,  the  said  com- 
missioners shall  lay  the  subscription  books  before  the  stockholders  then 
and  there  present;  and  thereupon  the  said  stockholders,  or  a  majoritv 
of  them,  shall  elect  twelve  directors  by  ballot;  a  majority  of  whom  shall 
be  competent  to  manage  the  affairs  of  said  company;  they  shall  have  the 
power  of  electing  a  president  of  said  company,  either  from  among  the  di- 
rectors or  others,  and  of  allowing  him  such  compensation  for  his  services 
as  they  may  deem  proper;  and  in  said  election,  and  on  all  other  occasions 
wherein  a  vote  of  the  stockholders  of  said  company  is  to  be  taken,  each 
stockholder  shall  be  allowed  one  vote  for  every  share  owned  by  him  or 
her;  and  every  stockholder  may  depute  any  other  person  to  vote  and  act 
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for  him  or  her,  as  bis  or  her  proxy;  and  the  commissioaers  aforesaid,  or  any 
three  of  then),  shall  be  judges  of  the  first  election  of  said  durectocs:  Prom* 
dedy  That  any  president  or  director  who  shall  cease  to  be  a  stockbolder, 
shall  cease  to  be  a  president  or  director. 

Sec.  7.  That  to  continue  the  succession  of  the  president  and  directon 
of  saud  company,  twelve  directors  shall  be  chosen  annually,  on  the  first  MoH' 
day  in  January,  in  every  year,  at  such  place  as  a  majority  of  the  directors 
shall  appoint;  and  if  any  vacancy  shall  occur  by  death,  resignation  or  other- 
wise, of  any  president  or  director,  before  the  year  for  which  be  was  elected 
has  expired,  a  person  to  fill  such  vacant  place  for  the  residue  of  the  year 
may  be  appointed  by  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company,  or  a 
majority  of  them;  and  that  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company  shall 
hold  and  exercise  their  offices  until  a  new  election  of  president  and  direc* 
tors;  and  that  all  elections  which  are  by  this  act,  or  the  by-laws  of  the  com- 
pany, to  be  made  on  a  particular  day,  or  at  a  particular  time,  if  not  made 
on  such  day  or  time,  may  be  made  at  any  time  within  thir^  days  there- 
after. 

Sec.  8.  That  a  general  meeting  of  the  stockholders  of  said  company 
shall  be  held  annually,  at  the  time  and  place  appointed  for  the  election  of 
president  and  directors  of  said  company;  that  they  may  be  called  at 
any  time  during  the  interval  between  the  said  annual  meetings,  by  the  pre- 
sident and  directors,  or  a  majority  of  them,  or  by  the  stockholders  owning 
at  least  one-fourth  of  the  stock  subscribed,  upon  giving  at  least  thirty  days 
public  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  holding  the  same;  and  when  any  such 
meetings  are  called,  by  the  stockholders,  such  notice  shall  specify  the  particu- 
lar object  of  the  call ;  and  if,  at  any  such  called  meeting,  a  majority  m  value 
of  the  stockholders  of  said  company  ate  not  present  in  person  or  by  proxy, 
such  meeting  shall  be  adjourned  from  day  to  day  without  transacting  any 
business,  for  any  time,  not  exceeding  three  days;  and  if,  within  said  three 
days,  stockholders,  holding  a  majority  in  value  of  the  stock  subscribed,  do 
not  thus  attend,  such  meeting  shall  be  dissolved. 

Sec.  9.  That  at  the  regular  annual  meeting  of  the  stockholders  of  said 
company,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  and  directors  in^office  for  the 
previous  year,  to  exhibit  a  clear  and  distinct  statement  of  the  aflainBof  the 
company;  and  that  at  any  called  meeting  of  the  stockholders,  a  majority  of 
those  present  in  person  or  by  proxy,  may  require  similar  statements  from  the 
president  and  directors,  whose  di;ity  it  shall  be  to  furnish  them  when  thus  re- 
quired; and  that  at  all  general  meetings  of  the  stockholders,  a  majority  in  Ta- 
lue  of  all  the  stockholders  of  said  company  may  remove  from  office  any  presi- 
dent or  any  of  the  directors  of  said  company,  and  may  appoint  officers  in 
their  stead. 

Sec.  10.  That  every  president  and  director  of  said  company,  before  he 
acts  as  such,  shall  take  an  oath  or  affirmation  (as  the  case  may  be,)  that  he 
will  well  and  truly  discharge  the  duties  of  his  said  office  to  the  best  of  his 
skill  and  ability. 

.Sec.  1 U  That  the  said  president  and  directors,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
may  appoint  all  such  officers,  engineers,  agents  or  servants  whatsoever,  as 
they  may  deem  necessary  for  the  transaction  of  the  business  of  the  com- 
pany, and  may  rennove  any  of  them  at  their  pleasure;  that  they,  or  a  ma- 
jority of  them,  shall  have  the   power  to  determine   the   compensation 
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of  all  engineers,  officers,  agents,  or  servants,  in  the  emplcj  of  said 
company:  and  to  determine  by  their  laws  the  manner  of  adjustii^ 
and  settling  all  accounts  against  the  said  company;  and,  also,  the  manner 
and  evidence  of  transfers  of  stock  in  said  company;  and  they,  or  a  majority 
of  them,  shall  have  the  power  to  pass  all  by-laws,  which  they  may  deem 
necessary  or  proper  for  exercising  all  the  powers  vested  in  the  company 
hereby  incorporated,  and  for  carrying  the  objects  of  this  act  into  efiect: 
Provided^  only^  That  such  by-laws  shall  not  be  contrary  to  the  laws  of  thi» 
State  or  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  1 2.  That  if  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  deemed  in- 
sufficient for  the  purposes  of  this  act,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the 
president  and  directors  of  said  company,  or  a  majority  of  them,  from  time 
to  time,  to  increase  the  capital  stocK,  by  the  addition  of  as  many  shares  as 
they  may  deem  necessary,  not  exceeding  in  amount  one  million  of  dol- 
lars, for  which  they  may,  at  their  option,  cause  subscriptions  to  be  re- 
ceived, giving  notice  in  the  manner  hereinbefore  prescribed;  or  may  sell 
the  same  for  the  benefit  of  the  company,  on  such  terms  as  the  stockholders 
at  their  annual  meeting  may  direct. 

Sec.  13.  That  the  said  corporation  shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby 
vested  with  the  right  to  construct  a  double  or  single  rail-road  or  way,  from 
some  point  in  the  town  of  Zanesville,  to  some  point  on  the  Ohio  river,  in 
the  county  of  Belmont;  and  also,  to  cbnstruct  branches  to  the  seat  of  jus- 
tice of  any  county  through  which  the  road  may  be  located;  to  transport, 
take  and  carry  property  and  persons  upon  the  same,  by  the  power  and 
force  of  steam,  of  animals,  or  of  any  mechanical  or  other  powers,  or  of 
any  combination  of  them,  which  the  said  corporation  may  choose  to  em- 
ploy. 

Sec.  14.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company  shall  be, 
and  they  are  hereby  invested  with  all  rights  and  powers  necessary  for  the 
location,  construction  and  repair  of  said  road,  not  exceeding  one  hundred 
feet  wide,  with  as  many  sets  of  tracks  as  the  said  president  and  directors 
may  deem  necessary,  and  they  may  cause  to  be  made,  contract  with 
others  for  making  the  said  rail-road,  or  any  part  of  it;  and  they,  or  their 
agents,  or  those  with  whom  they  may  contract  for  making  any  part  of  the 
same,  and  may  enter  upon  and  use  and  occupy  any  land  which  may  be  want- 
ed for  the  site  of  said  road,  or  for  any  other  purpose  necessary  and  useful  in 
the  construction,  or  in  the  repair  of  said  road  or  its  works,  and  that  they 
may  build  bridges,  may  fix  scales  and  weights,  may  lay  rails,  may  take  and 
use  any  earth,  timber,  gravel,  stone  or  other  materials  which  may  be  want- 
ed for  the  construction  or  repair  of  any  part  of  said  road,  or  any  of  its 
works;  and  may  make  and  construct  all  works  whatsoever,  which  may  be 
necessary  in  the  construction  of  said  road. 

Sec.  15.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company,  or  a  ma- 
jority of  them,  or  any  person  or  persons  authorized  by  a  majority  of  them, 
may  agree  with  the  owner  or  owners  of  any  land,  earth,  timber,  gravel 
or  stone,  or  other  materials,  or  any  improvements  which  may  be  wanted 
for  the  construction  or  repair  of  said  road,  or  any  of  their  works,  for  the 
purchase  or.  use,  or  occupation  of  the  same;  and  if  they  cannot  agree, 
and  if  the  owner  or  owners,  or  any  of  them,  be  a  feme  covertj, under  aige, 
non  compos  mentis^  or  out  of  the  county  in  which  the  property  wanted  may 
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ti#9  ^ben  such  land  and  materials  may  be  wanted,  application  may  be  made 
to  any  jnsUce  of  the  peace  of  such  county,  who  shall  thereupon  issue  his 
warrant,  under  his  hand  and  seal,  directed  to  the  sheriff  of  said  county  or 
to  some  (tisinterested  person  if  the  sheriff  shall  be  interested,  requiriiig 
him  to  iommon  a  jury  of  twelve  inhabitants. of  said  county,  and  not  re- 
lated or  in  any  wise  interested,  to  meet  on  the  land,  or  near  to  the  other 
property  or  materials,  to  be  valued  on  a  day  named  in  said  warrant,  not 
less  than  ten  nor  more  than  twenty  days  after  the  issuing  of  the  same,  and 
if,  at  the  said  time  and  place,  any  of  said  persons  summoned  do  not  attend, 
the  said  sheriff,  or  summbner  shall  immediately  summons  as  many  persons 
as  may  be  necessary,  with  the  persons  in  attendance,  to  furnish  a  pannel 
of  twelve  jurors  in  attendance;  and  from  them  each  party,  or  its,  his,  her 
or  their  agent,  if  either  be  not  present  in  person  or  by  agent,  the  sfaerifi^ 
or  summoner,  for  him,  her,  it  or  them,  may  strike  off  three  jurors,  and  tho 
remaining  six  shall  act  as  a  jury  of  damages;  and  before  they  act  as  such, 
the  said  sheriff,  or  summoner  shall  administer  to  each  of  them  an  oath,  or 
affirmation,  as  the  case  may  be,  that  they  will  justly  and  imparUaUy  value 
the  damages  which  the  owner  or  owners  will  sustain  by  the  use  or  occu- 
pation of  the  same,  required  by  said  company;  and  the  jury  estimating  the 
damages,  if  for  the  ground  occupied  by  said  road,  shall  take  into  the  esti- 
mate the  benefits  resulting  to  said  owner  or  owners,  by  reason  of  said 
road  passing  through  or  upon  the  lands  of  such  owner  or  owners,  towards 
the  extinguishment  of  such  claim  for  damages;  and  the  said  juiy  shall  re- 
duce their  inquisition  to  writing,  and  shall  sign  and  seal  the  same;  and  it 
^hall  then  be  returned  to  the  clerk  of  the  court  of  common  pleas  for  said 
county,  and  by  such  clerk  filed  in  his  office,  and  shall  be  confirmed  by  said 
court  at  its  next  session,  if  no  sufficient  cause  to  the  contrary  be  shown ;  and 
when  confirmed,  shall  be  recorded  by  said  clerk,  at  the  expense  of  said 
eompany;  but  if  set  aside,  the  said  court  may  direct  another  inquisition  to 
be  taken  in  the  manner  above  prescribed;  and  such  inquisition  shall  de- 
scribe the  property  taken,  or  the  bounds  of  the  lands  condemned;  and  sucb 
valuation,  when  paid  or  tendered  to  the  owner  or  owners  of  said  property, 
or  his,  her,  or  their  legal  representatives,  shall  entitle  said  company  to  the 
full  right  to  said  personal  property,  and  the  use  and  occupation  of  said 
landed  property,  for  the  purposes  of  said  road,  thus  valued,  as  fully  as  if  it 
had  been  conveyed  by  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  same;  and  the  valua^ 
tion,  if  not  received  when  tendered*  may,  at  any  time  thereafter,  be  received 
from  the  company  without  cost,  by  the  owner  or  owners,  his,  her,  or  their 
legal  representative  or  representatives;  and  that  such  sheriff,  or  summoner, 
and  jurors,  shall  be  entitled  to  demand  and  receive  from  the  said  company, 
the  same  fees,  as  are  allowed  for  like  services,  in  cases  of  fixing  the  valua- 
tion of  real  estate,  previous  to  sale  under  execution. 

Sec.  16.  That  whenever  in  the  construction  of  said  road,  it  shall  be 
necessary  to  cross  or  intersect  any  established  road  or  way,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  said  president  and  directors  of  said  company  so  to  construct 
the  said  rail-road  across  such  established  road  or  way,  as  not  to  impede  the 
passace  or  transportation  of  persons  or  property  along  the  same,  or  when 
It  shall  be  necessary  to  pass  through  the  land  of  any  individual,  it  shall 
also  be  their  duty  to  provide  for  such  individual  proper  wagon  ways  across 
said  road,  or  roads,  from  one  part  of  his  land  to  another,  without  delay. 
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See*  1 7.  That  if  said  company  should  neglact  to  provide  proper  wagoft 
ways  across  said  road,  as  required  by  the  sixteenth  section  of  this  act,  -it 
shall  be  lawful  for  any  individual  to  sue  said  company,  and  tf  be  entided 
to  such  damages,  as  a  jury  may  think  him,  or  her,  entitled  to^  for  such 
neglect  or  refusal  on  the  part  of  said  company. 

Sec*  18.  That  whenever  it  shall  be  necessary  for  said  company  t9 
have,  use  or  occupy  any  land,  or  materials,  in  the  construction  or  repair  of 
said  road  or  roads,  or  any  part  thereof,  on  their  works  or  necessary  buildingPi 
the  president  and  directors  of  said  company,  or  their  agents,  or  those 
contracting  with  them  for  making  or  repeirine  the  same,  may  immediately 
take  and  use  the  same;  they  having  first  caused  the  property  wanted,  to  be 
viewed  by  a  jury,  (formed  in  the  same  manner  hereinbefore  prescribed,) 
in  those  cases  where  the  property  is  to  be  changed  or  altered,  by  acimix* 
ture  with  other  substances,  before  such  alteration  is  made;  and  that  it  shall 
not  be  necessary  after  such  view,  in  order  to  the  use  or  occupation  of  the 
same,  to  wait  the  issue  of  the  proceedings  upon  such  view,  and  the  inquest 
of  the  jury,  after  confirmation,  and  after  payment  or  tender  of  the  vahnir 
tion,  shall  be  a  bar  to  all  actions  for  taking  or  using  such  property. 

Sec.  19.  That  if  it  shall  be  necessary  for  the  said  rail  road  compan^^ 
in  the  selection  of  the  route,  or  construction  of  the  road  by  them  to  be  laid 
out  and  constructed,  or  any  part  of  it,  to  connect  the  same  with,  or  to 
use  any  turnpike  road,  rail  road  or  bridge,  made  or  erected  by  any  company 
or  persons  incorporated,  or  authorized  by  any  law  of  this  State,  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  the  said  president  and  directors,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized^ 
to  contract  and  agree  with  any  such  other  corporation  or  persons,  for  the 
right  to  use  such  road  or  bridge,  or  for  the  transfer  of  any  of  the  corporate 
^  or  other  rights  or  privileges  of  such  corporation  or  persons,  to  the  said 
'  company  hereby  incorporated;  and  every  such  other  incorporation,  or  pep> 
sons  incorporated  by,  or  acting  under  the  laws  of  this  State,  is,  and  are 
hereby  authorized  to  make  such  agreement,  contract,  or  transfer,  by 
and  through  the  agency  of  the  person  authorized  by  their  respective  acts 
of  incorporation,  to  exercise  their  corporate  powers,  or  by  suck  persons  as 
by  any  law  of  this  State,  are  entrusted  with  the  management  and  direction 
oi  such  turnpike  road  or  bridge,  or  of  any  of  the  rights  and  privileges 
aforesaid;  and  any  contract,  or  agreement  or  transfer,  made  in  pursuance 
of  the  power  and  authority  hereby  granted,  when  executed,  by  the  several 
parties  under  their  respective  corporate  seaJs,  or  otherwise  legally  authen- 
ticated, shall  vest  in  the  company  hereby  incorporated,  all  such  road, 
part  of  road,  rights  and  privileges,  and  the  right  to  use  and  enjoy  the  same, 
as  folly,  to  all  intents  and  purposes,  as  they  now  are,  or  miglit  be  used  and 
exercised  by  the  said  corporation,  or  persons  in  whom  they  are  now 
vested. 

Sec.  20.  That  the  said  president  and  directors  shall  have  power  to  pur- 
chase with  the  funds  of  the  company,  and  place  on  any  railroad  constructed 
by  them, under  this  act,  all  machines,  wagons,  vehicles,  or  carriages  of  any 
description  whatsoever,  which  they  may  deem  necessary  or  proper,  for 
the  purpose  of  transportation  on  said  road;  and  the  said  road  or  roads, 
with  all  their  works,  improvements,  and  profits,  and  all  machinery  used 
on  said  road  for  transportation  owned  by  said  company,  are  hereby  vested 
in  said  company,  incorporated  by  this  act,  and  their  successors  forever; 
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Bnd  the  shares  of  the  capital  stock  of  said  compaoy  shall  be  deemed  and 
considered  personal  property,  transferable  by  assignment,  agreeably  to 
the  by-laws  of  said  company. 

Sec.  3U  That  said  company  may  demand  and  receive  for  tolls  upon, 
and  transportation  of  goods,  produce,  merchandize,  or  property  of  any 
kind  whatsoever,  transported  by  them  along  said  rail  way,  any  sum  not 
exceeding  the  following  rates :  on  all  goods,  merchandize,  or  property  of  any 
description,  transported  by  them,  a  sum  not  exceeding  one  and  a  half 
(•ents  per  mile,  for  toll,  five  cents  per  ton  per  mile,  for  transportation; 
and  for  the  transportation  of  passengers,  not  exceeding  three  cents  per 
mile  for  each  passenger;  and  all  persons  paying  the  tolls  aforesaid  may,  with 
suitable  and  proper  cars,  transport  persons  or  property  on  said  road, 
subject  to  the  rules  and  regulations  of  said  company  as  to  the  construe- 
tion  and  speed  of  said  cars. 

Sec.  23.  That  the  said  president  and  directors  shall,  semi-annualiy^ 
declare  and  make  such  dividends  as  they  may  deem  proper,  of  the  nett 
profits  arising  from  the  resources  of  said  company,  deducting  the  neces- 
sary current  and  probable  contingent  expenses,  and  that  they  shall  cUvide 
the  sum  among  tne  stockholders,  of  said  company  in  proportion  to  their 
respective  shares. 

Sec  33.  That  any  other  rail  road  company  now  or  hereafter  to  be 
created  by  law  of  this  State,  may  join  and  connect  any  rail  road  with 
the  road  hereby  contemplated,  and  run  cars  upon  the  same,  subject  to  the 
rules  and  regulations  of  this  company,  as  to  the  construction  and  speed  of 
said  cars;  and  full  right  and  privilege  is  hereby  reserved  to  the  State,  or 
individuals,  or  any  company  incorporated  by  law  of  this  State,  to  cross 
this  road:  Provided^  That  in  so  crossing,  no  injury  shall  be  done  to  the 
works  of  the  company  hereby  incorporated. 

Sec*  24.  That  if  any  person  or  persons,  shall  wilfully,  by  any  mesns 
whatsoever,  injure,  impair,  or  destroy  any  part  of  any  rail  road,  construct* 
ed  by  said  company  under  this  act,  or  any  of  the  necessary  work,  build- 
ings, or  machinery  of  said  company,  such  person  or  persons  so  offending, 
shall,  each  of  them,  for  every  such  offence,  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  said  com- 
pany a  sum  not  exceeding  three  fold  the  damages  which  may  be  recover- 
ed in  the  name  of  the  company,  by  an  action  of  debt,  in  the  court  of  com- 
mon pleas  for  the  county  wherein  the  offence  shall  be  committed:  and  shall 
also  be  subject  to  an  indictment  in  said  court  and  upon  conviction  of  such  of- 
fence shall  be  punished  by  fine  and  imprisonment,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

Sec.  35.  That  if  said  rail  road  shall  not  be  commenced  in  three  years 
from  the  passage  of  this  act,  and  shall  not  be  finished  within  thirteen  years 
from  the  time  of  the  commencement  thereof,  then  this  act  to  be  null  and 
void. 

Sec.  26.  If  the  Legislature  of  this  State  shall,  at  any  time  after  the 
expiration  of  thirty-five  years  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  make  provis- 
ion, by  law,  for  the  re-payment  to  said  company  of  the  amount  expended 
by  them  in  the  construction  of  said  road,  together  with  all  moneys  ex- 
pended by  them  for  necessary  permanent  fixtures  at  the  time  purchased, 
lor  the  use  of  said  road,  with  an  addition  of  fifteen  per  cent,  thereon,  the 
said  road,  with  all  fixtures  And  appurtenances,  shall  vest  in  and  become 
the  property  of  the  State  of  Ohio. 
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Sec*  S7.  Whenever  the  dividends  of  said  company  shall  exceed  six 
per  cent*  per  annum,  the  Legislature  of  this  State  ipay  impose  suchreasoD- 
able  tax  on  the  amount  of  such  dividends  9s  may  be  receivw  from  other  mil 
road  companies.  . 

Sec*  28.  Thai  this  act  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  public  act,  and  shall 
be  so  construed  in  all  courts  of  justice  and  elsewhere.

AW  ACT 

To  nvivt  th«  act  appwoting  connipiBsioiiers  to  r«-ft«uiblish  a  ceriaifi  State  road,  ia  the  eona* 
ties  of  Champaign,  Miami,  and  Dark^paesed  March  5th«  1 835. 

Sec.  U  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  ofi)hioj  That 
the  act,  passed  March  5th,  1885,  to  appoint  commissicttiers  to  re-establish 
a  certain  state  road,  in  the  counties  of  Champaign,  Miami  and  Dark,  be, 
and  the  same  is  hereby  revived;  and  the  further  time  of  one  year  allowed 
to  carry  its  provisions  into  effect.

WnEKEAS,  The  law  jegulating  common  schools,  does  opt  sufficiently  provide 
for  schools,  such  as  would  suit  the  wishes  and  circumstances  of  the  people 
in  every  section  of  the  State;  and  that  the  citizens  of  the  village  of 
Cleves,  and  vicinity,  may  have  a  school  where  the  different  branches  of 
education  shall  be  taught,  such  as  are  not  contemplated  by  the  provis- 
ions of  the  general  school  law:  Therefore, 

Sec.  1«  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^ 
That  Stephen  Wood,  Daniel  G.  Howel,  Andrew  Lmd,  Joseph  M.  Kunyan, 
James  S.  Ogden,  arid' their  associates,  the  householders  of  school  district, 
number  two,  Miami  township,  county  of  Hamilton,  are  created  a  body 
corporate  and  politic,  with,  perpetual  succession,  by  the  name  and  style 
of^^The  Cleves  Independent  School;^'  and,  in  their  corporate  capacity, 
may  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  he  im- 
pleaded, answe^r  and  be  answered  unto,  in  any  court  having  competent  ju- 
risdiction. 

Sec.  3.  That  said  corporation  shall  be  capable  of  receiving,  acquiring, 
and  holding,  either  by  jgift,  grant,  devise,  or  purchase,  any  estate,  real,

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  OAto, 
That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  qualified  electors  of  the  town  of  Norwalk, 
in  the  county  of  Huron,  at  the  time  and  place  of  electiAg  mayor,  rec<»- 
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der,  and  trastees,  to  elect  an  assessor,  who  shatl,  within  five  days  after  hisr 
election,  take  an  oath  of  office  before  some  competent. authority;  and  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  said  assessor,  annually,  in  the  month  of  May,  to  value 
and  appraise  ail  property  situate  within  the,  limits  of  said  corporation, 
whether  lying  in  district  lots  or  pafceis,  or  in  common  and  undivided  with 
other  lands  within  said  corporation,  which  is  made  subject  to  taxation  by 
by  the  laws  of  this  State,  for  State  and  county  purpose,  or  by  the  act  to 
which  this  an  amendment;  and  to  make  out,  sign,  certify,  and  return  a  true 
list  of  such  valuation  to  the  fecorder  of  said  town,  on  or  before  the  fir«t 
Monday  in  June  annually;  which  list,  when  so  returned,, shall  be  open  to 
the  examination  of  any  inhabitant  of  said  town,  or  any  other  person  in* 
terested.

Sec.  1.  Be.it  ^cted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^ 
That  BO  much  of  the  township  of  Frank! yn,  in  the  county  of  Clermont,  as 
is  comprised  and  designated  in  the  tbwii  plat  in  the  town  of  Felicity,  to- 
gether with  such  plat  or  plats,  in  addition  thereto,  as  has  been,  or  may  here- 
after be  recorded  in  the  recorder's  office,  in  the  county  of  Clermont,  as 
additions  thereto,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  created  into,  and  constituted 
a  town  corporate,  by  the  nvLtne  of  the  town  of  Felicity.

Sec.  5.  That  the  town  council  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies 
which  may  happen  in  said  board,  from  the  householders,  who  are  qualified 
electors  in  said  town;  who  shall  hold  their  appoinment  un(il  the  next  an- 
nual election,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified;  and  in 
the  absence  of  the  mayor  and  recorder  from  any  meeting  of  the  town 
council,  the  trustees  shall  have  power  to  appoint  any  two  of  their  number 
to  perform  the  duties  of  mayor  and  recorder,  for  the  time  being. 

Sec.  6.  That  the  mayor,  recorder,  and  trustees  of  said  town,  shaH 
be  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  with  perpetual  succession,  to  be  known 
and  distinguished  by  the  name  and  style  of  ^^The  Town  Council  of  the  town 
of  Felicity ;''  and  shall  be  capable  in  law,  by  their  corporate  nan^e,  to  ai> 
quire  property,  real,  personal  and  mixed,  for  the  use  of  said  town,  and  may 
sell  and  convey  the  same  at  pleasure;  they  may  have  a  common  seal,  whiu 
they  may  bresJc,  alter,  or  renew,  at  pleasure;  they  may  sue  and  be  saed, 
plead  and  be  impleaded,  defend  and  be  defended,  in  all  roannet  of  actions, 
and  in  all  courts  ol  law  and  e<}uity ;  and  whenever  any  suit  shall  be  cobs' 
menced  aeainst  said  corporation,  the  process  shall  be  served  by  copy, 
which  shul  be  left  with  the  recorder,  or  ^t  his  usual  place  of  residence, 
at  least  five  days  before  the  return  day  thereof. 

Sec.  7.  That  each  member  of  said  town  council,  befbre  entering 
upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  shall  take  an  oath  or  affirmation  to  sapporl 
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the  constitution  of  the  United  States,  and  the  constitution  of  this  State, 
and  also  an  oath  of  office. 

Sec.  '8.  That  the  town  council  shall  have  power  to  make,  ordain  and 
establish  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations,  for  the  government  of  said  town, 
and  to  alter  or  repeal  the  same  at  pleasure;  to  provide  for  the  appointment 
of  a  treasurer,  town  marshal,  and  such  other  subordinate  officers  as  they 
may  think  necessary;  to  prescribe  their  duties,  and  determine  the  period 
of  their  appointment,  and  to  fix  the  fees  they  shall  be  entitled  to  for  their 
services;  and  the  treasurer,  marshal,  and  other  officers,  shall,  before  enter- 
ing upon  their  duties,  take  an  oath  of  office,'  and  shall  respectively  ^ve 
bond,  with  security,  in  such  sums  as  shall  be  determined  by  the  town  coun- 
cil, payable  to  the  State  of  Ohio,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance 
of  their  respective  duties:  the  town  council  shall  also  have  power  to  fix 
reasonable  fines  and  penalties  for  any  violation  of  the  laws  and  ordinances 
of  the  corporation,  and  to  provide  for  the  collection  and  disposition  of  the 
same:  ProvidecL  Such  by-laws  or  ordinances,  rules  and  regulations,  be  not 
inconsistent  with  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States,  and  of 
this  State:  Andprovided^  also.  That  no  by-law,  ordinance,  rule  or  regu- 
lation, shall  take  effect,  or  be  in  force,  until  the  same  shall  have  been  post- 
ed up  for  two  weeks,  in  one  or  more  of  the  most  public  places  in  said  cor- 
poration. 

Sec.  9.  That  the  town  council  shall,  at  the  expiration  of  each  and  eve- 
ry year,  cause  to  be  made  out  and  posted  up  as  aforesaid,  the  receipts  and 
expenditures  of  the  preceding  year. 

Sec  10.  That  the  town  council  shall  have  power  to  regulate  and 
improve  the  streets,  lanes,  and  alleys,  and  determine  the  width  of  the 
side  walks  in  said  town;  they  shall  have  power  to  remove  all  nuisances 
and  obstructions  from  the  streets  and  conimons  of  said  town,  and  to  do 
all  things  which  similar  corporations  have  power  to  do. 

Sec.  11.  That  for  the  purpose  of  more  effectually  enabling  said  town 
council  to  carry  into  effect  tlie  provisions  of  this  act,  they  are  hereby  au- 
thorized and  empowered  to  levy  a  tax  on  all  the  real  and  personal  pro- 
perty, subject  on  the  grand  levy  to  taxation  within  the  limits  of  said  town, 
upon  the  appraisements  made  and  returned  upon  said  grand  levy:  Provi- 
dedy  That  said  tax,  so  levied  by  said  town  council,  shall  not,  in  any  one 
year,  exceed  one  half  per  centum,  on  the  aggregate  amount  of  all  such 
taxable  property  within  the  limits  of  said  town;  and  the  said  town  coun- 
couDcil  shall,  annually,  between  the  first  day  of  April  and  the  first  day 
of  July,  determine  the  amount  of  tax  to  be  assessed  and  collected  for  the 
current  year. 

•Sec  12.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  recorder  of  said  corporation^ 
to  make  out  duplicates  of  taxes,  cliarging  each  individual  within  said  cor- 
poration, an  amount  of  tax,  in  proportion  to  the  aggregate  value  of  the 
taxable  property  belonging  to  such  individual,  within  the  limits  of  said  corpo- 
ration, as  the  same  appears  upon  the  books  of  the  auditor  of  said  county 
of  Clermont;  and  the  said  recorder  shall  have  power  of  inspecting  the 
books  of  said  auditor,  and  to  take  any  minutes  or  transcripts  therefrom,  as 
may  be  necessary  to  aid  him  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties  hereby  enjoined 
upon  him, free  oi  expense:  when  said  recorder  shall  have  made  out  said  du- 
plicates, as  aforesaid,  he  shall  deliver  one  of  such  duplicates  to  the  marshal 
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of  said  town,  or  to  such  other  persoa  as  may  be  appointed  coliecior,  wbose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  collect  the  taxes  thereon,  in  the  same  manner  and  mi' 
der  the  same  regulations  as  are  provided  by  law  for  the  collection  of  State 
and  county^. taxes;  and  the  said  marshal  or  collector  shall,  immediately  af- 
ter collectmg  said  taxes,  pay  the  same  over  to  the  treasurer  of  said  corpo- 
ration, and  take  his  receipt  therefor;  and  the  said  marshal  or  collector 
shall  have  the  same  power  to  sell  both  real  and  personal  property,  as  is 
given  by  law  to  county  treasurers;  and  when  necessary,  the  recorder 
shall  have  power  to  make  deeds  for  real  estate  so  sold,  in  the  same 
manner  that  county  auditors  are  by  law  empowered  to  do,  for  lands  sold 
by  the  county  treasurer;  and  the  marshal,  or  collector,  shall  receive  such 
fees  for  his  service,  as  the  town  council  may  direct,  not  exceeding  six  per 
cent,  on  all  moneys  so  by  him  collected,  to  be  paid  by  the  treasurer,  on 
the  order  of  the  recorder. 

Sec.  1 3.  That  the  said  town  council  shall  have  power  to  appropriate  any 
money  remaining  in  the  corporation  treasury,  to  the  improvement  of  the 
streets,  alleys  and  side  walks  of  said  town,  whenever  they  may  deem  it  ne- 
sary,  and  to  make  any  other  improvement,  which  may  conduce  to  the 
health  and  comfort  of  said  town. 

Sec.  14.  That  the  mayor  of  said  town  shall  be  a  conservator  of  the 
peace  within  the  limits  of  said  corporation;  and  shall  have  therein,  all  the 
powers  and  jurisdiction  of  a  justice  of  the  peace,  in  all  matters,  either  civil 
or  criminal,  arising  under  the  laws  of  this  State;  he  shall  perform  all  the 
duties  enjoined  upon  him  by  the  laws  and  ordinances  of  the  corporation, 
and  shall  give  bond  and  security,  in  the  same  manner  as  justices  of  [thej 
peace  are  required  to  do;  and  appeals  may  be  taken  from  the  decision  of 
the  said  ma^yor,  in  all  cases  where,  by  law,  appeals  are  allowed  from  the 
decisions  of  the  justices  of  the  peace,  and  in  the  same  manner. 

Sec.  15.  That  the  marshal  shall  be  the  principal  ministerial  officer  in 
said  corporation,  and  shall  have  the  same  power  as  constables  have  by  law; 
and  his  authority,  in  the  execution  of  criminal  process  shall  be  coextensive 
with  the  limits  of  said  county  of  Clermont,  and  he  shall  receive  for  bis  ser- 
vices, such  fees  as  are  allowed  by  law  to  constables,  in  similar  cases,  for 
like  services. 

Sec.  16.  That  the  mayor  shall  receive  for  his  services,  such  lees  as 
are  allowed  by  law  to  justices  of  the  peace  for  similar  services  in  like  ca- 
ses; the  recorder  shall  receive  such  fees  for  his  services,  as  shall  be  fixed 
by  the  by-laws  and  ordinances  of  the  corporation. 

Sec.  17.  That  if  no  election  shall  beheld  by  the  electors  of  said  town, 
on  the  second  Saturday  in  May  next,  it  shall  be  lavrful  for  any  ten  house- 
holders of  said  town,  to  call  a  meeting  of  the  electors,  by  giving  ten  days 
notice  thereof,  in  writing,  to  be  posted  up  in  one  or  more  of  the  most  pub- 
lie  places  in  said  town;  which  notice  shall  state  the  time,  place,  and  ob- 
ject of  said  meeting,  and  shall  be  signed  by  the  said  householders;  and 
if  a  majority  of  the  qualified  electors  of  said  town  shall  attend  at  the  time 
specified  in  said  notice,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  them  to  proceed  to  the  elec- 
tion of  officers,  in  the  same  manner  as  hereinbefore  provided  for;  and  the 
officers  so  elected  shall  hold  their  offices  until  the  second  Saturday  of  May 
following,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualifiod. 

Sec.  1 8.  That  the  said  corporation  shall  be  allowed  the  use  of  the  coun- 
ty jail,  for  the  imprisonment  of  such  persons  as  may  be  liable  to  nnprison-

ment,  under  the  laws  and  ordinances  of  said  town,  and  all  persons  so  im-. 
prisoned,  shall  be  under  the  chaise  of  the  sheriff  or  jailor,  as  in  other 
cases* 

Sec.  1 9.    That  any  future  Legislature  shall  have  power  to  alter,  amend 
or  repeal  this  act.

To  incorporate  the  First  Baptist  Church  and  Society  in  Madison,  in  the  county  of  Geaofa. 

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oineral  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^ 
That  Curtis  A.  Tisdale,  Lester  Brooks,  Benjamin  F.  Fuller,  Jos.  Fuller, 
Abner  Hotchkiss,  William  Balch,  Gwindal  Rawson,  John  N.  Mackin,and 
their  associates,  together  with  such  other  persons  as  may  be  hereafter  asso- 
ciated with  them,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  created  a  body  corporate  and  pol- 
itic, by  the  name  of  ^^The  First  Baptist  Church  and  Society  in  Madison;" 
and  as  such  shall  remain  and  have  perpetual  succession,  and  by  their  corpo- 
rate name  may  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  may  sue  and  be  sued,  an- 
swer and  fbe]  answered,  plead  and  be  pleaded,  defend  and  be  defended, 
in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  in  all  manner  of  actions,  causes 
and  complaints,  whatsoever;  and  may  have  a  common  seal,  which  they 
may  change  or  alter  at  pleasure. 

Sec.  2.  That  said  corporation  shall  be  capable  in  law  and  equity,  in 
their  corporate  name  aforesaid,  of  having,  receiving,  acquiring  and  hold- 
ing, by  purchase,  gift,  grant  devise  or  legacv,  any  estate,  real,  personal, 
or  mixed,  for  the  use  of  said  corporation:  Provided^  That  the  annual  in- 
come of  all  such  property  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars; 
and  that  all  the  property,  of  whatever  kind,  shall  be  considered  as  held  in 
trust,  under  the  management,  and  at  t|ie  disposal  of  said  corporation,  for 
the  purpose  of  promoting  the  interests  of  said  society,  defraying  the  ex- 
penses mcident  to  their  mode  of  worship,  and  maintaining  any  institutions 
of  charity  or  education,  that  may  be  therewith  connected:  Andprovided^ 
alsoy  That  when  money,  or  other  property  shall  be  given,  granted,  devised 
or  bequeathed,  for  any  particular  use  or  purpose,  it  shall  be  faithfully  ap- 
plied to  such  use  or  purpose. 

Sec.  3.  That  for  the  better  managing  of  the  affairs  of  said  society,  and 
promoting  the  interests  thereof,  there  shall  be  elected,  on  the  second  Mon- 
day in  March,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty  seven,  and  on  the 
second  Monday  in  March,  in  each  succeeding  year  thereafter,  three  trus- 
tees, and  such  other  officers  as  the  corporation  may  deem  necessary,  who 
shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year,  and  until  successors  shall  be  elec* 
ted:  Provided^  That  if,  from  any  cause,  an  election  of  officers  should  not 
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be  made  on  the  day  appointed  for  the  annual  election,  the  society  may 
elect  their  officers  at  any  meeting  of  the  corporation  duty  assembled. 

Sec.  4.  That  Curtis  A.  Tisdale,  Lester  Brooks,  and  benjamin  F.  Ful- 
ler, named  in  the  first  section  ol  this  act,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  appoint- 
ed trustees,  until  the  first  annual  election,  and  until  others  are  elected  in 
their  place. 

Sec.  5.  That  all  elections  of  the  corporation  shall  be  by  ballot,  and 
the  person  or  persons  having  a  majority  of  the  votes  given,  for  any  oflSce, 
shall  be  considered  duly  elected;  each  member  shall  have  one  vote,  and  all 
matters  of  [the]  corporation  shall  be  determined  by  a  majority  of  the  mem- 
bers present,  at  any  meeting  of  the  corporation  duly  assembled. 
,  Sec.  6.  That  the  trustees,  or  a  majority  of  them  shall  be  a  quorum  for 
the  transaction  of  business,  shall,  under  the  direction  of  the  society,  have 
the  management  and  control  of  the  property  and  other  concerns  of  the 
corporation;  and  they,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  have  power  to  call  a 
meeting  of  the  society,  either  for  the  election  of  officers,  or  for  the  trans- 
action of  other  business  of  the  society,  by  giving  to  said  society,  im- 
mediately after  public  worship,  at  least  ten  days  previous  notice  of  said 
meeting,  or  causing  notifications  thereof  to  be  put  up  in  three  or  more 
public  places  within  the  limits  of  said  society,  one  of  which  shall  be  at 
the  usual  place  of  holding  public  worship,  at  least  fifteen  days  previous  to 
such  meeting. 

Sec.  7.  That  any  meeting'of  the  society,  duly  assembled,  may  adopt 
and  establish  such  by-laws  and  ordinances  as  may  be  deemed  proper  and  ne- 
cessary for  the  good  government  of  said  corporation:  Provided^  That  such 
by-laws  and  ordinances  shall  be  compatible  with  the  constitution  and  laws 
of  the  United  States,  and  of  this  State. 

Sec.  8.  That  original  process  against  the  corporation  shall  be  served 
by  leaving  an  attested  copy  with  one  or  more  of  the  trustees,  and  such 
service  shall  be  deemed  sufficient  to  bind  the  corporation. 

Sec.  9.  That  any  future  Legislature  shall  have  power  to  modify  or  re- 
peal this  act:  Provided^  That  such  modification  or  repeal  shall  not  afifect 
the  title  to  any  estate,  real  or  personal,  acquired  or  conveyed  under  its 
provisions.

AN   ACT 

To  incorporate  the  Fort  Wayne  and  Piqua  Rail-road  Companj. 

Sec*  1 .  Beit  enacted  by  Hie  General  Assembly  of  tlie  State  of  Ohio^  That 
Marshall  S.  Wines,  William  G.  Ewing,  Allen  Hamilton,  Dr.  L.  G.  Thomp- 
son, Samuel Hamer  and  Francis  Compant,  of  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana;  Rob- 
ert Young,  Dr.  John  O'Ferrel,  William  Scott  and  James  Alexander,  of 
Piqua;  John  Pickrel  and  James  W.  Riley,  of  St.  Mary's,  Ohio;  their  asso- 
ciates and  successors,  be,  and  they  arc  hereby  constituted  and  made  a  body 
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politic  and  corporate,  and  shall  be  and  remain  a  corporation  forever,  under 
the  name  of  ^The  Fort  Wayne  and  Piqua  Rail-Company ;''  and  by  that 
name,  may  sue  and  prosecute,  and  be  sued  and  prosecuted  to  final 
judgment  and  execution  in  all  courts  having  competent  jurisdiction;  and 
may  have  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  to  alter  and  renew  at  pleasure; 
and  shall  be  and  hereby  are  invested  with  ail  the  powers  and  privileges 
which  are  by  law  incident  to  corporations  of  a  similar  nature,  and  which 
are  necessary  for  the  purposes  of  constructing  a  single  or  double  rail*road 
or  way,  from  a  point  at  or  near  the  town  of  Fort  Wayne,  in  the  State  of 
Indiana,  by  way  of  Shawns  Prairie  and  St.  Mary's,  to  Piqua,  in  Ohio;  to 
transport,  take  and  carry  property  and  persons  upon  the  same,  by  the  power 
and  force  of  steam,  of  animals,  or  of  any  mechanical  or  other  power,  or  of 
any  combination  of  them,  which  the  said  corporation  may  choose  to  em- 
ploy; and  by  that  name,  they  and  their  successors  shall  be,  and  they  are 
hereby  vested  with  the  right  and  privilege  of  constructing,  erecting,  build- 
ing, making  and  using,  a  single  or  double  rail-road  or  way,  for  the  pur- 
poses aforesaid,  from  and  to  any  point  or  place  comprised  within  the  limits 
aforesaid. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  one  million  of 
dollars,  and  shall  be  divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each;  which  shall 
be  deemed  personal  property,  and  transferable  in  such  manner  as  the  by- 
laws of  said  corporation  shall  direct. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  persons  named  in  the  first  section  of  thb  act,  or  any 
five  or  more  of  them,  who  may  consent  to  act  as  such,  shall  be  commission- 
ers, whose  duty  it  shall  be,  so  soon  after  the  taking  effect  of  this  act  as  a 
majority  of  them  that  will  agree  to  act,  will  judge  proper,  to  cause  books  to 
be  opened  at  such  times  and  places  as  they  shall  think  fit,  in  the  States  of 
Indiana  and  Ohio,  and  elsewhere,  under  the  management  of  sach  persons 
as  they  shall  appoint  for  receiving  subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock  of  said 
company,  each  subscriber  to  be  a  member  of  said  corporation  for  all  pur- 
poses; and  public  notice  shall  be  given  in  such  manner  as  may  be  deemed 
advisable  by  said  commissioners,  of  the  time  and  place  of  opening  said 
books;  and  the  said  commissioners,  or  a  majority  ef  them,  may  prescribe 
the  form  of  said  subscription;  and  when  the  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars 
have  been  subscribed,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  commissioners,  or  a 
majority  of  them,  to  call  a  meeting  of  the  subscribers,  by  causing  notice  to 
be  published  in  one  or  more  newspapers  in  general  circulation  in  the  several 
places,  or  most  contiguous  thereto,  in  which  the  books  may  have  been  open- 
ed and  stock  subscribed,  at  least  twenty  days  previous  thereto,  of  the  time 
and  place  oPsuch  meeting,  which  shall  be  at  some  convenient  town  or  place 
near  the  route  of  the  contemplated  rail-road,  at  which  meeting  the  stockholders 
who  shall  attend  in  person  or  by  lawful  proxy,  shall  elect  by  ballot,  twehe 
directors,  six  of  whom  shall  be  residents  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  and  the 
remaining  six  residents  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  who. shall  hold  their  offices 
until  the  expiration  of  one  year  and  until  others  shall  have  be«n  chosen  in 
their  places;  and  the  said  commissioners  shall  be  inspectors  of  the  first  elec- 
tion of  directors  of  the  said  corporation,  and  shall  certify  under  their  hands 
the  names  of  those  duly  elected,  and  shall  deliver  over  to  them  the  said  cer- 
tificate and  books  of  subscription. 

Sec.  4.    That  each  subscriber  shall  pay  to  the  commissioners,  or  to  the 
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penoot  appoioted  by  them  to  receive  subscriptioDs  to  the  capital  stock  of 
■aid  compaaj)  at  the  time  of  subscribing,  the  sum  of  two  dollars  on  each 
share  for  which  he  shall  subscribe,  and  the  same  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  as 
an  instalment  paid  on  account  of  the  stock  to  which  he  shall  become  enti- 
tied  bj  such  subscription;  and  the  commissioners  shall  paj  over  all  moneys 
so  paid,  to  the  directors  elected  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  the  third 
-section  of  this  act. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  management  of  the  concerns  of  said  corporation  shall 
be  entrusted  to  twelve  directors,  to' be  elected  annually  by  the  stockholders 
by  ballot,  (at  a  time  and  place  to  be  fixed  on  by  the  president  and  directors, 
of  which  due  notice  shall  be  given  by  them,  as  prescribed  in  the  third  sec- 
tion of  this  act,)  and  the  directors  first  chosen,  and  such  directors  as  shall 
thereafter  be  chosen  at  any  subsequent  election,  shall  immediately  thereaf- 
ter meet  and  elect  one  of  their  number,  who  shall  be  prendent  thereof  un- 
til superseded  by  another  election,  and  also  appoint  a  treasurer  and  secreta- 
ry, who  may  be  removed  at  the  pleasure  of  said  president  and  directors, 
and  others  appointed  in  their  places;  and  a  majority  of  said  directors 
shall  constitute  a  board  for  eveiy  purpose  within  the  provisions  of  tins  act. 

Sec.  6.  That  in  case  it  should  at  any  time  happen  that  the  election  of  di- 
rectors should  not  be  made,  as  agreeable  to  the  provisions  of  the  preceding 
section  it  ought  to  be  made,  the  said  corporation  shall  not  for  that  cause  be 
deemed  to  be  dissolved,  but  such  election  may  be  held  at  any  other  timcy 
on  the  notice  before  prescribed  being  given  by  the  president  and  directors. 

Sec.  7.  That  in  the  event  of  a  sufficient  amount  of  stock  not  being  ta- 
ken under  the  supervision  of  the  commissioners,  the  president  and  directors 
are  hereby  authorized  to  re-open  said  books,  and  to  continue  them  open  so 
long  as  they  shall  see  fit;  and  each  subscriber  shall  be  bound  to  pay,  from 
time  to  time,  such  instalments  on  his  or  her,  or  their  stock,  as  the  said  pre- 
sident and  directors  may  lawfully  require;  they  giving  at  least  sixty  days 
notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  making  the  payments  required,  in  such  pub- 
lic newspapers  in  Indiana,  Ohio,  and  elsewhere,  as  will  be  most  likely  to 
give  information  to  the  stockholders;  but  no  assessment  shall  ever  be  made 
so  as  to  render  any  stockholder  liable  to  pay  more  than  fifty  dollars  for  a 
share:  Provided^  That  not  more  than  one-fifth  part  of  the  subscription  shall 
be  required  to  be  paid  within  any  time  of  six  months  after  the  commence- 
ment of  the  work;  if,  however,  after  the  closing  of  said  subscriptions  for 
the  stock,  or  at  any  time,  it  shall  appear  that  sufficient  funds  have  not  been 
raised,  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company,  or  their  agents,  duly  au- 
thorized for  that  purpose,  may  at  any  time,  and  from  time  to  time,  raise  the 
necessary  funds,  by  selling  additional  shares,  in  such  manner  and  uponaocb 
terms  as  the  president  and  directors  shall  prescribe,  for  any  sum  not  under 
their  par  value;  and  the  holders  of  such  shares  shall  thenceforward  be  mem- 
bers of  said  corporation  for  all  purposes. 

Sec.  8.  That  if  any  subscrioer  shall  fail  or  neglect  to  pay  any  instal- 
ment, or  any  part  of  any  subscription  by  him  previously  subscribed,  for  the 
space  of  sixty  days  after  the  same  shall  be  due  and  payable,  the  stock  shall 
be  forfeited  to  the  company,  and  may  be  sold  by  the  president  and  directors 
for  the  benefit  of  said  company,  after  thirty  days  notice  given  in  some  news- 
paper in  general  circulation;  and  if  said  shares  so  sold,  shall  not  amount 
to  a  sufficient  sum  to  discharge  the  balance  due  on  said  shares,  the  sub- 
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ncribers  shall  be  personally  liable  for  the  balance  still  remaiding^  due;  and  if 
said  shares  shall  sell  for  a  sum  more  Ihan  sufficient  to  pay  said  balance,  the 
same  shall  be  paid  over  to.  said  subscribers,  on  demand  being  made  for  the 
vame* 

Sec.  9.  That  at  all  elections  for  directors,  and^t  all  gmeral  meetings 
of  the  stockholders,  each  stockholdei:  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  foreverj 
^bare  of  stock  owned  bj  him  or  her;  and  every  executor,  administrator, 
trustee  or  guardian,  shall  be  entitled  to  the  privilege  of  voting  on  behalf  of 
the  estate,  copartnership,  corporation  or  society,  of  which  he  may  be  such 
executor,  administrator,  trustee  or  guardian:  Provided^  That  no  share  shall 
confer  the  right  of  voting  «t  the  first  election  of  said  company,  unless  two 
dollars  on  such  share  shall  have  been  fully  paid,  as  directed  by  the  fourth 
section  of  this  act;  at  all  subsequent  elections  no  share  or  shares  shall  con- 
fer on  the  holder  or  holders  thereof,  the  right  of  voting,  unless  all  the  in- 
stalments called  for  and  then  due,  shall  also  have  been  fully  paid,  accord- 
ing to  the  seventh  section  of  this  act* 

8ec«  10.  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  any  State,  or  for  the  Gov- 
ernment of  the  United  States,  to  become  subscribers  for  any  number  of 
shares  of  stock  in  said  company,  upon  the  same  tentis  as  other  subscribers 
are  authorized  to  take  and  subscribe  for  the  same:  ProvidedjTh^thr  every 
one  thousand  shares  respectively  owned  by  any  State,  or  by  the  govern- 
ment of  the  United  States,  at  the  first  election  for  directors  of  said  compa- 
ny, and  at  all  subsequent  general  elections  for  directors,  such  State,  or  gov* 
emment  of  the  United  States,  may  each  appoint  one  additional  director  of 
said  company,  but  shall  not  be  permitted  to  vote  upon  their  stock  in  the 
election  for  directors  by  the  stockholders  in  genera  meetings:  Andpraoi-^ 
dedj  alsoy  That  no  number  of  shares  less  than  one  thousand,  owned  by  any 
State,  or  government  of  the  United  States,  shall  confer  any  right  of  voting 
for  directors  of  said  company,  or  at  any  meeting  of  the  stockholders  of  said 
company. 

Sec.  11.  That  if  any  vacancy  shall  occur  by  death,  resignation,  or  re- 
fusal to  act,  of  any  president  or  directors,  before  the  year  for  which  he  was 
elected  to  act  shall  have  expired,  a  person  to  fill  such  vacant  place  for  the 
residue  of  the  year,  may  be  appointed  by  the  directors,  or  by  the  president 
and  directors  of  said  company,  or  a  majority  of  them. 

Sec.  12.  That  at  the  regular  meetings  of  the  stockholders  of  said 
company,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  and  directors  in  office 
for  the  preceding  year,  to  exhibit  a  clear  and  distinct  statement  of  the  af- 
fairs of  said  company;  that  at  any  general  meeting  of  the  stockholders,  a 
majority  (in  value)  of  all  the  stockholders  of  said  company,  may  remove 
from  office  the  president  or  any  of  the  directors  of  said  company,  and  may 
appoint  others  in  their  stead. 

Sec.  13.  That  every  president  and  director  of  said  company,  before  he 
act  as  such,  shall  take  an  oath  or  affirmation  that  he  will  well  and  truly  dit- 
charge  the  duties  of  bis  said  office  to  the  best  of  his  skill  and  judgment. 

Sec.  14.  That  the  said  president  and  directors  shall,  annually  or  semi- 
annually, declare  and  make  such  dividend  as  they  may  deem  proper,  of  the 
nett  profits  arising  from  the  resourices  of  said  company,  after  deducting  the 
necessary  current  and  probable  contingent  expenses,  and  that  they  shall 
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divide  the  same  amongst  the  proprietors  of  the  stock  of  said  company  in 
proper  proportion  to  tibeir  respective  shares. 

Sec.  15.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company,  or  a  ma- 
jority of  them,  or  any  person  or  persons  authorized  by  a  majority  of  th«in, 
may  agree  with  the  owner  or  owners  of  any  lands,  earth,  timber,  gravel  or 
stone,  or  other  materials,  for  the  purchase,  use  or  occupation  of  the  same; 
and  if  they  cannot  agree,  and  if  the  owner  or  owners,  or  any  of  theno,  be 
a  feme  covert,  or  underage,  non  compos  merUisj  or  out  of  the  county  in  which 
the  property  wanted,  may  be,  when  such  land  and  materials  may  be  want- 
ed, application  may  be  made  to  any  justice  of  the  peace  in  such  county, 
who  shall  thereupon  issue  his  warrant,  under  his  hand  and  seal,  directed  to 
the  sheriff  of  said  county,  or  to  some  disinterested  person,if  the  sheriff  shaJl 
be  interested,  requiring  him  to  summon  a  jury  of  twelve  disinterested  in- 
habitants of  said  county,  to  meet  on  the  land  or  near  to  the  other  property 
or  materials  to  be  valued,  on  a  day  named  in  said  warrant,  not  less  than  ten 
nor  more  than  twenty  days  after  the  issuing  of  the  same;  and  if,  at  the  said 
time  and  place,  any  one  of  the  said  persons  summoned,  do  not  attend,  the 
said  sheriff  or  summoner  shall  immediately  summons  as  many  persons  as 
may  be  necessary,  with  the  persons  in  attendance,  to  furnish  a  pannel  of 
twelve  jurors,  and  from  them  each  party,  or  its,  his,  her  or  their  agent,  or  if 
either  be  not  present  in  person  or  by  agent,  the  sheriff  or  summoner,  for  it^ 
him,  her  or  them,  may  strike  off  three  jurors,  and  the  remaining  six  shall 
act  as  a  jury  of  inquest  of  damages;  and  before  they  act  as  such,  the  said 
sheriff  or  summoner  shall  administer  to  each  of  them  an  oath  or  affirmation 
that  they  will  justly  and  impartially  value  the  damages  which  the  owner  or 
owners  will  sustain  by  use  and  occupation  of  such  land  or  materials,  or 
"both,  as  may  be  required  by  the  said  company ;  and  the  said  jury,  in  estima* 
ting  the  damages,  in  case  it  be  for  the  land  used  for  such  road,  shall  take  into 
the  estimate  the  benefits  resulting  to  said  owner  or  owners,  from  conduct- 
ing such  rail-road  through,  along,  or  near  the  property  of  such  owner  or 
owners,  in  extinguishment  of  the  claim  for  damages;  and  the  said  jury  shall 
reduce  their  inquirition  to  writing,  and  shall  sign  the  same;  and  it  shall  then 
be  returned  to  the  clerk  of  the  court  of  the  common  pleas  for  the  county, 
and  hy  such  clerk  filed  in  his  office;  and  shall  be  confirmed  by  said  court  at 
its  next  session,  it  no  sufficient  cause  to  the  contrary  be  shown;  and  when 
confirmed,  shall  be  recorded  by  said  clerk,  at  the  expense  of  said  company ; 
but  if  set  aside,  the  said  court  may  direct  another  inquisition  to  be  taken  in 
the  manner  before  prescribed;  and  such  inquisition  shall  describe  the  pro-

any  corporation  or  corporations,  person  or  persons  injured  by  the  location 
or  construction  thereof,  to  refer  the  question  of  damages  to  such  arbitra- 
tors as  they  may  agree  upon,  whose  award,  when  made  and  returned  to  the 
court  of  common  pleas  within  and  for  the  county  wherein  the  damages 
may  have  been  sustained,  and  affirmed  by  said  court,  shall  be  final,  and  said 
court  may  enter  judgment  accordingly.

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Vie  State  of  Ohio^ 
That  John  McQuigg,  William  Green,  of  Meigs  county,  and  Isaac  B.  Lot- 
ridge,  of  Athens  county,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners, 
and  Arthur  Leidle,  jr.  surveyor,  to  lay  out  and  establish  a  state  road,  to 
commence  at  the  state  road  at  or  near  Entminger  mill,  in  Rutland  town- 
ship, Meigs  county;  thence  to  pass  by  or  near  Braley's  salt-works;  thence 
to  Amos  Baker's,  in  Salem  township;  thence  to  William  Green's,  jr.  in 
Columbia  township;  thence  to  cross  Big  Raccoon  creek,  at,  or  near  the 
Sucford;  thence  the  nearest  and  best  way  to  M'Arthurstown,  in  Athens 
county. 

Sec.  2.  That  should  either  of  the  commissioners  die,  refuse  to  serve, 
or  remove  out  of  the  county,  the  commissioners  of  the  county  in  which 
«uch  commissioners  may  have  lived,  shall  fill  such  vacancy  as  often  [as] 
they  may  occur. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  commissioners  shall,  in  locating  and  establishing  said 
road,  be  in  all  things  governed,  and  shall  receive  such  compensation,  and 
in  such  manner,  as  is  provided  in  the  act  entitled  ^^An  act  defining  the  mode 
of  laying  out  and  establishing  state  roads,"  passed  March  14th,  1831.

Sec*  1  •    Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohioj  That 
Ansel  Brainard,  Joseph  S.  Winston,  Shalor  Brainard,  Lambert  £.  Ceok, 
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GeofrgB  Cook,  John  Morey,  jr.,  Neil  Brainard,  Tiuman  Eastinaxi,  Joel 
White,  and  Ansel  Brainard,  senr.,  and  their  associates,  be,  and  they  are 
hereby  created  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  to  be  known  by  the  name 
amd  style  of  the  ^First  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  of  Westfield,''  and  as 
such  ^all  remain  and  have  perpetual  succes^on;  and  by  the  name  and 
style  aforesaid,  shall  be  capable  in  law  and  equity,  of  haying,  receiving,  ac- 
qniring  and  holding,  either  by  gift,  grant,  devise,  or  purchase,  any  estate, 
real,  personal,  [orjmixed,  for  die  use  of  said  corporation,  and  of  transfer- 
ringtne  same  at  pleasure:  Provided^  That  the  annual  income  of  all  such 
property  shall  not  exceed  one  thousand  dollars. 

Sec.  2.  That  said  corporation  shall  be  capable  in  law  or  equity,  by  the 
name  aforesaid,  of  suing  and  being  sued,  pleading  and  being  impleaded,  in 
any  action  or  suit,  in  any  court  having  competent  jurisdiction;  and  they 
may  have  a  common  seal  which  they  may  alter,  change,  or  renew,  at 
pleasure. 

Sec  3.  That  the  said  corporation  shall,  on  the  second  Monday  of  Jane 
next,  and  annually  thereafter,  shall  elect  three  trustees,  a  treasurer,  and 
such  other  officers  as  the  church  may  deem  necessary,  who  shall  hold  their 
offices  for  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  shall  be  elected:  Providedf 
That  if,  from  any  cause,  the  aforesaid  officers  shall  not  be  elected  on  the 
day  appointed  for  the  annual  election,  the  church  may  elect  its  officers  at 
any  meeting  of  the  corporation  duly  assembled. 

Sec.  4.  That  all  the  elections  by  said  corporation  shall  be  by  ballot; 
and  the  person  or  persons  having  a  plurality  of  votes  given  for  any  office, 
shall  be  considered  duly  elected;  and  each  and  every  male  member  of 
twenty-one  years  of  age  or  upwards,  shall  have  equal  suffrage;  and  all  the 
temporal  concerns  of  said  church  shall  be  determined  by  a  majority  of  the 
inembers  present,  at  any  meeting  of  the  corporation  duly  assembled. 

Sec.  5.  That  all  meetings  of  the  corporation,  either  for  the  election  of 
officers  or  for  other  other  purposes,  shall  be  called  by  the  trustees,  or  a  ma- 
jority of  them,  who  shall  cause  public  notice  of  tlie  time,  place,  and  pur- 
pose, of  such  meeting,  to  be  given  at  least  ten  days  previous  to  any  such 
meeting. 

Sec.  6.  That  the  trustees,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  have  power  and 
authority  to  make  all  contracts  on  behalf  of  the  church,  and  to  manage  all 
pecuniary  and  prudential  matters,  pertaining  to  the  good  order,  interest, 
and  welfare  of  the  corporation;  and  to  make  such  rules,  regulations,  and 
by-laws,  consistent  with  the  constitution  of  the  United  States,  and  of  this 
State,  as  they  may  .deem  advisable,  from  time  to  time,  for  their  own  gov- 
ernment, and  that  of  the  corporation:  Provided,  always,  That  they  make 
no  by-laws,  [or]  pass  any  order  for  the  imposing  of  any  tax  on  the  corpo- 
ration.

Sec.  1 .  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^  That 
H.  W.  Culbertson,  Thos.  W.  Mansfield,  Alanson  Morris,  John  G.  Telford, 
E.  T.  Harker,  Asa  Coleman,  George  Keifer,  Zenus  Hart,  Stephen  Djrcy 
and  William  L  Thomas,  of  the  county  of  Miami;  and  William  G.  Serviss, 
Churchill  W.  Philips,  Belts,  Samson  Mason,  Charles  Caviller,  and  Wm. 
Werden,  of  the  county  of  Clark,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  created  a  body 

Sditic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  and  style  of  "The  Troy,  Carlisle,  and 
pringfield  Turnpike  Company;"  and  by  that  name  they  and  their  succes- 
sors shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  all  the  privileges  and  immunities 
incident  to  a  corporation;  and  may  hold  capital  stock  to  the  amount  of  fif- 
ty thousand  dollars,  and  the  increase  and  profits  thereof;  and  may  in- 
crease the  same,  if  they  think  proper,  to  an  amount,  in  all,  not  exceeding

Sec.  3.  That  whenever  three  hundred  shares  shall  have  been  sub- 
soribed,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  persons  who  may  have  received  the 
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cubscriptions  aforesaid,  to  call  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders,  by  gn'mg 
public  notice  thereof  in  some  newspapers  having  general  circulation  iq 
each  of  the  counties  of  Miami,  and  Clark,  not  less  than  fifteen,  nor  more 
than  thirty  days  previous  thereto,  for  the  purpose  of  electing  from  their 
own  number  nine  directors;  at  which  election,  at  least  three  of  the  per^ 
sons  named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act  shall  be  present^  one  of  i^hom 
shall  preside;  all  votes  for  directors  shall  be  [by]  ballot;  each  stockholder 
shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  for  each  share  he  may  own,  not  exceeding 
ten;  and  for  every  two  shares  above  ten,  one  vote;  which  vote  he  may

That  the  said  company  shall  hqve  a  right  to  lay  out  and  sur- 
vey their  said  road  through  any  improved  or  unimproved  lands,  on  the 
nearest  and  best  route  from  the  town  of  Troy,  in  the  county  of  Miami, 
through  New  Carlisle,  in  Clark  county,  to  some  point  on  the  National  road, 
east  of  Springfield,  in  the  county  of  Clark;  and  to  take  from  the  land  so 
occupied  by  said  road,  when  located,  and  surveyed  as  aforesaid,  any  stone, 
gravel,  timber,  or  other  materials,  necessary  to  construct  a  good,  secure 
and  substantial  road,  as  contemplated  by  this"  act,  and  the  necessary  bridg- 
es connected  therewith;  and  in  case  sufficient  materials  cannot  be  pro- 
cured on  the  land  so  as  aforesaid  located  for  said  road,  said  company,  or 
their  agents  shall  have  a  right  to  enter  upon  any  unimproved  lands  adjoin- 
ing or  in  the  vicinity  of  said  road,  and  to  dig,  cut  down,  take  and  carry 
away  so  much  stone,  gravel,  timber,  or  other  materials,  (not  previous,  cut 
down,  taken,  or  appropriated  by  the  owners  to  any  particular  use,)  as  may 
be  necessary  to  enable  said  company  to  construct  said  road,  and  the  ac- 
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eessary  bridges;  and  if  any  difference  should  arise  between  the  owner  or 
owners  of  any  ground  from  which  such  materials  are  taken,  as  aforesaid, 
and  the  agents  of  the  company,  respecting  damages,  it  shall  be  determin- 
ed by  three  disinterested  freeholders,  to  be  appointed  by  the  commissioners 
of  the  county  in  which  the  subject  of  difference  lies;  who,  taking  into  con- 
sideration whether  the  land  be  made  really  more  or  less  valuable  by  the 
road  passing  through  it,  shall  make  out  their  assessment  in  writing,  of  the

Sec.  7.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  the  Troy,  Carlisle,  and 
and  Springfield  Turnpike  Company,  shall  cause  the  said  road  to  be  open- 
ed, not  exceeding  ninety  feet  wide,  at  least  eighteen  of  which  shall  be 
made  an  artificial  road,  composed  of  stone,  gravel,  wood,  or  other  suitable 
materials,  well  compacted  together,  in  such  manner  as  to  secure  a  firm, 
substantial,  and  even  road,  rising  in  the  middle,  with  a  gradual  arch,  and 
shall  maintain  and  keep  the  same  in  good  repair;  and  in  no  case  shall  the 
ascent  in  the  road  be  of  greater  elevation  than  five  degrees. 

Sec.  8.  That  as  soon  as  the  said  turnpike  company  shall  have  comple- 
ted the  road,  as  aforesaid,  or  any  part  thereof,  npt  less  than  five  miles, 
measuring  from  the  corporation  line  at  Troy  aforesaid,  and  so,  from  time 
to  time,  as  often  as  five  miles  of  said  road  shall  be  completed,  always 
measuring  from  the  town  of  Troy  aforesaid,  an  agent,  to  be  appointed  for 
that  purpose  by  the  Governor,  if  not  otherwise  appointed  by  the  Legisla- 
ture, shall,  on  application  of  the  company,  examine  the  same,  and  report 
his  opinion,  in  writing,  to  the  president  of  the  company;  and  if  such  report 
shall  state  the  road,  or  any  five  miles  thereof  to  be  completed,  agreeably 
to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  the  company  may  then  erect  a  gate  or  gates, 
at  suitable  distances,  and  demand  and  receive  of  persons  travelling  on  the 
same,  the  tolls  allowed  by  this  act. 

Sec.  9.  That  the  following  shall  be  the  highest  rates  of  tolls  for  each 
and  every  ten  miles  of  said  road,  and  in  the  same  proportion  for  a  greater 
or  less  distance,  to  wit:  for  every  four  wheeled  carriage,  drawn  by  two 
horses  or  oxen,  twenty-five  cents;  for  every  horse  or  ox  in  addition,  six 
and  one-fourth  cents;  for  every  two  wheeled  carriage,  drawn  by  two 
horses  or  oxen,  eighteen  and  three-fourth  cents;  for  every  horse  or  ox  in 
addition,  six  and  one-fourth  cents;  for  every  sled  or  sleigh,  drawn  by  two 
horses  or  oxen,  twelve  and  a  half  cents;  and  for  every  horse  or  ox  in  ad- 
dition, six  and  one-fourth  cents;  for  every  horse  and  rider,  six  and  one-fourth 
cents;  for  every  horse,  mule  or  ass,  led  or  driven,  six  months  old  or  upwards, 
three  cents;  for  neat  cattle,  six  months  old  or  upwards,  twenty-five  cents 
twenty-five  cents  for  every  score,  and  for  a  less  number  in  proportion;  for 
every  score  of  sheepor  hogs,  twelveandahalf  cents;  for  every  four  wheeled 
pleasure  carriage,  drawn  by  two  horses,  thirty-seven  and  a  half  cents;  for 
every  horse  in  addition,  twelve  and  a  half  cents;  for  every  two  wheeled 
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pleawrt  carriage^  drawn  by  one  horsa,  twenly-five  eeats;  for  ererj  harwm 
m  addition^  twelve  and  a  half  cents;  for  every  four  wheeled  carriage, 
drawn  by  one  horse,  eighteen  and  three-fourth  cents:  Pnjvidedy  That  dft 
persons  going  to  or  returning  from  public  worship,  and  all  militianien  go- 
ing to  and  returning  from  their  respective  muster  grounds,  and  all  persons, 
having  the  qualifications  of  electors,  in  going  to  and  returning  from  elec- 
tions, shall  pass  free  of  tolls. 

Sec*  10.    That  if  any  person  or  persons,  using  said  roads,  shall,  "with 
ktent  to  defraud  said  company,  or  to  avoid  the  payment  of  toll,  pasi 
tfaroc^h  any  private  gate  or  bars,  or  along  any  other  ground  near  to  any 
turnpike  sate  which  shall  be  erected  pursuant  to  this  act,  with  intent  to 
evade  or  lessen  the  payment  of  such  toll;  or  if  any  person  shall  take  ano- 
ther person  off  of  said  road,  with  intent  to  defraud  said  turnpike  company; 
each  and  every  one  concerned  in  such  fraudulent  practices,  shall,  for  eve* 
ry  such  offence,  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  company  the  sum  of  five  doUars, 
without  stay  of  execution,  to  be  recovered  with  costs  of  suit,  before  any 
justice  of  the  peace  in  any  county  through  which  said  road  may  pass: 
Provided,  That  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  prevent  per- 
sons using  said  road  between  the  gates  for  common  purposes. 

Sec  11.  That  if  the  said  company  shall  fail  to  keep  said  road  io  good 
repair  for  ten  days  in  succession,  and  complaint  thereof  be  made  io  a  jus- 
tice of  the  peace  in  the  county  in  which  said  road  is  oat  of  repair,  it  shall 
be  hii  duty  forthwith  to  summons  three  disinterested  freeholders  to  examine 
the  same;  and  he  shall  give  notice  to  the  toll-gatherer  at  the  nearest  gate, 
of  the  time  when  said  freeholders  will  proceed  to  examine  the  same;  and  the 
said  freeholders,  after  having  taken  an  oath  or  affirmation  to  act  impartial- 
ly, shall  proceed  to  examine  said  road ;  and  if  the  same  is  out  of  repair,  tiiey 
shall  certify  it  to  the  justice  of  the  peace,  who  shall  immediately  tranannt 
a  copy  of  such  certificate  to  the  nearest  toll  gatherer  where  such  defective 
part  of  the  road  lies;  and  from  the  time  of  receiving  such  notice,  no  toll 
shall  be  demanded  or  received  for  such  part  of  the  road,  until  the  same 
shall  be  put  in  complete  repair,  under  the  penalty  of  five  dollars  for  every 
such  ofifence;  to  be  recovered  with  costs,  of  said  company,  on  the  complaint 
and  for  the  use  of  the  person  aggrieved.

to,  or  obstruction  of  the  said  road;  and  all  damages  and  costs  awarded  un- 
der this  section,  by  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  shall  be  collected 
forthwith,  without  stay  of  execution. 

Sec.  13.  That  the  said  company  shall  put  up  a  poster  stone  at  Ac  end 
of  each  mile,  with  the  number  of  miles  from  the  town  of  Troy,  fairly  cut 
or  painted  thereon;  and  also  in  a  conspicuous  place  near  each  gate,  shall 
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be  placed  aboard,  with  the  rates  of  toll  painted  tbereoni  and  dirtctiom  to 
keep  to  the  right. 

Sec.  14.  That  any  person  wilfully  defacing  or  destroying  any  guide 
board,  mile  post  or  stone,  or  painted  list  of  rates  of  toll,  erected  on  said 
road,  shall,  on  conviction  thereof  before  a  justice  of  the  peace,  be  fined  not 
less  than  five  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars,  with  cost  of  prosecution,  to  be  re* 
covered  at  the  suit  of  any  person,  for  the  use  of  said  company^ 

Sec.  15.  That  if  any  toll-gatherer  on  said  road  shall  unreasonably  da* 
tain  any  passengers  after  the  toll  has  been  paid  or  ofi*ered  to  be  paid,  or 
shall  demand  or  receive  greater  toll  than  is  by  this  act  allowed,  beshallffor 
every  such  offence,  forfeit  and  pay  a  sum  not  less  than  five  nor  exceeding 
fifty  dollars;  to  be  recovered  with  costs  of  suit,  before  any  justice  of  the 
peace  having  competent  jurisdiction  thereof:  Prtroidedj  Aooever,  That  no 
tait  or  action  shall  be  brought  against  any  person  or  persons,  for  any  pen* 
alty  incurred  under  this  section,  unless  the  same  shall  be  commenced  within 
three  weeks  from  the  time  of  incurring  the  same;  and  the  defendant  or  da* 
fendants  in  such  suit  or  action,  may  plead  the  general  issue,  and  give  this  act 
and  the  special  matter  of  evidence.

aaid  bonds,  or  scrip,  with  the  annual  interest  thereon,  the  faith  of  the  State 
if  hereby  pledged* 

See.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  Canal  Fund, 
to  prepare  and  deliver  to  the  Mad  River  and  Lake  Erie  Rail-road  Com- 
paoy,  the  bonds  or  scrip,  for  the  above  sum,  as  the  same  may  be  needed

fpr  the  purposes  of  said  company,  specifying  therein  the  rate  of  interejH^ 
and  wh%re  payable;  and  the  said  company  shall  be  liable  and  bound  tp 
provide  for  the  payment  of  said  interest,  at  the  times  and  the  places  so 
specified,  and  to  repay  the  principal  when  the  same  shall  be  redeemable 
by  the  State:  the  receipt  of  said  bonds,  or  any  part  thereof,  by  said  rail- 
road  company,  shall  operate  as  a  specific  pledge  of  the  capital  stock,  es- 
tate, tolls  and  profits  of  said  rail-road  company,  to  the  State  of  Ohio,  to 
secure  the  re-payment  of  the  sum  advanced  in  pursuance  of  this  act;  writ- 
ten evidence  of  such  pledge,  duly  executed,  shall  be  delivered  to  the  Com- 
missioners of  the  Canal  Fund,  accompanied  with  such  security  as  they 
may  approve,  for  the  faithful  expenditure  of  the  principal,  and  the  punctual 
payment  of  the  interest  thereon. 

Sec.  3.  Before  delivering  any  part  of  the  bonds  above  provided  for, 
the  Commissioners  of  the  Cnnal  Fund  shall  be  satisfied  that  the  said  com- 
pany has  vested  and  expended  a  sufficient  amount  of  their  capital  to  make 
the  State  secure  in  the  loan  herein  authorized,  and  the  commissioners  shall 
advance  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  of  the  above  sum,  as  soon  as  boTia 
Jide  subscriptions  to  the  amonnt  of  five  hundred  thousand  dollars  have 
been  made,  and  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  thereof  actually  expended 
and  vested  in  the  construction  of  said  road,  and  the  purchase  of  land  for 
the  same;  and  the  remaining  one  hundred  thousand  dollars ,  so  soon  as 
capital  stock  to  the  amount  of  one  million  of  dollars  has  been  sold,  and 
two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  in  addition  to  the  above  mentioned 
two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  paid  in  and  expended  from  the  re- 
sources of  said  company,  upon  said  road,  and  the  completion  of  the  road 
from  Lake  Erie  to  Dayton  thereby  secured;  and  if  the  said  company  shall 
at  any  time  fail  in  the  punctual  payment  of  the  interest  on  the  sums  ad* 
vanceJ,  or  in  repaying  the  principal  when  redeemable,  the  Governor  shall 
be  authorized,  on  behalf  of  the  State,  to  take  possession  of  the  works  of 
the  said  company,  and  place  them  under  the  charge  of  such  ofiScers,  or 
board  of  commissioners,  as  may,  by  law,  be  provided,  for  the  promotion 
of  public  works,  and  to  hold  the  same  until,  by  the  tolls  and  profits,  or  by 
a  sede  of  the  works,  the  State  shall  be  fully  reimbursed.

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  Uie  GeTieral  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohia^ 
That  Andrew  Huston^  John  L.  Green,  Joseph  Doddfid^e,  William  Forest 
man,  sen.  George  Radciiil^  and  George  Tallman,  of  Pickaway  county; 
James  Carrothers,  Wude  Lool'borough,  Joseph  Bell,  James  ShiverSyJacob 
Jamison^  Norman  F.  Jones,  of  the  county  of  Fayette}  Samuel  H«  Hal^ 
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Thomas  Palmery  Win.  Hadley,  Isaiah  Morris,  J.  B»  PoseVf  and  Lawrence 
Pitzbueb,  of  Clinton  county;  Arthur  M.  Nea),  Jonathan  H.  Jackson.  Wil- 
liam  Sloan,  Samuel  Hill,  Thomas  Boyer,  and  Benjamin  Brown^  of  Cler* 
mont  county;  Jacob  Strader,  Levi  Buckingham,  jun,  Timothy  Day,  jun. 
Oliver  Jones,  Clayton  Webb,  and  Moses  Dawson,  of  Hamilton  county,  to- 
gether with  such  other  persons  as  may  thereafter  become  associated  with 
them,  in  the  manner  hereinafter  prescribed,  their  successors  and  assigns, 
be,  and  they  are  hereby  enacted  a  body  corpor.ite  and  politic,  by  the  name 
of '^ITie  Circleville,  Washington,  Wil:nington  and  Ciiicmnali  Railroad 
Company;"  and  by  that  name  shall  be  and  are  hereby  made  capable  in 
law  to  have,  hold,  purchase,  receive  and  possess,  enjoy  and  retain,  to  them 
and  their  successors,  all  such  lands,  tenements,  and  hereditdments,  with 
their  appurtenances,  as  shall  be  necessary  or  in  any  wise  convenient  for 
the  transaction  of  their  business,  and  such  as  may  in  goodfaiih  be  convey- 
ed  to  them,  by  way  of  security,  or  in  payment  of  debts,  and  the  same  to 
sell,  grant,  rent,  or  in  any  manner  dispose  of;  to  sue  and  be  sued,  implead 
and  be  impleaded,  answer  and  be  answered,  defend  and  be  defended,  ia 
courts  of  record,  or  in  any  other  place  whatever;  and  also  to  make,  have, 
and  use  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  to  alter,  break  or  renew,  at  pleas- 
ure; and  they  shall  be,  and  are  hereby  invested  with  all  the  powei*s  and 
privileges  which  are  by  law  incident  to  corporations  of  a  similar  nature, 
nnd  which  are  necessary  to  carry  into  effect  the  ohjects  of  this  associa- 
tion; and  if  either  of  the  persons  named  in  this  section  shall  die^  refuse 
or  neglect  to  exercise  the  powers  and  discharge  the  duties  hereby  crea- 
ted, it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  remaining;  persons  hereinbefore  named,  or 
a  majority  of  them,  to  appoint  some  suitable  person  to  fill  such  vacancy 
or  vacancies  so  often  as  the  same  shall  occur. 

Sec.  2*  That  said  corporation  sliall  be,  and  they  are  hereby  vested 
with  the  rif^ht  to  construct  a  single  or  double  rail-way  or  road,  from  Circle* 
ville,  in  Pickaway  county,  by  wny  of  Washintrton,  Fayette  county,  through 
Wilmington,  Clinton  county,  thence  to  the  city  of  Cincinnati,  in  Hamilton 
county,  by  such  route  and  other  intermediate  points,  as  said  comjiany  think 
best;  and  the  said  company  shall  have  the  rirrht  to  carry  persons  and  pro* 
perty  on  said  road,  when  constructed,  by  the  force  of  steam,  animal  or 
mechanical,  or  other  power,  or  any  combination  of  them,  which  tlie  com* 
pany  may  choose  to  employ. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  shall  be  one  mil- 
lion  of  dollars,  and  shall  be  divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each;  and 
five  dollars  on  each  share  shall  be  paid  at  the  lime  of  subscribing. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  above  named  persons,  or  a  majority  of  them,  are  au- 
thorized to  open  books  for  receiving  subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock  of 
said  company,  and  shall  prescribe  the  form  of  such  subscriptions;  which 
books  slial!  be  opened  within  one  year  from  the  passing  of  this  act,  at  such 
place  or  places  as  they  may  deem  expedient,  giving  thirty  days  notice  in 
one  or  more  newspapers  in  each  county,  through  which  said  road 
will  pass,  of  the  time  and  place,  or  times  and  places  of  opening  said  books: 
and  said  books  shall  be  kept  open  at  least  ten  days. 

Se:*  5.  That  so  soon  as  said  stock,  or  fifty  thousand  dollars  thereoft 
shall  have  been  subscribed,  the  above  named  persons,  or  a  majority  of 
fhem,  shall  give  like  notico  for  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders  to  choose  di* 
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rectors,  at  some  time  and  place,  at  least  twenty  days  thereafter;  and  if,  at 
tQch  time  and  place,  the  holders  of  one  half  or  more  of  said  stock  sub* 
scribed  shall  attend,  in  person  or  by  lawful  proxy,  they  shall  pro'reed  to 
choose  from  the  stockholders,  by  ballot,twelve  directors,  each  share  of  capi- 
tal stock  entitling  the  owner  to  one  vote;  and  at  such  election,  the  per- 
sons named  in  the  first  section  of  this  net,  or  those  appointed  by  its 
provisions'  to  fill  vacancies  which  may  have  occurred,  or  any  three  of 
them,  if  no  more  be  present,  shall  be  inspectors  of  such  election,  and 
sh«II  certify  in  writing,  sjtrned  by  them,  or  a  m.ijoriiy  of  them,  what 
persons  are  elected  directors;  and  if  two  or  more  have  an  equal  num- 
ber of  votes,  such  inspectors  shall  determine  hy  lot,  which  of  them  shall 
be  director  or  direclorb*,  to  complete  the  number  required,  and  shall  cer- 
tify the  same  in  like  manner;  and  said  inspectors  shall  appoint  tne  time 
and  place  of  holdin<^  th*»  first  meeting  of  directors,  at  which  meeting  seven 
shall  form  a  board  competent  to  fcransact  aH  business  of  the  compa- 
ny; and  thereafter  a  new  cleciion  of  directors  shall  be  made  annually,  at 
such  time  and  place  as  the  directors  shall  appoint,  by  giving  thirty  days 
previous  notice,  in  manner  aforesaid;  and  if  no  election  be  made  on  the 
day  appointed,  said  company  shall  not  be  dissolved,  but  such  election  may 
be  made  at  any  lime  apf)ointed  by  the  by-laws  of  said  company;  and  di- 
rectors chosen  at  anv  election  shall  remain  diiNJctors  until  others  are  cho- 
sen;  and  directors  chosen  at  any  election  shall,  so  soon  thereafter  as  may 
be,  Choose  of  their  own  number  one  person  to  be  presiilent,  and  another 
to  be  treasurer  of  such  com[)any,  and  another  to  be  secretary  of  said  com- 
pany; and  from  lime  to  time  may  choose  such  other  officers  as  by  their 
by-laws  they  may  desitrnnte  as  necessary:  ProvUnl^  No  person  shall  be 
a  director  of  such  company,  who  is  not  a  citizen  of  the  State  of  Ohio. 

Sec.  G.  That  the  djicc  ors  may  require  payment  on  the  subscription  to 
the  capitil  stock,  at  such  times,  \n  such  proportions,  and  on  such  condi- 
tions, as  they  shall  deem  fit,  under  pena'ty  of  forfeiture  of  all  previous 
payments  thereon  or  otherwise:  Provilo.d^  They  shall  never  require  the 
psiyment  to  be  made  at  any  place  out  of  the  counties,  through  which  said 
road  shall  pass;  and  such  directors  shall,  at  least  thirty  days  previous  to  the 
appointed  lime  of  such  required  payment,  <;[ve  notice  thereof,  in  the  man- 
ner provided  in  the  fourtii  section  of  this  act,  for  giving  notice  of  the  open- 
ing of  the  books  of  subscription  for  the  stock  of  said  company. 

Sec.  7.  'J'hat  the  directors  of  sn\d  romr)any  shall  have  power  to  make 
from  time  to  time,  ail  needful  rules,  regulations  and  by-laws,  not  inconsistent 
with  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States,  or  of  this  State,  touch- 
ingihe  business  of  said  company,  and  to  determine  the  number  of  tracks  or 
rail-ways  upon  said  road,  and  the  width  thereof,  and  the  description 
of  carriages  which  may  be  used  thereon;  to  regulate  the  time  and 
mannerin  which  pas'^ensjers  or  goods  shall  be  transported  thereon,  and  the 
manner  of  collectiiig  tolls  fors«4ch  transportation;  and  to  fix  penalties  for  the 
breach  of  any  such  rule,  regulation  or  l)y-law,  and  to  direct  the  mode  and 
condition  of  transferring  the  stock  of  said  company;  and  penalties  pro- 
vided for  by  said  by-laws,  may  be  sued  for  by  any  person  or  persons  au- 
thorized thereto,  in  the  name  of  said  company,  and  recovered  in  an  action 
of  debt,  before  any  Court  having  jurisdiction  of  the  amount;  and  said  com- 
pany may  erect  and  maiotam  toll  houses,  and  such  other  buildings  and 
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fizture«|  for  the  accommodation  of  those  using  said  roadi  and  of  themselves^ 
ei  thejT  may  deem  in  any  wise  necessary  for  their  interest  or  convenienee. 
Sec.  8.    That  said  company  shall  have  a  right  to  enter  upon  any  lands, 
to  survey  and  lay  down  said  road»  not  exceeding  one  hundred  feet 
wide,  and  to  take  any  materials  necessary  for  the  construction  of  said 
road;  and  whenever  any  lands  or  materials  shall  be  taken  for  the  construc- 
tion of  said  road,  and  the  same  shall  not  be  given  or  granted  to  said  com* 
pany,  and  the  owners  thereof  do  not  agree  with  said  company,  as  to  tho 
compensation  to  be  paid  therefor,  the  person  or  persons  claiming  coo»> 
pensation  as  aforesaid,  or  if  the  owner  or  owners  thereof  are  minors^ 
insane  persons,  or  married  women,  then  the  guardian  or  guardians  of  said 
minor  or  miners,  and  insane  persons,  and  the  husbands  of  such  married 
women,  may  select  for  themselves  an  arbitrator,  and  the  said  company 
shall  select  one  arbitrator,and  the  two  thus  selected  shall  take  to  themselves 
a  third,  who  shall  be  swuri^and  paid,  as  arbitrators  in  other  cases;  and  the 
three,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  award  as  arbitrators  between  the  par* 
ties,  and  render  copies  of  their  award  to  each  of  the  pailies,  in  writings 
from  which  award  either  party  may  appeal  to  the  court  of  common  pleas 
for  the  county  in  which  such  lands  or  materials  may  have  been  situate; 
and  in  all  cases  where  compensation  shall  in  any  manner  be  claimed  for 
lands,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  arbitrators  and  the  court,  to  estimate  any 
advantage  which  the  location  and  construction  of  said  road  may  be  to  the 
claimant  for  such  compensation,  and  the  value  of  such  advantage,  if  any^ 
lihall  be  set  off  against  the  compensation  so  claimed  of  said  company:  and 
appeals  in  such  cases  shall,  when  taken,  be  in  all  respects  proceeded  in  as 
appeals  in  other  cases  to  said  court,  and  be  brought  into  said  court,  by  filing 
the  award  with  the  clerk  of  said  court,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  enter  the 
same  on  the  docket  of  said  court,  setting  down  the  claimant  or  claimants 
as  plaintilS*,  and  snid  company  as  defendant;  and  when  the  valuation,  so 
ascertained,  shall  be  paid  or  tendered  by  said  company,  said  com p  my  shall 
have  the  same  right  to  retain,  own,  hold  and  possess  said  materials,  and 
the  use  and  occupation  of  said  lands  for  the  purposes  of  said  road,  as  fully 
and  absolutely,  as  if  the  same  had  been  granted  and  conveyed  to  said  conk- 
pany  by  deed. 

Sec.  9.  That  the  said  company  may  construct  the  said  milrroad  across 
or  upon  any  public  road,  highway,  stream  of  water  or  water  course^  if 
the  Fame  shall  be  necessary;  but  the  said  company  shall  restore  such  lands, 
road,  tiighway,  stream  ol   water  or  water  course,  to  its  former  state, 
or  in  a  rutiicient  manner  so  as  not  to  impair  jthe  usefulness  of  such  road, 
highway,  water  or  water  course,  to  the  owner  or  to  the  public,  without 
unnecessary  delay;  o"  when  it  shall  be  necessary  to  pass  through  the  land 
of  any  individual,  it  shall  also  be  their  duty  to  provide  for  such  individual 
proper  wagon  ways  across  said  i*oad,  from  one  part  of  his  land  to  another, 
without  unnecessary  delay. 

Sec.  10.  That  if  said  company  should  neglect  to  provide  proper  wacroD 
ways  across  said  road,  or  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  the  preceding 
section  of  this  act,  it  shall  be  lawful  f(^r  any  individual  to  sue  said  compa* 
ny,  before  any  court  having  competent  jurisdiction,  and  to  be  entitled  to 
such  damages  as  a  jury  may  think  him  or  her  entitled  to,  for  such  neglect 
<fn  the  part  of  said  company. 
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8%t*  11«  That  any  rail-way  company,  now,  or  which  may  hereafter 
be  chartered  by  law  of  this  State,  shall  have  power  to  join  and  unite  with 
the  road  hereby  incorporated,  or  any  other  rail-road  branching  from  thence 
to  any  other  part  of  the  State,  at  any  point  which  the  directors  of  such 
company  may  think  proper,  on  such  terms  as  the  directors  of  such  com- 
panies may  respectively  agree;  and  in  case  of  disagreement,  then  upon 
euch  terms  as  the  Supreme  Court  may  in  chancery  determine. 

Sec.  13.  That  said  company  may  demand  and  receive  for  tolls  upon, 
and  the  transportation  of  persons,  goods,  produce,  merchandize,  or  pro- 
perty of  any  kind  whatsoever,  transported  by  them  along  said  rail- way, 
any  sum  not  exceeding  the  following  rates:  on  all  goods,  merchandize  or 
property  of  any  description  whatsoever,  transported  by  them,  a  sum  not 
exceeding  one  and  a  half  cents  per  mile,  for  toll;  five  cents  on  a  ton  per 
mile,  for  transportation;  and  for  the  transportation  of  passengers,  not  ex« 
ceeding  three  cents  per  mile,  for  each  passenger. 

Sec.  12.  That  all  persons  paying  the  toll  aforesaid,  may,  with  suitable, 
and  proper  carriages,  use  and  travel  upon  the  said  rail-road;  always  sub- 
ject, however,  to  such  rules  and  regulations,  as  said  company  are  au» 
tborized  to  make,  by  the  seventh  section  of  this  act. 

Sec.  14.  If  any  person  or  persons  shall  wilfully  and  maliciously  in- 
jure the  said  rail-roaa,  or  any  building,  machine,  or  other  work  of  the  said 
corporation  appertaining  thereto,  the  person  so  olSending  shall  forfeit  and 
pay  to  the  said  corporation  double  the  amount  of  damages  sustained  by 
means  of  such  offence,  injury  or  obstruction;  to  be  recovered  in  the  name 
of  said  corporation,  with  costs  of  suit,  in  any  court  having  cognizance 
thereof. 

Sec  15.  That  so  soon  as  the  amount  of  money  received  for  tolls  and 
transportation  on  said  road,  or  of  any  part  thereot,  according  to  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  shall  exceed  four  per  cent,  on  the  amount  of  capital 
stock  paid  in,  after  deducting  therefrom  the  expenses  and  liabilities  of  said 
company,  the  directors  of  said  company  shall  make  a  dividend  of  suck 
nett  proits,  among^  the  stockholders,  in  prpportion  to  their  respective 
shares;  and  no  contingent  or  accumulating  iund,  exceeding  one  per  centuMi 
of  the  profiti  of  said  company,  shall  remain  undivided  for  more  than  sit 
months. 

Sec.  16.    That  full  right  and  privilege  is  hereby  reserved  to  the  State^ 

or  individuals,  or  any  company  incorporated  by  law  of  this  State,  to  cross 

this  road:  Pravidedj  That  m  crossing,  no  injury  shall  be  done  to  the  works 

of  the  company  hereby  incorporated. 

See*  1 7.    That  the  State  shall  have  power  at  any  time  after  the  eii- 

C'  ution  of  thirty*five  years  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  to  purchase  aad 
Id  the  same  for  the  use  of  the  State,  at  a  price  not  exceeding  the  origifr* 
ti  cost  for  the  construction  of  said  rail-road,  and  necessary  permanent  fit- 
tores  at  the  time  of  purchase,  at  fifteen  percent,  thereon;  of  which  cost  aft 
accurate  statement,  in  writing,  shall  be  submitted  to  the  General  Assem^ 
bly,duly  ut'ened  by  the  oath  of  the  officers  of  said  company,  if  the  General 
As.^embly  shall  require  it 

Sec.  18*    Wlienever  the  dividends  of  said  company  sh<ill  exceed  tha 
rate  of  six  per  cent,  per  annum^  the  Legislature  of  this  State  may  impose 
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such  reasonable  taxes  on  the  amount  of  such  dividends,  as  may  be  rtcAred 

from  other  rail-road  companies. 

Sec.  19.  That  said  corporation  shall  have  power  to  locate  and  coiif 
struct  branch  ro.ids  from  the  main  route,  to  other  towns,  or  places,  ia  tJie 
several  counties  through  which  said  road  may  pass. 

Sec.  20.  That  if  said  rail  road  shall  not  be  commenced  within  three  yean 
from  the  passnge  of  this  act,  and  shall  not  be  completed  within  ten  yean 
thereafter,  then  this  act  to  be  void  and  of  no  effect. 

Sec.  21.  This  act  is  hereby  declared  to  he  a  public  act,  and  shall  be 
so  construed  in  all  courts  of  justice,  and  elsewhere*

To  incorporate  the  Cleveland  and  Pittsburgh  Rail-road  ComptLVf. 

Sec.  1.     Be  it  enacted  by  tiie  (reneral  Assembly  of  the  State  of  OhiOf 
That  Van  R.  Humphrey,  Heman  Oviatt,  D.  B.  Bostwick,  Darius  Lyman, 
and  Joseph  De  Wolf,  of  Portage  county;  Samuel  Starkweather,  Charles 
Whittlesey  and  John  W.  Willey,  of  Cuyahoga  county;  Robert  Forbes, 
Isaac  Wilson,  James  Robertson,  John  Wallis,  George  McCook  and  John 
Patrick,  of  Columbiana  county,  bs,  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  com- 
missioners,  under  the  direction  of  a  majority  of  whom,  subscriptions  maj 
be  received  to  the  capital  stock  of  the  Cleveland  and  Pittsburgh  Rail-fosui 
Company,  hereby  incorporated ;  and  they,  or  a  majority  of  them,  may  cause 
books  to  be  opened  in  the  counties  of  Cuyahoga,  Portage  and  Columbiana^ 
and  at  such  other  time  and  place  as  they  may  direct,  for  the  purpose  offe» 
ceiving  subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company,  after  having  givefi 
thirty  days  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  opening  the  same;  andthat, 
upon  the  first  opening  of  the  books,  they  shall  be  kept  open  for  at  least 
ten  days  in  succession,  from  ten  o^clock,  A.  M.  until  two  o^clock,  P.  M.; 
and  if,  at  the  expiration  of  that  period,  such  a  subscription  to  the  capital 
stock  of  said  company  as  is  necessary  to  its  incorporation,  shall  not  have 
been  obtained,  then  said  commissioners,  or  a  majority  of  them,  may  caan 
said  books  to  be  opened,  from  time  to  time,  after  the  expiration  of  said  te» 
days,  and  for  the^pace  of  three  years  thereafter;  and  if  any  of  the  said  com 
missioners  shall  die,  resign,  or  refuse  to  act  during  the  continaance  of  tbe 
duties  devofved  upon  them  by  this  act,  another  or  others  may  be  appointed 
in  his  or  their  stead  by  the  remaining  commissioners,  or  a  majority  o9f  them. 
Sec.  2.    That  the  capital  stock  of  the  Cleveland  and  Pittsbargh  Rail- 
road Company,  shall  be  fifteen  hundred  thousand  doHars,  and  shall  be  di- 
vided in  snares  of  fifty  dollars  each;  audit  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  said 
corporation  to  commence  the  construction  of  the  said  rail-road  or  way,  and 
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enjoy  all  the  powers  and  privileges  conferred  by  this  act  [as]  soon  [as]  the 
sum  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  shall  be  subscribed  to  said  stoqk.

may  build  bridges,  may  fix  scales  and  weights,  may  lay  rails,  may  take  and 
use  any  earth,  timber,  gravel,  stone  or  other  materials  which  may  be  want- 
ed for  the  construction  or  repair  of  any  part  of  said  road,  or  any  of  its 
works;  and  may  make  and  construct  alt  works  whatsoever,  which  may  be 
necessary  in  the  construction  or  repair  of  s&id  road. 

Set*  13.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company,  or  a  ma- 
jority of  them,  or  any  person  authorized  by  them,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
may  agree  with  the  owner  or  owners  of  any  land,  earth,  timber,  gravel 
or  stone,  or  other  materials,  or  any  improvements  which  may  be  wanted 
for  the  construction  or  repair  of  said  road,  or  any  of  their  works,  for  the 
purchase  or  use,  or  occupation  of  the  same;  and  if  they  cannot  agree, 
or  if  the  owner  or  owners,  or  any  of  them,  be  a  married  woman,  insane 

f)erson,  or  idiot,  or  out  of  the  county  in  which  the  property  wanted  may 
ie,  when  such  land  and  materials  may  be  wanted,  application  may  be  made 
to  any  justice  of  the  peace  of  such  county,  who  shall  thereupon  issue  bis 
warrant,  under  his  hand  and  seal,  dfrected  to  the  sheriflT  of  said  county  or 
to  some  disinterested  person  if  the  sheriff  shall  be  interested,  requiring 
lum  to  summon  a  jury  of  twelve  men,  inhabitants  of  said  county,  not  re-

duce their  inquisition  to  writing,  and  shall  sign  and  seal  the  same;  and  it 
shall  thea  be  returned  to  the  clerk  of  the  court  of  common  pleas  for  said 
county,  and  by  such  clerk  filed  in  his  office,  and  shall  be  confirmed  by  the  said 
court  at  its  next  session,  if  no  sufficient  cause  to  the  contrary  be  shown;  and 
when  confirmed,  shall  be  recorded  by  said  clerk,  at  the  expense  of  said 
company;  but  if  set  aside,  the  court  may  direct  another  inquisition  to 
be  taken  in  the  manner  above  prescribed;  and  such  inquisition  shall  de- 
scribe the  property  taken,  or  the  bounds  of  the  land  condemned;  and  such 
valuation,  when  paid  or  tendered  to  the  owner  or  owners  of  said  property, 
or  his,  her,  or  their  legal  representatives,  shall  entitle  said  company  to  tha

of  incorporation,  to  exercise  their  corporate  powers,  or  by  such  persons  as 
by  any  law  of  this  State,  are  entrusted  with  the  management  and  direction 
of  said  turnpike  road  or  bridge,  or  of  any  of  the  rights  and  privileges 
aforesaid;  and  any  contract,  agreement  or  transfer,  made  in  pursuance 
of  the  power  and  authority  hereby  granted,  when  executed,  by  the  several 
parties  under  their  respective  corporate  seals,  or.  otherwise  legally  authen- 
ticated, shall  vest  in  the  company  hereby  incorporated,  all  such  road, 
part  of  road^  rights  and  privileges,  and  the  right  to  use -and  enjoy  the  same, 
as  fully,  to  ail  intents  and  purposes,  as  they  now  are,  or  might  be  used  and 
exercised  by  the  said  corporation,  or  persons  in  whom  they  are  now 
vested. 

Sec*  17.  That  the  said  president  and  directors  shall  have  power  to  pur- 
chase with  the  fundj  of  the  company,  and  place  on  any  rail-road  constructed 
by  them,under  this  act,  all  machines,  wagons,  vehicles,  or  carriages  of  any 
description  whatsoever,  which  they  may  deem  necessary  or  proper,  for 
the  purpose  of  transportation  on  said  road;  and  that  they  shall  have 
power  to  charge  foi'  tolls  upon,  and  the  transportation  of  persons,  goods, 
produce,  merchandize,  or  propertyof  every  description  whatsoever,  trans- 
ported by  them  along  said  rail-way,  any  sum  not  exceeding  the  following 
rates:  on  all  goods,  merchandize,  or  property  of  any  description  whatso- 
ever, transported  by  them,  a  sum  not  exceeding  one  and  a  half  cents  per 
mile  for  toll,  and  five  cents  per  mile  per  ton  for  transportation,  on  all 
goods,  produce,  merchandize,  or  property  of  any  description  whatsoever, 
transported  by  them  or  their  agents;  and  for  the  transportation  of  passen- 
gers, not  exceeding  three  cents  per  mile  for  each  passenger;  and  it  shall 
be  lawful  for  any  other  company  or  any  person  or  persons  whatsoever, 
paying  the  toll?  aforesaid,  to  transport  any  persons,  merchandize,  produce 
or'property  of  any  description  whatsoever,  along  said  road  or  any  part 
thereof;  and  the  said  road,  with  all  their  works,  improvements,  and  pro- 
fits, and  all  machinery  on  said  road  for  transportationare  hereby  vested 
in  said  company,  incorporated  by  this  act,  and  their  successors  forever; 
and  the  shares  of  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  deemed  and 
considered  personal  property,  transferable  by  assignment,  agreeably  to 
the  by-laws  of  said  company. 

Sec.  1 8.  That  any  other  rail  road  company  now  or  hereafter  to  be 
chartered  by  law  of  this  State,  may  join  and  connect  said  road  with 
the  road  hereby  contemplated,  and  run  cars  upon  the  same,  under  the  rules 
and  regulations  of  the  Cleveland  and  Pittsburgh  Rail-road  Company,  as  to 
the  construction  and  speed  of  said  cars;  and  full  right  and  privilege  is  here- 
by reserved  to  the  StAe,  or  the  citizens,  or  any  company  incorporated 
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by  authority  of  this  State,  to  cross  the  rail-road  hereby  incorporated: 
Provided,  That  iti  so  cros^g,  no  injury  shall  be  done  to  the  works  of 
the  company  hereby  incorporated. 

Sec.  19*  That  the  said  president  and  directors  shall,  semi-annually, 
declare  and  make  such  dividend  as  they  may  deem  proper,  of  the  nett 

Erofits  arising  from  the  resources  of  said  company,  deduQting  the  proba- 
le  amount  of  outstanding  debts  and  the  necessary  current  and  contingent 
expenses,  and  that  they  shall  divide  the  same  amongst  the  stockholders  of 
said  company  in  proportion  to  their  respective  shares. 

Sec*  20.  That  if  any  person  or  persons,  shall  wilfully,  or  by  any  means 
whatsoever,  injure,  impair,  or  destroy  any  part  of  said  rail  road,  construct- 
ed by  said  company  under  this  act,  or  any  of  the  work,  building, 
or  machinery  of  said  conipany,  such  person  or  persons  so  ofiendihg  shall, 
each  of  them,  for  every  such  offence,  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  said  com- 
pany a  sum  not  exceeding  three  fold  the  damages;  which  may  be  recover*- 
ed  in  the  name  of  the  company,  by  an  action  of  debt,  in  the  court  of  com- 
mon pleas  for  the  county  wherein  the  offence  shall  be  committed:  and  shall 
also  be  subject  to  an  indictment  in  said  court,  and  upon  conviction  of  such 
ofience  shall  be  punished  by  fine  and  imprisonment,  at  the  discretion  of  the 
court. 

Sec.  21.  That  if  said  rail  road  shall  not  be  commenced  in  three  years 
from  the  passage  of  this  act,  and  shall  not  be  finished  within  Sfteen  years 
from  the  time  of  the  commencement  thereof,  then  this  act  to  be  null  and 
void. 

Sec.  22.  That  if  the  Legislature  of  this  State  shall,  after  the  expiration 
of  thirty-five  years  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  make  provision,  oy  law, 
for  the  re-payment  to  said  company  of  the  amount  expended  by  them  in 
the  construction  of  said  rail-road,  and  the  value  of  the  necessary  penna- 
nent  fixtures  thereto  at  the  time,  with  an  addition  of  fifteen  per  cent. 
thereon,  together  with  interest  on  thecost  of  the  road,  at  the  rate  of  six 
per  cent,  per  annum,  unless  the  dividends  shall  have  amounted  to  six  per 
cent,  per  annum;  of  which  expenditure  an  accurate  statement  in  writing, 
attested  by  the  oaths  or  afiirmations  of  the  officers  of  said  company,  shaJl 
be  submitted  to  the  General  Assembly,  if  required;  then  said  road  and  fix- 
tures shall  rest  in  and  become  the  property  of  the  State  of  Ohio. 

Sec.  23.  Whenever  the  dividends  of  said  company  shall  amount  to  a 
sum  not  exceeding  the  amount  of  six  per  cent  per  annum  upon  the  cost  of 
said  road,  and  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  same,  the  Legislature  of  this 
State  may  impose  such  reasonable  taxes  on  the  amount  of  such  dividends 
as  may  be  received  from  other  rail-road  companies.

Sec.  I.  J?e  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^ 
That  Norman  P.  Jones,  James  N.  Wilson,  Ellis  B.  Stockdale,  Robert 
Robinson,  Thomas  M.Garaugh,  John  Wilson,  jr.  James  Pollock,  and  Isaac 
Templin,  and  their  associates,  ar^  hereby  constituted  a  bodj  corporate  and 
politic,  in  perpetual  succession,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  ^First  Pros* 
byterian^  Church  of  Washington  f  with  full  power  to  hold  estate,  real,  per- 
sonal, or  mixed,  by  deed,  grant,  donation,  or  otherwise:  Provided^  The 
anhual  income.shaIl  not  exceed  two  thousand  dollars;  may  sue  and  be  sued^ 
plead  and  be  impleaded,  defend  and  be  defended,  in  any  court  having  compe- 
tent jurisdiction,  bv  the  name  and  style  aforesaid;  to' have  a  common  seal^ 
which  they  may  alter  at  pleasure;  to  possess  all  power  necessary  to  adopt 
by-laws,  Twes  and  regulations  for  the  government  of  their  corporate  con- 
cerns: Provided^  Said  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations  be  consistent  with 
the  laws  and  constitution  of  this  State,  and  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  corporation  shaH  hold  an  election  on  the  first  Sa- 
turday of  April  annually,  by  giving  ten  days  notice  thereof  by  advertise- 
ment, at  which  time  they  shall  elect  tkree  trustees,  who  shall  manage  the 
concerns  of  said  corporation,  and  shall  hold  their  offices  for  the  term  of 
one  yean  and  until  their  successors  are  elected;  and  for,  and  on  behalf  of

To  incorpoiate  the  town  of  Fairport. 

Sec.  I.  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohioj  That 
so  much-of  the  township  of  Painesville,  in  the  county  of  Geauga,  as  is  com- 
prised in  the  original  town  plat  of  Grandon,  including  Grand  river,  up 
from  the  mouth,  to  the  north  line  of  the  village  of  Richmond,  and  thence 
through  the  centre  of  said  river,  as  far  up  as  said  town  plat  extends;  togeth- 
er with  all  such  additions,  as  shall  hereafter  be  made  thereto,  by  the  own- 
ers of  land,  in  its  vicinity,  and  recorded,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  created 
a  town  corporate,  by  the  name  of  Fairport. 

Sec.  2.    That  the  white  male  inhabitants  of  said  town,  having  the  qual- 
ifications of  electors  of  members  of  the  General  Assembly,  may  meet  on 
the  first,  or  any  succeeding  Tuesday  of  April  next,  at  any  place  within 
the  limits  of  said  town,  which  may  be  designated  by  notices,  signed  by  three 
or  more  electors  of  Fairport,  and  posted  up  in  three  conspicuous  placesin 
said  town,  at  least  five  days  before  such  election,  and  on  the  first  Tuesday 
of  April,  annually^  thereafter,  unless  some  other  day  be  named  by  the  by- 
laws of  the  corporation;  and  elect,  by  ballot,  one  mayor, one  recorder, and 
five  councillors,  who  shall  be  freeholders,  residing  within  the  limits  of  said 
town,  and  who  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year,  and  until  their  succes- 
sors are  chosen  and  qualified;  and  they  ^hall  constitute  the  ^Town  Coun- 
cil," any  four  of  whom,  including  either  the  mayor  or  recorder,  shall  con- 
stitute a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

Sec.  3.  That  at  such  election  the  electors  shall  choose  viva  voce^  two 
judges  and  a  clerk,  who  shall  each  take  an  oath  faithfully  to  discharge  the 
duties  required  of  them  by  this  act,  and  at  all  subsequent  elections  the  coun- 
cillors, or  any  two  of  them,  shall  be  judges,  and  the  recorder  clerk;  and  at 
all  such  elections  the  polls  shall  be  opened  between  the  hours  of  ten  and  - 
eleven  o'clock  A.  M.  and  close  at  three  o'clock  P.  M.  of  said  day;  and  at 
the  close  of  the  polls  the  votes  shall  be  publicly  counted  by  the  council-

Sec.  4.  That  the  mayor,  recorder,  and  councillors,  shall  be  a  body 
corporate  and  politic,  with  perpetual  succession,  by  the  name  of  "  The 
Corporation  of  Fairport,"  and  shall  be  capable  of  acquiring  and  holding 
estates  and  property,  real,  personal  and  mixed,  which  they  may  sell  or  dis- 
pose of,  in  such  manner  as  they,  or  a  majority  of  them,  may  deem  proper; 
and  they  may  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  which  they  may  alter  at  plea»> 
ure;  may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  answer  and  be  answer* 
ed,  in  any  court  of  law  or  equity  in  this  State;  and  when  any  actioia  19 
commenced  against  them,  it  shall  be  by  summons,  an  attested  copy  of 
which  shall  be  left  with  the  recorder,  or  in  the  absence,  at  his  usual  place 
of  residence,  at  least  ten  days  before  the  return  day  thereof^ 
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Sec*  5.  That  the  mayolr,  recorder,  and  a  majority  of  the  councillorsi 
«ball  have  power  to  make  all  by-laws  and  ordinances  necessary  for  th^ 
health,  safety,  or  comfort  of  said  town  or  corporation;  may  appoint  a  treas- 
urer, town  marshal,  health  and  fire  ofScers,  and  watchmen,  and  all  other 
subordinate  officers  necessary  to  execute  their  by-laws  and  regulations; 
and  may  remove  said  officers  at  pleasure;  may  prescribe  their  duties  and 
define  their  powers;  take  such  bonds,  with  surety,  and  for  such  amounts, 
as  they  may  deem  proper,  to  secure  the  faithful  performance  of  the  duties 
assigned  them  by  this  act,  and  the  several  by-laws  and  ordinances  made 
under  its  provisions;  may  fix  and  establish  the  fees  of  such  officers  as  are 
not  established  by  this  act;  may  impose  fines,  not  exceeding  two  dollars^ 
for  refusing  to  accept  any  office  in  said  corporation. 

Sec.  6*    That  said  corporation,  or  that  a  majority  of  them,  mentioned 
in  the  previous  section,  shall  have  power  to  prescribe  fines  and  penalties 
for  the  delinquencies  of  any  officer  or  agent  of  the  corporation;  to  restrain 
vagrants,  or  other  persons  soliciting  alms,  or  subscriptions;  to  suppress  and 
restrain  all  disorderly  and  gaming  houses;  to  abate  nuisances;  to  prevent 
and  punish  immoderate  driving  within  the  town;  to  regulate  or  prohibit 
public  bathing  in  the  town;  to  prevent  and  remove  all  and  any  obstructions 
in  the  streets,  highways,  or  side-walks  within  the  town;  to  provide  for 
clearing  Grand  river  of  drift  wood  or  other  obstructions,  and  to  prevent 
any  filling  up  or  encroachment  thereon;  to  regulate  the  keeping  and  car- 
rying of  gun-powder,  and  any  other  highly  combustible  material;  to  estab^ 
lish,  alter,  and  regulate  markets;  to  regulate  the  vending  of  provisions,  fuel, 
lumber,  and  other  commodities  in  said  town,  and  the  weighing  of  such  as 
should  be  weighed,  and  the  measuring  of  such  as  should  be  measured^  to 
designate  the  places  where  kilns  of  brick  or  lime  may  be  burned,  and  where 
slaughter-houses  may  be  kept,  and  regulate  the  latter;  to  regulate  carters, 
porters,  and  coachmen,  and  the  fees  to  be  paid,  and  compensation  to  be 
received  by  them;  to  regulate  or  restrain  tne  running  at  large  of  horses, 
cattle,  swine,  and  dogs,  and  to  impose  a  tax  on  the  owners  of  the  latter;  to 
\^ht  the  streets;  to  establish  and  preserve  public  wells  and  reservoirs  of 
witer,  and  to  prevent  the  waste  of  water,  and  contractfor  a  supply  there*' 
of;  to  regulate  the  burial  of  the  dead,  and  compel  the  keeping  and  return  of 
bill:  of  mortality;  to  regulate  all  taverns,  porter-houses,  and  places  where 
spirtuous  liquors  are  sold  by  less  quantities  than  one  quart;  and  all  houses 
or  pUces  of  public  entertainment,  all  exhibitions  and  public  shows,  with 
ezcludve  power  to  grant,  refuse  or  revoke  licenses  therefor,  and  to 
fix    thi  price   of  such  licenses;   to   establish   the   boundaries  of  all 
streets  within  the  corporate  limits,  and  to  pave  or  grade  the  same; 
•and  to  livy  such  tax  as  may  be   necessary  therefor,   and  to  equalize 
such  tax  according  to  the  benefits  derived  and  injuries-  sustained  by  such 
.grading;  tcprevent  the  firing  of  crackers,  or  other  fire-works,  and  the  dis- 
charge of  fit^  arms  in  said  town;  to  regulate  wharves,  wharfage,  and  the 
mooring  of  ^ssels  in  the  harbor,  and  to  remove  all  obstructions  on  the 
margin  thereoT;  to  appoint  a  harbor  master,  with  the  usual  powers;  to  pre- 
vent fishing  ligUs,  and  regulate  fires  on  board  of  vessels- and  steam-boats; 
•and  for  the  violation  of  any  by-laws,  ordinances  or  regulations,  by  them 
•made,  under  the  authority  of  this  act,  the  said  corporation  may  prescribe 
aay  penalty, not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars,  and  provide  for  the  pros- 
cution,  recovery  and  collection  thereof,  and  for  the  imprisonment  of  such

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ofTeDder,  in  case  of  non-payment  of  the  penalty:  Provided^  "thai  noby* 
law,  made  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  take  effect  until  the  mae 
shall  have  been  posted  up  at  three  public  places  within  the  said  town  of 
Fairport;  at  least  ten  days  of  which  posting,  a  recorded  certificate  of  the 
officers,  posting  up  the  same  shall  be  conclusive  evidence. 

Sec.  7.  Whenever  any  vacancy  shall  occur  in  any  office,  either  by 
death,  resignation,  legal  disability  to  act,  or  removal  beyond  the  limits  of

Sec.  9.  The  mayor  shall  keep  the  seal  of  the  corporation;  AaU  be  a 
conservator  of  the  peace  within  the  limits  of  the  town,  and  ^aU  there- 
m  have  all  the  powers  and  jurisdiction  of  a  justice  of  the  peace,  in  civil 
cases,  and  in  criminal  matters  his  jurisdiction  shall  be  co^xtennve 
with  the  county,  and  process  by  him  issued  shall  be  directed  to  the  mar- 
shal; he  may  take  acknowledgment  of  deeds,  solemnize  marriages,  and  do

certiorari  as  a  justice  of  the  peace;  and  he  shall  be,  ex  officio,  a  notart 
public,  with  the  right  to  demand  the  fees  fixed  by  law  for  such  officer. 

Sec.  10.  The  marshal  shall  serve  and  return  all  process  to  himdirectMl 
by  the  mayor,  in  the  same  manner  as  constables  are  required  to  serve  aid 
return  process  to  them  directed  by  justices  of  the  peace;  his  power  toex- 
ecute  civil  process  shall  be  limited  to  the  bounds  of  Fairport,  but  in  trim* 
inal  matters  his  power  shall  be  as  extensive  as  that  of  a  constable  ii  Uke 
cases;  and  before  he  enters  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  he  shall  givbond 
to  such  amount  and  with  such  security,  as  shall  be  approved  by  tb  town 
council,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performace  of  his  duties,  and  for  the 
payment  of  all  moneys  which  may  come  into  his  hands  as  mashal,  for 
the  benefit  of  the  corporation  or  others. 

Sec.  IK  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  recorder  to  keep  an  a<ccirate  re- 
cord of  all  the  proceedings  of  the  town  council;  which  recorc' shall  at  aD 
times  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  electors  of  said  towi^  and  the  re- 
corder shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  town  council  in  tte  absence  of 
the  mayor,  and  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  shall  be  required  of  him 
by  the  by-laws  and  ordinances  of  said  corporation. 

Sec.  12.  That  the  town  council  may  annually  levy  ?  tax,  for  corpora- 
tion purposes,  not  otherwise  provided  for,  on  property  within  said  town, 
returned  on  the  grand  levy,  made  subject  to  taxation  oy  the  laws  of  tiiis 
Stkte:    Provided,  Said  tax  shall  not  exceed  in  anyone  year  three 
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on  the  dollar;  and  the  recorder  shall  make  out  a  duplicate  thereof,  charg- 
ing thereon  each  individual  an  amount  of  tax,  in  proportion  to  his  proper- 
ty, as  assessed  on  the  grand  levy  for  taxation;  which  duplicate  shall  be 
certified  by  the  mayor  and  recorder,  and  delivered  to  the  marshal,  who 
shall  collect  the  same,  in  the  same  manner  and  under  the  same  regulations 
as  county  treasurers  are  required  by  law  to  collect  county  taxes;  and  said 
marshal  shall  pay  the  same  to  the  treasurer  of  said  corporation  as  soon  as 
collected,  reserving  therefrom  such  fees  as  the  county  treasurer  might  re- 
ceive for  similar  services. 

Sec.  1 3.  The  town  council  may  appropriate  any  money  in  the  treas- 
ury for  the  carrying  into  effect  the*  provisions  of  this  act;  and  may  have 
the  use  of  the  jail  of  the  county  for  the  imprisonment  of  such  persons  as 
may  be  liable  to  imprisonment  under  the  by-laws  and  ordinances  of  said 
corporation;  and  all  persons  so  imprisoned  shall  be  under  the  care  of  the 
sheriff,  as  in  other  cases. 

Sec.  14.  Three  weeks  before  each  annual  election,  the  town  council  shall 
post  up  in  some  conspicuous  place  within  said  town  an  accurate  account 
of  the  moneys  received  and  expended  by  said  corporation  since  the  last 
annual  election,  with  the  sources  from  which  the  same  were  derived,  and 
the  objects  on  which  they  were  expended. 

Sec*  15.  The  officers  of  said  corporation  shall  respectively  deliver  to 
their  successors  in  office,  on  demand,  all  such  books  and  papers  as  may  in 
anywise  appertain  to  their  office. 

Sec  16.  This  shall  be  considered  as  a  public  act,  and  printed  copies 
thereof  be  received  accordingly;  and  any  future  legislature  may  alter  or 
amend  the  same:  Provided^  Such  alteration  or  amendment  shall  not  divert 
the  property  of  the  corporation  from  the  purposes  herein  expressed.

That  if  said  company  shall  erect  and  complete  said  bridge  in 
a  substantial  manner,  of  proper  width,  and  in  other  respects  of  sufficient 
strength  and  dimensions,  to  admit  of  the  safe  passage  of  passengers,  teams, 
and  carriages,  of  the  usual  size,,  within  three  years  from  the  passage  of 
this  act,  then  the  said  company  may  ask,  demand  and  receive,  from  ta  vel- 
lers  and  others  passing  over  said  bridge,  the  following  tolls,  viz:  for  each 
foot  passenger,  three  cents;  for  each  horse,  mule,  or  ass,  one  year  old  and 
upwards,  four  cents;  for  each  horse  and  rider,  twelve  and  a  half  cents; 
for  each  chaise,  riding  -chair,  or  other  two  wheeled  pleasure  carriage, 
drawn  by  one  horse,  twenty-five  cents;  for  every  chariot,  coach  or  other 
four  wheeled  pleasure  carriage,  if  drawn  by  one  horse,  (driver  included) 
thirty-one  and  a  fourth  cents;  for  the  same,  drawn  by  two  horses,  thirty- 
seven  and  a  half  cents;  for  every  additional  horse,  six  and  a  fourth  cents; 
for  every  cart,  drawn  by  one  hQrse,muIe,  or  ass,  or  ox,  (driver  included,) 
twelve  and  a  half  cents;  for  every  additional  horse,  mule,  ass,  or  ox,  six 
and  a  fourth  cents;  for  every  wagon,  drawn  by  one  horse,  mule  ass  or  ox, 
(driver  included,)  eighteen  and  three  fourth  cents;  for  the  same,  drawn  by 
two  horses,  mules,  asses,  or  oxen,  (driver  included,)  twenty-five  cents-,  for 
the  same,  drawn  by  four  horses,  mules,  asses,  or  oxen,  {dxirer  included,) 
fifty  cents;  and  for  every  additional  horse,  mule,  ass,  or  ox,  six  and  a  fourth 
cents;  for  each  3led,  drawn  by  one  horse,  mule,  ass,  or  ox,  (driver  inclu- 
ded,) eighteen  and  three  fourth  cents;  for  each  head  of  neat  cattle,  six 
months  old  and  upwards,  two  cents;  for  each  sheep  or  hog, one  cent:  Pro^ 
vided^  That  all  funeral  processions,  persons  going  to,  and  returning  from 
public  worship,  children  or  teachers  going  to,  or  returning  from  school, 
all  persons  necessarily  going  to,  or  returning  from  elections  or  militia  mus- 
ters, may  pass  said  bridge  free  of  toll;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  com- 
pany, previous  to  receiving  any  toll,  to  set,  and  keep  up  exposed  to  public 
view,  near  the  end  of  said  bridge,  a  board  or  canvass,  on  which  shall  be 
painted  or  printed,  in  legible  characters,  the  rates  of  toll,  (not  exceeding 
those  aforesaid,)  which  are  demanded;  and  if  the  said  company  shall,  at 
any  time,  demand  and  receive  a  greater  toll  than  is  herein  allowed,  they 
shall  be  liable,  for  each  offence,  to  a  fine  of  not  exceeding  five  dollars,  to 
be  recovered  before  any  court  having  jurisdiction. 

Sec.  4*  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  wilfully  injure  said  bridge, 
or  remove,  or  in  any  way  spoil,  injure  or  destroy  any  materials,  or  any 
thing  belonging  to  said  bridge,  either  in  the  building  of  said  bridge,  or  for 
repairs  thereof,  such  person  or  persons  shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  said  corpo- 
ration treble  the  amount  of  damages  sustained  by  means  of  such  oflence 
or  injury,  to  be  sued  for  and  recovered  with  costs  of  suit,  in  action  of  debts, 
in  any  court  having  competent  jurisdiction,  by  the  treasurer  of  said  cor> 
poration,  or  any  person  thereunto  by  said  company  authorized. 
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Sec.  5*    That  iervice  of  process  on  said  company  shall  be  by  leaving 
a  copy  of  the  same  with  any  officer  or  other  member  of  said  company. 

Sec.  6.  That  whenever  the  amount  of  tolls  received  by  said  compa- 
ny^  on  said  bridge,  shall  equal  the  amount  of  money  expended  by  them, 
ia  the  location,  construction,  repairs,  maintenance  and  superintendence 
of  said  bridge,  together  with  ten  per  cent.  p6r  annum  thereon;  or  if,  at 
any  time  alter  the  comi)letion  of  said  bridge,  the  commissioners  of  said 
county  shall  pay  to  the  said  company  the  same,  after  deductiofi;  the  amount 
of  tolls  received  up  to  the  time  of  such  payment,  then  the  said  bridge  and 
all  property  thereof  shall  vest  in  said  county,  and  the  said  bridge  shall 
thenceforth  be  a  free  bridge,  and  be  open  to  all  persons  to  pass  the  same 
free  of  toll ;  and  said  company  shall  cause  to  be  filed  with  the  auditor  of 
said  county,  semi-annually,  a  true  statement  in  writing  of  said  receipts 
and  expenditure!.

To  incorporate  th«  K/hardon  Steam  Mill  Company,"  in  the  county  of  Geauga. 

Sec  1*  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohiof 
That  Edward  Paine,  jr.,  Alfred  Phelps,  Edwin  F.  Phelps,  Sylvester  N. 
Hoy t,  David  D.  Aikin,  David  T»  Bruce,  and  Ralph  Cowles,  and  such  oth- 
er persons  as  ma  j  hereafter  become  associated  with  them,  for  the  purpose 
of  Duilding  and  conducting  a  grist  mill,  saw  mill,  and  mills  with  other  ma* 
chinery,to  be  propelled  by  steam,  in  the  town  of  Ghardon,  or  its  vicinity, 
in  the  county  of  Geauga,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  created  a  body  corpo- 
rate and  politic,  with  perpetual  succession,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the 
**Chardon  Steam  Mill  Company;"  and  by  that  name  shall  be  capable  of 
contracting  and  being  contracted  with,  suing  and  being  sued,  answering 
and  being  answered,  in  any  court  of  law  or  equity;  and  may  have  a  com- 
mon seal,  and  the  same  may  break,  alter,  or  renew  at  pleasure;  and  shall 
be  capable  of  holding  and  disposing  of  all  kinds  of  property,  real,  personal 
or  mixed,  to  the  amount  of  the  capital  stock  of  said  company,  and  necessa- 
ry for  the  objects  and  purposes  of  said  corporation,  as  above  expressed. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  shall  not  exceed 
fifty  thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  twenty-five  dollars  each* 
and  the  persons  named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  or  any  five  of  them! 
are  hereby  empowered  to  open  books  of  subscription  to  the  stock  of  said 
company,  at  such  times  and  places,  and  under  such  regulations  as  they 
shall  deem  proper;  and  when  in  their  opinion  a  suflicient  amount  of  stock 
has  been  subscribed,  they  shall  give  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  meeting. 
for  the  purpose  of  choosing  directors  of  said  company;  which  notice  sluul 
be  given  by  publishing  the  same  in  some  newspaper  printed  in  the  county 
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or  by  affixing  the  same  to  the  door  of  the  court-house  in  said  Chardon^,  af 
least  ten  days  previous  to  said  election. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  concerns  of  said  company  shall  be  managed  by  sevea 
directors,  one  of  whom  shall  be  president,  who  shall  be  elected  by  the 
stockholders,  at  such  time  and  place,  as  may  be  designated  under  the  sec* 
ond  section  of  this  act;  and  their  successors  shall  be  elected  on  the  last 
Monday  of  May,  in  each  year  thereafter,  in  the  town  of  Chardon,  at  such 
place  as  the  by-laws  and  regulations  of  such  company  may  prescribe;  each 
member  of  said  company  being  entitled  one  vote  for  each  share  of  cap- 
ital stock  he  may  own,  and  may  vote,  either  personally  or  by  proxy;  and 
the  directors  so  elected  shall  hold  their  offices  until  their  successors  are

Lewis,  and  Henry  Gurthy,  of  the  county  of  Jefferson,  and  their  associates, 
shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby  declared  to  be  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  by 
the  name  and  style  of  "  The  Mt.  Pleasant  Silk  Company  ;^^  and  by  that  name 
•hall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  be  capable  in  law  to  contract  and  be  con- 
tracted with,  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  answer  and  be  an-

twered,defend  and  be  defended,  in  courts  of  law  and  equity,  and  else, 
vrhere;  with  full  power  and  authority  to  acquire,  hold,  possess,  use,  occupy  ^ 
and  eiQoy,  and  the  same  to  sell,  convey, and  dispose  of,  all  such  real  estate^ 
and  shiul  he  necessary  and  convenient  for  the  transaction  of  its  business, 
or  which  may  be  eonveved  to  said  company  for  to  secure,  or  in  payment

Croxy;  that  each  share  of  stock  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote,  unless  the 
olders  thereof  may  have  more  than  fifteen  shares,  but  in  no  instance 
shall  any  stockholder  be  entitled  to  more  than  fifteen  votes;  that  all  elec- 
tions shall  be  determined  by  ballot,  and  the  seven  persons  who  shall  have 
the  greatest  number  of  votes  shall  be  the  directors  the  year  ensuing:;  that 
if  it  shall  happen,  at  any  election,  that  two  or  [more]  persons  shall  have 
an  equal  number  of  votes,  the  directors  in  office  at  the  time  of  such  elec-

No  transfer  of  stock  shall  be  valid  or  effectuaj  unless  it  be  made 
in  conformity  to  the  by-laws  of  the  corporation  hereby  created,  being  ia 
all  cases  subject  to  the  debts  or  demands  due  to  the  company  at  tfie  time  of 
making  such  transfer. 

Sec.  7.  That  John  Fox,  Robert  Fox  and  Thomas  White,  persons  named 
in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  shall  be  the  managers  of  the  aforesaid  com- 
pany; and  they  or  either  of  them  shall  have  power  to  call  a  meeting  of 
the  stockholders  on  the  first  Monday  in  March  next  ensuing,  for  tiie  par-

Beit  enacted  by  the  Oemral  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^  That 
Joseph  SuUivant,  Lyne  Starling,  jr.,  William  A.  Piatt,  Anthony  S^Chew^ 
and  Matthew  J*  Gilbert,  of  Franklin  county,  and  the  snbscribers  to  the 
stock  of  this  association,  and  their  successors,  shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby 
declared  to  be  a  body  pqlitic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  and  style,  of  the 
^^Qhio  Silk  Company;''  and  by  that  name,  shall  have  peipetual  9uccession9 
and  be  capable  in  law  to  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  to  sue  and  be 
sued,  plead,  and  be  impleaded,  answer  and  be  answered,  defeiid  and  be  de- 
fended, in  all  courts  of  law  and  equity,  and  elsewhere;  with  fall  power  and

Granting  certain  water  privileges  to  Walter  M.  Blake. 

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohioy  That 
there  is  hereby  granted  to  Walter  M.  Blake,  of  Tuscarawas  county,  his 
heirs  and  assigns,  the  perpetual  and  exclusive  right  to  use,  for  hydraulic 
purposes,  the  surplus  water  which  it  may  be  found  necessary  and  safe  to 
pafl»  round  lock  number  thirteen,  on  section  number  one  hundred  and  four, 
south  of  the  Portage  summit:  which  said  lock  is  erected  and  situate  on  the 
lands  of  said  Blake,  being  lot  number  twenty-two,  in  the  Schoenbrun  tracts 
so  called:  Provided^  Said  Blake  shall  pay  into  the  State  Treasury  the  sum 
of  one  thousand  dollars,  to  be  paid  in  annual  instalments  of  one  hundred 
dollars  each,  commencing  on  the  first  day  of  April,  A.  D.  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  forty:  Provided^  however^  That  the  said  Blake  shall  have 
the  privilege  of  paying  off  said  amount  of  one  thousand  dollars,  at  any  time 
before  the  same  becomes  due:  And  provided^  also^  That  if  said  Blake  shall 
BOtmake  said  payments  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  then 
it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  to  commence 
suit,  in  the  name  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  to  enforce  the  collection  of  the 
same.

tSec*  3*  That  the  grant  made  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  in 
no  wise  abridge  or  interfere  with  the  existing  rights  or  privileges  of  any 
person  or  persons,  to  the  u$e  of  the  water' of  Sugar  creek. 

Sec.  4.    That  the  deed  of  grant  or  conveyance  of  the  right  to  use  the 
water  for  hydraulic  purposes,  at  sard  lock  number  thirteen,  to  said  Blake, 
to  be  made  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  contain  a  condition,   that 
said  Blake,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  shall  erect,  at  their  own  proper  expense, 
under  the  direction  of  the  engineers  who,  for  the  time  being  shall  have 
charge  of  that  part  of  the  canal,  and  agreeably  to  a  plan  to  be  furnished  by 
said  engineer,  the  necessary  weir,  head  and  tail  race,  and  pther  works  and 
devices,  which  said  engineer  may  deem  necessary,  to  prevent  injury  to  the 
canal,  or  impediments  to  the  navigation  thereof,  and  shall  at  all  times  keep 
the  same,  and  every  part  thereof,  ip  a  state  bf  good  order  and  repair;  and 
if  said  grantee,  or  his  assigns,  shall  at  any  time  neglect  or  refuse  so  to  doy 
such  engineer,  or  other  agent  of  the  State,  may  cause  the  same  to  be  done 
at  his  expense;  and  that  no  sa\^-mill  or  other  mill  works,  calculated  to  de- 
posite  or  throw  into  the  canal,  saw  dust,  chip3,  barks,  driftwood  or  rubbish 
of  any  description,  or  to  impede  the  navigation  by  the  unequal  flow,  or  vi- 
olent action  of  the  water,  shall  ever  be  erected  for  the  purpose  of  using 
said  water  power  to  be  granted. 

Sec.  5.  The  privileges  herein  granted,  shall  be  considered  in  full  for 
any  claim  or  claims,  which  the  said  Walter  M.Blake  may  have  for  dama- 
ges or  losses  by  him  sustained,  in  labour  performed  under  contracts  or  oth- 
erwise, on  the  canals  in  this  State.

Seo.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Stale  of  Ohio^ 
That  Allen  Latham,  William  Ross  ai^d  John  Madeira,  of  Ross  county;  John 
Ekin,Samuel  Bell  and  James  Young,  of  Highland  county;  Samuel  Perin, 
William  Currj  and  John  M.  Brown,  of  Clermont  county;  and  Morgan  Ne- 
ville, George  W.  Holmes,  Leonard  Armstrong,  of  Hamiliton  county,  be, 
and  they  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners,  under  the  direction  of  a  ma- 
jority of  whom,  subscriptions  may  be  received  to  the  capital  stock  of  the 
Chillicothe  and  Cincinnati  Rail-road  Company,  hereby  incorporated;  and 
they,  or  a  majonty  of  them,  may  cause  books  to  be  opened  at  such  times 
and  places  as  they  may  direct,  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  subscriptions 
to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company,  after  giving  thirty  days  notice  of  the 
time  and  place  of  opening  the  same,  by  publication  in  a  newspaper  printed 
nearest  the  place  of  opening  the  books,  for  at  least  thirty  days;  and  that, 
upon  the  first  apening  of  said  books,  they  shall  be  kept  open  for  at  least 
ten  days  in  succession,  from  ten  o'clock,  A.  M.  until  two  o'clock,  P.  M.;

That  all  persons  who  shall  become  stockholders  pursuant  to 
this  act,  shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby  created  a  body  corporate,  and  riiaD 
be  and  remain  a  corporation  forever,  under  the  name  of  the  Chiilicothe  and 
Cincinnati  Rail-road  Company ;  and  by  that  name,  shall  be  capable  in 
law  of  purchasing,  holding,  selling,  leasing  and  conveying  estates,  real, 
personal  and  mixed,  for  the  benefit  of  said  company,  so  dur  as  may  be  ne- 
cessary for  the  purposes  of  said  road;  and  shall  have  perpetusJ  succession;

That  at  the  expiration  of  ten  days,  for  which  the  books  arc 
first  opened,  if  one  hundred  shares  of  said  capital  stock  shall  have 
been  subscribed,  or  if  not,  as  soon  thereafter  as  the  same  siall  be  subscri- 
bed, if  within  three  years  after  the  opening  of  the  books,  the  said  com- 
missioners, or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  call  a  general  meeting  of  the  stock- 
holders at  such  time  and  place  as  they  may  appoint,  and  shal.  give  at  least

That  the  said  corporation  shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby 
vested  with  the  right  to  construct  a  double  6r  single  rail-foad  or  way,  from 
Chillicothe,  in  the  county  of  Ross,  to  Cincinnati,  in  the  county  of  Hamil- 
ton; to  transport,  take  and  carry  property  and  persons  upon  the  same* 
by  the  power  and  force  of  steam,  of  animals,  or  of  mechanical  or  other 
power,  or  of  any  combination-  of  them,  which  the  corporation  may  choose 
to  employ. 

Sec.  12.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company  ahidi  be^ 
and  they  are  hereby  invested  with  all  rights  and  powers  necessary  for  the 
location^  construction  and  repair  of  said  road,  not  exceeding  one  hondred 
feet  wide,  with  as  many  sets  of  tracks  as  the  said  president  and  directon 
may  deem  necessary,  and  they  may  cause  to  be  made,  contract  with 
others  for  making  the  said  rail-road,  or  any  part  of  it;  and  they,  or  their 
agents,  or  those  with  whom  they  may  contract  for  making  any  part  of  the

That  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company,  or  a 
majority  of  them,  or  any  persons  authorized   by  them,  or  a  majority, 
may  agree  with  the  owner  or  owners  of  any  lands,  earth,  timber,  gravel 
or  stone,  or  other  materials,  or  any  improvements  which  may  be  wanted 
for  the  construction  or  repair  of  said  road,  or  any  of  their  works,  for  the 
purchase,  use,  or  occupation  of  the  same;  and,  if  they  cannot  agree, 
and  if  the  owner  or  owners,  or  any  of  them,  be  hfeme  cooeri,  under  age, 
mn  compos  mentis,  or  out  of  the  county  in  which  the  property  wanted  may 
lie,  when  such  lands  and  materials  may  be  wanted,  application  may  be  made 
to  any  justice  of  the  peace  of  such  county,  who  shall  thereupon  issue  his 
warrant,  under  his  hand  and  seal,  directed  to  the  sheriff  of  said  county,  or 
to  some  disinterested  person  if  the  sheriff  shall  be  interested,  requiring 
him  to  summon  n  jury  of  twelve  men,  inhabitants  of  said  county,  not  re- 
lated, or  in  anywise  interested,  to  meet  on  the  land  or  near  to  the  other 
property  or  materials  to  be  valued,  on  a  day  named  in  said  warrant,  not 
less  than  ten  nor  more  than  twenty  days  after  the  issuing  of  the  same;  and 
if,  at  the  said  time  and  place,  any  of  said  persons  summoned,  do  not  attend, 
the  said  sheriff,  or  summoner  shall  immediately  summon  as  many  persons 
as  may  be  necessary,  with  the  persons  in  attendance,  to  furnish  a  pannd 
of  twelve  jurors  in  attendance;  and  from   them,  each  party,  or    its, 
his  or  her,  or  their  agent,  the  sheriff  or  summoner,  for  him,  her,  it  or 
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them,  may  strike  off  three  jurors,  and  the  remaining  six  shall  act  as 
a  jury  oi  inquest  of  damages;  and  before  they  act  as  such,  the  said 
summoner  or  sheriff  shall  administer  to  each  of  them  an  oath  or  affir- 
mation, as  the  case  may  be,  that  they  T^ill  faithfully  and  impartially  value 
the  damages  which  the  owner  or  owners  will  sustain  by  use  or  o<^cu- 
pation  of  the  same,  required  by  said  company;  and  the  jury  estimating  the 
damages,  if  for  the  ground  occupied  by  said  road,  shall  take  into  the  esti- 
mate the  benefits  resulting  to  said  owner  or  owners,  by  reason  of  said 
[road]  passing  through  or  upon  the  land  of  such  owner  or  owners,  towards 
the  extmguishment  of  said  claim  for  damages;  and  the  said  jury  shall  re- 
duce their  inquisition  to  writing,  and  shall  sign  and  seal  the  same;  and  it 
shall  then  be  returned  to  the  clerk  of  the  court  of  common  pleas  for  said 
county,  and  by  such  clerk  filed  in  his  office,  and  shall  be  confirmed  by  the  said 
court  at  its  next  session,  if  no  sufficient  cause  to  the  contrary  be  shown ;  and 
when  confirmed,  shall  be  recorded  by  said  clerk,  at  the  expense  of  said 
company;  and  if  set  aside,  the  court  may  direct  another  inquisition  to 
be  taken  in  manner  above  prescribed;  and  such  inquisition  shall  de- 
scribe the  property  taken,  or  the  bounds  of  the  lands  condemned;  and  such 
valuation,  when  paid  or  tendered  to  the  owner  or  owners  of  said  property, 
or  his,  her,  or  their  legal  representatives,  shall  entitle  said  company  to  the 
estate  and  interest  in  the  same  thus  valued,  as  fully  as  if  it  had  been  con- 
veyed by  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  same,  so  long  as  the  same  shall  be 
used  for  the  purposes  of  said  road;  and  the  valuation,  if  not  received  when 
tendered,  may,  at  any  time  thereafter,  be  received  from  the  company  with- 
out cost,  by  the  owner  or  owners,  his,  her,  or  their  legal  representatives; 
and  such  sheriff,  or  summoner,  and  jurors,  shall  be  entitled  to  demand  and 
receive  from  the  said  company,  the  same  fees,  as  are  allowed  for  like  ser- 
vices, in  cases  of  fixing  the  valuation  of  real  estate,  previous  to  sale  under 
execution. 

Sec.  14.  That  whenever  in  the  construction  of  said  road,  it  shall  be 
necessary  to  cross  or  intersect  any  established  road  or  way,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  said  president  and  directors  of  said  company  so  to  construct 
said  rail-road  across  such  established  road  or  way,  as  not  to  impede  the 
passage  or  transportation  of  persons  or  property  along  the  same,  or  when 
it  shau  be  necessary  to  pass  through  the  land  of  any  individual,  it  shall 
also  be  their  duty  to  provide  for  such  individual  proper  wagon  ways  across 
said  road,  from  one  part  of  his  land  to  another,  without  unnecessary  delay. 

Sec.  1 5.  That  if^said  company  should  neglect  to  provide  proper  wagon 
ways  across  said  road,  as  required  by  the  fourteenth  section  of  this  act,  it. 
shall  be  lawful  for  any  individual  to  sue  said  company,  and  to  be  entitled 
to  such  damages,  as  a  jury  may  think  him,  or  her,  entitled  to,  for  such 
neglect  on  the  part  of  said  company.  » 

bee.  16.  That  [if  ]  it  shall  be  necessary  for  such  company,  in  these* 
lection  of  the  route,  or  construction  of  the  road  to  be  by  them  laid  out 
and  constructed,  or  of  any  part .  of  it,  to  connect  the  same  with,  or  to 
use  any  turnpike  road,  or  bridge,  made  or  erected  by  any  company 
or  persons  incorporated,  or  authorized  by  any  law  of  this  State,  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  the  said  president  and  directors,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized, 
'to  contract  or  agree  with  any  such  other  corporation  or  persons,  for  the 
right  to  use  said  road  or  bridge,  or  for  the  transfer  of  any  of  the  corporate

or  other  ri^to  or  privileges  of  such  corporation  or  persons,  to  the  mii 
company  hereby  incorporated;  and  every  such  other  incorporation,  or  per- 
sons incorporated  by,  or  acting  under  the  laws  of  this  State,  is,  and  here- 
by are  authorized  to  make  such  an  agreement,  contract,  or  transfer,  by 
and  through  the  agency  of  the  person  authorized  by  their  respective  acts 
of  incorporation,  to  exercise  their  corporate  powers,  or  by  such  [persons]  as 
by  any  law  of  this  State,  are  entrusted  with  the  management  and  direction 
of  said  turnpike,  road  or  bridge,  or  of  any  of  the  rights  and  priYileges 
aforesaid;  and  any  contract,  agreement  or  transfer,  made  in  pursuance 
of  the  power  and  authority  hereby  granted,  when  executed,  by  the  several 
parties  under  their  respective  corporate  seals,  o)c  otherwise  legally  authen- 
ticated, shall  vest  in  the  company  hereby  incorporated,  all  such  roadt 
part  of  road,  rights  and  privileges,  and  the  right  to  use  and  enjoy  the  same, 
as  fully,  to  all  intents  and  purposes,  as  they  now  are,  or  might  be  used  and 
exercised  by  the  said  corporation,  or  persons  in  whom  they  are  now 
Tested. 

•  Sec.  17.  That  the  said  president  and  directors  shall  have  power  to  pur- 
chase with  the  funds  of  the  cocppany,  and  place  on  any  rail-road  constructed 
by  them,  under  this  act,  all  machines,  wagons,  vehicles,  or  carriages  of  any 
description  whatsoever,  which  they  may  deem  necessary  or  proper,  for 
the  purposes  of  transportation  on  said  road;  and  that  they  sbali  have 
power  to  charge  for  tolls  upon  and  transportation  of  goods,  produce,  mer- 
chandize, or  property  of  any  kind  whatsoever,  transported  by  them  or  their 
agents,  along  said  rail-way,  any  sum  not  exceeding  the  following  rates: 
on  all  goods,  merchandize,  or  property  of  any  description,  transported  by 
them,  any  sum  not  exceeding  one  and  a  half  cents  per  ton  per  mile  for 
toll,  five  cents  per  mile  for  transportation,  and  for  the  transportation  of 
passengers,  not  exceeding  three  cents  per  mile  for  each  passenger;  and 
all  persons  paying  the  tolls  aforesaid,  may,  with  suitable  and  proper  can, 
take,  transport  and  carry  persons  and  property  on  the  ^^ame,  subject  to 
the  rules  and  regulations  of  said  company  as  to  the  construction  and  speed 
of  said  cars;  and  the  said  road,  with  all  their  works,  improvements,  and 
profits,  and  all  machinery  owned  by  said  company,  and  used  on  said  road 
for  transportation,  are  hereby  vested  in  said  company,  incorporated  bv 
this  act,  and  their  successors  forever;  and  the*share8  of  the  capital  stock 
of  said  company  shall  be  deemed  and  considered  personal  property,  trans- 
ferable by  assignment,  agreeably  to  the  by-laws  of  saidoompany. 

Sec.  18.  That  the  said  president  and  directors  shall,  annually  or  semi- 
annually, declare  and  make  such  dividends  as  they  may  deem  proper, 
of  the  nett  profits  arising  from  the  resources  of  said  company,  deducting 
die  necessary  current  and  probable  contingent  expenses;  and  that  they 
shall  divide  the  same  amongst  the  stockholders  of  said  company  in  pio> 
portion  to  their  respective  shares. 

Sec.  19.  That  any  other  rail  road  company  now  or  hereafter  to  be 
chartered  by  law  of  this  State,  may  join  and  connect  said  road  with 
the  roads  hereby  contemplated,  and  run  cars  upon  the  same,  under  the  rules 
and  regulations  of  this  company,  as  to  the  construction  and  speed  of  said 
cars;  and  full  right  and  privilege  is  hereby  reserved  to  the  State,  or  indi- 
viduals, or  any  company  incorporated  by  law  of  this  State,  to  cross  this 
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road  with  any  other  road:  Provided^  That  in  so  crossingt  no  injury  be 
done  to  the  works  of  the  company  hereby  incorporated* 

Sec*  20.  That  the  State  shall  have  power  at  any  time  after  thirty-five 
years  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  to  purchase  and  hold  said  road,  for  the 
use  of  the  State,  at  a  price  not  exceeding  the  original  cost  for  the  construc- 
tion of  said  road  and  the  necessary  permanent  fixtures  at  the  time  of 
purchase,  and  fifteen  per  cent*  thereon;  of  which  cost  an  accurate  state- 
ment in  writing  shall  be  submitted  to  the  General  Assembly,  duly  attested 
by  the  oath  of  the  officers  of  said  company,  if  the  General  Assembly  shall 
require  it. 

Sec*  21.  That  if  any  person  or  persons,  shall  wilfully,  or  by  any  means 
whatsoever,'  injure,  impair,  or  destroy  any  part  of  said  railroad,  construct- 
ed by  said  company  under  this  act,  or  any  of  the  works,<  buildings, 
or  machinery  of  said  company,  such  person  or  persons  so  ofiending,  shall, 
each  of  them,  for  every  such  offence,  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  said  compa- 
ny any  sum  not  exceeding  three  fold  the  damages;  which  may  be  recover- 
ed in  the  name  of  the  company,  by  an  action  of  debt,  in  the  court  of  com- 
mon pleas  for  the  county  wherein  the  offence  shall  be  committed:  and  shall 
also  be  subject  to  an  indictment  in  said  court,  and  upon  conviction  of  such 
ofience  shall  be  punished  by  fine  and  imprisonment,  at  the  discretion  of  the 
court 

Sec*  22*  That  if  said  rail  road  shall  not  be  commenced  in  three  years 
from  the  passage  of  this  act,  and  shall  not  be  finished  within  ten  years 
from  the  time  of  the  commencement  thereof,  then  this  act  to  be  null  and 
void* 

Sec*  23*  Whenever  the  dividends  of  said  company  shall  exceed  six 
per  cent*  per  annum,  the  Legislature  of  this  State  may  impose  such  reason- 
able taxes  on  the  amount  of  said  dividends  as  may  be  received  from  other 
rail-road  companies.

For  ths  relief  of  Archibald  Cooper. 


Whereas,  It  is  reported  to  this  General  Assembly,  that  Archibald  Cooper, 
of  Fairfield  county,  did,  on  the  twentieth  day  of  December,  A*  D.  1831, 
purchase  of  the  auditor  of  said  county,  one  hundred  acres  of  land,  situa- 
ted in  range  No*  20,  township  No.  16,  S*  C.No.  20,  and  purporting  to 
be  a  part  of  the  east  half  of  lot  No.  33,  refugee  lands,  for  the  sum  of 
$^05  76,  which  he  paid  to  said  auditor,  and  received  from  him  a  cer- 
tificate of  purchase  for  said  lands;  which  lands  were  so  sold  under  the 
act  of  the  14th  of  March,  1831,  as  lands  forfeited  to  the  State  for  non- 
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payment  of  taxes  thereon,  charged  on  the  tax  duplicate  of  said  comXy^ 
in  the  name  of  Hugh  Fiinn's  heirs:  And  whereas^  It  has  been  satisfacUh 
rily  ascertained  that  the  whole  of  said  lot  No.  33,  at  the  several  times 
when  said  supposed  taxes  became  due,  was  owned  bj  other  individaals 
than  said  Hugh  Flinn's  heirs,  and  the  whole  amount  of  taxes  assessed 
thereon  before  the  said  supposed  forfeiture  and  sale,  regularly  paid,  by 
reason  of  which  the  said  sale  is  void  and  of  no  efiect:  Therefore, 

Sec.  1 .  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohioj  That 
the  State  Treasurer  be,  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  and  required,  upon 
the  warrant  of  the  auditor  of  State,  to  refund  and  pay  to  the  said  Archi- 
bald Cooper,  the  said  sum  of  two  hundred  and  five  dollars  and  seventy-five 
cents,  out  of  any  moneys  in  the  treasury  of  this  State,  not  otherwise  ap^ 

Eropriated:  that  the  commissioners  of  Fairfield  county  be,  aud  they  are 
ereby  authorized  and  required,  to  refund  and  pay  to  the  said  Archibald 
Cooper,  the  amount  of  taxes  by  him  paid  on  said  land,  since  the  L2th  day 
of  December,  A.  D.  1 831,  out  of  the  treasury  of  said  county.

To  improve  the  Natig^&tion  of  the  Walhonding  and  Mohican  Waters. 

Sec«  1 .  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  OAio,  That 
the  board  of  public  works,  of  this  State,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  empow- 
ered and  directed,  to  construct  a  navigable  communication,  commencing 
at  the  Ohio  canal,  near  the  mouth  of  the  Walhonding  river,  in  Coshocton 
county,  up  said  stream  as  far  as  the  board  of  public  works  shall  deem  to 
be  for  the  best  interests  of  the  State;  by  canal  and  slack-water  navigation, 
as  they  may  deem  most  for  the  interest  of  the  State;  with  such  locks  and 
dams,  as  may  be  necessary  to  secure  the  safe  transit,  and  convenient  pas- 
sage of  canal  boats,  of  such  dimensions  and  capacity  as  are  permitted  to 
navigate  the  Ohio  canal;  and  to  accomplish  that  object,  the  said  board  are 
hereby  empowered  to  seize,  dedicate,  acquire,  hold,  use,  and  occupy,  for  the 
use  and  benefit  of  the  State,  all  such  private  and  corporate  estate  and  property 
as  shall  ben  ecessary  for  the  convenience  of  the  construction  of  that  improve- 
ment, and  for  hydraulic  purposes  thereon,  as  they  have  heretofore  had  power 
to  do,  in  the  construction  and  maintenance  ofthe  Ohio  and  Miami  canals:  Pro* 
videdy  That  the  owners  and  ^proprietors  of  any  property,  so  seized  and  de- 
dicated, shall  have  all  the  rights  of  indemnity,  and  remedies  of  compensa- 
tion, as  by  law  have  been  provided  for  the  construction  of  the  Ohio  and 
Miami  canals;  and  when  the  said  improvement  shall  be  completed,  or  any 
part  thereof,  the  said  board  of  public  works,  at  their  discretion,  shall  levy

and  assess  such  tolls  thereon  as  may,  at  any  time^  be  levied  and  assessed 
on  the  Ohio  canal;  and  rent  out  the  water  power  thereon,  on  such  terms 
and  conditions,  as  may  seem  right  and  just,  having  reference  to,  and  in 
view  of  the  interest  of  the  State,  and  the  permanent  prosperity  of  the 
country  adjoining  said  waters:  Provided,  also,  That  no  part  of  said  work 
shall  be  put  contract,  until  the  owners  of  the  land  where  any  water  power 
may  be  created  by  such  part  of  the  work,  by  locks,  dams,  or  otherwise, 
shall  first  sell,  or  give  and  convey  to  the  State,  a  sufficient  quantity  of  such 
land  for  the  convenient  use  of  the  water  power  so  created. 

Sec.  2.  That  preparatory  to  the  construction  of  said  improvement,  the 
board  of  public  works  may  cause  such  further  surveys  and  examinations 
to  be  made,  in  relation  thereto,  as  in  their  judgment  may  be  considered 
properfortne  successful  prosecution  of  the  work;  and  the  accounts  anddocu^ 
ments  of  all  expenses  incurred,  and  disbursements  made,  and  the  revenue 
or  income  received  by,  or  under  the  authority  of  this  act,  shall  be  kept  se- 
parate and  distinct  from  those  belonging  to,  or  connected  with,  the  other 
public  works  of  the  State. 

Sec.  3.  That  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  into  effect  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  the  commissioners  of  the  canal  fund  be,  and  they  are  hereby  au- 
thorized, to  borrow,  on  the  credit  of  the  State,  any  sum  not  exceeding  two 
hundred  dollars,  in  the  years  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-six,  and  eighteen 
hundred  and  thirty-seven ;  a t  a  rate  of  interest,  not  exceeding  six  per  centum 
per  annum,  payable  semi-annually,  at  the  city  of  New  York,  or  elsewhere; 
the  principal  thereof,  to  be  paid  at  any  time  after  the  year  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  fifty-six,  at  the  pleasure  of  the  State,  whose  faith  is  hereby  pledg- 
ed for  the  payment  of  such  loan,  and  the  interest  thereon,  as  above  speci- 
fied; and  further,  for  the  payment  of  such  loan,  and  the  ultimate  redemp- 
tion of  the  principal  thereof,  there  is,  hereby,  irrevocably  pledged,  the  pro- 
ceeds of  all  tolls  and  water  rents;  and  all  other  revenues  and  incomes, 
which  may  be  received  on  said  improvements,  after  deducting  therefrom 
the  annual  expenses  thereof,  in  keeping  the  same  in  repair,  and  other  inci- 
dental charges  of  its  superintendence  and  police:  Provided,  That  the  loan 
herein  authorized,  shall  not  be  made,  nor  the  work  herein  authorized  com- 
menced, unless  the  board  of  public  works  shall  be  of  opinion  that  said 
work  would  be  conducive  to  the  public  interest,  and  yield  a  revenue  to 
the  State,  sufficient  to  meet  the  interest  on  the  costs  of  the  improve- 
ment. 

Sec.  4.  That  in  the  construction  of  this  work,  and  in  the  management 
and  superintendence  thereof,  the  board  of  public  works,  and  the  commis- 
sioners of  the  canal  fund,  shall  possess  and  exercise  the  same  powers,  in  all 
respects,  as  to  the  appointment  of  engineers,  and  other  officers  and  agents^ 
and  providing  for  a  strict  accountability  of  all  moneys  expended,  as  they 
have  heretofore  possessed  and  exercised,  in  the  construction,  maintenance, 
and  supervision  of  the  Oliio  and  Miami  canals. 

Sec.  5.  That  so  much  of  the  act  to  establish  a  board  of  commissioners 
for  the  purpose  of  improving  the  navigation  of  the  Black  Fork  of  Mohican 
and  Walhonding  river,  passed  March  7th,  ]  835,  as  interferes  with  the 
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improvements  contemplated  in  this  act,  be^  and  the  same  is  hereby  re-* 

pealed.

AN  ACT 


Vetting  the  city  conncil  of  the  cit^  of  Cincinnati  with  powers  to  borrow  money  for  th»  par- 
pose  of  purchasing  the  Cincinnati  Water  Works,  and  to  manage  the  same. 

Sec.  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ofcio,  That 
when  the  city  council  of  the  city  of  Cincinnati  shall  have  submitted  to  the 
citizens  a  detailed  proposition  for  the  purchase  of  the  ^^Cincinnati  Water 
Works,"  and  the  qualified  electors  of  said  city  shall  have  decided  by  a 
majority  of  their  votes  in  favor  of  purchasing  the  same,  the  city  council 
shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  borrow,  at  a  rate  of  interest 
not  exceeding  five  per  centum  per  annum,  and  for  a  period  not  exceeding 
fifty  years,  and  a  sum  not  exceeding  the  amount  stated  and  specified  in 
the  proposition  submitted  to  and  accepted  by  the  vote  of  the  citizens,  lo 
provide  for  the  payment  of  the  interest  thereon,  and  the  final  redemption 
of  the  debt,  and  to  pledge  the  properly  and  revenue  of  the  city  therefor, 
in  such  manner,  terms  and  conditions,  as  may  be  necessary  and  proper  to 
consummate  the  loan,  and  purchase  of  said  water  works,  and  to  pass  all 
such  ordinances,  not  inconsistent  with  this  act,  as  may  be  necessary  to 
protect  and  manage  the  same. 

Sec.  2.  That  so  soon  as  the  water  works  shall  have  become  the  pro- 
perty of  the  city,  there  shall  be  elected  by  the  city  council  four  judicious 
and  competent  freeholders,  having  other  qualifications  of  members  of  coun* 
cil;  and  the  four  thus  elected,  together  with  the  president  of  the  city  coun- 
cil, shall  constitute  and  be  denominated  ''The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
Water  Works;"  and  the  term  of  service  of  the  four  trustees  first  elected, 
shall  be  so  arranged  by  lot  as  that  one  of  the  four  shall  serve  four  years, 
one  three  years,  one  two  years,  and  the  other  one  year,  from  the  second 
Monday  of  May,  1836;  and  there  shall  be  one  trustee  elected  on  the  fint 
Wednesday  in  May,  annually  thereafter,  to  serve  four  years;  and  said  trus- 
tees shall  have  the  care,  superintendence  and  management  of  said  water 
works,  and  employ  such  officers,  agents  and  laborers,  and  adopt  such  rules, 
and  regulations  as  may  be  necessary  to  manage  and  conduct  the  same, 
and  fix  and  determine  their  compensation;  but  no  compensation  shall  be 
allowed  to  either  of  the  trustees  for  their  services. 

Sec.  3.  That  it  shall  be  the'duty  of  said  trustees  to  cause  correct  ac- 
counts to  be  kept  of  all  transactions  relating  to  the  water  works;  to  cause 
all  accounts  to  be  properly  audited,  certified  and  presented  to  the  city 
council  for  allowance;  and  on  the  third  Wednesday  of  March  annually. 
a  foil  deuiled  statement  of  all  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  past  year, 
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vriOti  an  estimate  of  the  amount  necessary  for  the  payment  of  the  interest 
and  all  other  expenses  for  the  ensuing  year,  shall  be  reported  to  the  city 
council;  and  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  levy  and  ciiuse  to  be  collected  an 
equitable  water  tax  or  rent  from  all  that  use  the  water  furnished  by  the 
water  works;  and  in  no  case  shall  the  rates  of  water  tax  or  rent  be  so  low 
as  not  to  insure  a  nett  revenue  at  least  equal  to  the  payment  of  the  inter- 
est on  the  loaU}  and  ail  other  disbursements  necessary  for  the  extending^ 
repairing  and  conducting  of  said  water  works;  and  it  in  any  year  the  re- 
ceipts should  fall  short  of  the  necessary  disbursements,  the  amount  of  such 
deficiency  shall  be  levied  and  collected  in  the  succeeding  year,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  usual  rates. 

Sec.  4.  That  all  moneys  received  by  the  officers,  agents  or  others,  for 
or  on  account  of  the  water,  shall  be  paid  into  the  city  treasury,  and  shall 
be  drawn  out  only  by  the  order  of  the  city  council;  but  in  no  case  shall 
the  funds  belonging  to  the  water  works  be  drawn,  appropriated  or  used 
for  any  purpose  whatever,  except  that  of  said  works. 

Sec.  5.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  board  of  trustees  to  cause  to 
be  faithfully  executed,  all  ordinances  of  the  city,  not  inconsistent  with  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  made  for  the  protection  of  the  water  works,  waste 
of  water,  collection  of  rents,  and  settlement  and  examination  of  accounts 
with  the  officers  and  agents.

Beit  eTiacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  OhiOf 
That  there  shall  be  expended  in  the  county  of  Warren,  out  of  the  three 
per  cent  fund  belonging  to  said  county,  the  sum  of  three  hundred  and 
seventy-eight  dollars,  between  the  first  day  of  April  and  the  first  day  of 
September,  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-six,  as  follows:  on  the  state  road 
from  Phillips'  mill,  on  the  Little  Miami,  by  Twenty  Mile  Stand,  to  Ham^ 
ilton  county  line,  the  sum  of  ninety-seven  dollars,  under  the  superintend- 
ence  of  John  Ross;  on  the  state  road  from  Lebanon,  by  Palmyra,  to  the 
county  line  towards  Cincinnati,  the  sum  of  ninety-nine  dollars,  under  the 
superintendence  of  John  Randall;  on  the  state  road  from  Lebanon  to  Ham- 
ilton, between  Lebanon  and  the  county  line,  the  sum  of  twenty-five  dol- 
lars, under  the  superintendence  of  Micaijah  Reeder;  on  the  state  road 
from  Lebanon  to  Dayton,  the  sum  of  thirty  dollars,  under  the  superintend- 
ence of  Nathan  Graham;  on  the  state  road  from  Lebanon  to  Wilmington,

To  improve  the  navigation  of  Wilis  creelL. 

Sec«  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Creneral  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Okio^ 
That  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  this  State  be,  and  they  are  hereby  em- 
powered and  directed,  if,  oh  a  full  examination,  they  shall  deem  it  of  public 
utility,  and  when  completed  that  it  will  yield  a  revenue  to  the  Stale,  suf- 
ficient to  meet  the  interest  on  its  cost,  taking  into  view  the  increased  bu- 
siness it  will  introduce  to  the  Ohio  canal,  to  improve  the  navigation  of 
Wills  creek,  from  its  mouth,  at  its  junction  with  the  Muskigum  river,  to 
the  Seneca  and  Buffalo' forks  of  the  same,  by  means  of  dams,  locks,  towing 
paths,  and  such  other  improvements,  as  may  be  necessary  to  secure  the 
safe  transit,  and  convenient  passage  of  canal  and  other  boats,  of  such  di- 
mensions and  capacity,  as  are  permitted  to  navigate  the  Ohio  canal,  and, 
to  accomplish  that  object,  the  said  board  of  public  works  are  hereby  em- 

Eowered  to  seize,  dedicate,  acquire,  hold,  use,  and  occupy,  for  the  use  and 
enefit  of  the  State,  all  such  private  and  corporate  estate  and  property,  as 
shall  be  necessary  for  the  convenience  of  the  construction  of  that  improve^ 
ment,  and  for  hydraulic  purposes  thereon,  as  they  have  heretofore  had 
power  to  do  in  the  construction  and  maintenance  of  the  Ohio  and  Miami 
canals:  Provided,  That  the  owners  and  proprietors  of  any  property  so 
seized  and  dedicated,  shall  have  all  the  rights  of  indemity,  and  remedies  of 
compensation,  as  by  law  have  been  provided  for  in  the  construction  of  the 
Ohio  and  Miami  canals;  and,  when  the  the  said  improvement  shall  be  com- 
pleted, or  any  part  thereof,  the  said  board  of  public  works,  at  their  discre- 
tion, shall  levy  and  assess  such  tolls  thereon,  as  they  may  think  the  interest 
of  the  State  may  require,  and  rent  out  the  water  power  thereon,  on  such 
terms  and  conditions,  as  may  seem  right  and  just,  having  reference  to,  and 
in  view  of  the  interest  of  the  State,  and  permanent  prosperity  of  the 
Wills  creek  valley:  Provided,  hotoever,  That  the  said  board  shall  not  be 
required  to  commence  said  improvement,  until  the  owners  or  proprietors 
of  the  lands  contiguous  to  the  places  where  dams,  or  locks,  shall  be  located 
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md  conslrocted  by  the  State,  shall  convey  to  the  State  a  sufficient  quan* 
tity  of  such  land,  for  the  convenient  use  of  the  water  power  which  will 
he  created  by  such  improvement,  without  any  expense  to  the  State. 

Sec  2.  That  preparatory  to  the  construction  of  said  improvement,  the 
board  of  public  works  may  cause  such  further  surveys  and  examinations 
to  be  maae  in  relation  thereto,  as  in  their  judgment  fnay  be  considered 
proper  for  the  successful  prosecution  of  the  work;  and  the  accounts  idii 
documents  of  all  expenses  incurred,  and  disbursements  made,  and  thi)  i^ 
venue  or  income  received  hr,  or  under  the  authority  of  this  act,  sbiJl  hi 
kept  separate  and  distinct  from  those  belonging  to,  or  connected  wt&i  t!h6 
other  public  works  of  the  State. 

Sec  3.  That  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  into  effect  the  provisions  of  thii 
act,  the  commissioners  of  the  canal  fund  be,  and  they  are  hereby  avtthori- 
leed  to  borrow,  on  the  credit  of  the  State,  any  sum  not  exceeding  nilieCJ^ 
thousand  dollars,  at  the  rate  of  interest  not  exceeding  six  per  centum  pctt* 
annum,  payable  semi-annually,  at  the  city  of  New  "S^rk,  or  elsewhere,  thi 
principal  thereof  to  be  paid  at  any  time  after  the  year  eighteen  hundt^ 
and  fir^  six,  at  the  pleasure  of  the  State,  whose  faith  is  hereby  pledj[M

Sec.  4.  That  in  the  construction  of  this  work,  and  in  the  management 
and  superintendence  thereof,  the  board  of  public  works,  and  commissioiieri 
of  the  canar  fund,  shall  possess  and  exercise  the  same  powers  in  all  respectit 
as  to  the  appointment  of  engineers  and  other  officers  and  agents,  and  pro- 
viding for  a  strict  accountability  of  all  moneys  expended,  as  they  have 
lieretofore  possessed  and  exercised,  in  the  construction,  maintenancci  and 
supervision  of  the  (Mo  and  Miami  canals.

To  incorporate  the  BelWille  and  Bolivar  Canal  Company. 

Sec.  1  •  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Stale  of  OU^ 
That  Benjamin  Jackson,  Hugh  Newel,  William  Morrow,  John  MaiWy, 
James  Welch,  Daniel  Carpenter,  Ira  Babcock,  Noble  Caihoon,  William 
McNaul,  C.  H.  Rice,  Jacob  Armin trout,  William  Darling,  Nathaniel  Hai- 
kel^  Thomas  McMahen,  Joseph  White,  Abel  Strong,  Esq.,  William  & 
Harrison,  of  the  county  of  Richland; and  Isaac  Bonnett,  Cornelius  Quick, 
Seth  Hunt,  John  Hall,  George  Snyder,  Jacob  Fry,  and  Peter  Fienal, 
of  the  county  of  Holmes;  and  George  W.  Slingluflf,  John  Fatten,  Wil- 
liam Graham,  Reason  Pitchard,  John  Machar,  and  Amzi  McNaul,  of  the 
county  of  Tuscarawas,  their  associates  and  successors,  be,  and  they  art 
hereby  constituted  and  made  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  and  shall  be 
and  remain  a  corporation  forever,  under  the  name  and  style  of  the  Bell- 
▼ille  and  Bolivar  Canal  Company ;  and  by  that  name  may  contract  and 
be  contracted  with,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  answer  and  be  answered 
unto,  and  prosecute  to  final  judgment,  in  all  courts  having  competent  ju- 
risdiction; and  may  have  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  to  alter  and  renew 
at  pleasure;  and  shall  be,  and  hereby  are  vested  with  all  the  powers  and 
privileges,  which  are  necessary  to  carry  into  effect  the  objects  of  this  as- 
sociation. 

S^c.  2.  That  the  said  corporation  be,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized, 
to  locate,  make,  construct,  and  forever  maintain,  a  navigable  canal,  with 
all  necessary  locks,  towing  paths,  basins,  aqueducts,  culverts,  waste-weirs, 
dams,  wharves,  embankments,  toll  houses,  and  other  necessary  appendft- 
es;  to  commence  in  or  near  the  town  of  Bellville,  in  the  county  of  Rich- 
and;  from  thence  to  pass  down  the  Clear  Fork  of  Mohican,  to  Newville; 
from' thence  in  a  direction  to  Perrysville;  from  thence  down  the  Black 
Fork  of  the  Mohican,  to  Loudonville,  in  said  county;  from  thence  to 
Middletown,  in  Holmes  county;  from  thence  the  most  practicable 
route,  until  it  shall  intersect  the  Sandy  and  Beaver  canal,  at  Bolivar,  or  some 
other  suitable  point  on  the  Ohio  canal,  in  the  county  of  Tuscarawas;  and 
that  ^id  corporation  shall  have  the  privilege  and  power  of  extending  said 
canal  from  bellville,  in  Richland  county,  under  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
up  the  Clear  Fork  of  Mohican,  if  it  shall  be  found  practicable,  to  the  town 
of  Lexington,  in  said  county. 

Sec.  3*  That  for  the  purpose  of  assuring  to  said  corporation  ail  the 
lands,  real  estate,  waters  and  hiaterials,  requisite  for  most  economically 
constructing  and  maintaining  such  navigation  of  the  said  canal,  and  ti^ 
waters  connected  therewith,  and  incident  and  necessary  to  the  naviga- 
tion of  the  same,  whenever  the  said  lands,  waters  and  materials,  shall  not 
be  obtained  by  voluntary  donation  or  fair  purchase,  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
said  corporation,  by  any  of  their  officers,  and  by  each  and  every  ageo^ 
superintendent,  or  engineer,  by  them  employed,  to  enter  upon,  take  pot- 
session  of,  and  use  all  such  lands  and  real  estate,  as  shall  be  necessary  fx 
die  purposes  aforesaid;  and  also  to  enter  upon  and  take  all  necessarr 
materials  for  the  construction  of  said  canal,  adjoining  or  near  said  canal, 
on  whose  lands  soever  the  ^ame  may  be,  doing  thereby  no  unnecesssarj 
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damage-^  they  satisfying  and  paying  all  damages  which  may  be  occasioned' 
thereby,  and  any  person  or  persons,  incorporation  or  incorporations,  in  the 
manner  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  4.  That  said  corporation  be,  and  hereby  are  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  purchase  and  hold,  to  them  and  their  successors,  f6r$ver,  real 
and  personal  estate,  to  any  amount  necessary  for  constructing,  maintaining 
and  repairing  said  canal  as  aforesaid;  and  may  receive,  hold,  and  take 
all  voluntary  grants  and  donations  of  lands  and  real  estates,  which  shall 
be  made  to  aid  the  objects  of  said  corporation. 

Sec.  5.  That  a  toll  be,  and  hereby  is  granted  and  established,  for  the 
sole  benefit  of  said  corporation  forever;  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  cor- 
poration, from  time  to  time,  [to]  fix,  regulate  and  receive  the  tolls  arid 
charges  by  them  to  be  received,  for  the  transportation  of  property,*  or  per- 
sons, on  the  canals  authorized  by  this  act:  Provided^  That  the- tolls  and* 
charges  thus  fixed,  regulated  and  received  by  said  corporation,  shall  at  no 
tinne  exceed  the  highest  rate  of  tolls  and  duties,  together  with  the  charges 
of  freight,  to  which  property  of  a  similar  kind  is  subjected,  as  the  costs  of' 
transportation  on  the  Ohio  canal  during  the  same  period  of  time. 

Sec.  6.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  said  corporation  shall  have 
power,  from  time  to  time,  to  make  and  ordain  such  by-laws,  rules,  and 
regulations,  as  may  be  necessary,  touching  the  premises;  especially  to  fix 
upon  and  determine  the  size  and  form  of  boats,  rafts,  and  all  other  vessels 
that  shall  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  navigating  said  canal;  to  deternftine- 
the  time  and  manner  of  their  passing  the  locks,  and  what  commodities 
shall  not  be  transported  during  a  want  of  water,  should  such  an  event  hap- 
pen, and  also  to  regulate  the  mode  of  transferring  the  stock  of  said  cop* 
poration:  and  the  penalties  imposed  by  said  by-laws,  rules  and  regula- 
tions, may  be  sued  for  and  recovered  by  the  treasurer  of  said  corporation, 
or  by  any  other  parson  thereunto  by  said  corporation  authorized,  to  their 
own  use  and  benefit,  before  any  court  having  competent  jurisdiction;  which 
penalties  shall  in  no  case  exceed  the  sum  of  ten  dollars;  and  said  cor- 
poration shall  cause  said  by-laws,  to  the  breach  of  which  penalties  are 
afl[ixed,  to  be  printed,  and  a  copy  thereof  to  be  placed  in  some  conspi- 
cuous situation  at  each  toll  house;  and  if  any  person  or  persons  shall 
wilfully  or  maliciously  mar,  deface,  or  pull  down  any  copy  so  set  up,  said 
corporation  may  sue  for  and  recover  to  their  own  use,  a  sum  not  exceed- 
ing ten  dollars,  nor  less  than  five  dollars,  of  any  such  person  or  persons. 

Sec.  7.  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  wilfully  obstruct  the  wa- 
ter navigation,  remove,  or  in  any  [way}  spoil,  injure  or  destroy  said  canal, 
or  any  part  thereof,  or  any  thing  belonging  thereto,  or  any  materials  to 
be  used  in  the  construction  or  repairs  thereof,  such  person  or  persons  shall 
forfeit  and  pay  to  said  corporation,  treble  the  amount  of  damages  sustained 
by  means  of  such  offence  or  injury ;  to  be  sued  for  and  recovered  with 
costs  of  suit,  in  action  of  debt,  in  any  court  having  competent  jurisdic- 
tion, by  the  treasurer  of  said  corporation,  or  by  any  person  thereunto  by 
said  company  authorized. 

Sec.  8.  That  whenever  any  lands,  waters,  or  materials,  shall  be  taken

plained of  are  sustained,  in  manner  following:  whenever  said  corporation 
^^1  have  located  said  canal,  or  any  part  thereof,  and  shall  have  pot  the  same 
leader  contract,  or  shall  have  used  any  water  or  materials  for  the  construc- 
tkm  thereof,  any  person  or  persons,  corporation  or  corporations,  injured 
theiebv,  may,  at  any  time  within  twelve  months  thereafter,  file  bis,  ber,  or 
tpeir  daim  for  damages,  in  writing,  particularly  describing  the  premises, 
With  soma  one  of  the  said  commissioners,  or  with  the  clerk  of  the  court  of 
common  pleas  for  the  county  in  which  the  damages  compluned  of  are  sos- 
tfuoed}  and  said  commissioners,  or  any  two  of  them,  having  been  first  duly 
sworn  to  a  faithful  and  impartial  discharge  of  their  duties,  within  a  reason-

scriptions to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company;  each  share  to  be  of  the 
amount  of  fifty  dollars,  and  each  subscriber  to  be  a  member  of  said  corpora* 
tion  for  all  purposes;  and  public  notice  shall  be  given  in  such  manner  as  maj 
be  deemed  advisable  by  said  commissioners,  of  the  times  and  places  of  opening 
said  books;  and  the  said  commissioners,  or  a  majority  of  them,  may  prescribe 
the  form  of  said  subscription;  and  whenever  the  sum  of  three  hundred  thow 
sand  dollars,  or  a  greater  part  of  the  stock  of  said  ccmjpany  shall  hc^ve 
been  subscribed,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  commissioners,  or  a  majority 
of  them,  to  call  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders,  by  causing  notice  to  be 
published  in  one  or  more  newspapers  in  general  circulation  in  the  respectiyf 

I  places  in  which  the  books  shall  have  been  opened  and  stock  subscribed,  at 
east  twenty  days  previous  thereto,  of  the  time  and  place  of  such  meetings 
which  shall  be  at  some  convenient  town  or  place  near  the  route  of  the  coor 
templated  canal;  at  which  meeting  the  stockholders,  who  shall  attend  for

That  the  said  corporation  shall  oe  entitled  to  the  benefits  of 
all  laws  which  are,  or  shall  be  in  force,  for  the  collection  of  tolls,  or  ibr  the 
protection  of  any  canals  constructed  by  this  State;  and  in  any  suit  institu- 
ted against  the  said  corporation,  the  service  of  legal  process  on  the  presi- 
dent, any  one  of  the  directors,  or  on  the  treasurer  or  secretary  of  said  cor- 
poration, shall  be  deemed  and  held,  in  all  courts  and  places,  a  sufficient 
and  valid  service  on  the  said  corporation.

sage of  the  resolution  aforesaid,  caused  to  be  laid  before  the  Senate  his 
protest  against  it,  requesting  the  insertion  thereof  upon  the  journals  of 
that  body:  And  whereas^  The  Senate  did  refuse  compliance  with  such 

{'ust  and  reasonable  request:  And  whereas^  If  the  said  act  of  the  Senate 
>e  permitted  to  pass  uncensured,  a  precedent  would  diereby  be  estab* 
lished,  founded  in  usurpation  and  injustice,  and  subversive  of  the  first

tion  to  faithfully  and  impartially  discharge  the  duties  required  of  them,  shall 
take  to  their  a3Bi8tance  a  competent  surveyor,  who  shall  also  take  an  oath 
or  affirmation  to  faithfully  and  impartially  discharge  the  duties*  of  surveyor;

Whsreas,  After  more  than  twenty  years  unceasing  endeavors  on  the  part 
of  the  United  States  to  obtain  a  fair  compensation  for  accumulated  inju- 
ries and  aggressions  committed  on  her  commerce  by  the  existing  gov- 
ernments of  France,  between  the  years  1800  and  1817,  France  did  at 
length  bind  herself  by  a  treaty  duly  ratified,  to  pay  to  the  Governmept 
of  the  United  States  a  specific  sum  in  satisfaction  of  said  injuries,  and 
agressions:  And  whereas^  France  requires  as  a  condition,  precedent  to 
the  execution  of  said  treaty,  unconditionaHy  ratified,  and  to  the  pay- 
ment of  a  debt  acknowedged  by  all  the  branches  of  her  government  to 
be  justly  due,  that  explanation  shall  be  made  of  an  annual  communica- 
tion  ofthe  President  to  Congress;  a  communication  which  the  constitu- 
tion of  his  country  required  him  to  make,  and  of  which  explanation  she 
dictates  the  terms:  And  whereas^  furOier^  If  such  a  requirement  is  per- 
sisted in  by  France,  it  must  be  considered  as  a  deliberate  refusal  on  her 
part  to  fulfil  engagements  binding  by  the  laws  of  nations,  and  held  sac- 
red by  the  whole  civilized  world.    If  France  feels  exquisitively  sensi- 
tive on  points  which  only  apparently  affect  her  National  Honor,  how 
much  more  so  ought  Americans  to  feel  on  points  which  affect  not  only 
their  National  Honor,  but  likewise  their  National  Independence?    At- 
tached to  our  country  by  every  tie  that  can  bind  the  affections  and  in- 
terests of  civilized  man  to  the  blessings  of  a  free  and  independent  gov- 
ernment, and  reposing  unlimited  confidence  in  the  patriotic  energies  of 
the  American  character,  when  compelled  to  enter  into  arduous  compe- 
tition with  foreign  nations,  in  defence  of  our  rights  and  national  honor, 
we  will  not  submit  to  foreign  dictation.    The  annals  of  our  common 
country  should  not  be  tarnished  with  the  foul  reproach;  and  lest  silence 
should,  either  at  home  or  abroad,  be  considered  as  an  acquiescence   in 
the  assumption  of  foreign  powers  to  dictate  or  control  the  ofilicial  com- 
munication between  the  co-ordinate  branches  of  our  government: 

Be  it  therefore  Resolved^  That  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
ofthe  State  of  Ohio,  in  Legislature  assembled,  consider  it  to  be  their  duty 
to  express  their  entire  approbation  of  the  dignified  course  pursued  by  the

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which  he  has  presented  thereon,  in  his  late  nessage  to  the  Congress  (ctikm 
United  States. 

Buolvedj  That  in  the  opinion  of  this  General  Assembly,  France  camiot 
rightfully  demand,  nor  can  the  Executive  of  the  United  States,  consistently 
with  the  Honor  and  National  Independence  of  the  American  People,  erer 
make  the  said  required  concessions.

7%«  Memorial  of  the  General  Atmribly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^ 
Respectfully  represents : 

That  this  State  having  recently  created  a  **  Board  of  Public  WorkV* 
tnd  placed  under  its  general  superintendence  the  entire  system  of  her  in- 
ternal improvements;  and  believing  the  principles  upon  which  the  Board 
is  organizedfto  be  such  as  will,  in  all  respects,  best  promote  the  public  in- 
terests; this  General  Assembly  would  suggest,  that  the  future  appropria- 
tions by  Congress  for  the  completion  of  the  Cumberland  Road,  within  this 
State,  might,  with  the  strictest  regard  to  propriety,  as  well  as  to  the  policy 
of  both  this  State  and  the  Union,  be  placed  under  the  control  and  direc- 
tion of  this  Board,  and  the  work  hereafter  prosecuted  under  its  stipervit* 
ion,  and  by  its  agency:  That  the  execution  of  the  westward  portion  of 
this  road  has,  within  the  last  five  vears,  advanced  with  a  slothful  tardi- 
ness, is  a  fact  known  not  only  to  tlie  people  of  the  State,  and  to  the  travel- 
ing community  of  the  whole  country  but  is  a  fact  which  has  been  officially 
communicated  to  Congress  in  the  late  Report  of  the  Secretary  at  War, 
and  the  appended  documents. 

It  would  not  comport  with  the  dignity  of  this  General  Assembly,  and  it 
is,  therefore,  not  the  object  of  this  memorial,  to  ascribe  this  tardiness  to 
any  derilection  in  any  department,  or  to  the  delinquency  of  any  officer  of 
the  General  Government.  The  Secretary's  Repert  discloses  the  numeri- 
cal insufficiency  of  the  Engineer  Corps;  and  the  appended  documents  at- 
tribute the  dilatory  etecuiion  of  the  work  to  other  causes,  which,  doubtless, 
contributed  much  to  the  result.  But  it  is  believed,  that  there  ar&  still  oth- 
er causes  existing  in  the  very  nature  of  the  system  pursued,  and  of  the 
agency  employed.  It  cannot  be  doubted,  because  the  experience  of  all 
time  has  proven,  that  expenditures  of  public  money  are  made  with  a  se- 
vere economy,  and  that  public  agents  in  all  the  departments  of  servicey 
discharge  their  duties  with  greater  fidelity,  when  those  expenditures  are 
made,  and  the  officers  act,  in  the  immediate  presence  of  a  vigilant  people^ 
who  are  to  be  affected  by  such  economy,  and  to  whom  such  agents  are  di* 
reedy  responsible.  Distance  impairs  the  force  of  responsibility,  as  it  ob* 
seures  those  infinite  details  in  the  public  service,  in  which  are  always  to  be 
found  the  effects  of  inattention  and  waste,  and,  consequently,  shields  de- 
linquency from  exposure. 

The  Cumberland  Road  is  a  national  work,  and  tbe  national  faith  stands 
pledged  for  its  execution.  The  appropriations  by  Congress  will  be  specific, 
and,  therefore,  the  most  fastidious  expositor  of  constitutional  powers  will 
not  question  the  authority  of  the  Federal  Government  to  place  such  ap- 

I^ropriations,  for  such  an  object,  under  the  control  of  a  State,  within  who^e 
imits  the  expenditure  is  to  be  made;  as  it  is  evident  that,  in  such  a  case, 
there  is  a  resort  to  no  novel  power;  for  the  direction  of  the  approprititioii 
^ouldremainunchanged,  and  no  other  consequence  follow,  thantne  sub- 
stitution of  one  agency  for  another.  Impressed  itself  with  these  consider- 
ations, this  General  Assembly  respectfully  suggest  them  to  the  just  judg- 
ment of  tbe  National  Tjegismiire.

Herewith  I  transmit  for  your  oonsiderati(Xi  my  annual  Bepprt  of 
the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the-  government  for  the  current 
year.  The  finances  of  this  State,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  exhibit  pres- 
ented in  the  following  pages,  have  increased  in  a  rapid  ratio  since  the 
organization  of  the  government,  and  particularly  since  the  year  1815. 
Accompanying  this  Aeoort  will  be  found  a  comparative  statement  of  the 
financial  resources  of  Ohio,  from  the  first  receipts  into  the  Treasury 
to  the  present  period.  This  statement  will  be  found  the  more  interes- 
ting to  the  General  Assembly,  and  to  the  people,  at  this  time,  for  the 
reason  that  a  revaluation  of  the  real  property  of  the  State,  has  recently 
been  taken  under  a  law  of  the  Legislature  created  for  that  purpose,  it 
will  afford  a  general  view  of  the  different  sources  constituting  our 
public  Revenue,  and  the  organization  ^d  success  of  our  Financial 
System,  under  the  superintending  care  of  the  Legislature. 

I  have  found,  from  the  little  experience  I  have  had  in  this  depart- 
ment of  the  State  Government,  and  from  general  observation,  that  the 
most  plain  and  simple  mode  of  making  up  the  annual  Seport  from  this 
office,  was  to  throw  the  whole  Beceipts  and  Expenditures  of  the  Gov- 
ernment into  a  tabular  fornij  and  to  designate  the  respective  items, 
either  of  monies  received  into  the  Treasury,  or  drawn  from  it,  under 
the  particular  fwid  to  which  they  appropriately  belong.  The  follow- 
ing is  a  summary  view  of  the  condition  of  the  General  Revenue  and 
Finances  of  the  State,  up  to  the  close  of  the  last  fiscal  year.

The  loregoing  exhibits  the  transactions  of  this  department  of 
the  State  Government,  for  the  year  just  closed.    The  recom- 
mendation which  accompanied  my  two  former  Reports,  for  dis- 
pensing with  a  return  to  this  office,  of  the  several    items  of 
personal  property  embraced  in  the  county  duplicates,  has  been 
carried  into  effect  under  a  law  of  the  last  winter  sesaon  of  the 
Legislature;  and  the  aggregate  of  the  personal  property,  only^  is 
hereafter   to  be  incorporated  in  the  several  Uounty  Auditor's 
returns.    This  salutary  measure  will  prove  a  saving  of  some  ex- 
pense to  the  State,  and  essentially  obviate  many  of  the  incon- 
veniences arising  from   the  former  practice  in  this  particular. 

At  a  prior  Session  of  the  Legislature,  provision  was  made  for 
taking  a  revaluation  op  the  real  propsrtt  of  the  State, 
This  important  measure,  which  the  increasing  wealth  and  pros- 
perity of  the  State  seemed  to  demand,  has  been  carried  into  suc- 
cessful operation,  under  the  law  in  question;  and  the  add^ouaY 
amount  of  taxable  property,  which  has,  in  consequence,  been 
brought  into  the  service  of  the  State,  on  the  Crrartd  Levy,  since 
the  revaluation  of  1 825,  is  $45,730  07  0.  The  aggregate  of  the 
taxable  property  of  tlxe  State,  for  the  year  ending  Nov.  15, 
1834,  was  $75,^93,212,  shewing  an  increase  in  one  year,  of 
119,750,665. 

If  we  go  back  still  further,  we  will  find  that  this  increase  has 
arisen,  mainly,  if  not  exclusively,  from  the  unprecedented  rapid- 
ity of  cur  settlements,  and  the  important  changes  effected 
through  the  instrumentality  of  our  admirable  system  of  internal 
improvements; — and  the  contrast  cannot  fail  to  appear  the  more 
palpable  and  striking,  when  we  extend  our  view  to  the  early  his- 
tory of  the  State,  and  see  from  what  small  beginnings,  in  a  short 
period,  we  have  arisen  to  a  powerful  State — to  that  condition  of 
agricultural  and  commercial  wealth  which  places  us  almost  by 
the  side  of  New  York  and  Pennsylvania,  and  which,  for  rapidity 
iof  growth,  and  enlarged  resources,  is  without  its  parallel  in  the 
jb.istory  of  any  other  member  of  the  confederacy. 

We.have.arrived  at  that  period  in  the  progress  of  our  sTsriai, 
,when  a  short,  comparative  view  of  the  past  with  the  present,  may 
;be  ^e^med  of  somQ  public  importance.    Hitherto,  this  office  hais 
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confined  its  annual  iiepoiit  to  the  actual  condition  of  the  reveii- 
ue,  and  the  public  disbursements*  But  in  this,  mvLny  interesting 
facts  and  particulars  will  be  found  embodied,  shewmg  the  great 
changes  which  the  band  of  industry  has  efliected,  and  the  rapidi- 
ty with  which  we  are  moving  forward  in  the  march  of  prosperi- 
ty and  internal  wealth. 

So  far  back  as  1 809,  the  number  of  acres  of  land  returned  for 
taxation,  was  9,924,033.  The  amount  of  taxation,  on  this  tb- 
tum,  for  the  same  year,  was  $63,991  87  1. 

In  1810,  the  quantity  of  land,  taxable  for  State  purposes,  was 
10,479,029  acres,  and  the  taxes  paid  into  the  Treasury  for  the 
same  year,  were  $67,501  60  5. 

In  1811,  the  acres  of  lan4  returned,  were  12,134,777,  and  the 
taxes  for  that  year,  were  $170,546  74  5,  shewing  an  increase 
from  1809^  of  upwards  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars.  But 
our  public  resources  wete  even  then  in  their  infbncy. 

From  1811  to  1816,  the  average  increase  of  the  taxes,  paid 
by  the  several  counties,  was  $59,351. 

This  latter  period  maybe  considered  as  the  commencement  of 
our  rapid  advancement  to  our  present  condition  of  prosperity. 
Although  the  amount  of  taxes  received,  are  always  more  or  less 
fluctuating  from  year  to  year,  the  receipts  into  the  Treasury 
should  always,  nevertheless,  bear  some  relative  proportion  to  the 
actual  improvements  of  the  country.  By  Legislative  anactment, 
the  per  centum  to  be  levied  is  often  reduced,  so  as  to  materially 
lessen  the  amount  of  the  revenue  collected. 

For  several  years  following  1816,  the  quantity  of  lands  re- 
turned as  taxable,  did  not  materially  vary;  nor  was  the  aggre- 
gate of  taxation  greatly  increased.  In  1820,  the  number  of  acres 
thus  returned,  was  something  rising  of  13,000,000,  while  the  ag- 
gregate of  taxes,  as  reported  to  the  Legislature,  was  only  $205,- 
346  95  5.  But  in  1826,  1827,  1828,  1829  and  1830,  a  material 
change  was  effected;  a  change  in  the  amount  of  property  taxa- 
ble, from  a  few  hundred  thousands,  to  rising  of  JPIFTY  MIL- 
LIONS. By  the  returns  of  the  past  year,  the  total  value  of  the 
taxable  property  of  the  State,  exclusive  of  three  or  four  counties 
from  which  returns  have  not  been  received,  amounts  to  the  sum 
of  NINETY  FOUR  MILLIONS,  FOUR  HUNDRED  and 
THIRTY  SEVEN  THOUSAND,  NINE  HUNDRED  and 
FIFTY  ONE  DOLLARS. 

The  successful  operations  of  the  government,  it  is  well 
known,  depend  in  a  creat  measure,  on  the  skilful  and  economi- 
cal management  of  the  public  finances,  and  the  important  charge 
confided  to  this  office,  is,  consequently,  felt  to  be  one  of  deep  and 
abiding  interest  to  the  people.     The  support  of  the  public  credit, 
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axui  the  protection  of  the  revenue,  are  intimately  interwovea 
with  the  duties  of  the  public  servant,  in  whatever  situation  he  may 
be  placed;  and  this  great  essential  has  ever  been  regarded  by  the 
citizens  of  Cttiio,  as  one  of  the  foundation  pillars  of  true  indepenr 
dence  and  freedom* 

With  this  object  in  view,  the  amount  annually  drawn  {ratn  the 
Treasury,  has  been,  except  in  a  very  few  instances  of  pressing 
public  importance,  barely  sufficient  to  meet  the  ordinary  de» 
mands  of  the  government,  and  to  provide  for  such  improve- 
ments as  our  actual  facilities  seemed  to  justify.  But  no  sys- 
tem of  public  economy  will  warrant  an  entire  forbearance 
of  all  public  expenditure.  Our  means  of  internal  improve- 
ment are  extensive  and  commanding.  Canals,  Rail  Roads,  and 
other  ffreat  sources  of  industry  and  enterprise,  are  constantly 
multiplying  around  us;  and  in  almost  every  portion  of  our  State 
and  country,  they  form  the  very  centre  point  of  attraction* 
These  improvements,  when  successfully  carried  into  execution, 
form  the  grand  arteries  of  our  internal  commerce  and  trade;  and  it 
should  be  the  policy,  as  it  is  the  obvious  interest  of  the  people, 
to  encourage  and  sustain  them.  Indeed,  the  public  wellaie 
demands  that  all  the  great  works  now  in  progress  and  in  con- 
templation, should  be  regulated  by  an  enlightened  system  of  pub- 
lic economy;  and  that  when  guided  and  supported  by  the  pu^ 
lie  voice,,  they  should  always  oring  back  a  public  hen^tjia  at 
least  an  equal  ratio  with  the  expenditure  made.  A  diversity  of 
individual  interests,  it  is  true,  will  be  found  to  mingle,  more  or 
less,  in  all  these  projects;  but  it  is  the  great  purpose  of  the  go- 
vernment to  look  to  the  general  good,  and  to  the  advancement 
of  the'  common  interests  of  the  whole  people^  rather  than  that 
which  gives  to  one  section,  advantages  which  are  withheld  firom 
others.  The  revenue  of  the  State,  is  the  money  of  its  citizens; 
and  that  portion  of  it  which  remains,  after  meeting  the  annual 
expenses  of  the  government,  if  drawn  from  the  Treasury  for  any 
purpose,  should  be  judiciously  applied  to  the  advancement  of  the 
common  well  being  of  the  country. 

One  item  in  the  disbursements  of  the  financial  year,  which 
closed  on  the  15th  of  November  last,  was  incurred  under  the 
law  of  the  last  session,  for  running  and  re-marking  our  Northern 
Boundary  line,  and  the  Legislation  consequent  upon  the  prose- 
cution of  that  ffreat  undertaking.  This  expenditure,  when  the 
magnitude  of  tne  subject  is  taken  into  consideaation,  is  ccHnpar* 
atively  small;  and, as  the  amount  thus  paid,  exceeds  the  ordina* 
ry  annual  expenses  of  the  government,  I  have  thou^t  proper 
to  notice  it  in  this  communication.  The  appropriation  by  the 
Legislature,  to  meet  this  object,  and  to  prosecute  our  claim  to 
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the  territory  in  dispute,  w^s  $300,000«  The  expenses  of  tha 
extra  session,  called  to  deliberate  upon  the  proper  measures  ta 
be  adopted  in  reference  to  the  course  pursued  by  the  authorities 
of  Michigan,  was  $6,823  30. 

The  actual  amount  paid  from  the  Treasury,  on  the  order  of  the 
Governor,  including  the  pay  of  Commissioners,  OiBcers  and  in- 
dividuals connected  with  the  boundary  controversy,  as  it  stands 
upon  the  books  of  this  Office,  js  ^8,837  58;  and,  considering  the 
nature  of  the  subject  in  conflict,  and  the  multiplied  enibarrass- 
ments  attending  the  firm  maintenance  of  the  position  assumed 
by  the  State,  this  expenditure  is  but  trifling  in  amount — and  it 
should  form  a  subject  of  mutual  felicitation  with  the  people  of  . 
Ohio,  that,  by  a  judicious  course  of  proceeding^  so  light  a  call 
has  been  made  upon  our  finances;  and  that,  through  a  commen- 
dable forbearance  on  our  part,  an  open  rupture  was  so  far  avoid- 
ed, as  to  preserve,  unimpaired,  the  interest  and  credit  of  the 
State. 

A  REVENUE  sTSTEM,  lu  which  SO  many  important  public  princH 
pies  are  involved,  should  never  be  fluctuating  or  uncertain.  It  is 
impossible,  it  is  true,  to  foresee  every  emergency  which  may 
mske  a  call  upon  the  public  Treasury:  and  the  graduation  of  the 
receipts  of  the  revenue,  with  the  actual  expenditures  of  the  go- 
vernment, is  consequently  attended  with  some  difficulty.  This  ari- 
ses fromthe  necessity  of  the  annual  estimates  required  to  be  made 
for  the  current  expenses  and  disbursements  of  the  ensuing  year. 

By  a  referenae  to  the  first  part  of  this  report,  in  which  the 
general  disbursements  of  the  year  are  recapitulated,  a  deficit  ; 

of  f  33,599  07  9,  will  be  found  in  the  general  revenue.    But  this  I 

amount  of  deficiency  is  principally  balanced  by  the  monies 
drawn  from  the  Treasury,  for  the  expenses  of  the  extra  session  | 

of  the  Legislature — the  amount  paid  the  State  Printer — the  ap-  ^ 

propriation  made  for  clearing  and  improving  the  Muskingum  riv- 
er;— the  appropriation  for  running  and  remarking  the  northern 
boundary  line,  and  the  payment  of  troops,  &c.  The  deficit  in  the 
revenue,  as  set  forth  in  my  last  annual  report,  was  $16,622  72  3, 
which  makes  a  part  of  the  sum  now  due  that  fund.  The  whole 
amount  of  these  expenditures  is  nearly  $40,000,  which  would 
have  left  in  the  Treasury,  if  unexpended,  a  turphis  of  more  than  ' 

the  Jive  thousand  and  ninety  six  dollars^  as  estimated  in  my  re- 
port of  1834.  This  deficiency  in  the  estimated  revenue  of  last 
year,  is  thus  accounted  for,  but  such  provision  should  be  hereaf^ 
ter  made,  as  will  avoid  the  possibility  of  all  future  contingencies  ; 

on  the  subject.  .  i 

The  reduction  of  the  per  centum  on  our  canal  iax^  from  one  \ 

and  a  half  to  the  fourth  of  mill  on  the  dollar,  has  fallen  short  of 
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meeting  the  interest  on  our  domestic  loans.  By  an  act  of  the 
Legislature,  of  last  winter,  it  was  made  the  duty  of  the  Au- 
ditor of  State,  to  fund  so  much  of  the  interest  as  had  accrued 
on  the  Connecticut  Western  Reserve  School  Fund,  prior  to  the 
1st  day  of  January,  1 835,  amounting  to  $15,055  86  3;  also,  the  in- 
terest arising  on  the  whole  of  said  fund  for  distribution,  after  the 
1st  day  of  June,  1836,  which  makes,  unprovided  for,  the  siun 
of  $22,293  64  2. 

The  estimate  of  tolls  on  our  Canals  for  1B35»  was  $260,000* 
When  that  estimate  was  made,  it  was  thought  amply  moderate, 
but  the  actual  returns  from  the  different  Collector's  Offices  for 
the  year  ending  Nov.  1,  1835,  are  twenty-two  thousand,  three 
hundred  and  forty  two  dollars,  less  than  this  estimate.    In  Pezm-^ 
sylvania,  which  was  behind  Ohio  in  her  ^eat  works  of  internal 
improvement,  (though  greatly  our  superior  in  her  present  re- 
sources,) the  revenue  derived  from  her  Canals,  for  the  year  end- 
ing Oct.  16th,  1835,  as  I  have  recently  learned,  was  ^1,331^66| 
or  more  than  five  times  the  amount  received  into  our  Treasury 
from  the  like  source. 

In  New  York,  where  this  policy  was  first  introduced^  and 
where  the  system  has  met  with  astonishing  success,  the  amount 
of  tolls  received,  is  still  much  greater.  By  information  recent- 
ly received  from  that  State,  the  tolls  of  the.present  fiscal  year, 
ending  Oct.  15,  are  $2,212,600,  or  more  than  nine  times  the 
amount  of  our  receipts  for  the  like  period.  From  whatever  cause 
the  public  expectation  has  failed  to  be  realized  in  the  receipts  of 
our  Canal  Tolls  for  the  current  year,  it  may  be  found  upon 
proper  examination  of  the  subject,  that  some  essential  facilities 
may  be  hereafter  given  to  this  important  branch  of  the  public 
revenue. 

In  looking  into  the  condition  of  the  Treasury  of  the  United 
States,  whose  economical  example  it  may  be  well  for  every  State 
in  the  confederacy  to  follow,  we  find,  at  this  time^  a  surplus  of 
about  SIXTEEN  MILLIONS,  notwithstanding  the  recent  heavy  drafts 
upon  it  for  the  payment  of  the  national  debt.  The  receipts  vaSo 
that  department  of  the  General  Government,  from  the  sales  of 
the  public  lands  alone,  for  the  current  year,  amount  to  the  im- 
precedented  sum  of  six  millions  of  dollars.  This  is  risix^  of 
two  millions  and  a  half  over  the  receipts  of  any  former  year, 
demonstrating  most  clearly,  that  our  public  resources  are  in  a 
state  of  advancement  and  success  unknown  to  any  prior  period 
in  our  history. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States,  in  remark- 
ing upon  the  receipts  firom  these  sales,  for  the  year,  iSSlf'which 
were  then  $3,000,000,  observed,  ^  that  they  had  gcnm  beyond  aO 
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former  example*?'*  and  as  a  component  part  of  the  monies  from 
these  sales,  have  flowed  from  the  Land  Offices  in  this  State,  Ohio 
18  a  participator  in  the  benefits,  and  must  share  ip  the  public  ad- 
vantages to  be  derived  from  them. 

Some  of  these  important  facts  are  alluded  to  in  this  communi- 
tion,  to  sustain  my  position  as  to  the  rapid  settlement  and  growth 
of  the  State,  and  the  promise  T^e  have  of  its  future  advancement. 
The  sales  of  these  lands,  while  giving  an  impetus  to  the  enter- 
prise and  industry  of  the  country,  are  also  adding  to  the  means  of 
internal  communication  among  the  people.  Two  very  important 
publicf  works  are  now  in  progress  through  the  very  heart  of  our 
'  north-western  counties,  where  most  of  the  unsold  lands  are  situ- 
ate*; and  as  it  is  to  be  expected  that  all  that  part  of  them  belong- 
ing to  the  State,  will  be  speedilv  brought  into  market,  (from 
which  an  increase  of  revenue  will  be  derived,)  the  rapid  settle- 
ment and  improvement  of  all  that  desirable  portion  of  country 
must  necessarily  follow. 

The  THREE  PER  CENT.  vuND,  which  is  set  apart  and  designed 
exclusively  for  the  improvement  of  roads  and  bridges,  is  greatly 
enhanced  by  the  progress  of  these  sales; — and  in  a  new  and 
thriving  country  like  ours,  where  the  soil  is  rich  and  productive, 
nothing  is  found  more  welcome  with  the  people;  the  early  emi- 
grant, than  the  application  of  a  portion  of  this  fund,  to  the  im- 
provement and  repair  of  roads.  Small  as  is, the  apportionment 
made  to  the  several  counties,  when  contrasted  with  the  general 
revenue  of  the  State,  it  is,  nevertheless,  an  item  of  value, — ^an 
item,  conveying  relief  to  many  who  suffer, — to  numbers  of  that 
class  of  our  worthy  fellow-citizens,  who,  from  their  very  location, 
are  excluded  from  the  convenient  means  of  intercourse  with  the 
world. 

The  poor  man  of  the  country,  the  early  western  settler,  bears 
up  under  the  privations  incident  to  his  condition,  without  a  mur- 
mur; and  he  contents  himself  as  a  citizen,  with  the  guaranty  of 
that  principle  of  our  free  constitution,  which  provides  that  equal 
rights  and  equal  privileges  shall  be  extended  to  every  class  of 
the  confimunity. 

The  better  to  bring  in  all  the  objects  of  taxation,  many  impor- 
tant laws  have  been  passed,  and  great  changes  have  taken  place, 
from  time  to  time,  in  the  amount  of  the  per  centum  to  be  levied 
for  State  and  Canal  purposes.  One  important  alteration  which  I 
have  to  recommend  in  the  existing  law,  relative  to  the  plan  of 
paying  taxes,  is  to  require  all  the  payments,  as  well  from  non- 
residents, as  resident  land  holders,  to  be  made  in  the  county 
-where  the  fwroperty  is  situate.  This  subject,  which  has  ever 
been  viewed  as  one  of  aome  public  importance,  has  been  pre- 
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viously  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Legislature,  and  I  repeat  it  in 
this  place,  in  the  hope  of  its  meeting  with  the  deliberate  consider- 
ation and  definitive  action  of  the  present  General  Assembly, 
should  they  deem  the  change  suggested,  invited  by  the  public 
interest. 

It  may  not  be  out  of  .place  in  this  communication,  to  advert  to 
our  existing  foreign  debt,  the  present  aggregate  amount  of  which, 
18  $4 ,400,000. 

The  legal  annual  interest  on  this  sum,  is  f  260,000,    Our  do- 
mestic debt,  which  arises  from  the  different  school  funds  of  the 
State,  is  .$579,287  09,  and  the  interest  upon  the  latter  sam,  per 
annum,  is  $34,757  22.    Our  Canal  tolls,  for  the  year  just  closed^ 
amount  to  $242,357  20  7,  and  the  I'eceipts  from  the  saleof  Oftio 
Cand  lands  for  the  past  year,  amount  to  $64,549  84  7;  so  that  . 
these  two  items  of  revenue,  as  may  readily  be  seen,  are  more  ^ 
than  sufficient  to  pay  the  interest  accruing  upon  our  canal  loans. 
The  amount  of  sales  of  these  lands,  at  the  State  Land  Offices, 
will  necessarily  diminish,  from  year  to  year;  but  not,  probably, 
in  an  equal  ratio  with  the  actual  receipts  into  the  IVeasury,  from 
the  increase  of  transportation  and  business  upon  our  Canals*     It 
was  a  wise  provision  in  the  law  of  this  State,  requiring  the  levy 
of  an. annual  tax,  to  meet  the  interest  upon  the  canaiioans;  and 
by  the  salutary  operation  of  this  important  measure,  Ohio  stocks 
now  command  a  high  character  abroad,  and  the  credit  of  the 
State  is  placed  upon  a  permanent  foundation. 

The  amount  of  money,  annually  received  into,  and  disbursed 
from  the  Treasury,  varies  from  two  hundred  thousand  to  two 
hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars.  This  is  exclusive  of  the  seve- 
ral drafts,  made  through  this  office,  upon  the  Canal  fund,  which 
amount  annually  to  about  five  hundred  thousand  dollars;  making 
in  all,  rising  of  seven  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

The  tabular  statement,  appended  to  this  report,  (marked  A,) 
exhibits  the  total  amount  of  the  monthly  receipts  from  tolls  and 
collections^  made  upon  the  Ohio  and  Miami  canals,  from  Nov. 
Ist,  1834,  to  the  31st  of  October,  1835;  also,  monies  paid  for  wa« 
ter  rents,  &c.,  during  the  same  period. 

The  tabular  statement,  (B,)  shews  the  number  of  acres  of  land, 
apd  the  value  thereof^  in  the  several  counties,  including  houses^ 
mills,  &c.,  together  with  the  amount  of  the  State  and  Canal  tax^ 
upon  lawjnens,  physicians,  school  houses,  &c.,  and  the  aggre- 
gate amount  of  the  taxes  of  the  State  for  1835. 

The  sources  of  the  public  revenue  are  not  numerous  in  Ohio. 
The  several  school  fiinds  affi>rd  the  greatest  amount  of  produc- 
'live  capital  to  the  State  of  any  of  our  available  meens,  the  inter- 
Mt  upon  which  yield  a  large  annual  income.    This  fund  stands 
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The  Treasurer  of  State,  in  compliance  with  the  duties  assigned

From  the  above  report,  it  will  be  seen  that  there  is  a  deficiency  in  | 

the  f^eneral  revenue,  of  thirty-three  thousand  five  hundred  and  nine- 
ty-nme  dollars  seven  cents  nine  mills,  which  sum  has  been  faid  out  of 
other  funds.

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It  was  deemed  proper  to  pursue  such  acourae  as  there  were  funds  in 
the  Treasury,  that  most  probably  would  not  be  drawn  for,  until  they 
oould  be  replaced  from  the  receipt  of  taxes  for  the  ensuing  year,  there- 
by saving  to  the  State,  the  interest  that  would  have  accrued  on  the 
deficiency  above  stated. 

In  the  funds  counted  as  general  revenue,  there  is  rising  nine  thoQ« 
sand  dollars  of  unavailable  funds,  which,  added  to  the  above  would 
make  the  present  deficiency  in  the  general  revenue  rising  forty-two 
thousand  dollars*.
